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REPORT. 


To   His   Excellency   Hbnby   Robebts^    Oovemor    of    Con- 
necticvi: 

The  Board  of  Railroad  CommissioneiB  respectfully  sub- 
mits herewith  its  Fifly-fourth  Annual  Report  containing 
the  reports  of  the  operations  of  the  steam  railroad  and 
street  railway  companies  for  the  year  ending  June  30, 
1906,  with  statistical  tables  compiled  therefrom,  and 
a  condensed  statement  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Board 
to  the  date  of  this  report  Some  of  the  important  im- 
,  provements,  referred  to  in  our  last  report,  have  been  com- 
pleted and  others  are  still  in  progress.  The  four-track 
bridges  at  Cos  Cob  and  Westport  are  finished  and  in  use,  and 
those  over  the  Housatonic  River  at  ITaugatuck  Junction  and  the 
Connecticut  River  at  Lyme  are  nearing  completion.  The  double 
tracking  of  the  Naugatuck  Railroad  south  of  Waterbury  and  the 
changes  within  and  through  that  city  are  well  advanced,  and 
portions  of  the  work  have  already  been  brought  into  usa  The 
double  tracking  of  the  Highland  Division  of  the  IN'ew  York, 
New  Haven  &  Hartford  Railroad  from  Hopewell  Juno- 
tion  to  Danbury  is  completed  and  in  service,  and  the  portions 
between  Danbury  and  Hawleyville  and  Waterbury  and  Bristol 
are  in  progress,  but  the  latter  portion  involves  some  very  heavy 
construction,  which  will  require  considerable  time  for  com- 
pletion. The  improvements  through  the  cily  of  New  Haven 
have  been  vigorously  prosecuted  during  the  past  season,  and 
creditable  progress  has  been  made,  but  they  are  of  such  magni- 
tude as  to  require  at  least  another  year  before  completion  is 
possible,  during  which  time  the  public  must  patiently  submit 
to  much  unavoidable  inconvenience  in  anticipation  of  the  bene- 
fits which  are  to  follow.    Another  important  change  worthy  of 
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special  attention,  indicative  of  what  may  be  expected  in  the 
near  future,  if  it  shall  prove  a  success,  is  the  electrification  of 
that  portion  of  the  New  York  division  of  the  New  York, 
New  Haven  &  Hartford  Railroad  Company,  extending  from 
Stamford,  Conn.,  to  a  junction  with  the  New  York  &  Harlem 
Bailroad  at  Woodlawn,  New  York,  proposing  to  substitute  elec- 
tricity as  a  motive  power  for  steam  on  all  passenger  service  be- 
tween Stamford  and  New  York  City. 

The  traffic  of  the  steam  railroads  for  the  year  ending  June 
30,  1906,  exceeded  that  of  any  previous  year.  The  gross  earn- 
ings are  greater  than  any  heretofore  reported,  amounting  to 
$55,810,518.53,  being  $3,752,615.04  more  than  the  previous 
year.  Of  the  foregoing  amount,  $52,984,322.36  was  earned  by 
the  New  York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford  Kailroad  Company; 
$1,679,449.81  by  the  Central  New  England  Railway  Company; 
$1,128,091.23  by  the  New  London  Northern  Railroad  Com- 
pany, and  $18,655.13  by  the  South  Manchester  Railroad  Com- 
pany, an  increase  in  the  earnings  of  each  company  over  those 
of  the  previous  year.  To  this  result  the  passenger  department 
contributed  $25,857,114.04,  and  the  freight  department  $29,- 
421,834.94.  The  net  earnings  were  $18,047,571.98,  being 
$3,736,310.71  more  than  for  the  preceding  year.  There  has 
been  an  increase  of  6,133,122  in  the  number  of  passengers 
carried,  and  of  2,806,251  in  the  tons  of  freight  handled. 

We  call  your  attention  to  certain  statutes  regulating  rail- 
roads, not  for  the  purpose  of  recommending  definite  legislation 
but  rather  that  you  and  the  general  assembly  may  be  ac- 
quainted with  situations  which  have  come  to  our  attention  and 
where  we  have  found  existing  statutes  insufficient. 

The  general  statutes  relating  to  railroad  depots  in  some 
cases  refer  to  freight  or  passenger  stations  and  in  other  cases 
to  stations;  and  doubt  has  bean  raised  in  the  minds  of  this 
conmiission  as  to  their  jurisdiction  in  cases  of  abandonment 
or  restoration  of  freight  depots  or  stations.  Furthermore 
there  is  no  statute  in  regard  to  the  establishment  of  waiting 
rooms  or  stations  on  electric  railways. 

Section  3748  of  the  general  statutes  was  enacted  in  1868 
and  prescribes  a  method  by  which  ten  (10)  freeholders  may 
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apply  to  a  court  petitioning  that  trains  shall  be  scheduled  to 
stop  at  existing  stations. 

Various  petitions  have  from  time  to  time  been  sent  to  the 
railroad  commissioners  regarding  the  matter  covered  in  this 
section  of  the  statutes  and  of  course  have  been  returned,  as  'we 
have  no  jurisdiction. 

Section  3694  of  the  general  statutes  passed  in  1898,  pro- 
vides that  any  railroad  company  organized  under  the  laws  of 
this  state  may  operate  its  railroad  or  any  part  thereof  by  elec- 
tricity. There  is  no  provision  for  the  railroad  commissioners 
to  pass  on  the  equipment^  method  of  construction,  or  such 
changes  as  may  be  made  either  on  private  rights  of  way  or  in 
highways. 

The  statutes  make  ample  provisions  for  the  elimination  of 
grade  crossings,  but  there  is  no  provision  vesting  in  the  rail- 
road commissioners  (or  in  any  other  authority)  the  power  to 
set  back  abutments,  widen  or  make  desired  changes  in  bridges 
or  highways,  where  the  crossing  at  grade  has  heretofore  been 
eliminated.  IKTor  is  there  any  power  vested  by  statute  in  the 
railroad  commissioners,  or  elsewhere,  to  make  at  highway 
crossings,  alterations  that  may  be  necessary  for  the  security 
or  convenience  of  the  public  but  that  do  not  involve  the  aboli- 
tion of  crossings  at  grade.  Many  crossings  could  be  made 
lees  dangerous  if  there  was  power  to  alter  the  approaches 
thereto,  eliminate  growing  trees,  remove  banks  of  earth  or  make 
such  other  changes  as  each  particular  situation  might  render 
desirable. 

Chapter  149  of  the  public  acts  of  1905,  purports  to  safe- 
guard the  issuing  of  bonds  by  railroad  companies  or  street 
railway  companies.  It  provides  that  one  of  the  three  persons 
who  shall  certify  under  oath  as  to  the  amount  actually  ex- 
pended on  a  railroad  or  railway  shall  be  an  engineer  approved 
by  the  railroad  commissioners.  The  engineer  is  selected  by 
the  railroad  or  railway  company  and  usually  is  in  its  employ. 
The  report  is  £Qed  in  the  office  of  another  department  and  the 
railroad  commissioners'  authority  is  at  an  end,  nor  do  they 
ever  even  see  or  examine  the  report  made  by  authority  of  this 
statute. 
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Furthermore^  by  special  enactment^  most  of  the  railroads 
and  railways  in  Connecticut  are  exempted  from  even  this 
supervision  in  issuing  bonds. 


PEOCEEDINGS  OF  BOARD  EEFEERINQ  TO  STEAM 

RAILROADS. 

'new  haven. 

Extension  of  Humphrey  Street. 

On  January  27,  1906,  the  Cily  of  New  Haven  preswited 
to  us  a  petition  asking  for  an  order  prescribing  the  manner 
of  crossing  the  tracks  of  the  New  York,  New  Haven  &  Hart- 
ford Railroad  Company  made  necessary  by  the  extension  of 
Humphrey  Street  in  New  Haven.  On  February  17,  1906,  we 
issued  an  order,  in  accordance  with  an  agreement  between  the 
City  and  the  railroad  company,  that  said  highway  should  pass 
under  the  tracks  of  the  railroad,  and  that  a  bridge  be  con- 
structed over  said  street  with  a  clear  headroom  of  not  less  than 
thirteen  feet,  and  that  the  work  be  done  in  accordance  with 
plans  filed  in  this  o^ce. 

OVERHEAD  STRUCTURES. 

Electrification  of  New   York  Division  of  New  York,  New 
Haven  &  Hartford  Railroad  Company. 

Upon  the  application  of  the  New  York,  New  Haven  & 
Hartford  Railroad  Company,  stating  that  the  .electrification 
of  said  railroad  from  Stamford  to  the  New  York  State  line 
made  necessary  the  construction  of  certain  overhead  struc- 
tures, on  June  9,  1906,  we  issued  an  order  approving  of  the 
plans  submitted  and  authorizing  the  construction  of  one  hun- 
dred and  fifty-two  catenary  and  anchor  bridges  over  the 
tracks  of  said  railroad.  All  of  these  bridges  called  for  a 
clearance  in  excess  of  twenty-two  feet  above  the  roadbed  of  said 
railroads  except  where  existing  structures  restrict  said  dear- 
anoe,  and  a  distance  between  the  inside  face  of  the  supports  to 
the  outside  rails,  of  not  less  than  seven  feet 
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NEW  HAVEN  GAS  LIGHT  COMPANY. 

On  the  petition  of  the  New  Haven  Gas  Light  Company, 
Tinder  date  of  June  12,  1906,  we  issued  an  order  finding  that 
the  construction  of  a  steel  bridge  seventy-one  feet  in  length, 
fourteen  feet  in  width,  and  having  a  clear  headroom  of  twenty- 
four  feet  above  the  roadbed  of  the  railroad  of  the  New  York, 
New  Haven  &  Hartford  Railroad  Company,  was  necessary  to 
carry  a  pipe  for  supplying  gas  to  a  certain  section  of  the  City 
of  New  Haven,  and  also  approving  the  plans  of  said  overhead 
structure. 

NORWICH. 

On  July  3,  1906,  the  New  York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford 
Railroad  Company  presented  to  us  a  petition  asking  for  the 
determination  of  changes  desired  in  the  bridge  carrying  the 
highway  known  as  Main  Street  in  the  City  of  Norwich  over  the 
tracks  of  the  Norwich  branch  of  said  railroad.  The  entrance 
of  the  Norwich  &  Westerly  Street  Railway  into  said  city  made 
it  desirable  that  said  bridge  be  widened  and  strengthened. 
On  July  13, 1906,  we  approved  the  plans  mutually  agreed  to  by 
the  steam  railroad,  the  electric  railway,  and  the  City  of  Nor- 
wich. 

NEW  BRITAIN. 

On  October  6,  1906,  The  Stanley  Works  of  New  Britain 
presented  a  petition  asking  for  permission  to  construct  two 
bridges  over  the  Highland  Division  of  the  New  York,  New 
Haven  &  Hartford  Railroad  Company  at  the  works  of  said 
Stanley  Co.  in  New  Britain.  We  found  that  the  construction 
of  these  bridges  was  necessary  to  connect  the  manufacturing 
properties  of  the  said  Stanley  Works,  and  permission  was 
granted  to  construct  the  same  according  to  the  plans  submitted, 
the  height  above  the  roadbed  of  said  railroad  to  be  not  less 
than  twenty-two  feet. 

HARTFORD. 

On  July  3,  1906,  The  Hartford  and  New  York  Transpor- 
tation Company  presented  a  petition  asking  for  permission  to 
erect  a  wooden  trestle  over  the  tracks  of  the  Valley  Branch  of 
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the  New  York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford  Railroad  Company  in 

^      Hartford  at  the  foot  of  Potter  Street.     We  found  that  the 

',.      construction  of  said  structure  was  necessary  to  convey  coal 

,  V-      from  barges  in  the  Connecticut  River  to  the  bins  of  a  local 

j^'     coal  company,  and  the  plans  for  such  structure  having. been 

agreed  to  by  the  railroad  company,  we  approved  same  and 

prescribed  that  the  height  above  the  roadbed  of  said  railroad 

should  be  not  less  than  thirty-two  feet. 

On  May  10,  1906,  upon  the  petition  of  The  New  York, 
New  Haven  &  Hartford  Railroad  Company,  representing  that 
the  Consolidated  Railway  Company,  under  an  agreement  with 
said  petitioner,  desired  to  construct  and  maintain  a  trestle 
above  the  roadbed  of  the  Valley  Branch  of  said  railroad  at  a 
point  opposite  the  power  house  of  said  railway  company  in  the 
City  of  Hartford,  we  determined  that  the  length  of  said  struc- 
ture should  be  not  less  than  fifty-four  feet,  the  width  eight 
feet,  the  material  to  be  a  wood  truss,  supported  upon  wooden 
towers,  and  the  height  in  the  clear  above  the  roadbed  of  said 
railroad  to  be  not  less  than  twentv  feet 

SIDE  TRACKS. 

Ridge-field. 

On  March  3,  1906,  the  Selectmen  of  the  town  of  Ridgefield 
presented  their  petition  representing  that  the  Ridgefield  Elec- 
tric Company  of  said  town  desired  to  lay  a  track  for  switching 
purposes  upon  and  across  a  highway  in  said  town  known  as 
*^  The  Florida  Road."  On  March  15th,  aftor  examining  the 
said  crossing  and  hearing  had,  we  issued  an  order  allowing 
the  construction  asked  for  with  the  usual  precautions  as  to 
speed  of  cars,  trains,  or  engines  while  passing  over  said  crossing. 

Shelton, 

On  April  10,  1906,  the  Warden  and  Bui^esses  of  the  Bor- 
ough of  Shelton  presented  a  petition  representing  that  The 
Ousatonic  Water  Power  Company  desired  to  lay  a  side  track 
to  be  used  for  switching  purpo&/j^  along  and  across  Canal 
Street  in  said  Borough.  HearJ*.  ^^s  ^^^  ^^  Shelton,  and  on 
April  26th  the  petition  was  grax^^.  ^ 
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•  Chester. 

On  April  18,  1906,  the  Selectmen  of  the  town  of  GhfeBter 
presented  a  petition  for  th'e  construction  of  a  side  triack,  for  the 
use  of  the  factory 'of  the  National  Essential  Oils  Distilling 
Oompany,  across  a  highway  in  said  town,  and  on  May  19,  1906, 
after  visiting  the  premises  and  hearing  had,  we  granted  the 
petition  with  the  usual  conditions '  as  to  protection  to  public 
when  said  highway  was  being  used  by  engines,  cars,  or  trains. 

Plainfield. 

On  May  14,  1906,  the  Selectmen  of  the  town  of  Plainfield 
petitioned  for  permission  to  construct  a  side  track  across  a 
highway  in  said  town  to  the  property  of  The  Lawton  Mills 
Corporation,  and  after  an  inspection  of  the  premises  and  hear- 
ing had,  the  same  was  granted  on  June  9,  1906. 

ELIMINATION  OF  GRADE  CROSSINGS. 

Hartford. 

On  February  21,  1906,  the  City  of  Hartford  presented  to 
us  its  petition  representing  that  public  safety  required  the 
elimination  of  a  crossing  of  the  N.  Y.,  N.  H.  &  H.  and  New 
England  Bailroad  Companies'  tracks  at  Walnut  Street  in  said 
City.  Said  petition  was  heard  on  March  6,  1906,  and  ad- 
journed from  time  to  time,  until  May  28th,  when  all  persons 
were  fully  and  finally  heard.  On  June  12,  1906,  we  issued 
an  order  to  the  effect  that  public  safety  required  the  elimina- 
tion of  said  crossing,  and  did  order  and  determine  that  the 
mode  of  crossing  the  tracks  at  said  Walnut  Street,  together 
with  the  approaches  to  said  crossing,  be  changed  so  that  in- 
stead of  crossing  at  grade  said  highway  should  be  carried 
over  the  tracks  of  the  railroad  on  a  steel  bridge  having  a 
dear  span  of  about  on6  hundred  and  fourteen  feet,  resting 
upon  masonry  abutments  at  each  end  thereof  and  leaving  a 
clear  head  room  of  twenty-two  and  one-half  feet  between  the 
then  present  grade  of  the  railroad  tracks  and  the  under  side 
of  the  girders  of  said  bridge ;  the  bridge  to  be  constructed  so  as 
to  leave  a  clear  width  of  roadway » between  wheel  guards  of 
twenty-four  feet  and  with  sidewalks  on  either  side  of  said 
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roadway  of  a  clear  width  of  five  and  one-half  feet ;  the  grades  of 
the  approaches  on  either  side  of  said  bridge  to  be  five  per  cent^ 
with  a  substantially  level  grade  across  the  bridge.  In  connec- 
tion with  the  work  a  highway  known  as  Huntley  Avenue  was 
ordered  to  be  blocked  and  a  new  approach  from  Huntley  Place 
to  Foot  Guard  Place  made  by  constructing  a  street  through 
land  of  James  W.  Eldridge  in  part,  in  part  through  land  now 
owned  one-half  by  William  G.  Comstock  and  Frederick  H. 
Comstock,  and  one-half  by  James  Stillman,  and  in  part  through 
the  land  owned  by  Helen  I.  Emmons  and  Lillie  A.  Emmons, 
with  suitable  retaining  walls,  said  highway  being  in  width 
forty  feet 

And  we  further  ordered  and  directed  that  all  the  work  in- 
cident to  said  changes  ordered  be  performed  by,  and  all  lands, 
if  any,  for  said  changes,  be  procured  by  said  railroad  company, 
and  the  expenses  of  said  changes,  including  the  damages  which 
the  owner  of  any  land  adjoining  said  public  highways  in  con- 
sequence of  any  change  or  alteration  ordered  by  us,  should  be 
paid  for  by  the  railroad  company  in  the  first  instance,  and  that 
whenever  said  work  was  done  and  completed,  and  said  costs 
and  damages  paid,  the  City  of  Hartford  should  pay  to  the 
railroad  company  one-quarter  of  the  expense  of  such  changes, 
including  damages  and  special  damages,  as  required  by  statute. 

Naugatuck. 

On  petition  of  the  N.  Y.,  K".  H.  &  H.  and  The  Naugatuck 
Railroad  Companies,  this  Board  issued  a  fijiding  on  August 
26,  1905,  in  reference  to  certain  changes  in  location  and  high- 
ways on  the  Naugatuck  Railroad  Company  in  Naugatuck,  a 
portion  of  which  finding  referred  to  a  change  in  the  highway 
known  as  Maple  Street,  and  provided  that  a  bridge  carrying  the 
railroads  of  said  companies  over  Maple  Street  should  have  a 
roadway  of  forty  feet  and  sidewalks  of  twelve  feet  on  each  side. 
On  September  10,  1906,  said  railroad  company  asked  for  a 
modification  of  said  original  fitxdiiig  so  th^t  ^^  the  construc- 
tion of  said  bridge  the  width  of  tt^  sidewalks  should  be  ten 
feet,  as  shown  in  the  original  pK  ^rA  on  November  26, 1906, 
we  issued  a  finding'  granting  ^^  /     petition. 
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West  Norfolk. 

On    June    12,    1906,    upon    petition    of    the    Selectmen 
of    the    iowDi    of    Norfolk,    representing    that    public    safety 
required  an   alteration  in  a  certain  grade  crossilng  formed 
by  the  intersection  of  the  highway  and  the  Hartford   and 
Connecticut  Western   Railroad    Company   at   West   Norfolkj 
located   about  one  hundred  feet  westerly  of  the  station  of 
said  railroad  company,  we  found  that  public  safety  required 
an    alteration   in    said   crossing,    its    approaches,    method    of 
crossing,  the  location  of  the  highway  or  crossing,  the  closing 
of   the    present   highway   crossing,    and    the    substitution    of 
another   therefor   not   at   grade,    and    did   order    and   deter- 
mine   that    said    crossing   be    carried    under    the    tracks    of 
said    railroad    at    a   point    about   two   hundred    and    twenty 
feet   easterly    of   the    then    present    location    of    said    cross- 
ing, with  a  clear  opening  of  sixteen  feet  between  the  abut- 
ments carrying  the  tracks  of  said  railroad  over  said  highway, 
and  with  a  clear  headroom  of  twelve  feet  between  the  surface 
of   said  highway   and  the  under   side  of  said  bridge;   the 
grades  of  the  approaches  to  said  crossing  to  be  as  shown  on 
profile   map   in   this   offica     We   further   ordered   that   the 
location  of  the  highway  be  changed,  banning  at  a  point 
about  185  feet  westerly  of  the  present  crossing,  carrying  said 
highway  southerly  of  the  tracks  of  the  Central  New  England 
Railway  Company  about  70  feet  therefrom  and  substantially 
parallel  thereto,  with  a  width  of  sixteen  feet,  to  a  point  opposite 
the  proposed  under  crossing;  thence  northerly  through  said 
under  crossing  to  an  intersection  with  said  highway  at  the 
northerly  side  of  said  railroad. 

We  further  ordered  and  determined  that  all  the  work  in- 
cident to  the  changes  ordered  be  performed  by,  and  all  lands,  if 
-  any,  for  said  changes  be  procured  by  the  Central  New  Eng- 
land Railway  Company  and  the  expense  of  said  changes,  in- 
cluding the  damages  to  any  persons  whose  land  should  be  taken, 
and  special  damages  which  the  owner  of  any  land  adjoining  said 
highway  should  sustain  by  reason  of  any  change  or  alteration 
ordered,  be  paid  for  in  the  first  instance  by  the  Cen- 
tral New  England   Railway   Company,   and  that  whenever 
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said  work  waa  done  and  completed  and  said  cost  and  damages 
paid,  the  town  of  Norfolk  should  pay  to  said  Central  Xew 
England  Railway  Company  one-quarter  ,ot  the.  expense  of 
said  changes,  including  daniages  and  special  damages  a$  afore- 
said. 

Seymour. 

On  the  30th  day  of  September,  1905,  the  N.  Y.,  N.  H.  & 
H.  and  the  Naugatuck  Kailroad  Companies  requested  by  peti- 
tion that  our  order  of  August  9,  1905,  relating  to  certain 
changes  and  improvenients  incident  to  a  change  of  location  of 
the  Naugatuck  Railroad  Company  in  the  town  of  Seymour  be 
re-opened  so  far  as  it  had  reference  to  changing  the  lines,  lo- 
cation, and  grade  of  a  certain  portion  of  Main  Street  in  said 
town  as  laid  out  and  determined  by  our  finding;  stating  in  said 
petition  that  it  proposed  to  discontinue  and  close  a  portion  of 
North  Main  Street,  so  called,  northeasterly  of  the  easterly  line 
of  location  of  the  Xaugatuck  Railroad  Company ;  to  discontinue 
and  close  a  portion  of  Washington  Avenue,  so  called,  easterly 
of  said  railroad  location  and  within  the  westerly  boundary 
line  designated  on  a  map  on  file  in  this  office  marked,  "  Wash- 
ington Avenue;  to  be  closed  on  this  line;"  and  praying  that  we 
approve  the  taking  of  said  lands  and  said  proposed  alterations 
and  changes.  On  December  28,  1905,  a  hearing  was  had  upon 
said  petition,  when  an  amended  plan  embodying  the  proposed 
changes  and  showing  the  land  of  the  petitioners  was  filed  in 
substitution  of  the  plan  originally  presented,  and  on  December 
29,  1905,  we  issued  a  finding  to  the  effect  that  public  necessity 
required  an  alteration  in  the  grade  crossing  of  Main  Street, 
its  approaches,  the  location  of  the  highway,  or  crossing,  the 
closing  of  the  highway  crossing  and  the  substitution  of  another 
therefor  not  at  grade,  as  proposed  and  described  in  said  sup- 
plemental petition  and  as  more  particularly  described,  delin- 
eated, and  shown  upon  said  plan  above  referred  to. 

Waterhury. 

On  November  22,  1905,  the  Naugatuck,  New  England, 
and  N.  T.,  N.  H.  &  H.  R.  R.  Companies  presented  a  pe- 
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tition  stating  that  on  April  6,  1905,  this  Board  made  a  folding 
and  order  in  the  matter  of  the  petition  of  said  companies  with 
reference  to  certain  changes  and  improvements  in  the  railroads 
of  said  companies  in  Waterbnry ;  that  said  petition  alleged  that 
it  was  the  purpose  of  The  New  England  Railroad  Company 
to  dose  so  much  of  Field  Street,  so  called,  as  lay  between  the 
easterly  line  of  Bace  Street  and  the  easterly  property  line  of 
the  New  England  Kailroad  Company  where  it  crosses  said 
Field  Street,  made  necessary  by  the  change  and  location  of 
the  line  of  road  of  the  Naugatuck  and  New  England  Bailroad 
Companies,  so  as  to  change  the  radius  of  its  curves,  the  width 
of  the  layout,  the  extent  of  the  depot  grounds,  slopes,  and  em- 
bankments, to  straighten  and  improve  the  lines,  and  extend  the 
lines  of  sight,  and  to  add  to  the  number  of  the  main  tracks  as 
proposed  and  described  in  said  original  petition;  that  said 
order  and  finding  of  April  6,  1905,  omitted  any  reference  to 
the  discontinuance  of  a  portion  of  said  Field  Street  as  re- 
quested in  said  petition,  and  praying  this  Board  to  amend  its 
previous  order  and  finding  so  as  to  approve  said  proposed 
change  and  discontinue  said  Field  Street.  Said  matter  was 
heard  on  December  6,  1905,  and  indefinitely  postponed.  On 
May  10,  1906,  said  railroad  companies  amended  their  petition 
to  include  additional  property  holders,  and  said  amended  pe- 
tition was  assigned  to  be  heard  on  May  15,  1906,  when  said 
railroad  companies  appeared  and  were  fully  heard.  On  June 
5,  1906,  we  issued  our  finding  in  which  we  amended  our 
order  of  April  6,  1905,  so  that  the  authority  for  discontinuing 
certain  highways,  or  portions  thereof,  should  include  the  dis- 
continuance of  Field  Street  as  originally  petitioned  for  under 
date  of  December  31,  1904,  and  we  ordered  and  determined 
that  so  much  of  Field  Street,  so  called,  in  the  City  of  Wateiv 
bury,  as  lies  between  the  easterly  line  of  Eace  Street  and  the 
easterly  property  line  of  the  New  England  Railroad  Company 
be  discontinued  and  closed  as  shown  on  map  filed  in  this  office 
and  marked  "  N.  T.,  N.  H.  &  H.  R  R.  Plan  for  a  Union 
Depot  in  Waterbury,  Conn,  and  for  the  Elimination  of  Grade 
Crossings  and  for  Land  to  be  taken  for  those  purposes,  dated 
February  27,  1906,  Scale  1  inch  =  100  feet." 
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DOUBLE  TRACKING. 

On  April  19,  May  4,  and  May  12, 1906,  the  N.  Y.,  K  H.  & 
H.  and  the  New  England  Railroad  Companies  presented  their 
petitions  praying  that  we  approve  of  the  taking  of  certain 
lands,  proposed  alterations,  and  changes  in  the  line  of  road  and 
the  elimination  of  certain  grade  crossings  made  necessary  by 
certain  changes  of  line  between  Waterbury  and  Bristol.  Vari- 
ous hearings  were  held  and  on  May  12,  June  27,  and  July  30, 
1906,  we  approved  of  the  alterations  and  changes  of  the  loca- 
tion of  the  line  as  petitioned  for,  found  that  public  necessity 
required  an  alteration  in  certain  grade  crossings,  ordered  and 
directed  that  same  be  eliminated  in  accordance  with  plans 
presented,  and  approved  of  the  taking  of  such  lands  as  were 
petitioned  for. 

LAYOUT  OF  NEW  HIGHWAY. 

Greenwich, 

On  May  12,  1906,  the  Selectmen  of  the  Town  of  Greenwich 
presented  to  us  their  petition  representing  that  a  highway  had 
been  laid  out  across  the  New  York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford 
Railroad  at  East  Portchester,  connecting  the  northerly  portion 
of  Henry  Street  with  the  southerly  portion  thereof,  and  asking 
this  board  to  pass  upon  the  necessity  for  such  construction; 
and  if  we  should  direct  that  said  highway  be  carried  over  the 
said  railroad,  to  determine  the  length,  width,  material,  etc.,  of 
the  bridge  carrying  said  highway. 

It  is  understood  that  an  order  will  be  issued  by  us  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  plans  of  the  petitioner  at  such  time  as  there 
shall  be  filed  with  us  plans  satisfactory  to  the  town  and  rail- 
road for  such  overhead  structure. 

TAKING  OF  LANDS. 

Waterbury. 

On  the  twenty-first  day  of  February,  1906,  the  N.  Y., 
N.  H.  &  H.  R.  R.  Co.  presented  its  petition  representing  that 
it  was  necessary  for  public  convenience  and  necessity  and  for 
the  alteration  of  its  location  of  line  of  railroad  in  the  City 
and  Town  of  Waterbury  to  take  land  belonging  to  Luke  F. 
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Stapleton,  Thomas  Finnegan,  The  Eagle  Brewing  Company, 
and  Sarah  M.  McMahon;  and  on  March  20,  1906,  we  found 
that  public  convenience  and  necessity  and  the  proper  and  safe 
operation  and  management  of  said  railroad  required  the  taking 
of  said  land,  and  we  therefore  approved  of  said  railroad  com- 
pany's petition. 

On  November  7,  1906,  upon  petition  of  the  N.  Y.,  N.  H. 
&  H.  and  the  Ifew  England  Eailroad  Companies,  asking 
for  the  approval  of  the  taking  of  land  in  the  Town  of  Water- 
bury  belonging  to  the  Estate  of  Frederick  Nuhn  in  connec- 
tion with  the  changing  of  the  location  of  said  New  England 
Railroad  Company  in  said  town  and  for  public  necessity  and 
convenience,  we  approved  of  the  taking  of  said  land  as  de- 
scribed in  said  petition  and  as  delineated  and  shown  on  blue- 
print maps  on  file  in  this  office. 

New  London. 

On  March  20,  1906,  upon  receipt  of  a  petition  from  the 
N.  Y.,  N.  H.  &  H.  R.  R.  Co.,  asking  for  the  approval  of  the 
taking  of  land  in  the  City  of  New  London  belonging  to  James 
O'Neil  and  Edward  S.  Neiland,  made  necessary  by  public  con- 
venience and  necessity  and  change  of  line  of  said  railroad,  we 
issued  our  finding  approving  of  the  taking  of  such  land  and 
prescribed  the  limits  of  such  taking  to  be  as  described  in  said 
petition  and  as  delineated  and  shown  on  a  map  on  file  in  this 
office. 

New  Haven. 

On  April  3,  1906,  the  K  Y.,  N.  H.  &  H.  R.  R.  and  the 
New  Haven  &  Northampton  Company  presented  their  pe- 
tition asking  for  the  approval  of  the  taking  of  certain  lands  in 
the  City  of  New  Haven,  needed  in  connection  with  the  "  Cut  " 
improvement,  occupied  by  the  New  Haven  Aerie  No.  242, 
Fraternal  Order  of  Eagles,  claiming  to  have  a  leasehold 
interest  in  one  parcel,  and  John  P.  Kilfeather,  claiming  to 
have  a  leasehold  interest  in  another  parcel.  Said  petition 
was  heard  on  April  16,  1906,  when  the  attorney  for  the  Order 
of  Eagles  offered  in  evidence  a  deed  showing  that  the  fee  for 
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the  tract  of  land  described  was  in  the  petitioner,  The  N.  Y., 
N.  H.  &  H.  R.  R.  Company.  This  evidence  was  not  considered 
by  us,  as  we  understand  our  duty  in  the  premises  is  to  prescribe 
the  limits  within  which  real  estate  may  be  taken  for  railroad 
purposes  and  not  to  settle  questions  of  title  or  interpret  the 
meaning  of  the  word  "  Land."  On  May  10th,  therefore,  we 
issued  our  finding  that  public  convenience  and  necessity  and  the 
proper  and  safe  operation  and  management  of  the  railroad  re- 
quired the  taking  of  the  lands  described  in  said  petition,  and 
approved  the  taking  of  said  lands  for  the  purposes  named  in 
said  petition,  and  prescribed  the  limits  of  such  taking  to  be 
as  set  forth  in  said  petition  and  described  as  "  First  Parcel," 
and  "  Second  Parcel." 

Ansonia, 

Upon  the  petition  of  the  N.  Y.,  N.  H.  &  H.  R.  R.  Co., 
dated  July  12,  1906,  asking  for  our  approval  of  the  taking 
of  land  belonging  to  Rose  Hennessey  and  M.  Yudkiii  of  An- 
sonia,  we  found  that  public  convenience  and  necessity  and  the 
proper  and  safe  operation  and  management  of  said  railroad 
in  the  town  of  Ansonia  required  the  taking  of  said  land,  and 
we  therefore  approved  of  said  taking  within  the  limits  de- 
scribed in  said  petition  and  as  delineated  and  shown  on  plan 
on  file  in  this  office. 

New  Haven, 

On  September  6,  1906,  the  K  Y.,  K  H.  &  H.  R  R. 
Co.  petitioned  for  our  approval  of  the  taking  of  certain 
lands  in  New  Haven  in  connection  with  the  improvements 
being  made  in  the  ''  Cut,"  so  called,  the  parties  interested  in 
said  land  being  F.  W.  Sperry,  John  J.  Barry,  Timothy  Collins, 
and  Thomas  Collins.  On  October  6,  1906,  we  found  that  the 
taking  of  such  land  was  necessary  for  public  convenience  and 
the  safe  operation  and  management  of  the  railroad  and  ap- 
proved of  the  taking  of  land  described  in  said  petition  and  as 
delineated  and  shown  upon  blue  print  maps  on  file  in  this  office. 

On  October  6,  1906,  upon  application  of  the  N.  Y.,  N.  H. 
&  H.  R  R,  and  the  New  Haven  &  Northampton  Company, 
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asking  for  the  approval  of  the  taking  of  land  in  the  New 
Haven  "  Cut,"  in  which  the  parties  interested  were  William  J. 
Atwater,  Edward  Malley  and  the  City  of  New  Haven,  we  ap- 
proved of  the  taking  of  said  land  for  the  purposes  named 
in   said    petition    and    prescribed   the   limits   within   which 
land  might  be  taken  to  be  as  described  in  said  petition  and  as 
shown  on  a  map  on  file  in  this  office,  with  the  further  finding 
that  same  was  not  to  be  construed  as  changing  in  any  respect 
the  grade  of  the  highways  and  the  height  of  the  bridges  as  de- 
termined and  decreed  in  our  order  of  October  10, 1905. 

Thomaston. 

On  October  24,  1906,  the  N.  T.,  N#  H.  &  H.  R  K. 
Co.  filed  its  petition  to  the  effect  that  it  was  necessary 
for  the  uses  and  purposes  of  said  railroad  company,  and 
for  public  necessity  and  convenience  to  alter  the  location 
of  the  line  of  its  railroad  in  the  towns  of  Thomaston  and 
Watertown;  that  in  connection  with  said  change  of  line  it 
was  necessary  to  move  and  re-locate  a  portion  of  the  "  Old 
Waterbury  turnpike,"  so-called,  in  the  town  of  Thomaston. 
Said  petition  was  heard  on  October  30,  1906,  when  said  rail- 
road company  and  said  town  of  Thomaston  appeared  and  were 
heard.  Said  town  claimed  that  by  reason  of  the  dose  proximity 
of  the  railroad  to  the  highway  at  the  point  where  the  change  of 
linei  was  proposed,  and  in  view  of  the  fact  that  within  a  short 
period  of  time  the  town  had  expended  a  considerable  amount  of 
money  to  improve  the  conditions  in  this  respect  at  that  particu- 
lar point,  they  objected  to  the  layout  being  approved  unless  the 
same  distance  between  the  railroad  and  highway  was  preserved. 
We  therefore  visited  the  location,  and  after  viewing  the  prem- 
ises, on  November  7,  1906,  we  issued  a  finding  approving  of 
said  proposed  alterations  and  changes  and  further  that  public 
convenience  and  necessity  and  the  proper  and  safe  operation 
and  management  of  said  railroad  required  the  taking  of  the 
land  described  in  said  petition,  and  approved  of  such  taking 
as  delineated  and  shown  on  a  map  on  file  in  this  office.  We 
further  ordered  and  directed,  however,  that  said  railroad  com^ 
pany  should  put  said  highway  in  as  good  condition  and  repair  aa 
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it  was  previous  to  the  proposed  alterations,  under  the  direction 
of  this  Board,  whose  determination  should  be  final,  and  that 
the  width  of  said  highway  and  its  distance  from  the  railroad 
tracks  of  said  company  should  be  preserved  from  a  point  two 
hundred  and  ninety  feet  northerly  of  the  face  line  of  the  north- 
erly abutment  of  the  bridge,  known  by  the  railroad  company  as 
530,  northerly  for  a  distance  of  three  hundred  and  thirty  feet. 

Naugatuch. 

Upon  the  petition  of  the  N.  Y.,  N.  H.  &  H.  and  the  Nauga- 
tuck  Railroad  Companies  setting  forth  that  public  necessity  and 
convenience  required  the  alteration  and  taking  of  certain 
lands  in  the  town  alid  borough  of  Naugatuck,  we  issued  a  find- 
ing on  August  26,  1905,  approving  the  taking  of  same.  In 
said  petition  the  name  of  Eliza  J.  Maher  was  given  as  the  owner 
of  certain  land.  In  our  finding  of  the  date  above  referred 
to  we  approved  of  the  alterations  and  changes  in  the  lo- 
cation of  the  lines  of  the  railroad  as  petitioned  for,  together 
with  the  taking  of  certain  lands,  including  that  of  Eliza  J. 
Maher.  On  July  20,  1906,  said  railroad  companies  asked  that 
said  finding  of  August  26, 1905,  be  re-opened  in  view  of  the  fact 
that  said  companies  were  informed  and  believed  that  no 
notice  of  the  hearing  upon  which  the  order  of  August  26,  1905, 
was  based  had  reached  the  parties  interested  in  the  land 
of  Eliza  J.  Maher  by  reason  of  her  death  on  the  second 
day  of  July,  1905.  Said  finding  was  therefore  reopened 
and  notice  of  said  petition  sent  to  the  heirs  of  said 
Eliza  J.  Maher,  and  on  August  15,  1906,  after  hearing  had, 
we  reaffirmed  our  order  of  August  26, 1905,  so  far  as  it  referred 
to  the  matters  other  than  the  taking  of  land,  and  did  approve 
of  the  taking  of  the  land  of  the  heirs  of  the  said  Eliza  J. 
Maher. 

APPROVAL  OF  CONSTRUCTION. 

Bridgeport, 

On  April  10,  1906,  The  Union  Metallic  Cartridge  Com- 
pany of  Bridgeport  filed  its  application  with  this  Board 
representing  that  the  Gteneral  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Con- 
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necticut  at  its  January  session,  1905,  had  granted  an  amend- 
mat  to  the  Charter  of  said  company  by  which  it  was 
authorized  and  empowered  to  construct  and  maintain  a 
railroad,  operated  either  by  steam  or  electricity,  connecting 
pieces,  parcels,  and  tracts  of  land  which  said  company 
owned  in  Bridgeport  or  which  it  might  hereafter  acquire 
by  purchase,  lease  or  otherwise,  or  over  which  it  might 
acquire  the  right  to  construct  and  maintain  a  railroad  for  the 
purpose  of  transporting  its  own  merchandise  to  and  from 
such  pieces,  tracts,  or  parcels  of  land ;  said  railroad  to  be  con- 
structed on  private  property  except  where  it  might  be  neces- 
sary, for  the  complete  construction  of  said  railroad,  to  continue 
the  same  across  streets  or  highways  and  such  construction 
across  highways  to  be  subject  to  the  approval  of  this  Board. 
In  said  petition  we  were  asked  to  approve  of  the  plans, 
location,  and  method  of  construction  of  a  single  track  rail- 
road across  Bamum  Avenue  at  grade  from  the  land  of  said 
company  on  the  south  side  of  said  avenue  to  land  on  the  iforth- 
erly  side  thereof.  After  hearing  we  approved  of  the  plans  of 
construction  and  location  proposed  in  said  application  of  such 
railroad  across  Bamum  Avenue  in  accordance  with  a  plan 
on  file  in  this  office.  Said  railroad  also  proposed  to  cross. 
the  street  railway  tracks  of  the  Connecticut  Railway  and 
Lighting  Company  laid  on  said  avenue,  and  we,  therefore, 
issued  an  order  that  before  any  engine  or  cars  operated  by 
said  railroad  should  cross  the  tracks  of  any  street  railway  on 
Bamum  Avenue,  such  engine  and  cars  should  come  to  a  full 
stop  before  coming  within  three  feet  of  the  street  line  of  said 
avenue  and  a  fiagman  be  sent  ahead,  or  stationed  at  the  crossing, 
to  give  warning  to  all  approaching  cars,  vehicles  or  passengers ; 
and  if  any  car  on  the  street  railway  was  approaching  and  was 
within  five  hundred  feet  of  said  crossing,  the  engine  and  car 
or  cars  of  said  railroad  should  remain  standing  and  not  cross 
the  tracks  of  any  street  railway  until  such  approaching  car  of 
the  street  railway  had  passed  the  crossing  point 
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PROTECTION  AT  CROSSINGS. 

Winsted. 

On  October  12,  1905,  the  Selectmen  of  the  Town  of  Win- 
chester presented  a  petition  stating  that  public  safety  required 
the  erection  and  maintenance  of  a  gate  at  Bridge 
and  Prospect  Street  crossings  in  the  Borough  of  Winsted.  On 
November  16,  1905,  after  hearing  had  and  having  visited  said 
crossings,  we  foimd  that  public  safety  required  the  mainte- 
nance of  gates  at  said  crossing,  to  be  operated  between  the 
hours  of  6 :30  a.  m.  and  9 :00  p.  m.,  and  that  said  gates  might 
be  installed  jointly  or  by  agreement  between  the  two  railroad 
companies  operating  over  said  crossings,  viz.,  the  New  York, 
New  Haven  &  Hartford  and  the  Central  New  England  Rail- 
way Companies. 

Tomngfton. 

On  February  23,  1906,  the  Warden  and  Burgesses  of  the 
Borough  of  Torrington  presented  to  us  their  petition  repre- 
senting that  public  safety  required  gates,  electric  bell,  or  flag- 
men stationed  at  the  highway  crossings  known  as  Litchfield 
and  Albert  Streets  in  said  Borough.  A  hearing  on  said  peti- 
tion was  held  and  on  April  19,  1906,  we  found  that  public 
safety  required  protection  at  said  crossings  and  we  ordered  an 
electric  signal  bell  installed  at  Albert  Street  and  a  flagman 
stationed  at  Litchfield  Street,  said  flagman  to  be  on  duty  be- 
tween the  hours  of  6.45  a.  m*  and  7.45  p.  m. 

ABANDONMENT   OF    STATIONS. 

On  February  20, 1906,  the  New  York,  New  Haven  &  Hart- 
ford Railroad  Company  presented  two  petitions, —  one  asking 
for  the  abandonment  of  the  station  at  Lyme  and  the  other  for 
the  abandonment  of  the  Black  Hall  Station,  both  on  the  Shore 
Line  Division  of  its  railroad.  Also  stating  that  it  proposed 
to  establish  a  new  station  practically  midway  between  the 
two  proposed  to  be  abandoned. 

After  visiting  the  premises  and  hearing  held,  we  found, 
on  April  16,  1906,  that  the  changes  in  the  line  of  said  railroad 
by  the  construction  of  a  new  railroad  bridge  over  the  Connect-

icut  Kiver  made  it  necessary  to  abandon  said  stations^  and  also 
found  that  public  convenience  required  a  change  in  the  location 
of  the  stations,  as  asked  for  in  the  petition.  We  therefore  or- 
dered  the  abandonment  of  the  stations  at  Lyme  and  at  Black 
Hall  whenever  a  new  station,  located  midway  between  the  old 
stations  abandoned,  with  suitable  approaches,  should  be  erected 
and  opened  for  use. 

On  September  4,  1906,  the  New  York,  New  Haven  & 
Hartford  Railroad  Company  presented  a  petition  asking  for 
the  abandonment  of  the  station  known  as  ^'  Connecticut 
River  *^  on  the  Shore  Line  Division  of  its  railroad.  After 
visiting  the  premises  and  hearing  had,  believing  that  the  people 
living  in  the  immediate  vicinity  would  be  greatly  incon- 
venienced by  such  abandonment,  we  refused  to  grant  the  pe- 
tition, stating,  however,  in  our  finding  that  we  were  "  willing 
without  further  petition  to  issue  an  order  giving  the  New 
York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford  Railroad  Company  authority 
to  abandon  the  use  of  the  existing  station  known  as  ^  Connecti- 
cut River '  after  a  new  station  had  been  provided  at  some  con- 
venient point  and  in  close  proximity  to  the  present  station 
upon  the  new  line  of  such  railroad. '' 

APPROVAL  OF  ENGINEER. 

On  March  13,  1906,  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  section 
149  of  the  public  acts  of  1905,  we  approved  of  the  appoint- 
ment of  Mr.  Edward  Gagel  of  Orange,  in  this  state,  as  an  engi- 
neer, to  certify,  under  oath,  as  to  the  amount  actually  expended 
by  the  New  York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford  Railroad  Company 
upon  its  leasehold  interest  in  the  Harlem  River  and  Port- 
chester  Railroad,  for  the  purpose  of  issuing  bonds  on  said  rail- 
road property. 

HEATING  PASSENGER  TRAINS. 

On  March  7,  1906,  the  New  York,  New  Haven  &  Hart- 
ford Railroad  Company  presented  the  following  petition: 

"  That,  in  connection  with  the  installation  of  electricity  as 
a  motive  power  on  portions  of  its  railroad,  it  proposes  to  adopt 
a  system  of  heating  its  passenger  cars  by  steam  generated  in 
a  boiler  located  in  the  electric  locomotive. 
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That  for  the  purpose  of  making  running  tests  of  said  sys- 
tem, it  desires  to  heat  certain  scheduled  passenger  trains  run- 
ning within  the  State  of  Connecticut  during  the  month  of 
March,  1906,  by  said  system  installed  in  a  separate  baggage 
car  run  in  such  trains. 

Wherefore,  your  petition  prays  your  Honorable  Board  to 
authorize  by  special  permit  the  heating  of  such  trains  by 
means  of  said  system  during  said  month  of  March." 

Under  date  of  March  9,  1906,  we  issued  the  following 
permit : 

"  In  compliance  with  the  following  petition  we  hereby  au- 
thorize the  Xew  York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford  Railroad  Com- 
pany to  heat  such  passenger  trains  running  in  the  State  of 
Connecticut  as  they  may  elect  during  the  month  of  March, 
1906,  with  steam  generated  in  a  boiler  installed  in  a  separate 
baggage  car  attached  to  such  trains." 

DRAWBRIDGES. 

On  June  2,  1906,  the  new  four-track  steel  bridge  with 
lift  draw  and  interlocking  attachments,  for  the  two  east  bound 
tracks  of  the  Xew  York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford  Railroad 
over  the  Housatonic  River  between  the  tow^ns  of  Stratford 
and  Milford,  were  examined  and  found  in  a  suitable  and 
safe  condition  for  operation.  Trains  to  be  run  at  a  rate  of 
speed  not  exceeding  twenty-five  miles  an  hour  until  other- 
wise ordered. 

On  September  29,  1906,  the  double  track  steel  bridge  with 
lifting  draw  of  the  New  York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford  Rail- 
road Company  over  the  ^[ianus  River,  together  with  the  signal 
and  derailing  switch  attachmentvS,  were  examined  and  found 
to  be  in  a  suitable  and  safe  condition  for  operation.  Trains 
to  be  run  at  a  rate  of  speed  not  exceeding  twenty-five  miles  an 
hour  until  otherwise  directed. 

SUNDAY  TRAINS. 

Pursuant  to  an  act  approved  April  6,  1899,  in  regard  to 
the  running  of  Sunday  trains,  we  have  approved,  upon  petition 
of  the  N.  Y.,  X.  H.  &  H.  R.  R.  Company,  the  running  of  such 
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trains  on  Sunday  as  are  scheduled  by  them  on  their  time  tables 
"  on  the  ground  of  public  necessity."  Other  than  the  above 
but  two  permits  have  been  issued  for  the  running  of  Sunday 
trains,  these  being  for  special  reasons. 

ACCIDENTS. 

The  casualties  resulting  from  the  operation  of  the  steam 
roads  within  the  State  of  Connecticut  for  the  past  year  have- 
been  as  follows :

The  total  casualties  are  90  less  than  for  the  previous  year^ 
and  the  fatalities  36  less. 

passengers:. 

As  the  foregoing  statement  shows,  26  passengers  have  been 
injured  during  the  past  year,  10  less  than  the  number  injured 
last  year.  Two  are  reported  killed  in  getting  on  or  off  moving 
trains^  whereas  none  were  so  reported  for  the  previous  year. 
Nineteen  of  these  injuries,  including  the  two  fatalities,  occurred 
on  the  New  York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford  Railroad,  four  on 
the  New  London  Northern  Railroad,  and  three  on  the  Central 
New  England  Railway.  Fourteen  were  injured  by  collision, 
seven  by  jumping  on  or  off  trains,  and  three  from  other  causes 
not  named. 

EMPLOYEES. 

The  number  of  employees  injured  during  the  year  has  been 
484,  which  is  66  less  than  the  number  injured  during  the  previ- 
ous year.  Of  this  number  39  were  killed,  33  from  accidents 
resulting  from  the  movement  of  trains,  locomotives,  or  cars.  Of 
the  trainmen  17  were  killed  and  239  injured ;  switch  tenders, 
crossing  tenders,  and  watchmen,  three  were  killed,  six  injured  • 
stationmen,  one  killed,  nine   injured;    shopmen,   two  killed,. 
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three  injured ;  txackmen,  seven  killed,  seventeen  injured ;  other 
employees,  one  killed,  five  injured.  Some  of  the  most  promi- 
nent causes  of  these  accidents  to  employees  were  "  falling  from 
trains,  locomotives,  or  cars,"  which  killed  seven,  injured  fifty- 
five  ;  "  jumping  on  or  off  trains,  locomotives,  or  cars,"  killed 
three,  injured  thirty-nine ;  "  struck  by  trains,  locomotives,  or 
cars,"  killed  eighteen,  injured  twenty-six ;  "  overhead  obstruc- 
tions," killed  one,  injured  twenty-six ;  "  collisions,"  killed  one, 
injured  thirty-one ;  "  coupling  or  uncoupling,"  killed  one,  in- 
jured twenty-one.  There  were  six  employees  killed  and  166  in- 
jured from  causes  other  than  those  resulting  from  the  move- 
ment of  trains,  locomotives,  or  cars,  such  as  "  handling  traffic," 
"  handling  tools,  machinery,  etc,"  "  handling  supplies,  etc.," 
"  getting  on  or  off  locomotives  or  cars  at  rest,"  and  "  other 
causes." 

TRESPASSERS. 

The  number  of  trespassers  injured  in  walking  upon  the  track 
has  been  156,  twelve  less  than  the  number  so  injured  last  year. 
Of  this  number  92  were  killed,  18  less  than  the  previous  year, 
while  only  56  were  killed  by  all  other  causes  combined. 

INJURED  AT  GRADE  CROSSINGS. 

There  were  twenty-five  persons  injured  at  grade  crossings 
during  the  year,  thirteen  more  than  for  the  previous  year,  of 
which  number  fourteen  were  killed.  The  number  of  grade  cross- 
ings reported  is  977,  nine  more  than  last  year,  owing  solely  to  a 
difference  in  the  number  reported  and  not  to  any  increase  in  the 
actual  number.  The  elimination  of  grade  crossings  has  not 
been  as  rapid  as  required  by  Section  3713  of  the  General  Stat- 
utes, although  orders  have  been  issued  for  the  elimination  of 
nimierous  crossings  in  connection  with  the  double  tracking  of 
the  I^augatuek  and  Xew  England  Railroads,  which  have  not 
yet  been  carried  into  effect. 
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FINANCIAL  STATEMENT  OF  THE  CONDITION  AND 
OPERATIONS  OF  THE  STEAM  RAILROADS  FOR 
THE  TEAR  ENDING  JUNE  30,  1906. 

CAPITAL  STOCK. 

The  total  capital  stock  issued  by  the  companies  reporting  to 
us  on  the  date  named  above  was  $128,847,468.38.  Since  our 
last  report,  the  Colchester,  Danbury  &  Norwalk,  Middletown, 
Meriden  &  Waterbury,  Naugatuck,  and  New  Haven  &  Derby 
Railroad  Companies,  representing  $3,172,000,00  of  capital 
stock  issued,  have  been  merged  with  the  New  York,  New  Haven 
&  Hartford  Railroad  Company,  and  will  hereafter  disappear 
from  the  list  of  railroad  companies  annually  reporting  to  us. 
The  only  other  change  reported  during  the  year  is  an  increase 
of  $3,357,100.00  in  the  stock  of  the  New  York,  New  Haven  & 
Hartford  Railroad  Company,  making  the  total  amount  issued 
by  it  on  the  date  of  this  report  $83,357,100.00.  The  amount 
of  capital  stock  issued  per  mile  of  road  owned  is  $81,912.45. 

FUNDED  DEBT. 

The  total  funded  debt  of  eight  of  the  ten  companies  now  re- 
porting to  us  is  $57,324,000.00,  compared  ^dth  $50,363,000.00 
for  the  previous  year,  an  increase  of  $6,961,000.00.  The  other 
two  companies  report  no  funded  debt  The  funded  debt  of  the 
Boston  &  New  York  Air  Line  Railroad  Company  has  been  in- 
creased $3,277,000.00,  the  Central  New  England  Railway  Com- 
pany, $190,000.00,  and  the  New  York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford 
Railroad  Company,  $8,043,000.00,  making  a  total  increase  of 
$11,510,000.00.  The  funded  debt  of  the  Colchester  Railroad 
Company  amounting  to  $25,000.00,  the  Danbury  &  Norwalk 
Railroad  Company,  $650,000.00,  the  Naugatuck  Railroad  Com- 
pany, $2,594,000.00,  and  the  New  Haven  &  Derby  Railroad 
Company,  $1,280,000.00,  making  a  total  of  $4,549,000.00,  hav- 
ing been  assumed  by  the  New  York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford 
Railroad  Company  by  the  merger  of  these  companies  therewith, 
makes  the  total  net  increase  of  the  funded  debt  to  be  $6,961,- 
000.00  as  stated  above.  The  funded  debt  per  mile  of  road  is 
$36,442.69. 
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The  current  liabilities  of  the  companies  are  $31,121,754.92, 
an  increase  of  $1,827,448.83  over  the  amount  reported  last  year, 
which  included  the  liabilities  of  the  merged  roads  named  above. 
The  principal  changes  have  occurred  on  the  Boston  &  New 
York  Air  Line,  where  the  liabilities  have  increased  from 
$491.66  to  $2,509,141.06,  an  increase  of  $2,508,649.60;  the 
Central  New  England,  $135,184.27 ;  the  New  England,  $582,- 
548.52;  the  New  Haven  &  Northampton,  $632,968.96;  with 
a  decrease  of  $1,099,540.42  on  the  New  York,  New  Haven  & 
Hartford  Railroad. 

GROSS  EARNINGS. 

The  gross  earnings  of  the  steam  railroads  for  the  year  end- 
ing June  30,  1906,  have  been  $55,810,518.53,  an  increase  of 
$3,752,615.04  over  the  earnings  of  the  previous  year.  The 
total  passenger  earnings  were  $25,857,114.04,  and  the  freight 
earnings,  $29,421,834.94,  the  balance  being  derived  from  other 
sources.  The  gross  earnings  per  mile  of  road  operated  were 
$22,970.21,  and  per  mile  run  $2.22. 

OPERATING  EXPENSES. 

The  total  operating  expenses  for  the  year  were  $37,762,- 
946.57,  only  $15,946.76  more  than  last  year.  The  percentage 
of  operating  expenses  to  gross  earnings  is  67.66.  The  operat- 
ing expenses  per  mile  of  road  operated  were  $15,542.04,  and 
per  mile  run,. $1.5024. 

NET  EARNINGS. 

The  net  earnings  were  $18,047,571.98,,  an  increase  of 
$3,736,310.71  over  the  net  earnings  of  the  previous  year,  and 
are  32.34  per  cent,  of  the  gross  earnings,  $7,428.17  per  mile 
operated  and  $0,718  per  mile  run. 

TAXES. 

The  amoimt  paid  for  taxes  was  $2,879,164.80,  which  is 
$151,734.15  more  than  the  amount  so  paid  the  previous  year. 
The  entire  amount  of  taxes  paid  is  about  5.15  per  cent,  of  the 
gross  earnings.  The  amount  paid  to  the  State  of  Connecticut 
was  $1,171,289.07. 
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DIVIDENDS. 

The  dividends  paid  amount  to  $7,264,712.00,  a  decrease  in 
the  amount  paid  last  year,  owing  to  the  merger  of  the  roads 
heretofore  referred  to.  The  amoimt  of  stock  on  which  dividends 
were  paid  was  $101,029,600.00,  and  the  amount  on  which  none 
were  paid  $27,817,868,38. 

PASSENGERS  CARRIED  AND  PASSENGER  REVENUE. 

The  passengers  carried  earning  revenue  during  the  year 
were  70,536,271,  being  6,133,122  more  than  the  number  carried 
the  previous  year,  a  remarkable  increase  of  about  10  per  cent. 
The  number  carried  by  the  street  railways  during  the  same  time 
is  reported  as  121,322,906,  an  increase  of  about  18  per  cent. 
over  the  number  carried  the  previous  year.  The  average 
length  of  each  passenger  trip  is  computed  as  18.09  miles  com- 
pared with  18.51  miles  last  year.  The  passenger  revenue 
amounted  to  $21,599,135.98,  an  increase  of  $1,183,198.82 
over  that  of  the  preceding  year.  The  amoimt  received 
per  passenger  was  $0.30621  compared  with  $0.31700  for 
tfie  previous  year,  and  the  average  receipts  per  passenger  per 
mile  $0.01692.  The  passenger  earnings  per  mile  of  road  were 
$10,641.97  compared  with  $10,322.03  last  year,  and  the  pas- 
senger earnings  per  train  mile  $1.57878  as  against  $1.51879  for 
the  previous  year. 

FREIGHT  CARRIED  AND  FREIGHT  REVENUE. 

The  freight  carried  during  the  year  was  23,554,653  tons, 
an  increase  of  2,806,251  tons  over  the  amount  carried  the  previ- 
ous year,  with  an  average  haul  of  87.63  miles  compared  with 
90.07  miles  last  year.  The  freight  revenue  was  $28,751,- 
315.14,  a  gain  of  $2,698,460.52  over  that  of  the  previous  year. 
The  average  amount  received  for  each  ton  of  freight  handled 
is  reported  as  $1.22062,  and  the  average  receipts  per  ton 
per  mile  $0.01394.  The  freight  earnings  per  mile  of  road 
were  $12,109.10,  an  increase  of  $866.44  over  the  amount  for 
the  previous  year,  and  the  freight  earnings  per  train  mile  were 
$3.24969  in  comparison  with  $3.10183  last  year. 
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TRAIN  MILEAGE. 

The  mileage  of  passenger  trains  earning  revenue  was  16,- 
080,699,  an  increase  of  80,335  miles  over  that  of  the  previous 
year,  and  of  freight  trains  earning  revenue  8,756,542,  an 
increase  of  334,078.  The  mileage  of  mixed  trains  earning 
revenue  was  297,185,  and  of  non-revenue  trains  6,993,062. 
The  total  revenue  mileage  is  25,134,426,  and  the  total  mileage 
of  all  trains  32,127,488. 

PROPERTY  ACCOUNTS. 

The  property  accounts  of  the  companies  amount  to  $316,- 
847,397.50,  consisting  of  the  following  items:  Cost  of  roads, 
$140,583,418.01 ;  cost  of  equipment,  $19,615,941.72 ;  bonds 
and  stocks,  $60,991,187.58 ;  other  permanent  investments,  $10,- 
530,437.71;  cash  and  current  assets,  $55,237,427.88;  other 
assets,  $29,888,984.60.  The  cost  of  roads  has  been  increased 
since  the  last  report,  $10,531,966.06,  and  the  cost  of  equip- 
ment decreased  $4,704,090.44,  the  latter  owing  to  the  omission 
of  the  eqiupment  accounts  of  leased  roads,  which  have  been 
heretofore  continued,  although  absorbed  by  the  operating  roads, 
representing  equipment  long  ago  worn  out. 

The  bonds  and  stocks  have  been  increased  $14,618,005.39 ; 
other  permanent  investments  decreased  $6,698,023.76;  cash 
and  current  assets  increased  $39,368,621.18,  and  other  assets 
increased  $7,848,3§1.18.  The  average  cost  of  the  roads  is 
$89,373,37  per  mile  owned,  and  the  average  cost  of  equipment 
$12,470.48. 

LENGTH  OP  ROADS. 

The  total  length  of  main  line  and  branches  included  in  this 
report  is  2,379.01  miles,  an  increase  of  58.86  miles  in  the  length 
reported  last  year,  arising  from  an  increase  in  the  length  of 
the  Pascoag  &  Woonsocket  reported  this  year  of  .02  miles,  and 
the  omission  from  the  report  of  last  year  of  the  Newburgh, 
Dutchess  &  Connecticut  Bailroad  of  58.84  miles.  The  length  of 
second  or  double  track  is  720.89  miles;  third  track,  78.44 
miles;  fourth  track,  77.21  miles,  and  sidings,  1,385.88  miles,  a 
total  of  4,641.03  miles.     The  length  of  main  line  and  branches 
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in  Connecticut:  First  track  is  1,017.72  miles;  second  or  double 
track,  264.02  miles,  third  track,  42.44  miles;  fourth  track, 
42.44  miles;  sidings,  551.94  miles;  total  1,918.56  miles  of 
single  track  and  sidings.

The  amount  expended  for  the  maintenance  of  way  and 
structures  has  been  $6,371,570.78,  being  $766,059.60  more 
than  the  amount  so  expended  last  year,  amounting  to  $2,622.33 
per  mile  operated,  and  $0,253  per  mile  run. 

MAINTENANCE  OP  EQUIPMENT. 

The  cost  of  the  maintenance  of  equipment  has  been  $5,896,- 
014.61,  an  increase  of  $631,568.00  over  the  amount  expended 
for  this  purpose  last  year,  amounting  to  $2,426.61  per  mile 
operated  and  $0,235  per  mile  run.

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NEW  YORK,  NEW  HAVEN  &  HARTFORD  RAILROAD. 

Befeience  was  made  in  our  last  report  to  the  four-track 
bridges  in  process  of  construction  at  the  Cos  Cob,  Saugatuck, 
and  Housatonic  Rivers.     Tlie  one  at  Saugatuck  was  completed 
and  opened  for  use  in  December,  1905,  at  Cos  Cob  on  June  2, 
1906,  and  that  for  the  two  east-bound  tracks  at  the  Housa- 
tonic River  September  29,  1906,  the  one  for  the  two  west- 
bound tracks  being  in  process  of  erection,  and  when  completed 
will  give  four  continuous  tracks  for  the  uninterrupted  passage  of 
traffic  between  the  cities  of  New  York  and  New  Haven.    The 
most  important  and  interesting  change  now  in  progress  on  this 
division  is  the  work  incident  to  the  installation  of  electric 
service  between  Stamford  and  New  York  City,  and  the  practical 
results  of  the  experiment  are  awaited  with  much  interest.    A 
power  house  of  huge  proportions  and  capacity  has  been  erected 
at  Cos  Cob  for  supplying  an  electric  current  for  propelling 
trains  to  be  conducted  by  trolley  wires  suspended  over  each 
track,  supported  by  catenary  bridges  extending  transversely 
over  the  tracks  once  in  every  300  feet.     Subways  under  the 
tracks  connecting  the  east-  and  west-bound  stations  are  being 
constructed  at  the  Westport  and  Stamford  stations.     As  a  re- 
sult of  negotiations  long  pending  the  station  grounds  at  West- 
port^  south  of  the  tracks,  are  being  enlarged,  and  Ferry  Lane 
located  on  the  southern  limits  of  the  grounds,  as  long  ago  de- 
termined. 

Steel  rails  weighing  78  pounds  per  yard  have  been  laid  on 
the  Danbury  branch  from  South  Norwalk  to  South  Wilton,  the 
piling  on  the  curve  near  Danbury  station  rebuilt,  and  the 
freight  station  extended. 

BERKSHIRE  DIVISION. 

About  seventeen  miles  of  new  steel  rails  have  been  laid  at 
various  points  on  this  division  between  Long  Hill  and  Lime 
Rock  stations.  At  Stepney  new  station  grounds  are  being  pre- 
pared north  of  the  present  station  to  afford  better  facilities 
than  hereofofre  existed  there.  Changes  are  contemplated  in 
the  main   line   of  the  Housatonic  Railroad   just  south   of 

Hawleyville  station,   locating  it  parallel  with  the  track  of 
8 
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the  Highland  Division  to  a  point  east  of  the  tunnel,  where 
the  tracks  diverge  and  again  unite  with  the  present  Housa- 
tonic  main  track,  uniting  and  eliminating  the  grade  cross- 
ings between  tlie  tunnel  and  the  station,  which,  were  ordered 
many  years  ago.  Two  miles  of  partly  used  steel  rails  have  been 
laid  on  the  Litchfield  branch  from  Hawleyville  north.  A  large 
amount  of  property  has  been  purchased  by  the  company  at 
New  Milford  for  rebuilding  and  enlarging  the  passenger  and 
freight  stations,  and  to  furnish  suitable  track  facilities  for  hand- 
ling its  business  at  that  point  On  the  Naugatuck  branch  the 
bridges  north  of  Waterbury  are  to  be  rebuilt  and  strengthened 
for  heavier  equipment,  and  wooden  structures,  like  the  Dayton 
trestle,  are  to  be  replaced  by  steel  girders. 

On  the  Watertown  branch  the  under  crossings  of  the  high- 
way at  Oakville  and  Sockdale  have  been  widened,  and  new 
concrete  abutments  erected  to  carry  the  tracks  of  the  steam  road 
over  the  same,  to  afford  ample  room  for  the  passage  of  the 
street  railway  tracks  extending  from  Waterbury  to  Watertown. 
The  extensive  changes  in  the  city  of  Waterbury  are  progressing 
rapidly,  and  the  double  track  construction  between  Waterbury 
and  Seymour  is  well  advanced,  portions  of  it  having  already 
been  brought  into  use. 

HARTFOBD  DIVISION. 

The  track  of  the  main  line  of  this  division  has  been  im- 
proved by  laying  new  steel  rails  weighing  100  pounds  per  yard 
from  the  "  Quarry  Switch,^'  so-called,  north  of  Meriden  to  the 
city  of  Hartford,  and  the  second-hand  rails  removed  from  the 
main  line  laid  on  the  Middletown  branch,  from  Middle- 
town  to  Berlin.  The  rails  on  the  Valley  branch  have  been 
renewed  at  various  points,  between  a  point  one  mile  north  of 
Saybrook  Junction  and  South  Wethersfield,  and  suitable  re- 
pairs made  on  nine  of  the  various  bridges  on  the  line. 
The  yards,  tracks,  and  connections  of  this  branch  im  the  city  of 
Hartford  are  being  changed  to  conform  to  the  requirements 
of  the  new  bridge  over  the  Connecticut  River.  On  the 
Middletown,  Meriden  &  Waterbury  branch  repairs  have 
been  made  on  thirteen  of  the  different  bridges,  and  the  roadbed 
and  track  are  in  much  better  condition  than  ever  before. 
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HIGHLAND  DIVISION. 

The  double  tracking  of  this  division,  referred  to  in  our  last 
report^  has  been  completed  to  Danbury,  and  is  to  be  extended 
to  Hawleyville,  where,  as  before  stated,  the  track  of  the  Housa- 
tonic  road  is  to  be  brought  parallel  with  the  tracks  of  this  divi- 
sion extending  easterly  through  the  tunnel.  About  five  miles  of 
new  steel  rails  have  been  laid  at  various  points  between  Danbury 
and  Graystona  A  new  steel  deck  truss  bridge  is  being  erected 
over  the  Housatonic  River  near  Sandy  Hook  in  place  of  the 
wooden  Howe  truss  bridge  recently  burned.  That  portion  of  the 
Waterbury  improvement  affecting  this  road  is  well  advanced,  in- 
volving the  renewal  of  all  the  bridges  on  this  line  within  the 
city.  The  double  track  is  to  be  extended  from  Waterbury  to 
Bristol,  from!  which  point  the  line  is  already  double  tracked  to 
Hartford.  The  straightening  of  the  track  near  Terryville  and 
Bristol  involves  some  heavy  and  expensive  construction.  Four 
miles  of  second-hand  steel  rails  have  been  laid  on  the  Springfield 
branch  from  East  Hartford  north  and  the  track  and  bridges  are 
in  good  condition.  The  rails  of  the  Melrose  branch  are  bonded 
preparatory  for  electric  service.  Rau  Street  in  the  City  of 
Rockville  has  been  carried  under  the  tracks  of  the  Rockville 
branch  in  conformity  with  an  order  issued  by  us  a  long  time 
ago.  The  rails  of  the  Rockville  branch  and  of  the  main  line 
from  Vernon  to  Bumside  have  been  bonded,  and  poles  erected 
preparatory  for  the  introduction  of  rapid  electric  service 
between  Rockville  and  East  Hartford.  Between  Hartford  and 
Willimantic  about  seven  miles  of  new  steel  rails  have  been  laid 
in  the  main  track. 

AIR  LINE  — NORTHAMPTON  DIVISION.      * 

Outside  of  the  maintenance  of  the  track,  roadbed,  and 
bridges  in  most  excellent  condition,  little  has  been  done  on  this 
division.  The  freight-house  and  new  freight  yard  with  the 
three  miles  of  track  laid  therein,  north  and  east  of  the  tracks 
of  the  Highland  and  Northampton  divisions  in  Plainville, 
relieves  a  congestion  of  traffic  around  the  passenger  station  and 
prevents  the  obstruction  of  the  various  streets  contiguous 
thereto,  which  had  become  a  just  cause  of  complaint     New 
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ties  are  to  be  placed  on  the  bridge  over  the  Connecticut  Eiver 
at  Middletown,  and  some  300  have  been  placed  during  the  past 
season  on  the  Lyman  Viaduct. 

SHORE  LINE  DIVISION. 

New  passenger  and  freight  station  buildings  have  been 
erected  at  Mystic,  and  the  frei^tryard  and  tracks  rear- 
ranged. The  piling  on  each  side  of  the  Mystic  draw  bridge 
is  being  rebuilt  with  shorter  bents,  more  piles  under  each 
bent,  and  heavier  stringers,  to  meet  the  requirements  of 
heavier  traffic  The  interlocking  signals  and  switches  con- 
necting therewith  and  adjacent  thereto  are  operated  by 
electricity,  the  only  other  place  where  this  is  done  being  at 
Derby  Junction.  Extensive  renewals  and  repairs  have  been 
made  on  the  various  bridges  of  the  line  to  bring  them  up  to 
present  traffic  requirements,  too  numerous  to  be  given  in  detail. 
The  foundations  of  the  bridge  over  the  Connecticut  Biver  at 
Lyme  are  completed  and  the  superstructure  is  now  in  process 
of  erection.  The  Norwich  &  Worcester  branch  is  in  good  condi- 
tion. Between  Central  Village  and  Taftville,  a  distance  of 
16  miles,  this  line  is  being  prepared  for  electric  service,  to  take 
the  traffic  of  the  Worcester  &  Connecticut  Eastern  Railway 
•over  its  tracks  to  Taftville,  there  delivering  it  to  the  Norwich 
Street  Railway,  thus  forming  a  continuous  electrio  route  from 
Worcester  to  Norwich  and  points  beyond. 

MII>LAND  DIVISION. 

This  division  extending  from  Willimantic  east  is  in  excellent 
condition,  the  rails  and  the  most  important  bridges  being 
comparatively  new.  A  new  passenger  station  building  has  been 
erected  at  Pomfret  and  the  grounds  around  it  laid  out  in  an  at- 
tractive manner;  also  a  new  freight  station  with  enlarged 
grounds  and  newly  arranged  tracks  connecting  therewith.  A 
new  station  for  passengers  has  been  erected  at  Putnam  to  ac- 
commodate the  traffic  of  the  Midland  Division  and  Norwich  & 
Worcester  road,  with  a  subway  to  facilitate  the  passage  to  the 
trains  of  either  road  without  crossing  any  tracks  at  grade.  Two 
of  the  short  bridges,  known  as  Nos.  50  and  51,  have  been  con- 
verted into  steel  girders  during  the  past  season. 
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PKOVIDENCE  BRANCH. 

New  steel  rails  weighing  78  lbs.  per  yard  have  been  laid 
this  season  from  Plainfield  to  a  point  about  two  miles  south  of 
Lisbon,  a  distanoe  of  about  11  miles,  aad  the  road  bed  well  bal- 
lasted and  drained,  where  needed,  with  tile  draios  buried  Uiree 
feet  deep  in  each  ditch.  New  rails  were  laid  last  year  from 
Oneoo  to  Pkinfield.  Bridges  Nos.  17  and  25,  which  were 
formerly  short  Howe  trusses,  have  been  made  into  concrete 
arches  this  season.  Nos.  21  and  27  are  to  be  converted  into 
steel  girders,  and  No.  24  into  a  concrete  arch. 

SUMilARY  OP  THE  OPERATIONS  OF  THE  NEW  YORK,  NEW  HAVEN 
&  HARTFORD  RAILROAD  COMPANY,  FOR  THE  YEAR  ENDING

The  operating  expenses  were  66.48  per  cent,  of  the  gross  earn- 
ings, and  the  maintenance  of  way  aad  structures  15  2-3  per  cent 
of  the  total  operating  expenses. 

CENTRAL  NEW  ENGLAND  RAILWAY. 

The  abutments  of  the  Albany  Avenue  bridge  over  the  tracks 
of  this  company  in  the  city  of  Hartford,  which  collapsed  under 
the  pressure  of  the  embankments  raised  against  them,  are  sub- 
stantially completed  and  ready  for  the  erection  of  the  bridge 
over  which  the  Avenue  is  to  pass.  The  elimination  of  Rowley 
Street  in  Winsted,  and  the  highway  near  West  Norfolk  station 
in  the  town  of  Norfolk  are  both  in  progress,  and  will  soon  be 
ccmipleted.  The  track  and  roadbed  are  both  in  better  condition 
than  ever  before  and  are  receiving  careful  attention. 

The  results  of  the  operation  of  the  road  for  the  past  year 
are  as  foUows :  Gross  earnings,  $1,679,449.81 ;  passenger  earn- 
ings, $363,871.12;  freight  earnings,  $1,292,453.76;  operating 
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expenses,  $1,508,540.80;  net  earnings,  $170,909.01;  mainten- 
ance of  way  and  structures,  $537,470.26 ;  maintenance  of  equip- 
ment, $188,912.07;  new  ties  laid,  108,183;  new  steel  rails 
laid,  720.76;  'number  of  employees,  1,374;  compensation 
of  same,  $753,316.95.  The  operating  expenses  were  89.82  per 
cent  of  the  gross  earnings,  and  the  maintenance  of  way  and 
structures  about  35.36  per  cent  of  the  operating  expenses. 

NEW  LONDON  NORTHERN  RAILROAD. 

No  important  changes  have  been  made  on  the  line  of  this 
road  within  the  state  beyond  the  ordinary  renewals  and  repairs 
of  the  year.  The  wooden  Howe  truss  bridge  first  south  of 
Willimantic  is  to  be  replaced  by  a  new  steel  structure.  The  re- 
sults of  the  operation  of  the  road  for  the  past  year  are  shown  in 
the  following  statement:

598.81;  freight  earnings,  $868,127.68;  operating  expenses, 
$1,017,375.59 ;  net  earnings,  $110,715.64;  maintenance  of  way 
and  structures,  $215,051.64;  maintenance  of  equipment,  $38- 
039.10 ;  new  ties  laid,  20,432 ;  number  of  employees,  744 ;  com- 
pensation of  same,  $387,564.96.  The  operating  expenses  have 
been  90.18  per  cent,  of  the  gross  earnings,  and  the  maintenance 
of  way  and  structures  about  21  per  cent  of  the  total  operating 
expenses, 

SOUTH  MANCHESTER  RAILROAD. 

This  road  2^  miles  in  length,  serving  the  interests  of  the 
flourishing  manufacturing  community  of  South  Manchester,  is 
maintained  in  the  same  excellent  condition  which  it  has  here- 
tofore sustained.  Its  operation  is  largely  limited  to  the  locality 
which  it  serves.  Its  gross  earnings  for  the  past  year  have  been 
$18,655.13;  passenger  earnings,  $4,519.65;  freight  earnings, 
$14,135.50;  operating  expenses,  $14,443.65;  net  earnings, 
$4,211.50;  maintenance  of  way  and  structures,  $4,070.76; 
maintenance  of  equipment,  $538.78 ;  new  ties  laid,  696 ;  num- 
ber of  employees,  18 ;  compensation  of  same,  $9,891.23. 
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RIDGKFIELD  &  NEW  YORK  RAILROAD. 

The  controUing  interest  in  the  stock  of  this  road  is  held  by 
the  N.  T.,  N.  H.  &  H.  Railroad  Company,  and  by  a  judgment 
and  execution  issued  by  the  courts,  it  has  obtained  possession  of 
its  property  and  effects,  and  has  announced  its  intention  to 
construct  a  branch  line  from  its  main  line  in  the  town  of  Green- 
wich to  a  connection  with  its  Highland  Division  in  the  town  of 
Danbury,  having  obtained  from  a  judge  of  the  Superior  Court 
of  Fairfield  County,  a  finding  of  public  convenienoe  and  neces- 
sity for  the  constructioQi  of  said  branch  line. 

STREET  RAILWAYS. 

The  Rockville,  Broad  Brook  &  East  Windsor  Street  Rail- 
way,  which  was  opened  and  in  operation  at  the  time  of  our  last 
report,  from  Warehouse  Point  to  Melrose,  was  completed  in  the 
early  spring  to  Rockville,  and  has  since  been  operated  by  the 
Hartford  &  Springfield  Street  Railway  Company,  of  which  sys- 
tem it  is  now  a  part     The  Norwich  &  Westerly  Railway 
Company   has   constructed    its    road    from    Preston    Bridge, 
in   the   town   of   Norwich,    through   the   towns   of   Preston, 
Ledyard,    Stonington,    and    North    Stonington    to    Westerly, 
R    L,    a    distance    of    about    22    miles,    and    was    opened 
for    traffic    for-  its    entire    length    in    this    state    on    Sept. 
10,  1906.     A  line  is  also  in  process  of  construction  from 
Seymour  to  Naugatuck,  and  from  Thomaston  to  Waterville. 
The  Connecticut  Railway  &  Lighting  Company  has  also  made 
extensions  of  its  existing  lines  in  New  Britain,  Waterbury, 
and   Bridgeport;     and   the   Consolidated  Railway   Company 
in  Meriden,  Hartford,  West  Hartford,  and  from  Central  Vil- 
lage to  Taf tville ;  also  from  Rockville  to  Vernon,  by  electrifying 
existing  steam  lines  in  the  two  last  named  cases.    The  Bristol  & 
Plainville  Tramway  Company  has  made  extensions  of  its  lines 
within  the  town  of  Bristol.     Since  the  filing  of  the  Street 
Railway  Companies'  Reports  with  us,  viz.,  for  year  ending 
June  30,  1906,  important  changes  in  ownership  have  been 
made  which  will  be  more  fully  noted  imder  the  head  of  ^  Mile- 
age of  Street  Railways.  *'     The  growth  in  the  traffic  and  earn- 
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ings  of  the  street  railways  shown  in  the  financial  statement, 
elsewhere  made,  is  a  surprising  revelation. 

ANNUAL  INSPECTION. 

The  street  railways  have  been  examined  by  the  railroad 
commissioners  as  required  by  law,  and  were  found,  in  most 
cases,  to  be  in  a  satisfactory  condition. 

MILEAGE  OP  STREET  RAILWAYS. 

The  mileage  of  the  street  railways  included  in  this  report  is 
as  follows:    length  of  road  owned,  first  main  track,  625.307 
miles;  length  of  second  main  track  owned,  114.624  miles;  total 
length  of  main  track  owned,  739.931  miles.    Length  of  sidings 
and  turnouts  owned  33.614  miles;  total  main  line  and  sidings 
owned,  773.545  miles.     In  addition  to  that  reported  as  owned^ 
there  are  50.153  miles  of  single  track  operated  under  lease,  and 
21.157  miles  operated  under  trackage  rights,  making  a  total 
of  844.855  miles  of  single  track  operated.     The  773.545  miles 
of  single  track  and  sidings  owned,  added  to  the  50.153  miles 
leased,  gives  a  total  of  823.698  miles ;  less  25.205  miles  outside 
the  State  reported  by  the  Providence  &  Danielson  Street  Rail- 
way Co.,  makes  a  total  of  798.493  miles  of  single  track  and 
sidings  in  Connecticut.     Since  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year  cov- 
ered by  this  report,  the  Consolidated  Railway  Company  has 
purchased  the  Torrington  &  Winchester  Street  Railway,  add- 
ing 12.412  miles  to  its  holdings,  and  it  is  also  reported  that 
it  has  recently  acquired  the  lines  owned  and  controlled  by  the 
Connecticut  Railway  &  Lighting  Company. 

CAPITAL  STOCK. 

The  total  capital  stock  of  the  street  railway  companies  out- 
standing is  $29,107,500.00,  representing  739.931  miles  of  main 
tracks  owned,  computed  as  single  track,  as  shown  in  column  3, 
Table  No.  1,  page  108,  including,  in  some  cases,  gas  and  electric 
lighting  properties.  This  amount  is  $1,347,488.00  less  than 
the  amount  reported  one  year  ago,  principally  caused  by  the 
consolidation  of  various  companies  since  that  time.  If  the 
whole  amount  of  stock  reported  is  considered  applicable  to 
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street  railways  (which  is  not  the  case),  and  is  divided  by  the 
miles  of  main  track  owned,  viz.,  739.931,  it  would  show  $39,- 
338.13  capital  stock  issued  per  mile.  It  will  be  observed  that 
$15,000,000.00  of  the  total  capital  stock  issued  represents 
189.4:02  miles  of  main  track  owned  by  the  Connecticut  Railway 
&  Lighting  Company,  and  $10,000,000.00  represents  361.700 
miles  of  main  track  owned  by  the  Consolidated  Railway  Com- 
pany, while  $4,107,600.00  represents  188.829  miles  of  main 
track  owned  by  the  fourteen  other  street  railway  companies. 

BONDS  ISSUED. 

The  total  bcmded  debt  of  the  street  railway  companies  is 
$48,251,592.88,  an  increase  of  $11,715,000.00  over  the  pre- 
vious year.  The  increase  has  taken  place  in  the  following 
companies:  the  Bristol  &  Plainville  Tramway  Company,  $125,- 
000;  the  Consolidated  Railway  Company,  $15,205,000.00; 
the  Hartford  &  Springfield  Street  Railway  Company,  $200,000, 
and  the  New  London  &  East  Lyme  Street  Railway  Com- 
pany appears  for  the  first  time  with  bonds  amoimting  to  $200,- 
000,  making  a  total  increase  of  $15,730,000.00. 

The  following  companies  having  been  absorbed  by  the  Con- 
solidated Railway  Company,  disappear  from  the  list,  with  the 
following  bonded  debt:  the  Branford  Lighting  &  Water  Com- 
pany, $370,000.00 ;  the  East  Hartford  &  Glastonbury  Street 
Railway  Company,  $200,000.00;  the  Greenwich  Tramway 
Company,  $320,000.00;  the  Stamford  Street  Railroad  Com- 
pany, $76,000.00 ;  the  Willimantic  Tl-action  Company,  $240,- 
000.00,  and  the  Hartford  Street  Railway  Company,  $2,810- 
000.00,  making  a  total  reduction  in  the  bonded  debt  by  their 
retirement  of  $4,015,000.00  or  a  total  net  increase  of  $11,715,- 
000.00  as  stated  above.  The  total  bonded  indebtedness  di- 
vided by  the  miles  of  main  track  owned,  viz.,  739.931,  shows  a 
banded  debt  of  $65,210.94  per  mile.  This  also  includes  gas 
and  electric  lighting  properties. 

FLOATING  INDEBTEDNESS. 

The  floating  indebtedness  of  the  companies  is  $823,299.16, 
a  deerase  ef  $233,662.28  since  the  previous  year.     The  total 
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Stock,  bonds,  and  floating  indebtedness  of  the  companies  is 
^78,182,392.04,  an  increase  of  $10,133,869.72  over  that  of 
last  year. 

CONSTRUCTION  AND  EQUIPMENT. 

The  cost  of  construction  and  equipment  reported  is  $64^- 
394,736.42,  including  as  heretofore  stated  the  cost  of  the  street 
railways  and  certain  gas  and  electric  lighting  properties.  This 
amount  divided  by  the  number  of  miles  of  main  track  owned, 
viz.,  739.931,  gives  $87,028.03  as  the  cost  per  mile  including 
the  aforesaid  gas  and  electric  lighting  properties.  The  cost 
per  mile  of  each  road  will  be  seen  by  referring  to  Table  No.  2, 

page  number  112. 

GROSS  EARNINGS. 

The  gross  earnings  of  the  companies  for  the  past  year  were 
^6,349,202.31,  an  increase  of  $925,585.88,  or  17  per  cent,  over 
the  earnings  of  the  previous  year.  The  gross  earnings  per  mile 
operated  were  $7,989.36,  being  $813.55  more  per  mile  than  last 
year,  and  per  mile  run  $0.2432.  The  gross  earnings  per 
•car  hour  were  reported  as  $2,319.  The  largest  gross  earnings 
per  mile  operated  were  $9,548.12  on  the  Danbury  &  Bethel 
Street  Railway;  the  second  largest,  $9,267.97  on  the  Consoli- 
•dated  Railway,  and  the  third  largest,  $9,051.80  on  the  Con- 
necticut Railway  &  Lighting  Company's  lines.  The  gross  earn- 
ings of  the  two  largest  companies  in  the  state  were  $3,788,376.- 
74  on  the  Consolidated  Railway,  and  $1,682,739.69  on  the' Con- 
necticut Railway  &  Lighting  Company. 

OPERATING  EXPENSES. 

The  operating  expenses  for  the  year  were  $3,795,694.11, 
being  $416,064.04  more  than  for  the  previous  year,  amounting 
to  $4,776.21  per  mile  operated,  and  $0.1454  per  mile  run,  and 
were  about  60  per  cent  of  the  gross  earnings. 

NET  EARNINGS. 

The  net  earnings  for  the  year  were  $2,658,602.14,  compared 
with  $2,043,986.36  for  the  previous  year,  an  increase  of  $514,- 
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615.78,  or  an  increase  of  about  25  per  cent,  and  were  $3,213.15 
per  mile  operated,  and  $0.0978  per  mile  run- 

DIVIDENDS. 

Dividends  amounting  to  $453,935.54  have  been  paid  upon 
$16,900,000.00  of  capital  stock,  while  no  dividends  are  re- 
ported paid  on  $12,207,500.00  capital  stock. 

INTEREST. 

The  sum  of  $1,725,615.71  was  paid  as  interest  on  a 
total  bonded  and  floating  indebtedness  of  $49,074,892.04. 

TAXES. 

The  amount  of  taxes  paid  to  the  State  by  the  various  com- 
panies was  $295,892.58. 

MILES  RUN. 

The  number  of  miles  nm  were  26,096,310 ;  gross  earnings 
per  mile  run,  $0.2432 ;  operating  expenses,  $0.1454,  and  net 
earnings,  $0.0978.  The  number  of  miles  run  increased  2,107,- 
195  over  the  previous  year,  an  increase  of  about  13  per 
cent.,  and  the  gross  earnings,  operating  expenses,  and  net  earn- 
ings per  mile  run  show  a  slight  increase. 

PASSENGERS  CARRIED. 

The  number  of  fare  passengers  carried  was  121,322,906, 
an  increase  of  18,428,746,  or  18  per  cent,  over  the  number 
carried  last  year,  compared  with  70,536,271,  carried  by  the 
steam  railroads.  The  number  of  fare  passengers  carried  per 
mile  of  main  track  operated  was  152,663,  and  the  niunber  per 
mile  run  4.65. 

EMPLOYEES. 

The  number  of  employees  was  3,815,  an  increase  of  208, 
averaging  about  4.8  per  mile  operated. 

ACCIDENTS. 

The  number  of  persons  injured  in  the  operation  of  the  street 
railways  during  the  past  year  was  756  compared  with  465  for 
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the  previous  year,  an  increase  of  291,  of  which  number  34  were 
killed^  6  more  than  last  year.  Of  the  number  injured  492  were 
passengers,  eleven  of  whom  were  killed.  Nine  passengers  were 
reported  killed  "  from  their  own  misconduct  or  carelessness/' 
and  242  injured  from  the  same  cause.  Two  were  killed 
and  238  injured  from  "  causes  beyond  their  own  control." 
Twenty-nine  of  those  injured  were  employees,  one  of  whom  was 
killed.  Twelve  of  these  accidents  were  the  result  of  "  their 
own  misconduct  and  carelessness,"  and  sixteen  ^^  from  causes 
beyond  their  own  control."  Twenty-two  other  persons  were 
killed  and  213  injured,  those  killed  being  on  account  of  "  their 
own  misconduct  or  carelessness,"  and  194  injured  from  the 
same  cause.  There  were  also  twenty  other  persons  injured 
"  from  causes  beyond  their  own  control."  According  to  the 
report  submitted,  the  most  prominent  causes  of  injuries  are  the 
"  collisions  of  cars,"  "  collisions  of  cars  with  teams,"  and 
"  getting  on  or  off  cars  in  motion." 

The  casualties  from  the  last  named  cause  can  be  greatly 
diminished  by  the  increased  care  of  passengers  in  getting  on  and 
off  cars  and  by  the  employees  of  the  companies  in  not  starting 
cars  until  passengers  have  had  ample  time  to  get  on  or  off.  It 
also  seems  as  if  the  collision  of  cars  was  more  frequent  than 
consistent  with  careful  operation,  and  that  slow  or  stop  signals 
located  at  points  where  the  views  of  tlie  tracks  are  obscured 
might  serve  to  obviate  a  number  of  such  accidents,  while  a  re- 
duction of  speed  on  streets  where  travel  is  greatly  congested 
would  reduce  the  nimiber  of  collisions  with  teams. 

PROCEEDINGS  OF  BOARD  CONCERNING  STREET 
RAILWAYS. 

APPROVAL  OF  METHOD  OF  CONSTRUCTION. 

On  November  13,  1905,  The  Consolidated  Railway  Com- 
pany presented  its  petition  asking  for  the  approval  of  its  pro* 
posed  method  of  construction  from  a  point  near  the  westerly  ap- 
proach of  the  bridge  over  the  Connecticut  River  in  the  city 
of  Middletown ;  thence  running  to  a  connection  with  the  Valley 
Branch  of  the  New  York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford  Railroad 
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Ckmipanv;  thence  along  said  steam,  railroad  track  to  the  side 
track  near  the  passenger  station,  and  from  thence  to  a  connec- 
tion with  the  tracks  of  said  street  railway  in  Sapello  Avenue ; 
and  on  December  5,  1905,  we  approved  the  method  of  construo- 
tion  proposed  where  said  railway  company  had  the  charter 
right  to  bnild  and  where  it  had  obtained  the  approval  of  the 
Mayor  and  Common  council  of  the  city  of  Middletown. 

On  November  13,  1905,  The  Consolidated  Railway  Com- 
pany presented  its  petition  for  the  approval  of  its  proposed 
method  of  construction  in  the  city  of  Middletown  from  the 
end  of  its  then  constructed  road  in  Bridge  Street,  near  the 
crossing  of  the  N.  T.,  N.  H.  &  H,  R.  R.  Co.,  thence  running 
to  and  connecting  with  the  Berlin  Branch  of  said  steam  rail- 
road company  and  extending  along  said  railroad  company's 
lines  into  the  Middletown  freight  yard;  and  on  December  5, 

1905,  we  approved  of  such  construction  over  the  pro- 
posed route  where  said  street  railway  company  had  the  charter 
right  to  build  and  had  obtained  the  approval  of  the  municipal 
authorities. 

On  December  13,  1905,  upon  application  of  the  Consol- 
idated Railway  Company,  dated  December  4,  1905,  asking  for 
the  approval  of  its  proposed  method  of  construction  in  the  City 
of  Middletown  on  Pameacha  Ave.  into  the  plant  of  The  Rogers 
and  Hubbard  Company,  we  issued  our  finding  and  approval  of 
the  method  of  such  construction. 

On  January  10,  1906,  The  Connecticut  Railway  &  Light- 
ing Company  presented  its  application  for  the  approval  of  its 
proposed  method  of  construction  of  an  extension  of  a  line  of 
railway  on  Main  Street  in  the  city  of  Bridgeport  from  the 
comer  of  North  Avenue  northerly  along  said  Main  Street,  a 
distance  of  about  six  thousand  feet,  and  on  February  8,  1906, 
we  approved  of  the  method  of  construction  specified  in  said 
application. 

On  February  8,  1906,  we  approved  of  the  proposed  method 
of  ccmstniction  of  lines  of  The  Connecticut  Railway  &  Light- 
ing Company,  as  shown  in  their  petition  dated  January  17, 

1906,  along  the  main  highway  from  the  terminus  of  its  so- 
ealled  West  Main  Street  line  in  Waterbury,  near  the  Water- 
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town  line,  into  Watertown,  to  a  point  near  the  *^  brick  store/'  so- 
called.  The  layout  of  this  proposed  extension  had  been  heard 
by  us  upon  appeal,  but  after  visiting  the  location  the  selectmen 
of  the  town  of  Watertown  and  the  street  railway  company 
agreed  upon  certain  modifications  of  the  requirements  insisted 
upon  in  the  first  instance  and  the  appeal  of  the  street  railway 
company  was  withdrawn. 

On  March  12,  1906,  upon  application  of  The  Norwich  & 
Westerly  Railway  Company,  dated  February  24,  1906,  we 
approved  of  the  proposed  method  of  construction  of  said  comr 
pany's  lines  through  the  city  and  town  of  Norwich  and  the 
towns  of  Preston,  Ledyard,  North  Stonington  and  Stonington, 
in  accordance  with  their  application,  but  ordering  and  direct- 
ing that  the  feed  wires  should  be  insulated  cables  supplied 
with  suitable  brackets  and  cross  bars  properly  insulated.  Our 
approval  of  the  method  of  construction  of  said  company  was, 
however,  modified  under  a  finding  dated  April  18,  1906,  and 
only  required  that  the  feed  wires  should  be  insulated  cables 
with  suitable  brackets  and  cross  bars  properly  insulated  where 
strung  along  and  across  highways. 

On  May  31,  1906,  we  approved  of  the  proposed  method  of 
construction  of  a  turnout  on  North  Main  Street  in  the  Bor- 
ough of  Naugatuck  between  Maple  and  Cemietery  Streets,  a& 
petitioned  for  on  May  11,  1906,  by  the  Connecticut  Railway 
&  Lighting  Company, 

On  June  12,  1906,  upon  application  of  The  Consolidated 
Railway  Company,  asking  for  the  approval  of  its  proposed 
method  of  construction  of  lines  from  Branford  to  Stony  Creek, 
we  approved  of  the  same. 

On  June  29,  1906,  upon  application  of  The  Bristol  and 
Plainville  Tramway  Company,  we  approved  of  its  proposed 
method  of  construction  of  an  extension  of  its  lines  in  the  *own 
of  Bristol  from  the  corner  of  Main  and  North  Main  Streets 
through  Main,  Summer,  Center,  Maple,  and  Woodland  Streets 
to  Oakland  Street. 

On  June  29,  1906,  we  approved  of  specifications  submitted 
in  application  of  The  Connecticut  Railway  &  Lighting  Com- 
pany for  the  approval  of  its  proposed  method  of  construction 
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of  additional  tracks^  curveS;  connections,  crossovers;  and  turn- 
out on  certain  streets  in  the  city  of  Bridgeport 

On  July  13,  1906,  upon  application  of  The  Consolidated 
KaUway  Company,  we  approved  of  its  proposed  method  of 
oonstruction  of  a  double  track  extension  through  Sisson  Ave- 
nue in  the  City  of  Hartford  from  a  connection  with  its  then 
present  tracks  on  Farmington  Avenue  to  Park  Street ;  also  of 
its  construction  of  a  double  track  layout  from  a  connection 
with  tracks  already  laid  on  Park  Street,  in  the  City  of  Hart- 
ford, through  New  Park  Avenue  to  a  point  opposite  Charter 
Oak  Driving  Park  in  the  town  of  West  Hartford. 

On  August  1,  1906,  upon  the  joint  petition  of  the  city  of 
Hartford  and  The  Consolidated  Railway  Company,  asking  for 
a  modification  of  our  order  of  June  30,  1905,  approving  of  the 
method  of  construction  of  the  proposed  double  track  extension 
of  the  Hartford  Street  Railway  Company's  lines  in  the  city  of 
Hartford  from  its  then  existing  double  track  on  Newingtou 
Aveaiue  through  New  Britain  Avenue  and  Washington  Street 
to  a  connection  with  its  existing  tracks  on  Retreat  Avenue  in 
which  approval  we  ordered  and  directed  that  tee  rails  be  laid,^ 
we  consented  to  such  modifications. 

On  August  24,  1906,  The  Naugatuck  Valley  Electric  Rail- 
way Company  presented  its  application  for  approval  of  its 
proposed  construction  from  the  end  of  the  tracks  of  the  Con- 
necticut Railway  and  Lighting  Company  on  North  Main  Street 
in  ITaugatuck  and  extending  through  Naugatuck,  Beacon  Falls, 
and  into  Seymour  as  far  as  Bladen's  Brook,  so-called,  and 
alleging  to  have  obtained  from  a  judge  of  the  Superior  Court 
a  finding  of  public  convenience  and  necessity  for  such  pro- 
posed construction,  we  approved  of  the  application. 

On  October  30,  1906,  The  Naugatuck  Valley  Electric 
Railway  Company  presented  its  application  asking  for  the 
approval  of  its  proposed  method  of  construction  from  the 
bridge  over  Bladen's  Brook,  so-called,  in  the  town  of  Seymour, 
along  Main  Street,  ITorth  Main  Street  and  South  Main  Street 
to  and  connecting  with  the  tracks  of  The  Connecticut  Railway 
and  Lighting  Company  at  the  junction  of  South  Main  and 
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Pearl  Streets,  all  in  the  town  of  Seymour,  and  on  December 
1,  1906,  we  approved  of  the  same. 

On  November  23, 1906,  we  approved  of  the  proposed  method 
of  construction  of  The  Thomaston  Tramway  Company,  under 
its  application  dated  the  16th  day  of  November,  1906,  from 
a  point  near  the  bridge  crossing  the  Naugatuck  River  on  East 
Main  Street,  east  of  Ehn  Street,  in  the  village  of  Thomaston, 
thence  through  East  Main  Street,  Main  Street  and  the  main 
highway  between  Thomaston  and  Waterbury  town  line. 

On  November  26,  1906,  we  approved  of  the  proposed 
method  of  construction  of  The  Consolidated  Railway  Com- 
pany's extensions  in  Bank,  State,  Main,  and  Trueman  Streets 
and  in  Montauk  and  Jeiferson  Avenues  in  the  city  of  New 
London,  upon  the  application  made  to  us,  dated  September  11, 
1906. 

On  December  1, 1906,  we  approved  of  the  proposed  method 
of  construction  of  The  Connecticut  Railway  and  Lighting 
Company,  under  its  application  dated  October  30,  1906,  of  an 
extension  in  the  town  of  Seymour  from  the  comer  of  North 
Main  Street  and  Meadow  Street  southerly  along  North  Main 
Street  to  the  comer  of  Spruce  Street 

CERTIFICATES  ISSUED. 

On  January  3,  1906,  that  portion  of  the  Rockville,  Broad 
Brook  &  East  Windsor  Street  Railway  Company  extended  from 
Broad  Brook  to  Melrose,  about  one  and  eightrtenths  miles  in 
length,  was  examined  and  found  in  a  suitable  and  safe  condi- 
tion for  operation. 

On  May  16,  1906,  that  portion  of  the  extension  of  The 
Connecticut  Railway  &  Lighting  Company's  lines  in  New  Brit- 
ain, commencing  at  the  junction  of  Main  and  East  Main 
Streets,  thence  through  Main  Street  to  North  Street  to  Hart- 
ford Avenue,  through  Hartford  Avenue  to  North  Stanley 
Street,  through*  North  Stanley  Street  to  the  comer  of  Allen 
Street,  a  distance  of  about  seven  thousand  two  hundred  and 
twenty  feet^  were  examined  and  found  to  be  in  a  suitable  and 
safe  condition  for  operation. 

On  July  13,  1906,  that  portion  of  the  track  of  the  Connect- 
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icut  Railway  and  Lighting  Company  in  the  city  of  Bridgeport, 
near  the  town  line  of  Fairfield,  about  seven  hundred  feet  in 
length,  over  Ash  Creek,  which  had  been  moved  southerly  of 
its  former  location,  was  examined  and  found  to  be  in  a  suitable 
and  safe  condition  for  operation. 

On  July  27,  1906,  the  double  track  extension  of  The  Con- 
necticut Railway  and  Lighting  Company's  line  on  Main 
Street  in  the  City  of  Bridgeport,  running  northerly  from  North 
Avenue  to  Beechwood  Avenue,  about  five  thousand  nine  hun- 
dred feet  in  length,  was  examined  and  found  to  be  in  a  suitable 
and  safe  condition  for  operation. 

On  August  16, 1906,  that  portion  of  the  line  of  the  Norwich 
and  Westerly  Railway  Company  extending  from  Preston 
Bridge  in  the  city  of  Norwich  to  Hill  Top  in  the  town  of 
North  Stonington,  about  twelve  and  a  half  miles  in  length, 
was  examined  and  found  in  a  suitable  and  safe  condition  for 
operation  at  a  moderate  rate  of  speed  until  some  portions  of 
the  line  were  more  completely  finished. 

On  September  1,  1906,  that  portion  of  the  Consolidated 
Railway  Company's  double  track  extension  in  the  city  of 
Hartford  from  a  junction  with  its  tracks  at  the  comer  of 
Farmington  and  Sisson  Avenues,  thence  through  Sisson 
Avenue  to  Park  Street;  also  that  portion  of  said  com- 
pany's old  single  track  which  had  been  reconstructed 
from  the  comer  of  Park  Street  through  New  Park  Ave- 
nue to  Charter  Oak  Driving  Park  in  the  City  o:t  HartJ- 
ford  and  the  town  of  West  Hartford,  together  with  the 
construction  of  the  additional  new  tracks  between  the  points 
above  indicated,  making  a  double  track  construction,  as  well 
as  the  crossover  and  special  work  on  Park  Street  in  the  city 
of  Hartford,  were  examined  and  a  certificate  that  said  tracks 
were  in  a  suitable  and  safe  condition  for  operation  issued. 

On  September  10,  1906,  that  portion  of  the  line  of  The 
Norwich  and  Westerly  Railway  Company  extending  from  Hill 
Top,  so-called,  in  the  town  of  North  Stonington,  southeasterly 
to  the  center  of  the  bridge  spanning  the  Pawcatuck  River,  a 
distance  of  about  seven  and  one-half  miles,  the  center  of 
which  bridge  is  the  division  line  between  the  states  of  Rhode 
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Island  and  Connecticut,  was  examined  and  a  certificate  issued 
that  the  same  was  in  a  safe  condition  for  operation. 

On  October  12,  1906,  that  portion  of  the  Bristol  and  Plain- 
ville  Tramway  Company^s  extension  in  Bristol  commencing  at 
the  junction  of  Main  and  North  Main  Streets,  thence  running 
northerly  through  Main  Street  to  Summer  Street,  through 
Summer  Street  to  Center  Street,  through  Center  Street  to 
Maple  Street,  through  Maple  Street  to  Woodland  Street^  and 
through  Woodland  Street  to  Oakland  Street,  a  distance  of 
three  thousand  and  fifty-five  feet,  was  examined  and  found  to 
be  in  a  suitable  and  safe  condition  for  operation. 

APPEALS. 

On  March  13,  1906,  the  Connecticut  Railway  and  Light- 
ing Company  presented  to  us  its  petition  appealing  from  a  de- 
cision, order,  or  direction  of  the  Mayor  and  Board  of  Alder- 
men of  the  city  of  Waterbury  upon  the  Company's  petition 
for  approval  of  its  proposed  single  track  railway  with  one 
turnout  through  Eobbins  Street  to  the  Middlebury  road  in 
the  city  of  Waterbury.  The  Board  of  Public  Works  of  said 
city  imposed  the  conditions  of  paving  the  highways  at  inter- 
secting points  with  cobble  pavement;  the  widening  of  the  high- 
way upon  which  the  tracks  were  to  be  laid  to  its  full  width  as 
laid  out  by  the  city  of  Waterbury ;  the  payment  to  the  city  of 
three-quarters  of  land  damages  resulting  from  said  widening; 
the  paving  of  said  Robbins  Street  for  a  certain  distance  with 
vitrified  pavement;  and  whenever  permanent  pavements  should 
be  constructed  at  any  point  on  any  of  the  highways  occupied 
by  the  track  of  said  company  under  said  petition  said  com- 
pany should  take  up  its  tracks  and  substitute  therefor  grooved 
rails;  the  payment  of  one-half  the  cost  of  the  building  of  a 
certain  retaining  wall;  the  building  of  a  conduit  to  care 
for  water  from  a  •  certain  brook ;  holding  the  city  harmless 
from  all  demands  whatsoever  from  any  person  or  contractor 
by  virtue  of  the  disturbance  by  said  company  of  such  high- 
ways as  were  under  contract  for  improvement;  said  com- 
pany to  lay  and  maintain  a  cobble  pavement  between  the 
rails  and  two  feet  on  each  side  thereof  throughout  the  entire 
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length  of  said  line  of  railway,  except  where  permanent  pave- 
ment was  constructed,  and  that  said  company  should  pave  the 
entire  width  of  the  Watertown  road  with  either  bitulithic  or 
asphalt  pavement  between  its  rails  and  for  two  feet  on  each  side 
thereof. 

On  April  6,  1906,  we  issued  our  finding  to  the  effect  that 
as  it  appeared  from  the  statements  of  both  parties  in  interest 
at  the  hearing  that  there  was  no  intention  on  the  part  of  the 
city  to  carry  out  in  the  near  future  the  improvements  sug- 
gested on  Bobbins  Street  unless  the  greater  part  of  the  expense 
of  same  were  met  by  the  railway  company,  and  said  company 
stating  that  the  expense  of  such  improvements  were  prohibi- 
tive (the  matter  of  paving  at  intersecting  streets  being  agreed 
to  verbally  by  the  city  and  the  street  railway  company),  and 
the  cutting  down  of  the  grade  of  Bobbins  Street  for  about 
seven  feet  near  its  intersecting  of  Grandview  Street  would  re- 
sult in  a  maximum  grade  of  about  nine  per  cent,  instead  of 
twelve,  as  would  result  in  the  laying  of  tracks  as  proposed  by 
the  street  railway  company's  petition,  we  therefore  deemed  it 
equitable  and  did  find,  order  and  direct  that  beginning  at  a 
point  in  the  then  present  tracks  of  the  street  railway  company 
near  the  foot  of  Bobbins  Street,  thence  through  Bobbins  Street 
crossing  the  Watertown  road  and  westerly  along  Bobbins 
Street  and  along  the  highway  leading  to  Middlebury  and  along 
private  right  of  way  to  the  Middlebury  town  highway,  the 
street  railway  company  might  lay  its  single  track  of  railway, 
and  that  where  feasible  the  grade  of  said  track  should  conform 
to  the  grade  of  the  highway  as  it  then  existed  and  that  the 
grade  of  Bobbins  Street  near  Grandview  Street  should  not  be 
in  excess  of  nine  per  cent ;  that  all  portions  of  the  highway 
disturbed  in  doing  said  work  should  be  restored  to  as  good 
ocmdition  as  found;  that  the  wrought  part  of  said  highway 
made  suitable  for  travel  should  nowhere  be  less  than  twelve 
feet  in  width  on  each  side  of  the  railway  tracks;  that  the  ex- 
pense of  grading,  filling  and  cutting  should  be  borne  by  said 
street  railway  company,  together  with  any  land  or  special 
damages  occasioned  by  the  cutting  down  and  change  of  grade 
of  Grandview  Street;  and  we  further  found  and  directed  that 
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nothing  contained  in  this  temporary  layout  should  grant  to 
said  street  railway  company  any  permanent  rights  of  grade 
and  location  of  tracks  which  could  not  be  modified  by  said 
city,  or  on  appeal  to  this  Board,  at  such  times  as  the  city  of 
Waterbury  might  desire  to  improve  Kobbins  Street  in  accord- 
ance with  plans  which  had  been  approved  by  said  city  or  which 
it  might  hereafter  adopt. 

From  this  finding  the  city  of  Waterbury  appealed  and  said 
appeal  remained  in  effect  until  some  time  previous  to  August 
14,  1906,  when  said  street  railway  company  brought  its  pe- 
tition asking  for  an  approval  of  its  proposed  construction  over 
the  layout  heretofore  referred  to,  in  which  petition  the  state- 
ment was  made  that  the  petitioners  and  the  Mayor  and  Board 
of  Aldermen  had  agreed  upon  a-  modification  of  the  require- 
ments imposed  by  said  city.  And  on  September  18,  1906, 
we  approved  of  the  proposed  method  of  construction  as  pe- 
titioned for  August  14,  1906,  and  as  modified  by  agreement  be- 
tween  the  city  and  the  railway  company. 

The  Connecticut  Kailway  and  Lighting  Company  on  June 
8,  1906,  filed  with  us  its  appeal  from  the  refusal  of  the 
Mayor  and  Board  of  Aldermen  of  Ansonia  to  approve  and  ac- 
cept a  construction  plan  for  double  tracking  in  Ansonia.  This 
matter  has  not  been  assigned  for  hearing,  said  company  simply 
filing  said  petition  for  the  purpose  of  preserving  its  rights. 

A  petition  and  appeal  from  the  Connecticut  Kailway  and 
Lighting  Company  from  an  order  of  the  Selectmen  of  the 
Town  of  Hampden,  upon  application  of  said  street  railway 
company  for  an  extension  of  the  Axle  Shop  turnout,  so-called, 
was  received  September  6,  1906.  Also  on  September  25, 
1906,  a  petitioil  and  appeal  of  said  company  from  a  de- 
cision of  the  Selectmen  of  the  Town  of  Chester,  upon  their 
application  for  double  tracking  from  Corn  well  Avenue  to 
Waverly  Inn.  These  two  appeals  have  not  been  assigned  for 
hearings  upon  request  of  the  street  railway  company,  they 
having  been  filed  simply  as  a  protection  of  their  rights. 

The  Stafford  Springs  Street  Railway  Company,  on  October 
7,  1906,  filed  its  petition  and  appeal  from  a  decision  and  order 
of  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Rockville, 
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upon  it^  applicatioB  to  lay  certain  tracks  in  said  city.  At 
the  request  of  said  company  this  matter  has  not  been  assigned 
for  hearing,  the  company  fQing  said  appeal  to  protect  its 
rights  under  the  statute  governing  such  cases. 

On  January  17,  1906,  The  Connecticut  Eailway  and 
Lighting  Company  presented  to  us.  its  petition  and  appeal  from 
a  decision,  order  or  direction  of  the  Mayor  and  Board  of 
Aldermen  of  the  city  of  Waterbury  upon  the  application  of 
said  company  for  approval  of  location  of  its  second  track  on 
East  Main  and  West  Main  Streets  in  said  city.  The  condi- 
tions imposed  were 

1.  Change  of  grade  of  the  southerly  curb  on  East  Main 
Street,  said  company  to  reimburse  the  city  for  one-half  of  the 
total  cost  of  such  change  of  grade,  including  the  damages 
awarded  to  abutting  property  holders. 

2.  Said  company  to  pave  at  its  own  expense  with  vitrified 
brick  upon  a  six  inch  concrete  foundation,  certain  portions  of 
East  Main  Street  the  entire  width  between  curbs. 

3.  Said  company  to  lay  a  grooved  rail  on  a  certain  portion 
of  said  East  Main  Street,  and  to  substitute  grooved  rails  when- 
ever permanent  pavement  should  be  laid  at  any  points  on  the 
highways  covered  by  said  petition. 

4.  Said  company  to  continue  and  extend  belgian  block 
pavement  at  its  own  expense  on  both  Cole  and  East  Main 
Streets  for  a  certain  distance  and  to  lay  at  its  own  expense 
a  vitrified  brick  pavement  on  a  six  inch  Portland  cement  foun- 
dation between  its  rails  from  the  switches  midway  between 
Spring  and  School  Streets  to  the  end  of  the  belgian  block 
pavement  as  above  described. 

5.  That  said  company  should  lay  and  maintain  a  cobble 
pavement  between  its  rails  and  two  feet  on  each  side  thereof 
through  the  whole  length  of  the  track  petitioned  for  except 
where  provisions  had  been  made  for  other  pavements. 

6.  That  the  work  should  be  completed  before  September 
1,  1906. 

7  &  8.  That  between  certain  seasons  of  the  year  certain 
streets  should  be  sprinkled  by  the  street  railway  company 
from  curb  to  curb. 
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9.  That  within  six  hours  after  the  cessation  of  the  fall  of 
snow  said  company  should  remove  such  snow  in  certain  por- 
tions of  East  and  West  Main  Streets. 

This  appeal  was  assigned  for  hearing  January  31,  1906, 
hut  was  adjourned  from  time  to  time  by  agreement  of  parties 
until  the  sixteenth  day  of  April,  1906,  on  which  date  the 
matter  was  fully  heard.  On  May  5,  1906,  we  issued  our 
finding  as  follows: — 

"  Conditions  1,  4,  5  and  6  are  conditions  of  approval  of 
location  that  might  be  properly  made  by  the  party  (the  city 
of  Waterbury)  bound  by  law  to  maintain  highways  in  a  safe 
and  proper  condition. 

"  Condition  2,  imposed  upon  the  petitioner,  the  street  rail- 
way company,  the  whole  burden  of  improved  pavement  which 
is  ordinarily  borne  jointly  by  abutting  property  owners,  the 
municipality  and  the  street  railway  company,  and  we  do  not 
deem  it  equitable. 

".  Condition  3,  providing  for  the  kind  of  rail  to  be  used,  is 
a  matter  which  the  statute  laws  direct  shall  be  considered  and 
passed  upon  by  this  Board  on  the  application  for  approval  of 
the  method  of  construction  of  said  additional  track  and  is  not 
properly  before  the  board  at  this  time. 

"  Conditions  7  and  8,  relating  to  street  sprinkling,  are  mat- 
ters that  are  regulated  by  statute. 

"  Condition  9,  relating  to  the  removal-  of  snow,  is  regulated 
in  the  counties  of  Xew  Haven  and  Fairfield  by  statute. 

^^  We  do,  therefore,  deem  it  equitable  and  do  find,  order,  and 
direct  that  the  petitioner,  The  Connecticut  Railway  and 
Lighting  Company,  may  lay  its  second  or  additional  track 
on  East  Main  Street  and  West  Main  Street  in  Waterbury, 
according  to  plans  filed  in  this  office  and  marked  ^Connect- 
icut Railway  &  Lighting  Company  Map  Showing  Pro- 
posed Extension  of  Double  Tracking  West  Main  Street, 
Waterbury,  Conn.,  1905,'  and  '  Connecticut  Railway  & 
Lighting  Company  Map  Showing  Proposed  Extension  of 
Double  Tracking  East  Main  Street,  Waterbury,  Conn.,  1905,' 
showing  the  highways  through  which  it  proposes  to  lay  its 
tracks,  the  location  of  the  same  as  to  grade  and  the  center  line 
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of  said  highways  and  such  changes  as  are  proposed  therein, 
subject  to  the  conditions  imposed  by  the  Board  of  Commis- 
sioners of  Public  Works  and  the  aldermen  and  court  of  common 
council  of  the  city  of  Waterbury,  marked  '  Conditions  1,  4, 
5,  and  6.' 

"  All  portions  of  the  highway  (other  than  those  referred  to 
in  conditions  1,  4,  5,  and  6)  disturbed  in  doing  said  work  are  to 
be  restored  in  as  good  condition  as  found." 

From  this  finding  the  city,  of  Waterbury  appealed  and  said 
appeal  remained  in  effect  until  some  time  previous  to  August 
14,  1906,  when  said  street  railway  company  brought  its  pe- 
tition asking  for  an  approval  of  its  proposed  construction  over 
the  layout  heretofore  referred  to,  stating  that  the  street  railway 
company  and  the  city  of  Waterbury  had  agreed  upon  modifica- 
tions of  the  requirements  imposed  by  said  city  which  was  the 
basis  of  their  appeal,  and  therefore  on  September  18th,  we  ap- 
proved of  the  proposed  method  of  construction  of  the  street  rail- 
way company  as  specified  in  exhibits  "A"  and  "B"  of  said  pe- 
tition with  the  provision  that  nothing  contained  in  exhibit  "A" 
should  be  deemed  to  alter  or  vary  any  agreement  between  the 
city  of  Waterbury  and  said  street  railway  company  in  regard 
to  paving,  or  in  any  way  connected  with  the  construction  of 
street  railway  tracks,  fixtures  and  so  forth,  on  Eobbins  Street 
and  Middlebury  line  road  in  Waterbury. 

On  February  27,  1906,  the  Consolidated  Eailway  Com- 
pany, as  petitioner,  presented  to  us  an  appeal  from  the  decision 
of  the  Selectmen  of  the  town  of  East  Hartford  denying  said 
company's  application  to  lay  a  double  track  railway  across 
Bumside  Avenue  and  Tolland  Street  in  said  town,  and  mod- 
ifying their  application  to  double  track  a  part  of  said  Bum- 
side  Avenue. 

As  important  matters  Wjsre  involved  in  said  application  and 
order  of  the  Selectmen,  we  give  in  full  the  vote  of  the  selectmen 
of  the  town  of  East  Hartford  and  our  decision  in  the  matters 
appealed  from  as  follows : — 

On  the  27th  day  of  February,  1906,  the  Consolidated 
Railway  Company  presented  to  us  its  petition  and  appeal 
from  the  decision,  direction  and  order  of  the  Board  of  Se- 
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lectmen  of  East  Hartford  upon  their  application  for  approval 
of  the  laying  of  its  railway  with  alterations  and  additional 
tracks,  switches  and  poles  for  carrying  wires  to  conduct  motive 
power  upon  and  along  a  part  of  the  highway  in  said  Town 
known  as  Bumside  Avenue  and  also  across  Bumside  Avenue 
and  Tolland  Street  where  said  highways  intersect. 

Upon  the  application  of  said  Railway  Company  to  said 
mimicipality  it  was 

"  Voted,  that  the  plan  presented  to  this  Board  on  the  first 
day  of  December,  A.  D.  1905,  by  the  Consolidated  Railway 
Company,  showing  alterations  and  additional  tracks  of  its 
railway  upon  and  along  a  part  of  the  highway  known  as  Burn- 
side  Avenue,  is  hereby  modified  as  to  the  location  of  the  pro- 
posed tracks  on  Burnside  Avenue  by  the  substitution  therefor 
of  the  plan  now  before  this  Board,"  .  .  .  ."  changing  the 
location  of  the  tracks  on  the  part  of  Bumside  Avenue  in  ques- 
tion to  substantially  the  center  of  said  Avenue  with  a  view  in 
the  near  future  of  changing  the  location  of  the  tracks  westerly 
to  Main  Street  to  substantially  the  center  of  the  street,  and  it 
is  further  modified  by  this  additional  condition  that  said  rail- 
way company  shall  pay  the  Town  what^ever  expenses  may  be 
incurred  by  the  Town  of  East  Hartford  in  widening  said  Bum- 
side  Avenue  to  a  uniform  width  of  sixty-six  (66)  feet,  along 
the  lines  of  said  proposed  alterations,  such  widening  to  be  done 
as  indicated  on  said  plan."     .... 

"  It  is  further  voted,  that  the  application  to  cross  Burn- 
side  Avenue  and  Tolland  Street  is  denied  and  as  reasons  there- 
for we  assign  the  following,  viz: 

"  1st.  The  crossing  of  these  two  streets  will  impose  an 
easement  upon  them  which  will  be  a  largo  detriment  to  the 
public  travel  on  such  highways.  For  the  creation  of  this 
casement  and  hence  obstruction  no  compensating  benefit  to  our 
town  is  suggested. 

"  2.  No  public  convenience  or  necessity  was  shown, 
neither  was  it  shown  that  the  petitioning  company  had  any 
charter  rights  to  operate  street  railways  or  to  construct  the 
same  over  the  portion  of  said  proposed  layout  hereinbefore  de- 
scribed, although  said  rights  were  sharply  challenged  at  the 
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hearing.  On  the  other  hand  it  appeared  that  the  proposed 
layout  was  in  furtherance  of  a  plan  of  the  railway  company  to 
connect  its  said  trolley  lines  at  grade  with  the  steam  tracks  of 
the  Highland  Division  of  the  New  York,  Ifew  Haven  & 
Hartford  Railway  Company  and  to  operate  both  steam  and 
trolley  cars  upon  the  present  tracks  of  said  New  York,  New 
Haven  &  Hartford  Railway  Company  over  and  upon  the  same 
tracks.  In  the  minds  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  this  plan  is 
fraught  with  such  danger  that  it  ought  not  to  be  approved  unless 
its  necessity  for  the  convenience  of  the  public  is  most  emphati- 
cally shown.  There  can  be  no  necessity,  nor  does  it  add  to  the 
convenience  of  the  people  of  East  Hartford,  to  have  these  tracks 
laid  as  proposed.  If  they  are  to  be  laid  for  the  convenience 
of  through  traffic  from  the  more  remote  towns  to  and  from 
Hartford  and  cars  to  be  run  thereon  at  a  high  rate  of  speed 
two  exceedingly  dangerous  crossings  will  be  established  in 
addition  to  that  at  the  junction  of  the  steam  and  trolley  tracks 
before  mentioned, —  one  at  Tolland  Street  and  one  at  Bum- 
side  Avenue. 

"  It  appears  to  be  the  intent  of  the  Railway  Company  to 
use  these  proposed  tracks  for  this  purpose,  and  it  was  admitted 
at  the  hearing  that  whenever  the  business  of  the  Company 
warranted,  through  cars  would  be  run  over  these  tracks  at  a 
high  rate  of  speed  without  making  stops  anywhere  within  the 
limits  of  the  town  of  East  Hartford  other  than  at  the  Bumside 
Depot  of  the  New  York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford  Railroad 
Company. 

"  The  town  of  East  Hartford  will  soon  be  required  to  ex- 
pend a  great  many  thousand  dollars  for  the  elimination  of  a 
grade  crossing  on  Main  Street  and  we  think  it  would  be  both 
unwise  and  illogical  for  us  to  make  ourselves  parties  either 
directly  or  indirectly  in  creating  a  new  grade  crossing  sub- 
stantially a  mile  east  of  the  one  we  must  eliminate."     .     .     . 

Said  petition  and  appeal  was  heard  by  us  on  March  20, 
1906,  and  on  April  17,  1906,  we  issued  the  following  finding: 

"  On  said  20th  day  of  March,  1906,  we  met  at  the  time  and 
place  named  in  said  order,  when  it  appeared  and  we  do  find 
that  said  order  had  been  duly  complied  with  and  that  such

notice  as  we  deemed  reasonable  had  been  given  to  the  petitioner 
and  to  the  Selectmen  of  the  town  of  East  Hartford,  and  said 
petitioner  appeared  to  prosecute  its  petition  and  said  town  also 
appeared  and  was  heard,  and  said  hearing  was  continued  to 
the  28  d  day  of  March,  1906,  when  said  parties  were  fully  and 
finally  heard. 

"  There  are  two  questions  involved  in  this  appeal, —  first, 
whether  this  Board  shall  adopt  the  plans  of  the  Consolidated 
Sailway  Company  showing  alterations  and  additional  tracks 
of  its  railway  along  the  highway  known  as  Bumside  Avenue, 
which  plans  are  for  an  additional  line  of  tracks  on  Bumside 
Avenue  for  a  distance  of  about  five  hundred  (500)  feet,  sub- 
stantially on  the  side  of  said  Bumside  Avenue,  or  the  plan  of 
the  Selectmen  of  the  town  of  East  Hartford  locating  such  line 
of  tracks  substantially  in  the  center  of  the  highway,  widening 
the  same  to  sixty-six  (66)  feet,  the  petitioner  to  pay  the  whole 
expense  of  said  alterations  and  improvements.  Wherever 
feasible,  and  in  residential  sections,  this  Board  has,  on  appeal, 
ordered  street  railway  tracks  located  in  the  center  of  the  high- 
way, that  no  unequal  burden  be  placed  on  abutting  property 
owners.  Wldle  we  might  question  the  expediency  of  laying 
fiye  hundred  feet  of  trackage  in  the  center  of  a  highway  two 
miles  in  length  with  all  the  rest  of  the  trackage  on  the  side  of 
said  highway,  we  do  not  find  that  such  order  as  to  the  location 
of  the  tracks  in  the  center  of  the  street  by  the  Selectmen  of  East 
Hartford  was  unreasonable,  and  if  this  action  should  result  in 
the  near  future  in  placing  the  tracks  in  the  center  of  the  high- 
way throughout  Bumside  Avenue,  a  distinct  advantage  will 
have  been  gained. 

"  The  second  question  involves  the  right  of  the  Consol- 
idated Railway  Company  to  lay  out  and  construct  a  railway 
from  a  junction  with  its  tracks  in  Bumside  Avenue  across 
Bumside  Avenue  and  Tolland  Street  in  the  town  of  East  Hart- 
ford. This  part  of  the  application  of  said  company  was  denied 
by  the  Selectmen  of  the  town  of  East  Hartford,  because  the 
crossing  of  these  two  streets  imposed  easements  on  said  high- 
ways ;  because  public  convenience  or  necessity  was  not  shown ; 
because  said  company  had  no  charter  rights  to  operate  street 
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railways  or  construct  the  same  over  and  across  said  highways ; 
and  because  the  construction  of  the  said  street  railway  as  shown 
on  the  plans  of  said  company  was  in  pursuance  of  a  plan  to 
operate  both  steam  and  trolley  cars  upon  the  present  tracks 
of  the  N.  Y.,  N.  H.  &  H.  R.  R  Co. 

"  The  decisions  today  are  practically  unanimous  that  a 
company  having  a  charter  right  to  build  a  street  railway  in  or 
across  highways  is  using  them  for  die  purposes  of  the  public 
to  which  they  were  dedicated  and  cannot  be  denied  or  enjoined 
from  such  use. 

"  Numerous  witnesses  testified  that  the  construction  of  this 
particular  piece  of  railway^  or  some  other  to  accomplish  the 
same  purpose  was  a  matter  of  public  convenience. 

"  Whether  there  is  a  plan  on  the  part  of  the  petitioner  or 
some  other  company  to  operate  cars  by  electricity  on  the  tracks 
of  the  N.  Y.,  N.  H.  &  H.  R.  R.  Co.,  is  a  matter  which  is  not 
before  this  board  on  this  petition,  and  is  regulated  by  Section 
3697  of  the  General  Statutes : —  ^  Any  railroad  company 
mider  the  laws  of  this  State  may  operate  its  railroad,  or  any 
part  thereof  by  electricity.' 

"We  find  that  the  Consolidated  Railway  Company  has 
acquired  by  purchase  and  has  merged  and  now  operates  a 
street  railway  in  the  town  of  East  Hartford.  We  do  not  find 
that  any  other  company  has  the  charter  right  to  construct  a 
street  railway  in  said  town.  Section  2  of  the  charter  of  the 
Consolidated  Railway  Company  in  part  is  as  follows : — '  Said 
corporation  whose  charter  is  herein  amended  shall  have  power 
and  authority,  as  a  matter  of  public  convenience,  subject  to 
all  general  laws  governing  the  construction  of  railways  in 
streets  or  highways,  to  locate,  construct,  maintain,  and  oper- 
ate railroads,  railways,  or  tramways  for  the  transportation 
of  passengers  or  goods  or  both,  with  single  or  double  tracks  and 
such  turnouts  and  switches  and  connections  and  fixtures  and 
appurtenances  as  may  be  necessary  upon  any  private  lands 
and  across  intersecting  streets  or  highways  in  any  of  the  towns 
within  which  said  company  shall  lawfully  operate  an  electric 
railway/ 

"This  power  is  limited  in  the  towns  in  which  the  Consol- 
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idated  Railway  Company  operates  only  by  the  following  pro- 
vision in  Sec.  8  of  its  charter :  '  Nothing  in  this  resolution  shall 
authorize  or  permit  the  construction  within  this  State  of  a  rail- 
road, street  railway,  electric  railway,  or  tramway  within  any 
town  within  which  any  other  company  shall  have  the  charter 
right  to  construct  a  railroad,  street  railway,  electric  railway,  or 
tramway  of  any  description,  without  the  consent  of  such  other 
company,  except  upon  routes,  streets  and  highways  upon  which 
the  right  to  construct  a  railroad,  street  railway,  electric  rail- 
way, or  tramway  has  been  or  shall  hereafter  be  specifically 
granted  to  the  corporation  whose  charter  is  herein  amended 
or  to  a  corporation  which  shall  lawfully  hold  its  franchises^ 
or  to  a  corporation  whose  franchises  shall  have  been  by  it 
lawfully  acquired/ 

"  We  can  find  but  one  construction  to  place  upon  these 
provisions,  namely,  that  the  General  Assembly  has  granted 
to  the  Consolidated  Railway  Company  the  power  in  any  town 
in  which  it  has  exclusive  charter  rights  to  build  and  operate 
electric  railways ;  and  in  any  town  in  which  it  shall  hereafter 
acquire  an  electric  railway  and  operate  the  same  (and  no  other 
company  has  charter  rights)  the  right  to  build  a  railway  upon 
any  private  lands  and  across  intersecting  streets  or  highways. 

"  And  now  on  consideration  we  do  deem  it  equitable  and 
we  do  order  and  direct  that  the  Consolidated  Railway  Company 
as  a  matter  of  public  convenience,  may  lay  its  railway  with  al- 
terations and  additional  tracks,  switches  and  poles  for  carrying 
wires  to  conduct  electric  motive  power  upon  and  along  a  part 
of  the  highway  in  the  town  of  East  Hartford  known  as  Bum- 
side  Avenue,  upon  which  it  now  lawfully  operates  an  electric 
railway.  The  location  of  the  same  as  to  grade  and  the  center 
line  of  said  highway  to  be  as  shown  on  a  map  marked  *  Map  to 
Accompany  Order  of  the  Selectmen  of  the  Town  of  East 
Hartford  upon  the  Application  of  the  Consolidated  Railway 
Co.  for  the  Alterations  and  Additional  Tracks  on  Bumside 
Avenue  and  Tolland  Street  presented  December  1,  1905^ 
Scale  1  in.  =  50',  C.  H.  Olmsted,  Engineer,'  substantially  in 
the  center  line  of  the  highway  as  shown  therein.  That  the 
wrought  part  of  the  highway  made  suitable  for  travel  shall  no- 
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where  be  less  than  12  feet  in  width  on  each  side  of  the  street 
railway  tracks  measuring  from  the  outer  rail;  that  said 
wrought  part  of  the  highway  on  both  sides  of  said  tracks 
shall  be  constructed  of  the  same  material  and  in  the  same 
manner  as  is  now  used  in  the  wrought  part  of  said  Burnside 
Avenue;  that  sidewalks  shall  be  suitably  relocated  and  re- 
constructed in  as  good  condition  a^  at  present;  and  also  said 
company  may  lay  its  railway  across  said  Burnside  Avenue 
through  private  lands  and  across  Tolland  Street,  in  said  town, 
and  thence  through  private  lands;  the  location  of  the  tracks 
as  to  grade  and  the  center  line  thereof  shall  be  as  shown  on  map 
marked  '  The  Consolidated  Railway  Co.,  East  Hartford,  Conn. 
Proposed  Additional  Tracks  and  Alterations,  November  25, 
1905,  Scale  1  in.  =  50'.  Henry  Kobinson  Buck,  Civil  and 
Sanitary  Engineer,  Hartford,  Conn.,'  and  at  such  intersecting 
streets  the  finish  of  the  highway  shall  be  such  as  will  most 
«fiFectually  guard  public  travel  on  said  highway,  or  in  case  of 
dispute  said  work  shall  be  done  to  the  satisfaction  and  approval 
of  this  Board.  All  of  said  work  and  expenses  for  land  or 
special  damages  to  be  paid  by  the  petitioner." 

TAKING  OF  LAND. 

The  Stafford  Springs  Street  Eailway  Company  presented 
its  petition  asking  for  the  approval  of  the  taking  of  land  be- 
longing to  Mr.  Giles  S.  Dimmock  in  the  town  of  Ellington, 
claimed  to  be  necessary  for  the  proper  construction  of  its  rail- 
way. The  petition  was  heard  October  19,  1906,  but  subse- 
quently the  petition  was  withdrawn,  and  no  finding  issued,  by 
reason  of  the  purchase  of  said  property. 

TAKING  OF  LAND. 

On  April  25,  1906,  The  Thomaston  Tramway  Company 
brought  its  petition  asking  for  the  taking  of  such  lands,  ease- 
ments and  interests  in  lands  as  its  directors  should  find  to  be 
necessary  for  the  purposes  of  the  construction  of  its  railway  in 
the  towns  of  Thomaston  and  Watertown  and  asked  for  our 
approval  under  section  3687  of  the  general  statutes  of  the 
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taking  of  oertain  lands  belonging  to  Mr.  Frank  Koble,  and  on 
May  21,  1906,  we  gave  our  approval.* 

On  the  third  day  of  October,  1906,  The  Consolidated  Rail- 
way Company  presented  a  petition  asking  for  our  approval  of 
the  taking  of  certain  lands  belonging  to  Mr.  Henry  C.  Kowe 
in  the  town  of  Branf ord,  necessary  for  the  proper  construction 
and  operation  of  said  railway,  and  on  November  28,  1906,  we 
approved  the  taking  of  said  land. 

FENDERS  ON  STREET  RAILWAY  CARS. 

In  November,  1905,  a  resolution  passed  by  the  Board  of 
Aldermen  of  the  City  of  New  Haven,  was  referred  to  us,  which 
resolution  asked  that  this  Board  "  Investigate  the  fenders  now 
in  use  on  the  street  cars  operated  in  New  Haven,  and  ascer- 
tain if  they  can  be  improved  upon."  A  hearing  was  assigned 
upon  receipt  of  this  resolution  for  January  4,  1906,  at  City 
Hall,  New  Haven,  at  which  time  we  met  and  the  street  railway 
company  appeared,  but  said  City  failed  to  appear  except  by 
the  presence  of  the  Mayor  of  the  City  of  New  Haven.  Said 
hearing  was  adjourned  to  January  11th,  at  our  office  in  Hart- 
ford, when  we  again  met,  and  said  street  railway  company  ap- 
peared, but  the  City  of  New  Haven  made  default  of  appear- 
ance. On  February  14,  1906,  we  issued  our  finding  to  the 
effect  that  on  December  18,  1895,  on  the  reconmiendation  and 
approval  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen  of  the  City  of  New  Haven, 
we  reconmaended  the  adoption  of  a  certain  fender  for  use  on 
the  cars  used  in  the  City  of  New  Haven,  and  that  from  our 
investigation  of  the  use  of  said  fender,  or  from  testimony  sub- 
mitted to  the  Board,  we  were  unable  to  find  sufficient  ground 
for  ordering  the  use  of  a  different  style  of  fender  on  the  street 
railway  cars  used  in  New  Haven,  and  directed  that  our  order 
of  December  18,  1895,  be  continued. 

APPROVAL  OF  ENGINEER. 

On  March  20,  1906,  upon  application  of  The  Norwich  and 
Westerly  Railway  Company  we  approved  of  Mr.  E.  W.  Jack- 
son as  an  engineer  to  certify  as  to  the  actual  amount  expended 
in  the  construction  of  said  railway  as  required  by  Chapter 
149  of  the  public  acts  of  1905. 
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APPROVAL  OF  ENGINEEIL 

On  September  19,  1906,  upon  application  of  the  Stafford 
Springs  Street  Railway  Company,  as  required  by  chapter  149 
of  the  public  acts  of  1905,  we  approved  of  Mr.  Charles  Bufus 
Harte,  as  an  engineer  to  certify  to  the  Comptroller  of  the  State 
of  Connecticut  that  the  amount  of  bonds  proposed  to  be  issued 
by  said  Company  did  not  exceed  one-half  which  the  President, 
Treasurer  and  an  engineer  approved  by  us  should  certify  under 
oath  had  been  actually  expended  upon  said  railway.

1905, 31.07  miles 

No.  3.     Important  physical  changes: 

The  six  track  construction  of  the  Harlem  River  and  Port  Chester  Rail- 
road has  been  continued,  but  with  many  unavoidable  delays.  A  portion  of  the 
line  will  be  ready  for  service  during  the  present  fiscal  year. 

The  four  track  Scherzer  lift  bridges  at  Westport  and  at  Cos  Cob  have  been 
put  in  service  and  the  one  at  Naugatuck  Junction  will  be  completed  during 
the  present  fiscal  year. 

The  extension  of  the  second  track  from  Southboro  to  Marlboro  Junction, 
Iklass.,  has  been  completed,  making  the  double  track  complete  from  South 
Framingham  to  Marlboro  Jimction. 

The  section  of  second  track  from  Derby  Junction  to  Shelton,  including 
the  bridge  over  the  Housatonic  River,  has  been  completed  and  is  in  service. 

The  second  track  between  Hopewell  Junction  and  Danbury,  a  distance  of 
35  miles,  is  completed  and  in  service. 

Changes  in  the  yard  and  freight  facilities  at  Hartford,  Conn.,  are  in 
progress.  The  freight  houses  have  been  completed,  and  are  in  service,  and  the 
balance  of  the  work  will  be  completed  as  rapidly  as  the  work  being  done  by 
the  Connecticut  River  Bridge  and  Highway  District  will  permit. 

Coal  discharging  facilities  at  New  Haven  have  been  completed  and  are  in 
serrioe. 

The  construction  of  a  double  track  connection  between  Needham  and  West 
Roxbury,  Mass.,  a  distance  of  4.5  miles,  is  nearing  completion,  and  it  is  hoped 
will  be  put  in  service  by  November  1,  1906. 

The  work  of  providing  additional  tracks  through  the  city  of  New  Haven 
vas  started  late  in  the  fall  of  1905  and  has  been  very  actively  prosecuted. 
Exceptionally  good  progress  has  been  made  and  it  is  hoped  two  of  the  four 
tracks  can  be  put  in  service  before  the  close  of  this  year. 

Extensive  renewals  of  bridges  have  been  made  with  a  view  to  permitting 
the  operation  of  heavier  locomotives,  thereby  increasing  the  train  loads.  The 
main  line  between  New  York  and  Boston  and  between  New  Haven  and  Spring- 
field should  be  completed  and  ready  for  operation  during  the  coming  year.

This  change  of  name  was  legislatively  recognized  and  declared  in  Special 
Laws  of  Connecticut,  v.  14,  p.  145. 

The  corporate  name  was  changed  by  the  Superior  Court  for  New  Haven 
County  on  May  18,  1904,  to  The  Consolidated  Railway  Company.

Railroad  Company,  the  Fair  Haven  and  Westville  Railroad  Company,  the  New 
Haven  Street  Railroad  Company,  the  New  Haven  and  Centerville  Street  Rail- 
way Company,  the  Meriden  Electric  Railroad  Company,  the  Wallingford 
Tramway  Company,  the  New.

No  County,  City,  Town,  Borough,  or  other  municipality,  shall  jJSSd**^  ^ 
ever  subscribe  to  the  capital  stock  of  any  railroad  corporation,  or  ntionspro- 
become  a  purchaser  of  tiie  bonds,  or  make  donation  to,  or  loan  its 
credit,  directly  or  indirectly,  in  aid  of  any  such  corporation;  but 
nothing  herein  contained  shall  affect  the  validity  of  any  bonds  or 
debts  incurred  under  existing  laws,  nor  be  construed  to  prohibit 
the  General  Assembly  from  authorizing  any  Town  or  City  to  pro- 
tect by  additional  appropriations  of  money  or  credit  any  railroad 
debt  contracted  prior  to  the  adoption  of  tiiis  amendment. 

§  1.   Conditions  of  receiving  state  aid  towards  rail-  ioos^^ili^ 

road  indebtedness,  whenever  any  town  in  this  state,  having 
a  grand  list  of  less  than  two  million  dollars  and  having  a  bonded 
indebtedness  caused  by  assisting  in  building  any  railroad,  shall 
desire  to  avail  itself  of  the  aid  of  the  state  in  paying  such  in- 
debtedness, the  selectmen  of  such  town,  or  a  majority  of  them, 
shall  make  written  application  to  the  board  of  control  for  such 
aid.

Said  returns  shall  be  signed  and 
sworn  to  by  the  president  or  vice-president  and  treasurer  of  the 
company,  or  by  a  majority  of  the  trustees  or  receivers  making 
the  same.  Every  company,  whose  president  or  vice-president 
and  treasurer  or  trustees  or  receivers  shall  refuse  or  neglect  to 
make  such  returns,  shall  forfeit  to  the  state  twenty-five  dollars 
for  each  day  of  such  neglect  or  refusal,  and  the  commissioners 
shall  report  such  forfeiture  to  the  state  treasurer;  and  the  books 
of  every  railroad  company  shall  at  all  times  be  open  to  the  in- 
spection of  any  committee  of  the  general  assembly  appointed  for 
that  purpose. 

§  3820.   Returns  to  follow  forms  strlotly.    Amend-  Ber.^iaBso. 

mentS.  Every  railroad  company  shall  make  its  annual  returns 
strictly  according  to  the  forms  provided,  and  if  the  o£3cers,  trus- 
tees, or  receivers  find  it  impracticable  to  return  all  the  items  in 
detail  as  required,  they  shall  state  in  their  report  the  reasons 
why  such  details  cannot  be  given;  but  no  company  shall  be  ex- 
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cused  for  Bot  giring  Buch  details  because  it  does  not  keep  its  at 
cotmta  in  each  manner  as  will  enable  it  to  do  bo.  Wh^a  an 
Bucb  retuTDB  seem  to  the  commisBionerB  defective  or  erroneoTii 
they  shall  notify  the  company,  trustees,  or  receiTere  making  th 
same,  and  require  the  amendment  of  such  returns  within  fiftee 
days  from  the  time  of  giving  such  notice  under  the  same  penalt 
as  is  provided  for  refasing  or  neglecting  to  make  returns. 

The  officers,  trustees,  e 
receivers  of  every  railroad  cmnpany,  which  has  leased  a  railroa 
upon  terms  by  which  the  rental  is  based  upon  the  earnings  of  th 
leased  road,  shall  make  returns  to  the  raUroad  commiseionei 
concerning  the  leased  road,  separate  and  apart  from  the  bosiiiec 
of  the  lessee,  and  in  the  same  manner  in  which  the  officers  of  eai 
leased  railroad  would  be  required  to  make  returns  had  it  ii< 
been  leased.

be  less  than  the  valuation  for  the  year  preceding  the  date  of  sue 
merger. 

CHAPTER  217. 
Street  Railway  Companies. 
Speed  of  cars.  §  1.  Whem  any  company  shall  hav 
been  chartered  by  the  general  aaeembly  for  the  purpose  o 
operating  street*  railways,  such  company  may  construct  an 
operate  its  railway,  with  one  or  more  tracks  and  all  neceesar 
equipments  and  appurtenances,  upon  and  along  the  routet 
highways,  and  public  grotmds  permitted  by  said  company' 
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charter  and  the  amandnientB  thereto,  but  before  such  company 
shall  proceed  to  construct  such  railway,  or  lay  additional 
tracks,  it  shall  cause  a  plan  to  be  made  showing  the  highway 
or  hi^ways  in  and  through  which  it  proposes  to  lay  its 
tracks,  the  location  of  the  same  as  to  grade  and  the  center 
line  of  said  highways,  and  such  changesi,  if  any,  as  are 
proposed  to  be  made  in  any  highway.  Said  plan  shall  be 
presented  to  the  mayor  and  court  of  common  council  of  each 
city,  the  selectmen  of  each  town,  or  the  warden  and  bur- 
gesses of  each  borou^,  where  such  warden  and  bur- 
gesses have  charge  of  making  and  repairing  the  highways 
of  such  borough,  wthin  which  such  company  proposes  to 
operate  its  railway,  who  shall  thereupon,  after  public  notice, 
proceed  to  a  hearing  of  all  persons  interested  therein,  and 
after  such  hearing  may  accept  and  adopt  such  plan,  or  make 
such  modifications  therein  as  to  them  shall  seem  proper, 
and  shall,  within  sixty  days  after  the  presentation  of  such 
plan,  notify  such  company  in  writing  of  their  decision 
diereon  and  of  such  modifications  therein  as  they  have 
made.  The  refusal  or  neglect  of  any  such  local  authorities 
to  notify  such  company  of  their  decision  within  the  period 
of  sixty  days  as  aforesaid  shall  be  deemed  a  refusal  to  ap- 
prove and  accept  such  plan  as  presented  by  such  company. 
Nothing  in  this  chapter  shall  prevent  such  company  from 
continuing  to  present  to  such  local  authorities  plans  as  here- 
tofore provided,  until  such  company  and  local  authorities 
shall  agree  upon  the  same ;  and  no  such  company  shall  con- 
struct such  railway  or  lay  additional  tracks,  except  in  ac- 
cordance with  a  plan  approved  by  the  authorities  aforesaid 
or  approved  on  appeal  by  the  railroad  commissioners  or  the 
superior  court,  as  provided  in  sections  3832,  8833,  and  3834 
of  the  general  statutes. 

§  2.  The  selectmen  of  any  town,  the  mayor  and  com-  uagnutionof 
mon  council  of  any  oily,  or  the  warden  and  burgesses  of  any  "p*^ 
borough,  where  such  warden  and  burgesses  have  charge  of 
making  and  repairing  the  highways  of  such  borough,  within 
their  respective  jurisdictions,  shall  have  power  to  make  rea- 
sonable orders  regulating  the  speed  at  which  any  street  rail- 
way company  may  runs  its  cars  upon  any  highway ;  but  none 
of  such  authorities  shall,  by  such  orders,  authorize  or  permit 
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such  cars  to  be  ran  upon  any  hi^way  at  any  greater  rate  of 
apeed  than  fifteen  miles  per  hour.

under  any  general  or  special  law  of  this  state,  except  when 
otherwise  expressly  stated,  but  shall  not  be  held  or  construed 
to  alter  or  affect  any  provision  of  any  special  charter  incon- 
sistent herewith,  except  as  provided  in  section  37  of  this  act 

§  2.  Name  and  location.  The  name  of  every  corpora- 
tion hereafter  formed  shall  be  such  as  to  distinguish  it  from 
any  other  corporation  organized  under  the  laws  of  this  state 
and  from  any  other  corporation  engaged  in  the  same  business 
or  promoting  or  carrying  out  the  same  purposes  in  this  state, 
and  every  such  name  shall  begin  with  "  The ''  and  end  with 
"  Company  "  or  "  Corporation,''  or  have  the  word  "  Incor- 
porated "  immediately  after  or  under  the  name.  Every  cor^ 
poration  shall  be  located  in  some  town  in  this  state. 

§  3.  General  powers.  Every  corporation  shall  have 
power,  subject  to  such  provisions  and  limitations  as  may  be 
contained  in  its  charter,  certificate  of  incorporation,  articles

The  secretary  diall  ent 
liie  name  of  every  director  voting  for  any  dividend,  or  ai 
other  distribution  oi  ihe  assets,  upon  the  records  of  the  cc 
poration.  Every  director  voting  for  a  dividend  or  other  di 
tribution  of  assets  in  violation  of  this  section  shall  be  fini 
not  more  than  five  hundred  dollars.  If  such  payment  or  di 
tribution  renders  a  corporation  insolvent,  the  directors  ; 
voting  shall  be  jointly  and  severally  liable,  to  the  amount ; 
paid  or  distributed,  to  any  creditors  existing  at  the  date  i 
such  vote  who  shall  obtain  judgment  against  such  corporatit 
on  which  execution  shall  be  returned  unsatisfied.

In  case  the  reduction  of  the  capital  stock  of  any  cc 
poration  shall  render  it  insolvent,  at  the  time  of  such  redu 
tion,  the  stockholders  voting  in  favor  of  such  reduction  shi 
be  jointly  and  severally  liable,  to  the  amount  of  such  redu 
tion,  for  all  debts  of  the  corporation  existing  at  the  time 
such  vote,  after  judgment  has  been  obtained  against  the  et 
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poration  and  exectitioii  has  been  returned  iinsatiBfied.  The 
records  of  the  corporation  shall  show  the  name  of  every 
stockholder  voting  in  favor  of  such  reduction.  No  such  re- 
duction shall  be  valid  unless  the  names  of  the  assenting

§  8.    Loans  to  officers   restricted.    No  officer  or 

director  of  any  manufacturing  corporation  shall  borrow  any 
of  the  funds  of  the  corporation  or  use  the  same  for  any  pur- 
pose other  than  the  business  of  the  corporation  without  pay- 
ing interest  to  such  corporation  for  the  use  of  such  money,  * 
and  without  a  majority  vote  of  all  the  directors  of  such  cor- 
poration and  without  furnishing  adequate  security  for  such 
loan. 

§  9.    Profits  may  be  shared  with  employes.    Any 

corporation  organized  after  May  thirty-first,  1886,  may  by  its 
board  of  directors  distribute  to  the  persons  employed  in  its 
service,  or  any  of  them,  such  portion  of  the  profits  of  its  busi- 
ness as  said  board  may  deem  just  and  proper.  Any  corpora- 
tion organized  on  or  prior  to  May  thirty-first,  1886,  may  give 
to  its  board  of  directors  the  power  to  make  such  distribution 
by  a  majority  vote  of  all  the  stockholders  at  a  meeting  warned 
and  held  for  the  purpose. 

§  10.  Directors.  The  property  and  affairs  of  every 
corporation  having  a  capital  stock  shall  be  managed  by  three 
or  more  directors,  except  that  the  charter  of  a  specially  char- 
tered corporation  may  provide  otherwise.

A  majority  of  the» 
directors  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of 
business  unless  it  is  provided  in  a  by-law  adopted  by  a  stock- 
holders' meeting  that  less  than  a  majority  shall  constitute  a 
quorum*  The  board  of  directors  of  any  corporation,  by  the 
affirmative  vote  of  a  majority  of  the  whole  board,  may  ap- 
point from  the  directors  an  executive  committee  and  such 
w  other  committees  as  they  may  deem  judici6us,  and,  to  such 
extent  as  shall  be  provided  in  the  by-laws,  may  delegate  to 
such  committees  any  of  the  powers  (rf  the  board  of  directors. 
If  any  corporation  holds  any  stock  in  any  other  corporation, 
one  director  or  executive  officer  of  the  corporation  holding  the 
stock  as  aforesaid  may  be  chosen  director  of  such  other  cor- 
poration whether  he  is  a  stockholder  in  such  other  corporation 
or  not,  but  not  more  than  one  director  or  executive  officer  of 
the  corporation  holding  the  stock  shall  be  a  director  in  the 
other  corporation  unless  eligible  as  a  stockholder  therein. 
At  least  once  in  each  year  the  directors  of  every  corporation 
shall  make  a  full  and  detailed  report  of  the  financial  condi- 
tion of  the  corporation  to  its  stockholders,  which  report  shall 
be  filed  with  the  treasurer  of  the  corporation,  or,  if  there  be 
no  such  officer,  with  the  president,  and  be  subject  to  the  in- 
spection of  the  stockholders  at  all  reasonable  times.  Such 
report  shall  contain  a  statement  of  the  number  of  shares  of 
stock  and  the  amount  of  other  securities  issued  by  any  other 
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corporation  and  owned  by  the  corporation  making  the  re- 
port^ with  the  name  and  location  of  such  other  corporations. 
Subject  to  the  by-laws  adopted  by  the  stockholders,  the  di- 
rectors of  any  corporation  may  make  and  alter  by-laws. 

§  1 1 .    Corporation  may  acquire  its  own  stocic.    Any 

corporation  not  prohibited  by  any  provision  in  its  diarter, 
articles  of  association,  or  certificate  of  incorporation  or  by 
any  general  law,  except  a  bank,  trust  comp€my,  or  life  insur- 
ance company,  may  acquire,  purchase,  and  hold  the  stock  or  . 
securities  of  any  other  corporation.  Any  such  corporation, 
except  a  bank,  trust  company,  or  life  insurance  company,  may 
acquire,  purchase,  and  hold  its  own  stock.  No  corporation 
shall  acquire,  purchase,  and  hold  its  own  stock  imless  to  pre- 
vent loss  upon  a  debt  previously  contracted,  except  with  the 
approval  of  stockholders  owning  three-fourths  of  its  entire 
outstanding  capital  stock  given  at  a  stockholders'  meeting 
warned  and  held  for  the  purpose;  and  such  corporation 
shall  not  vote  upon  shares  of  its  own  stock.  No  corporation 
shall  purchase  any  of  its  own  stock  when  it  is  insolvent^  or  by 
such  purchase  render  itself  immediately  insolvent  If  any 
corporation  shall  purchase  its  own  stock  when  it  is  insolvent^ 
or  so  render  itself  immediately  insolvent^  the  directors  as- 
senting to  such  purchase  shall  be  personally  liable  for  any 
debts  of  such  corporation  existing  at  the  time  of  such  pur- 
chase. The  president  and  treasurer  of  every  corporation 
acquiring  its  own  stock  under  the  provisions  of  this  section 
shall,  within  six  months  thereafter,  make,  sign,  and  swear  to 
and  file  in  the  office  of  the  secretary  of  the  state  a  certificate 
stating  the  number  of  shares  of  its  own  stock  so  ac- 
quired, and  the  secretary  shall  thereupon  record  such  certifi- 
cate in  a  book  kept  by  him  for  that  purpose. 

§  12.    Receipts  for  payment  of  stocic  subscriptions; 

directors'  liability.  No  corporation  shall  issue  any  certifi- 
cates for  stock  until  the  stock  has  been  su))scribed  and  paid 
for  in  full.  The  treasurer  of  such  corporation  shall  issue 
and  deliver  to  each  subscriber  a  receipt,  countersigned  by  the 
secretary  and  under  the  corporate  seal,  stating  the  amount 
such  subscriber  has  paid  on  his  subscription,  and  the  number 
of  shares  of  full  paid  and  non-assessable  stock  for  which  he 
or  his  transfers^  upon  the  payment  of  the  balance  due  upon 
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his  said  subecription,  will  be  entitled  to  receive  a  certific 
Said  officers  shall  enter  upon  such  receipt  the  dates 
amounts  of  all  subsequent  payments.  The  persons  to  w1 
such  receipts  are  issued  shall  be  deemed  to  be  Stockholm 
If  any  stock  shall  be  paid  for  otherwise  than  in  cash,  a 
jorily  of  the  directors  shall  make  and  sign  upon  the  rei 
bodi  of  the  corporation  a  statement  showing  particul 
of  what  the  property  received  in  payment  for  stock  subac 
tions  consists,  and  that  it  has  an  actual  value  equal  to 
amount  for  which  it  is  so  received.  The  judgment  of 
directors  as  to  the  value  of  property  accepted  in  paymen 
stock  shall  be  final ;  but  the  directors  concurring  in  the  ji 
ment  of  such  value,  in  case  of  fraud  in  the  over-valuatioi 
such  property,  shall  be  jointly  and  severally  liable  to  the 
poration  for  the  amount  of  the  difference  between  the  ac 
value  of  any  property  so  accepted  in  payment  at  the  tdm 
such  acceptance,  and  the  amount  for  which  it  is  receive" 
payment.  The  secretaiy  shall  keep  a  record  of  the  na

§  13.  Calls  for  stock  subscriptions.  The  director 
every  corporation  may  call  in  the  subscriptions  to  its  ca] 
stock  by  instalments  in  such  proportion  and  at  sudi  ti 
and  places  as  they  think  proper,  provided  they  give  its  i 
scribers  or  stockholders  such  notice  as  the  by-laws  provide 
in  the  absence  of  such  provision,  such  notice  as  ihey  d' 
reasonable,  of  the  amount  of  such  instalm^its  and  the  t 
when  the^  are  payable. 

§  14.    Stock  subscriptions  not  nfiade  in  good  fa 

When  any  commissioners  or  incorporators  authorized  to 
ceive  subscriptions  to  the  capital  stock  of  any  corporai 
shall  be  satisfied  that  any  subscription  is  not  made  in  g 
faith,  they  shall  disallow  it,  and  return  to  the  person  i 
scribing  such  instalment  as  has  been  paid  by  him. 

§  15.  Stock  certificates.  Upon  payment  in  full 
his  stock  and  the  surrender  of  treasurer's  receipts,  if  s 
each  stockholder  shall  he  entitled  to  a  certificate  under 
seal  of  the  corporation,  which  shall  be  signed  l^  the  pr 
dent  or  vice-president  and  by  the  secretary  or  assistant  : 
retary  or  the  treasurer  or  assistant  treasurer,  certifying 
number  of  sharee  owned  by  him  in  such  corporation. 
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§  1 6.  Stockholders'  liability.  Every  stockholder, 
whether  an  original  subscriber  or  not,  shall  be  liable  for  any 
balance  due  on  the  stock  held  by  hinu  If  a  corporation  is 
placed  in  the  hands  of  a  receiver  or  a  trustee  in  insolvency 
or  bankruptcy,  such  receiver  or  trustee  shall  have  the  powers 
of  the  board  of  directors  in  calling  in  instalments  on  stock. 
If  a  creditor  of  a  corporation  shall  obtain  a  judgment  against 
it,  and  execution  thereon  shall  be  returned  imsatisfied,  such 
creditor  may  recover  from  any  stockholder  in  such  corpora- 
tion the  balance  remaining  due  and  unpaid  on  any  stock  held 
by  him,  so  far  as  may  be  necessary  to  satisfy  the  debt  No 
subscriber  for  or  holder  of  stock  shall  be  liable  as  such  for 
any  payment  of  such  stock,  or  for  any  debt  of  the  corporation, 
after  the  par  value  of  his  stock  has  been  paid. 

§  1 7.    Fractional  shares  or  rights.    No  certificate  for 

fractions  of  shares  shall  be  issued.  Whenever  fractional 
rights  result  from  an  increase  or  reduction  of  capital  stock 
and  the  stockholders  fail  to  combine  the  same  by  purchase 
or  sale,  the  directors  shall,  after  due  notice,  sell  such  rights 
to  the  highest  bidder  and  issue  proper  certificates  therefor. 

§  18.  Stock  books.  At  least  three  days  before  every 
stockholders'  meeting,  a  complete  list  of  ^e  stockholders 
entitled  to  vote,  arranged  in  alphabetical  order,  shall  be  pre- 
pared by  the  directors.  Such  lists  shall  be  open  to  inspection 
by  any  stockholder  at  the  time  and  place  of  the  nieeting. 
Upon  the  neglect  or  refusal  of  the  directors  to  produce  such 
list  at  any  meeting,  they  shall  be  ineligible  for  election  as 
directors  or  to  any  office  in  such  corporation  for  one  year 
thereafter.  The  stock  ledger,  if  there  be  one,  otherwise  the 
transfer  books  of  the  corporation,  shall  be  prima  facie  evi- 
dence as  to  who  are  stockholders.  The  original  or  duplicate 
books  of  any  corporation  in  which  the  transfers  of  stock  shall 
be  registered,  and  the  original  or  duplicate  books  containing 
the  names  and  addresses  of  the  stockholders  and  the  number 
of  shares  held  by  then  respectively,  shall,  at  all  times  during 
the  usual  hours  of  business,  be  open  to  the  examination  of 
every  stockholder  at  its  principal  office  or  place  of  business 
in  this  state,  and  such  original  or  duplicate  books  shall  be 
evidence  in  all  courts  of  this  state. 
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§  19.  Lost  certificates.  Every  corporatdon  ma;  i: 
a  new  c^tificate  of  stock,  or  treasurer's  receipt  for  payn 
on  subscription  for  stock,  in  place  of  any  certificate  oi 
oeipt  issued  by  it  which  is  daimed  to  have  been  loet  or 
stroyed,  and  the  directors  may,  in  their  discretion,  require 
owner  of  a  loet  or  destroyed  certificate  or  receipt,  or  his  1 
representatives,  to  give  bond  to  ite  corporation  in  audi 
aa  the  directors  may  direct,  not  exceeding  twice  the  v 
of  the  stock  or  rec«pt,  to  indemnify  the  corporation  ags 
any  claim  that  may  be  made  against  it  on  account  of  Hie  i 
of  such  new  certificate  or  receipt;  and  a  new  certificat 
receipt  may  be  issued  without  requiring  any  bond  wheE 
lie  judgment  of  the  directors,  no  bond  is  necessary.

§  20.     Pledge  of  stock.     Shares  of  stock  in  any 

poration  organized  under  the  laws  of  this  state  or  of 
United  States,  or  treasurer's  receipts  for  payment  on 
scription  to  the  stock  of  any  corporation  oi^anized  undei 
laws  of  this  state,  may  be  pledged  by  delivering  the  ce; 
cate  of  such  stock  or  such  receipt  to  the  pledgee,  with  a  p< 
of  attorney  for  its  transfer;  but  no  such  pledge  ahal 
effectual  to  bold  such  stock  against  any  person  other  thai 
pledgor,  his  executor,  or  administrator,  imless  there  shal 
an  actual  transfer  of  the  same  upon  the  books  of  the  corj 
tion,  or  unless  a  copy  of  such  power  of  attorney  shall  be 
with  the  corporation, 

§  21.    Steele  transfer;  corporation  lien.    The  e 

of  every  corporation,  except  when  otherwise  provided  in 
charter  of  a  specially  diartered  corporation,  ^all  be  pers 
property,  and,  with  the  treasurer's  receipt  for  payment 
stodk  subscriptions,  shall  be  transferable  only  on  it£  bocA 
such  form  as  the  by-laws  shall  preficribe.  Whenever 
transfer  oi  stock  shall  be  made  for  collateral  security, 
entry  of  the  transfer  on  the  books  of  the  corporation  s 
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state  that  it  is  nmde  for  oollateral  security.  Every  corpora- 
tion shall  at  all  times  have  a  lien  upon  all  of 
its  stock  owned  by  any  person  for  all  debts,  in- 
cluding instalmeoits  duly  csJled  in,  due  to  it  from 
him,  and  may  sell  the  debtor^s  interest  in  said 
stocky  or  in  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary  to  discharge 
such  indebtedness  and  the  expense  of  such  sale,  at  public 
auction  at  any  time  after  the  debt  secured  thereby  becomes 
due  and  payable^  upon  giving  to  the  stockholder,  his  executor, 
or  administrator,  and  if  there  be  none,  his  heir-at-law,  a  writr 
ten  notice,  by  mail,  of  at  least  twenty  days  and  advertising 
such  sale  at  least  twice  in  a  newspaper  of  this  state  having  a 
circulation  in  the  town  where  suci  corporation  is  located, 
not  less  than  one  week  prior  to  the  date  of  sale.  Any 
surplus  arising  from  such  sale  shall  be  paid  to  the  stock- 
holder. 

§  22.    Calls  for  meetings;  changes  in  by-laws.    All 

stockholders'  meetingB  shall  be  held  in  this  state  and,  except 
the  first,  at  such  time  and  place  as  shall  be  provided  in  the 
by-laws.  A  written  or  printed  notice  of  every  such  meeting, 
stating  the  day,  hour,  and  place  thereof,  shall  be  given  by  the 
president  or  secretary  to  each  stockholder,  by  leaving  such 
notice  with  him  or  at  his  residence  or  usual  place  of  business, 
or  by  mailing  it  to  him  at  his  last  known  post  office  address, 
at  least  five  days  before  such  meeting.  At  any  such  meeting 
by-lawB  may  be  adopted,  or  the  by-laws  previously  adopted 
may  be  altered  or  repealed.  Kq  by-law  shall  be  adopted,  and 
no  eodsting  by-law  shall  be  amended  or  repealed,  unless  writ^ 
ten  notice  of  sudi  proposed  action  shall  have  been  given  in 
the  call  for  the  meeting  at  which  such  adoption,  amendment, 
or  repeal  is  to  be  acted  upon. 

§  23.    Special  meetings  how  called;  waiver.     The 

president  of  every  corporation  may,  and  upon  the  written  re- 
quest of  three  or  more  members  of  a  corporation  having  no 
capital  stock,  or  of  one  or  more  stockholders  holding  at  least 
one-tenth  of  the  capital  stock  of  a  corporation  having  capital 
stock,  shall,  call  a  special  stockholders'  meeting  and  cause 
legal  notice  thereof  to  be  given.  In  case  of  the  neglect  or 
refusal  of  the  president  to  call  a  meeting  on  such  request^ 
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aach  stoddiolderB  may  call  the  same.  Whenever  imder  any 
of  the  provisions  of  this  act  a  corporation  is  authorized  to 
take  any  action  after  notice  to  its  stoddiolders  or  after  the 
lapse  of  a  prescribed  period  of  time,  sudi  action  may  be 
taken  without  notice  and  without  the  lapse  of  any  period  of 
time  if  sudi  action  be  authorized  and  such  requirements  be 
waived  in  writing  by  every  stockholder  of  sudi  corporation 
or  by  his  attorney  thereto  authorized. 

§  24.    Failure  to  hold  meeting  or  elect  officers. 

Whenever  any  corporation  shall  have  failed  to  hold  its  annual 
meeting  or  to  elect  officers  thereat^  and  no  provision  is  con- 
tained in  its  charter,  articles  of  association,  certificate  of  in- 
corporation, or  by-laws,  or  is  made  by  law,  otherwise  than  is 
provided  in  this  section  for  such  contingency,  the  officers  of 
such  corporation  shall  hold  office  until  others  shall  be  chosen 
in  their  stead,  and  a  special  or  annual  meeting  may  be  called 
by  the  persons  whose  duty  it  is  to  call  the  annual  meeting, 
or,  on  the  neglect  or  refusal  of  such  persons,  by  not  less  than 
three  of  the  members  of  a  corporation  having  no  capital  stock, 
or  by  the  holders  of  one-tenth  of  the  capital  stock  of  corpora- 
tions having  capital  stock,  by  giving  in  writing  such  notice 
as  is  required  in  calling  the  annual  meeting,  and  at  sudi  meet- 
ing the  necessary  officers  may  be  elected,  and  the  failure 
aforesaid  shall  not  impair  the  rights  of  such  corporation. 
Nothing  in  this  section  shall  revive  any  corporation  whose 
powers  may  have  expired  for  any  cause  other  than  that  here- 
inbefore named  or  any  corporation  which  in  fact  shall  have 
abandoned  and  ceased  to  exercise  its  powers  and  franchises. 

§  25.  Stockholders'  vote;  proxies.  At  all  stockhold- 
ers' meetings  stockholders  may  vote  in  person  or  by  an  at- 
torney duly  authorized  by  a  written  power.  Every  share  of 
3tock  shall  entitle  the  holder  thereof  to  one  vote  except  when 
otherwise  provided  in  its  charter  or  certificate  of  incorpora- 
tion or  in  any  statute  affecting  it,  and  persons  holding  stock  in 
a  fiduciary  capacity  and  pledgors  of  stock  shown  to  be  such  by 
the  record  of  transfer  shall  have  the  same  voting  rights  upon 
shares  of  stock  so  held  as  any  holder  of  sudi  shares  would 
have,  except  that  pledgors  in  the  transfer  of  stock  may  ex- 
pressly empower  the  pledgees  to  vote  thereon.     No  pro^ 
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hereafter  made  shall  be  valid  after  the  expiration  of  eleven 
months  from  the  date  of  its  execution. 

§  26.  Receivership  of  corporation.  Whenever  any 
corporation  having  a  capital  stock  has  wilfully  violated  its 
charter  or  exceeded  its  powers,  or  whenever  there  has  been  any 
fraud,  collusion,  or  gross  mismanagement  in  the  conduct  or 
control  of  such  corporation,  or  whenever  its  assets  are  in 
danger  of  waste  through  attachment,  litigation,  or  otherwise, 
or  such  corporation  has  abandoned  its  business  and  has  neg- 
lected to  wind  up  its  affairs  and  to  distribute  its  assets 
within  a  reasonable  time,  or  whenever  its  stockholders  or 
directors  have  voted  to  discontinue  its  business^  or  when- 
ever any  good  and  sufficient  reason  exists  for  the  dissolution 
of  such  corporation,  any  stockholder  or  stockholders  owning 
not  less  than  one-tenth  of  its  capital  stock  or,  in  the  case  of 
a  corporation  not  having  capital  stock,  any  member  of  such 
corporation  may  apply  to  Ihe  superior  court  in  the  county 
wherein,  such  corporation  is  located,  for  the  dissolution  of 
such  corporation  and  the  appointment  of  a  receiver  to  wind 
up  its  affairs.  Such  court  may,  if  it  finds  that  sufficient 
cause  exists,  appoint  one  or  more  receivers  to  wind  up  the 
business  of  such  corporation,  and  may  at  any  time,  for  suffi- 
cient cause  shown,  make  a  decree  dissolving  such  corporation 
and  terminating  its  corporate  existence.  Whenever  such  de- 
cree of  dissolution  is  passed,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  re- 
ceiver or  receivers  to  cause  a  certified  copy  thereof  to  be  filed 
in  the  office  of  the  secretary  of  the  state,  and  said  secretary 
shall  thereupon  record  such  certified  copy  in  a  book  kept  by 
him  for  that  purpose.  Such  court,  in  every  case  in  which  it 
appoints  a  receiver,  shall  by  its  order  limit  a  time,  which 
fihall  not  be  lees  than  four  mouths  from  the  date  of  such 
order,  within  which  all  claims  against  such  corporation  shall 
be  presented,  and  all  claims  not  presented  within  such  time 
shall  be  forever  barred.  When  such  receivership  shall  be 
terminated  by  the  court,  the  receiver  or  receivers  shall  file 
with  the  secretary  of  the  state  a  certificate  similar  to  the  final 
certificate  required  of  directors  in  section  34  of  this  act, 
and  said  secretary  shall  thereupon  record  such  certificate  in 
a  book  kept  by  him  for  that  purpose. 
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§  27.    Sale  of  property  and  franchises.    Said  cou 

may,  in  its  diacretion,  in  lieu  of  decreeing  the  dissolution  i 
Buc^  corporation,  order  the  receiver  to  sell  ite  property  ai: 
franchisee;  and  the  purchaser  thereof  shall  succeed  to  all  < 
the  rights  and  privileges  of  such  corporation,  and  may  roo 
ganize  the  same  under  the  direction  of  said  court  At  an 
sale  of  such  property  at  public  auction,  the  court  may,  i 
its  discretion,  authorize  ihe  reeedver  to  accept  in  paymei 
duly  allowed  claims  against  such  corporation,  at  a  propt 
valuation. 

§  28.    Appraisal  and  purchase  of  minority  stock  ir 

terest.  WbenevBr  a  stockholder  or  stockholders  holding  m 
less  than  one-tenth  of  the  whole  amount  of  the  capital  stoc 
of  any  corporation  shall  petition  for  its  dissolution  and  tl; 
appointment  of  a  receiver,  pursuant  to  section  26  of  this  ac 
any  other  stm^older  or  stockholders  may  apply  to  sai 
court  for  a  valuation  of  the  stock  held  by  llie  petitioner  by  a 
appraiser  to  be  appointed  by  the  court  Said  court  may,  fc 
sufficient  cause  ^own,  appoint  one  or  more  persons  to  aj 
praise  such  stock,  who  shall  forthwith  bear  the  parties  intei 
ested,  determine  the  value  of  the  petitioner's  stock,  and  fil 
the  appraisal  with  the  clerk  of  said  court  Said  clerk  sba 
at  once  give  written  notice  to  the  pairtiee  intereetad  that  sue 
appraisal  has  been  filed,  and,  within  ten  days  after  the  givin 
of  such  notice,  the  applicant  for  an  appraisal  shall  file  wit 
said  clerk  a  writing  stating  whether  he  electa  to  buy  lh

§  31.  Application  to  the  court.  Sudi  trustees  n 
in  their  discretion,  bring  their  application  to  the  supe: 
court  for  the  county  within  whidi  such  corporation 
located,  or  to  any  judge  of  the  superior  court  when  s

winding  up,  may  apply  to  the  Buperior  court  in  the  county 
in  which  the  corporation  is  located,  or  to  a  judge  thereof 
when  Budi  court  is  not  actually  in  session,  for  the  appoint- 
ment of  a  receiver  of  such  property  on  the  ground  of  fraud, 
mismanagement,  or  incompetency  of  such  trusteeB^  and  such 
court  or  judge,  upon  finding  that  such  trastees  are  incompe- 
tent or  have  been  guilty  of  fraud  or  mismanagement  in  the 
diadiarge  of  their  duties,  shall  appoint  such  receiver  and  the 
powers  of  sudi  trustees  shall  thereupon  terminata  But  noth- 
ing herein  contained  shall  prevent  any  person  from  establish- 
ing any  claim  against  such  corporation  by  an  action  at  law, 
or  shall  prevent  the  foredosure  of  any  lien  or  mortgage 
existing  at  the  time  of  such  vote  or  assent  to  dissolve.

particular  to  all  the  laws  relating  to  the  examination  and 
port  of  banks,  savings  banks,  and  trust  companies.  S: 
commisaioner,  in  his  annual  report,  shall  clearly  describe 
various  daises  of  assets  and  liabilities  of  each,  and  state  t 
special  provision  which  has  be^i  made  for  the  payment 
such  liabilitiee.  No  corporation  doing  businees  as  aforee 
shall  guarantee,  by  endorsement  or  otherwise,  debenti 
bonds  secured  by  loans  upon  real  estate  to  an  amount  ezoe 
ing  ten  times  ^e  amount  of  the  capital  stock  paid  up 
ca^  and  the  cash  surplus  of  said  corporation. 

§  42.    Collection  of  taxes  on  shares.    When  any  c 

poration  has  power  to  impose  a  tax  on  its  stock,  it  may 
point  a  collector  thereof,  who  shall  receive  from  its  treasn 
a  rate  bill,  and  a  warrant  signed  by  any  justice  of  the  pe« 
directing  such  collector  to  collect  die  sums  specified  in  si 
rate  bill ;  and  on  neglect  of  any  stockholder  to  pay  the 
due  from  him  within  the  time  limited  by  such  corporatd 
the  collector  may  levy  such  warrant  cm  his  shares,  or  si 
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part  Ibereof  as  may  be  necessary  to  satisfy  subh  tax  and  costs^ 
and  sihall  proceed  tiiierein  in  the  manner  provided  by  law  for 
tiie  collection  of  executions  when  levied  on  the  shares  of  the 
capital  stock  of  a  corporation ;  and  the  fees  of  such  collector 
shall  be  the  same  as  are  allowed  to  officers  on  executions. 

§  43.    Alteration  and  repeal  of  charters.    All  acts 

creating  or  authorizing  the  organization  of  corporations  or 
altering  the  charters  of  corporations,  which  have  been  or  shall 
be  passed  by  tiiie  general  assembly,  and  all  charters  under 
which  no  corporation  has  been  organized,  shall  be  subject  to 
alteration,  amendment,  and  repeal  at  the  pleasure  of  the  gen- 
eral assembly,  unless  otherwise  expressly  provided  in  such 
acts;  but  no  such  amendment  or  repeal  shall  impair  any 
remedy  against  any  such  corporation  or  against  its  officers^ 
directors,  or  stockholders,  for  any  liability  which  shall  have 
been  previously  incurred;  and  all  such  amendments  shall 
apply  to  every  corporation  except  in  so  far  as  is  otherwise 
expressly  provided. 

§  44.  FOITOS  for  certificates.  The  secretary  of  the

§  45.    Penalty  for  violation  of  tills  act.    Every  per^

bank,  insurance  company,  or  trust  company  shall  change  its 
location  from  one  town  to  another  except  by  an  act  of  the 
general  assembly. 

§  47.  Increase  of  capital  stock.  Every  specially 
chartered  corporation  having  power  by  law  to  increase  ite 
capital  stock  may  from  time  to  time  so  increase  it  by  issuing 
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additional  shares  of  the  same  par  value^  under  such  limita- 
tions as  to  the  amount  issued  and  of  every  other  nature  what- 
soever as  may  exist  either  in  its  charter  or  in  any  statute 
affecting  it;  provided,  that,  at  a  meeting  of  its  stockholders 
warned  and  held  for  that  purpose,  such  increase  shall  have 
been  authorized  by  a  vote  of  at  least  two-thirds  of  eadi  dass 
of  stock  issued  and  outstanding  at  the  time  of  said  vote,  which 
vote  shall  state  the  amount  of  the  increase  so  auliiorized. 
Before  any  such  corporation  shall  issue  any  shares  of  such  in- 
creased capital  stock  so  voted,  a  majori^  of  the  directors 
shall  make,  sign,  and  swear  to  and  file  in  the  office  of  the 
secretary  of  the  state  a  certificate  setting  forth  the  number 
of  shares  so  voted  and  the  par  value  thereof.  The  secretary 
shall  examine  the  same,  and,  if  he  shall  find  that  it  conforms 
to  law  and  that  all  taxes  have  been  paid  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  of  section  57,  shall  endorse  thereon  the  word 
^'  Approved,'^  with  his  name  and  official  title,  and  shall  there- 
upon record  such  certificate  in  a  book  kept  by  him  for  that 
purpose. 

§  48.  Stock  preferred  as  to  dividends.  Any  spe- 
cially chartered  corporations,  not  engaged  either  in  a  trusty 
or  otiier  evidences  of  indebtedness,  which  has  by  law  power  to 
increase  its  capital  stock,  may  so  increase  it  by  tlie  issue 
of  preferred  stock,  which  shall  be  entitled  to  divi- 
dends of  an  agreed  amount  before  any  dividends  are  declared 
upon  the  stock  already  issued;  and  such  dividends,  if  not 
paid  in  any  one  year,  may  be  paid  out  of  the  earnings  of 
subsequent  years,  if  it  be  so  provided  in  the  vote  authorizing 
such  increase. 

§  49.    Steele  preferred  as  to  assets.    Any  specially 

chartered  corporation,  having  power  under  section  48  of  this 
act  to  issue  stock  preferred  as  to  dividends,  may  also  issue 
stock  preferred  as  to  assets,  the  holders  of  which  shall,  in  case 
of  the  winding  up  of  the  corporation,  be  paid  up  to  the  full 
par  value  of  such  preferred  stock,  out  of  the  net  assets  avail- 
able for  distribution  to  stockholders,  before  the  holders  of 
other  stock  receive  anything;  and,  if  the  holders  of  a  ma- 
jority of  the  common  stock  shall  so  vote,  the  holders  of  sudi 
preferred  stock  may  be  given  the  right  to  exchange  such  pre- 
ferred stock  for  common  stock,  on  such  terms  and  conditions 
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BS  may  be  determined  by  said  vote;  bat  tlie  total  capital 
stock  of  the  corparatioii  shall  not  be  increased  by  such  ex- 
dianga 

§  50.  Issue,  how  authorized.  I^^o  issue  of  preferred 
stock  shall  be  made  unless  authorized  at  a  meeting  of  the 
stockholders  warned  and  held  for  that  purpose,  by  a  rote  of 
stockholders  holding  not  less  than  two-tiiirds  of  tiLe  stock  of 
such  corporation,  which  vote  shall  determine  the  amount  of 
preferred  stock  so  to  be  issued,  the  number  and  value  of  the 
shares  thereof,  the  dividends  to  be  paid  thereon,  whether  the 
same  shall  be  cumulative  or  not,  and  the  terms  of  the  prefer- 
ment as  to  assets,  if  such  preferment  is  made. 

§  51.    Certificate  of  increase.    I^o  certificate  for  such 

preferred  stock  shall  be  issued  until  a  majority  of  the 
directors  have  made,  signed,  and  sworn  to  and  filed  in  the 
office  of  the  secretary  of  the  state  a  certificate  setting  forth 
tiie  increase  of  such  capital  stock,  the  number  and  value  of 
such  shares,  the  amount  of  the  dividend  to  be  paid  thereon, 
whether  the  same  is  to  be  cumulative  or  not,  and  the  terma 
of  the  preferment  as  to  assets,  if  such  preferment  is  made. 
Hie  secretary  shall  thereupon  record  such  certificate  in  a  book 
kept  by  him  for  that  purpose.  The  certificate  required  by 
this  section  shall  be  in  addition  to  those  required  by  law  in 
relation  to  the  increase  of  capital  stock. 

§  52.  Reduction  of  capital  StOClC.  Any  specially 
chartered  corporation  may  .reduce  its  capital  stock.  No  sudbi- 
reduddon  shall  be  valid  unless  approved  by  a  vote  of  two- 
thirds  of  all  outstanding  stock  of  each  class  at  a  meeting  of 
the  stockholders  warned  and  held  for  that  purpose,  nor  unless 
a  majority  of  the  directors  shall  make,  sign,  and  swear  to 
and  file  in  the  office  of  the  secretary  of  the  state  a  certificate 
stating  that  the  reduction  has  been  duly  approved  by  the 
stockholders  and  setting  forth  a  copy  of  the  vote  of  the  stodc- 
holders,  which  vote  shall  show  the  details  as  to  such  reduction. 
The  secretary  shall  record  such  certificate  in  a  book  kept 
by  him  for  that  purpose. 

§  53.  *  Change  of  name  by  superior  court.    Any 

specially  chartered  corporation,  having  voted  to  change  its 
corporate  name,  may  apply  to  the  superior  court  for  the 
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county  in  which  it  is  located  to  have  such  change  made^  first 
giving  notice  of  such  intended  application  by  advertisement 
for  two  weeks  consecutively  in  a  newspaper  published  in 
Hartford  or  New.  Haven  and  a  newspaper^  if  tiiere  be  one, 
published  in  the  town  in  which  the  corporation  is  located; 
and  said  court  may  change  said  name  as  prayed  for,  and, 
upon  filing  for  record  in  the  office  of  the  secretary  of  the  state 
a  certified  copy  of  the  order  of  the  court,  the  name  of  such 
corporation  shall  be  as  decreed  by  said  court;  but  no  right 
existing  at  the  time  of  such  change  in  favor  of  or  against 
such  corporation  shall  be  affected  thereby.  The  secretary 
shall  thereupon  record  such  certified  copy  in  a  book  kejxt  by 
him  for  that  purpose. 

§  54.    Charter  without  organization  void  after  two 

years.  The  charter  of  every  specially  chartered  corporation, 
except  as  otherwise  provided  by  law,  shall  be  void,  unless 
such  corporation  shall  be  organized  and  a  certificate  of  such 
organization,  sworn  to  by  the  president  or  secretary,  or,  if 
there  be  no  such  officers,  by  an  officer  having  custody  of  the 
records  of  such  corporation,  shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the 
secretary  of  the  state  within  two  years  from  the  date  of  the 
approval  of  such  charter,  l^e  secretary  shall  thereupon 
record  such  certificate  in  a  book  kept  by  him  for  that  purpose. 
Any  street  railway  company  chartered  by  the  general  assemr 
bly  at  its  January  session,  1903,  which  has  not  already  organ- 
ized may  comply  with  the  provisions  of  section  one  of  this 
act  on  or  before  July  first,  1907. 

§  55.    Acceptance  and  effect  of  charter  amendment. 

When  any  amendment  or  alteration  of  the  charter  of  any 
sipecially  chartered  corporation  shall  be  made,  if  it  be  not 
otherwise  specially  provided  in  the  resolution  making  such 
alteration  or  amendment,  it  shall  not  become  operative  unless, 
within  six  months  after  its  passage,  it  ^all  be  accepted  at  a 
meeting  of  such  corporation  warned  and  held  for  that  pur- 
pose, nor  unless,  within  said  period,  an  attested  copy  of  said 
acceptance  shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  secretary  of  the 
state,  to  be  recorded  by  him  in  a  book  kept  for  that  purpose; 
and  such  acceptance  shall  make  the  original  charter  and  all 
resolutions  amending  and  altering  the  same  subject  to  amend- 
ment, alteration,  and  repeal,  at  the  pleasure  of  the  general 
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assembly.  If  sudi  amendment  shall  be  made  before  the  ao- 
oeptanoe  of  the  original  charter^  then  such  amendment  may 
be  accepted  at  the  same  time  sach  original  charter  is  accepted. 

§  56.    Reports  to  general  assembly.     Corporations 

required  to  make  reports  to  the  c^eneral  assembly  shall  make 
Sm  during  the  fiXeek  of  each^ar  session. 

§  57.    Tax  on  stock  issue  authorized  by  special  act; 

penalty.  Before  any  bill  or  resolution  creating  a  corpora- 
tion having  a  capital  stock  shall  be  approved  or  become  a 
law,  there  shall  be  paid  to  the  state  treasurer,  in  addition  to 
the  fees  required  by  section  10  of  the  general  statutes^  a  fran- 
chise tax  of  one  doUar  on  each  one  thousand  dollars  of  the 
capital  stock  with  which  it  is  to  be  organized,  but  such  tax 
shaU  in  no  case  be  less  than  fifty  dollars.  If  such  bill  or 
resolution  shall  not  be  approved  or  become  a  law,  the  treas- 
urer shall  return  the  tax  so  paid.  Whenever  any  specially 
chartered  corporation  shall  vote  to  increase  the  amount  of 
its  capital  stock  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  act 
or  of  any  other  general  or  special  law  affecting  it,  such  cor- 
poration shall  pay  to  the  state  treasurer,  before  any  shares 
of  such  increased  capital  stock  shall  be  issued,  a  further  tax  of 
one  dollar  on  each  one  thousand  dollars  of  the  total  increased 
capital  stock  so  voted,  but  no  additional  franchise  tax  shall 
be  required  upon  stock  upon  which  the  corporation  has  paid 
the  full  franchise  tax  required  by  the  law  in  force  at  the  time 
of  such  payment  Every  officer  of  any  corporation  subject 
to  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  section,  who  shaU  sign  or 
issue  any  certificate  of  stock  on  which  the  tax  imposed  by 
this  section  has  not  been  paid,  shall  be  fined  one  thousand 
dollars,  or  imprisoned  not  more  than  two  years,  or  both.

THE  COBPOBATION  ACT  OF  1901. 

§  58.  Application.  The  provisions  of  this  part  shall 
apply  to  all  corporations  formed  under  it  and  to  all  corpora- 
tions heretofore  organized  under  the  joint  stock  law  of  this 
state  or  the  corporation  act  of  1901,  but  shall  not  require  the 
reorganization  of  corporations  heretofore  formed. 
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§  59.  Powers.  Every  corporation  to  which  this  part 
applieBy  in  addition  to  all  other  powers  granted  by  law,  shall 
have  power  to  mortgage  its  real  and  personal  estate,  including 
its  franchises,  and  issue  promissory  notes,  bonds,  or  other 
evidences  of  indebtedness.  Such  corporation  may  also  issue 
one  or  more  classes  of  stock. 

§  60.  Certificates.  Every  certificate  required  by  this 
part  to  be  filed  shall  be  signed  and  sworn  to  by  the  persons 
required  to  file  it^  and  shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  secr^ 
taiy  of  the  state,  who  shall  examine  the  same,  and,  if  he  shall 
find  that  it  conforms  to  law  and  that  all  taxes  which  may 
be  due  upon  the  filing  of  the  certificate  under  the  provisions 
of  section  61  of  this  act  have  been  paid^  ^aU  indorse  thereon 
the  word  "  Approved,"  with  his  name  and  official  title,  and 
shall  thereupon  record  such  certificate  in  a  book  kept  by  him 
for  that  purpose.  No  act  required  to  be  set  forth  in  any  such 
certificate  shall  be  valid  until  such  certificate  has  been  ap- 
proved as  aforesaid,  but  this  provision  shall  not  relieve  the 
corporation,  its  officers,  directors,  or  stockholders  from  any 
liability  which  might  otherwise  be  enforcible  against  them  or 
any  of  them,  or  invalidate  any  of  the  stock  of  such  corpora- 
tion in  the  hands  of  bona  fide  holders  without  notice.  No 
such  corporation  shall  commence  business  until  a  copy  of  the 
certificate  required  by  section  63  hereof,  duly  certified  by  the 
secretary  of  tiie  state,  shall  have  been  filed  in  the  office  of  the 
town  clerk  of  the  town  where  said  corporation  is  to  be 
located ;  and  said  town  clerk  shall  record  tiie  same  in  a  book 
kept  by  him  for  that  purpose. 

§  61.  Tax  on  capital  StOClC.  Every  sudi  corporation^ 
before  its  certificate  of  incorporation  shall  be  approved  by 
the  secretary  of  the  state,  shall  ^ay  to  the  state  treasurer  fifty 
cents  on  eveiy  one  thousand  dollars  of  its  authorized  capital 
stock  up  to  five  million  dollars;  and  it  shall  pay  ten  cents 
upon  every  one  thousand  doUars  of  its  authorized  capital 
stock  in  excess  of  five  million  dollars.  Whenever  any  cor- 
poration organized  under  the  provisions  of  this  jwrty  or 
imder  any  former  joint  stock  law  of  this  state,  shaU  increase 
tlie  amount  of  its  authorized  capital  stock,  it  shall  pay  to  the 
state  treasurer,  before  the  certificate  of  increase  shall  be  ap- 
proved, fifty  cents  on  each  one  thousand  dollars  of  such 
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authorized  increase  until  it  has  paid  on  a  total  capital  stock 
of  five  million  doUaxs;  and,  upon  any  authorized  increase 
of  capital  stodc  above  five  million  dollars,  it  shall  pay  to  the 
state  treasurer  ten  cents  on  each  one  thousand  dollars;  but  no 
payment  under  'die  provisions  of  this  section  shall  be  lees 
than  twenty-five  dollars.  Said  i>aymentB  shaU  be  in  lieu  of 
all  other  taxes  upon  the  franchise  of  the  corporation,  but 
shaU  not  be  in  lieu  of  any  tax  imposed  by  law  upon  the 
property  of  the  corporation  or  upon  the  shares  of  its  stock  in 
the  hands  of  its  stockholders^  i 

§  62.  Formation.  Any  three  or  more  persons  may 
associate  to  form  a  corporation  under  this  act  for  the  trans- 
action of  any  lawful  business.  Such  corporation  shall  not 
have  power,  however,  to  transact  in  this  state  the  business  of 
a  bank,  savings  bank,  trust  company,  building  and  loan  asso- 
ciation, insurance  company,  surety  or  indemnity  company, 
railroad  or  street  railway  company,  telegraph  or  telephone 
company,  gas,  electric  li^t^  or  wtater  company,  or  of  any 
company  requiring  the  right  to  take  and  condemn  lands  or  to 
occupy  the  public  highways  of  this  state,  but  shall  have  power 
to  transact  such  business  in  any  state  or  territory  of  tbe 
United  States,  or  in  any  foreign  coimtry,  if  not  prohibited 
by  the  laws  of  such  state  or  territory  or  foreign  country. 

§  63.    Certificate  of  incorporation.    The  persons  so 

associated  ^aU  file  a  certificate  setting  forth:  (1)  The  name 
of  the  corporation:  (2)  The  name  of  the  town  inViis  state 
in  which  the  corporation  is  to  be  located:  (3)  The  nature 
of  the  business  to  be  transacted  or  the  purposes  to  be  pro- 
moted or  carried  out:  (4)  The  amount  of  authorized  capital 
stock,  which  ^all  not  be  less  than  two  thousand  dollars,  the 
number  of  shares  into  which  the  same  is  divided,  and  the  par 
value  of  each  share,  which  shall  not  be  less  than  twenty-five 
dollars,  and  if  there  be  more  than  one  dass  of  stock,  a  descrip- 
tion of  the  different  classes  with  the  terms  on  whidi  they 
are  respectively  created:  (6)  The  amount  of  capital  stock 
with  which  the  corporation  shall  commence  business,  which 
shall  not  be  less  than  one  thousand  dollars;  (6)  The  period, 
if  any,  limited  for  the  duration  of  the  corporation.

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§  64.    Certificate  may  contain  additional  provision. 

The  oertifioato  of  incorporation  miay  also  oontain  any  lawful 
provisions  which  the  incorporators  may  choose  to  insert  for 
the  regulation  of  the  business  of  the  corporation^  or  for  defin- 
ing and  regulating  the  powers  of  the  corporation,  its  officers^ 
diiectora^  and  stockholders  or  any  class  of  stockholders. 

§  65.    Evidence  of  corporate  existence.    Upon  the 

approval  of  the  certificate  of  incorporation  by  the  secretary 
of  the  state,  corporate  e^dstence  shall  begin.  A  copy  of  such 
certificate  and  approval,  duly  certified  by  the  secretary  of 
the  state  under  his  hand  and  the  seal  of  the  state,  shall  be 
prima  facie  evidence  of  the  legal  existence  of  any  such  cor- 
poration. 

§  66.  Power  of  incorporators.  After  the  approval 
of  Ihe  certificate  of  incorporation  as  aforesaid  and  until  the 
directors  are  elected,  the  incorporators  ^all  have  charge  of 
the  affairs  of  the  corporation,  and  may  take  such  steps  as  are 
necessary  or  proper  to  obtain  subscriptions  to  its  stock. 

§  67.    Call  of  first  meeting;  waiver.    A  majority  of 

the  incorporators  shall  call  the  first  meeting  of  the  corpora* 
tion,  at  such  time  and  place  as  they  may  designate,  by  a 
notice  published  twice,  at  least  seven  days  before  the  time 
designated,  in  a  newspaper  in  this  state  having  a  circulation 
in  the  town  in  which  die  corporation  is  located;  but  such 
notice  may  be  waived  by  a  writing  signed  by  all  the  suV 
scribers  to  the  capital  stock  and  a  majority  of  the  incor- 
porators, specifying  time  and  place  for  said  meeting,  which 
waiver  shall  be  recorded  at  length  upon  the  records  of  the 
corporation. 

§  68.    Organization;  adoption  of  by-laws.    At  such 

meeting,  including  adjournments  thereof,  the  subscribers  for 
stock  who  are  present  in  person  or  by  attorney  shall  perfect 
an  oi^ganization  by  the  choice  of  a  temporary  clerk  and  the 
election  by  ballot  of  three  or  more  directors  who  are  sub- 
scribers for  stock,  and  shall  adopt  by-laws  for  the  regulation 
of  the  affairs  of  the  corporation.  Such  subscribers  may  also 
transact  any  other  business;  provided,  that  due  notice 
thereof  has  been  given  in  the  call  for  such  meeting  or  has 
been  expressly  wiaived. 
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§  69.    Commencement  of  business;    certificate  of 

organization.  No  such  oarporation  shall  oominanoe  business 
until  the  amount  of  capital  specified  in  its  certificate  of  in- 
corporation as  thd  amount  of  capital  with  which  it  will 
oonunence  business  has  been  paid  in ;  nor  until  its  directors 
and  officers  have  been  duly  elected  and  its  by-laws  adopted ; 
nor  until  a  majority  of  its  directors  have  caused  to  be  filed 
a  certificate  of  organization  setting  forth:  (1)  The  amount 
of  each  class  of  stock  subscribed  for:  (2)  The  amount  paid 
thereon  in  cash:  (3)  The  amount  paid  thereon  in  property 
other  than  cash:  (4)  The  amount  paid  on  each  share  of 
stock  which  is  not  paid  for  in  full:  (5)  The  namo^  resi- 
denoe^  and  address  of  each  of  the  original  subscribers^  with 
the  number  and  class  of  shares  subscribed  for  by  each:  (6) 
That  the  directors  and  officers  of  the  corporation  have  been 
duly  elected  and  its  by-laws  adopted:  (7)  The  name^  resi- 
dence^  and  address  of  each  of  the  original  subscribers,  which 
directors,  A  copy  of  such  certificate,  duly  approved  by  the 
secretary  of  the  state  and  certified  under  his  hand  and  the 
seal  of  the  state,  shaU  be  prima  facie  evidence  that  such 
corporation  has  been  duly  organized  and  is  duly  author 
ized  to  exercise  all  of  its  corporate  powers. 

§  70.  Officers.  The  directors  of  every  corporation 
shall  choose  from  among  their  number  a  president  and  shall 
appoint  a  treasurer,  a  secretary,  and  such  other  officers  as 
the  by-laws  shall  prescriba  The  same  person  may  fill  the 
offices  of  president  and  treasurer  or  of  secretary  and  treas- 
nrer. 

§  71.  Issue  of  additional  StOClC.  Every  corporation 
may,  at  any  meeting  warned  and  held  for  that  purpose,  em- 
power its  directors  to  issue  shares  of  its  unissued  authorized 
capital  stock.  At  the  time  for  the  filing  of  its  next  annual 
report  after  the  issue  of  any  such  shares,  a  majority  of  the 
directors  shall  make  and  file  a  certificate  setting  forth  the 
facts  relating  to  such  issue  similar  to  the  facts  relating  to 
the  original  issue  of  stock  required  by  subdivisions  (1)  to 
(5),  inclusive,  of  section  69  of  this  act 

§  72.    Surrender  of  rights  before  beginning  business. 

At  any  timo  before  the  payment  of  any  part  of  the  subscrip- 
tions to  capital  stock  and  before  the  commencement  of  busi- 
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nefiSy  the  incorporators^  and  the  subscribers  for  stock,  if  any, 
may  surrender  the  corporate  ri^ts  and  franchises  of  any 
corporation  by  filing  a  certificate  that  no  part  of  such  sub- 
scription has  been  paid^  that  such  business  has  not  been  com- 
menced, that  no  debts  have  been  incurred  'which  are  unpaid, 
and  that  they  surrender  all  rights  and  franchises  of  sudi 
corporation.  When  such  certificate  has  been  examined  and 
approved  by  the  secretary  of  the  state^  the  existence  of  such 
corporation  shall  terminate. 

§  73.  Amendment  of  certificate  of  incorporation  be- 
fore commencing  business.  At  any  time  before  the  filing 
of  the  certificate  of  organization  the  incorporators  of  any  cor- 
poration may  make  such  amendments,  dianges^  and  altera- 
tions in  its  certificate  .of  incorporation  as  may  be  desired ; 
provided,  that  the  subject-matter  of  such  changes  could  have 
been  laTvf  ully  inserted  in  an  original  certificate  of  incorpora- 
tion. No  change,  alteration,  or  amendment  shall  be  valid, 
unless  approved  in  writing  by  all  of  the  subscribers,  if  any, 
to  the  capital  stock  of  such  corporation,  nor  unless  a  certifi- 
cate, setting  forth  such  amendments,  changes,  or  altera- 
tions and  stating  that  the  same  has  been  duly  approved  by 
the  subscribers,  if  any,  shall  be  made  and  filed  by  all  of  the 
incorporators. 

§  74.    Changes    in    certificates    of    incorporation. 

Every  corporation  may  change  its  name,  the  nature  of  its 
business,  and  its  location ;  may  increase  or  reduce  the  amount 
of  its  authorized  capital  stock;  may  create  one  or  more 
classes  of  stock;  and  may  make  sudi  other  amendments, 
changes,  and  alterations  in  its  certificate  of  inoorporation 
as  may  be  desired ;  provided,  that  the  subject-matter  of  such 
changes^  amendments,  and  alterations  could  have  be^i  law- 
fully inserted  in  an  original  certificate  of  incorporation. 
No  such  change,  alteration,  or  amendment  shall  be  valid  un- 
less approved  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  all  of  the  outstanding- 
stock  of  each  class  at  a  meeting  of  the  stockholders  duly 
called  to  consider  such  amendment,  change,  or  alteration^ 
nor  unless  a  certificate^  setting  forth  such  amendments, 
changes,  or  alterations  and  stating  that  the  same  have  been 
duly  adopted  by  the  stockholders,  shall  be  made  and  filed 
by  a  majority  <rf  the  directors. 
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§  75.    Similar  corporations  may  consolidate.    Any 

two  or  moie  oorporations  ndiidi  are  oarrying  on  businees  of 
the  saxDje  or  a  simiilar  nature  may  merge  or  consolidate  into  a 
single  corporation. 

§  76.  Directors'  agreement  as  to  terms  of  consoli- 
dation. The  directors  of  the  several  corporations  proposing 
to  merge  or  consolidate  may  enter  into  an  agreement,  signed 
by  them  and  nnder  the  corporate  seals  of  the  respective  cor- 
porationsy  prescribing  the  terms  and  conditions  of  such  pro- 
posed consolidation  and  stating  the  name  of  the  consolidated 
oorporatioin^  the  number^  names^  and  places  of  residence 
of  its  first  directors,  the  ntimber  of  shares  of  its  capital  stock 
and  tiie  classes  thereof  and  the  amoont  or  par  value  of  each 
share  thereof,  and  Ihe  manner  of  converting  the  shares  of 
capital  stock  of  each  of  the  old  corporations  into  shares  of 
the  capital  stock  of  the  consolidateid  corporation,  together 
with  such  other  provisions  as  are  required  to  be  set  forth  in 
an  original  certificate  of  incorporation  and  any  other  pro- 
visicms  necessary  to  cany  such  proposed  consolidation  into 
effecti 

§  77.    Stockholders  to  vote  upon  consolidation.  Such 

agreement  shall  be  submitted  to  the  stockholders  of  each  of 
such  merging  or  consolidating  corporations,  separately,  at  a 
meeting  hereof  to  be  called  for  Ibe  purpose  ot  considering 
the  same,  and  twenty  days'  notice  of  the  time,  place,  and 
object  of  sudi  meeting  shall  be  mailed  to  the  last  Imown 
postoffice  address  of  each  of  such  stockholders,  and  such 
notice  shall  be  published  once  in  each  week  for  three  success- 
ive weeks  in  one  or  more  newspapers  of  this  state  having 
a  circulation  in  the  towns  in  which  such  corporations  are 
respectively  located.  At  such  stockholders'  meetings,  if 
two-tiiirds  of  all  the  outstanding  stock  of  each  class  shall  vote 
to  approve  such  meiger  or  consolidation,  the  facts  shall  be 
cert&ed  upon  such  agreement  by  the  secretaries  of  the  re- 
spective corporations  under  the  seals  thereof,  and  such  agree- 
ment so  adopted  and  certified  shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of

of  the  state  under  his  hand  and  the  seal  of  the  state^  shall  be 
prima  fade  evidence  of  the  facts  set  forth  in  sudi  agreement 
and  certificate  and  of  the  legal  existence  and  oiganizataon 
of  such  consolidated  corporation  and  that  it  is  duly  authorized 
to  exercise  all  of  its  corporate  powers^ 

§  78.    Rights,  duties,  and  liabilities  of  consofidated 

corporations.  Upon  the  completion  of  such  consolidation, 
the  several  corporations  shall  become  a  corporation  by  the 
name  provided  in  such  agreement^  and  shall  possess  all  the 
rights^  privileges,  powers,  and  franchises  of  each  of  the  con- 
solidating corporations ;  and  all  property,  real,  personal,  and 
mixed,  and  all  debts  due  to  them  on  whatever  account,  shall 
be  vested  in  the  consolidated  corporation ;  and  all  rights  of 
creditors  and  all  liens  upon  the  property  of  either  of  sudi 
consolidating  corporations  shall  be  preserved  unimpaired, 
and  the  respective  corporations  shall  continue  in  existence 
so  far  as  may  be  necessary  to  preserve  the  same;  and  all 
debts,  liabilities,  and  duties  of  either  of  sudi  consolidating 
corporations  shall  thenceforth  attach  to  the  consolidated  cor- 
poration, and  may  be  enforced  against  it  to  the  same  extent 
as  if  they  had  been  incurred  or  contracted  by  it  An  amount 
of  the  stock  of  the  consolidated  corporation  equivalent  to  the 
amount  of  the  stock  of  the  merged  corporations  on  which  a 
franchise  tax  has  been  paid  shall  be  exempt  from  taxation 
under  section  61  of  this  act 

§  79.  Remedy  of  aggrieved  stockholder.  Any  stock- 
holder in  any  corporation  consolidating  as  aforesaid  who,  at 
the  time  of  such  consolidation,  objected  thereto  in  writing, 
may,  within  ten  days  after  the  agreement  of  conBolidation  has 
been  filed  for  record  in  the  office  of  the  secretary  of  the  state, 
demand  in  vmting  from  the  consolidated'  corporation  pay- 
ment for  his  stock ;  and  such  corporation  shall,  within  three 
months  thereafter,  pay  him  the  value  of  his  stock  at  the  date 
of  such  consolidation.  In  case  of  disagreement  as  to  the 
value  thereof,  such  value  shall  be  ascertained  by  three  disin- 
terested persons  to  be  chosen,  one  by  the  stockholder,  one  by 
the  directors  of  the  consolidated  corporation,  and  the  third 
by  the  two  thus  selected,  and,  in  case  their  award  is  not  paid 
within  sixty  days  from  its  date,  it  shall  become  a  debt  of 
such  consolidated  corporation  and  may  be  collected  as  such. 
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On  leoeiving  payment  of  die  anunmt  awarded,  such  etoA- 
holuer  shall  tnmafer  his  stock  to  the  consolidated  ooarpoTation, 
wbich  shall  dispose  of  it  on  the  best  teonns  obtainable. 
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§  80.    Meaning  of  ''  foreign  corporation.''    Unless 

otherwise  expressly  provided,  the  term  '^foreign  oorpora- 
tion  "  shall  mean  every  corporation  not  organized  under  the 
lawB  of  this  statei 

§  81.  Powers  and  limitations.  Any  foreign  corpora- 
tion may  purchase^  hold,  mortgage,  lease^  sell,  and  convey 
real  and  personal  estate  in  this  state  for  its  lawful  uses  and 
purposes,  and  such  real  estate  and  other  property  as  it  may 
acquire,  by  way  of  foreclosure  or  'otherwise^  in  payment  of 
debts  due  such  corporation;  but  no  foreign  corporation  be* 
longing  to  any  of  the  classes  excepted  in  section  62  of  llds  act 
shall  engage  in  or  continue,  in  this  state,  the  business  author- 
ized by  its  charter  or  the  laws  of  the  state  under  which  it 
was  oiganized,  unless  empowered  so  to  do  by  some  general 
or  special  law  of  this  state,  except  for  the  purpose  of  carry- 
ing out  and  renewing  existing  contracts  heretofore  made. 

§  82.    Charter  or  certificate  of  incorporation  to  be 

fiied.  Every  foreign  corporation,  except  insurance  and 
surely  companies  and  building  and  loan  associations,  shall, 
before  transacting  business  in  this  state,  file  in  the  office  of 
the  secretary  of  the  state  a  certified  copy  of  its  charter  or 
certificate  of  incorporation,  together  with  a  statement,  signed 
and  sworn  to  by  its  president  treasurer,  and  a  majori^  of 
its  directors,  showing  the  amount  of  its  authorized  capital 
stock  and  the  amount  thereof  which  has  been  paid  in,  and, 
if  any  part  of  such  payment  has  been  made  otherwise  than  in 
cash,  such  statement  8^11  set  forth  the  particulars  thereof. 

§  83.    Secretary  of  state  to  be  resident  attorney. 

Every  foreign  corporation  with  an  office  or  place  of  business 
in  this  state,  except  insurance  companies,  surely  companies, 
and  building  and  loan  associations,  shall,  before  doing  busi- 
ness in  this  state,  appoint  in  writing  the  secretary  of  the  state 
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and  his  suooeesors  in  offioe  to  be  its  attorney,  upon  -whcfm  all 
proceBS  in  any  action  or  proceeding  against  it  may  be  served; 
and  in  such  writing  snch  corporation  shall  agree  diat  any 
process  against  it  which  is  served  on  such  secretary  shall  be 
of  the  same  l^al  force  and  validity  as  if  served  on  the  corpor- 
atioii,  and  that  such  appointment  shall  continue  in  force  as 
long  as  any  liability  remains  outstanding  against  the  corpora- 
tion in  this  state.  Such  written  appointment  shall  be  ac- 
knowledged before  some  officer  authorized  to  take  acknowl- 
edgments of  deeds  and  shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  said 
secretary,  and  copies  certified  by  him  shall  be  sufficient 
evidence  of  such  appointment  and  agreement  Service  upon 
said  attorney  shall  be  sufficient  service  upon  the  principal, 
and  may  be  made  by  leaving  a  duly  attested  copy  of  the 
process  with  the  secretary  of  the  stiftte  or  at  his  office. 

§  84.    Duty  of  secretary  when  served  with  process; 

fee;  record.  When  legal  process  against  any  corporation 
mentioned  in  section  83  of  this  act  is  served  upon  the  secre- 
tary of  the  state,  he  shall  immediately  notify  the  corporation 
hereof  by  mail,  and  shall,  within  two  days  after  such  service, 
forward  in  the  same  manner  a  copy  of  the  process  served 
upon  him  to  such  corporation,  or  to  any  person  designated 
by  such  corporation  in  writing.  The  plaintiff  in  the  process 
so  served  shall  pay  said  secretary  at  the  time  of  such  service 
a  fee  of  twenty-five  cents  for  each  page  of  process,  said  fee 
in  no  case  to  be  less  than  two  dollars,  which  shall  be  recov- 
ered by  him  as  part  of  his  taxable  costs  if  he  shall  prevail 
in  the  suit  Said  secretary  shall  keep  a  record  of  all  process 
served  upon  him,  which  shall  show  the  day  and  hour  when 
such  service  was  made. 

§  85.  Failure  to  file  certificates  and  appoint  attor- 
ney; penalty.  Every  officer  of  a  foreign  corporation  trans- 
acting business  in  this  state  which  fails  to  comply  with  the 
requirements  of  sections  82  and  83  of  this  act,  and  every  per- 
son who  transacts  business  in  this  state  as  the  agent  of  such 
delinquent  corporation,  shall  be  fined  not  more  than  one 
thousand  dollars ;  but  such  failure  shall  not  affect  the  validity 
of  any  contract  by  or  with  such  corporation;  The  secretary 
of  the  state  shall  report  such  failure  to  the  attorney-general, 
who  shall  thereupon  institute  proceedings  against  such  cor- 
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poration  to  restram  its  further  prosecution  of  business  in 
thisstata 

§  86.    Certificate  of  increase  or  reduction  of  capital 

to  be  filed.  Every  foreign  corporation  doing  business  in  this 
state  shall,  within  thirty  days  after  an  increase  or  reduction 
of  its  capital  stock,  file  in  the  office  of  the  secretary  of  the 
state  a  certificate  thereof,  substantially  like  that  required  of 
domestic  corporations  organized  under  the  corporation  act 
of  1901  under  like  conditions. 

§  87.  Annual  reports.  The  president  and  treasurer 
of  every  foreign  corporation  doing  business  in  this  state, 
which  is  not  required  by  law  to  make  other  annual  returns 
in  this  btate,  shall,  annually,  on  or  before  the  fifteenth  day 
of  February  or  August^  make,  sign,  and  swear  to  and  file  in 
the  office  of  the  secretary  of  the  state  a  certificate  similar  to 
the  certificate  required  by  section  37  of  this  act,  except  that 
such  certificate  need  not  give  the  name  of  the  agent  or  person 
in  charge  of  its  principal  office  upon  whom  process  against 
the  corporation  may  be  served.  The  secretary  shall  thero- 
npon  record  such  certificate  in  a  book  kept  by  him  for  that 
purpose  and  shall  furnish  a  certified  copy  of  such  certificate 
to  the  persons  filing  the  same,  who  shall  forthwith  cause  such 
certified  copy  to  be  recorded  in  the  office  of  the  town  derk 
of  the  town  in  this  state  in  which  such  corporation  has  its 
principal  office  or  place  of  business,  and  said  town  clerk  shall 
record  the  same  in  a  book  kept  by  him  for  that  purpose.  On 
the  fifteenth  day  of  March  and  September  the  town  clerks 
of  the  several  towns  shall  report  to  the  secretary  of  the  state 
the  names  of  all  corporations  whose  annual  reports  have  been 
filed  for  record  during  the  preceding  six  months,  in  accord- 
ance with  the  povisions  of  this  section,  and  the  secretary 
shall  report  to  the  attorney-general  every  six  months  the 
names  of  all  corporations  which  have  failed  to  comply  with 
the  provisions  of  this  section,  and  the  attomey-generid  shall 
collect  all  forfeitures  due  under  this  section.  Every  corpor- 
ation whose  officers  shall  fail  to  comply  with  the  requirements 
of  this  section  shall  forfeit  to  the  state  one  hundred  dollars 
for  eaoh  f ailura 
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§  88.    What  penalties  apply  to  foreign  corporations. 

All  penalties  and  liabilities  which  are  imposed  by  the  laws  of 
this  state  upon  officers,  directors,  and  stockholders  of  domestic 
corporations  for  false  and  fraudulent  statements  and  retams, 
shall  apply  to  the  officers,  directors,  and  stockholders  of 
foreign  corporations  doing  business  in  this  state.

COBPOBATIONS  WITHOUT  CAPITAL  STOCK. 

§  89.  Organization.  Any  three  or  more  persons  may 
associate  to  form  a  corporation  without  capital  stock,  to  pro- 
mote or  carry  out  any  lawful  purpose,  ol£er  than  that  of  a 
mercantile  or  manufacturing  business,  by  signing  and  ac- 
knowledging before  any  officer  authorized  to  take  adknowledg- 
ments  of  deeds  and  filing  in  the  office  of  the  secretary  of  the 
state  a  certificate  stating:  (1)  That  they  do  so  associate: 
(2)  the  purpose  or  object  of  the  corporation:  (3)  The 
town  in  this  state  in  which  the  corporation  is  to  be  located. 
The  person  so  associating  may  also  include  in  said  certificate 
any  other  lawful  provisions  for  the  regulation  of  the  affairs 
of  the  corporation  and  the  definition  of  its  powers  and  the 
powers  of  its  officers,  directors,  and  incorporators.  SuA 
certificate  shall  be  examined  by  the  secretary  of  the  state, 
and,  if  he  shall  find  that  it  conforms  to  law  and  that  the 
fee  required  by  section  4814  of  the  general  statutes  to  be 
paid  at  the  filing  of  such  certificate  has  been  paid, 
he  shall  indorse  thereon  the  word  "  Approved,"  with  his 
name  and  official  title,  and  shall  thereupon  cause  the  same 
to  be  recorded  in  his  office.  He  shall  then  prepare  a  certified 
copy  of  such  certificate  and  of  his  approval  and  deliver  the 
same  to  one  of  the  persons  so  associated,  who  shall  forth- 
with cause  such  copy  to  be  recorded  in  the  office  of  the  town 
derk  in  the  town  where  such  corporation  is  to  be  located. 
When  such  certificate  has  been  duly  approved  and  recorded, 
the  persons  so  associated,  willi  sudi  others  as  inay  be  asso- 
ciated with  them  or  become  their  successors  in  sudi  manner 
as  the  by-laws  of  the  corporation  provide,  shall  be  and  be- 
come a  body  politic  and  corporate  and  shall  have  all  the 
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powers  oonferred  upon  corporations  by  section  3  of  this  act^ 
and  may  reoeive  property  by  devise  or  beqnest  and  hold  Ihe 
saxnB,  so  far  as  such  property  may  be  necessary  or  proper  to 
enable  such  corporation  to  carry  out  its  purposes.  A  copy 
of  the  certificate  filed  in  the  office  of  the  secretary  of  Ihe 
state  and  of  his  approyal,  duly  certified  under  his  hand  and 
the  seal  of  the  state,  shall  be  prima  fade  evidence  of  the  facts 
therein  set  forth  and  of  the  legal  existence  of  sudi  corpora- 
tion and  of  its  authority  to  exercise  its  corporate  powers. 
Such  corporation  may  at  any  time  amend  its  original  certifi- 
cate of  incorporation  by  a  three-fourths  vote  of  its  in- 
corporators^ their  associates,  and  successors,  at  a  meeting  of 
the  corporation  duly  called  to  consider  such  amendment,  and 
by  causing  a  certificate,  duly  attested  by  its  president  and  sec- 
retary and  setting  forth  &e  fact  that  such  vote  has  been 
passed  and  stating  the  subjectrmatter  of  such  amendment,  to 
be  filed^  approved,  and  recorded  in  the  same  manner  as  the 
original  certificate  of  incorporation. 

§  90.  By-laws;  assessments;  fines.  Any  corpora- 
tion without  capital  stock  may  make  by-laws  imposing  finee 
and  penalties^  and  may  lay  assessments  or  dues  to  further 
the  objects  of  the  corporation,  either  by  by-laws  adopted  for 
that  purpose  or  by  vote  of  the  members  of  such  corporation 
at  meetings  warned  and  held  for  that  purpose.  "No  suck 
by-law  shall  be  adopted  and  no  such  assessment  or  due  shall 
be  laid  except  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  all  the  members  of  the 
corporation.  No  such  fine,  assessment,  or  due  shall  exceed 
the  sum  of  twenly-five  dollars.  Such  corporation  may  sue 
for  and  collect  sudi  fines  and  assessments  and  dues. 

§  91.  Sections  8811  to  8398,  indusive,  and  8928  to 
8988,  inclusive,  of  the  general  statutes,  and  chapter  69  of  the 
public  acts  of  1908  are  hereby  repealed.

Resolved  by  thds  Assembly: 

That,  whereas  the  corporation  originally  created  as  The 
Thompson  Tramway  Company,  whose  name  was  changed  to 
be  The  Worcester  and  Connecticut  Eastern  Railway  Com- 
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panj  and  afterwards  to  be  The  Consolidated  Bailway  Com- 
panjy  has  by  virtue  of  the  powers  granted  in  its  charter 
acquired  by  purchase  and  now  holds>  enjoys^  and  exerciseB 
the  property  and  franchises  of  certain  corporations  of  this 
state^  to  wit :  The  Fair  Haven  and  Westville  Bailroad  Com- 
pany.  The  Windiester  Avenue  Bailroad  Company,  The 
Peoples  Tramwiay  Company,  The  DanielscHi  and  Norwich 
Street  Bailway  Compaaiy,  The  Norwich  Street  Bailway 
Company,  The  New  London  Street  Bailway  Company,  The 
Montville  Street  Bailway  Company,  The  Middletown  Street 
Bailway  Company,  The  Meriden  Electric  Bailroad  Com- 
pany, and  the  WaUingford  Tramway  Company,  which  cor^ 
porations  by  purchase,  consolidations,  or  letuBes  had  acquired 
and  were  nsing,  exercising,  and  enjoying  the  property  and 
franchises  of  other  corporations  of  this  state^  to  wit:  The 
New  Haven  and  North  E^ven  Street  Bailroad  Company, 
The  New  ELaven  and  Centerville  Street  Bailway  Company, 
The  New  Haven  Street  Bailway  Company,  The  New  Haven 
and  Morris  Cove  Bailroad  Company,  The  New  Haven  and 
East  Haven  Bailroad  Company,  The  State  Street  Horse 
Bailway  Company,  The  Whitney  Avenue  Horse  Bail- 
way  Company,  The  Edgewood  Street  Bailway  Company, 
The  New  Haven  and  West  Haven  Horse  Bailroad  Company, 
The  West  Shore  Bailway  Company,  The  Putnam  and 
Thompson  Street  Bailway  Company,  The  Portland  Street 
Bailway  Company,  and  The  Lake  Saltonstall  Bailroad  Com- 
pany. And  whereas  said  first  named  corporation  has  peti- 
tioned this  general  assembly  to  renew  and  ext^id  for  its  use 
and  enjoyment  the  rights,  privileges,  frandiises,  and  powers 
granted  in  its  charter  and  amendments  thereto  and  in  the 
charters  and  amendments  thereto  of  such  other  corporaticms 
and  to  grant  to  it  additional  powers. 

§  1 .  The  said  corporation  now  eadsting  under  the  name 
of  The  Consolidated  Bailway  Company  shall  have  the  power 
in  this  state  and  elsewhere  to  transport  persons  or  property 
or  both  as  a  common  carrier  and  to  acquire,  establish,  hold, 
maintain,  use,  and  operate  in  this  state  and  elsewhere,  sub- 
ject to  all  laws  then  and  there  in  force,  any  property  or  in- 
strumentalities lawful  and  suitable  for  any  such  purpose^ 
or  directly  or  indirectly  connected  with  the  business  of 
transportation;  but  a  majority  of  its  directors  shall  at  all 
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times  be  residents  of  this  state.  The  location  and  constnic- 
tion  of  all  tracks^  smtches^  crossovers,  fixtures^  poles,  wires, 
and  appnrtenanoes  now  used  or  operated  by  said  corporation 
are  hereby  validated  and  confirmed  as  at  present  existing 
for  the  nse  and  benefit  of  said  corporation ;  and  any  and  all 
rights  to  constnict  any  lines  of  electric  railway  or  street 
railway  heretofore  granted  by  the  general  assembly  to  said 
corporation  or  to  any  of  the  corporations  named  in  the  pre- 
amble to  this  resolution  except  tlie  right  to  construct  sudi  a 
railway  from  Jewett  City  to  Norwidi  by  way  of  Preston, 
granted  to  The  Danielson  and  Norwich  Street  Bailway  Com- 
pany by  resolution  approved  May  14,  1901,  which  have 
not  expired  by  limitation  of  time  are  as  distinct  and  sep- 
arate local  franchises  hei^by  extended  and  continued  in 
force  to  said  corporation  whose  charter  is  herein  amended 
until  July  1,  1907. 

§  2.  Said  corporation  whose  charter  is  herein  amended 
flhall  have  power  and  authority,  as  a  matter  of  public  con- 
venience, subject  to  all  general  laws  governing  the  construc- 
tion of  railways  in  streets  or  highways,  to  locate,  construct, 
maintain,  and  operate  railroads,  railways,  or  tramways  for 
the  transportation  of  passengers  or  goods  or  both,  with  single 
or  double  tracks  and  sudi  turn-outs  and  switches  and  con- 
nections and  fixtures  and  appurtenances  as  may  be  necessary 
for  the  most  efficient,  economical,  and  advantageous  con- 
duct of  said  business  upon  the  streets,  highways,  and  public 
grounds  upon  which  said  corporation  now  operates  or  shall 
hereafter  lawfully  operate  a  railroad,  railway,  or  tramway ; 
(and  upon  any  private  lands  and  across  intersecting  streets 
or  highways  in  any  of  the  towns  within  which  said  company 
shall  lawfully  operate  an  electric  railway)  and  also  upon 
the  streets,  highways,  public  grounds,  private  lands,  and 
routes  named  or  generally  described  hereafter  in  this  section, 
as  follows:  From  any  point  on  the  Baltic  line  of  railway 
of  this  company  in  the  town  of  Norwich  to,  into,  and  through 
the  borough  of  Jewett  City;  and  also  thence  to  a  connec- 
tion with  its  existing  railway  in  the  town  of  Plainfield  on 
such  streets,  highways,  public  grounds,  and  private  lands  in 
the  towns  of  Norwich,  Sprague,  Lisbon,  Canterbury,  Plain- 
field,  and  Griswold  as  it  may  find  most  suitable  and  ad- 
vantageous for  the  construction,  operation,  and  maintenance 
of  a  railway ;  also  from  a  connection  with  the  tracks  of  The 
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Consolidated  Bailway  Company  on  Main  street  in  the  town 
of  Portland^  thenoe  through  and  along  the  main  highway 
between  Portland  and  Glastonbury,  or  on  private  way  near 
to  said  highway,  to  connect  with  the  tracks  of  The  Hartford 
Street  Railway  Company  at  South  Glastonbury,  so-called,  in 
the  town  of  Glastonbury;  also  in  the  town  of  Middletown 
through  Court  street  from  Main  street  to  the  private  way 
running  east  of  land  of  the  Middlesex  Banking  Company, 
and  from  a  connection  with  its  tracks  in  Main  street  just 
southerly  of  the  tracks  of  the  Air  Line  Branch  of  the  New 
York,  New  Haven,  and  Hartford  Railroad  Company  north- 
erly through  said  Main  street  crossing  over  the  tracks  of  said 
railroad  and  through  North  Main  street  to  and  across  J<^n- 
son  street,  thence  northwesterly  through  private  way  crossing 
West  River  to  and  across  Newfield  street,  thence  north- 
westerly through  private  way  crossing  intersecting  high- 
ways to  connect  with  the  traisks  of  the  Middletown,  Mer- 
iden,  and  Waterbury  Railroad  near  the  Westfield  station  of 
said  railroad;  or  upon  and  along  or  across  other  highways, 
excepting  Washington  street  between  Main  street  and  Park 
Place,  and  High  street  between  Church  and  Lincoln  streets; 
also  on  private  lands  from  soma  convenient  point  on  its  ex- 
isting railway  in  the  town  of  Middletown  to  some  other  con- 
venient point  on  said  Middletown,  Meriden,  and  Waterbury 
railroad ;  also  from  a  connection  with  its  tracks  at  the  comer 
of  Main  and  Broad  streets  in  the  town  of  Meriden,  thenoe 
through  North  Broad  street  and  the  New  Haven  ana  Hart- 
ford turnpike  to  the  terminus  of  the  tracks  of  The  Con- 
necticut Railway  and  Lighting  Company  in  the  town  of 
Berlin;  also  from  a  connection  with  its  tracks  in  Griswold 
street,  in  the  town  of  Meriden,  thence  through  North  Colony 
street  and  the  Old  Colony  road,  so-called,  to  and  along  the 
New  Haven  and  Hartford  turnpike  in  the  town  of  Berlin; 
also  from  a  connection  with  its  tracks  at  the  comer  of  Broad 
and  Curtis  streets,  in  the  town  of  Meriden,  southerly  through 
said  Broad  street  to  a  point  near  Johnson's  lane,  so-called, 
thence  southerly  through  private  way  between  Broad  and 
Curtis  streets  crossing  intersecting  highways  to  a  point  near 
the  main  highway  to  Yalesville,  thence  southerly  through 
private  way,  North  Colony  street,  South  Colony  street,  and 
through  private  way  near  to  the  New  York,  New  Haven, 
and  Hartford  Railroad  crossinij  intersecting  highways  to  a 
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coimection  with,  its  traoks  near  the  southerly  end  of  South 
Main  street,  in  the  town  of  Wallingf ord ;  or  from  the  above 
mentioned  point  near  the  main  highway  leading  to  Yales- 
ville,  thence  through  private  way  crossing  intersecting  high- 
ways^ and  through  ^orth  Main  street  to  a  connection  with 
its  tracks  in  said  North  Main  street  in  the  town  of  Walling- 
ford;  also  in  Meriden  from  a  connection  with  its  tracks  in 
Pratt  street,  northerly  through  private  way  to  connect  with 
the  tracks  of  the  Middletown,  Meriden  and  Waterbury  Rail* 
road,  sa<^ed ;  or  from  a  connection  with  its  said  tracks  in 
Pratt  street,  through  said  Pratt  street  and  North  Broad 
street  to  connect  with  the  tracks  of  said  Middletown,  Meriden 
and  Waterbury  Railroad;  also  from  a  connection  with  its 
tracks  in  West  Main  street  near  the  comer  of  Bradley 
avenue,  in  said  Meriden,  southwesterly  through  private  way 
to  connect  with  the  tracks  of  the  said  Middletown,  Meriden 
and  Waterbury  Railroad;  also  from  a  connection  with  its 
tracks  at  the  comer  of  Hanover  street  and  Cook  avenue,  in 
said  Meriden^  southerly  through  said  Cook  avenue  and  the 
Old  Colony  road,  so-called,  to  connect  with  its  tracks  at 
Archer's  comer,  so-called;  also  from  a  connection  with  its 
tracks  on  Main  street^  at  Ihe  intersection  of  Cook  avenue,  in 
the  town  of  Meriden,  thence  along  Cook  avenue  to  Old 
Colony  road  and  through  Old  Colony  road  to  a  connection 
with  its  present  tracks  on  Hanover  avenue  at  Archer's 
oomer,  so-called;  also  in  said  Meriden  from  a  connection 
with  present  tracks  at  the  intersection  of  Main  and  Broad 
streets  along  Broad  street  to  Britannia  street,  and  along 
Britannia  street  to  a  connection  with  present  txacks  at  the 
intersection  of  Griswold  street;  also  in  said  Meriden  from 
present  end  of  track  on  Pratt  street  to  Broad  street;  also 
from  a  connection  with  its  tracks  at  the  comer  of  State  and 
Division  streets,  in  the  town  of  Hamden,  northerly  along 
State  street  to  Broadway,  thence  easterly  through  said 
Broadway,  or  through  private  way  near  to  said  Broadway, 
passing  under  or  over  the  tracks  of  the  New  York,  New 
Haven,  aiid  Hartford  Railroad  Company,  to  coimect  with 
its  tracks  in  Washington  avenue,  in  the  town  of  North 
Haven;  also  from  a  connection  with  its  tracks  at  Mount 
Carmel,  so-called,  in  the  town  of  Hamden,  in  a  northeasterly 
direction  through  private  way  to  a  point  in  the  highway  south

its  tracks  in  Derby  avenue  near  St.  Lawrence  cemetery,  in 
the  town  of  Orange ;  or  from  a  connection  with  its  said  tracks 
at  the  corner  of  said  Chapel  and  Norton  streets,  thence 
through  Chapel  street  to  its  intersection  with  the  proposed 
extension  of  Yale  avenue;  thence  southerly  through  said  ex- 
tension of  Yale  avenue  and  Yale  avenue  as  at  present  laid 
out  to  connect  with  its  tracks  in  Derby  avenue  in  the  town 
of  Orange ;  also  from  a  connection  with  its  tracks  at  the  cor- 
ner of  said  Yale  and  Derby  avenues,  thence  through  Yale 
avenue  and  Maltby  avenue,  and  thence  through  Central 
avenue  or  through  private  way  to  connect  with  its  tracks  in

maugin,  so  called,  in  the  town  of  East  Haven,  said  railway 
to  be  operated  in  the  summer  season  only.  Said  corporation 
B.  R.  —  J 
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may  make  traffic  agreements  with  any  railroad  company  or 
street  railway  company,  and  shall  have  the  right  and  power, 
with  the  consent  of  any  railroad  company  or  street  railway 
company,  to  construct  and  maintain  connection^  at  grade  of 
its  tracks  with  any  tracks  of  such  railroad  company  or  street 
railway  company,  and  crossovers  upon  private  land  at  grade 
for  the  purpose  of  making  such  connections. 

§  3-  The  said  corporation  whose  charter  is  herein 
amended  is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  acquire 
and  develop  water  powers  for  the  generation  of  electricity, 
and  to  construct  and  acquire  or  hold,  use,  and  operate  plants 
for  the  generation  of  electricity  by  means  of  water  power 
or  steam  or  both  or  by  any  other  means,  and  also  to  estab- 
lish and  maintain  upon  any  private  lands,  and  across,  over, 
or  under  any  streams  or  waters,  and,  subject  to  the  provisions 
of  sections  3904,  3905,  3906,  and  3907  of  the  general  stat- 
utes, along  or  across  and  upon,  above,  or  under  the  streets, 
highways,  and  public  grounds  upon  which  it  shall  lawfully 
operate  an  electric  railway,  or  w^hich  shall  form  a  part  of  its 
route  adopted  for  the  transmission  of  electricity  from  any 
place  where  it  is  generated  or  developed  to  any  part  of  any 
lines  of  railroads  or  railways  where  such  electricity  is  to  be 
used  or  applied,  suitably  constructed  and  supported  conduc- 
tors, including  lines  of  poles  and  wires  and  underground 
conduits  and  wires,  and  properly  supported  cables,  and  in- 
cluding all  proper  fixtures  and  appurtenances,  and  also  to 
transmit  therewith,  thereby,  or  therein  electricity  in  such 
manner  and  of  such  quantities  and  pressures  as  said  corpora- 
tion shall  find  necessary  for  the  best  conduct  of  its  business. 

§  4.  Said  corporation  whose  charter  is  herein  amended 
is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  from  time  to  time  to 
acquire  by  lease,  purchase,  or  otherwise  upon  such  terms 
and  conditions  as  may  be  agreed  upon,  and  to  hold,  use,  ex- 
ercise, enjoy,  and  dispose  of  the  whole  or  any  part  of  the 
capital  stock,  evidences  of  indebtedness,  contracts,  property, 
rights,  powers,  privileges,  and  franchises  of  any  other  cor- 
porations, whether  of  tliis  state  or  of  any  other  state,  and 
whether  now  or  hereafter  existing,  which  are  or  shall  be 
engaged  or  authorized  to  engage  in  the  transportation  of 
persons,  or  property,  or  both,  or  in  the  generation  or  devel- 
opment of  electricity  or  of  any  power,  and  to  issue  either  its 
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capital  Stocky  or  its  bonds,  or  other  evidences  of  indebted- 
ness, or  any  or  all  of  them,  to  such  amount  as  said  corpor- 
ation whose  charter  is  herein  amended  shall  find  necessary 
for  the  purpose  of  effecting  such  acquisition  or  for  other 
lawful  purposes  of  its  business.  Every  franchise,  right^ 
power,  or  privil^e  heretofore,  now,  or  hereafter  granted  to 
or  purchased  by  the  corporation  whose  charter  is  herein 
amended,  shall  be  held,  enjoyed,  and  exercised  by  said  cor- 
poration without  suffering  qualification  or  abatement  by 
construction  because  of  its  also  holding  by  grant  or  purchase 
other  franchises,  powers,  or  privil^es  of  a  similar  nature, 
but  of  a  more  limited,  qualified,  or  conditional  character. 
Every  corporation,  whetiier  now  or  hereafter  organized, 
authorized  by  this  state  to  engage  in  the  transportation  of 
persons,  or  property,  or  both,  or  in  the  generation  or  devel- 
opment of  electricity  or  of  any  power,  or  actually  engaged 
in  any  such  business  within  this  state;  or  any  corporation 
of  this  state  which  shall  own  or  control  at  least  three-fourths 
in  amount  of  the  capital  stock  of  any  such  corporation  (after 
a  vote  so  to  do  of  three-fourths  in  interest  of  its  stockholders 
at  a  meeting  called  for  the  purpose  of  taking  the  matter  into 
consideration,  upon  notice  of  the  time,  place,  and  object  of 
the  meeting  published  in  a  newspaper  in  the  city  or  town  in 
which  such  corporation  has  its  principal  office  twice  a  week 
for  four  weeks,  or  if  all  the  newspapers  published  in  said 
city  or  town  are  weekly  newspapers,  then  once  a  week  for 
four  weeks,  or  if  no  newspaper  is  published  in  said  city  or 
town,  then  twice  a  week  for  four  weeks  in  some  newspaper 
published  in  the  county  in  which  said  city  or  town  is  located) 
may  sell,  convey,  lease,  or  otherwise  dispose  of  to  said  cor- 
poration whose  charter  is  herein  amended,  the  whole  or  any 
part  of  its  property,  contracts,  rights,  powers,  privil^es, 
and  franchises,  for  a  consideration  to  be  paid  (whether  once 
for  all,  or  periodically  as  interest,  rent,  or  otherwise)  in 
cash,  shares  of  stock,  and  obligations  of  the  latter  corpora- 
tion, or  in  either  or  any  of  them,  or  on  such  other  terms  and 
conditions  as  may  be  agreed  upon  between  said  corporations. 
No  vote  of  any  such  corporation  or  any  of  the  tilings  per- 
formed thereunder  or  in  pursuance  thereof  shall  be  invali- 
dated, affected,  or  questioned  in  any  way  because  all  or  any 
part  of  the  stock  or  other  securities  of  either  or  any  of  the 
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oarporations   contxactiiig   as   aforesaid   or  participating   in 
any  such  sale,  conveyance,  lease,  or  other  arrangement  may 
be  owned  or  controlled  by  or  held  by  or  for  any  other  one 
of  said  corporations  or  because  stockholders,  directors,  or 
officers  of  any  such  contracting  or  participating  corporations 
shall  be  stockholders,  directors,  or  officers,  or  shall  be  other- 
wise interested   in   any  other  of  said   corporations.     Any 
holder  of  stock  of  any  such  contracting  or  participating  cor- 
poration whose  property  or  franchises  shall  be  sold,  con- 
veyed, leased,  or  otherwise  disposed  of  who  shall  not  vote 
for  such  sale,  lease,  or  other  disposition  of  the  same  and 
shall  not  receive  anything  on  accoimt  thereof,  and  who  shall 
dissent  from  or  object  thereto,  may,  at  any  time  within  thirty 
days  after  the  making  of  such  sale,  conveyance,  lease,  or 
other  disposition,  commence  a  civil  action  against  said  cor- 
poration whose  charter  is  herein  amended,  by  complaint  to 
any  judge  of  the  superior  court,  who  shall  on  reasonable 
notice  to  said  corporation  appoint  three  judicious  and  disin- 
terested persons,  who  shall  be  paid  for  their  time  actually 
spent  in  the  matter  and  their  services  by  said  corporation, 
and  who  shall  appraise  the  full  market  value  of  such  stock 
without  regard  to  any  depreciation  or  appreciation  thereof 
in  consequence  of  said  sale,  conveyance,  lease,  or  other  dis- 
position.    Their  appraisal  or  that  of  a  majority  of  them 
shall  be  returned  in  writing  under  the  hands  of  those  making 
the  same  to  the  clerk  of  the  superior  court  within  and  for 
New   Haven   county,   to  be   by   him   recorded   among  the 
records  of  said  court;  and  thereupon  such  appraisal  shall  be 
final  and  conclusive  between  the  parties  and  shall  have  the 
effect  of  a  judgment  of  said  court  in  favor  of  said  stock- 
holder against  said  corporation ;  and  execution  thereon  may 
issue  at  the  end  of  sixty  days  from  the  time  of  sucli  return. 
Upon  payment  to  such  stockholder  of  the  value  of  his  said 
stock  as  determined  by  such  appraisal,  or,  in  case  of  refusal 
to  accept  the  same  or  any  l^al  disability  or  absence  from 
the  state  of  such  stockholder,  upon  deposit  of  the  proper 
amount  determined  as  aforesaid  with  said  clerk  of  the  su- 
perior court,  to  be  held  for  the  benefit  of  such  stockholder 
subject  to  the  direction  and  order  of  said  court,  said  stock- 
holder shall  be  bound  to  transfer  his  said  stock  to  the  said 
corporation  to  be  disposed  of  by  the  directors  thereof  or  re- 
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tained  and  used  for  the  benefit  of  the  said  corporation  or  its 
stockholders ;  and  said  court  may  make  any  order  or  decree 
proper  to  secure  or  effect  the  transfer  of  said  stock  to  said 
corporation^  which  order  or  decree  shall  have  the  effect  of  a 
judgment  in  the  civil  action  instituted  by  such  stockholder, 
and  may  be  passed  after  making  other  persons  or  corpora- 
tions parties  to  said  proceedings  upon  such  notice  as  the 
court  may  prescribe.  If  any  stockholder  shall  vote  for  such 
sale,  conveyance^  lease,  or  other  disposition,  or  if  he  shall  re- 
ceive anything  on  account  thereof,  or,  if  he  does  not  so  vote 
and  does  not  receive  anything  on  account  thereof  and  never- 
theless shall  fail  to  avail  himself  of  the  foregoing  provisions 
to  have  his  stock  appraised  within  the  time  limited,  he  shall 
be  bound  finally  and  conclusively  by  said  sale,  conveyance, 
lease,  or  other  disposition,  and  diall  be  forever  estopped  to 
call  in  question  said  sale,  conveyance,  lease,  or  other  dis- 
position, if  lawfully  made,  or  any  of  the  things  lawfully 
performed  thereunder  or  in  pursuance  thereof.  If  under 
the  terms  agreed  upon  by  sudi  contracting  or  participating 
corporations  as  a  consideration  for  said  sfJe,  lease,  or  other 
disposition,  anything  is  to  be  paid  or  delivered  by  said  cor^ 
poration  whose  charter  is  herein  amended  to  any  stockholder 
coming  imder  the  provisions  of  the  preceding  sentence  and 
such  stockholder  shall,  upon  a  tender  of  what  is  to  be  thus 
paid  or  delivered  to  him,  refuse  or  neglect  to  perform  all 
acts  and  do  all  things  required  of  such  stockholder  under  or 
by  virtue  of  the  said  agreed  terms  and  to  comply  therewith 
in  all  respects,  then  said  corporation  may,  in  its  discretion, 
in  preference  to  resorting  to  other  lawful  remedies,  deposit 
what  such  stockholder  is  so  entitled  to  receive  with  the 
treasurer  of  the  state  of  Connecticut  to  be  held  by  said  treas- 
urer and  his  successors  in  office  for  the  use  and  benefit  of 
and  subject  to  the  order  of  such  stockholder,  his  heirs,  execu- 
tors^ and  administrators,  or  his  assigns,  and  upon  such  de- 
posit the  corporation  whose  charter  is  herein  amended  shall 
have  and  enjoy  all  titles  and  rights  and  may  exercise  all 
powers  which  under  or  by  virtue  of  the  said  agreed  terms  it 
would  be  entitled  to  have,  enjoy,  and  exercise  respectively 
after  full  compliance  with  said  terms  by  such  stockholder. 
If  after  any  such  deposit  is  made  the  stockholder  for  whose 
use  and  benefit  it  is  made  shall  commence  a  civil  suit  against 
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said  corporation  in  acoordanoe  with  the  preceding  provisions 
of  this  section,  all  right  and  interest  of  such  stockholder  in 
said  deposit  shall  thereby  forthwith  be  terminated,  and 
thenceforth  the  treasurer  of  the  state  shall  hold  such  deposit 
for  the  use  and  benefit  of  and  subject  to  the  order  of  said 
oorporation. 

§  5.  Said  corporation  whose  charter  is  herein  amended 
shall  have  full  right  and  power  from  time  to  time,  any 
other  law  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding,  to  guarantee  the 
contracts  and  the  bonds  or  other  obligations  of  any  other 
corporation,  now  or  hereafter  and  wherever  organized,  which 
is  engaged  or  authorized  to  engage  in  the  transportation  of 
persons  or  property  or  both,  or  in  the  generation  or  develop- 
ment of  electricity  or  of  any  power,  and  of  any  corporation, 
association,  or  partnership,  now  or  hereafter  and  wherever 
organized,  which  owns  or  controls  at  least  a  majority  of  the 
capital  stock  of  any  such  other  corporation,  and  to  guarantee 
the  payment  of  interest  on  such  bonds  or  other  obligations 
of  any  such  other  corporation  or  dividends  on  the  capital 
stock  of  any  such  other  corporation. 

§  6.  The  corporation  whose  charter  is  herein  amended 
shall,  for  the  sake  of  the  convenience  of  the  public,  have  the 
right  to  take,  with  the  approval  of  the  railroad  commis- 
sioners, in  the  manner  provided  in  section  3687  of  the  gen- 
eral statutes,  real  estate,  including  lands  and  interest  in 
lands,  rights  of  flowage,  and  easements  of  any  nature,  for  the 
purpose  of  constructing  or  improving  any  railroad  or  rtfil-  . 
way  which  it  shall  have  the  authority  or  right  to  construct  ot 
operate,  or  for  the  purpose  of  developing  any  water  power 
or  transmitting  electricity  in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
of  section  three  of  this  resolution.  Whenever  in  the  de- 
velopment of  any  water  power  it  shall  become  necessary  or 
convenient  to  alter  the  grade  or  course  of  any  road  or  high- 
way, the  said  corporation  may,  at  its  expense,  with  the*  con- 
sent of  the  municipal  authorities  having  charge  of  the  main- 
tenance of  such  road  or  highway,  make  the  proper  changes 
in  the  grade  or  course  of  such  road  or  highway  in  such  man- 
ner as  not  to  impair  its  usefulness  and  so  as  to  leave  it  in  a 
condition  acceptable  to  said  municipal  authorities;  and  said 
corporation  shall  be  liable  to  any  owner  of  land  adjoining 
a  highway  so  changed  or  of  any  interest  in  such  land  for 
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any  special  damage  to  him  caused  by  such  change.  The 
provisions  of  this  section  shall  not  authorize  or  permit  the 
taking  of  any  natural  pond,  or  of  any  lake,  or  of  any  dam 
or  developed  water  power,  or  of  any  real  estate  naturally 
appurtenant  to  or  suitable  for  the  development  of  any  par- 
ticular water  power  of  any  corporation  which  has  been  here- 
tofore chartered  by  the  genend  assembly  or  has  been  here- 
tofore organized  imder  the  general  corporation  law,  with 
authority  to  develop  such  water  power  and  which  has  already 
acquired  any  real  estate  for  all  or  any  part  of  its  water 
power  purposes,  or  of  any  real  estate  already  acquired  by  a 
manufacturer  for  the  purpose  of  further  reasonably  develop- 
ing for  the  necessities  of  his  business  an  already  developed 
water  power  used  in  such  manufacturing  business,  nor  shall 
said  corporation  have  power  to  take  any  land  or  water  rights 
acquired  by  any  public  or  private  corporation  for  the  pur- 
pose of  supplying  any  community  with  water  for  public  or 
domestic  use.  When  any  feme  covert,  infant,  cestui  que 
trust,  or  person  non  compos  mentis  shall  be  interested  in 
properly  required  by  said  corporation  for  any  of  the  pur- 
poses aforesaid,  said  property  shall  be  taken  under  this 
section  on  giving  notice  to  the  husband  of  such  feme  covert, 
the  trustee  of  such  cestui  que  trusty  the  guardian,  either 
natural  or  appointed,  of  such  infant,  and  the  conservator  of 
such  person  non  compos  mentis,  who  may  respectively  give 
releases  for  all  damages  for  lands  so  taken  as  fully  as  if  the 
same  were  holden  in  their  own  right 

*  §  7.  The  corporation  whose  charter  is  herein  amended 
shall  have  the  power  to  acquire  by  purchase,  lease,  or  other- 
wise and  hold  real  estate  for  pleasure  grounds  for  tho  recrea- 
tion of  the  patrons  of  its  railroads  or  railways,  to  develop 
and  maintain  such  pleasure  grounds  and  provide  therein  any 
lawful  instrumentalities  of  popular  recreation,  and  to  charge 
tolls  for  admission  to  such  grounds  and  also  for  the  iise  and 
enjoyment  of  such  instrumentalities  of  recreation.  Such 
pleasure  grounds  and  the  rights  conferred  by  this  section 
may  be  sold,  leased,  or  oCherwise  disposed  of  to  any  other 
person  or  corporation. 

§  8.  Nothing  in  this  resolution  shall  authorize  or  permit 
the  operation  of  a  railroad,  railway,  or  tramway  by  steam 
along  any  street  or  highway.     Nothing  in  this  resolution 
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shall  authorize  or  permit  the  building  or  extension  within 
this  state  of  a  railroad,  railway,  or  tramway  so  as  to  parallel 
any  street  railway  or  electric  railway  or  steam  or  other  rail- 
road of  any  other  company  without  the  consent  of  such  com- 
pany or  a  finding  by  a  judge  of  the  superior  court,  after  ap- 
plication, notice,  and  hearing  as  provided  in  section  3846  of 
the  general  statutes,  that  public  convenience  and  necessity 
require  the  building  or  extending  of  such  railway  or  tram- 
way. Nothing  in  this  resolution  shall  authorize  or  permit 
the  construction  within  this  state  of  a  railroad,  street  rail- 
way, electric  railway,  or  tramway  within  any  town  within 
which  any  other  company  shall  have  the  charter  right  to 
construct  a  railroad,  street  railway,  electric  railway,  or 
tramway  of  any  description,  without  the  consent  of  such 
other  company,  except  upon  routes,  streets,  and  highways 
upon  which  the  right  to  construct  a  railroad,  street  railway, 
electric  railway,  or  tramway  has  been  or  shall  hereafter  be 
specifically  granted  to  the  corporation  whose  charter  is  herein 
amended,  or  to  a  corporation  which  shall  lawfully  hold  its 
franchises,  or  to  a  corporation  whose  franchises  shall  have 
been  by  it  lawfully  acquired.

BIENNIAL  REPORT. 


T  is  a  pleasant  task  for,  me,  in  presenting  my 
biennial  report  for  1905  and  1906,  to  re- 
cord the  fact  that  a  great  wave  of  highway 
reformation  is  sweeping  over  the  land  and 
that  state  after  state  is  organizing  under 
some  intelligent  plan  to  improve  their 
highways. 

Connecticut  has  reason  to  be  proud  of  the  fact  that  she  was 
one  of  the  first  to  take  up  a  state  aid  plan.  Since  1895,  the 
commencement  of  state  aid  in  our  state  —  at  which  time  only 
two  other  states  had  preceded  her,  New  Jersey  first,  Massachu- 
setts second,  Connecticut  third  —  nineteen  other  states  have 
adopted  state  supervision,  or  made  appropriations  for  highway 
improvement,  so  that  today  there  are  twenty-two  states  at  work 
under  state  supervision,  either  by  commission,  or  in  extending 
financial  assistance. 

It  is  the  exception  rather  than  the  rule  that  any  state,  hav- 
ing once  started  upon  the  improvement  of  her  highways  under 
a  commission,  has  resorted  to  the  old  plan  of  taking  care  of 
highways  locally.  On  th«  contrary,  tte  history  of  the  move- 
ment since  1891,  at  which  time  state  aid  was  first  inaugurated 
in  any  place  in  the  country,  each  succeeding  year  in  the  life 
of  the  several  commissions  and  in  the  continuance  of  state  aid, 
has  resulted  in  a  stronger  endorsement  of  this  method  of  build- 
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ing  and  taking  care  of  highways  and  in  increased  appropria- 
tions in  each  of  the  states  that  has  entered  upon  state  super- 
vision. 

It  is  a  remarkable  retrospect,  the  progress  of  *  this  great 
movement  during  the  past  twelve  years,  commencing  with  a 
few  thousand  dollars,  in  many  states  more  as  an  experiment 
than  as  a  permanent  institution  or  policy  of  the  state  to  enter 
upon  highway  construction,  but  we  find  today  that  the  appro- 
priations in  these  states  have  grbwn  by  leaps  and  bounds  until 
now  it  is  not  a  question  of  thousands,  but  millions  of  dollars, 
demonstrating  very  clearly  and  emphatically  that  the  people  of 
our  country  have  awakened  from  the  lethargy  and  chains 
which  bound  them  politically  and  otherwise  and  have  taken  up 
this  great  question  of  transportation  over  the  highways,  fully 
appreciating  that  old  systems,  methods  and  customs  which  had 
been  followed  for  so  many  ye^rs  were  all  wrong  and  that  if 
they  ever  expect  to  have  a  system  that  would  yield  them  any- 
where near  an  adequate  return  for  the  money  invested  upon  the 
highways,  it  would  be  a  system  removed  as  far  as  possible  from 
politics  and  local  environments. 

The  rapid  growth  in  the  population  of  this  country  and  the 
problem  of  ministering  to  the  wants  of  the  people  within  our 
borders  and  those  constantly  arriving,  along  so  many  lines  and 
avenues,  for  the  time  being  did  not  permit  this  great  question 
of  highway  improvement  to  impress  itself  on  the  minds  of  our 
citizens  as  other  interests  seem  to  have  done.  So  that  it  is 
only  within  the  last  sixteen  years  that  any  definite  plan  was 
formed  to  take  up  highway  construction  along  permanent  lines 
under  some  intelligent  system,  but,  like  everything  else  that  we 
do  —  a  peculiar  characteristic  of  the  American  people  —  when 
a  thing  has  once  comniended  itself  to  their  thoughtful  minds, 
it  has  become  an  established  policy  and  one  to  be  followed  to 
a  successful  conclusion  as  speedily  as  possible. 

DEMAND  FOR  BETTER  ROADS 

At  no  time  in  the  history  of  our  state  aid  plan  has  the  move- 
ment received  such  universal  recognition  and  irrepressible  pop- 
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ular  demand  for  highway  improvement  as  has  been  shown  dur- 
ing the  past  two  years.  The  usefulness,  the  economy  and  the 
benefits  to  be  derived  from  good  roads  have  become  so  very 
manifest,  even  with  the  small  amount  of  money  that  has  been 
used  during  the  last  twelve  years,  that  it  is  almost  a  financial 
impossibility  to  meet  the  demands  of  the  people. 

The  economical  side  of  the  question  has  been  carefully  dem- 
onstrated and  is  fully  appreciated  by  every  town  in  the  state, 
so  much  so  that  towns  are  refraining  from  doing  work  on  their 
town  roads,  preferring  to  wait  until  such  times  as  an  appropria- 
tion is  available  so  that  they  may  have  the  best  road  it  is  pos- 
sible to  obtain. 

With  the  information  that  has  been  carefully  compiled  in 
my  office  and  secured  through  the  medium  of  the  reports  of 
the  several  towns  in  the  state,  the  astonishing  fact  presents  it- 
self that  over  $1,500,000  per  year  has  been  expended  during  the 
past  two  years  by  the  towns  for  roads  and  bridges,  outside  of 
the  amount  appropriated  by  the  state.  A  few  years  ago  similar 
data  was  secured  and  the  information  gained  at  that  time  in- 
dicated that  $1,000,000  per  annum  was  being  expended  in  the 
state  for  roads  and  bridges.  The  natural  deduction  is  that  with 
the  increase  of  $500,000  a  year  as  an  expenditure  on  the  part 
of  the  towns  of  the  state  for  highway  improvement,  the  several 
towns  have  been  constructing  a  better  class  of  roads  and 
bridges  since  the  inception,  or  organization,  of  state  aid  in  1895. 


INFLUENCE  OF  STATE  KOADS 

It  has  always  been  the  policy  of  this  department,  early  es- 
tablished and  since  continued,  to  make  the  department  more 
educational  in  the  construction  of  state  roads  than  any  other 
thing  connected  with  state  work.  It  has  been  claimed,  and  so 
stated  in  my  reports,  made  very  early  in  connection  with  the 
work,  that  **  There  never  had  been  a  time,  nor  perhaps  would 
there  ever  come  a  time,  when  the  state,  with  her  many  cares 
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and  interests  to  look  after,  would  be  able,  financially,  to  expend 
upon  her  roads  as  large  a  sum  as  that  which  the  towns  of  them- 
selves were  appropriating  from  their  own  treasuries/'  Hence, 
the  best  work  of  this  department  would  be  to  so  construct  the 
roads  of  the  state  that  they  would  be  an  object  lesson  to  the 
towns  in  which  each  section  of  improved  highway  was  built  by 
the  state,  so  that  the  towns  might  of  themselves  take  the  char- 
acter of  the  work  as  an  example  to  follow. 

So  apparent  is  the  result  of  the  influence  of  state  work  to- 
day, in  comparison  with  the  practices  indulged  in  before  the 
commencement  of  state  aid,  that  those  using  our  roads  only  oc- 
casionally must  have  noticed  the  marked  diflference  not  only  in 
the  character  of  the  construction  of  the  highways  by  the  towns 
themselves,  but  also  in  their  care  and  maintenance  of  the  num- 
erous miles  of  highway  outside  of  those  on  which  the  very  best 
and  most  improved  method  of  state  construction  has  been  em- 
ployed. The  roads  improved  solely  by  the  towns,  in  so  far  as 
the  making  of  a  highway  system  is  concerned,  have,  to  say  the 
least,  widened  out  and  a  good  system  of  culverts  has  been  put 
in ;  roads  have  been  straightened,  brush  has  been  cut  back,  wa- 
ter has  been  given  more  attention  in  its  direction  and  its  con- 
trol than  ever  before,  all  of  which  is  an  encouraging  sign  that 
towns  are  fast  learning  that  good  roads  pay  for  themselves. 

The  open  door  policy  of  the  state  in  allowing  towns  to  select 
the  sections  of  highway  to  be  improved  under  state  aid,  and 
which  has  been  followed  for  several  years,  did  not  at  first  make 
apparent  that  which  was  being  done  by  the  state  in  her  work  of 
reform,  but  now  that  the  towns  have  accepted  state  aid,  and 
the  appropriations  have  been  very  generally  taken  up  and  these 
short  sections  added  to,  connected  lines  are  becoming  apparent 
That  which  was  obscure  and  hardly  noticeable  during  the  first 
few  years  of  the  movement  has  become  very  noticeable  now  and 
our  system  is  rapidly  growing  into  popular  favor,  and  while  the 
appropriations  from  year  to  year  have  not  been  large — ^nor  will 
they  in  the  aggregate  foot  up  to  a  large  total — ^the  work,  how- 
ever, has  so  commended  itself  to  the  people  of  the  state  that 
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there  is  a  very  strong  demand  on  the  part  of  our  citizens,  and 
it  will  not  be  satisfied  until  the  work  has  been  given  the  impe- 
tus that  the  people  are  so  heartily  in  favor  of  at  the  present 
time. 


APPLICATIONS  FOR  STATE  AID 

No  better  evidence  of  the  growth  of  the  movement  can  be 
produced  than  that  which  appears  as  the  result  of  the  last  two 
years'  work. 

The  appropriations  of  1905  and  1906  were  made  available 
by  the  passage  of  an  act  July  13,  1905.  The  delay  in  making 
the  appropriation  is  a  very  discouraging  feature  because  a 
great  deal  of  valuable  time  for  road  building  is  lost.  Immedi- 
ately following  the  passage  of  the  bill  the  towns  of  the  state 
were  notified  of  the  amount  that  had  been  appropriated  by  the 
legislature  and  also  the  state's  proportion  payable  to  the  towns 
that  would  be  allowed  under  the  last  report  of  the  Board  of 
Equalization.  The  final  date  for  receiving  applications  was 
fixed  as  September  1,  1905.  Many  of  the  towns,  however,  ' 
found  themselves  unable  to  arrange  to  hold  a  town  meeting  be- 
fore that  date  and  an  extension  was  given  to  the  towns  to 
September  15.  The  final  date  for  making  applications  was  fur- 
ther extended  to  September  25,  at  which  time  the  allotments  to 
the  several  towns  were  made.  The  applications,  however,  were 
not  finally  acted  upon  until  October  1,  1905. 

When  the  applications  which  had  been  received  were  opened 
it  was  found  that  ninety-seven  towns  had  asked  for  the  full 
limit  allowed  under  the  law  for  two  years — ^nine  thousand  dol- 
lars— and  thirty-six  towns  applied  for  amounts  ranging  from 
six  hundred  and  forty  dollars  to  seven  thousand  dollars.  The 
aggregate  amount  of  these  applications  was  one  million, 
seventy  four  thousand,  six  hundred  and  forty-two  dollars  ($1,- 
074,642).  This  amount  exceeded  the  appropriation  by  four 
hundred  and  eighty-eight  thousand,  four  hundred  and  seventy 
dollars  ($488,470),  the  largest  excess  ever  voted  by  the  towns 
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since  the  date  of  the  commencement  of  the  movement.  The  ap- 
propriation on  the  part  of  the  state  not  being  adequate  to  com- 
ply with  the  requests  of  the  town,  it  was  necessary  to  cut  down 
the  allotments  in  order  to  keep  within  the  appropriation.  The 
reduction  was  principally  jn  towns  applying  for  the  maximum 
amount  of  nine  thousand  dollars,  which  were  reduced  to  fifty- 
two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  ($5,250) .  This  was  the  maximum 
amount  allowed  to  any  town.  This  scaling  brought  the  sum 
down  to  the  amount  available  under  the  appropriation.  The 
total  amount  allowed  by  the  state  was  five  hundred  and  eighty- 
six  thousand,  one  hundred  and  seventy-two  dollars  ($586,172). 
Of  this  amount,  the  state  contributed  four  hundred  and  eight 
thousand,  nine  hundred  and  eighty-seven  dollars  and  twenty- 
four  cents  ($408,987.24),  and  the  towns  one  hundred  and  seven- 
ty-seven thousand,  one  hundred  and  eighty-four  dollars  and 
seventy-six  cents  ($177,184.76),  leaving  a  balance  of  twelve 
dollars  and  seventy-six  cents  ($12.76)  for  contingencies.  Sev- 
enty-two towns,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  law, 
received  two-thirds  of  the  amount  of  their  allotment,  while 
sixty-one  towns  received  three-fourths  of  their  allotment. 

WORK  ACCOMPLISHED 

The  large  number  of  towns  applying  under  this  appropria- 
tion together  with  those  towns  that  were  at  work  under  former 
appropriations  made  a  total  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  towns 
entering  upon  road  building  at  the  commencement  of  the  sea- 
son of  1905.  At  the  close  of  the  season  of  1906,  as  a  result  of 
two  years'  work,  one  hundred  and  sixty-seven  contracts  had 
been  let,  which  have  resulted  in  the  improvement  of  two  hun- 
dred and  fifty-six  sections  of  highway,  requiring  for  said  im- 
provements the  expenditure  of  four  hundred  and  seventy-six 
thousand,  nine  hundred  and  forty-one  dollars  ($476,941).  The 
number  of  miles  improved  under  this  expenditure  was  one 
hundred  and  twelve.  This  applies  to  work  actually  finished, 
accepted  and  paid  for  by  the  state  and  now  a  part  of  our 
highway  system. 
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In  addition  to  this  money  expended  on  finished  roads,  there 
have  been  one  hnndred  and  seventy-six  additional  sections  laid 
out,  surveys  made  and  contracts  let,  which  will  require  a  fur- 
ther expenditure,  when  the.  work  has  been  accepted,  of  three 
hundred  and  thirty-seven  thousand,  nine  hundred  and  eleven 
dollars  and  eighty-seven  cents  ($337,911.87).  which,  when  fin- 
ished, will  accomplish  a  further  improvement  of  sixty-seven 
miles  to  be  added  to  our  system.  Many  of  these  contracts  are 
now  very  nearly  completed.  Had  there  been  an  earlier  appro- 
priation last  year  a  very  large  part  of  this  unfinished  work 
would  have  been  rounded  up,  completed  and  turned  over  to  the 
state,  thus  extending  our  system  of  highways  many  miles.  A 
large  number  of  contracts  under  former  appropriations  that 
have  from  various  reasons  remained  unfinished  have  been  com- 
pleted during  the  past  two  years. 

SCARCITY  OP  LABOR 

All  over  the  state  there  has  been  a  large  volume  of  work 
and  owing  to  the  unprecedented  good  times  o^jcasioned  by  bus- 
iness activity,  there  has  been  an  unusual  demand  for  manual 
labor.  The  supply  has  not  been  adequate  to  meet  this  demand. 
Many  of  our  contractors  have  taken  upon  themselves  several 
contracts  for  which  they  were  unable  to  get  sufficient  help  to 
carry  on  the  work.  Owing  to  the  limited  number  of  contractors 
available  in  this  state  and  the  scarcity  of  help,  it  became  nec- 
essary to  allow  contractors  to  accept  several  contracts  in  order 
that  the  work  might  be  started  and  carried  on  as  expeditiously 
as  possible.  The  state  has  been  very  successful  in  letting  con- 
tracts, notwithstanding  the  scarcity  of  men  and  the  limited 
number  of  contractors,  and  for  this  we  are  to  be  congratulated 
when  comparison  is  made  with  other  states  which  have  not 
been  so  fortunate. 

The  chief  difficulty  has  been  found  in  securing  contractors 
to  do  work  in  the  smaller  towns,  where  the  sections  to  be 
improved  were  short  and  such  that  they  did  not  oflfer  sufficient 
attraction,  either  in  the  amount  of  work  to  be  done  or  the

conditions  existing,  to  the  contractors,  thereby  necessitating 
the  towns  in  which  the  work  was  to  be  done,  to  assume  the 
contracts  themselves  or  not  have  the  work  done  at  all. 
Help  was  equally  as  difficult  to  secure  in  these  small  towns 
as  it  was  in  the  larger  places,  and  in  many  instances  more 
so.  But  with  all  these  difficulties  to  overcome,  the  volume 
of  business  done  during  the  past  two  years  was  very  satis- 
factory to  this  department  and  fully  up  to  our  expectations. 

NECESSAEY  CHANGES  IN  LAW 

The  policy  pursued  by  the  state  in  making  state  aid  popular 
and  in  growing  the  sentiment  for  the  improvement  of  our  sys- 
tem of  highways  is  cumbersome,  and  it  will  be  next  to  a  physi- 
cal impossibility,  unless  some  radical  changes  are  made  in  the 
present  law,  to  expedite  matters  to  a  greater  extent  than  we 
have  been  doing  during  the  past  twelve  years.  It  is  safe  to  say, 
however,  that  never  before  in  the  history  of  the  movement  have 
the  people  been  so  unanimous  not  only  for  improved  highways, 
but  to  have  the  work  done  as  rapidly  as  possible.  It  would 
seem  wise,  now  that  the  period  of  propagating  and  growing 
the  sentiment  has  been  gone  through  with,  that  some  very  radi- 
cal changes  in  the  law  should  be  made^  and  with  this  end  in 
view,  this  department  will  make  several  recommendations, 
which,  if  followed,  will  result  in  a  great  saving  of  time  and 
money  and  will  lead  up  to  the  improvement  of  our  system  along 
more  expeditious  lines  than  heretofore.  Without  the  adoption 
of  these  recommendations  the  state  must  be  content  to  have 
the  progress  of  the  movement  retarded  and  the  redemption  of 
our  roads  delayed  for  a  long  period  of  time.  It  is  to  be  hoped 
that  the  legislature  will  rise  to  the  occasion  and  amend  the  law 
at  many  points  having  reference  to  the  mode  of  procedure  that 
has  been  in  use  for  some  years. 

It  would  not  have  been  wise  up  to  this  time  to  have  pur- 
sued any  other  course  than  that  which  has  been  followed  so 
closely  during  the  past  twelve  years,  but  there  is  no  reasonable 
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excuse  today  for  remaining  botind  down  by  former  conditions 
which  had  to  be  met  in  looking  to  the  future  welfare  of  the  im- 
provement of  our  highway  system.  I  cannot  emphasize  thi}i 
fact  too  strongly.  Every  one  in  the  state  recognizes  the  necess- 
ity for  more  expedition  in  the  improvement  of  our  roads.  At 
every  point  this  great  question  has  been  tried  out  and  tested. 
All  of  the  experiences  we  have  gone  through  have  led  up  to 
this  one  conclusion:  That  we  need  first  class  highways  over 
which  to  transact  the  business  of  the  state  and  for  its  growth 
and  for  the  prosperity  of  the  people,  and  with  these  facts  ap- 
parent And  acknowledged  by  every  one,  the  duty  lies  at  the 
door  of  the  law-makers  of  our  state  and  it  should  be  immediate- 
ly accepted  and  acted  on. 


SUMMARY  OF  TWO  YEARS'  WORK. 

A  summary  of  the  progress  of  the  Good  Roads  Movement 
during  the  two  years  ending  December  31,  1906,  makes  appar- 
ent these  facts: 

Of  the  168  towns  in  the  state,  97  applied  for  the  maximum 
apportionment  of  $9,000,  while  36  towns  asked  for  amounts 
ranging  from  $640  to  $7,000.

WHAT  INJURIOUS  EFFECT,  IF  ANY,  DO  AUTOMOBILiES 

HAVE  ON  OUR  ROAD  SYSTEM? 

At  home  and  abroad  this  question  has  been  asked  any  num- 
ber of  times  and  I  have  thought  it  of  sufficient  importance  to 
reply  to  it  injny  report.  It  is  astonishing  how  popular  motor- 
ing has  become  in  our  state  and,  in  fact,  all  over  the  United 
States.  Since  the  issuance  by  this  state  of  the  first  license  on 
May  28,  1903,  up  to  the  present  time  four  thousjmd  licenses 
have  been  issued  by  the  secretary  of  state.  About  four  hun- 
dred of  these  licenses  are  for  motor  cycles  and  about  three 
hundred  licenses  have  been  issued  to  transients.  No  license 
fee  is  charged  non-residents  unless  they  are  to  remain  in  the 
state  for  a  period  exceeding  fifteen  days.  The  sum  of  two  dol- 
lars is  charged  for  a  license.  This  includes  two  sets  of  num- 
bers, one  for  the  front  and  the  other  for  the  rear  of  the  ma- 
chine. This  fee,  it  is  apparent,  is  only  nominal  and  the  income 
derived  from  this  source  does  not  amount  to  a  very  large  sum 
in  the  aggregate.  The  use  of  the  automobile,  it  must  be  con- 
ceded, will  grow  rapidly  and  as  automobiles  have  come  to  stay, 
the  use  of  the  roads  by  this  class  of  vehicles  will  form  a  very 
large  part  of  the  traffic  over  the  highways  of  the  state.  If 
it  be  true  that  so  many  citizens  own  automobiles  and  use  the 
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roads  for  business  or  pleasure,  it  is  equally  true  that  the 
number  of  persons  using  the  roads  is  augmented  several  thous- 
and by  those  who  come  into  our  state,  this  latter  class  contri- 
buting nothing  to  either  town,  city,  county  or  state  treasury. 

No^w,  the  vital  question  is:  Does  the  automobile  injure  our 
roads  more  than  the  travel  of  other  vehicles  f  If  so,  in  what 
way? 

It  is  only  fair  to  take  this  question  up  broadly  so  as  to  reach 
a  fair  conclusion  in  determining  this  factor  in  the  solution  of 
thig  ne-wer  problem  confronting  us  in  the  use  of  the  highways. 
I  have  made  a  close  study  of  this  question  during  the  past  two 
years  and  I  am  satisfied  that  no  agency  at  work  on  the  roads 
has  directed  attention  to  the  use  of  our  roads  to  the  extent  that 
the  automobiles  have.  The  natural  inquiry  will  be,  in  what 
manner  has  this  been  done. 

It  is  safe  to  say,  in  reply  to  this  inquiry,  that  our  roads 

have   shown  more  wear  on  the  surface  during  the  past  two 

jears  than  for  any  similar  period  since  the  commencement  of 

macadam  construction  in  this  state.    In  nine  out  of  ten  towns 

artificial  moistening  of  roads  is  not  resorted  to  by  the  officials 

in  tovens  where  our  macadam  roads  have  been  constructed.  The 

use  of  the  sprinkling  cart  seems  to  be  a  lost  art,  and  the  only 

moisture  the  macadam  receives  is  from  the  rain  and  the  dew, 

except,  of  course,  id  winter  time,  when  there  are  occasional 

snow  storms.    For  that  reason,  our  macadam  roads  are  very 

dry  in  summer  and  become  an  easy  prey  to  rapidly  moving 

automobiles.    The  low-hanging  machinery  of  the  car  restricts 

the  space  from  the  top  of  the  road  to  a  narrow  opening  which 

the  rapidly  moving  car  transforms  into  a  draft,  the  suction 

from  which  removes  all  loose  or  insecure  particles  from  the 

surface  of  the  road,  very  much  the  same  as  a  carpet  sweeper 

operates. 

The  screenings  top  has  two  useful  purposes.  One  is  to  f orpi 
a  cushion  to  protect  the  second  course  of  stone,  which  i^  the 
top  course  of  stone  immediately  under  the  screenings,  or  finish- 
ing surface  of  the  road.    This  cushion  protects  the  underlying 
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stone  from  direct  contact  with  the  shoe  of  the  horse  and  the 
tire  of  the  wagon.  Its  second  office  is  to  retain  moisture  in  the 
summer  time,  thus  preserving  the  cementic  properties  of  the 
screenings,  and  in  the  winter  time  furnishing  a  covering  that 
prevents  the  entrance  of  frost  into  the  road,  and  also  removing 
the  possibility  of  disintegration  and  heaving  of  the  road 
screenings.  It  also  operates  to  prevent  the  fall  rains  from 
penetrating  into  the  courses  of  stouQ,  thus  inviting  frost  and 
leaving  the  road,  when  the  frost  departs,  green  and  very  sus- 
ceptible and  responsive  to  travel. 

In  the  summer  time,  particularly,  when  our  roads  are  very 
popular  and  are  used  largely  by  all  kinds  of  vehicles  either  for 
business  or  pleasure,  the  passing  of  one  of  these  rapidly  moving 
cars  removes  from  the  road  its  intended  protection.  Horse 
drawn  vehicles  that  follow  are  by  this  stripping  process 
brought  into  direct  contact  with  the  stone  that  have  been  un- 
covered by  the  automobile.  These  fitone  are  easily  dislodged 
from  where  they  were  imbedded  and  a  fracture  is  made  in  the 
rbad.  The  stone  thus  loosened  act  as  an  irritant  to  the  other 
stone  when  struck  by  hoof  or  wheel,  the  bond  is  thus  broken 
and  the  road  immediately  demands  repair,  or  a  large  bill  of 
expense  will  result.  If  the  road  is  not  at  once  taken  care  of  the 
influence  of  even  a  slight  fracture  is  farreaching.  This  de- 
structive force  has  been  at  work  for  some  time,  but  its  effects 
have  been  more  noticeable  during  the  past  year  than  ever  be- 
fore. 

This  description  of  how  roads  are  injured  is  apparent  not 
only  to  the  men  who  make  a  business  of  the  art  of  road  build- 
ing, but  is  the  subject  of  grave  consideration  in  towns  where  a 
macadam  system  has  been  laid.  All  over  the  state  where  we 
have  a  macadam  system  officials  are  inquiring  how  to  remedy 
the  evil. 

Under  the  constitution,  all  vehicles  have  a  right  to  use  the 
roads.  I  think  the  disposition  of  the  people  of  the  state,  as  ex- 
pressed to  me  in  my  official  work,  is  not  to  work  any  injury  to 
or  impose  any  unnecessary  burden  on  any  one  using  automo- 
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biles  or  any  other  vehicle  on  onr  roads,  but  it  is  a  condition  and 
not  a  theory  that  confronts  us.  The  towns  have  been  putting 
a  large  amount  of  money  into  highway  improvement,  and  they 
are  to  be  commenced  for  so  doing.  But  they  are  beginning  to 
complain  that  while  they  desire  an  improved  system  of  high- 
way constructed  within  their  limits,  this  newer  question  of 
constant  repair  should  be  met  either  in  the  original  construc- 
tion of  the  macadam  road,  or  by  providing  some  method  by 
which  this  large  bill  of  expense  entailed  upon  the  towns  shall 
be  met  in  some  way  other  than  by  depleting  the  town  treas- 
ury. This  is  a  natural  conclusion  and  suggests  that  some 
means  should  be  adopted  whereby  roads  shall  be  constructed 
mider  some  other  plan,  or  some  way  provided  to  divide  the  ex- 
pense necessary  to  make  the  repairs  so  emphatically  called  for 
at  this  time.  It  is  an  important  question  and  it  is  well  that  we 
meet  it  thus  early  before  the  mileage  of  macadam  roads  is  in- 
creased. In  other  words,  a  revolution  will  have  to  take  place, 
wherever  macadam  roads  are  laid,  in  the  construction  of  the 
roads  so  as  to  reduce  the  expense  of  care  and  maintenance 
after  the  roads  have  been  built. 

I  cannot  at  this  time  enter  into  the  question  of  the  consti- 
tutionality of  taxing  one  vehicle  more  than  another,  nor  shall 
I  undertake  in  this  report  to  suggest  what  should  be  the  action 
of  the  legislature  in  regard  to  assisting  the  several  towns  in 
the  state  in  taking  care  of  the  roads  already  constructed.  The 
state  and  the  several  towns  in  the  state  have  expended  several 
millions  of  dollars  in  building  a  first  class  system  of  macadam 
roads  that  were  calculated,  when  constructed,  to  take  care  of 
the  travel,  but  this  new  feature  of  menace  to  our  road  system 
calls  for  the  gravest  consideration  and  the  most  salutary  rem- 
edy that  can  be  devised. 

If  the  use  of  our  highways  by  automobiles  calls  for  a  better 
constmetion  when  the  road  is  originally  built  so  as  to  relieve 
the  expense  of  care  and  maintenance,  and  the  people  of  our 
.state  accept  the  suggestion  intelligently  and  provide  for  it, 
then  the  introduction  of  the  automobile  must  be  considered  a 
public  benefaction. 
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This  great  question  is  being  considered  by  the  commission- 
ers of  the  various  states  as  never  before.  Many  different  rem- 
edies have  been  suggested.  Some  of  these  have  been  tried  out 
and  to  a  limited  extent  they  have  been  found  efScient  in  meet- 
ing the  problem.  None  of  them,  however,  has  been  long 
enough  in  operation  to  be  adopted  as  a  permanent  policy  in 
future  road  construction.  The  question  of  assembling  stone  by 
methods  other  than  those  now  in  use  —  compression,  dust  and 
water  —  has  only  been  taken  up  in  a  very  few  states  and  the 
principal  drawback  has  been  the  question  of  expense. 

TARRED  AND  OILED  ROADS. 

If  it  is  necessary  to  assemble  stone  by  the  use  of  coal  tar, 
pitch  or  asphalt,  it  will  mean  an  increase  in  the  expense  per 
mile  of  macadam  road  for  material,  machinery  and  labor.  If, 
on  the  other  hand,  the  question  resolves  itself  into  just  one  of 
laying  the  dust  or  screening  course  on  the  top  of  the  No.  2 
stone,  it  will  not  be  such  a  serious  matter^  Coal  tar,  as  well  as 
crude  oil,  can  be  used  in  laying  dust.  Both  have  been  em- 
ployed with  very  good  results.  It  would  be  unwise,  if  Hot  im- 
possible, to  take  up  several  hundreds  of  miles  of  splendidly 
built  macadam  and  reconstruct  them.  The  use  of  coal  tar  can 
be  resorted  to,  thus  extending  the  life  of  these  roads,  removing 
the  dust  nuisance,  as  well  as  practically  assuring  the  preserva- 
tion of  the  roads  already  biiilt.  Certainly,  the  application  of 
something  to  lay  the  dust  will  assist  in  preserving  the  road  ancl 
remove  to  a  very  considerable  extent  the  expense  of  mainte- 
nance. The  use  of  coal  tar  in  tying  down  the  No.  2  course  of 
stone,  furnishing  a  water  proof  road  and  assisting  in  holding  the 
stone  in  place  has  proved  reasonably  eflBcient.  The  crude  coal 
tar,  however,  should  be  subjected  to  at  least  one  distillation  to 
remove  the  water  and  the  lighter  oils  so  as  to  furnish  a  consist- 
ency and  make  a  bond  or  wearing  surface.  Coal  tar  should 
only  be  applied  on  a  dry  surface  that  has,  previous  to  the  ap- 
plication, been  thoroughly  cleaned.  The  tar  should  be  hot  and 
the  day  warm.  In  the  application  of  coal  tar  upon  a  macadam 
surface  for  preserving  the  road,  a  different  system  than  that 
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now  in  use  should  be  resorted  to  in  the  machinery  employed 
and  the  method  of  application.  There  are  so  few  consecutive 
bright,  warm  days  during  which  coal  tar  can  be  applied  that 
every  effort  should  be  made  to  cover  as  large  an  area  as  pos- 
sible in  the  shortest  time,  in  order  that  .every  moment  of  pro- 
pitious weather  may  be  taken  advantage  of.  Coal  tar  being 
volatile  and  its  penetrative  power  essential,  the  direct  and  ex- 
acting heat  of  the  sun  should  be  warded  off  by  the  application 
of  a  chip  or  splinter  treatment.  The  dimensions  of  the  stone 
used  should  not  exceed  one-half  an  inch  the  longest  diameter. 
The  stone  should  be  applied  hot  and  rolled  into  the  coal  tar. 
The  depth  of  stone  should  be  just  sufficient  to  completely  cover 
the  tar,  and  no  more.  The  road  should  not  be  used  immediate- 
ly, but  travel  should  be  denied  until  the  tar  has  had  an  oppor- 
tunity to  chill,  thereby  ensuring  the  greatest  benefit  to  the 
road. 

Some  authorities  hold  that  flowing  the  coal  tar  on  the  roads 
is  better  than  the  vertical  sprinkling.  Each  method  has  its 
friends  and  its  enemies.  It  will  require  time  and  the  use  of  the 
roads  to  demonstrate  which  method  of  application  is  the  most 
efficient  and  economical. 

The  use  of  oil  has  been  resorted  to  in  some  instances  and 
its  application  is  a  little  different  from  that  of  coal  tar.  It  is 
necessary  in  the  use  of  petroleum  to  have  the  surface  to  be 
treated  perfectly  dry.  It  is  not  so-  essential  to  remove  the  dust 
or  debris  and  the  petroleum  is  applied  by  means  of  a  sprinkler. 
From  investigation  it  would  seem  that  the  heavier  oil,  sub- 
jected to  heat  and  put  on  when  the  road  is  dry  and  the  day 
warm,  would  give  better  results  and  furnish  a  more  ample  pro- 
tection to  the  road  than  the  lighter  oils.  However,  it  will  be 
absolutely  necessary,  whatever  method  is  adopted  to  protect 
our  roads  from  this  new  enemy,  that  something  be  done  im- 
mediately. 

If  the  means  suggested  will  remove  the  necessity  for  con- 
stant repair,  the  advent  of  automobiles  may  prove  a  blessing  in 
disguise,  and  if  the  application  of  coal  tar,  petroleum  or  as- 
phalt will  protect  the  surface  of  the  road  from  the  destructive 
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force  of  travel  without  resorting  to  assembling  both  of  the  bot- 
tom courses  with  mastic,  the  evil  would  not  seem  so  formidable 
and  will  not  prove  so  expensive  or  disastrous  to  the  road  sys- 
tem as  now  appears. 

In  talking  with  quite  a  number  of  gentlemen  who  own  and 
use  automobiles,  the  consensus  of  opinion  seems  to  be  that  the ' 
automobile  does  injure  our  roads,  and  they  are  ready  to  con- 
tribute something  towards  the  extraordinary  expense  entailed 
in  keeping  the  roads  in  repair,  providing  the  money  so  contri- 
buted shall  be  used  for  the  care  and  maintenance  of  these 
roads.  This  is  a  very  commendable  spirit  to  show  and  should 
make  the  work  of  those  who  have  to  do  with  this  question  a 
very  simple  proposition. 

I  have  been  led  to  treat  of  this  particular  feature  of  my  de- 
partment by  reason  of  the  fact  that  the  towns  complain  so 
much  that  I  am  fearful  that  unless  something  is  done  to  relieve 
the  situation,  highway  improvement  in  this  state  will  suffer  a 
very  serious  reverse.  It  is  quite  possible  that  an  amicable  ad- 
justment of  this  matter  can  be  rei^ched  this  winter  so  that  all 
the  parties  in  interest  may  agree  in  regard  to  what  is  best  to  be 
done  with  this  serious  question  now  confronting  the  state. 

TRUNK  LINES. 

The  trunk  lines  of  the  state  are  the  arteries  through  which 
flows  the  business  life  by  rail,  or  by  road.  Any  interruption  is 
always  attended  by  loss  of  time  or  money  and  fatal  to  its 
growth  either  in  population  or  wealth.  Side  or  feeder  roads 
are  never  as  important  to  the  general  community  as  the  main 
highways.  All  roads  attach  themselves  to  the  trunk  lines  ul- 
timately. That  being  true,  the  first  care  of  the  state  should  be 
to  construct  its  trunk  lines,  for  the  simple  reason  that  they  are 
the  longest  and  accommodate .  the  greatest  amount  of  travel. 
They  are  also  the  most  important  because  they  go  through  the 
most  populous  business  centers.  Furthermore,  they  are  the 
most  direct :  consequently  they  save  time,  and  time  is  money. 

The  fourteen  trunk  lines  upon  which  the  state  has  been  for 
several  years  expending  the  major  portion  of  the  state  ap- 
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propriations  have  been  firmly  and  fully  established  as  carrying 
Ae  large  majority  of  the  traffic  of  the  roads  of  the  state.  It  is 
safe  to  say  that  during  the  past  twelve  years  that  we  have  been 
operating  under  a  state  Ibcw  that  the  sections  of  highway  that 
have  been  improved  are  those  roads  that  the  people  of  the 
state  use  preferably  to  any  other  roads  in  the  state.  It  may  be 
wise  at  this  time  to  provide  an  amendment  to  the  law  under 
which  we  operate  which  would  restrict  the  future  appropria- 
tions to  these  roads  upon  which  we  have  been  at  work  before 
taking  up  any  other  roads  in  the  state. 

There  is  a  very  good  reason  for  this  attitude  because  there 
has  been  no  'force  or  arbitrary  ruling  on  the  part  of  the  state 
to  bring  al>out  an  adoption  of  this  system.  The  people,  of 
themselves,  have  gradually  taken  up  this  proposition  and  have 
directed  the  mind  of  the  state  to  the  occupancy  of  these  roads 
for  improvement.  In  other  words,  the  choice  has  been  with 
the  towns  themselves,  for  under  the  first  law  the  selection  of 
the  section  of  the  road  to  be  improved  was  left  with  the  town 
meeting ;  while  under  the  amended  law,  the  selection  was  given 
to  the  boards  of  selectmen,  by  vote  of  the  town,  so  that  the 
towns  had  the  entire  decision  as  to  the  sections  to  be  improved, 
the  jstate  only  holding  the  veto  power. 

The  vast  net  work  of  roads  that  we  have  in  the  state  of 
Connecticut  —  perhaps  a  larger  percentage  to  the  area  covered 
than  any  other  state  in  the  Union  —  precludes  the  possibility, 
unless  the  state  appropriates  millions  of  dollars,  of  completing 
even  the  5,000  miles  of  main  highway  or  first  class  roads,  to 
say  nothing  about  the  10,000  miles  of  second  class  roads,  with- 
in a  reasonable  period,  and,  as  has  been  well  expressed  by  a 
large  number  of  our  citizens,  the  people  of  the  state  of  Con- 
necticut desire  to  see  something  done  while  they  are  alive  and 
ill  the  body  and  have  an  opportunity  to  enjoy  the  use  of  the 
roads,  rather  than  to  leave  as  a  heritage  an  unfulfilled  obliga- 
tion and  an  unperfected  system  of  highways. 

It  is  quite  within  the  limits  of  a  reasonable  probability  and 
a  not  excessive  appropriation  from  year  to  year,  to  finish'  up 
Ae  first  section  of  the  5,000  miles  of  main  highway  —  which 
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is  1,032  miles — within  a  reasonable  time  and  a  not  very  large 
outlay  of  money.  The  trend  of  the  business  of  the  state,  by  a 
large  majority,  centers  around  this  system,  as  outlined  on  the 
map  which  accompanies  this  report.  •  The  trunk  lines  are  fully 
described  in  their  directions,  and  the  towns,  villages,  boroughs 
and  cities  which  they  go  through  or  touch,  and  whose  business 
interests  they  take  care  of. 

Our  state  is  so  nicely  situated  with  its  water  fronts  and  its 
great  commercial  centers  by  rail  and  by  boat  that  there  would 
seem  no  need  for  argument  to  demonstrate  the  importance  of 
finishing  our  main  trunk  line  system  first.  Where,  only  a  few 
years  ago,  people  passing  through  our  state  by  rail  could  get 
only  a  faint  idea  of  our  possessions  from  the  windows  of  the 
rapidly  moving  cars  as  they  whirled  through  cities  and  towns, 
today  thousands  are  traveling  over  our  highways,  getting  into 
close  touch  with  everything  connected  with  our  state,  its  busi- 
ness interests,  its  diversified,  beautiful  scenery,  and  its  advant- 
ages. 

The  reputation  of  a  state  as  a  live,  enterprising  common- 
wealth, or  otherwise,  is  determined  very  largely  today  by  its 
accessibility,  and  our  road  system  has  become  quite  a  valuable 
adjunct  to  our  growth  and  prosperity.  Connecticut,  lyin^  as 
she  does  so  close  to  Boston  and  New  York,  with  her  many 
advantages  for  business  and  recreation  and  home  building,  it 
would  seem  that  everything  we  can  do  to  assist  in  bringing 
within  our  borders  that  which  will  increase  our  population  and 
our  financial  condition  as  a  state  and  the  individual  interests 
of  the  citizens  of  the  state,  should  be  adopted  so  far  as  with- 
in us  lies.  I  know  of  no  more  valuable  adjunct  to  the  growth 
and  prosperity  of  a  state  than  the  improvement  of  its  trunk 
line  system. 

In  the  adoption  of  the  trunk  lines,  as  shown  upon  the  plan, 
great  care  has  been  observed  in  selecting  the  direction  that 
should  be  taken  by  our  main  arteries  over  which  the  business 
of  the  state  is  done.  Every  day  we  neglect  or  refuse  to  im- 
prove and  make  pleasant  for  travel  the  trunk  line  system  of 
the  state  we  delay  the  day  of  our  prosperity  and  deny  to  our- 
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selves  the  reputation  we  should  enjoy  as  being  one  of  the  most 
desirable  states  on  the  Atlantic  Coast  to  reside  in.  In  fact,  the 
disposition  of  all  states  that  have  taken  up  this  great  question 
of  highway  improvement  is  to  improve  the  main  trunk  lines  of 
their  state  first,  preferring  to  leave  the  side  or  feeder  roads  — 
commonly  known  as  second  class  roads  —  to  the  towns  through 
which  they  run,  to  improve  of  themselves.  The  policy  of  the 
state,  as  expressed  in  the  last  law  in  which  an  appropriation  of 
$50,000  was  made  for  the  improvement  of  our  trunk  line  sys- 
tem exclusively,  demonstrates  that  the  representatives  of  the 
people,  in  obedience  to  a  strongly  expressed  sentiment,  adopted 
the  trunk  line  system  as  the  paramount  issue  in  road  building 
in  the  state  today. 

Of  the  $50,000  which  was  placed  in  my  hands  to  connect  the 
trunk  line  system  it  is  only  necessary  for  me  to  say  that  over 
one-half  of  the  sum,  the  limit  under  the  law,  has  been  ex- 
pended or  provided  for.  That  is  to  say,  contracts  have  been 
let  for  that  amount.  The  balance  of  the  appropriation  will  be 
taken  care  of  by  my  department  next  season.  All  of  this 
money  could  have  been  used  this  season  had  it  been  available. 
So  it  would  seem  a  wise  policy  on  the  part  of  the  state  to  in- 
crease the  trunk  line  appropriation  so  that  we  can  extend  the 
system  beyond  that  which  we  would  be  able  to  do  under  a 
single  appropriation. 

One  of  the  most  noticeable  results  that  has  been  accom- 
plished under  this  trunk  line  appropriation  is  the  completion  of 
a  section  of  highway  that  interrupted  the  improved  highway 
leading  from  New  Haven  to  Hartford.  This  unfinished  link 
in  the  chain  was  at  Berlin.  Many  complaints  had  been  made 
of  the  deplorable  condition  of  the  road  at  this  point.  The  dis- 
tance covered  was  about  12,000  feet.  The  town  of  Berlin  ap- 
propriated $5,250.  The  best  price  offered  for  the  work  was 
$19,000.  Fourteen  thousand  dollars  of  the  trunk  line  money 
was  used  in  connection  with  the  town's  regular  appropriation, 
and  this  was  sufficient  to  let  the  contract.  The  work  has  al- 
ready been  graded  and  the  macadam  for  the  surfacing  will  be 
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put  on  at  the  commencement  of  the  season,  next  spring,  and 
before  fall  this  link  will  be  finished  and  a  splendid  road  will 
be  assured  thereby. 

Immediately  adjoining  the  city  of  Meriden  there  was  an- 
other stretch  of  unimproved  road  and  money  from  the  trunk 
line  appropriation  was  set  apart  to  complete  that  section.  That 
will  also  be  finished  in  the  spring.  So  that  we  will  have  a 
stretch  of  splendid  highway,  with  only  one  slight  interruption 
at  North  Haren  which  will  be  completed  next  spring,  and  with 
these  improvements  made  we  will  have  thirty-six  miles  of  con- 
tinuous highway  of  macadam  construction  without  a  single 
break,  extending  from  New  Haven  to  Hartford. 

NECESSITY  FOR  CONTINUOUS  APPROPRIATIONS. 

One  of  the  chief  causes  of  delay  is  the  loss  of  time  ex- 
perienced in  securing  the  appropriation  every  two  years.  The 
interminable  wait,  the  disturbance  of  the  system  and  the  stop- 
page of  work  pending  the  granting  of  an  appropriation  by  the 
legislature  at  each  session  is  one  of  the  most  serious  interrup- 
tions we  have  to  contend  with.  In  other  states  that  have  been 
operating  under  a  good  roads  law  they  have  found  it  of  great 
advantage  to  have  appropriations  continuous.  In  some  of  the 
states  appropriations  are  made  running  through  several  years, 
setting  apart  from  the  sum  total  appropriated  a  certain  amount 
of  money  not  to  be  exceeded  in  any  one  year.  This  has  resulted 
in  a  great  saving  of  time  and  has  worked  to  the  advantage  of 
the  system  wherever  it  has  been  adopted. 

I  would  suggest  that  an  appropriation  should  be  made  for 
at  least  six  years,  stipulating  how  much  money  shall  be  avail- 
able each  year,  and  then  at  the  end  of  six  years  make  another 
appropriation  covering  the  same  period  of  time.  This  will  i)€r- 
mit  us  to  start  the  work  early  in  each  season  and  enable  us  to 
use  every  moment  of  road  building  time  for  active  operations. 
As  it  is  now,  the  last  appropriation  generally  reported  to  the 
legislature  is  the  good  roads  appropriation  and  very  much  val- 
uable road  building  time  is  lost. 

A  very  considerable  part  of  the  commissioner's  time  is  used 
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at  every  meeting  of  the  legislature  in  looking  out  for  his  ap- 
propriation. This  time  could  be  more  advantageously  ex- 
pended along  other  lines.  It  may  seem  strange  to  those  unac- 
quainted with  the  methods  resorted  to  that  any  time  is  neces- 
sary to  secure  an  appropriation  to  provide  for  the  improve- 
ment of  our  roads,  and  yet  it  has  been  found,  since  the  organ- 
ization of  this  department,  with  the  many  interests  the  state 
has  to  take  care  of,  that  almost  the  entire  time  of  the  commis- 
sioner is  consumed  during  the  sessions  of  the  legislature  in  at- 
tending hearings  of  the  several  committees  to  explain  the  ne- 
cessities of  this  department.  I  hope  that  some  means  may  be 
devised  whereby  the  appropriations  may  be  made  continuous, 
at  least  insofar  as  the  term  of  years  is  concerned.  This  very 
much  needed  reform  should  be  inaugurated  at  once. 

STATE  TO  PAT  CONTRACTORS. 

Another  much  needed  reform  is  a  departure  from  the  sys- 
tem now  in  vogue  of  paying  contractors.  At  present  contract- 
ors are  paid  by  the  towns  in  which  they  are  at  work  and  a 
great  deal  of  trouble  and  annoyance  has  resulted.  Complaint 
has  been  made  to  this  department  by  the  contractors  that  they 
do  not  get  their  money  as  promptly  as  they  should.  One  of 
the  reasons  for  such  conditions  is  that  oftentimes  the  towns  in 
which  work  is  being  done  have  not  made  provision  at  their 
annual  meeting  for  an  appropriation  to  provide  for  the  dis- 
charge of  their  obligations  to  the  contractors  doing  the  work, 
and  towns  are  compelled  to  borrow  money  and  they  do  not  al- 
ways get  it  as  quickly  as  the  exigencies  of  the  case  demand.  If 
the  st^te  were  to  provide  the  money,  this  objection  on  the  part 
of  the  town  and  the  contractor  would  speedily  disappear. 

Another  good  reason  for  the  state  discharging  the  obliga- 
tion to  the  contractor  as  the  work  progresses  is  that  there  is 
quite  a  decided  tendency  on  the  part  of  towns  accepting  state 
aid  to  wait  until  the  second  year  of  the  appropriation  so  that 
they  may  receive  their  totire  allotment  as  near  to  the  time  of 
paying  the  contractor  as  is  possible,  thus  relieving  them  from 
the  necessity  of  borrowing  money  and  for  which  they  have  to 
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pay  interest.  The  usual  practice  of  towns  is  to  borrow  money 
rather  than  raise  taxes.  This  could  be  very  nicely  avoided  by 
the  state  paying  over  to  the  contractor  the  amount  due  under 
his  contract  and  having  the  towns  reimburse  the  state  to  the 
extent  of  their  prorate  share  of  the  expense. 

It  would  seem  that  this  amendment  to  the  law  would  be  a 
very  wise  one  to  make  and  would  result  in  more  prompt  pay- 
ments to  the  contractors  and  would  relieve  the  towns  from 
considerable  annoyance  and  quite  a  bill  of  expense  for  interest 
money.  I  can  hardly  endorse  this  recommendation  heartily 
enough  aud  I  hope  it  will  appeal  to  the  legislature  so  that  they 
will  make  this  innovation.  This  can  be  done  without  any  in- 
jury to  the  state  and  will  be  a  very  great  help  to  the  system 
and  a  benefit  to  the  towns. 

STATE  TO  ADVERTISE  FOR  PROPOSALS. 

Delay  is  also  occasioned  in  getting  the  towns  ready  to  ad- 
vertise the  work  and  also  in  keeping  this  department  in  close 
touch  with  the  progress  of  everything  connected  with  the  work, 
the  obligation  resting  on  the  towns  to  advertise  the  work  in  the 
press  of  the  state.  Considerable  loss  of  time  results  in  furnish- 
ing information  and  in  waiting  for  knowledge  to  be  furnished 
this  ofiice  that  advertising  has  been  properly  done  in  accord- 
ance with  the  law. 

Many  times  there  have  been  serious  infractions  of  the  law, 
advertisements  have  been  inserted  in  weekly  instead  of  daily 
papers,  and  a  proper  selection  has  not  been  made  of  the  papers 
that  would  lead  up  to  a  lively  competition  in  bidding.  But  the 
greater  objection  to  towns  advertising  is  that  many  times  the 
bids  presented  to  the  boards  of  selectmen  are  thought  too  high 
by  the  state,  from  an  estimate  of  the  amount  and  the  character 
of  the  work  to  be  done.  It  has  been  found  necessary  on  such 
occasions  to  advertise  three  or  four  times  before  a  satisfactory 
offer  for  the  work  has  been  received.  Very  strenuous  objection 
has  been  made  by  the  towns  in  several  instances  because  they 
have  been  required  to  pay  for  re-advertisement  and  they  dis- 
like very  much  to  expend  the  amount  of  money  necessary  to 
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secure  satisfactory  bids.  Considerable  unpleasantness  has  been 
occasioned,  although  it  has  been  demonstrated  beyond  any 
question  of  doubt  that  for  the  few  dollars  paid  for  widely  ad- 
vertising the  work  thousands  of  dollars  have  been  saved  to  the 
town  and  the  state. 

The  amount  is  so  small  that  it  would  seem  better  to  expedite 
matters  and  keep  this  department  in  close  touch  with  the 
work  by  having  the  state  advertise  the  work  and  pay  for  the 
same  and  thus  remove  many  little  unpleasant  features  and  no 
end  of  delay  in  the  prosecution  of  the  work. 

AWARDING  OP  CONTRACTS. 

Another  cause  for  delay,  and  one  that  has  unpleasantly 
demonstrated  itself  to  this  department,  is  the  time  required  to 
place  this  department  in  immediate  possession  of  all  informa- 
tion regarding  the  bids  for  the  work.  It  is  absolutely  necessary 
for  the  despatch  of  business  that  this  be  done.  Under  the  pres- 
ent law,  the  bids  are  presented  to  the  boards  of  selectmen  of 
towns,  by  whom  they  are  opened  and  they  are  required  by  law 
to  'send  them  at  once  to  this  office.  This  provision  involves  con- 
siderable loss  of  time.  In  other  states  that  have  been  operating 
successfully  under  a  good  roads  law,  a  day  is  set  apart  at  the 
office  of  the  highway  commissioner  for  the  opening  of  bids  and 
the  letting  of  contracts.  The  contracts  are  immediately 
awarded  after  the  successful  bidder  has  been  determined  upon. 
Only  a  short  period  of  time  is  required  under  this  system  and  it 
presents  many  advantages  over  the  one  now  operative  in  this 
state.  Prom  one  to  two  weeks  is  now  required  on  nearly  every 
contract  in  awaiting  returns  from  the  towns  and  the  answers  of 
this  department  to  determine  the  successful  bidder.  Under  the 
other  plan  of  awarding  the  contract  on  the  same  day  the 
bids  are  presented  and  having  a  number  of  lettings  in  one  day, 
a  great  deal  of  valuable  time  would  be  saved  and  the  oppor- 
tunity for  complaint  obviated.  Technical  questions  that  re- 
quire the  attention  of  this  department  frequently  arise.  Com- 
plaints are  made  —  some  of  them  tenable,  others  imaginary.  At 
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any  rate,  with  all  of  the  parties  at  interest  assembled  together, 
everything  can  be  taken  into  consideration  and  any  questions 
that  may  arise  can  be  treated  with  despatch,  and  time  in  this 
work  is  the  essence  of  everything. 

I  hope  that  this  recommendation  will  be  adopted  and  be- 
come a  part  of  the  present  law. 

CHOICE  OF  ROADS. 

It  was  quite  necessary  in  the  early  days  of  this  movement  to 
educate  the  people  of  this  state  into  a  knowledge  of  the  state's 
method  of  construction  and  to  furnish  an  object  lesson  of  the 
proper  method  to  be  employed  in  road  building,  as  well  as  to 
distribute  this  knowledge  as  widely  as  possible.  In  carrying 
out  this  idea  the  most  liberal  policy  had  to  be  pursued  in  dis- 
seminating the  information.  To  this  end,  towns  have  been  al- 
lowed the  privilege  of  selecting  the  sections  of  highway  to  be 
improved  and  to  distribute  these  sections  in  different  parts  of 
their  territory.  This  policy  was  wise  at  the  commencement  of 
the  movement  and  down  to  the  present  time.  An  opportunity 
was  thus  given  to  the  people  of  the  state  to  make  a  comparison 
between  their  own  method  of  highway  improvement  and  that 
practiced  by  the  state.  The  wisdom  of  that  mode  of  procedure 
is  emphasized  by  the  fact  that  today  the  confidence  of  the  peo- 
ple of  the  state  is  securely  entrenched  and  a  hearty  endorse- 
ment has  been  extended  to  the  state's  methods. 

Now,  having  accomplished  that  which  was  striven  for  in  the 
establishment  of  this  movement,  an  opportune  time  has  arrived 
to  connect  these  sections  one  with  another,  thus  forming  a  con- 
tinuous highway  throughout  the  state.  It  is  not  necessary  to- 
day to  continue  our  former  practice  of  distributing  the  im- 
proved sections  so  widely  as  we  have  done  in  the  past.  In 
other  words,  the  time  is  now  ripe  and  the  people  of  our  state 
demand  that  our  roads  should  be  connected  up,  and  to  this 
end  I  would  recommend  that  the  choice  of  sections  of  highway 
to  be  improved  in  the  future  should  rest  with  the  state,  in 
accordance  with  the  importance  of  the  highways  and  their  use- 
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fulness  to  the  business  interests  of  the  state,  and  instead  of 
having  as  formerly  only  the  veto  power,  the  state  should  be 
given  the  choice.  This  will  mean  a  continuous  chain  of  im- 
proved highways  and  will  leave  the  educational  features  we 
have  resorted  to  to  simply  fit  into  that  which  will  be  done  in 
the  future  road  building  of  the  state.  If  this  question  were 
to  be  passed  upon  by  a  popular  vote,  the  people  who  use  the 
principal  avenues  and  business  arteries  of  the  state,  would,  by 
a  large  majority,  record  their  preference  for  the  decision  to 
rest  with  the  state.  I  trust  that  this  recommendation  will  re- 
ceive the  consideration  it  merits,  and,  if  the  law  is  so  amended, 
it  will  not  be  very  long  before  the  public  who  use  our  roads  will 
see  the  wisdom  of  the  change.  , 

STATE  CRUSHERS. 

The  cuts  presented  here  represent  the  traction  engines  and 
crushers  now  owned  by  the  state.  In  accordance  with  the  pro- 
visions of  a  law  passed  in  1903,  the  state  now  owns  and  has  in 
her  possession  two  crushers  and  two  traction  engines  for  the 
use  of  the  several  towns  in  the  state.  Under  the  provisions  of 
a  former  law  these  crushers  were  purchased  with  the  restric- 
tion that  they  should  only  be  used  in  towns  that  were  remote 
from  railroads  and  whose  appropriations  did  not  exceed  one 
thousand  dollars  in  any  one  year.  For  some  reason,  although 
this  department  communicated  with  towns,  there  has  been  no 
demand  on  the  part  of  these  towns  to  take  advantage  of  their 
use.  There  have,  however,  been  many  requests  from  towns 
having  a  larger  appropriation  than  one  thousand  dollars  to  use 
these  crushers,  but  under  the  restrictions  imposed  by  the  law, 
this  department  did  not  feel  warranted  in  allowing  their  use 
until  provision  was  made  for  so  doing  under  a  more  elastic 
plan. 

I  would  recommend  that  this  matter  be  taken  up  and  pro- 
vision be  made  for  the  use  of  these  crushers  so  that  all  towns 
in  the  state  may  enjoy  the  privilege  now  given  to  only  a  few. 
In  other  states  portable  crushers  are  being  operated  success- 
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fully  and  there  is  no  good  reason  why,  under  an  amended  law 
allowing  a  wider  scope  for  the  work,  that  these  crushers  should 
not  prove  a  profitable  investment  to  the  state. 


ENGINEERS  NOW  EMPLOYED  BY  THE  STATE. 

The  present  law,  under  which  all  engineering  work  is  done 
by  the  state,  has  resulted  in  bringing  about  a  much  needed  re- 
form. Formerly  the  engineers  were  employed  by  the  towns  in 
which  work  was  to  be  done.  There  was  an  entire  lack  of  uni- 
formity in  the  plan  of  work  and  the  methods  used,  as  no  gen- 
eral system  could  be  adopted  under  the  old  arrangement  of 
towns  employing  engineers.  Under  the  new  departure,  a  uni- 
form system  of  surveys  was  inaugurated  and  this  extended  to 
all  details  of  the  work.  This  has  not  only  simplified  the  en- 
gineering work,  but  it  has  reduced  this  branch  to  a  practical 
method  of  work  in  every  town  in  which  we  have  been  oper- 
ating. The  reading  of  one  plan  and  familiarity  with  it  and  the 
understanding  of  staking,  means  a  knowledge  of  all  plans  and 
a  thorough  acquaintance  with  the  staking  out  process  upon 
every  section  of  highway  under  the  direction  of  the  state.  Thus 
confusion  and  mistakes  are  avoided. 

While  there  has  been  no  apparent  economy  in  the  financial 
phase  of  the  question,  towns  are  very  much  pleased  with  the 
arrangement,  for  they  are  relieved  from  the  expenditure  of 
several  thousands  of  dollars  for  .engineering  work  —  and  this 
amount  was  no  small  item  to  be  taken  care  of  by  the  towns. 
The  distance  covered  in  any  improvement,  in  calculating  the 
amount  required  to  discharge  the  town's  obligation  to  the  en- 
gineer in  charge  of  the  work,  could  not  be  taken  as  a  basis. 
Hence  the  engineering  bill  was  not  found  to  be  as  large  in 
many  instances  where  a  long  distance  was  covered  in  the  im- 
provement made,  as  that  which  was  called  for  under  a  more 
difficult,  though  shorter,  piece  of  engineering  work.  As  a  re- 
sult, frequent  complaints  were  heard  and  much  dissatisfaction 
was  expressed  under  the  old  system  when  comparisons  were 
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made,  one  town  with  another.  This  objection,  under  the  pres- 
ent system  of  the  state  paying  for  the  engineering  work,  has 
been  entirely  removed. 

The  getting  together  of  this  large  force  of  engineers  under 
a  uniform  plan  required  considerable  time,  owing  to  the  fact 
that  the  system  was  entirely  new  to  many  of  the  engineers  of 
limited  experience  in  engineering  work,  while  other  engineers 
of  standing  having  had  charge  of  important  work  in  their  sev- 
eral fields  found  no  difficulty  in  adapting  themselves  to  the 
state's  methods.  Now,  after  having  gone  through  one  season 
under  the  new  system,  all  engineers  have  become  familiar  with 
that  which  will  be  required  of  them  in  making  surveys  and 
furnishing  plans  for  state  work,  so  that  it  is  to  be  hoped  that 
next  year  the  engineering  part  of  our  work  will  move  along 
more  rapidly  and  smoothly. 

Instead  of  organizing  a  special  force  or  corps  of  engineers 
whose  sole  duty  it  would  be  to  do  state  work,  which  was  im- 
possible on  account  of  the  limited  amount  of  money  at  the  dis- 
posal of  this  department  for  that  work,  the  department  was 
constrained  to  allow  engineers  that  had  been  at  work  for  the 
several  towns  in  the  state,  in  making  surveys  and  plans,  to  con- 
tinue to  work  in  the  towns  that  had  formerly  employed  them. 
This  arrangement  removed  the  possibility  of  any  friction  be- 
tween this  department  and  the  engineers,  and  was  adopted 
very  pleasantly.  What  the  future  will  develop  with  regard  to 
this  particular  feature  of  our  work  is  only  problematical. 

In  other  states  the  department  having  charge  of  state  aid 
on  highway  construction  employ  and  keep  at  work  constantly 
a  corps  of  engineers  for  state  work  exclusively.  How  far  our 
state  will  go  towards  adopting  that  plan  is  a  matter  that  rests 
entirely  with  the  state.  I  have  no  suggestion  to  offer  at  this 
time  in  regard  to  the  matter  and  have  been  content  to  take 
whatever  money  has  been  placed  in  my  charge  and  use  it  to  the 
best  advantage  consistent  with  the  requirements  of  the  work. 
It  is  safe  to  say,  however,  that  under  the  old  system  much  dis- 
satisfaction existed  among  the  contractors  and  also  with  the 
towns.     The  contractors  complained  that  the  plans  were  not 
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complete  enough  to  furnish  detailed  information,  and  as  a  re- 
sult misunderstandings  occurred  in  reading  the  plans.  But 
under  the  simple  method  adopted  by  the  state,  in  which  every 
important  factor  bearing  on  an  intelligent  and  comprehensive 
understanding  of  the  work  has  been  taken  care  of  in  detail, 
little  complaint  has  been  heard.  So  that  the  method  adopted 
in  drafting  plans  and  making  surveys  will  be  continued  either 
under  a  special  corps,  permanently  employed,  or  in  a  contin- 
uance of  the  present  system  adopted  during  the  past  two  years. 
I  can  hardly  dismiss  this  part  of  our  work  without  saying 
that  as  a  rule  engineers  have  lent  a  ready  and  pleasant  assist- 
ance to  this  department  in  taking  care  of  this  particular  feat- 
ure of  our  work,  and  in  a  very  helpful  manner  have  aided  me 
in  bringing  about  a  pleasant  arrangement  of  the  rules  promul- 
gated to  them  from  this  office  from  time  to  time,  and  I  have  no 
hesitation  in  saying  that  the  engineering  work  done  for  this  de- 
partment since  I  have  been  commissioner  has  been  fully  up  to 
date  and  will,  I  think,  compare  very  favorably  with  any  en- 
gineering to  be  found  in  any  state  in  the  Union  that  has  taken 
up  this  question  of  highway  improvement. 

The  following  letter  and  instructions  sent  to  engineers  fully 
explain  themselves  in  regard  to  this  matter : 

''Hartford,.  Conn.,'* 
**Mr ,  Civil  Engineer. 


"My  Dear  Sir: 

''Under  the  present  law  the  obligation  rests  on  me  to  ap- 
point engineers  to  make  all  necessary  surveys  and  to  prepare 
plans.  Not  desiring  at  this  time  to  organize  a  special  staff  per- 
manently in  my  department  I  have  decided  to  continue  the 
system  under  which  we  have  operated  since  the  commencement 
of  State  Aid  until  further  notice,  namely,  the  distribution  of  all 
engineering  work  as  formerly.  I  shall  make  few  changes  and 
those  only  when  economy  or  the  good  of  the  service  suggests. 
It  is  my  purpose,  however,  to  establish  a  uniform  system  of 
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plans  and  one  method  of  work  so  that  readmg  one  plan  will 
educate  all  contractors  in  the  State  to  understand  all  plans, 
thus  removing  to  a  very  large  degree  misunderstandings  and 
disputes. 

'*The  instructions  sent  out  are  suggested  by  my  experience 
as  absolutely  necessary  for  an  intelligent  understanding  of  the 
section  to  be  improved  by  contractors  before  bids  are  pre- 
sented, and  also  for  the  government  of  the  work  after  the  con- 
tract has  been  entered  upon ;  also  for  the  instruction  of  the  in- 
spector in  charge  of  the  work.  Many  of  the  engineers  have 
furnished  this  office  plans  embodying  the  ideas  suggested,  but 
the  great  majority  of  plans  sent  in  are  very  deficient  in  infor- 
mation and  have  resulted  in  confusion  and  misunderstandings 
which  have  led  up  to  disputes. 

''It  is  the  purpose  of  this  department  to  make  all  plans  so 
plain  that  no  misapprehension  may  be  had  inlhe  minds  of  any 
one  in  regard  to  their  meaning  or  intention.  Another  important 
reason  for  carefulness  in  showing  details  is  suggested  by  the 
fact  that  the  towns  in  which  work  is  to  be  done  are  in  part  re- 
moved from  their  former  responsibility  over  engineers  now 
that  the  State  has  assumed  control  over  all  engineers  required. 
It  is  therefore  all  the  more  necessary  to  be  very  careful  to  re- 
move beyond  peradventure,  so  far  as  that  is  possible  the  ques- 
tion of  any  damage  that  might  exist. 

"I  have  not  fixed  any  standard  compensation  for  the  ser- 
vice of  engineers  for  work  necessary  to  be  done  in  making 
maps  or  preparing  plans.  The  character  of  the  work  to  be 
done  on  the  different  sections  varies  so  much  and  the  time 
required  to  properly  treat  each  section  is  a  difficult  problem 
to  solve  without  doing  an  injustice  to  the  engineers  or  the 
State.  So  I  have  not  fixed  any  compensation  or  rates,  and 
cannot,  without  resorting  to  the  questionable  levelling  up 
process  which  would  be  unfair  from  any  standpoint ;  so  I  have 
decided  to  leave  the  whole  matter  of  compensation  open  to 
engineers,  reserving  the  right  after  bills  are  presented  to  pass 
judgment. 
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It  is  my  plan  to  send  assignments  to  engineers  and  I 
shall  expect  prompt  service  for  the  very  good  reason  that 
our  season  for  road  building  is  so  very  short.  May  I  ask 
that  you  read  over  the  instructions  sent  you  and  if  you  see 
anything  that  will  aid  in  any  way  to  further  the  plan  I  have 
in  mind,  I  wish  you  would  feel  free  to  suggest  it.  I  also  re- 
spectfully ask  the  same  hearty  co-operation  from  the  en- 
gineers of  the  State  under  the  new  plan  that  they  have  al- 
ways shown  the  Commissioner  under  the  old  system.

**The  cross  sections  will  be  placed  intermediate  under  the 
general  plan  and  above  the  station  on  the  profile  where  any 
radical  change  is  proposed  to  be  made  in  the  grade,  or  in  the 
direction  of  the  road. 

** Cross  sections  are  indicated  especially: 

**When  there  is  any  liability  owing  to  change  of  grade  to 
not  properly  take  care  of  discharge  from  culverts. 

**  Where  high  banks  exist  on  one  or  both  sides  of  the  road. 

*' Where  an  increased  width  is  desired  or  a  change  in  the 
direction  of  the  road,  or  where  rock  is  encountered  in  the  old 
or  new  layouts. 

**A  scale  of  10,  or  any  other  convenient  scale,  can  be  used 
in  making  cross  sections. 

**  Cross  section  must  show  by  points  of  the  compass,  or  some 
designating  mark  which  is  the  right  or  left  side  of  the 
highway. 
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''Proffle. 

**  Profile  will  show  the  elevation  at  center  line  of  old  road- 
bed inked  in. 

^'Also  indicate  in  pencil  line  the  proposed  new  center  line  at 
finished  grade. 

''Also  elevation  of  ground  line  at  base  of  underpinning  of 
houses. 

**Also  elevation  of  barways. 

''Also  at  intersecting  roads  where  change  of  grade  wiU 
materially  interfere  with  existing  conditions. 

"To  secure  a  correct  profile  of  the  road  to  be  improved  it 
is  frequently  necessary  to  get  intermediate  grades  between 
stations. 

' '  General. 

"The  title  should  state  the  name  of  the  highway,  from  and 
where  to,  the  town  in  which  it  is  located,  also  the  nearest  city, 
village,  borough  or  town,  at  the  beginning  and  end  of  the 
proposed  improvement. 

"It  is  always  wise  to  investigate  conditions  on  both  ends 
of  proposed  section  to  be  improved,  not  covered  by  the  planSy 
BO  as  to  determine  how  the  proposed  improvements  can  be 
extended  in  the  further  extension  of  the  work;  in  other  words 
BO  that  our  improvement  of  to-day  wiU  adjust  itself  to 
whatever  we  may  do  in  the  future. 

"In  other  words  make  a  plan  that  can  be  readily  under- 
stood in  all  its  details. 

"Substantial  offset  stakes  are  to  be  firmly  driven  at  a  safe 
distance  back  from  the  area  proposed  to  be  improved,  plainly 
marked  with  station  number,  distance  to  center  line,  and  the 
cut  or  fill. 

"All  original  notes  taken  are  to  be  put  in  a  book  which  ia 
to  be  the  property  of  the  State  and  paid  for  by  the  State; 
said  book  is  to  be  reserved  as  State  property;  a  copy  of  all 
notes  taken  shall  be  sent  into  the  State  EQghway  Commission- 
er's office  at  the  same  time  the  original  plans  are  made  and 
sent  for  approval. 
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''All  bills  against  the  State  shall  be  itemized  and  sent  in 
every  month  on  blanks  furnished  by  this  office.  Said  blanks 
will  have  adequate  space  upon  which  to  place  the  different 
items  of  expense  entailed  by  the  engineer  in  making  plans 
upon  any  section  he  has  been  authorized  by  this  department 
to  survey. 

''Engineers  will  be  held  responsible  for  all  mistakes  made 
in  their  surveys.

CAEE  AND  MAINTENANCE. 

The  first  and  necessary  obligation  resting  upon  the  state 
is  to  construct  all  roads,  whether  of  gravel  or  macadam,  so 
that  they  will  be  adapted  to  the  use  and  convenience  of  the 
traveling  public  in  each  particular  district  where  they  have 
been  constructed.  Under  the  present  law,  after  a  road  has 
been  completed  and  accepted  by  the  state  and  the  town,  the 
obligation  for  keeping  the  road  in  a  proper  state  of  repair 
rests  with  the  town.  Every  town  accepting  state  aid  enters 
into  a  contract  with  the  state  to  care  for  its  roads,  but  not 
every  town  has  done  so,  and  the  neglect  has  not  been 
altogether  on  our  most  expensive  construction — ^macadam — 
but  gravel  and  dirt  roads  have  also  suffered  in  this  respect. 

It  is  the  policy  of  the  state  to  properly  drain  every  road 
by  the  introduction  of  either  under  or  surface  drainage.' 
Some  times  there  have  been  unlooked  for  developments  and 
for  which  no  one  was  reasonably  to  blame.  In  every  instance 
of  this  kind  it  has  been  a  pleasantly  accepted  obligation  on 
the  part  of  the  state  to  assist  in  doing  what  was  necessary 
whenever  any  developments  of  this  character  occurred. 

Many  towns  have  been  remiss  in  properly  tumpiking 
sections  of  highway  that  had  been  graded  with  the  state's 
assistance,  and  by  common  acceptance  called  a  state  road. 
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Grass  has  been  allowed  to  accnmulate  in  the  gutters,  the 
shoulders  have  grown  up  and  the  roads  have  been  allowed 
to  fall  into  a  bad  state  of  repair,  thereby  denying  to  the 
people  of  the  town  in  which  the  highway  had  been  improved 
the  use  of  the  road  under  proper  conditions.  There  is  no 
reasonable  excuse  for  this  neglect,  for  it  would  seem  that 
towns  would  take  pride  in  the  work  that  has  been  done  suf- 
ficient to  keep  these  roads,  improved  by  state  assistance,  in 
proper  repair.  Many  times  sections  of  highway  have  been 
improved  by  grade  reduction,  straightening  the  road,  etc., 
and  the  expense  per  mile  in  such  cases  has  been  equal  to — ^yes, 
and  sometimes  more — than  that  which  has  attended  the 
construction  of  a  first-class  macadam  road.  The  result  of 
neglect  has  soon  become  apparent:  the  gutters  have  been  al- 
lowed to  fill  up,  toe  marks  have  formed  and  have  been  per- 
mitted to  remain  to  the  discomfort  of  those  who  use  the  road 
and  to  its  ultimate  destruction.  On  gravel  roads;  the  scrapings 
have  been  taken  from  the  shoulders  or  out  of  the  gutters — 
commonly  known  as  gutter  wash — and  deposited  on  the  road. 
This  accumulation  has  been  speedily  carried  back  to  the  gut- 
ters by  the  first  downpour  of  rain,  choking  up  the  culverts 
and  congesting  the  gutters  so  that  the  water  has  overflowed 
and  found  its  way  back  on  to  the  road,  thus  working  sad 
havoc  with  the  road  and  involving,  in  the  end,  a  larger  biH 
of  expense  than  would  have  been  entailed  originally  by 
throwing  away  the  refuse  and  womout  matter  and  putting  oil 
good  material.  Macadam  roads  have  been  sadly  neglected 
either  from  ignorance,  design  or  the  question  of  expense. 
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A  cross  section,  showing  the  contour  of  the  cross  slope 
grades  from  the  center  lines  to  the  gutters^  as  the  road  is 
left  when  finally  accepted  by  the  state  and  turned  over  to  the 
town,  appears  on  this  page.  A  second  cross  section  is  also 
shown,  indicating  the  appearance  of  the  same  road  after  one 
and  one-half  years'  use,  in  which  the  accumulations  from  the 
road  have  found  their  way  to  the  shoulders  where  they  have 
been  allowed  to  remain  until  they  have  vegetated  and  formed 
a  solid  embankment,  preventing  the  water  from  flowing  off  the 
road  and  finding  an  access  to  the  gutters. 

As  water  is  the  very  worst  enemy  of  a  road,  it  has  an 
opportunity  to  get  in  its  deadly  work  and  rot  out  the  ma- 
terial. The  droppings  and  accumulations  on  the  road  gradu- 
ally work  their  way  over  the  shoulder,  destroying  the  contour 
of  the  road  and  giving  it  a  flat  appearance,  with  the  assur- 
ance that  in  the  end,  if  the  shoulders  are  not  restored  to  their 
original  condition — as  when  the  road  was  first  constructed — 
the  whole  road  will  be  destroyed. 
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These  two  cross  sections  are  incorporated  in  this  report, 
first,  to  show  one  of  the  greatest  causes  for  complaint  that  we 
have  to  contend  with,  and,  second,  to  give  an  example  of 
what  will  result  in  failure  to  care  for  a  road.  These  condi- 
tions may  be  found  on  a  majority  of  the  roads  throughout 
the  state.  It  is  impossible  to  keep  a  road  in  any  degree  of 
repair  unless  the  water  has  a  free  access  to  all  gutter  lines. 
This  growing  up  of  the  shoulders  above  the  traveled  path  is 
a  condition  not  peculiar  alone  to  isolated  sections  of  highway 
where  few  people  reside,  but  is  many  times  found  in  thickly 
populated  centers.  The  excuse  frequently  advanced  for  this 
neglect  is  that  abutting  property  owners  prefer  the  grass  to 
the  bare  shoulders.  There  is  no  objection  to  having  the  grass 
shoulders  terminate  at  the  macadam  or  stone  construction 
provided  the  grass  is  below  the  flow  line  of  the  road  so  that 
the  water  has  access  to  its  natural  gutter.  This  excuse,  of- 
fered many  times  by  the  officials  in  charge  of  the  work,  is 
not  sufficient,  and  in  no  instance  should  such  a  state  of 
affairs  be  tolerated.  The  retention  of  such  a  method  means 
fatal  injury  to  the  road,  and,  ultimately,  a  large  bill  of 
expense. 

Another  evil  that  we  have  to  contend  with  is  the  unwise 
system  which  prevails  in  many  towns  of  taking  the  shoulder 
scrapings  and  gutter  parings — grass,  roots  and  dirt  from  the 
shoulders  and  out  of  the  gutters — ^with  road  scrapers,  as 
shown  in  the  cut  on  this  page,  and  distributing  the  material 
over  the  entire  surface  of  the  macadam  road.  The  roots  and 
vegetable  matter  retain  the  moisture  and  rot  out  the  road. 
After  it  has  finished  its  useless  work,  this  accumulation  re- 
mains on  the  surface,  an  unsightly  and  unpleasant  thing  to 
travel  over. 

Realizing  the  lack  of  disposition  on  the  part  of  the  town 
officials  and  others  connected  with  the  roads  in  the  several 
towns  of  the  state  to  furnish  the  proper  material  for  repairing 
the  macadam  system,  the  state  has,  to  a  limited  extent,  pro* 
vided  for  the  repair  of  a  road  for  some  time  after  it  has  been 
turned  over  to  the  town  in  a  finished  condition.    The  specifiea- 
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tions  of  a  macadam  road  call  for  the  contractor  to  leave  or 
deposit  on  the  section  improved  at  a  place  designated  by  the 
selectmen,  from  two  to  three  car  loads  of  not  less  than  twenty 
tons  each  of  screenings,  to  be  used  on  that  particular  section 
exclusively,  when  repairs  are  necessary.  I  have  found  in  some 
instances  that  these  conditions  have  not  always  been  observed 
by  the  selectmen.  The  new  road  not  needing  attention  for 
some  time,  the  screenings  furnished  by  the  contractors  have 
been  used  on  other  sections  of  improved  highway,  to  the  detri- 
ment of  that  particular  section  for  which  they  were  intended 
when  in  need  of  slight  repair.  This  indicates  that  the  dis- 
position of  some  of  the  people  in  the  various  towns  is  to  have 
a  section  of  highway  improved  and  then  to  neglect  it,  if 
keeping  it  in  repair  involves  any  expense. 

This  treatment  of  improved  highways,  however,  is  not 
always  to  be  charged  up  against  the  officials  of  the  town. 
The  good  roads  movement  being  only  in  its  infancy,  combined 
with  the  fact  that  only  a  small  portion  of  the  mileage  that  we 
have  to  improve  has  been  taken  care  of — ^and  there  being 
80  many  miles  of  road  in  each  town  that  have  not  as  yet  re- 
ceived any  permanent  improvement — places  the  selectmen  in 
a  position  where  to  keep  peace  in  the  family  they  are  compelled 
to  use  the  town  funds  on  roads  other  than  those  which  have 
been  improved  with  the  assistance  of  state  aid^  to  the  dis- 
advantage of  improved  sections.  Indeed,  many  times  I  have 
been  requested  by  selectmen  to  write  them  a  strong  personal 
letter  calling  their  attention  in  no  uncertain  terms  to  the 
necessity  for  repairing  a  certain  section  of  highway,  so  that 
they  might  have  the  order  of  the  commissioner  to  show  to 
their  townspeople  who  were  objecting  to  putting  the  state 
section  in  a  proper  state  of  repairs,  before  the  officials  would 
feel  safe  in  taking  that  course. 

In  every  report  promulgated  from  this  office  not  only  has 
attention  been  called  to  the  necessity  for  taking  care  of  these 
sections  of  road  that  have  been  improved  by  the  various 
methods  of  construction,  but  instruction  has  been  given  just 
how  to  repair  dirt,  gravel  and  macadam  roads,  so  that  there

has  been  no  lack  of  proper  direction  on  the  part  of  the  de- 
partment how  to  have  our  system  of  roads  at  the  present 
day  fully  as  good  as  the  day  the  various  sections  were  turned 
over  to  the  towns.  I  am  led  to  be  thus  emphatic  in  regard 
to  this  particular  phase  of  the  road  question  because  there  is 
nothing  that  enters  into  the  matter  of  state  aid  so  essential 
as  the  care  taking  of  these  roads  after  they  have  been 
constructed. 

Under  the  present  law,  for  the  first  time,  a  special  fund 
was  placed  in  my  hands  for  the  enforcement  of  repairs  on 
improved  roads.  A  large  amount  of  work  was  entailed  upon 
this  department  owing  to  the  lateness  of  the  date  at  which 
the  legislature  adjourned,  and  practically  the  whole  of  the 
first  season  was  lost,  so  far  as  getting  into  active  operation 
was  concerned.  This,  together  with  the  limited  amount 
appropriated  for  the  proper  inspection  of  the  roads  that  have 
been  built,  precluded  the  possibility  of  my  department  going 
into  this  very  important  feature  of  our  work  to  the  extent 
that  it  would  otherwise  have  done.  Another  reason  for  not 
enforcing  the  strict  provisions  of  the  law  in  some  towns 
was  that  they  were  in  a  great  many  instances  financially  em- 
barrassed, and  it  would  have  been  unwise  to  have  taken  the 
matter  up  to  a  forcible  conclusion.  I  preferred  to  have  the 
towns  agree  that  with  the  next  appropriation  made  for  high- 
way improvements  they  would  see  to  it  that  a  sufficient  amount 
of  money  was  provided  to  take  proper  care  of  the  roads.  A 
further  reason  is  that  the  towns  having  a  macadam  system 
have  had  a  heavy  burden  in  the  way  of  expense  placed  on 
them  by  the  use  of  their  roads  by  motor  cars. 

The  information  I  have  gained  from  personal  observation 
constrains  me  to  say  that  this  department  needs,  first,  an  in- 
creased amount  placed  at  its  disposal  for  the  proper  repair 
of  those  sections  of  highway  that  have  been  improved  since 
the  commencement  of  the  movement,  and,  second,  that  the 
state  itself,  in  order  not  to  place  the  entire  expense  of  the 
repair  of  roads  on  the  several  towns,  should  pay  three- 
fourths  of  such  expense,  letting  the  towns  contribute  one- 
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quarter.  The  state  should  then  let  the  work  by  contract  to 
the  towns,  or,  if  they  do  not  desire  to  enter  upon  the  work 
of  repair,  award  it  to  other  parties,  so  that  the  state  would 
make  an  intelligent  and  permanent  repair  upon  these  roads 
under  the  very  best  methods  to  be  employed,  thus  assuring 
for  all  time  the  proper  maintenance  of  our  roads. 

This  proposition  is  not  a  new  one  and  is  practiced  in  other 
states.  Under  such  a  plan,  the  state  assumes  the  entire  care 
taking  of  the  road  and  assesses  the  towns  for  a  certain 
proportion  of  the  expense,  the  state  to  furnish  the  specifications 
under  which  all  repairs  shall  be  made. 

Toward  this  end,  a  special  appropriation  should  be  made  by 
the  state  to  be  used  for  the  care  and  maintenance  of  roads. 
It  would  seem  that  this  system  would  more  nearly  meet  the  con- 
ditions by  which  we  are  confronted  in  our  state  than  any  other 
method  I  could  suggest.  Certainly  with  the  expenditure 
of  about  $3,000,000  on  the  part  of  the  state  and  the  several 
towns  in  the  state  for  highway  improvement,  we  can  hardly 
afford  to  have  a  makeshift  method  of  repair  adopted,  thereby 
making  practically  of  non-effect  all  of  the  improvements  we 
have  made  on  our  roads  up  to  the  present  time. 

An  added  emphasis  is  given  to  the  suggestion  by  reason 
of  the  fact  that  the  improvements  already  made  are  partly  on 
a  system  which  the  state  has  in  its  thought  to  complete  and 
that  the  money  to  be  appropriated  in  the  future  will  be  used 
in  extending  this  system.  Therefore,  it  is  absolutely  necessary 
that  the  money  available  for  future  road  building  in  the  state 
be  used  in  such  a  way  as  to  form  a  continuous  chain  of  im- 
proved highways.  .This  cannot  be  an  accomplished  fact  unless 
some  intelligent  method  of  care  and  maintenance  is  adopted 
other  than  the  misfit  undesirable  method  that  obtains  in  the 
state  today. 

Now  that  the  mileage  of  improved  highways  has  grown 
to  such  an  extent  and  are  to  be  found  in  every  town  in  the  state," 
it  would  seem  wise  to  have  the  roads  upon  which  the  state 
has  expended  so  much  money  properly  supervised,  and  the 
only  way  to  do  this  in  a  practical  manner  is  to  have  an  inspector 
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visit  in  each  county  as  early  as  possible  and  as  often  as  nec- 
essary and  examine  each  section  of  highway  that  has  been 
improved  to  see  what  repairs,  if  any,  are  essential,  and  put 
the  department  into  close  touch  with  full  and  complete  infor- 
mation in  regard  to  their  condition  and  thus  make  known  what 
is  necessary  to  be  done.  The  inspector  so  employed  could  be 
used  on  other  work  of  inspection.  Information  could  be 
immediately  furnished  to  this  department  of  the  necessities 
of  each  section  and  a  specification  drawn  and  a  contract 
immediately  let  to  the  town  in  which  the  repairs  are  needed, 
or  to  individuals.  A  contract  could  also  be  made  to  keep  that 
particular  section  in  good  repair  for  a  certain  length  of  time. 

This  system  of  espionage,  or  vigilance,  is  absolutely  neces- 
sary, or  the  roads  we  have  been  expending  our  money  on  for 
so  many  years  will  be  destroyed  and  our  system  of  highways 
will  never  be  complete  or  perfect.  The  purpose  of  state  aid 
is  not  only  to  build  roads  and  educate  the  towns  into  the 
proper  methods:  it  is  also  to  have,  ultimately,  a  connected 
system  of  first  class  roads  in  a  constant  state  of  repair.  It  is 
very  unwise  to  neglect  those  sections  of  road  upon  which  we 
have  been  at  work  and  construct  other  roads.  Failure  to 
maintain  those  roads  already  built  will  preclude  the  possibility 
of  ever  having  a  perfect  system  of  highways  in  the  state. 

Now  is  the  proper  time  to  take  this  matter  up  and  provide 
not  only  for  the  construction  of  new  roads,  but,  what  is  equally 
as  important,  take  care  of  that  which  we  have  already  been 
expending  our  money  upon. 

If  this  recommendation  is  followed,  Connecticut  will  not 
only  possess  an  uninterrupted  chain  of  fijrst-dass  highways 
and  add  to  her  prosperity  and  growth,  but  she  will  add  to  her 
reputation  as  a  progressive  and  up  to  date  state. 
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SUMMARY  OP  RECOMMENDATIONS 

Care  and  Maintenance. 

A  special  appropriation  for  the  proper  inspection  of  im- 
proved highways,  the  state  to  pay  three-fourths  of  the  entire 
expense  of  such  repairs:  the  state  also  to  let  the  work  out  by 
contract  to  the  towns  in  which  it  is  to  be  done,  or  to  individ- 
uals, if  the  towns  do  not  care  to  assume  the  work.  The  im- 
proved highways  in  the  several  towns  to  be  under  a  constant 
state  of  espionage  by  the  state  through  the  appointment  of 
inspectors,  who  shall  visit  the  roads  as  often  as  necessary  and 
put  this  department  in  touch  with  their  condition  and  the  na- 
ture of  the  repairs  needed.  Said  inspectors  to  work  by  coun- 
ties. 

Automobiles. 

Owners  of  automobiles  to  contribute  a  certain  amount  to 
assist  in  the  care  and  maintenance  of  roads,  the  money  to  be 
placed  at  the  disposal  of  the  State  Highway  Commissioner 
for  that  pui'pose. 

Trunk  Lines. 

Amend  the  law  restricting  future  appropriations  to  roads 
upon  which  the  state  has  already  been  at  work,  thereby  en- 
suring an  early  completion  of  the  trunk  lines  throughout  the 
state,  and  increase  the  trunk  line  appropriation. 

Appropriations. 

Appropriations  should  be  continuous,  covering  a  certain 
period  of  years,  stipulating  how  much  of  said  appropriation 
shall  be  available  each  year. 

Choice  of  Roads. 

The  choice  of  roads  to  be  improved  to  be  vested  in  the  state, 
in  accordance  with  the  importance  of  the  highways  and  their 
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usefulness  to  the  business  interests  of  the  state:  the  towns, 
however,  to  take  the  initiative  in  naming  the  amount  to  be 
expended. 

State  Crushers. 

Removing  the  present  restrictions  of  the  law  so  that  any 
town  may  take  advantage  of  the  use  of  the  stone  crushers  and 
traction  engines  now  owned  by  the  state. 

State  to  Pay  Contractors. 

State  to  pay  contractors  as  the  work  progresses,  the  towns 
to  reimburse  the  state  to  the  extent  of  their  proportion  of  the 
contract  price,  thus  removing  the  necessity  for  towns  to 
borrow  money  to  pay  contractors. 

Awarding  Contracts. 

All  contracts  to  be  awarded  from  the  office  of  the  State 
Highway  Commissioner,  obviating  the  cause  for  much  of  the 
delay  that  has  heretofore  been  occasioned. 

Many  of  these  recommendations  now  made  have  been 
patent  to  my  department  for  a  long  time,but  it  has  been  deemed 
unwise  to  urge  these  much  needed  reforms  until  the  present 
time.  The  recommendations  as  made  have  grown  out  of  per- 
sonal and  intimate  acquaintance  with  the  details  of  this  work 
and  from  suggestions  received  from  many  sources.  They  are 
not  put  into  this  report  to  occupy  space,  but  each  one  of  them  is 
vital  to  the  proper  conduct  of  this  work  along  practical  lines 
and  will  appeal  to  any  thoughtful  person  who  has  looked  into 
this  great  question  of  the  state's  entrance  into  the  paternal  care 
of  the  improvement  of  its  highways. 

WHEN  AND  HOW  TO  REPAIR  ROADS. 

Just  as  early  in  the  spring  as  possible — after  the  frost  has 
left  the  ground  and  before  the  roads  have  become  perfectly 
dry — is  the  proper  time  to  put  all  roads  in  suitable  condition 
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for  the  season.  Nothing  should  be  allowed  to  interfere.  The 
convenient  time  for  the  road  builder — after  planting  and  all 
other  things  have  been  done — may  be  the  very  worst  time  for 
working  on  the  roads.  It  would  be  better,  more  profitable  and 
satisfactory,  if  road  repairing  has  been  postponed  until 
midsummer,  to  let  the  roads  alone  and  thus  save  time  and 
money.  It  is  not  the  proper  plan  to  wait  until  mid-summer 
before  cleaning  out  the  gutters,  and  tumpiking  roads,  for  the 
simple  reason  that  the  newly  added  material  will  very  soon 
lose  its  life  through  evaporation  and  will,  in  a  short  time 
after  it  has  been  applied,  become  nothing  but  mere  sand  from 
the  heat  of  the  sun. 

The  reverse  is  always  the  case  when  early  spring  repairs 
are  made,  at  a  time  when  spring  rains  can  be  taken  care  of 
and  not  allowed  to  wash  out  or  soak  into  the  roads.  At 
such  a  time  the  new  material  always  finds  a  welcome  home, 
when  the  road  is  in  a  receptive  condition,  for  then  the  material 
applied  is  permanently  held  in  place  by  the  hoof  and  wheel. 
Many  accidents  that  occur  on  the  road  are  due,  principally, 
to  neglect  to  take  care  of  roads,  or  in  repairing  them  at  the 
wrong  time.  All  culverts,  after  the  frost  has  left  the  ground, 
should  be  immediately  cleaned  out  and  carefully  looked  over: 
all  covering  stone  and  sidewalks  should  be  examined  and  re- 
paired, and  all  railings  that  have  become  broken  down  or  lifted 
out  of  their  natural  moorings  should  be  repaired. 

As  a  rule,  the  summer  and  fall  find  our  roads  in  more 
popular  use,  and  that  being  true,  the  road  should  be  made  safe 
and  convenient  for  travel  as  early  in  the  spring  as  possible. 
It  is  rarely  the  townspeople,  who  are  acquainted  with  the 
roads,  who  meet  with  accident:  it  is  the  neighbor  from  the 
adjoining  town,  or  the  stranger  within  our  gates  that  drain 
our  treasuries.  Therefore,  the  early  inspection  and  repair 
should  be  a  religious  duty  never  departed  from.  The  Sep- 
tember pulling  and  hauling  of  dirt  onto  the  roads  cannot  be 
too  severely  condemned.  It  serves  no  useful  purpose.  The 
practice  has  grown  out  of  a  custom  long  established. 
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Just  before  town  meeting  day,  roads  that  have  never  re- 
ceived any  attention  get  a  little  painting  over  with  dirt  and 
some  new  culverts  are  installed.  This  is  usually  done  in  the 
neighborhood  of  some  complaining  spirit  whose  influence  may 
be  felt  on  election  day,  if  he  does  not  receive  some  attention  on 
the  road  he  is  interested  in.  The  result  of  digging  into  the 
shoulders  and  gutters  and  piling  up  old  sand,  sod  and  loam 
on  the  road  serves  only  to  keep  men  and  teams  busy  when 
work  is  at  a  standstill  on  the  farm,  but  it  has  never  done  a 
road  any  good,  and  never  will.  The  result  of  this  procedure 
is  to  make  the  road  a  soak-hole  for  rains  and  moisture,  with 
ruts  six  inches  deep  which  the  frost  retains  all  the  winter, 
giving  all  who  use  the  road  the  sensation  of  riding  over  a 
ladder.  No  earth  road  should  have  material  put  on  its  surface 
in  the  fall  except  to  take  care  of  dangerous  places.  There 
should  be  just  a  simple  cleaning  out  of  the  gutters  of  old  sod 
or  stone  and  furnishing  a  free  access  for  the  water  to  all 
culverts. 

REPAIR  OF  LOAM  ROADS. 

^  Loam  roads  are  so  widely  different  from  gravel,  macadam 
and  other  roads  we  have  to  deal  with,  that  they  occupy  a  class 
almost  by  themselves.  It  is  quite  an  essential  in  the  repair 
of  these  roads  that  from  time  to  time  they  be  turned  over 
with  the  plough  and  cultivated,  not  only  by  ploughing  deep, 
but  also  using  the  harrow  after  ploughing,  removing  the  stones 
that  will  have  a  tendency  to  make  future  trouble  and  placing 
them  sufficiently  back  on  the  margins  so  that  there  will  be  no 
possibility  of  their  rolling  down  into  the  gutters  and  obstruct- 
ing the  watercourses,  as  we  often  find  in  our  highway  wort  It 
is  as  necessary  to  cultivate  these  roads,  as  I  have  suggested, 
as  it  is  to  cultivate  the  land  inside  the  fences.  Wherever 
any  road  has  soil  that  is  full  of  water  with  a  tendency  to  mire 
up  in  the  spring  and  fall,  the  loosening  of  the  soil  will  have 
a  tendency  to  let  the  heat  penetrate  and  not  only  warm  the 
soil  and  assist  in  evaporating  the  excess  moisture,  but  it  will 
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also  be  a  valuable  adjunct  in  making  the  soil  light  and  friable 
and  thus,  in  time,  completely  remove  it  from  a  miry  condition. 
Weeds  and  grass,  which  are  of  so  much  annoyance  and 
disadvantage  to  a  road,  will  disappear  and  the  road  will  respond 
economically  in  retaining  its  form,  and  be  dry^  pleasant  and 
convenient  for  travel. 

A  heavy  loam  road,  after  it  has  been  properly  under- 
drained  and  culverts  established  where  necessary,  can  be 
wonderfully  improved  by  putting  on  a  course  of  sand  in  the 
early  spring.  This  should  be  distributed  over  the  entire 
road  and  either  harrowed  in,  so  that  the  sand  may  become 
thoroughly  incorporated  with  the  loam,  or  just  put  it  on  the 
road  and  let  the  teams  or  ordinary  travel  work  it  through. 
The  harrowing,  of  course,  would  be  better,  but  the  road  can 
be  wonderfully  assisted  in  becoming  dry  by  putting  the  sand 
on  and  allowing  the  teams  to  do  the  rest.  The  sand  and 
the  loam  make  a  very  good  combination  and  the  result  will 
be  that  the  miry  condition  formerly  experienced  will  rapidly 
disappear. 

REPAIR  OF  GRAVEL  ROADS. 

If  the  road  is  a  natural  gravel  road — ^that  is  to  say,  if 
it  runs  over  or  through  gravel  formation — it  is  a  veity  simpxe 
problem  to  keep  such  a  road  in  good  repair  at  a  slight  cost, 
if,  when  the  depressions  made  by  the  settling  of  the  road 
from  travel  occur,  immediate  attention  is  accorded.  A  gravel 
road  differs  in  one  respect  from  the  loam  road,  namely,  it  can 
be  repaired  in  the  fall  without  injury  to  itself,  or  any  inconven- 
ience to  the  traveling  public.  The  application  of  gravel  from 
time  to  time  when  the  road  indicates  the  necessity,  will  insure  a 
good,  smooth  and  pleasant  road  at  very  little  expense.  In  ad- 
dition to  the  application  of  gravel,  as  the  road  needs  it,  if  the 
shoulders  are  pared  down  and  the  gutters  kept  open,  no  large 
bill  of  expense  will  ever  become  necessary  in  keeping  the  road 
in  first-class  condition.  However,  under  no  consideration 
should  the  washings  from  the  road  be  put  on  it,  for  they  can  do 
the  road  no  good  and  may  do  considerable  harm.    It  would  be 
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more  wise  in  cleaning  out  the  gutters  or  clearing  off  the 
shoulders  to  find  some  other  dumping  ground  than  the  traveled 
path  of  the  road.  On  gravel  roads  running  over  or  through 
natural  gravel  beds,  there  should  be  no  diflSculty  whatever  in 
procuring  an  adequate  supply  of  good  material  conveniently 
near,  so  that  the  expense  of  keeping  the  road  need  not,  of 
necessity,  be  great.  The  secret  in  keeping  all  roads  ''up  to 
concert  pitch  "  is  to  make  the  repair  whenever  the  road 
suggests  the  necessity.  When  a  gravel  road  is  constructed 
in  a  district  where  gravel  is  not  a  natural  product,  and  the  ma- 
terial for  construction  has  to  be  carried  on  to  the  road,  it  is 
quite  another  matter  to  keep  this  road  in  repair  and  means, 
in  some  respects,  at  least,  special  treatment. 

Under  no  consideration  should  any  repair  be  made  with 
loam  or  any  material  unlike  in  its  character  that  with  which 
the  road  is  constructed:  neither  should  gutter  or  shoulder 
parings  be  used.  In  both  cases  the  added  material  only  serves 
to  make  on  the  surface  of  the  road  a  sandy  or  miry  condition 
with  the  result,  if  sand  were  used,  of  furnishing  a  loose  and 
unpleasant  surface  over  which  to  ride,  and  where  mud  is 
placed  on  the  road,  all  porosity  is  destroyed  or  sealed,  and  a 
very  unpleasant  surface  over  which  to  travel  is  left.  In  addi- 
tion, any  weakness  that  may  be  developing  in  the  under 
courses  of  the  gravel  construction  is  hidden  away  from  careful 
inspection.  The  better  way  to  repair  this  class  of  construction 
is  to  have  the  gravel  needed  for  repair  carted  to  and  deposited 
in  frequent  piles  at  convenient  places  along  the  margins  of 
the  road,  suflRciently  back  of  the  gutter  line  so  as  not  to  furnish 
obstruction,  or  be  unpleasantly  in  the  way.  This  can  be  done 
at  the  season  when  teams  are  not  busy  at  other  work  and  thus 
have  the  gravel  handy  when  it  is  needed.  With  the  gravel 
so  placed,  one  man  can  at  any  time  repair  a  large  section 
of  highway  at  very  little  expense.  This  suggestion  will  be 
found  to  work  out  well,  save  time  and  money  and  insure  perfect 
repair  at  the  least  possible  expense.  A  few  teams  can  haul 
all  the  gravel  needed  for  a  long  section  of  highway.  This 
system  of  having  piles  of  gravel  in  convenient  places  is  wise, 
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for  it  should  always  be  put  on  the  road  when  the  road  is 
moist,  and  the  delay  in  cartage  is  thus  avoided  by  having  the 
gravel  ready  for  use  at  a  moment's,  notice.  This  method  is 
more  effective  and  economical  than  it  would  be  to  wait  and 
cart  the  gravel  direct  to  the  road  and  spreading  it  on  from 
the  wagon,  for  the  reason  that  the  last  mentioned  process 
will  add  materially  to  the  expense  as  the  teams  would  have  to 
wait  while  the  gravel  is  being  spread  upon  the  road.  It  should 
never  be  necessary  to  put  an  application  of  an  entire  course  of 
gravel  over  the  whole  section.  A  little  gravel  applied  just 
where  needed  is  all  that  should  ever  be  necessary  to  keep  a  road 
in  first  class  state  of  repair;  nor  is  it  hardly  ever  necessary  to 
require  that  the  entire  load  of  gravel  should  be  put  in  one 
particular  place  except  there  has  been  a  washout  or  some  un- 
usual settling  of  the  road. 

Quite  a  common  practice  in  the  repair  of  gravel  roads 
is  to  deposit  the  entire  load  upon  the  road,  spreading  the 
gravel  evenly  just  where  it  is  dumped.  This  practice  is  all 
wrong  and  usually  results  in  leaving  warts  or  ridges  on  the 
road  wherever  this  system  is  followed.  The  better  way  would 
be,  if  the  gravel  is  needed  in  any  one  particular  place  on  the 
road,  to  deposit  the  material  on  the  side  of  the  road  and  then 
scatter  it,  where  needed,  with  a  shovel. 

The  reason  for  this  method  is  that  the  load  of  gravel 
being  distributed  will  have  uniform  pressure  from  the  hoof 
and  wheel  and  will  thus  become,  when  finally  installed"  in  its 
position,  a  part  of  the  road  without  any  perceptible  distinction, 
whereas  the  contrary  is  true  if  the  load  is  dumped  upon  the 
road.  The  part  of  the  load  that  is  shoveled  off  to  the  sides 
or  to  the  front  or  rear  yields  readily  to  travel,  while  that 
part  of  the  load  remaining  that  has  not  been  removed,  offers 
resistance  and  remains  in  that  condition  as  an  unpleasant 
reminder  of  improper  repair  to  all  who  have  occasion  to  use 
the  road. 
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REPAIR  OP  MACADAM  ROADS. 

No  part  of  the  system  of  permanent  road  constmction 
calls  for  a  larger  outlay  of  money  than  does  the  buildmg  of 
a  first-class  macadam  road.  The  expense  of  building  a 
macadam  road  runs  up  into  thousands  of  dollars  per  mile.  The 
state  has  been  expending  during  the  past  twelve  years  hundreds 
of  thousands  of  dollars  in  the  construction  of  macadam  roads. 
Inasmuch  as  the  building  of  macadam  roads  in  our  state  is  a 
new  industry,  and  one  with  which  the  towns  are  unfamiliar, 
it  is  not  strange  that  their  nature  is  not  fully  understood,  or 
their  requirements  attended  to  intelligently  and  at  the  proper 
time  to  keep  them  in  a  good  permanent  condition  of  repair. 

A  macadam  road  being  constructed  of  stone  is  to  a  very 
large  degree  rigid  and  has,  thereby,  a  tendency  to  oflfer  a 
resistance  when  brought  into  contact  with  either  hoof  or  wheel. 
Where  there  is  resistance  there  is  force,  and  of  course  of  neces- 
sity, it  must  be  the  survival  of  the  fittest.  The  brightest  minds 
in  the  country,  along  the  line  of  mechanics  who  have  to  do  with 
the  hoof  and  the  wheel,  have  introduced  into  the  construction  of 
the  shoe  and  the  tire  the  very  best  material  that  can  be  found, 
to  add  to  their  durability,  thereby  making  both  a  destructive 
force  on  the  highway.  Up  to  the  present  time  no  pavement  has 
been  devised  or  constructed  but  that  sooner  or  later  has  yielded 
to  their  influence.  This  being  true,  it  not  only  calls  for  the 
construction  of  our  macadam  roads  to  be  the  very  best  that 
can  be  introduced,  but  it  also  suggests  very  emphatically  that 
careful  attention  be  paid  to  the  question  of  the  care  and 
maintenance  of  these  roads. 

A  great  many  destructive  influences  are  at  work  on  our 
macadam  roads.  Some  of  these  influences  we  can  control, 
others  not  wholly.  The  snow  that  covers  our  macadam  con- 
struction during  a  hard  winter  and  the  calks  used  in  shoeing 
horses,  assist  in  penetrating  down  into  the  road,  not  only 
breaking  up  the  road,  but  also  letting  in  the  worst  enemy  to 
all  roads — water.  Immediately  on  the  opening  up  of  spring 
work  all  macadam  roads  should  be  gone  over  carefully — not 
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hurriedly  or  with  a  desire  to  give  them  a  cursory  exami- 
nation and  expend  as  small  an  amount  as  possible — ^but  they 
should  be  gone  over  completely  and  thoroughly,  removing  all 
stones  from  the  surface  of  the  traveled  path :  after  which,  where 
the  road  is  at  all  broken  up  and  has  lost  its  bond,  an  application 
of  dust  should  be  immediately  resorted  to  and  a  complete  cover- 
ing of  all  the  fractures  made.  If  a  roller  can  be  had,  it  would  be 
well  to  use  one.  In  fact,  all  macadam  roads  every  spring 
should  not  only  have  all  stone  that  have  loosened  up  taken 
off,  but  in  addition  the  roads  should  be  rolled  so  as  to  compact 
any  stone  lifted  by  the  frost. 

Many  times  stone  find  their  way  to  the  surface  that  would 
not  unite  with  the  courses  in  the  construction  of  the  road 
by  reason  of  the  comers  having  been  worn  or  the  faces  having 
a  smooth  surface.  It  is  no  injury  to  the  road  to  have  these 
stone  leave  their  bed  and  find  their  way  to  the  surface.  They 
are  always  a  destructive  agency  if  they  remain  in  the  road, 
for  it  is  impossible  to  bond  a  road  with  this  class  of  stone  in 
any  part  of  the  construction. 

The  mistaken  idea  is  entertained  by  many  road-makers 
in  our  towns  that  just  as  long  as  a  road  appears  firm  and 
unyielding  without  any  fracture,  although  the  stone  may  be 
all  bare  upon  the  surface  and  the  road  be  entirely  devoid 
of  top,  or  wearing  surface,  they  think  the  road  is  in  first- 
class  condition  and  does  not  need  any  repair.  The  reverse 
of  this  is  often  found,  for  that  is  the  danger  time  and  also 
the  danger  line.  No  protection  is  given  to  the  road  from  the 
blow  of  the  hoof  or  the  jar  of  the  wheel:  the  result  is  that 
if  some  treatment  is  not  immediately  afforded  this  road  to 
protect  this  course,  it  will  not  be  a  very  long  time  before 
the  entire  surface  is  loosened  up  and  then  an  extensive  re- 
pair becomes  necessary.  There  is  practically  no  use  in  putting 
on  screenings  at  this  time  by  reason  of  the  fact  that  there 
is  no  place  for  them  to  find  a  home  or  lodgment.  The  result 
is,  if  applied,  that  there  is  a  dust  in  dry  weather  and  a  mud 
paste  after  a  rain,  with  the  added  expense  of  purchasing, 
hauling  and  applying  the  screenings. 
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When  a  macadam  road  has  reached  this  stage  the  proper 
method  of  repair  is  to  put  on  a  very  light  covering  of  splinters 
or  chips  of  stone,  ranging  in  size  from  one-half  to  three- 
quarters  of  an  inch,  their  longest  diameter,  free  from  dust. 
The  reason  for  this  method  of  repair  of  macadam  roads  is 
that  the  stone,  when  applied,  furnish  the  necessary  protec- 
tion on  its  first  application  when  it  is  brought  into  contact 
with  the  hoof  and  the  wheel.  Carefully  watched,  the  ob- 
server will  find  that  the  fracture  made  by  the  hoof  and  the 
wheel  will  result  in  fine  particles  of  dust  from  the  abrasion 
of  the  stone  which  falls  down  through  the  stone  on  to  the 
old  surface :  every  passing  team  continues  to  reduce  the  stone 
until  finally  the  whole  surface  of  the  road  presents  a  smooth 
and  clear  appearance.  As  the  small  particles  of  dust  find 
their  way  down  to  the  old  surface  of  the  road  they  are  pro- 
tected from  the  heat  of  the  sun  by  the  small  stone  not  as  yet 
reduced.  They  are  also  protected  from  the  wind  and  retain 
moisture  and  gradually  become  a  part  of  the  whole  road. 
No  roller  is  necessary:  no  sprinkling  cart  need  be  used.  A 
simple  application  of  stone  is  all  that  is  required,  the  travel 
does  the  rest. 

With  this  system  followed  in  the  care  and  maintenance 
of  our  macadam  roads,  no  large  bill  of  expense  need  ever  be 
necessary.  To  assist  in  making  this  repair,  when  it  is  needed, 
it  would  be  wise  for  towns  to  have  some  one  in  authority  to 
take  care  of  the  sections  of  highway  in  their  immediate  vicin- 
ity. The  stone  for  repair  could  be  brought  at  the  time  when 
teams  and  men  are  not  busy  at  farm  work,  or  otherwise  em- 
ployed, and  placed  at  the  side  of  the  road  at  convenient 
points  for  use  at  any  time.  It  is  hardly  ever  found  to  be  the 
rule  that  the  entire  road  has  to  be  treated  in  this  way.  It  is 
generally  in  exposed  places  upon  the  road  where  there  is 
not  much  protection  that  the  screenings  have  had  an  op- 
portunity to  dry  out  and  blow  ofiE  the  road.  If  the  top  cov- 
ering of  stone  with  which  the  road  has  been  constructed  be- 
gins to  show  bare,  it  is  necessary  for  some  systematic  method 
of  repair  to  be  resorted  to  immediately,  in  order  to  save  a 
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great  deal  of  expense  in  keeping  a  macadam  road  in  first-class 
condition. 

One  of  the  principal  defects  in  the  care  and  management 
of  the  macadam  roads  that  have  been  constructed  by  the 
state  is  the  neglect  by  towns  to  keep  the  shoulders  of  the 
road  well  down,  taking  off  vegetation  just  as  rapidly  as  it 
appears  on  the  surface.  A  shoulder  that  is  allowed  to  grow 
up,  dams  the  water  and  holds  it  on  the  road  and  rots  it.  A 
severe  paring  down  of  all  shoulders,  allowing  the  water  free 
access  to  the  ditches,  will  extend  the  life  of  macadam  roads 
many  years. 

Owing  to  the  fact  that  many  of  our  towns  have  no  sprink- 
ling wagons  and  many  miles  of'  their  roads  are  in  exposed 
places,  the  greatest  care  should  be  exercised  over  all  roads 
exposed.  The  construction  adopted  by  the  state  in  the 
building  of  macadam  anticipated  the  fact  that  macadam 
roads  will  be  denied  that  degree  of  moisture  they  should  have 
to  retain  that  degree  of  elasticity  so  necessary  in  a  well  built 
road.  If  every  town  in  the  state  would  provide  the  material 
necessary  to  keep  our  macadam  roads  in  condition — ^which 
means  to  repair  them  at  the  proper  time  and  in  the  proper 
way — all  towns  would  find  that  our  maca'dam  roads  would 
not  be  a  large  bill  of  expense,  not  more  so  than  the  ordinary 
earth  or  gravel  road.  It  is  the  care-taking  when  it  is  most 
needed  that  removes  the  necessity  for  any  large  repair  bill. 
Many  towns  in  the  state  have  provided  a  wood-box  tank 
with  an  ordinary  pipe  attachment  with  shutoff,  so  that  they 
can  place  it  on  a  set  of  gears  at  any  time  and  remove  it 
when  they  do  not  want  to  use  water  upon  the  road  and  use 
tlie  gears  for  other  work.  This  has  operated  very  well  indeed. 
An  expense  of  from  thirty  to  forty  dollars  will  furnish  a 
sprinkling  wagon  that  will  be  found  to  answer  every  purpose 
in  our  small  towns.  Forty  dollars  will  not  go  to  any  con- 
siderable length  in  repairing  a  macadam  road  and  the  appli- 
cation of  a  little  water  on  a  macadam  road,  when  it  is  needed, 
will  save  hundreds  of  dollars'  expense  to  a  town. 
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There  is  no  question  but  that  for  general  purposes  where 
heavy  travel  is  had  upon  our  roads  that  the  macadam  con- 
struction is  found  to  be  the  most  economical  system:  it  is 
also  true  that  gravel  and  earth  roads  will  for  many  years  to 
come  occupy  a  prominent  place  in  the  transportation  of  the 
produce  of  the  farm  to  the  market  place. 

To  summarize:  First,  there  should  be  an  inspection  early 
in  the  spring:  all  stone  found  on  the  surface  of  the  road 
should  be  removed:  all  shoulders  that  are  above  the  grade 
of  the  road  should  be  pared  down  so  as  to  provide  quick  ac- 
cess for  the  water  to  the  gutter.  If  the  town  has  a  roller,  it 
is  well  to  then  go  over  the  whole  road,  rolling  it  thoroughly 
so  as  to  properly  put  back  in  its  place  any  part  of  the  road 
that  may  have  been  disturbed  by  the  frost  in  any  way.  If 
any  fracture  appears,  immediately  repair  it.  If  the  screen- 
ings have  been  washed  off  and  the  stones  are  bare,  immediate- 
ly give  the  road  an  application  of  stone  ranging  in  size  from 
one-half  to  three-fourths  of  an  inch,  longest  diameter.  The 
depth  of  the  application  should  in  no  case  exceed  one  inch, 
so  that  no  possibility  of  the  stone  riding  or  crawling  away 
from  the  wheel  will  be  had,  thereby  ensuring  that  they  will 
remain  very  close  to  the  point  of  contact  with  the  point  of 
resistance.  Apply  water  in  very  dry  seasons,  where  it  is 
possible  to  obtain  it:  keep  the  ditches  well  opened,  culverts 
cleaned  out  and  there  will  be  no  difficulty  in  maintaining,  at 
a  very  reasonable  expense,  the  macadam  roads  in  the  best  of 
condition. 

WIDTH  AND  DIRECTION. 

No  roads  should  be  built  that  will  not  accommodate 
safely  and  conveniently  two  teams  passing  each  other.  The 
bill  of  repairs  is  always  increased  where  shoulders  have  to 
be  driven  over  and  are  broken  down  by  passing  teams,  and 
no  road  can  be  maintained  safe  and  convenient  or  economical 
for  travel  if  the  shoulders  and  gutters  have  to  be  continuously 
driven  over.     A  narrow  cart  path  road  is  simply  a  continual 
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bill  of  expense  and  it  is  impossible  to  keep  it  in  repair.  It  is 
no  economy  to  «have  a  road  so  narrow  that  a  good  gutter 
cannot  be  formed  and  maintained.  The  continual  dodging 
of  boulders  and  rocks  found  on  the  sides  of  the  road  every 
time  the  road  is  worked  by  the  roadmakers  is  all  wrong  from 
every  standpoint.  Nearly  one-half  of  the  expense  of  repair 
of  town  roads  is  caused  by  this  system. 

In  the  first  place,  it  is  very  dangerous  and  a  menace  to 
life  and  property,  not  to  say  anjrthing  in  regard  to  directing 
the  water  coming  off  the  road  to  the  gutters,  making  a 
tortuous  course  for  the  water  to  follow.  Many  times  the 
water  dams  up  on  the  side  of  the  road  and  freezes  there,  fill- 
ing up  the  gutter  that  was  formerly  adequate  to  take  care  of 
the  water,  causing  the  water  to  run  out  on  to  the  road,  with 
the  result  that  with  every  succeeding  downpour  of  rain  in 
the  faU,  winter  or  spring,  the  road  is  covered  with  ice,  thus 
making  the  road  unsafe  and  causing  no  end  of  trouble  and 
expense.  The  reverse  would  be  the  result  if  a  true  course 
were  allowed  the  water,  by  removing  from  the  gutter  these 
boulders  or  ledges  so  that  the  water  might  have  a  direct  flow. 
In  addition  to  this,  the  removal  of  these  boulders  from  the 
gutters  and  shoulders  furnishes  pleasant  access  for  spring 
repairs  in  the  use  of  the  road  scraper  in  fixing  the  road  and 
cleaning  out  the  gutters.  If,  on  the  contrary  to  the  practice 
of  going  aroiuid  these  stone,  the  boulders  or  ledges  were  re- 
moved, it  would  not  be  very  long  before  the  road  would 
present  a  different  appearance  and  be  more  pleasant  and  safe 
to  travel  over,  and  also  residt  in  leaving  a  very  nice  little 
balance  in  the  treasury  of  the  road  repair  account. 

Many  towns  in  the  state,  I  am  happy  to  say,  are  beginning 
to  see  the  necessity  for  removing  rocks,  boulders  and  stonesi 
from  the  traveled  path  of  the  road  and  also  from  the  shoulders 
and  gutters.  It  is  getting  to  be  quite  the  practice  today, 
since  the  beginning  of  highway  improvement  in  the  state,  to 
take  certain  sections  of  highway  and  make  radical  changes 
in  the  old  layout  of  the  road.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  this 
method  of  repairing  the  roads  of  our  state  will  become  gen- 
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eral.  Indeed,  it  cannot  help  but  follow  that  the  influences 
that  have  begun  to  make  improvements  along  the  lines  sug- 
gested will  bear  more  fruit,  and  as  we  go  on  in  highway  im- 
provement other  towns  will  depart  from  the  old  customs  and 
adapt  themselves  to  the  new. 

UNIFORM  WIDTH  OP  ROADS  ESTABLISHED. 

The  establishment  of  state  supervision  over  the  main  high- 
ways of  the  state  has  already  borne  fruit  in  more  ways  than 
one.  A  very-  noticeable  change  has  already  been  indicated 
in  the  establishment  of  a  uniform  width  of  roads  continued 
through  towns.  Heretofore  each  town,  or  its  board  of  se- 
lectmen, was  a  law  unto  itself  in  regard  to  the  width  of  the 
traveled  path.  It  was  not  unusual  to  find  a  difference  of 
several  feet  in  the  width  of  the  wrought  road  in  adjoining 
towns.  This  was  due,  in  some  instances  to  the  encroachment 
of  abutting  property  owners  in  setting  out  fences,  thus  nar- 
rowing the  road,  or  to  some  obstacle  that  would  require  a 
considerable  outlay  of  money  to  remove.  In  other  cases,  the 
difference  in  the  width  of  a  road  was  due  to  the  contract 
system  in  practice  in  that  town,  in  which  a  fixed  or  stipulated 
price  per  mile,  or  section,  was  made.  By  reason  of  this  fact, 
the  more  rapidly  the  work  was  gone  over,  the  larger  would 
be  the  profit  to  the  contractor.  In  other  towns  the  reason 
given  was  that  a  narrow  road  did  not  cost  as  much  to  keep  in 
repair  as  a  wider  road  would  call  for.  In  some  towns,  con- 
stantly changing  boards  of  selectmen  resulted  in  an  equally 
constant  change  in  the  width  of  the  road,  depending  on  the 
judgment  or  knowledge  of  the  official  in  control  of  the  work. 
So  a  battledoor  and  shuttlecock  game  vnth  the  gutter  line  has 
been  going  on  and  was  continued  until  state  methods  were  in- 
troduced, after  which  a  uniform  width  of  road  was  established, 
so  that  instead  of  water  in  the  gutter  having  to  go  up  and 
down  stairs,  in  accordance  with  the  fancy,  taste,  or  knowl- 
edge of  the  official  having  charge  of  the  work,  it  now  has  a 
true  flow  line  to  the  exit  point.    This  very  much  to  be  de- 
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sired  and  necessary  reform  has  come  to  the  towns  since  the 
introduction  of  state  aid  and  state  supervision  over  the  work, 
thus  establishing  for  all  time  a  uniform  width  and  direction 
for  all  roads  in  the  state.  This  is  as  it  should  be  and  wiU 
make  the  work  of  those  who  come  after  us  less  perplexing 
and  will  leave  our  road  system  so  that  they  will  naturally  fit 
into  anything  that  the  future  may  suggest.

PROPER  ROAD  IMPLEMENTS  FOR  TOWN  EQXJIPMENT. 

Towns  are  fast  awakening  to  the  necessity  for  having  the 
right  kind  of  tools  and  machinery  to  be  used  in  the  improve- 
ment of  roads.  I  find  that  in  many  towns  there  is  an  absence 
of  proper  tools  to  work  with.  It  takes  a  good  mechanic  to 
turn  out  a  piece  of  work  without  proper  tools  to  use  in  its 
construction.  No  matter  how  good  the  mechanic,  he  can  do 
better  work  and  in  much  less  time  if  he  has  the  proper  tools 
to  use.  There  is  no  economy  in  using  poor  tools.  This  rule 
will  apply  in  road  building  as  well  as  in  mechanics.  A  full 
and  complete  set  .of  tools  should  be  purchased  and  used  by 
every  town  in  the  state.  Their  possession  will  mean  a  great 
saving  of  time  and  money.  I  find  still  in  use  in  some  of  the 
towns  the  old  primitive  scraper,  constructed  of  chestnut 
planks,  some  of  which  are  not  even  steel  shod — ^planks  loosely 
joined  together  with  a  primitive  handle  with  a  hole  in  the 
center  and  a  rough  pole  inserted  to  which  to  hitch  the  horses. 
Such  an  implement  can  be  of  no  useful  assistance  in  the  form- 
ing of  a  road  properly  or  economically. 

A  great  deal  has  been  said  in  abuse  of  the  road  scraper. 
As  I  have  said  before  in  my  reports — and  which  I  emphasize 
in  this  report — ^it  is  not  the  use  but  the  abuse  of  the  road 
scraper  that  is  open  to  criticism.  The  introduction  of  the 
road  scraper  on  our  highways  has  done  more  to  remove  stone 
from  the  traveled  path,  shoulders  and  gutters  of  the  road 
than  any  other  agency  that  I  know  of,  by  reason  of  the  fact 
that  it  is  next  to  a  physical  impossibility  to  use  a  scraper  on 
roads  without  removing  the  stone.    While  it  is  true  that  in 
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a  great  many  towns  the  road  scraper  is  used  to  cover  up 
stone,  in  nine  out  of  ten  cases,  however,  those  that  have  had 
the  road  scraper  at  work,  remove  the  stone  ahead  of  the 
scraper  sufiSciently  to  allow  the  blade  to  make  a  smooth  and 
uniform  cutting  to  shape  the  road.  The  disappearance  of  so 
many  stone  from  our  roads  has  resulted  in  making  them  less 
expensive  to  keep  in  order,  and  ensuring  more  pleasant  travel 
than  that  which  had  been  found  to  be  the  experience  of  peo- 
ple who  have  been  using  the  roads  for  many  years.  In  other 
words,  the  introduction  of  the  road  scraper  has  operated 
in  the  same  way  with  the  roads  that  the  introduction  of 
horse  mowers  have  in  clearing  land  of  stone.  The  introduction 
of  the  horse  mower  has  resulted  in  the  saving  of  millions  of 
dollars  in  the  cutting  and  curing  of  hay  and  has  made  imper- 
ative the  necessity  for  removing  all  stone  and  boulder  projec- 
tions from  all  meadows.  So  it  is  with  the  road  scraper,  pro- 
perly used. 

The  towns  are  beginning  to  realize  that  no  makeshift  or 
temporarily  built  road  is  eflScient  or  effective  in  handling 
their  highway  systems  economically.  The  people  are  being 
educated  up  to  a  higher  standard  and  men  are  being  selected 
with  more  care  than  heretofore  for  the  office  of  first  select- 
man. Roads  are  being  widened,  ditches  are  being  deepened, 
and  in  many  towns  the  practice  of  putting  wornout  material 
on  the  road  has  been  discontinued,  so  that  which  was  formerly 
an  exception  is  fast  becoming  a  rule  in  abandoning  this  much 
condemned  system  of  repairing  highways.  The  time  is  not 
very  far  distant  when  every  town  in  the  state  will  be  fully 
equipped  with  road-building  tools  and  implements,  from  a 
crusher  to  the  simplest  tool  used  in  highway  construction. 
The  attitude  of  many  towns,  today,  in  making  betterments 
in  everything  connected  with  road  improvement  has  been 
more  marked  since  the  adoption  of  state  aid  than  ever  before. 
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TOWNS  ON  EXHIBITION. 

There  has  grown  up  a  pleasant  rivalry  in  the  towns  to 
have  just  as  good  a  system  of  highways  as  that  which  is  to  be 
found  in  any  other  town,  and  this  is  shown  not  only  in  the 
method  of  construction,  but  also  in  the  care-taking  of  the 
roads.  The  towns  are  being  surrounded  by  a  very  healthy 
atmosphere  in  this  respect — ^for  which  they  are  to  be  con- 
gratulated— and  the  public  in  general  is  being  assisted  into  a 
universal  system  of  good  roads  over  which  to  travel. 

Perhaps  it  might  be  well  to  say  that  with  the  present 
disposition  of  the  people,  as  it  is  today,  to  travel  more  by 
road  than  ever  before,  that  an  unthought  of  factor — a  very 
helpful  auxiliary  to  the  state  in  its  work — is  unconsciously 
busy.  It  has  become  quite  the  practice  to  furnish  maps  of 
roads  of  every  state  in  the  Union.  These  maps  plainly  show 
not  only  the  outline  of  the  towns  with  its  railroad  centers  and 
its  topographical  condition,  but  also  the  entire  road  system 
of  each  town  in  every  state  in  the  Union.  Touring  commit- 
tees are  appointed  on  the  part  of  various  organizations  which 
have  recourse  to  our  roads  for  business  or  pleasure.  The 
road  systems  are  gone  over  very  carefully,  so  as  to  furnish 
a  comprehensive  and  intelligent  guide  to  all  tourists.  The 
character  of  the  road  is  clearly  indicated  on  these  maps. 
Thus  complete  information  is  furnished  and  disseminated  all 
over  the  country,  and  the  town  is  thereby  brought  into 
prominence  by  the  character  of  its  roads.  It  is  the  practice  on 
the  part  of  tourists  to  carefully  avoid  all  towns  whose  high- 
ways are  not  improved,  and  all  persons  touring  give  such 
towns  a  wide  berth. 

As  I  have  said  so  many  times,  the  highway  system  of  a 
state  is  its  show  windows  through  which  the  people  have  an 
opportunity  to  observe  what  is  contained  in  the  towns. 
Many  would  be  purchasers  of  land — ^some  of  whom  would 
locate  permanently  in  the  town — ^never  have  an  opportunity, 
by  reason  of  the  poor  system  of  highways  that  exists  there, 
to  learn  the  advantages  that  would  accrue  to  them  in  the  pos- 
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session  of  land  in  the  town.  I  do  not  think  this  is  generally 
known,  but  it  is  a  f act,  nevertheless.  So  it  wonld  seem  the  part 
of  inteUigence  of  every  town  to  improve  its  highways  suf- 
ficiently so  that  people  would  be  invited  to  go  through  its 
limits.  Every  opportunity  should  be  afforded  by  the  town  to 
allow  an  inspection  by  all.  No  greater  invitation  can  be  ex- 
tended— and  with  less  expense — ^than  to  show  the  natural  ad- 
vantages of  every  town  in  this  state  and  this  can  be  done  by 
the  improvement  of  their  highway  system. 

This  thought  has  been  forced  upon  me  by  actual  observa- 
tion and  experience,  and  should  be  taken  up  by  every  town 
in  the  state,  carefully  considered  and  intelligently  acted  upon. 
I  am  reasonably  sure  that  if  the  suggestions  made  here  are 
followed  than  an  appreciated  grand  list,  a  larger  population 
and  a  better  reputation  will  be  acquired  by  every  town  that 
acts  on  them.  It  is  a  fact  that  cannot  be  controverted  that 
in  every  town  that  has  taken  up  this  question  of  highway  im- 
provement the  grand  list  has  appreciated  more  than  what  it 
cost  the  town  for  the  improvement  of  its  roads.  Not  only  is 
this  true  in  our  own  state^  but  it  is  substantiated  by  the  ex- 
perience of  every  state  in  the  Union  that  has  entered  upon 
highway  reform.  The  advantages  we  possess  in  soil,  climate 
and  home  building  for  the  lowly  or  the  wealthy  are  unsur- 
passed by  any  state  in  the  Union.  Our  state  lying  as  it  does 
close  to  large,  populous  centers  furnishes  a  desirable  and  con- 
venient location  for  all  who  may  be  seeking  temporary  or 
permanent  homes  here. 

These  thoughts  are  not  put  down  to  fill  space  or  to  relate 
an  idle  fancy,  but  have  been  created  by  actual  contact,  per- 
sonal observation  and  a  careful  analysis  of  the  conditions 
that  I  find  in  my  work  throughout  the  state. 

HOW  APPEOPRIATIONS  OPERATE  IN  DIFFERENT 

TOWNS. 

Towns  accepting  state  aid  can  be  divided  into  three 
classes.  As  a  irule,  the  financially  strong  towns  move  more 
promptly  than  other  towns,  not  only  in  taking  advantage 
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of  their  appropriations,  but  also  in  having  all  of  the  pre- 
liminaries gone  through  with  and  having  the  roads  rounded 
up  and  finished  during  the  first  year  in  which  the  appropria- 
tion is  available. 

Another  division  of  towns  prefer  to  wait  until  the  second 
jear  before  commencing  operations  on  their  roads,  the  princi- 
pal reason  for  their  choice  in  putting  off  the  work  until  the 
second  year  in  which  the  appropriation  is  due  being  that  on 
the  completion  of  the  work,  the  full  amount  due  from  the 
state  will  be  available  and  the  towns  will  have  less  interest 
money  to  take  care  of.  In  other  words,  they  prefer  to  have 
their  town  treasury  reimbursed  almost  immediately  after  the 
completion  of  the  work.*  Work  in  this  class  of  towns  is  not 
only  delayed,  but,  in  addition,  this  practice  entails  an  over- 
loading of  this  department's  work  during  the  second  year 
of  the  appropriation.  The  recommendations  made  in  this  re- 
port would  not  only  pleasantly  assist  the  work  on  the  part 
of  this  department,  but  will  also  aid  the  towns  in  their 
financial  obligations. 

The  third  class  is  represented  by  the  small  towns  whose 
bank  accounts  are  not  large.  They  have  very  small  appro- 
priations and  prefer  not  to  have  outside  competition  unless  it 
is  absolutely  necessary.  It  is  difficult  to  secure  contractors 
to  do  the  work  as  the  small  appropriation  is  many  times  so 
scattered  that  they  cannot  work  to  advantage.  The  work  is 
principally  grading,  no  permanent  system  of  construction 
being  used,  simply  building  a  foundation  for  what  the  future 
may  have  to  offer. 

Thus,  these  towns  are  many  times  compelled  to  accept  the 
work  themselves  by  reason  of  their  rather  unfortunate 
financial  condition.  Men  are  scarce  and  hard  to  get  and  this 
department  is  compelled,  in  obedience  to  the  towns'  neces- 
sities, to  bear  very  kindly  with  them  and  wait  their  con- 
venience. So  that  with  the  conditions  as  they  are  to  be  found 
in  the  state  today,  it  would  be  a  very  difficult  matter  to 
organize,  without  a  radical  change  of  the  entire  system,  a 
standard  to  govern  all  towns  by. 
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The  rule  under  which  this  department  operates  must  al- 
ways be  more  or  less  elastic  in  its  scope^  owing  to  the  many 
towns  in  the  state  differing  as  they  do  in  so  many  ways,  and 
the  best  policy  is  to  pleasantly  associate  the  state's  plan  with 
the  towns'  condition.  This  course  will  be  pursued  just  as 
long  as  the  present  system  of  a  division  of  the  responsibility 
exists.  It  is  well  to  relate  these  facts  so  that  the  citizens  of 
the  state  who  are  inclined,  sometimes,  to  criticise  the  seeming 
neglect  on  the  part  of  the  state  or  the  several  towns  in  the 
state  in  getting  their  systems  perfected,  to  show  that  it  is  im- 
possible to  force  conditions  out  of  their  natural  environments 
and  into  any  particular  groove  or  channel. 

These  facts  and  these  conditions  have  been  apparent  to 
this  department  ever  since  the  commencement  of  state  aid. 
Indeed,  they  were  noted  in  the  first  report  made  to  the  Gov- 
ernor. The  twelve  years  that  have  intervened  have,  it  is 
true,  served  to  bring  into  more  complete  accord  the  policy  of 
the  state  and  the  conditions  of  the  towns,  but  not  entirely  so, 
and  it  is  a  grave  question  in  the  future  conduct  of  the  work 
if  many  of  these  things  to  be  found  today  can  be  adjusted  for 
some  time  until  conditions  change,  or  the  system  under  which 
we  operate  is  broadened  and  some  new  plan  adopted,  other 
than  that  in  use  to-day. 

ARE  TOWNS  INCREASING  THEIR  INDEBTEDNESS  IN 

ACCEPTING  STATE  AID? 

Now  and  then  an  objection  is  heard  on  the  part  of  a  few 
citizens  of  a  town  in  regard  to  the  acceptance  of  state  aid  by 
the  small  towns  of  the  state,  on  the  ground  that  towns  are 
induced  to  accept  state  aid  so  as  to  secure  the  bounty  of  as- 
sistance that  the  state  offers  to  improve  their  highway  system, 
and  that  in  taking  from  their  treasuries  the  amount  necessary 
to  use  in  connection  with  state  aid,  the  towns  are  of  neces- 
sity, increasing  their  indebtedness,  and  that  it  will,  instead 
of  being  a  help  to  the  towns,  jeopardize  their  financial  ability, 
and  that  as  a  result,  ultimately,  if  this  course  is  persisted  in, 
lead  to  bankruptcy. 
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This  suggestion  and  conclusion  is  far  from  the  facts,  as 
they  present  themselves  to  the  state.  On  the  contrary,  the 
small  amount  required  on  the  part  of  the  towns — ^which  is 
never  over  33j^  per  cent.,  and  in  the  majority  of  cases  only 
25  per  cent,  of  the  amount  necessary  for  the  towns  to  con- 
tribute— is  not  and  never  will  be  a  burden  to  carry,  or  a 
menace  to  the  financial  condition  of  any  town  in  the  state. 
A  safeguard  is  thrown  around  every  town,  be  it  strong  or 
weak  financially,  in  the  law,  which  precludes  the  possibility 
of  any  financial  danger  to  any  town.  Not  only  does  the  state 
provide  a  liberal  payment  on  its  part  towards  every  improve- 
ment, but  also  restricts  every  town  in  the  state,  whether 
large  or  small,  from  exceeding  in  any  one  year  a  total  ex- 
penditure of  $4,500,  of  which  amount  the  state  contributes 
two-thirds  or  three-fourths,  as  the  case  may  be. 

A  close  examination  of  the  indebtedness  of  the  several 
towns  in  the  state  at  the  commencement  of  state  aid,  and  com- 
paring that  exhibit  with  their  indebtedness  as  shown  in  their 
last  report,  fails  to  find  any  appreciable  difference  in  the 
financial  standing  of  any  town  in  the  state  since  the  com- 
mencement of  state  aid  due  to  state  highway  improvement. 
If,  on  the  other  hand,  the  exhibit  had  been  on  the  other  side 
of  the  balance*  sheet,  showing  that  towns  had  placed  an  obliga- 
tion on  themselves  to  secure  a  first-class  system  of  per- 
manently improved  highways,  even  with  that  exhibit,  it  would 
take  a  master  mind  and  a  very  ingenious  mathematician 
to  show  where  that  fact  established  that  the  towns  were  injured 
in  the  slightest  degree  by  having  secured  an  improved  sys- 
tem of  permanently  constructed  roads. 

In  looking  back  on  the  millions  of  dollars  that  had  been 
expended  by  the  towns  in  the  state  prior  to  the  establishment 
of  state  aid,  the  retrospect  is  anything  but  a  pleasant  one, 
when  we  remember  that  no  uniform  method  of  highway  con- 
struction was  employed.  It  was  simply  a  guess  and  try  again 
process.  The  wear  and  tear  on  horses  and  wagons,  the  de- 
struction of  harnesses,  the  loss  of  time  and  the  making  of  two 
trips  to  market  where  one  should   have  been  sufficient,  the 
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carrying  of  half  a  load  which  resulted  in  going  twice  to  do 
the  same  work,  the  purchase  and  expense  of  keeping  several 
horses  where  one-half  the  number  would  have  been  sufficient 
with  a  good  system  of  roads,  the  isolation  of  the  farmer  from 
the  outside  world,  the  restriction  of  travel  to  favorable  sea- 
sons of  the  year,  social  life  detracted  from,  and  the  incon- 
venience to  all,  with  the  never-ending  fix  and  do  it  again 
process  that  had  been  going  on  for  so  many  years,  all  point 
to  the  fact  that  no  matter  what,  in  reason,  the  cost  has  been  to 
close  the  door  on  the  old  system  and  establish  throughout  the 
state  well-built,  permanently  improved  and  properly  cared  for 
roads,  will  not  only  add  thousands  of  dollars  to  the  treas- 
uries of  every  town  in  the  state,  but  will  also  increase  the 
comfort  and  convenience  of  the  people  of  the  state,  and  lead 
ultimately  to  its  growth  and  prosperity. 

There  are  always  wiseacres  and  carpers  who  can  see  no 
good  in  anything  that  comes  out  of  Nazareth.  They  have 
always  been  in  the  world,  and,  by  some  providential  arrange- 
ment, I  presume  they  will  always  continue  to  be  a  part  of 
the  world.  We  cannot  stop  their  influence,  but,  happily, 
there  are  always  enough  wise  minds  to  overbalance  the  other 
class  so  that  the  interest  of  the  people  are  protected  and  the 
great  car  of  progress  is  allowed  to  proceed.        * 

I  have  written  at  length  on  this  phase  of  the  question  be- 
cause I  have  heard  the  suggestion  that  T  have  treated,  and 
thought  it  might  be  wise  to  meet  it  in  my  report,  so  that  the 
citizens  of  the  state  may  be  set  right  in  regard  to  this  matter 
before  this  false  doctrine  has  planted  its  seed  to  grow  a  crop 
of  discord  or  create  a  misunderstanding. 

It  has  been  suggested  in  this  connection  that  it  would  be 
well  for  the  state  to  do  all  of  the  work  without  calling  upon 
the'  towns  to  bear  any  of  the  expense.  This,  of  course,  would 
relieve  the  towns  from  all  obligation  and  expense.  There  is, 
however,  an  advantage  in  requiring  the  towns  to  contribute, 
even  the  small  amount  they  now  do,  by  reason  of  the  fact  that 
the  obligation  now  resting  on  the  towns  acts  as  a  safeguanl 
and  a  check  on  towns'  demands  for  highway  improvement. 
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There  are  two  things  that  we  are  all  inclined  to  be  friendly  to. 
One  is  to  give  advice  and  the  other  is  to  spend  the  other  fel- 
low's money.  Neither  one  of  these  two  things  costs  us  any- 
thing. 

The  state  has  many  interests  to  take  care  of  and  in  foster- 
ing them  all  some  protection  or  barrier  must  be  erected  or 
some  interests  will  suffer.  I  am  inclined  to  think  that  the 
present  pressure  for  highway  improvement,  strenuous  as  it  is 
today,  will  relax  somewhat  when  the  main  trunk  lines  of  the 
state  have  been  improved.  It  would  not  be  wise,  nor  has  it 
ever  been  the  policy  of  the  state,  to  move  too  rapidly  in  any 
one  particular  direction  where  the  public  purse  is  the  goal. 
The  conservative  plan  is  wiser  and  more  in  accordance  with 
the  best  policies  of  our  state.  In  following  the  rule  of  parental 
care  over  any  interest,  the  state's  function  should  always  be 
one  of  assistance  and  not  that  of  assumption  of  the  entire 
obligation.*  So  far, 'in  following  this  course,  no  interests  have 
suffered  and  the  reputation  of  the  state,  which  has  been  so 
long  established  for  good,  sound,  healthy  and  conservative' 
business  principles,  will  be  continued. 


PLANTING  TREES  ON  OUR  HIGHWAYS. 

**  Give  fools  their  gold,  give  knaves  their  power, 
Let  fortune's  bubbles  rise  or  fall: 
Who  sows  a  field,  or  plants  a  tree,  or  grows  a  flower 
Is  more  than  all." 

— ^Brvant. 

The  legislature  of  1903  amended-  the  Good  Roads  law 
so  as*  to  require  the  planting  of  trees  on  all  sections  of  road 
improved  under  state  assistance.  During  the  first  two  years 
this  amount  was  operative,  the  contracts  entered  into  required 
that  two  thousand  trees  be  planted,  and  during  the  past  two 
years  the  contracts  called  for  twenty-five  hundred  trees.  This 
amendment  to  our  law  will  result  in  the  establishnvent  on  our 
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highways  of  a  magnificent  continuous  avenue  effect  and  will 
beautify  and  adorn  every  road  constructed  under  state  aid. 
The  selection  of  the  tree  has  been,  preferably,  rock  maple.  Its 
foliage,  its  glossy  leaves  and  its  compact  habit  establish  charac- 
ter and  beauty  to  our  roads  and  enhances  the  value  of  property. 
Our  roads  are  thus  made  not  only  attractive  by  these  trees, 
but  they  are  also  cool  and  inviting  during  the  hot  sununer 
weather.  The  grateful  shade  is  a  comfort  to  both  man  and 
beast.  The  tempering  influence  of  the  trees  acts  as  a  shield 
to  our  roads  warding  off,  as  they  do,  the  extreme  heat  of  the 
sun  from  our  macadam  system,  and  this  adds  very  materially 
to  the  life  of  the  road.  Long  continued  periods  of  hot,  dry 
weather,  often  experienced  during  the  summer  months,  work 
sad  havoc  to  our  roads,  and  the  protection  that  the  trees  offer 
results  in  a  saving  of  a  great  deal  of  money  and  removing  the 
necessity  for  repair.  By  reason  of  this  fact,  trees  are  of  great 
assistance  to  towns  in  the  care-taking  of  their  roads.  They 
assist  materially  as  wind  breaks,  protecting  the  roads  in  dry 
weather  from  having  the  finished  surface  blown  off.  They  also 
call  attention  to  the  beneficient  work  of  the  state  and  establish 
the  fact  that  the  roads  upon  which  they  are  planted  are  state 
highways,  materially  adding  to  the  reputation  of  the  state 
for  neatness,  and  act  as  an  attractive  force  to  people — ^aon- 
residents — ^who  are  temporarily  passing  through  the  state  and 
add  in  no  little  measure  to  the  impression  created  concerning 
our  people. 

From  every  point  of  view,  the  installment  of  trees  upon 
the  road  side  is  a  very  desirable  acquisition  to  the  work  of 
my  department,  and  will  be  continued  in  all  future  improve- 
ments made  by  the  state  on  our  highway  systems.  So  many 
towns,  after  the  contractor  has  removed  himself  from  the 
work  and  has  properly  installed  the  trees,  give  very  Cttle, 
if  any,  attention  to  them  at  a  critical  period  in  their  Uvea — 
the  first  year.  They  neglect  to  supply  sufficient  moisture 
to  nourish  the  trees  at  a  time  when  they  need  that  assistance 
and  before  they  have  commenced  their  growth  in  their 
home. 
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Perhaps,  in  this  connection,  it  might  be  well  to  say  that 
provision  should  be  made  whereby  all  towns  in  which  trees 
have  been  planted  shall  be  obligated  to  properly  care  for  them, 
and  in  case  of  the  death  or  destruction  of  any  of  the  trees,  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  town  to  replace  them  at  their  own 
expense,  thus  ensuring  the  perpetuation  of  the  system  for 
all  time. 

BRIDGES. 

A  glance  at  the  map  of  Connecticut  is  sufficient,  without 
a  personal  investigation,  to  call  attention  to  the  fact  that  the 
water  courses  are  numerous — ^brook,  stream  and  river  are 
to  be  found  distributed  over  the  entire  area  of  the  state.  It 
is  obvious  that  the  roads  of  the  state,  which  are 
very  nearly  as  numerous  and  as  widely  distributed 
as  the  water -courses,  in  their  direction  must,  of  ne- 
cessity, cross  many  streams  and  go  over  all  rivers — some  of 
them  many  times.  The  interruption  of  the  stream  necessitates 
the  building  of  bridges — of  which  there  are  many  thousands 
in  the  state — ^and  upon  investigation  into  the  items  of  yearly 
expense  entailed  upon  the  towns  of  the  state,  it  will  be  noted 
that  the  bridge  account  is  quite  an  important  consideration — 
sufficiently  so,  in  fact,  to  call  attention  to  the  necessity  for 
removing,  as  far  as  possible,  the  endless  expense  of  making 
necessary  repairs  on  these  bridges. 

In  many  towns  no  attention  at  all  has  been  paid  to  the 
architectural  features  of  bridges.  It  is  simply  a  case  of  safely 
bridging  the  stream  with  structures  temporarily  built,  with  a 
never-ending  bill  of  expense  to  keep  such  bridges  in  repair. 
In  other  towns  more  pretentious  bridges  have  been  constructed. 
These,  in  many  instances,  are  built  of  steel  and  under  the 
very  best  and  most  improved  methods.  Not  many,  however, 
are  adequately  wide  to  accommodate  two  teams  passing. 
The  additional  expense  necessary  to  widen  the  bridge 
a  few  feet  at  the  outset  would  not  have  been  appreciable. 
This  has  been  a  very  serious  mistake  on  the  part  of  towns  in 
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the  past,  and  many  of  them  have  profited  by  the  experience. 
As  a  result,  the  more  recently  constructed  bridges  have  been 
made  wider.  The  trussing  of  these  bridges  has  been  in  ac- 
cordance with  modern  scientific  engineering,  where  every- 
thing, up  to  the  point  of  safety,  has  been  sacrificed  to  make 
the  structure  as  light  as  possible  and  remove  the  necessity 
for  excess  tonnage. 

It  must  be  apparent  to  every  one  who  has  looked  in  to 
this  question  that  it  would  be  a  difficult  matter  in  maintaining 
this  system  of  constructing  metal  bridges,  as  exhibited  today, 
to  sustain  any  particular  style  of  architecture  with  the  pro- 
gress that  is  being  made  in  adapting  new  ideas  and  forms  to 
fit  unto  and  be  a  part  of  the  taste  and  requirements  of  the 
times.  Hence,  the  brightest  minds  of  the  country  are  toaay 
devoting  their  thought  to  removing  entirely  from  the  super- 
structure all  overhead  work,  leaving  the  bridge  free,  clear 
and  open,  with  just  an  ordinary  railing  or  parapet  wall. 
This,  in  my  judgment,  is  wise.  No  matter  what  the  future 
may  offer,  this  style  of  bridge  will  harmonize  in  taste  and 
design,  and  it  would  be  wise  for  towns  contemplating  bridge 
construction  to  remove  themselves  from  the  expense  of  a 
useless  heavy  tonnage  of  iron  and  an  unnecessary  expense  for 
painting  the  structure,  and  also  preclude  the  possibility  of 
danger  from  rusting  bolts  and  the  disintegration  of  exposed 
parts. 

In  other  words,  the  sustainment,  as  far  as  possible,  should 
be  from  underneath  the  bridge  rather  than  from  overhead, 
and  to  this  end  reinforced  concrete  construction  is,  in  many 
ways,  destined  to  be  the  coming  bridge  work.  It  would  be 
well  for  towns,  before  entering  into  contracts  for  metal 
bridges,  to  examine  carefully  into  the  jaerits  of  the  newer 
idea,  and  thus  be  not  only  up  to,  but  ahead  of  the  times. 

The  state  has  constructed  several  entire  concrete  bridges 
as  well  as  a  number  of  combination  stone,  concrete  and  metal 
bridges,  and  it  is  safe  to  say  that  every  one  of  them  has  thus 
far  proved  very  satisfactory. 
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With  a  view  to  calling  attention  to  tke  facts  herein  re- 
lated, and  that  towns  may  make  a  full  and  complete  inves- 
tigration  in  regard  to  this  matter  so  that  whatever  they  may 
do  in  the  future  work  will  be  done  for  all  time  and  be  thor- 
oughly np  to  date,  thereby  relieving  the  great  and  unnecessary 
bill  for  repairs  which  is  such  a  menace  to  town  treasuries,  this 
question  is  treated  thus  early  so  that  the  towns  may  be  fully 
equipped  with  information  along  this  line. 

CONCLUSIONS. 

The  citizens  of  the  state  of  Connecticut,  I  firmly  believe, 
have  most  emphatically  arrived  at  this  conclusion:  That  it  ife 
not  money  alone  that  will  build  permanent  roads.  Their 
past  experience,  covering,  as  it  does,  hundreds  of  years,  has 
only  served  to  fully  demonstrate  that  it  requires  something 
more  than  mere  money  and  they  have  reached  this  point — 
that  it  is  absolutely  necessary  to  have  system  and  method 
and  knowledge  of  how  to  use  money  for  highway  improve- 
ment wisely  and  economically.  It  is  only  fair,  in  the  light 
of  the  sentiment  existing  today,  to  say  that  we  are  beginning 
to  learn  how  to  construct  our  roads  on  a  more  permanent 
basis,  hut  there  is  another  vital  question  confronting  us, 
and  one  that  is  equally  as  important  as  this  question  of 
proper  construction — the  care  taking  of  our  i:oads  after  they 
are  huilt.  So  that  the  whole  question  of  road  building  re- 
volves itself  around  economical  and  intelligent  construction, 
in  the  first  place,  after  which  it  is  equally  as  important  to 
take  care  of  the  roads  after  they  have  been  built. 

Oar  state  today  is  on  the  threshold  of  one  of  her  greatest 
opportunities,  which  is  to  develop  and  connect  the  present 
system  of  improved  highways.  The  present  legislature  has  an 
equally  great  opportunity  which  is  to  continue  the  work  that  has 
been  so  successfully  inaugurated  and  upon  which  we  have 
so  very  well  begun,  and  thereby  increase  our  population  and 
wealth,  and  also  add  to  the  comfort  and  convenience  of  not 
onlv  the   people  of  our  state,  but  of  all  who  have  occasion 
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to  use  OUT  system  of  highways:  or,  in  disobedience  to  the  ex- 
pressed wish  of  the  people,  remain  content  to  stowly  improve 
our  system  of  highways  and  neglect  that  very  important  and 
necessary  assistance  to  the  preservation  of  our  growing  sys- 
tem of  highways,  with  the  assured  result  staring  us  in  die 
face  that  all  roads  which  have  been  constructed  by  the  state 
and  upon  which  we  have  expended  millions  of  dollars,  will 
gradually,  but  surely,  be  destroyed  and  leave  the  state  prac- 
tically where  it  was  at  the  commencement .  of  state  aid  in 
1895. 

Never  before  since  the  state  entered  upon  the  improve- 
ment of  her  highway  system  have  the  people  of  the  state 
been  so  completely  aroused  and  so  absorbingly  interested  in 
the  action  of  the  legislature,  in  regard  to  the  future  road 
building,  as  it  is  today.  To  neglect  at  this  critical  time  in 
our  good  roads  history — ^in  response  to  the  expressed  wish  of 
the  people  of  the  entire  state — ^to  obey,  the  verdict  of  our 
people  must  of  a  surety  be  that  you  are  not  in  sympathy  with 
the  unanimous  voice  of  the  people  and  not  in  harmony  with 
what  they  de3ire  to  accomplish. 

The  improvement  of  our  road  system  in  the  state  has 
passed  the  milestone  of  request  and  has  reached  the  boundary 
line  of  demand,  for  the  people  of  the  state  fully  appreciate,  aa 
never  before,  their  past  experience  and  waste  of  money  and 
now  realize  that  a  good  road  is  a  never  failing  friend,  a 
universal  benefactor,  and  every  one  feels  its  influence  and  re- 
joices in  the  great  privileges  it  offers,  while  a  bad  road  is 
the  persistent  enemy  to  everything  and  everybody,  a  curse 
to  the  community  and  a  retard  to  the  progress  and  pros- 
perity of  the  state.

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THE  LAW  FOR  THE  IMPROVEMENT 

OF  PUBLIC  ROADS. 


Chapter  232  of  the  Public  Acts  and  No.  425  of  the  Special  Acts 

of  1905  Oover  in  Their  Entirety  the  Law  Providing  for 

the  Improvement  of  the  Public  Beads. 


(Chapter  232  of  the  Public  Acts  of  1905) 

Section  1.  Section  2086  of  the  general  statutes  is 
hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows:  There  shall  be  ap- 
pointed by  the  governor,  with  the  advice  and  consent  comi^ 
of  the  senate,  on  or  before  May  first,  1903,  and  sJoncr- 
quadrennially  thereafter,  a  highway  commissioner,  who 
shall  hold  office  for  four  years  from  the  first  day  of  July 
next  succeeding  his  appointment  and  until  his  successor 
is  chosen  and  qualified.  If  any  vacancy  occur,  the  gov- 
ernor shall  fill  such  vacancy  until  the  rising  of  the  next 
succeeding  general  assembly.  The  commissioner  shall 
be  a  capable  and  experienced  road  builder,  and  shall 
receive  an  annual  salary  of  three  thousand  dollars  and 
shall  be  allowed  his  actual  traveling  expenses  while  of- 
ficially employed,  not  to  exceed  fifteen  hundred 
dollars  in  any  one  year,  and  shall  be  allowed 
his  office  expenses^  not  to  exceed  six  thousand  dollars 
in  any  one  year.  The  comptroller  shall  furnish  the 
commissioner  with  a  suitable  office  at  the  capitol,  where 
his  records  shall  be  preserved,  and  with  the  necessary 
furniture  and  stationery  for  the  same.  The  commis- 
sioner shall  keep  a  record  of  all  proceedings  and  orders 
pertaining  to  the  matters  under  his  direction,  and  copies 
of  all  plans,  specifications,  and  estimates,  submitted  to 
him.  The  commissioner  shall  prepare  and  submit  to  the 
general  assembly  a  biennial  report  of  his  doings.

mediately  and  publicly  read  at  the  time  of  opening  the 
same  as  stated  in  said  advertisements,  and  referred  to  the 
highway  commissioner  for  his  approval.

When  the  contract  is  executed  by 
the  selectmen,  the  highway  commissioner,  and  the  suc- 
cessful bidder,  a  copy  of  the  contract,  with  the  estimated 
cost  of  the  work,  shall  be  forthwith  filed  with  the  high- 
way commissioner.  Whenever  the  selectmen  shall 
neglect  or  refuse  to  carry  out  the  vote  of  the  town  for  seicct-

do,  the  commissioner  shall  perform  all  of  the  functions  o^ 
the  selectmen  as  expressed  in  the  town  vote  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  this  section  and  section  2088  as 
amended.    Whenever  the  selectmen  of  any  town  shall 
desire,  in  behalf  of  such  town,  to  do  the  work  of  improv-  ^^^f 
ing  a  public  road  under  the  provisions  of  this  section  town. 
and  section  2088  as  amended,  they  shall  submit  their  bids 
to  the  highway  commissioner  at  least  one  day  prior  to

If  the  highway  commissioner  shall 
find,  from  the  bids  so  submitted,  that  the  bid  in  behalf

The  highway  commissioner 
shall  have  the  right  to  enter  any  town  in  the  state  and  Hnc  con- 
lay  out,  extend,  and  improve  any  main  highway,  in  ex-  sections. 
tending  or  continuing  the  improvements  already  made 
on  such  highways,  when  such  town  shall  neglect  to  im- 
prove the  same  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and

the  discharge  of  the  town's  obligation;  and  all  money 
received  from  the  several  towns  of  the  state  from  this 
source  shall  remain  as  an  emergency  fund  for  the  use  of 
the  commissioner  in  'compelling  repairs.  The  highway 
commissioner  may  appoint  engineers,  deputies,  and  in- 
spectors, if  he  deem  it  necessary,  to  make  surveys  and 
to  prepare  plans  and  to  supervise  the  construction  of 
all  roads  built  under  section  2087  as  amended,  and  shall 
prescribe  the  salaries  which  such  engineers,  deputies,  and 
inspectors  shall  receive;  but  the  salaries  and  expenses 
of  said  engineers,  deputies,  and  inspectors  shall  not  ex- 
ceed fifteen  thousand  dollars  in  any  one  year,  and  shall 
be  paid  by  the  state  from  the  amount  appropriated  for 
the  surveying  and  inspection  of  roads  to  be  constructed 
under  this  act.  The  inspectors  shall  require  all  pro- 
visions of  the  contracts  and  specifications  to  be  strictl^i' 
adhered  to  by  the  contractors,  and,  immediately  after  the 
completion  of  each  contract,  and  before  the  state  appro- 
priation is  paid,  the  inspectors  shall  make  oath  that  all 
plans  have  been  completed  according  to  contract.  A  cer- 
tificate of  the  cost  of  every  road  constructed  under  sec- 
tion 2087  as  amended  shall  be  filed  with  the  highway 
commissioner  by  the  selectmen  or  by  the  authorized  au- 
thority over  the  work  of  the  town  in  which  such  roads 
shall  have  been  constructed,  and  the  highway  commis- 
sioner shall,  between  December  fifteenth  and  thirty-firsl 
in  each  year,  certify  to  the  comptroller  the  amount  to  be 
paid  to  each  town  for  such  year,  and  the  comptroller 
shall  thereupon  draw  his  orders  on  the  treasurer  in  favor 
of  the  respective  towns  for  the  sums  certified  as  afore- 
said, and  the  treasurer  shall  pay  the  same  out  of  any 
money  in  the  treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated;  but  no 
order  shall  be  drawn  by  the  comptroller  except  upon  a 
certificate  of  the  highway  commissioner  that  the  highway 
for  which  the  payment  is  called  for  has  been  duly  in- 
spected and  completed  according  to  contract.  If  the  im- 
provements upon  any  highway  shall  not  be  completed 
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before  the  close  of  the  season  in  which  they  are  com- 
menced, the  highway  commissioner  may  order  the  same 
to  be  completed  at  the  beginning  of  the  following  sea- 
son, under  the  same  provisions  and  conditions  as  were  ex- 
isting at  the  close  of  the  preceding  season;  and,  on  the 
certificate  of  the  inspector  and  selectmen,  approved  by 
the  commissioner,  the  comptroller  shall  draw  his  order  on 
the  treasurer  in  favor  of  such  town  for  two-thirds  or     . 
three-fourths,  as  allowed,  of  the  amount  that  has  been 
paid  or  is  due  from  such  town  to  the  contractor  at  the 
time  of  the  closing  up  of  the  work;  and  when  said  im- 
provements are  completed  as  ordered,  said  highway  com- 
missioner mav  make  such  certificates  thereto  as  are  re- 
quired  by  this  section  in  other  cases,  and  the  cost  of  mak-   mum  ap- 
ing said  improvements  shall  be  charged,  reckoned,  and  propna- 
paid  for  as  though  they  were  completed  in  the  year  in  **°°' 
which  they  were  commenced.     No"  sum  exceeding  in  ag- 
gregate forty-five  hundred  dollars  shall  be  expended  in  "PubUc 
any  one  town  in  any  one  year  under  the  provisions  of  this  «»<^" 
section  and  section  2087  as  amended.     The  term  '*  public 
roads"  as  used  in  section  2087  as  amended  shall  be  con- 
strued to  mean  and  include  only  the  main  highway  lead- 
ing from  one  town  to  another. 

Sec.  4.     This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage. 

(No.  425  of  the  Special  Acts  of  1905)   ' 

The  following  sums  are  hereby  appropriated,  to  be 
paid  out  of  any  money  in  the  treasury  not  otherwise 
appropriated,  in  full  compensation  for  the  objects  here- 
inafter specified  for  the  two  fiscal  years  ending  Septem- 
ber 30,  1907:  For  the  improvement  of  public  roads, 
four  hundred  and  fifty-nine  thousand  dollars;  for  the 
enforcement  of  repairs,  ten  thousand  dollars;  for  salary 
of  the  highway  commissioner,  six  thousand  dollars;  for 
traveling  expenses  of  the  commissioner,  three  thousand 
dollars;  for  oflSce  expenses  of  the  commissioner,  twelve 
thousand  dollars;  foi^  inspectors,  deputies,  and  engineers, 
thirty  thousand  dollars. 
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Immediately  following  the  passage  of  the  foregoing  lai?ir 
and  its  approval  by  the  Qovemor,  the  following  letter,  ex- 
plaioing  the  mode  of  procedure  to  obtain  state  aid  for  the 
Improvement  of  Public  Roads,  was  sent  to  every  board  of 
selectmen  in  the  state:

"Hartford,  July  15,  1905. 

**  Board  of  Selectmen, 

''Gentlemen: — • 

*'The  appropriation  for  1905-1906  has  now  been  made  and 
approved  by  the  Governor.  The  law  under  which  we  have 
been  at  work  has  been  amended  but  none  of  the  amendmients 
have  changed  the  mode  of  procedure  heretofore  followed  by 
the  towns  in  applying  for  an  appropriation.  The  appropria- 
tion for  the  next  two  years  is  $459,000. 

'*  Wisdom  of  Applying  for  an  Appropriation  for  Two  Years. 

**By  reason  of  the  fact  that  the  requests  for  allotments  dur- 
ing the  past  two  years  have  amounted  to  over  $400,000  in  ex- 
cess of  the  appropriation  available,  the  question  might  be 
asked  by  the  several  towns  of  the  state,  how  best  to  proceed 
in  passing  their  vote  this  year,  so  that  the  towns  who  desire  to 
apply  may  receive  the  greatest  benefit.  In  answer  allow  me 
to  say  I  think  it  best  for  towns  to  appropriate  for  the  trn-o 
years  the  maximum  amount  allowed  under  the  law,  $9,000,  if 
it  is  your  desire  to  expend  that  amount  of  money.  Then,  if 
the  amount  of  money  applied  for  by  all  the  towns  in  the  state 
is  in  excess  of  the  appropriation.  We  shall  have  to  resort  to  the 
scaling  down  process  once  more;  but  the  advantage  to  the 
towns  operating  under  this  plan  is  that  you  secure  a  larger 
sum  than  you  otherwise  would.  It  is  also  best  to  apply  for 
the  maximum  amount  on  the  part  of  every  town,  whether  your 
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town  has  a  small  grand  list  or  a  large  one ;  for  it  may  transpire 
that  if  your  town  does  not  take  advantage  of  their  opportun- 
ity now  there  may  be  no  further  access  to  secure  any  of  this 
appropriation.  Under  every  appropriation  we  have  requests 
coming  from  towns  the  second  year  the  appropriation  is  run- 
ning, asking  for  another  opportunity  to  apply,  and  have  been 
obliged,  on  account  of  the  appropriation  having  been  exhaust- 
ed, to  deny  them.  So  it  is  best  for  all  towns  to  take  the  full 
appropriation  for  the  two  years. 

"Obligation  of  Towns. 

"The  mere  fact  of  applying  for  an  appropriation  from  the 
state  on  the  part  of  your  town  does  not  in  any  way  obligate  the 
town  to  expend  that  amount  of  money;  on  the  contrary,  if 
any  town  finds  they  will  be  in  any  way  financially  embarrassed 
by  so  doing  they  can  refuse  to  accept  the  appropriation  and 
the  money  apportioned  to  their  town  will  simply  revert  back 
to  the  state.  The  advantage  of  a  town  making  its  appropria- 
tion simply  protects  the  town  in  having  access  to  this  money 
if  they  desire  to  use  it.  With  this  fact  so  plain  it  should  be 
self-evident  to  every  town  in  the  state  that  they  will  act  wisely 
and  in  their  own  interests  to  apply  for  the  full  amount  of  the 
money  allowed  under  the  law,  thus  protecting  the  interests  of 
your  town  fully.  I  write  thus  clearly  in  regard  to  the  matter, 
for  I  desire  to  remove  all  misapprehension  and  have  this 
question  intelligently  understood  by  the  selectmen  of  the  sev- 
eral towns  of  the  state. 

"How  to  Apply. 

"Under  the  system  in  practice  in  the  state  of  electing  se- 
lectmen and  town  boards  every  year,  we  find  as  a  result  the 
personnel  of  the  several  boards  is  constantly  changing;  and 
so  that  all  town  oflScials  may  be  fully  acquainted  with  the 
proper  course  to  pursue  to  secure  state  aid,  you  will  please 
allow  me  to  say  that  it  will  be  necessary  for  you  to  call  a 
special  town  meeting  for  the  purpose  of  taking  action,  naming

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in  the  call  the  purpose  for  which  said  meeting  is  called.  Then 
pass  the  resolution  which  accompanies  this  circular  letter  for 
the  full  amount  of  money  you  desire  to  expend  upon  any  high- 
way or  highways  in  your  town.  All  towns  having  a  grand  list 
of  over  One  Million  Dollars  will  be  entitled  to  receive  from 
the  state  two-thirds  of  the  amount  voted  by  the  town ;  and  all 
towns  having  a  grand  list  of  One  Million  Dollars  or  less  will  be 
entitled  to  receive  three-quarters  of  the  cost  of  the  improve- 
ment, in  accord  with  the  allotment  made  by  the  state. 

"When  Towns  Are  Beimbuned. 

''In  the  arrangement  of  the  finances  of  the  state  the  law 
provides  that  in  accordance  with  the  amount  of  work  done  in 
your  town  and  allotted  by  the  state,  the  state  will  reimburse 
the  town  on  the  15th  day  of  December  of  each  year  for  the 
amount  of  work  that  has  been  done  in  accordance  with  the 
amount  the  town  is  entitled  to  receive.  The  law  also  wisely 
provides  that  if  the  work  has  been  started  and  it  is  not  finished 
in  the  year  in  which  it  was  commenced,  it  can  be  continued 
into  the  next  season,  and  the  amount  of  money  that  the  town 
would  have  been  entitled  to  receive  on  the  15th  day  of  De- 
cember, had  the  work  been  done,  can  be  received  at  any  time 
through  the  next  season  immediately  on  completion  of  the 
work,  so  long  as  it  is  not  in  excess  of  the  maximum  amount  al- 
lowed for  all  towns  to  use  in  any  one  year. 

''The  law  also  provides  that  where  any  town  does  not  make 
an  appropriation  in  excess  of  $1,000  in  any  one  year  (and  this 
would  mean  a  total  vote  of  $2,000  on  the  part  of  the  town 
for  the  two  years),  such  towns  can  have  the  work  performed 
by  citizens  who  reside  in  the  towm  at  a  price  arranged  for  by 
the  Commissioner  and  accepted  by  the  town  without  any  out- 
side competition.

Final  Day  to  Apply. 


''In  order  that  towns  may  have  ample  time  to  arrange  for 
a  meeting  and  to  properly  discuss  this  question  and  ascer- 
tain the  sentiment  of  the  town  in  regard  to  asking  an  appro- 
priation from  the  1905-06  allotment^  the  state  has  set  as  the 
flnal  day  the  first  day  of  September,  1905|  at  which  time  all 
applicatioiui  must  be  on  file  in  this  office  from  towns  who  de- 
sire to  share  in  the  appropriation  of  1905-6.  No  extension  of 
time  most  be  expected  as  the  season  will  be^  by  that  time,  so 
very  far  along,  it  will  retard  the  making  of  the  allotments 
seriously,  and  to  the  great  disadvantage  of  towns  who  do  de- 
sire to  do  something  on  their  roads  this  year.  The  time  al- 
lowed is  ample  for  all  towns  who  desja*e  to  hold  town  meet- 
ings, and  I  believe  also  towns  can  do  so  without  serious  in- 
convenience. Let  me  emphasize  the  wisdom  of  applying 
promptly  and  at  the  time  indicated,  for  there  may  be  no  other 
opportunity  offered  any  town  in  the  state  to  acquire  a  por- 
tion of  this  appropriation. 


''Unfinished  Work. 

"Perhaps  it  might  be  well  to  say  right  here  that  quite  a 
number  of  towns,  principally  the  small  towns  of  the  state, 
have  not  as  yet  entered  upon  their  work  under  the  appro- 
priation of  1903-04.  It  is  the  purpose  of  the  Commissioner  to 
visit  these  towns,  so  far  as  possible,  between  now  and  the  1st 
day  of  September,  and  arrange  for  all  work  remaining  un- 
finished under  those  appropriations;  and  also,  in  order  to  ex- 
pedite matters  as  much  as  possible,  it  will  be  his  purpose  while 
on  these  visits  to  look  over  the  sections  purposed  to  be  im- 
proved under  the  appropriation  of  1905-6. 
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tt 


Amount  of  Money  That  Can  Be  Voted. 


''So  that  no  misapprehension  may  exist  in  regard  to  the  lim- 
itation of  the  towns  in  the  amount  of  the  appropriation  to  be 
voted  on,  allow  me  to  say  there  is  no  restriction  over  any 
town  voting  to  expend  any  amount  they  desire  from  One  Dol- 
lar to  Nine  Thousand  Dollars;  that  is  a  question  that  rests 
solely  with  the  towns,  and  they  in  their  wisdom  must  deter- 
mine that  to  their  own  satisfaction.  The  law  simply  confines 
the  expenditure  in  any  two  years  in  any  town  to  the  sum  of 
$9,000. 

"I  think  it  might  be  wise  for  towns  to  hold  their  meetings 
as  rapidly  as  possible,  thus  avoiding  the  possibility  of  delay 
or  congestion  at  the  last  hour.  We  have  had  a  great  deal  of 
trouble  in  the  past  by  delays  in  calling  town  meetings.

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As  many  of  the  appropriations  made  by  the  towns  for 
public  road  improvement  were  somewhat  irregular,  it  was 
found  necessary  to  send  out  the  following  letter  extending  the 
time  for^  receiving  applications  to  September  15,  so  that  the 
matter  could  be  remedied: 

"Hartford,  Sept.  5,  1905. 
**  Board  of  Selectmen, 

''Town  of 

"Gentlemen: —  ' 

"Owing  to  several  irregularities  found  in  the  appropria- 
tions of  quite  a  number  of  towns,  an  extension  of  time  has 
been  granted  to  all  towns  in  the  state  who  have  not  as  yet 
applied  for  state  aid  under  the  current  and  ensuing  years 
appropriation.  This  extension  of  time  will  enable  towns 
whose  intention  it  was  to  apply  for  state  aid  to  correct  any 
mistake  at  another  town  meej;ing,  and  it  will  also  enable  the 
town  which  has  not  as  yet  applied  to  call  a  town  meeting  and 
ask  for  an  appropriation. 

"This  will  be  the  last  extension  granted  by  this  department. 
There  is  ample  time  to  call  a  town  meeting  between  the  date 
of  this  letter  and  the  15th  day  of  September,  the  final  day. 
All  towns  receiving  this  letter  will  therefore  govern  them- 
selves accordingly.

'' Gentlemen: — 

*'The  allotment  to  your  town  under  the  appropriation  of 

1905  and  1906  is  $ This  amount  is  for  the 

current  and  ensuing  year  and  embraces  both  state  and  town 
expenditures  for  any  improvement  to  be  made  during  the 
next  two  years  under  Chapter  232,  Public  Acts  of  1905. 

''Perhaps  it  might  be  wise  to  state  the  fact  that  this  appro- 
priation will  be  in  force  and  available  for  two  years  from 
October  1st,  1905,  so  that  ample  time  is  given  towns  to  enter 
upon  and  complete  all  contracts  before  the  expiration  of  the 
time  limit.  This  being  true,  it  is  the  purpose  of  this  depart- 
ment not  to  enter  upon  any  work  under  the  new  appropriation 
this  fall,  except  to  a  limited  extent,  by  reason  of  the  fact, 
first,  that  fall  built  macadam  roads  are,  as  a  rule,  a  weak  pro- 
duction no  matter  how  well  built.  The  second  reason  for  not 
opening  up  new  work  is  that  we  haye  nearly  100  towns  still 
at  work,  many  of  which  are  just  about  to  commence  to  do 
work  on  the  roads  under  the  appropriation  of  1903-04.  It  is 
imperative  that  this  department  should  devote  every  moment 
of  the  time  for  the  balance  of  the  year  to  the  finishing  up  of 
this  work  before  opening  up  any  new  work. 

''The  large  field  that  the  Commissioner  has  to  cover,  the 
difficulty  of  access  to  many  of  the  towns  and  the  scarcity  of 
unemployed  labor,  have  conspired  to  prolong  and  delay  this 
work,  hence  the  unavoidable  congestion  at  this  time.  Your 
own  sense  of  fair  play  will  see  the  force  of  taking  up  and 
completing  the  old  work  before  taking  up  the  new.    The  only 
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departure  from  this  purpose  as  outlined  will  be  where  the 
Commissioner  is  making  an  inspection  of  work  now  being 
done  under  the  appropriation  of  1903-04,  and  he  can  without 
loss  of  time  look  over  the  location  to  be  improved  under  the 
appropriation  of  1905-06  so  as  to  save  the  necessity  for  an- 
other visit.  This  departure  is  also  warranted  as  it  introduces 
the  element  of  fair  play  in  that  it  will  give  all  towns  that 
have  been  compelled  to  delay  their  work,  through  the  fail- 
ure of  the  Commissioner  to  visit  their  town,  the  advantage  of 
finishing  their  work  early  next  year,  thus  making  those 
towns  last  this  year  the  first  next  year.  This  winter  the 
Commissioner  intends  to  visit  as  many  towns  as  possible,  and 
take  field  notes  and  approve  of  the  location  of  the  sections  to 
'  be  improved,  and  also  perfect  plans  and  specifications,  so  as  to 
accomplish  an  early  start  next  year. 

**  Under  the  new  law  all  expense  formerly  entailed  in  the 
making  of  surveys  is  to  be  borne  by  the  state,  so  that  a  com- 
plete change  in  the  method  formerly  employed  in  regard  to 
engineering  will  be  necessary.  It  is  my  purpose  to  send  en- 
gineers into  all  towns  tlvat  have  made  application  for  an  ap- 
propriation and  make  the  surveys.  I  intend  to  have  the  en- 
gineers visit  the  several  towns  in  the  state  throughout  the 
fall,  winter  and  spring  months  and  make  whatever  surveys 
are  necessary  so  that  we  can  commence  active  operation  early 
in  the  spring. 

^^I  am  in  hopes  the  employment  of  engineers  by  the  state 
may  assist  me  in  expediting  matters  to  a  considerable  extent. 
Certainly  the  appointment  of  engineers  by  the  state  is  a  good 
thing  for  the  towns  inasmuch  as  the  money  formerly  taken 
from  the  towns  can  be  used  by  them  in  extending^  the  im- 
provement of  their  roads. 

''The  delay  in  making  the  appropriation  has  thrown  this 
season's  work  back  full  two  months  and  has  shortened  up  the 
season  for  road  building  very  materially.  Hence,  a  great 
deal  of  work  that  should  have  been  done  early  last  spring 
remains  unfinished.  This  has  a  tendency  to  crowd  the  work 
of  our  department  as  it  has  never  been  before.    I  ask  the 
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same  kind  indulgence  on  the  part  of  the  several  towns  of 
the  state  that  they  have  always  shown  toWard  me  in  my  of- 
ficial work;  and  thanking  you  for  the  many  courtesies  ex-

The  following  letter  was  sent  to  all  towns  in  which  the 
state  had  assisted  in  building  roads  calling  attention  to  the 
very  important  matter  of  repairing  the  improved  roads  and 
how  it  should  be  done: 

**  Hartford,  April  1st,  1905. 

''Board  of  Selectmen,       « 

"Gentlemen: — 

' '  Now  that  the  winter  is  about  over  and  with  the  snow  and 
ice  and  frost  fast  disappearing  all  over  the  state,  I  think  it  is 
best  to  call  your  attention  to  th6  question  of  an  early  in- 
spection of  the  roads  which  have  been  constructed  in  your 
town  with  a  view  to  having  whatever  repairs  are  necessary 
made. 

"There  are  two  forces  that  work  to  the  detriment  of  the 
macadam  roads  in  winter.  First,  is  a  winter  with  very  little 
snow  and  the  liability  attendant  upon  this  fact  for  the  dis- 
turbance of  the  macadam  surface  by  the  sharp  calks  on  the 
shoes  of  the  horses.  Second,  the  danger  in  a  moderate  winter 
of  thawmg  and  freezing,  thereby  removing  the  screenings  or 
wearing  surface  from  off  the  stone  and  leaving  them  bare. 
This  winter  has  not  had  these  things  to  contend  with.  All 
our  roads  have  been  snow  and  ice  bound  throughout  the  en- 
tire season,  which  commenced  early  and  has  remained  with  us 
late. 
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**A  mistaken  idea  occurs  on  the  part  of  many  of  our  people 
that  heavy  frost  followed  by  continued  snow  has  a  tendency 
to  protect  the  macadam  system.  To  a  certain  extent  this  is 
theoretically  true,  but  looked  at  from  a  practical  stand-point, 
and  trov^  an  experimental  knowledge  in  dealing  with  this 
question,  another  force  is  at  work,  it  is  not  conditions  on  the 
top  of  macadam,  it  is  those  underneath,  for  upon  all  sab- 
grades  of  heavy  loam  or  clay  the  tendency  is  to  lift  up  the 
stratification  of  macadam  in  its  many  courses  and  hold  it  sus- 
pended until  the  weather  moderates,  practically  putting  a 
bridge  over  the  subgrade.  Immediately  on  the  frost  leaving 
the  ground  the  breaking  down  of  the  road  occurs,  which  has 
a  tendency  to  destroy  the  bond  and  break  up  the  whole  for- 
mation. This  result  is  not  found  upon  roads  that  overlie  a 
gravel  or  sand  subgrade.  It  is  chiefly  found  where  loam  is 
the  attractive  resident  for  moisture,  and  a  wet  foundation  in- 
vites frost.  If  your  macadam  road  is  broken  up  badly,  it 
will  be  necessary  to  apply  screenings  and  introduce  a  rolling 
sufficient  to  compact  the  road  and  bring  it  into  a  firm  and 
unyielding  condition  suitable  for  the  travel  it  will  have  to 
sustain  later  on.  If  the  stone  of  the  top  course  of  the  ma- 
cadam construction  are  bare,  no  screenings  are  necessary, 
but  an  application  of  splinters  or  chips  should  be  put  upon 
the  road  just  as  soon  as  possible.  The  depth  of  these  splinters 
should  not  exceed  one  inch.  A  ton  of  stone  of  this  size  will 
cover  about  300  square  feet.  The  number  of  tons  of  stone 
necessary  to  do  what  is  required  can  thus  be  very  easily  es- 
timated. All  the  stone  that  have  worked  up  out  of  the  road 
and  are  now  lying  on  the  surface  should  be  immediately  re- 
moved for  they  ai|p  very  injurious  to  the  road  when  forced 
down  into  the  road  in  its  green  condition,  as  all  roads  are 
liable  to  be  at  this  time^  with  the  usual  result  of  breaking  up 
that  part  of  the  road  that  was  firm  and  rigid  and  in  good  con- 
dition— ^liable  to  stand  for  years  if  some  influence  such  as  I 
have  suggested  was  not  introduced.  It  is  always  safe  to  re- 
move these  stone  immediately  upon  the  opening  up  of  the 
spring,  to  pare  down  shoulders,  to  clean  out  gutters,  and  to 
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open  up  all  culverts.  It  is  always  very  unwise  in  paring  down 
the  shoulders  of  a  macadam  road  to  scrape  the  parings  over 
on  to  the  macadam.  It  is  very  much  the  better  process  to 
discard  the  scrapings  from  the  shoulders  and  gutters  en- 
tirely. If  a  farm  roller  could  be  had,  it  would  be  well,  im- 
mediately after  the  removal  of  all  loose  stone,  to  roll  the  entire 
road  so  as  to  set  the  stone  back  into  the  position  that  they  oc- 
cupied last  fall. 

**0f  course,  you  may  have  some  places  in  your  road  that 
have  broken  up  pretty  badly  in  spots.  Where  the  construc- 
tion is  very  loose,  it  would  be  well  to  repair  all  such  places 
by  giving  them  a  liberal  application  of  dust  such  as  was  used 
when  the  road  was  first  built.  Common  sense  not  only  sug- 
gests how  to  build  a  road  properly  but  in  addition  is  a  very 
valuable  servant  in  the  care  and  maintenance  of  the  road. 

*'It  would  not  be  wise  to  defer  the  repair  of  a  macadam  road 
until  the  weather  gets  hot  and  dry.  It  is  practically  useless 
to  undertake  to  repair  any  road  when  we  get  into  the  grow- 
ing season.  The  proper  time  to  fix  a  macadam  road  is  just 
when  it  can  be  done  at  the  least  possible  expense  and  yield 
the  greatest  return  for  the  time  and  money  expended.  It  is 
now  the  proper  time  and  it  would  be  wise  to  take  the  mat- 
ter up  immediately  and  thereby  remove  the  possibility  of  a 
larger  expense  later  on. 

'*May  I  ask  that  you  give  this  question  your  immediate 
attention  so  that  the  roads  can  be  put  into  a  proper  state  of 
repair  at  the  earliest  possible  moment?

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This  circular  was  sent  to  all  towns  having  unfinished  con- 
tracts suggesting  April  15th  as  a  proper  time  to  enter  upon 
the  completion  of  such  work: 

''Hartford,  April  1st,  1905. 

**  Board  of  Selectmen, 

''Gentlemen: — 

"This  is  to  notify  you  that  the  weather  presents  many 
pleasant  indications  of  an  early  spring.  This  being  true,  it 
would  suggest  that  we  immediately  commence  to  get  into  ac- 
tive operation  in  regard  to  all  the  contracts  that  were  let 
throughout  the  state  last  year  and  not  completed  at  the  time 
for  closing  down  of  state  work. 

'^  Fully  appreciating  that  climatic  conditions  differ  some- 
what in  our  state,  I  shall  name  April  the  15th,  as  the  day  to  com- 
mence active  operation  in  the  state  for  the  entering  upon  by 
contractors  of  all  work  remaining  unfinished  from  last  year. 

"Fuljy  realizing  that  in  many  towns  it  would  not  be  pos- 
sible  to  enter  upon  the  work  as  quickly  as  in  some  other  parts 
of  our  state,  I  leave  with  you  the  privilege  of  notifying  the 
contractor  who  has  the  work  under  contract^  so  that  you  may 
extend  this  time,  if  you,  in  your  judgment,  deem  it  wise  and 
for  the  best  interest  of  the  road  noT*^  under  construction  in 
your  town.  I  believe  that  this  is  a  better  way  to  do  than  to 
be  mandatory  in  fixing  a  day  definitely.  You,  being  right  at 
home  and  in  near  access  to  the  section  of  highway  in  your 
town  that  is  now  under  contract  to  be  constructed,  should  be 
the  best  judge  of  the  character  of  the  work  if  the  ground  is 
in  a  suitable  condition  to  have  the  work  entered  upon  im- 
mediately or  not  and  carried  to  a  successful  conclusion. 

"Will  you  kindly  notify  this  office  after  you  have  notified 
the  contractor,  so  that  we  may  be  put  in  touch  with  every- 
thing connected  with  the  work  in  your  town.  I  have  named 
the  15th  day  of  April  so  as  to  have  uniformity  as  far  as  pos- 
sible, and  also  that  when  I  commence  to  make  inspections

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throughout  the  state,  I  can  make  a  connected  inspection^  so 
that  any  information  with  reference  to  the  reception  of  this 
communication  or  what  you  have  done  in  regard  to  tUe  mat- 
ter will  very  greatly  oblige,

The  following  circular .  calls  attention  to  the  danger  of 
continuing  the  construction  of  macadam  roads  late  in  the  fall, 
but  grading  work  can  be  continued  somewhat  longer: 

''Hartford,  Nov.  23,  1905. 

*' Board  of  Selectmen, 

''Gentlemen: — 

"Inasmuch  as  it  is  dangerous  for  the  future  of  macadam 
roads  to  continue  to  construct  such  roads  at  this  season  of 
the  year,  and  that  even  under  the  best  conditions  fall  built 
roads  do  not  give  the  satisfaction  or  return  the  money  ex- 
pended as  the  same  class  of  road  does  in  the  hot  summer 
months ;  therefore  I  have  set  as  the  final  day  to  stop  all  work 
on  macadam  roads  on  Saturday,  December  2nd.  All  stone 
that  has  been  or  will  be  put  on  any  section  of  highway  in  the 
state  now  under  contract  must  be  covered  with  screenings  so 
as  to  protect  the  stone  from  having  corners  broken  off  by 
travel  during:  the  winter. 

**A11  dangerous  places  in  grading  must  be  lifted  up  and 
made  pleasantly  passable  for  the  winter.  The  principal  reason 
for  stopping  work  is  first  by  reason  of  the  fact  that  we  are 
liable  at  any  moment  to  have  a  sharp  frost  and  it  is  always 
a  bad  practice  to  put  stone  upon  any  subgrade  that  is  frozen. 
It  is  also  a  bad  practice  to  do  any  filling  with  frozen  earth ; 
no  good  can  come  from  any  road  that  has  to  be  sprinkled  on 
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account  of  freezing  thereby  denying  the  roller  its  full  power 
to  consolidate  the  stone;  neither  is  it  possible  to  bond  any 
road  at  this  season  of  the  year  effectively.  Hence,  I  order 
a  closing  down  of  all  macadam  construction  on  the  SECOND 
DAY  of  DECEMBER. 

*'No  contractor  can  take  exception  to  this  arrangement 
by  reason  of  the  fact  that  the  contractors  were  notified  to 
keep  their  work  well  in  hand  and  ready  to  close  down  at  any 
instant,  not  knowing  what  the  weather  might  be.  The  late 
adjournment  of  the  legislature  delayed  the  work  a  great 
deal ;  however,  it  has  been  a  very  profitable  and  bright  season 
for  road  building.  We  have  done  a  large  amount  of  work 
and  have  had  a  very  favorable  summer  and  fall. 

**Upon  all  grading  jobs  where  contractors  are  at  work 
on  heavy  cutting  or  rock  blast  there  is  perhaps  no  good  reason 
why  the  contractors  should  not  continue  until  the  weather 
finally  settles  down  hard.  Of  course  in  some  classes  of  our 
construction  in  which  light  grading  is  to  be  done  it  would 
be  well  to  stop  upon  these  sections  by  reason  of  the  fact  that 
no  good  can  come  from  work  where  there  is  only  light  cutting 
to  be  resorted  to;  upon  all  contracts  where  there  is  no  pos- 
sibility of  any  frost  or  frozen  lumps  in  the  fills  outside  of  the 
travel  path  it  might  be  well  to  continue  just  as  long  as  the 
weather  will  allow. 

**  Where  contractors  have  gone  ahead  in  their  own  interest 
to  keep  their  men  busy  and  making  their  work  profitable  to 
themselves  the  towns  have  a  right  to  expect  contractors  to 
take  and  make  pleasantly  passable  all  sections  of  highway 
upon  which  they  have  been  at  work  and  then  ceasing  opera- 
tions so  that  the  traveling  public  may  have  pleasant  access 
to  the  road  and  not  have  to  suffer  inconvenience  in  getting 
towards  their  destination. 

**If  you  will  kindly  read  carefully  these  notices  and  com- 
municate their  contents  to  all  parties  in  interest  you  will 
greatly  oblige,

so  that  the  life  of  the  road  may  be  continued  and  an  immense 
amount  of  money  saved:

''Board  of  Selectmen, 

"Gentlemen: — 

**  While  the  past  winter  has  been  favorable  for  all  outdoor 
work,  it  has  not  been  friendly  to  our  roads.  Even  the  or- 
dinary dirt  roads  have  hardly  had  their  usual  ally,  the  frost, 
to  keep  them  from  washing  and  wear.  On  investigation  I 
discover  that  gravel  roads  and  loam  roads  have  responded  to 
travel  in  accentuated  toe  marks  and  ruts  to  a  greater  extent 
than  is  usually  found  after  a  winter  travel  over  them.  Our 
macadam  roads  have  had  the  hardest  test  in  years  by  reason  of 
the  fact  that  we  have  had  so  little  snow  to  protect  the  sur- 
face from  calks,  the  most  injurious  and  destructive  agency 
we  have  to  contend  with.  Therefore  it  would  not  be  strange 
to  find  our  macadam  roads  considerably  broken  up  and  im- 
mediate attention  demanded. 

"I  would  therefore  suggest  that  an  inspection  be  made  of 
all  macadam  roads,  and  all  stone  that  may  have  come  to  the 
surface  be  immediately  removed,  and  where  any  general 
breaking  up  is  found  to  level  up  these  places  and  apply  some 
screenings  and  roll  down  such  places  leaving  a  little  screen- 
ings conveniently  near  for  a  future  application.  And  also 
where  screenings  have  washed  or  been  removed  from  the  sur- 
face from  any  cause  so  that  the  stone  show  bare  to  apply  a 
treatment  of  trap  rock  splinters  or  chips,  the  dimensions  of 
which  should  be  one-half  to  three-quarters  of  an  inch  longest 
diameter.  This  treatment  has  been  tested  and  found  to  be 
both  wise  and  economical  and  is  by  far  better  than  screenings 
and  will  last  longer  and  not  mud  up  a  road,  nor  do  they  need 
sprinkling  or  rolling  as  the  travel  will  speedily  reduce  them  so 
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that  the  road  will  be  smooth  and  yet  fully  protected.  The 
proper  time  to  repair  a  macadam  road  or  any  other  road  is 
just  when  it  needs  it — do  not  wait — ^neglect  is  expensive. 
One  ton  of  three-quarter  inch  stone  will  provide  a  covering  for 
300  square  feet.  Measure  up  your  work  and  order  the  stone 
before  you  are  busy  with  other  work,  for  when  you  have 
more  time  later  it  will  not  be  the  proper  time  to  repair  the 
road. 

**A11  gravel  roads  should  have  immediate  attention.  Gravel 
should  be  applied  when  the  road  is  in  a  receptive  condition 
and  at  no  other  time.  All  wheel  and  toe  marks  should  be 
filled  up  as  soon  as  possible,  so  as  to  receive  the  spring  rains 
and  then  the  travel  will  assist  in  making  the  repair  and  all 
the  moisture  will  be  held  for  the  long  seige  of  summer  travel. 
If  this  repair  work  is  put  off  the  heat  of  the  summer  will 
evaporate  all  the  moisture  and  you  will  have  loose  stone  over 
the  road  all  summer.  Do  not  scrape  the  shoulder  or  gutter 
wash  on  to  your  gravel  roads;  this  practice  is  wasting  both 
time  and  money.  What  you  should  put  on  the  road  is  new 
material  not  old. 

**A11  dirt  or  loam  roads  should  have  washouts  repaired  and 
culverts  cleaned  out,  and  a  little  later  the  road  should  be 
tnrnpiked  and  rounded  up  nicely  for  summer..  Your  heavy 
work  on  roads  should  all  be  done  in  the  spring.  No  general 
uprooting  of  dirt  roads  should  be  done  in  the  fall.  Frozen 
ruts  are  not  only  expensive  but  inconvenient  and  dangerous. . 

**If  we  can  have  in  the  spring  one  grand  old  fashioned  house 
cleaning  established  on  our  road  system  by  every  town  in  the 
state,  all  our  roads  will  be  better  and  every  town  treasury 
would  feel  its  influence.  Mav  I  ask  that  you  kindlv  assist 
towards  this  much  needed  reform. 

**In  closing  this  communication  please  allow  me  to  call  your 
attention  to  the  obligation  resting  on  all  towns  accepting 
state  aid,  as  found  in  Section  3;  Chapter  232  of  the  Public 
Acts  of  1905  :— 

**  When  a  road  has  been  constructed  in  any  town  under  sec- 

« 

tion  2086  as  amended,  such  town  shall  thereafter  keep  such 
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road  in  proper  repair  to  the  acceptance  of  the  highway  com- 
mifisionery  and,  in  case  of  neglect  to  make  such  repairs,  after 
one  month's  notice  by  the  highway  commissioner  that  such 
^road  is  in  need  of  repair,  the  commissioner  is  authorized  to 
make  such  repairs  as  may  be  required,  and  such  towns  shall 
pay  the  cost  of  the  same.  The  comptroller  is  hereby  author- 
ized to  pay,  on  certificate  of  said  highway  commissioner,  such 
soms  as  he  mifiy  require  not  exceeding  ten  thousand  dollars, 
p^ding  the  discharge  of  the  town's  obligation;  and  all  money 
received  from  the  several  towns  of  the  state  from  this  source 
shall  remain  as  an  emergency  fund  for  the  use  of  the  com- 
missioner in  completing  the  repairs."

"Board  of  Selectmen, 

**  Gentlemen: — 

**We  can  hardly  expect  the  season  for  road  building  to 
last  much  longer.  The  closing  down  of  the  season  is  liable 
to  come  with  short  notice,  therefore  it  would  be  well  to  notify 
the  contractor  to  have  his  work  in  a  constant  state  of  prepara- 
tion to  meet  everything  he  may  have  to  encounter. 

"If  the  contractor  is  to  do  work  with  macadam  it  would  be 
well  to  caution  him  not  to  open  up  his  grading  too  far  ahead 
80  that  he  can  put  on  the  stones  and  have  them  tied  down 
with  screenings  and  thus  prevent  the  travel  from  injuring  the 
road.    It  is  impossible  to  bond  a  road  where  the  travel  has

worn  the  sharp  corners  of  the  stone  round.  If  such  stone  are 
allowed  ^to  lay  in  the  road  they  will  always  constitute  a  weak- 
ness and  a  breaking  up  of  the  road  is  liable  to  develop  at  any 
time.  Where  the  contractor  is  excavating  the  road-bed  be-^ 
yond  that  which  he  can  possibly  cover  with  stone  it  would 
be  weU  to  dig  trenches  through  the  shoulders  so  as  to  allow 
the  water  and  melting  snow  to  find  its  way  to  the  gutters 
instead  of  forming  a  canal  in  the  road.  Where  water  does  not 
have  access  to  the  gutters  and  remains  in  the  travel  path  all 
winter  it  is  almost  impossible  to  start  the  work  as  early  in 
the  spring  as  we  would  like  to  and  generally  results  in  a 
weak  and  soft  sub-grade  upon  which  to  put  the  stone. 

"All  grading  jobs,  especially  the  roads  that  the  public  have 
to  use,  the  contractor  must  be  required  to  leave  the  road 
smooth  and  safe  for  travel  for  the  winter.  I  think  this  is 
justly  due  the  traveling  public  and  also  provides  a  great  pro- 
tection to  the  town  treasury.  A  great  many  accidents  and 
bills  of  damages  have  occurred  through  carelessness  and 
ignorance. 

"In  no  case  must  contractors  be  allowed  to  put  stone  on 
any  sub-grade  that  is  frozen.  There  is  no  objection,  if  the 
frost  does  not  penetrate  over  two  inches,  to  the  contractor 
removing  the  frozen  part  antl  supplying  the  material  that  will 
respond  to  the  roller,  and  putting  on  stone  under  such  treat- 
ment. The  frozen  lumps  on  the  grading  work  must  be  put 
on  the  outside  of  the  embankments  and  not  on  the  area  eov- 
ered  by  the  travel  path,  so  that  the  possibility  of  breaking 
down  will  be  removed  or  avoided.  In  other  words,  now  is  the 
time  to  caution  the  contractors  all  along  the  line  about  leav- 
ing their  work  in  proper  shape  for  the  winter.  The  tempta- 
tion is  sometimes  very  strong  and  easily  yielded  to  when  car- 
loads of  stone  are  running  in  quickly  to  put  them  on  haphazard 
to  save  demurrage.  Contractors  must  be  warned  not  to  order 
too  much  stone  ahead  from  now  on  so  as  to  remove  the  neces- 
sitv  for  careless  work. 
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*^This  letter  is  intended  to  apply  to  towns  doing  work  as 
well  as  to  other  contractors.  Will  you  kindly  take  up  this 
important  matter  immediately  and  very  much  oblige,

This  circular  was  for  the  purpose  of  stopping  all  macadam 
work  on  December  6,  and  what  was  necessary  to  be  done  on 
grading  contracts: 

''Hartford,  December  4,  1906. 

**  Board  of  Selectmen, 

•  ''Gentlemen: — 

"It  is  apparent  from  the  condition  of  the  weather  that  the 
further  construction  of  macadam  roads  must  be  discontinued. 
Accordingly,  all  macadam  work  should  stop  on  December  6th. 

"Contractors  should  immediately  proceed  to  cover  any  of 
the  bottom  courses  with  sufficient  screenings  to  prevent  the 
sharp  edges  of  the  stone  from  being  worn  smooth  by  the 
winter  travel. 

"Notification  was  sent  out  from  this  office  over  a  month 
ago  to  have  contractors  place  their  work  in  a  state  of  prepara- 
tion for  the  winter  months.  It  may  be  possible  in  grading 
work,  where  there  is  a  heavy  excavation  of  earth  or  rock  that 
such  work  could  be  continued  during  favorable  portions  of 
the  winter.  In  light  grading  work,  it  would  be  well  to  stop 
until  next  spring.  No  frozen  lumps  will  be  allowed  in  the 
traveled  path,  but  must  be  placed  on  the  outside  of  the  em- 
bankments, so  as  to  prevent  the  breaking  down  of  the  road. 

"Please  insist  that  the  contractors  leave  all  their  work  in 
a  safe  and  passable  condition  so  that  all  complaints  may  be 
avoided  and  the  provisions  of  the  contract  may  be  the  more 
easily  fulfilled  at  the  opening  of  the  season  in  the  spring. 
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**If  you  have  not  already  done  so,  kindly  submit  a  detailed 
statement  of  the  exact  condition  of  the  work  including  any 
trees  to  be  planted  or  screenings  to  be  left,  and  the  amount 
you  have  paid  the  contractor.

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Appropriations  of  1905  and  1906. 

From  July  15,  1905,  the  time  of  sending  out  thje  first  com- 
munication relating  to  the  1905  and  1906  appropriation,  over 
nine  weeks  was  given  the  towns  to  file  applications  for  state 
aid. 

We  find  on  September  25,  1905,  the  final  day  for  the  re- 
ceiving of  applications,  that  the  amount  asked  for  from  the 
state  exceeded  the  state  appropriation  by  more  than  $488,000, 
the  larg^est  excess  ever  voted  by  the  towns  since  the  com- 
mencement of  the  movement.  Accordingly,,  the  only  feasible 
plan  seems  to  be  to  reduce  the  entire  appropriation,  to  be 
spent  by  each  town,  so  that  the  state's  proportion  would 
eome  within  the  amount  set  apart  by  the  General  Assembly, 
which  resulted  in  scaling  down  all  $9,000  applications  to 
$5,250  and  the  others  on  a  pro  rata  basis. 

The  maximum  appropriation  to  any  town  under  the  1903-04 
appropriation  was  $5,670,  while  the  maximum  appropriation 
to  any  town  in  the  state  under  the  appropriation  of  1905-06 
was  $5,250.  The  difference  between  the  two  amounts  named 
was  brought  about  by  the  taking  away  from  the  general  ap- 
propriation $50,000  for  trunk  line  improvements.  So  that 
the  aggregate  appropriation  while  greater  under  the  appro- 
priation of  1905-06 — ^as  a  sum  total — ^than  the  appropriation 
of  1903-04,  the  towns  in  their  allotment  for  general  work  did 
not  get  as  much  money  as  that  which  was  had  under  the 
appropriation  of  1903-04.

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Comparative  Statement. 

The  following  tables  give  the  names  of  every  town  in 
each  county,  with  the  different  appropriations — 1895  to  1906, 
inclusive — from  which  they  received  an  apportionment, 
tabulated  since  the  beginning  of  the  *'Good  Roads  Movement" 
in  1895.  A  comparison  will  be  of  interest  by  reason  of  the 
fact  that  the  total  amount  of  money  available  for  road  im- 
provements during  1895  and  1896  was  $450,000 — of  which  the 
State,  County  and  Town  each  paid  one-third ;  during  1897  and 
1898,  the  amount  was  $400,000— of  which  the  State  and  Town 
each  paid  one-half;  during  1899  and  1900  the  amount  was 
about  $481,300 — of  which  those  towns  having  a  grand  list  of 
one  million  dollars  or  less  paid  one-fourth  and  the  State 
three-fourths,  and  those  having  a  grand  list  of  over  one  mil- 
lion dollars  paid  one-third  and  the  State  two-thirds;  during 
1901  and  1902  the  sum  available  was  about  $615,400— of 
which  the  State  and  Towns  paid  the  same  proportions  as 
under  the  1899   and   1900  appropriations;  during  1903  and 

1904  the  sum  available  was  about  $629,374 — divided  on  the 
same  basis  as  1901  and  1902.    Under  the  last  appropriation  of 

1905  and  1906  the  division  was  on  the  same  basis  as  1903  and 
1904.  The  amount  of  money  available  from  the  State  and 
Towns  was  $636,172.  Of  this  amount  the  State  contributed 
$488,330  which  includes  the  $50,000  for  trunk  line  connections, 
and  the  amount  contributed  by  towns  of  $147,842.

The  principal  means  of  communication  and  transportation 
in  the  early  history  of  our  State  was,  of  necessity,  by  water. 
This  was  due  to  the  fact  that  the  State  was  practically  a  wil- 
derness and  roads  had  not  been  broken;  in  fact,  the  entire 
road  system  of  our  State  began  in  visiting  from  one  farm  to 
another — it  was  only  after  the  State  began  to  be  peopled  and 
land  purchased  and  occupied  along  the  water  courses  and  all 
available  water  front  denied,  that»new  settlers,  who  desired 
to  take  up  residence  in  the  State,  were  compelled  to  go  back 
and  open  up  territory  away  from  water  privileges,  thus,  un- 
consciously and  crudely,  was  established  our  highway  system. 

The  parts  of  the  State  so  opened  up  were  devoted^entirely 
to  farming  purposes.  The  business  centers  first  began  in 
villages  which,  in  time,  have  grown  to  be  cities.  As  the  cities 
grew  and  enterprises  multiplied,  employment  was  furnished 
other  than  tilling  the  soil.  However,  in  only  a  few  instances 
has  the  good  judgment  of  the  founders  been  at  fault  in  the 
realization  of  their  expectations  in  their  location  of  our  present 
business  centers.  It  is  a  self-evident  fact  that  the  large  cities 
of  our  State  have  been  wisely  located  and  firmly  established 
for  all  time.  This  is  shown  by  their  large  and  rapid  growth 
in  population,  and  also  in  having  been  established  as  per- 
manent railroad  centers  and  great  shipping  points. 

As  a  rule,  the  main  highways  leading  out  from  our  large 
cities  have  been  improved  in  so  far  as  their  territorial  limits 
extend,  but  the  adjoining  towns  have  not  extended  the  sys- 
tem, principally  by  reason  of  lack  of  financies.  Some  system, 
other  than  the  one  now  in  vogue,  will  have  to  be  inaugurated, 
if  the  State  is  to  have,  in  a  reasonable  time,  continuous  trunk 
lines.  The  large  truck  business,  engaged  in  by  farmers  adjoin- 
ing the  large  cities,  calls  for  a  policy  that  will  be  complete  or 
assist  in  the  accomplishment  of  at  least  one  improved  highway 
from  all  adjoining  towns  into  our  large  cities,  inasmuch  as  the 
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road  upon  which  a  farmer  resides  has  to  be  his  main  highway 
to  and  from  the  market,  it  has  been  a  difSeult  matter  to  force  • 
the  continuance  of  the  trunk  line  improvements. 

The  system  of  trunk  lines,  under  which  the  State  is  now 
operating  and  perfecting  with  the  appropriations  since  the 
commencement  of  State  aid  in  1895,  is  principally  upon  four- 
teen trunk  lines.  Part  of  this  work  has  already  been  done 
under  former  appropriations.  It  is,  however,  not  generally 
known  that  the  fourteen  trunk  lines  on  which  we  are  now 
making  improvements  run  through  districts  carrying  a  popula- 
tion of  851,743  out  of  a  total  population  of  908,420  in  the  State, 
and  that  these  trunk  lines  go  into  and  out  from  and  drain  the 
trade  of  138  out  of  a  total  of  168  towns,  thus  very  nearly  the 
entire  population  of  the  State  and  a  large  amount  of  her  busi- 
ness is  practically  controlled  on  a  mileage  of  1,032  miles. 
This  astonishing  fact  calls  for,  in  no  uncertain  tone,  the  im- 
provement of  these  fourteen  trunk  lines  just  as  rapidly  as  it 
is  possible.  These  facts  need  no  extension  and  will  furnish 
their  own  appeal,  to  all  thoughtful  minds,  as  a  something  that 
deserves  more  than  passing  notice  or  that  it  is  a  matter  lightly 
to  be  considered  and  quickly  set  aside.  These  figures  furnish 
strong  emphasis  to  the  fact  that  some  definite  plan  should  be 
devised  immediately  towards  completing  this  system. 

The  amount  of  money  appropriated  every  session  by  the 
legislature  has  been  very  liberal  in  the  past  and  fully  up  to  all 
that  can  be  reasonably  asked,  but  when  this  money  is  divided 
or  distributed  amongst  so  many  towns  it  will  not  accomplish 
very  many  miles  of  continuous  highways  under  the  present 
system  where  the  town  has  the  selection  of  the  section  to  be 
improved;  indeed,  so  eager  are  townspeople  for  the  improve- 
ment of  their  roads  that  a  division  of  the  appropriation,  if 
denied,  would  result  in  a  negative  to  all  future  State  aid,  so 
that  the  selectmen  find  it  necessary  to  make  the  improvements 
under  State  aid  in  different  localities  in  the  town.  Of  course 
in  time,  as  the  bad  sections  of  road  in  each  town  are  improved, 
then  we  can  take  up  and  build  connected  sections,  but  it  will 
jtake  a  number  of  years. 
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The  old  Boston  turnpike,  following  the  shore  for  a  distance 
of  nearly  120  miles,  crossing  the  towns  of  Greenwich,  Stam- 
ford, Darien,  Norwalk,  Westport,  Fairfield,  Bridgeport,  Strat- 
ford, Milford,  Orange,  New  Haven,  East  Haven,  Branford, 
Guilford,  Madison,  Clinton,  Westbrook,  Old  Saybrook,  Old 
Lyme,  East  Lyme,  Waterford,  New  London,  Groton,  Ledyard 
and  Stonington,  is  one  of  the  longest  trunk  lines  in  the  State, 
and  very  direct  in  its  course,  and  as  it  touches  so  many  large 
business  centers  at  the  seaboard  the  travel  is  very  heavy  at 
all  seasons  of  the  year. 

Almost  every  one  of  the  twenty-five  towns  it  crosses  has 
been,  or  is  now  at  work  on  this  very  popular  highway.  Each 
appropriation  is  furnishing  new  links  to  this  chain,  and  it  wiU 
not  be  very  long  before  the  entire  road,  is  finished,  from  Port 
Chester,  New  York,  to  Westerly,  Rhode  Island. 

From  this  main  trunk  line  start  ten  trunk  lines  extending 
across  the  State,  from  South  to  North.  These  ten  trunk  lines 
touch  about  every  large  city  in  our  State  and  are  the  chief 
arteries  through  which  flow  nearly  all  the  farm  products  of  the 
entire  farming  communities  of  the  whole  State. 

The  first  one  of  these  trunk  lines  commences  at  Stamford, 
and  extends  through  the  State  apid  into  Massachusetts,  crossing 
the  towns  of  Salisbury,  Sharon,  Kent,  New  Milford,  Sherman, 
New  Fairfield,  Danbury,  Ridgefield,  Wilton,  New  Canaan  and 
Stamford. 

The  next  trunk  line  East  commences  at  Norwalk,  and  also 
crosses  the  entire  State  and  ends  in  Massachusetts,  taking  in 
the  towns  of  North  Canaan,  Canaan,  Cornwall,  Warren,  Wash- 
ington, New  Milford,  Brookfield,  Danbury,  Bethel,  Redding, 
Weston,  Wilton  and  Norwalk. 

The  third  trunk  line,  extending  from  South  to  North,  begins 
at  Bridgeport  and  goes  through  the  towns  of  Bridgeport, 
Trumbull,  Huntington,  Ansonia,  Seymour,  Beacon  Falls,  Nau- 
gatuck,  Waterbury,  Watertown,  Thomaston,  Litchfield,  Har- 
winton,  Torrington,  Winchester  and  Colebrook,  also  ending  in 
Massachusetts. 
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The  fourth  trunk  line  commences  at  New  Haven,  extending 
up  through  Hamden,  Cheshire,  Southington,-  Plainville,  Farm- 
ington,  West  Hartford,  and  ending  at  Hartford. 

The  fifth  trunk  line  commences  at  New  Haven,  extending 
out  through  Hamden,  North  Haven,  Wallingford,  Meriden, 
Berlin,  New  Britain,  Newington,  Wethersfield,  Hartford,  Wind- 
sor, Windsor  Locks,  Suffield,  and  on  to  Springfield. 

The  sixth  trunk  line  commences  also  at  New  Haven,  goes 
out  through  East  Haven,  North  Branford,  Guilford,  Durham, 
Middlefield,  Middletown,  Cromwell,  Rocky  Hill,  Wethersfield, 
Hartford,  East  Hartford,  South  Windsor,  East  Windsor,  En- 
field, and  out  into  Massachusetts. 

The  seventh  trunk  line  begins  at  Saybrook  Point  and  ex- 
tends through  Old  Saybrook,  to  Essex,  to  Saybrook,  to  Chester, 
to  Haddam,  to  Middletown,  to  Cromwell,  to  Rocky  Hill,  to 
Wethersfield  and  to  Hartford.

The  eighth  trunk  line  commences  at  New  London  and  goes 
through  Waterford,  Montville,  Salem,  Colchester,  Hebron, 
Marlborough,    Glastonbury,   East   Hartford,   Hartford,   West 

!  Hartford,  Bloomfield,  Simsbury,  Granby,  Hartland  and  Cole- 

brook,  and  into  Massachusetts.     • 

•  

I  The  ninth  commences  at  the  intersection  of  the  New  London 

j  and  Waterford  town  line  and  extends  up  through  Montville  to 

Norwich,  to  Sprague,  to  Lisbon,  to  Canterbury,  to  Plainfield, 

to  Brooklyn,  to  Killingly,  to  Putnam,  and  through  Thompson 

out  into  jMassachusetts. 

The  tenth  trunk  line  begins  at  Westerly,  Rhode  Island,  ex- 
tending through  the  town  of  Stonington,  to  Ledyard,  to  Pres- 
ton, to  Norwich,  to  Franklin,  to  Windham,  to  Mansfield,  to 
Chaplin,  to  Ashford,  to  Eastford,  to  Woodstock,  and  finds  an 
exit  into  Massachusetts. 

These  are  the  principal  trunk  lines  starting  at  the  old 
Boston  Post  road,  and-  extending  from  the  Southern  to  the 
Northern  part  of  the  State.  There  are,  however,  only  a  very 
few  main  trunk  lines  running  from  East  to  West.  I  presume 
the  principal  reason  for  this  is  on  account  of  the  very  heavy 

13 
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grades  and  mountainous  conditions  foundp  in  the  Eastern  and 
Western  parts  of  our  State. 

The  first  and  most  available  trunk  line  running  from  East 
to  West,  begins  at  the  State  line  of  Rhode  Island  and  extends 
Westerly  through  the  town  of  Putnam,  Pomfret,  Eastford, 
Ashford,  Willington,  Tolland,  Vernon,  Manchester,  East  Hart- 
ford, Hartford,  West  Hartford,  Avon,  New  Hartford,  Win- 
chester, Norfolk,  North  Canaan,  and  finds  an  exit  at  the  North- 
ern boundary  line  of  the  town  of  Salisbury  into  Massachusetts. 

The  second  trunk  line  should  be  very  popular  as  it  very 
nearly  divides  the  State,  although  not  quite.  It  begins  at  the 
State  line,  at  the  town  of  Sterling,  extending  through  Plain- 
field,  Canterbury,  Scotland,  Windham,  Lebanon,  Columbia, 
Andover,  Bolton,  Manchester,  East  Hartford,  Hartford,  West 
Hartford,  Farmington,  Burlington,  Harwinton,  Litchfield, 
Warren  and  Kent,  and  finds  an  exit  into  New  York  State. 
This  highway  when  completed  should  be  a  very  popular  high- 
way as  it  is  not  only  a  very  direct  road,  but  it  crosses  a  part 
of  the  State  that  is  very  thickly  populated,  and  it  would  furnish 
a  very  pleasant  and  convenient  access  to  all  of  the  railroad 
centers  for  the  transportation  of  freight. 

The  third  trunk  line,  from  East  to  West,  begins  at  the 
State  line,  in  the  town  of  KiUingly,  extending  through  the 
town  to  Brooklyn,  Hampton,  Scotland,  Windham,  Ld)anon, 
Columbia,  Hebron,  Marlborough,  Chatham,  Portland,  Middle- 
town,  Middlefield,  Meriden,  Cheshire,  Waterbury,  Middlebury, 
Woodbury,  Roxbury,  Washington,  New  Milford,  through 
Sherman  into  New  York  State. 

These  fourteen  trunk  lines  are  practically  the  principal 
highways  of  the  State.  All  other  highways  leading  into  these 
fourteen  roads  are  branch  highways,  either  going  between  the 
large  business  centers  or  finding  outlet  into  these  main  trunk 
lines. 

It  is  safe  to  say  that  while  an  extension  may  be  made  into, 
and  out  from  some  of  the  towns  that  have  not  as  yet  accepted 
State  aid,  by  the  improvement  of  other  already  existing  main 
highways,  that  for  some  time  to  come  the  most  of  the  improve- 
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ments  made  upon  the  main  highways  of  the  State  will  be  in 
the  extension  of  the  system  as  outlined  on  this  map. 

The  direction  of  each  of  these  trunk  lines  is  fairly  accurate, 
although  not  absolutely  so,  as  the  very  small  scale  of  the  map 
will  only  allow  of  general  direction  in  the  mapping  out  of  the 
lines  taken  by  the  highways,  but  they  are  sufficiently  correct 
to  furnish  an  intelligent  idea  of  the  main  highways  upon  which 
the  State  has  been  using  State  and  town  money  during  the 
last  ten  years. 

SPECIAL  APPROPRIATION  NEEDED  FOR  TRUNK 

LINES. 

If,  on  the  other  hand,  a  separate  and  special  appropriation 
were  made  to  be  used  exclusively  by  the  commissioner  for  the 
completion  of  said  trunk  lines,  that  the  State  has  been  at  work 
on  for  several  years,  it  would  be  a  step  in  the  right  direction. 
This  appropriation  should  be  made  outside  of  the  regular  ap- 
propriation and  the  expense  for  all  roads  improved  under  it 
should  be  borne  by  the  State  without  town  assistance,  allow- 
ing the  towns  to  enjoy  their  regular  appropriation  as  hereto- 
fore. The  appropriation  need  not  be  large  and  can  be  used  as 
a  special  fund  for  the  purpose  named.  Certainly,  this  sug- 
gestion is  worthy  of  thoughtful  consideration,  if  we  are  to 
have  a  continuous  system  of  improved  highways  to  be  an  ac- 
complished fact  during  this  generation.

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State  Specifications 

FOR  THE 

Improvement  of  Public  Roads. 


The  following  forms  of  specifications  for  macadam,  telford, 
gravel,  gravel-telford,  and  grading  construction,  are  those  in 
most  general  use  by  the  state,  in  the  conduct  of  its  work  for 
the  improvement  of  public  roads : 

Macadam  Specifications. 

Specification  for  the  Construction  of  a  Macadam  Road  in 
the  'f  own  of in County. 

DESCRIPTION. 

This  specification  embraces  the  improvements  contemplated 

on  the  main  highway  from 

to   commonly  known 

as    

from  Station to  Station ,  a  distance 

of  about linear  feet,  or  so  much  thereof  as  the  sum 

of  $ will  pay  for,  or  the  selectmen  and  high-

way  commissioner  may  order  to  be  done  on  said  road  (the  se- 
lectmen and  highway  commissioner  reserve  the  right  to  in- 
crease or  diminish  the  amount  of  work  to  be  done) . 

LABOR,  MATERIAL,  ETC. 

The  contractor  is  to  furnish  all  labor  and  materials  together 
with  all  tools  and  implements  necessary  to  carry  out  the  pro- 
visions of  these  specifications,  in  accordance  with  the  plans  for 
the  above  described  road;  all  work  to  be  done  to  the  satis- 
faction of  the  Connecticut  highway  commissioner. 

(199) 
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ENGINEER'S  WORK. 

For  the  guidance  of  the  contractor  and  before  he  com- 
mences work,  the  engineer  furnished  by  the  town  shall  es- 
tablish lines  and  grades  at  convenient  points  along  said  road. 
The  engineer  shall  verify  the  grades  from  time  to  time  as  may 
be  necessary,  and  also  replace  whatever  stakes  may  be  de- 
stroyed by  the  contractor  while  in  prosecution  of  the  work. 
The  contractor,  however,  shall  take  all  possible  care  to  pre- 
serve the  stakes  set  by  the  engineer. 

GRADING. 

The  contractor  shall  do  all  grading  that  may  be  necessary 
either  by  cutting  or  filling  as  the  case  may  be.  If  there  is  a 
surplus  of  material  it  shall  be  placed  in  the  embankments,  or 
on  the  sides  of  the  road,  or  at  such  places  as  the  selectmen 
may  designate. 

If  there  is  not  material  enough  to  do  the  grading  to  bring 
the  sub-grade  to  the  height  required,  the  contractor  shall 
furnish  sufficient  to  do  what  is  necessary  to  conform  to  the 
established  grade  for  the  road  and  embankments,  etc. 

The  contractor  shall  remove  all  loam,  roots  and  vegetable 
matter  from  the  proposed  traveled  part  of  the  road,  and  also 
everything  of  a  spongy  nature,  or  anjrthing  found  in  exca- 
vating for  said  roadway  that  will  be  liable  to  heave  or  settle, 
and  fill  in  all  such  places  with  clean  sand  or  gravel,  free  from 
loam. 

In  all  cases  where  the  earth  fill  exceeds  one  foot  in  depth, 
the  filling  shall  be  deposited  in  courses  not  to  exceed  twelve 
inches  loose  measurement.  Each  course  shall  be  carried  across 
the  entire  fill  and  completed  before  commencing  another,  and 
this  method  shall  be  followed  with  each  succeeding  course 
until  the  established  grade  is  reached. 

ROCK  WORK 

If  rock  is  found  in  any  part  of  the  cut  it  can  be  placed  in 
the  fill,  providing  it  does  not  come  within  one  foot  of  the  top 
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of  the  finished  road;  if  rock  is  nsed  for  filling  no  large  stones 
will  be  allowed  in  nests,  but  must  be  distributed  over  the  area 
so  as  to  avoid  pockets  for  the  top  course  to  sift  through. 

In  rock  cutting  on  that  part  of  the  road  laid  out  for  the 
roadbed  the  rock  shall  be  blasted  out  at  least  one  foot  below 
the  line  established  for  the  finished  grade  of  the  road.  If  in 
excavating,  rock  is  found  in  excess  of  that  actually  required  in 
the  fill,  the  contractor  will  not  be  allowed  to  put  the  rock  on 
the  margins  of  the  road  in  unsightly  piles.  He  shall  place 
the  rock  where  it  will  present  a  neat  appearance  and  not  be  in 
conflict  with  future  improvements  of  the  road. 

SLOPES. 

The  grade  of  slopes  in  cut  or  fill  shall  be  one  and  one-half 
feet  horizontal  to  one  foot  vertical,  except  in  fills  of  two  feet 
or  over  where  the  slopes  shall  be  two  feet  horizontal  to  one 
foot  vertical,  and  where  rock  is  found  in  the  cut  the  slopes 
shall  be  one  to  six. 

ROADBED. 

Great  care  must  be  taken  to  follow  closely  the  above  de- 
scribed treatment  in  the  grading  for  the  earth  roadbed.  After 
all  cutting  or  filling  has  been  done  to  bring  the  roadbed  to  the 
established  sub-grade,  the  surface  must  be  firmly  and  evenly 
rolled  so  that  it  will  sustain  the  weight  of  stone  to  be  placed 
on  it  without  settling.  All  places  that  may  shrink  while  in 
the  process  of  rolling,  must  be  filled  and  rolled  again,  until 
the  whole  sub-foundation  is  brought  up  to,  and  even  with  all 
established  lines  for  sub-grade.  The  sub-grade  must  be 
identical  in  form  with,  and  have  the  same  crown  as  the  finished 
grade  of  road.  The  inside  edges  of  the  shoulders  shall  be  cut 
true  to  the  line  established  by  the  Engineer.  On  all  sections 
of  the  road  not  covered  by  macadam  the  cut  and  fill  shall  be 
as  shown  on  the  plans.  The  road  shall  be  brought  to  the 
finished  line  of  grade  and  shall  conform  to  the  cross  section  in 
every  particular. 
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KIND  OP  STONE. 

Unless  otherwise  specified,  Trap  Rock  will  be  required. 

COURSES  OF  STONE. 

There  shall  be  two  courses  of  broken  stones,  under  finish- 
ing course,  first  course  to  be  four  inches  and  second  course  to 
be  two  inches  over  all  when  rolled,  no  allowance  to  be  made 
for  settling. 

DIMENSIONS  OF  BROKEN  STONE. 

The  stone  for  the  first  course  shall  be  from  three-fourths  of 
ah  inch  to  two  inches  longest  diameter,  mixed  in  the  screens 
(not  in  the  bins),  the  smaller  sizes  to  predominate.  Stone 
for  the  second  course  shall  be  from  one  inch  to  one  and  one- 
half  inches  longest  diameter.  No  tailings  shall  be  used  in 
either  course. 

FIRST  AND  SECOND  COURSES. 

The  stone  shall  be  dumped  on  the  side  of  the  road  where  it 
is  possible,  if  not,  they  can  be  dumped  on  the  side  of  the  road- 
bed, and  scattered  with  shovels;  the  reason  for  this  is  that  the 
stone  will  have  a  uniform  pressure  in  rolling.  If  a  patent 
spreading  wagon  is  used  by  the  Contractor,  it  will  not  be  nec- 
essary to  dump  the  stone,  but  they  can  be  spread  by  the  wagon. 
After  stone  has  been  spread  for  the  first  course,  sufficient  to 
roll  down  to  four  inches,  a  roller  shall  be  run  over  the  stones 
a  sufficient  number  of  times  to  make  this  course  solid  and  finUf 
after  which  the  second  course  of  two  inches  shall  be  applied 
in  the  same  manner  as  specified  for  the  first  course,  and  also 
receive  the  same  roller  treatment.  If  in  the  putting  on  of 
either  course  any  settling  is  found,  all  such  places  must  be 
brought  up  to  grade  level  before  any  other  course  is  com- 
menced. In  the  rolling  of  these  courses  the  roller  work  must 
be  continued  until  the  broken  stone  settles  down  into  a  firm 
and  compact  condition. 
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FINISHING  COURSE. 

This  course  shall  be  one-inch  thick  when  finished.  Trap 
Rock  screenings  including  dust  (no  screenings  larger  than  one- 
half  in^h  stone  will  be  allowed)  shall  be  used  as  a  finishing 
course.  The  screenings  (after  the  rolling  has  been  done  on 
the  last  course  of  broken  stone)  shall  be  carted  on  the  sides  of 
the  road  proper  and  dumped  at  suitable  intervals,  after  which 
all  wheel  tracks  and  foot  marks  of  horses  shall  be  carefully 
filled  and  then  rolled  down  firmly.  Then,  the  screenings  shall 
be  scattered  drv  over  the  surface  so  as  to  till  all  interstices,  and 
the  roller  shall  be  run  over  the  surface  to  shake  in  the  dust. 
Immediately  after,  a  sprinkling  cart  shall  be  used  and  the 
screenings  washed  in  after  which  more  screenings  must  be 
.added  and  sprinkled  and  rolled  again,  and  the  screenings, 
sprinkling  and  rolling  must  be  continued  until  all  the  coarse 
stones  have  been  covered,  and  interstices  completely  filled,  and 
the  road  is  firm  and  smooth  and  will  shed  water,  and  measure 
in  depth  one-inch  of  screenings  for  wearing  surface.  The 
Contractor  will  not  be  allowed  to  put  on  the  screenings  all  at 
pne  time,  but  must  spread  them  on  as  described  above,  and 
will  not  be  allowed  to  deviate  from  the  above  treatment  in  any 
wav.  The  Contractor  must  not  wet  the  screenings  before  they 
have  been  scattered  on  the  broken  stone,  and  furthermore  they 
must  be  perfectly  dry  before  they  are  put  on  the  road. 

SHOULDERS. 

Shoulders  must  be feet  wide  on  each  side  of 

the  road.  If  the  shoulders  are  made  by  filling,  the  material 
must  be  first-class  and  the  Contractor  shall  build  them  suf- 
ficiently wide  so  that  they  will  extend  into  the  roadbed  at  least 
eight  inches,  and  then  firmly  ram  or  roll  the  shoulders,  after 
which  he  shall  cut  back  to  the  line  so  as  to  make  a.  firm  edge  to 
work  to  with  the  metal.  No  roots,  stumps,  or  other  material 
not  suitable  to  make  a  firm  and  durable  shoulder  will  be  ac- 
cepted. In  no  case  must  shoulders  be  higher  than  the  edge  of 
the  finished  road. 
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GRADES. 

Cross  slope  grades  shall  be  five-eighths  of  one  inch  to  one 
foot  on  light  grades  and  on  quick  descents  three-quarters  of 
one  inch  to  one  foot.  The  grade  of  shoulders  shall  conform 
to  whatever  grade  is  specified  for  the  cross  slope  grade. 

COBBLE  GUTTERS. 

Cobble  gutters  shall  be  laid  from  Station  Number 

to  Station  Number   


The  cobbles  used  must  be  good,  hard,  sound  stone  (no  rotten 
stone  allowed).  Medium  sized  stone  not  over  five-inch  face  on 
its  longest  diameter  must  be  used,  except  for  centers  or  sides 
where  eight-inch  cobbles  may  be  used.  The  cobbles  must  be 
bedded  in  not  less  than  six  inches  of  good,  sharp  sand  or  gravel, 
and  laid  with  the  longest  diameter  of  stone  parallel  with  the 
road,  and  thoroughly  rammed  into  shape  and  place.  The 
sand  must  be  swept  off  before  ramming.  All  stone  broken  in 
ramming  must  be  removed  and  replaced  with  perfect  stone. 

EARTH  GUTTERS. 

All  earth  gutters  shall  be  carefully  made  not  less  than  one 
foot  wide  at  the  bottom,  with  an  even  grade  and  a  true  flow 
line,  and  carefully  pared  so  as  to  leave  no  pockets  or  loose 
earth  on  the  bottom.  If  the  natural  gutter  is  low  it  shall  be 
brought  up  to  grade  with  good,  clean  gravel. 

ROLLER  TO  BE  USED. 

A  steam  roller,  weighing  not  less  than  ten  tons,  or  such 
other  roller  as  may  be  approved  by  the  Connecticut  Highway 
Commissioner,  must  be  used  on  all  work. 
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SURPLUS  MATERIAL. 

The  Contractor  shall  remove  all  surplus  material,  stumps, 
roots  or  stones  from  the  sides  of  the  road  and  leave  the  same 
in  a  neat  condition. 

EXTRA  SCREENINGS. 

In  addition  to  the  material  required  in  other  parts  of  this 
specification,  the  Contractor  shall  furnish  to  and  deliver  in  the 

Town  of ,  at  the  place  designated 

by  the  Selectmen, carloads  of  screenings,  weigh- 
ing not  less  than  twenty  net  tons  each.  These  screenings  are 
to  be  delivered  before  final  pajonent  is  made,  without  any  ex- 
pense to  the  town. 

CULVERTS. 

All  existing  culverts,  not  otherwise  specified,  shall  be 
cleaned  out,  lengthened  or  repaired,  as  the  case  may  require, 
and  as  directed  by  the  Selectman.  All  pipe  shall  be  fitted  be- 
fore being  placed  in  the  trench  so  that  a  true  and  uninterrupted 
flow  line  shall  be  secured  for  the  water.

SHADE  TREES. 

The  Contractor  will  be  obliged  to  furnish  and  plant  where 

indicated    

or  as  near  as  it  is  practicable, shade  trees, 

the  preference  being  given  to  hard  maple  trees  in  the  selec- 
tion, no  swamp  trees  allowed.    The  calibre  of  these  trees  one 
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foot  from  the  crown  of  the  root  shall  be  two  inches  in 
diameter.  Good  straight  trees  shall  be  selected  with  natural 
tops,  neatly  trimmed,  not  too  much,  care  being  taken  to 
properly  shape  the  tree,  no  bean  poles  will  do.  In  taking  up 
the  trees  care  shall  Tt>e  used  by  the  Contractor  to  see  that  the 
roots  are  not  defaced  or  cut  ofif,  so  as  to  injure  the  trees,  pre- 
serving the  fibrous  roots  as  far  as  possible.  No  trees  shall 
be  planted  in  less  dimensions  of  home  for  the  tree  than  four 
feet  in  width  and  three  feet  in  depth.  Good  loam  or  soil 
suitable  for  planting  said  trees  shall  be  used.  All  sand  and 
rock  and  material  that  would  be  injurious  to  the  growth  of 
the  tree  shall  be  removed,  and  only  good,  dark,  rich  soil  used 
in  making  a  home  for  the  roots  of  the  trees  to  rest. 

Care  shall  be  taken  in  planting  the  tree  to  properly  spread 
the  roots  and  place  them  as  near  as  possible  in  their  natural 
position.  The  earth  shall  be  tamped  in  good  and  solid  and 
the  tree  well  shaken  as  the  earth  is  being  put  around  the  roots, 
to  properly  bed  them.  A  sufficient  amount  of  water  shall  be 
added  so  that  the  tree  may  have  an  opportunity  to  receive  all 
of  the  nourishment  necessary  to  assist  its  growth.  Two  or 
more  stakes  shall  be  furnished  and  the  tree  properly  tied  so 
as  to  prevent  any  possibility  of  the  roots  being  disturbed. 

If,  when  ^the  road  has  been  completed,  it  is  not  the  proper 
season  for  planting  trees,  the  Contractor  shall  leave  on  de- 
posit with  the  town  the  sum  of  ten  (10)  dollars  per  tre6,  and 
if  he  neglects  to  plant  them  the  following  season,  the  Com- 
missioner is  hereby  given  the  right  to  plant  whatever  trees 
are  required  without  further  notice,  and  pay  for  the  same  out 
of  any  money  that  may  be  due  the  Contractor. 

LIGHTING*  WORK. 

The  Contractor  shall  furnish  a  sufficient  number  of  red 
lanterns,  which  are  to  be  set  up  along  the  road  at  suitable  in- 
tervals so  as  to  warn  the  public  against  all  danger.  These 
lanterns  shall  be  kept  lighted  all  night,  and  a  man  placed  in 
charge  of  them. 
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WORK  DELAYED. 

In  case  the  work  is  unnecessarily  delayed,  and  in  the 
opinion  of  the  Selectmen  it  will  not  be  finished  in  the  pre- 
scribed time,  the  Selectmen  are,  with  the  approval  of  the  High- 
way Commissioner,  hereby  given  the  right  to  stop  the  work 
and  put  other  men  on  the  work,  and  pay  for  the  same  out  of 
any  money  that  may  be  in  their  hands. 

DISORDERLY  PERSONS. 

If  the  Selectmen  find  any  of  the  men  employed  on  the 
work  unruly  or  disorderly,  the  Contractor  shfill  discharge  them 
immediately  upon  notification  by  the  Selectmen. 

CROSS  SECTION. 

The  Contractor  will  find  a  correct  drawing  of  a  cross  sec- 
tion  of  the  proposed  road  on  the  following  page  of  these  spe- 
cifications, and  the  measurements  of  this  drawing  must  be 
strictly  followed  to  the  letter. 

FENCES  AND  SAFEGUARDS. 

If  the  Contractor  has  the  right  given  him  to  close  the  road, 
he  shall  erect  fences  at  either  or  both  ends  of  the  road,  and 
placard  the  same,  thereby  warning  all  people  of  the  work  that 
is  being  done.  He  shall  take  such  other  means  as  are  neces- 
sary to  protect  the  traveling  public  from  all  danger  to  them- 
selves or  their  property. 

DAMAGE  TO  PROPERTY. 

The  Contractor  shall  not  break  through  or  go  upon  any 
property,  either  his  men  or  his  teams  without  the  consent  of 
the  owners,  and  for  any  damage  he  may  do  he  shall  be  held 
responsible. 
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DIAGRAM  OP  CROSS  SECTION. 
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OBLIGATION  OP  THE  CONTRACTOR. 

The  Contractor  shall  be  responsible  to  the  Selectmen  of  the 
Town  of ,  the  Connecti- 
cut Highway  Commissioner,  or  the  Inspector,  for  the  faithful 
performance  of  all  the  provisions  of  these  specifications  and  to 
a  strict  conformity  with  the  plans  made  and  submitted  for  the 
work. 

The  Highway  Commissioner  reserves  the  right  to  appoint  an 
Inspector  upon  this  work  if  he  deem  it  necessary.  If  an  In- 
spector is  appointed  he  shall  be  obeyed  by  the  Contractor  with- 
out question  or  delay,  and  his  orders  shall  be  followed  to  the 
letter,  except  they  are  in  conflict  with  the  plans  and  specifica- 
tions.

The  Contractor  shall  assume  and  be  responsible  for  all  ac- 
cidents that  may  occur,  also  be  liable  for  all  damages  to  life  or 
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property  by  reason  of  carelessness,  incompetent  help  or  neg- 
lect in  the  prosecution  of  this  work  from  the  commencement 
of  the  contract  until  its  final  completion  and  acceptance  by  the 
Connecticut  Highway  Commissioner. 

DISPUTES. 

In  case  of  any  dispute  arising  as  to  the  meaning  or  inten- 
tion of  the  specifications  or  plans,  the  decision  of  the  Connec- 
ticut Highway  Commissioner  shall  be  final.

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TELFORD  SPECIFICATION. 

Specification  for  the  Construction  of  a  Telford  Boad  in  the 
Town  of in County'. 

DESCRIPTION. 

This  specification  embraces  the  improvements  contemplated 

on  the  main  highway  from 

to  commonly  known 

as 

from  Station to  Station ,  a  distance 

of  about linear  feet,  or  so  much  thereof  as 

the  sum  of  $ will  pay  for,  or  the  Selectmen 

and  Highway  Commissioner  may  order  to  be  done  on  said  road 
(the  Selectmen  and  Highway  Commissioner  reserve  the  right  to 
increase  or  diminish  the  amount  of  work  to  be  done). 

LABOR,  MATERIAL,  ETC. 

The  Contractor  is  to  furnish  all  labor  and  materials  to- 
gether with  all  tools  and  implements  necessary  to  carry  out 
the  provisions  of  these  specifications^  in  accordance  with  the 
plans  for  the  above  described  road ;  all  work  to  be  done  to  the 
satisfaction  of  the  Connecticut  Highway  Commissioner. 

ENGINEER'S  WORK. 

For  the  guidance  of  the  Contractor  and  before  he  com- 
mences work,  the  Engineer  furnished  by.  the  town  shall  es- 
tablish lines  and  grades  at  convenient  points  along  said  road. 
The  Engineer  shall  verify  the  grades  from  time  to  time  as  may 
be  necessary,  and  also  replace  whatever  stakes  may  be  de- 
stroyed by  the  Contractor  while  in  prosecution  of  the  work. 
The  Contractor,  however,  shall  take  all  possible  care  to  pre- 
serve the  stakes  set  by  the  Engineer. 


is 
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GRADING. 

The  Contractor  shall  do  all  grading  that  may  be  necessary 
either  by  cutting  or  filling  as  the  case  may  be.  If  there  is  a 
surplus  of  material  it  shall  be  placed  in  the  embankments,  or 
on  the  sides  of  the  road,  or  at  such  places  as  the  Selectmen 
may  designate. 

If  there  is  not  material  enough  to  do  tHe  grading  to  bring 
the  sub-grade  to  the  height  required,  the  Contractor  shall 
furnish  sufficient  to  do  what  is  necessary  to  conform  to  the 
established  grade^for  the  road  and  embankments,  etc. 

The  Contractor  shall  remove  all  loam,  roots  and  vegetable 
matter  from  the  proposed  traveled  part  of  the  road,  and  also 
everything  of  a  spongy  nature,  or  anything  found  in  exca- 
vating for  said  roadway  that  will  be  liable  to  heave  or  settle, 
and  fill  in  all  such  places  with  clean  sand  or  gravel,  free  from 
loam. 

In  all  cases  where  the  earth  fill  exceeds  one  foot  in  depth, 
the  filling  shall  be  deposited  in  courses  not  to  exceed  twelve 
inches  loose  measurement.  Each  course  shall  be  carried 
across  the  entire  fill  and  completed  before  commencing  another, 
and  this  method  shall  be  followed  with  each  succeeding  course 
until  the  established  grade  is  reached. 

ROCK  WORK. 

If  rock  is  found  in  any  part  of  the  cut  it  can  be  placed  in 
the  fill,  providing  it  does  not  come  within  one  foot  of  the  top 
of  the  finished  road ;  if  rock  is  used  for  filling  no  large  stones 
will  be  allowed  in  nests,  but  must  be  distributed  over  the  area 
so  as  to  avoid  pockets  for  the  top  course  to  sift  through. 

In  rock  cutting  on  that  part  of  the  road  laid  out  for  the 
roadbed  the  rock  shall  be  blasted  out  at  least  one  foot  below 
the  line  established  for  the  finished  grade  of  the  road.  If  in 
excavating,  rock  is  found  in  excess  of  that  actually  required  in 
the  fill,  the  Contractor  will  not  be  allowed  to  put  the  rock  on 
the  margins  of  the  road  in  unsightly  piles.    He  shall  place

the  rock  where  it  will  present  a  neat  appearance  and  not  be  in 
conflict  with  future  improvements  of  the  road. 

SLOPES. 

The  grade  of  slopes  in  cut  or  fill  shall  be  one  and  one-half 
feet  horizontal  to  one  foot  vertical,  except  in  fills  of  two  feet  or 
over  where  the  slopes  shall  be  two  feet  horizontal  to  one  foot 
vertical,  and  where  rock  is  found  in  the  cut  the  slopes  shall 
be  one  to  six. 

ROADBED. 

Great  care  must  be  taken  to  follow  closely  the  above  de- 
scribed treatment  in  the  grading  for  the  earth  roadbed.  After 
all  cutting  or  filling  has  been  done  to  bring  the  roadbed  to  the 
established  sub-grade,  the  surface  must  be  firmly  and  evenly 
rolled  so  that  it  will  sustain  the  weight  of  stone  to  be  placed 
on  it  without  settling.  All  places  that  may  i^rink  while  in 
the  process  of  rolling,  must  be  filled  and  rolled  again,  until  the 
whole  sub-foundation  is  brought  up  to,  and  even  with  all  es- 
tablished lines  for  sub-grade.  The  sub-grade  must  be  identical 
in  form  with,  and  have  the  same  crown  as  the  finished  grade  of 
road.  The  inside  edges  of  the  shoulders  shall  be  cut  true  .to 
the  line  established  by  the  Engineer.  On  all  sections  of  the 
road  not  covered  by  macadam  the  cut  and  fill  shall  be  as  shown 
on  the  plans.  The  road  shall  be  brought  to  the  finished  line 
of  grade  and  shall  conform  to  the  cross  section  in  every  par- 
ticular. 

COURSES  OP  STONE. 

There  shall  be  two  courses  of  stone  under  the  finishing 
course.  The  bed  stone  course  shall  be  eight  inches  deep  and 
the  macadam  course  of  broken  stone  four  inches,  making 
twelve  inches  for  bottom  courses  over  all  when  rolled.  No  al- 
lowances will  be  made  to  the  Contractor  for  the  settling  in 
rolling  or  ramming. 
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BED  STONE  OR  FIRST  COURSE. 

The  bed  stone  shall  be  of  the  following  dimensions,  six 
to  ten  inches  in  width,  eight  to  eighteen  inches  in  length,  and 
eight  inches  deep,  placed  by  hand,  broadest  surface  of  depth 
of  stone  placed  down,  and  stones  laid  in  courses  across  the 
road;  all  joints  broken  and  all  interstices  chinked  in  and 
wedged  with  broken  stone.  All  sharp  points  of  stone  must  be 
broken  off  with  the  hammer  to  bring  the  surface  of  the  bed 
stone  true  to  grade.  The  bed  stone  should  be  laid  up  full  and 
strong  so  as  to  allow  for  all  settling  in  rolling.  In  no  case 
will  the  Contractor  be  allowed  to  use  stone  that  is  not  up  to 
all  these  requirements.  After  bed  stone  has  been  laid, 
chinked  and  broken  off  to  grade,  the  roller  shall  be  run  over 
the  bed  stone  until  it  is  firmly  bedded  and  will  not  kick  or 
rock  under  the  roller.  No  nests  of  small  stone  will  be  allowed 
nor  will  the  Contractor  be  allowed  to  use  rotten  stone. 

SECOND  COURSE  OP  TELFORD. 

This  course  shall  be  four  inches  over  all  after  rolling,  and 
must  be  broken  Trap  Rock  unless  otherwise  specified.  The 
stone  used  for  this  course  shall  be  from  three-fourths  of  an 
inch  to  two  inches  longest  diameter,  mixed  in  the  screens  (not 
in  the  bins),  the  smaller  sizes  to  predominate;  the  size  of  stone 
for  this  course  must  be  strictly  followed  to,  the  letter,  no  tail- 
ings will  be  allowed  and  any  departure  from  the  i^ize  specified 
will  be  at  the  Contractor's  risk.  The  stone  must  be  dumped 
on  the  sides  of  the  road  proper,  or  on  the  bed  stone  foundation 
and  be  scattered  with  shovels  to  the  required  depth  suflScient 
to  roll  down  to  four  inches ;  the  rolling  shall  be  continued  until 
the  stones  are  thoroughly  united,  firm  and  solid  under  the 
roUer. 

FINISHING  COURSE. 

This  course  shall  be  one  inch  thick  when  finished.  Trap 
Rock  screenings  including  dust  (no  screenings  larger  than  one- 
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half  inch  stone  will  be  allowed)  shall  be  used  as  a  finishing 
course.  The  screenings  (after  the  rolling  has  been  done  on 
the  last  course  of  broken  stone)  shall  be  carted  on  the  sides 
of  the  road  proper  and  dumped  at  suitable  intervals,  after 
which  all  wheel  tracks  and  foot  marks  of  horses  shall  be  care- 
fully filled  and  then  rolled  down  firmly.  Then  the  screenings 
shall  be  scattered  dry  over  the  surface  so  as  to  fill  all  inter- 
stices, and  the  roller  shall  be  run  over  the  surface  to  shake 
in  the  dust.  Immediately  after,  a  sprinkling  cart  shall  be 
used  and  the  screenings  washed  in  after  which  more  screen- 
ings must  be  added  and  sprinkled  and  rolled  again,  and  the 
screenings,  sprinkling  and  rolling  must  be  continued  until  all 
the  coarse  stones  have  been  covered,  and  interstices  completely 
filled,  and  the  road  is  firm  and  smooth  and  will  shed  water, 
and  measure  in  depth  one  inch  of  screenings  for  wearing  sur- 
face. The  Contractor  will  not  be  allowed  to  put  on  the 
screenings  all  at  one  time,  but  must  spread  them  on  as  de- 
scribed above,  and  will  not  be  allowed  to  deviate  from  the 
above  treatment  in  any  way.  The  Contractor  must  not  wet 
the  screenings  before  they  have  been  scattered  on  the  broken 
stone,  and  furthermore  they  must  be  perfectly  dry  before 
they  are  put  on  the  road. 


SHOULDERS. 

Shoulders  must  be feet  wide  on  each  side  of 

the  road.  If  the  shoulders  are  made  by  filling,  the  material 
must  be  first-class  and  the  Contractor  shall  build  them  suf- 
ficiently wide  so  that  they  will  extend  into  the  roadbed  at 
least  eight  inches,  and  then  firmly  ram  or  roll  the  shoulders, 
after  which  he  shall  cut  back  to  the  line  so  as  to  make  a  firm 
edge  to  work  to  with  the  metal.  No  roots,  stumps,  or  other 
material  not  suitable  to  make  a  firm  and  durable  shoulder 
will  be  accepted.  In  no  case  must  shoulders  be  higher  than 
the  edge  of  the  finished  road. 
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GRADES. 

Cross  slope  grades  shall  be  five-eighths  of  an  inch  to  one 
foot  on  light  grades  and  on  quick  descents  three-quarters 
of  one  inch  to  one  foot.  The  grade  of  shoulders  shall  conform 
to  whatever  grade  is  specified  for  the  cross  slope  grade. 

COBBLE  GUTTERS. 


Cobble  gutters  shall  be  laid  from  Station  Number 
to  Station  Number 


The  cobbles  used  must  be  good,  hard,  sound  stone  (no  rotten 
stone  allowed).  Medium  sized  stone  not  over  five-inch  face 
on  its  longest  diameter  must  be  used,  except  for  centers  or 
sides  where  eight-inch  cobbles  may  be  used.  The  cobbles  must 
be  bedded  in  not  less  than  six  inches  of  good,  sharp  sand  or 
gravel,  and  laid  with  the  longest  diameter  of  stone  parallel 
with  the  road,  and  thoroughly  rammed  into  shape  and  place.

The  Contractor  shall  remove  all  loam,  roots  and  vegetable 
matter  from  the  proposed  traveled  part  of  the  road,  and  also 
everything  of  a  spongy  nature,  or  anything  found  in  excavat- 
ing for  said  roadway  that  will  be  liable  to  heave  or  settle,  and 
fill  in  all  such  places  with  clean  sand  or  gravel,  free  from  loam. 

In  all  cases  where  the  earth  fill  exceeds  one  foot  in  depth, 
the  filling  shall  be  deposited  in  courses  not  to  exceed  twelve 
inches  loose  measurement.  Each  course  shall  be  carried  across 
the  entire  fill  and  completed  before  commencing  another,  and 
this  method  shall  be  followed  with  each  succeeding  course  un- 
til the  established  grade  is  reached. 

ROCK  WORK. 

If  rock  is  found  in  any  part  of  the  cut  it  can  be  placed  in 
the  fill,  providing  it  does  not  come  within  one  foot  of  the  top 
of  the  finished  road ;  if  rock  is  used  for  filling  no  larg^  stones 
will  be  allowed  in  nests,  but  must  be  distributed  over  the  area 
so  as  to  avoid  pockets  for  the  top  course  to  sift  through. 

In  rock  cutting  on  that  part  of  the  road  laid  out  for  the 
roadbed  the  rock  shall  be  blasted  out  at  least  one  foo^  below 
the  line  established  for  the  finished  grade  of  the  road.  If  in 
excavating,  rock  is  found  in  excess  of  that  actually  required  in 
the  fill,  the  Contractor  will  not  be  allowed  to  put  the  rock  on 
the  margins  of  the  road  in  unsightly  piles.  He  shall  place  the 
rock  where  it  will  present  a  neat  appearance  and  not  be  in 
conflict  with  future  improvements  of  the  road. 
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SLOPES. 

The  grade  of  dopes  in  cut  or  fill  shall  be  one  and  one-half 
feet  horizontal  to  one  foot  vertical,  except  in  fills  of  two  feet  or 
over  where  the  slopes  shall  be  two  feet  horizontal  to  one  foot 
vertical,  and  where  rock  is  found  in  the  cut  the  slopes  shall  be 
one  to  six. 

ROADBED. 

Great  care  must  be  taken  to  follow  closely  the  above  de- 
scribed treatment  in  the  grading  for  the  earth  roadbed.  After 
all  cutting  or  filling  has  been  done  to  bring  the  roadbed  to  the 
established  sub-grade,  the  surface  must  be  firmly  and  evenly 
rolled  so  that  it  will  sustain  the  weight  of  stone  to  be  placed 
on  it  without  settling.  All  places  that  may  shrink  while  in 
the  process  of  rolling,  must  be  filled  and  rolled  again,  until  the 
whole  sub-foundation  is  brought  up  to,  and  even  with  all  es- 
tablished lines  for  sub-grade.  The  sub-grade  must  be  identical 
in  form  with,  and  have  the  same  crown  as  the  finished  grade  of 
road.  The  inside  edges  of  the  shoulders  shall  be  cut  true  to 
the  line  established  by  the  Engineer.  On  all  sections  of  the 
road  not  covered  by  gravel  the  cut  and  fill  shall  be  as  shown 
on  the  plans.  The  road  shall  be  brought  to  the  finished  line  of 
grade  and  shall  conform  to  the  cross  section  in  every  particular. 

COURSES. 

There  shall  be  three  courses  consisting  of  the  Bed  Stone 
course  of  eight  inches  in  depth  when  finished  (no  allowance  for 
settling  in  rolling),  and  two  courses  of  gravel  of  three  inches 
each  after  rolling. 

FIRST  COURSE. 

It  shall  consist  of  field  stone,  quarry  stone,  or  stone  from 
fences.  The  stone  shall  be  from  six  to  eight  inches  in  width, 
not  less  than  eight  inches  in  depth,  and  ten  to  fifteen  inches 
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in  length;  and  they  shall  be  put  in  firm  so  as  not  to  rock, 
rammed  down  solid  and  made  practically  uniform  on  top,  after 
which  they  shall  have  all  openings  filled  with  gravel  and  then 
rolled.  This  course  must  not  be  less  than  eight  inches  in  depth 
after  rolling. 

SECOND  AND  THIRD  COURSES. 

The  second  course  shall  consist  of  good,  clean  gravel,  not 
less  than  eighty  per  cent,  of  gravel,  the  balance,  material  that 
will  bind;  no  loam  will  be  allowed. 

The  gravel  shall  range  from  pea  stone  to  two  inches  at  its 
longest  diameter.  Care  must  be  taken  to  have  the  gravel  as 
near  uniform  in  quality  as  possible,  avoiding  sand,  the  small 
sizes  to  predominate.  The  gravel  shall  be  spread  on  uniformly 
and  rolled  down  after  which  a  sprinkler  shall  be  used  and  this 
course  wet  down  and  rolled  again  and  continue  rolling  until  it 
is  firm  and  thoroughly  compacted.  This  course  shall  be  three 
inches  in  depth  when  complete  after  rolling. 

After  the  second  course  the  third  or  finishing  course  shall 
be  put  on  and  the  same  method  shall  be  pursued  in  its  treat- 
ment in  every  particular  as  described  for  the  second  course, 
except  that  the  size  of  the  gravel  shall  not  be  larger  than  will 
go  through  a  one-inch  screen.  If  necessary  this  course  shall  be 
screened  and  receive  exactly  the  same  treatment  as  the  first 
course.  This  course  shall  be  three  inches  in  depth  when  rolled 
and  finished  and  up  to  all  established  grade  given  for  the  road 
by  the  Engineer;  no  allowance  will  be  made  for  the  settling 
while  in  the  process  of  rolling. 

SHOULDERS. 

Shoulders  must  be feet  wide  on  each  side  of 

the  road.  If  the  shoulders  are  made  by  filling,  the  material 
must  be  first-class  and  the  Contractor  shall  build  them  suf- 
ficiently wide  so  that  they  will  extend  into  the  roadbed  at  least 
eight  inches,  and  then  firmly  ram  or  roll  the  shoulders,  after 
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which  he  shall  cut  back  to  the  line  so  as  to  make  a  firm  edge 
to  work  to  with  the  metal.  No  roots,  stumps,  or  other  ma- 
terial not  suitable  to  make  a  firm  and  durable  shoulder  wiU 
be  accepted.  In  no  case  must  shoulders  be  higher  than  the 
edge  of  the  finished  road. 

GRADES. 

Cross  slope  grades  shall  be  five-eights  of  one  inch  to  one 
foot  on  light  grades  and  on  quick  descents  three-quarters  of 
one  inch  to  one  foot.  The  grade  of  shoulders  shall  conform  to 
whatever  grade  is  specified  for  the  cross  slope  grade. 


COBBLE  GUTTERS. 
Cobble  gutters  shall  be  laid  from  Station  Number 
to  Station  Number 


The  cobbles  used  must  be  good,  hard,  sound  stone  (no  rotten 
stone  allowed).  Medium  sized  stone  not  over  five-inch  face 
on  its  longest  diameter  must  be  used,  except  for  centers  or 
sides  where  eight-inch  cobbles  may  be  used.  The  cobbles  must 
be  bedded  in  not  less  than  six  inches  of  good,  sharp  sand  or 
gravel,  and  laid  with  the  longest  diameter  of  stone  parallel 
with  the  road,  and  thoroughly  rammed  into  shape  and  place. 
The  sand  must  be  swept  oflE  before  ramming.  All  stone  broken 
in  ramming  must  be  removed  and  replaced  with  perfect  stone. 

EARTH  GUTTERS. 

All  earth  gutters  shall  be  carefully  made  not  less  than  one 
foot  wide  at  the  bottom,  with  an  even  grade  and  a  true^flow 
line,  and  carefully  pared  so  as  to  leave  no  pockets  or  loose 
earth  on  the  bottom.  If  the  natural  gutter  is  low  it  shall  be 
brought  up  to  grade  with  good,  clean  gravel. 
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ROLLER  TO  BE  USED. 

A  steam  roller,  weighing  not  less  than  ten  tons,  or  sueh 
other  roller  as  may  be  approved  by  the  Connecticut  Highway 
Commissioner,  must  be  used  on  all  work.

CULVERTS. 

All  existing  culverts,  not  dtherwise  specified,  shall  be 
cleaned  out,  lengthened  or  repaired,  as  the  case  may  require, 
and  as  directed  by  the  Selectman.

SHADE  TREES. 

The  Contractor  will  be  obliged  to  furnish  and  plant  where

or  as  near  as  it  is  practicable, shade  trees,

All  sand  and 
rock  and  material  that  would  be  injurious  to  the  growth  of 
the  tree  shall  be  removed,  and  only  good,  dark,  rich  soil  used 
in  making  a  home  for  the  roots  of  the  trees  to  rest. 

Care  shall  be  taken  in  planting  the  tree  to  properly  spread 
the  roots  and  place  them  as  near  as  possible  in  their  natural 
position.  The  earth  shall  be  tamped  in  good  and  solid  and 
the  tree  well  shaken  as  the  earth  is  being  put  around  the  roots, 
to  properly  bed  them.  A  sufficient  amount  of  water  shall  be 
added  so  that  the  tree  may  have  an  opportunity  to  receive  all 
of  the  nourishment  necessary  to  assist  its  growth.  Two  or 
more  stakes  shall  be  furnished  and  the  tree  properly  tied  so 
as  to  prevent  any  possibility  of  the  roots  being  disturbed. 

If,  when  the  road  has  been  completed,  it  is  not  the  proper 
season  for  planting  trees,  the  Contractor  shall  leave  on  de- 
posit with  the  town  the  sum  of  ten  (10)  dollars  per  tree,  and 
if  he  neglects  to  plant  them  the  following  season,  the  Com- 
missioner is  hereby  given  the  right  to  plant  whatever  trees 
are  required  without  further  notice,  and  pay  for  the  same  out 
of  any  money  that  may  be  due  the  Contractor. 


LIGHTING  WORK.

He  shall  place  the 
rook  where  it  will  present  a  neat  'appearance  and  not  be  in 
conflict  with  future  improvements  of  the  road. 
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SLOPES. 

The  grade  of  slopes  in  cut  or  fill  shall  be  one  and  one-half 
feet  horizontal  to  one  foot  vertical,  except  in  fills  of  two  feet 
or  over  where  the  slopes  shall  be  two  feet  horizontal  to  one 
foot  vertical,  and  where  rock  is  found  in  the  cut  the  slopes 
shall  be  one  to  six. 

SHOULDERS. 

Shoulders  must  be feet  wide  on  each  side  of 

the  road.  If  the  shoulders  are  made  by  filling,  the  material 
must  be  first-class.  No  roots,  stumps,  or  other  material  not 
suitable  to  make  a  firm  and  durable  shoulder  will  be  accepted. 
Li  no  case  must  shoulders  be  higher  than  the  edge  of  the  fin- 
ished road. 

GRADES. 

Cross  slope  grades  shall  be  five-eighths  of  one  inch  to  one 
foot  on  light  grades  and  on  quick  descents  three-quarters  of 
one  inch  to  one  foot.  The  grade  of  shoulders  shall  conform 
to  whatiever  grade  is  specified  for  the  cross  slope  grade. 

COBBLE  GUTTERS. 
Cobble  gutters  shall  be  laid  from  Station  Number 


to  Station  Number 


The  cobbles  used  must  be  good,  hard,  sound  stone  (no  rotten 
stone  allowed).  Medium  sized  stone  not  over  five-inch  face  on 
its  longest  diameter  must  be  used;  except  for  centers  or  sides 
where  eight-inch  cobbles  may  be  used.  The  cobbles  must  be 
bedded  in  not  less  than  six  inches  of  good,  sharp  sand  or  gravel, 
and  laid  with  the  longest  diameter  of  stone  parallel  with  the 
road,  and  thoroughly  rammed  into  shape  and  place.  The  sand 
must  be  swept  off  before.ramming.  All  stone  broken  in  ram- 
ming must  be  removed  and  replaced  with  perfect  stone.

EARTH  GUTTERS. 

All  earth  gutters  shall  be  carefully  made  not  less  than  one 
foot  wide  at  the  bottom,  with  an  even  grade  and  a  true  flow 
line,  and  carefully  pared  so  as  to  leave  no  pockets  or  loose 
earth  on  the  bottom.  If  the  natural  gutter  is  low  it  shall  be 
brought  up  to  grade  with  good,  clean  gravel. 


ROLLER  TO  BE  USED. 

A  steam  roller,  weighing  not  less  than  ten  tons,  or  such 
other  roller  as  may  be  approved  by  the  Connecticut  Highway 
Commissioner,  must  be  used  on  all  work. 


SURPLUS  MATERIAL. 

The  Contractor  shall  remove  all  surplus  material,  stumps, 
roots  or  stones  from  the  sides  of  the  road  and  leave  the  same  in 
a  neat  condition. 


CULVERTS. 

All  existing  culverts,  not  otherwise  specified,  shall  be 
cleaned  out,  lengthened  or  repaired,  as  the  case  may  require, 
and  as  directed  by  the  Selectman.  All  pipe  shall  be  fitted  be- 
fore being  placed  in  the  trench  so  that  a  true  and  uninter- 
rupted flow  line  shall  be  secured  for  the  water. 


DRAINAGE. 
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SHADE  TREES. 

The  Contractor  will  be  obliged  to  famish  and  plant  where 
indicated  

or  as  near  as  it  is  practicable, shade  trees, 

the  preference  being  given  to  hard  maple  trees  in  the  selec- 
tion, no  swamp  trees  allowed.  The  calibre  of  these  trees  one 
foot  from  the  crown  of  the  root  shall  be  two  inches  m 
diameter.  Good  straight  trees  shall  be  selected  with  natural 
tops,  neatly  trimmed,  not  too  much,  care  being  taken  to 
properly  shape  the  tree,  no  bean  poles  will  do.  In  taking  up 
the  trees  care  shall  be  used  by  the  Contractor  to  see  that  the 
roots  are  not  defaced  or  cut  off,  so  as  to  injure  the  trees,  pre- 
serving the  fibrous  roots  as  far  as  possible.  No  trees  shall 
be  planted  in  less  dimensions  of  home  for  the  tree  than  four 
feet  in  width  and  three  feet  in  depth.  Good  loam  or  soil 
suitable  for  planting  said  trees  shall  be  used.  All  sand  and 
rock  and  material  that  would  be  injurious  to  the  growth  of 
the  tree  shall  be  removed,  and  only  good,  dark,  rich  soil  used 
in  making  a  home  for  the  roots  of  the  trees  to  rest. 

Care  shall  be  taken  in  planting  the  tree  to  properly  spread 
the  roots  and  place  them  as  near  as  possible  in  their  natural 
position.  The  earth  shall  be  tamped  in  good  and  solid  and  the 
tree  well  shaken  as  the  earth  is  being  put  around  the  roots,  to 
properly  bed  them.  A  sufficient  amount  of  water  shall  be 
added  so  that  the  tree  may  have  an  opportunity  to  receive'  all 
of  the  nourishment  necessary  to  assist  its  growth.  Two  or 
more  stakes  shall  be  furnished  and  the  tree  properly  tied  so 
as  to  prevent  any  possibility  of  the  roots  being  disturbed'. 

If,  when  the  road  has  been  completed,  it  is  not  the  proper 
season  for  planting  trees,  the  Contractor  shall  leave  on  de- 
port with  the  town  the  sum  of  ten  (10)  doUars  per  tree,  and 
if  he  neglects  to  plant  them  the  following  season,  the  Com* 
missioner  is  hereby  given  the  right  to  plant  whatever  trees 
are  required  without  further  notice,  and  pay  for  the  same  out 
of  any  money  that  may  be  due  the  Contractor. 
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LIGHTING  WORK. 

The  Contractor  shall  furnish  a  sufficient  number  of  red 
lanterns,  which  are  to  be  set  up  along  the  road  at  suitable 
intervals  so  as  to  warn  the  public  against  all  danger.  These 
lanterns  shall  be  kept  lighted  all  night,  and  a  man  placed  in 
charge  of  them. 

WORK  DELAYED. 

In  ease  the  work  is  unnecessarily  delayed,  and  in  the  opinion 
of  the  Selectmen  it  will  not  be  finished  in  the  prescribed  time, 
the  Selectmen  are,  with  the  approval  of  the  Highway  Commis- 
sioner, hereby  given  the  right  to  stop  the  work  and  put  other 
men  on  the  work,  and  pay  for  the  same  out  of  any  money 

that  may  be  in  their  hands.

DISORDERLY  PERSONS. 

If  the  Selectmen  find  any  of  the  men  employed  on  the  work 
unruly  or  disorderly,  the  Contractor  shall  discharge  them  im- 
mediately upon  notification  ]by  the  Selectmen. 

CROSS  SECTION. 

The  Contractor  will  find  a  correct  drawing  of  a  cross  sec- 
tion of  the  proposed  road  on  the  following  page  of  these  speci- 
fications, and  the  measurements  of  this  drawing  must  be  strict- 
ly followed  to  the  letter. 

FENCES  AND  SAFEGUARDS. 

If  the  Contractor  has  the  right  given  him  to  close  the  road, 
he  shall  erect  fences  at  either  or  both  ends  of  the  road,  and 
placard  the  same,  thereby  warning  all  people  of  the  work  that 
is  being  done.  He  shall  take  such  other  means  as  are  necessary 
to  protect  the  traveling  public  from  all  danger  to  themselves 
or  their  property. 
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DAMAGE  TO  PROPERTY. 

The  Contractor  shall  not  break  through  or  go  upon  any 
property,  either  his  men  or  his  teams  without  the  consent  of 
the  owners,  and  for  any  damage  he  may  do  he  shall  be  held  re- 
sponsible.

.OBLIGATION  OF  THE  CONTRACTOR. 

The  Contractor  shall  be  responsible  to  the  Selectmen  of  the 

Town  of ,  the  Connecticut 

Highway  Commissioner,  or  the  Inspector,  for  the  faithful  per- 
formance of  all  the  provisions  of  these  specifications  and  to  a 
strict  conformity  with  the  plans  made  and  submitted  for  the 
work. 

The  Highway  Commissioner  reserves  the  right  to  appoint 
an  Inspector  upon  this  work  if  he  deem  it  necessary.

unobscured.

Sec.  4674.  Sidepath  commissioner;  license;  penalty;  1901.  ch.  iso. 
posting  statute.  The  county  commissioners  of  any 
county  shall,  upon  the  petition  of  fifty  citizens  of  such 
county,  appoint,  from  the  resident  cyclists,  a  sidepath 
commissioner  of  such  county,  who  shall  hold  oflSce  for  two 
years  and  until  his  successor  has  been  chosen  and 
qualified.  Any  vacancy  in  said  office  shall  be  filled  by  the 
county  commissioners.  Said  commissioner  shall  serve 
without  compensation,  but  shall  be  paid  his  actual  and 
necessary  disbursements  out  of  the  sidepath  fund  herein- 
after provided.  Said  commissioner  may,  with  the 
written  approval  of  the  selectmen  of  each  town  in  which 
a  sidepath  shall  be  built,  as  herein  provided,  filed  in  the 
town  clerk's  office,  construct  and  maintain  sidepaths 
along  any  public  road  or  section  thereof  in  the  county 
outside  of  the  limits  of  cities.  No  sidepath  shall  be  con- 
structed upon  or  along  any  regularly  constructed  or 
maintained  sidewalk.  Side  paths  shall  be  of  such  width 
as  the  selectmen  shall  approve  and  shall  be  constructed 
within  the  outside  lines  and  along  and  upon  the  side  of 
such  public  roads.  The  term  ''sidewalk"  as  used  in  this 
section  means  any  sidewalk  constructed  and  maintained 
as  such  by  the  public  authorities  or  the  owners  of  the 
abutting  lands  and  which  is  reserved  by  custom  for  the 
use  of  pedestrians;  but  shall  not  include  footpaths  or 
portions  of  the  public  road  which  are  worn  only  by 
travel.  Such  commissioner  shall  have  full  control  and 
jurisdiction  over  all  sidepaths  in  his  county,  and  may 
adopt  and  issue  a  form  of  license  to  be  affixed  to  a  bicycle 
and  to  be  known  as  a  bicycle  sidepath  license.  Any  per- 
son, upon  the  payment  of  a  fee  to  be  determined  by  said 
county  sidepath  commissioner,  of  not  less  than  fifty  cents 
or  more  than  one  dollar,  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  such 
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license,  which  shall  be  good  only  during  the  calendar  year 
for  which  it  is  issued.  Every  such  license  must  be  is- 
sued by  the  sidepath  commissioner  of  the  county  wherein 
the  bicyclist  resides,  except  that  any  bicyclist  who  resides 
in  another  state  or  in  a  county  of  this  state  where  there 
is  no  sidepath  commissioner  may  obtain  a  license  in  any 
county  where  a  sidepath  commissioner  has  been  lawfully 
appointed,  and  such  license  shall  be  valid  for  the  use  of 
the  person  obtaining  the  same,  upon  any  sidepath  in  this 
state,  for  the  calendar  year  for  which  it  is  issued,  and  no 
longer.  No  person  shall  ride  a  bicycle  on  any  sidepath 
in  any  county  where  a  sidepath  commissioner  has  been 
Appointed,  unless  a  bicycle  license  is  attached  or  a£Sxed 
to  the  outer  left  side  of  the  front  fork  of  such  bicycle. 
Each  county  sidepath  commissioner  shall  be  custodian 
of  all  money  received  by  him  for  such  licenses,  and  may 
appoint  agents  in  his  county  for  the  issuing  of  lic^ises.

INTRODUCTION. 


The  twenty-second  annual  report  of  the  Bureau  is  presented 
herewith.  A  chapter  of  the  publication  is  devoted  to  the  sub- 
ject of  "industrial  opportunities  in  Connecticut  not  vet  util- 
ized." 

That  the  efforts  of  the  Bureau  to  make  public  the  advan- 
tages of  various  locations  where  water  power  is  available, 
where  land  for  manufacturing  purposes  may  be  cheaply  se- 
cured, where  inducements  are  held  out  by  boards  of  trade,  bus- 
iness men's  associations  and  various  other  influences  are  most 
marked,  may  result  in  the  establishment  of  industrial  enter- 
prises is  the  consummation  hoped  for. 

The  Bureau  resumed  this  year  its  statistical  details  of  the 
condition  of  manufactures,  data  concerning  which  were  omitted 
in  1905.  It  presents  a  description  in  customary  form  of  new 
buildings  erected  for  manufacturing  purposes  during  the  year, 
a  brief  statement  as  to  the  operation  of  the  "tenement  house 
act"  and  of  the  business  transacted  at  the  five  free  public  em- 
ployment bureaus,  together  with  a  directory  of  labor  organi- 
zations and  a  compilation  of  labor  laws. 

Space  is  devoted  to  the  consideration* of  labor  difficulties 
taking  place  in  the  state  during  the  year  of  which  the  Bureau 
had  information.  In  the  portion  of  the  report  devoted  to  this 
subject  it  will  be  discovered  that  the  figures  show  that  a  de- 
mand for  a  shorter  work-day  was  the  cause  for  many  of  the 
"strikes"  or  differences  between  employers  and  employes. 

In  respect  of  the  above  and  in  view  of  the  probable  intro- 
duction of  proposed  legislation  into  the  incoming  general  as- 
sembly, which,  if  enacted,  would  have  an  effect  to  govern 
hours  of  labor,  it  is  appropriate  that  a  brief  statement  as  to 
the  practicability  of  such  legislation  should  be  inserted  here. 

Legislation  respecting  hours  of  labor  stands  upon  an  en- 
tirely different  footing  from  legislation  respecting  wages.     It 
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is  practically  impossible  to  devise  any  legislation  which  will 
effectively  maintain  a  minimum  rate  of  wages  for  any  occu- 
pation, or  for  the  country  at  large,  even  should  legislative  inter- 
terference  of  this  kind  seem  advisable.  Secret  evasion  would 
quickly  nullify  such  a  law.  But  legislation  setting  a  maximum ' 
to  the  number  of  hours  of  employment  can  be  so  framed  and 
administered  as  to  prevent  evasion.  It  must  be  observed,  how- 
ever, that  reliance  cannot  be  placed  upon  prosecution  of  the 
employer  by  the  employe.  The  latter  is  in  a  dependent  posi- 
tion, and  the  implied  threat  of  discharge  is  too  heavy  a  pen- 
alty to  pay  for  a  doubtful  victory  in  a  legal  prosecution.  Such 
a  prosecution  is  possible  only  where  the  employe  is  backed  by 
a  strong  labor  organization ;  and  a  labor  organization  strong 
enough  to  prosecute  an  employer  under  state  laws  it  is  gener- 
ally believed  is  strong  enough  to  secure  its  demands  without 
the  state  law. 

FORMER   REPORTS  OF  THE   BUREAU. 

The  demand  for  former  reports  of  the  Bureau  has  been  ex- 
tremely large,  coming  from  professors  of  colleges  and  students 
of  economics  generally,  and  in  order  that  the  subjects  treated 
upon  in  the  various  reports  may  be  made  known,  it  has  been 
thought  wise  that  an  analytical  abstract  of  the  contents  of  each 
report  of  the  Bureau,  since  its  establishment  under  the  pro- 
visions of  the  present  law,  be  given  a  place  in  this  chapter.  In 
this  connection  it  should  be  stated  that  the  edition  of  the  report 
for  some  of  the  years  has  become  nearly  exhausted,  but  few- 
copies  remaining.  Still  no  effort  has  been  spared  to  supply  the 
demand,  by  calling  in  from  all  sources  any  uncalled  for  reports 
which  could  be  found. 

FIRST  ANNUAL  REPORT 1885. 

The  First  Annual  Report  contains  a  treatise  upon  the  sub- 
ject of  cheap  labor,  presenting  accounts  of  the  various  forms 
of  child  and  untrained  labor,  labor  of  foreigners,  of  convicts, 
labor-saving  machinery  and  long  hours,  together  with  a  con- 
sideration of  time  and  piece-work,  contract  system  and  the 
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inanner  and  time  of  payment,  to  which  are  added  discus- 
sions on  the  inequality  of  wages  and  on  the  difficulty  expe- 
rienced in  determining  the  various  standards  of  living,  with 
•comparisons.  * 

SECOND  ANNUAL  REPORT — 1 886. 

The  subjects  treated  upon  in  this  report  embrace  the  en- 
forcement of  labor  legislation,  the  legality  and  powers  of  labor 
organizations,  also  refers  to  the  advantages  of  the  system  of 
weekly  payments  over  the  then  existing  system  of  infrequent 
payments,  and  includes  statistical  tables  showing,  by  industries 
and  counties,  the  number  of  employes  and  the  time  and  man- 
ner of  payment  of  wages,  and  also  gives  information  furnished 
by  labor  organizations  concerning  the  wages,  sex,  age  and 
hours  of  labor  of  employes  in  various  small  establishments 
throughout  the  state. 

THIRD  ANNUAL  REPORT — 1887. 

This  report  contains  a  review  of  industrial  legislation  in  the 
state  from  the  settlement  of  the  colony  to  1887,  including  part- 
nership and  corporation  laws ;  regulation  of  wages  for  labor ; 
protection  of  consumers  and  legislation  relating  to  education 
of  children ;  to  the  suppreflssion  of  slavery ;  to  peddlers  and 
hawkers ;  to  the  employment  of  apprentices ;  relating  to  savings 
and  building  associations ;  providing  for  exemption  from  exe- 
cution and  attachment ;  inspection  of  factories ;  relating  to  im- 
prisonment for  debt ;  presents  papers  on  discontent  among  the 
laboring  classes,  its  extent,  its  causes,  its  remedies — ^these  pa- 
pers being  written  from  the  standpoint  of  a  capitalist,  of  a 
knight  of  labor,  of  the  land  and  labor  party,  of  the  more  radi- 
cal socialist  party,  and  of  a  professional  man,  to  which  is  added 
statistical  tables,  showing  all  available  facts  relating  to  strikes 
in  Connecticut  from  1881  to  1886,  inclusive. 

FOURTH    ANNUAL    REPORT — 1888. 

This  report  presents  the  results  of  an  inquiry  concerning 
manufacturers,  and  is  based  on  information  secured  directly 
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from  the  books  of  ninety  establishments  in  twenty-two  lines 
of  industry  in  1887,  to  ascertain  what  portion  of  production 
goes  to  labor  and  what  proportion  to  employers'  profits.  The 
report  also  includes  reports  made  by  w^rkingmen  from  all 
parts  of  the  state,  concerning  their  receipts  and  expenditures  in 
detail,  and  statistics  relating  to  agriculture  in  Connecticut,, 
giving  for  each  county  and  town,  by  farms,  the  size  of  the 
farm,  and  of  the  farmer's  family,  the  rate  of  wages  paid  hired 
help,  the  amount  of  mortgage  carried  and  of  capital  invested,, 
and  the  receipts  and  expenditures  of  the  farmers  in  detail. 

FIFTH   ANNUAL  REPORT — 1889. 

The  statistics  of  manufactures  presented  in  this  report  give 
the  number  of  establishments  considered,  capital  invested, 
value  of  product,  cost  of  materials,  number  of  employes  and 
their  wages,  with  comparisons  with  the  corresponding  statis- 
tics for  1887  and  1880,  the  latter  data  being  taken  from  the 
United  States  census,  followed  by  an  exhaustive  consideration 
of  the  oyster  industry  of  the  state,  in  which  among  other 
things,  the  methods  of  propagating  and  gathering  oysters,  and 
of  destroying  their  enemies,  and  of  locating  oyster  beds,  are 
described. 

SIXTH    ANNUAL   REPORT — l8gO. 

Statistical  comparisons  relating  to  manufactures  for  three 
preceding  years  are  given  in  this  report,  the  facts  for  the  com- 
pilation being  gathered  from  typical  establishments  and  in- 
dustries ;  a  chapter  also  being  devoted  to  a  consideration  of  the 
subject  of  the  wages  and  hours  of  labor  of*  employes  in  the 
street  railways  in  the  state,  and  methods  of  preventing  and 
adjusting  labor  difficulties.

SEVENTH  ANNUAL  REPORT — 189I. 

The  statistics  contained  in  this  report  relating  to  manufac- 
tures, are  presented,  in  the  main,  on  the  «ame  plan  as  that 
of  the  report  of  the  Bureau  for  the  year  1890.  The  report  also 
presents  the  results  of  a  comprehensive  special  rnqiiir>'  into  the 
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growth  and  extent  of  co-operative  benefit  societies  doing  busi- 
nes  in  the  state,  and  separated  into  life  societies,  sick  and 
funeral  benefit  societies^  trades  unions  with  sick  and  funeral 
benefits,  and  endowment  societies. 

EIGHTH    AND    NINTH    ANNUAL   REPORTS — 1892-3. 

The  reports  for  the  years  1892  and  1893  appear  in  one  vol- 
ume and  contain  in  the  first  part  an  analysis  of  the  manufac- 
turing industries  of  the  state  on  practically  the  same  lines  as 
in  the  reports  of  the  preceding  years.  The  second  part  of  the 
report  for  the  year  1893  covers  the  subject  of  hours  of  labor,, 
giving  a  history  of  the  movement  in  favor  of  a  shorter  work- 
ing day,  the  effect  of  general  economic  progress  of  the  force 
of  public  opinion,  and  of  the  effort  of  labor  organizations  to 
bring  about  a  shorter  hour  working  day  is  shown  by  a  tex- 
tual analysis  where  the  reduction  was  most  marked,  and  a 
statement  of  reduced  hours  by  industries  from  i860  to  1880, 
comparing  the  present  conditions  with  those  of  1885,  and 
showing  also  the  reduction  in  hours  of  labor  between  i880' 
and  1892. 

TENTH  ANNUAL  REPORT — 1894. 

The  condition  and  the  good  accomplished  by  building  and 
loan  associations  occupies  a  leading  position  in  this  report,  and 
the  subject  is  exhaustively  treated  in  the  text  and  analysis  ac- 
companying the  tables.  The  report  advises  that  all  building 
and  loan  associations  be  placed  under  state  supervision,  and  it 
might  be  stated  here  that  the  recommendation  has  been  since 
adopted.  The  report  also  treats  upon  the  effect  of  industrial 
depression,  decreased  hours  and  production,  the  subject  of 
child-labor  and  industrial  education. 

ELEVENTH  ANNUAL  REPORT — 1895. 

The  larger  portion  of  the  report  for  1895  was  devoted  to  a 
statistical  consideration  of  the  subject  of  poor  relief  or  alms- 
giving in  the  several  towns  of  the  state,  the  effect  of  the  act 
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<:oncerning  alien  laborers,  of  manual  training  in  the  public 
schools,  and  the  age  limit  at  which  children  may  be  employed  : 
the  condition  of  manufacturers  also  being  treated,  comparison 
being  made  of  number  employed  in  the  same  establishments 
in  the  years  1892,  1894  and  1895,  and  the  average  weekly  hours 
of  labor  in  the  latter  year.  The  report  also  treats  upon  the 
subject  of  strikes  and  lockouts,  causes  and  results  and  gives 
the  number  of  male?  and  females  engaged  in  selected  occupa- 
tions in  Connecticut  in  1895. 

TWELFTH   ANNUAL  REPORT — 1896. 

In  this  report  the  inequalities  of  assessments  for  purposes  of 
taxation  is  made  the  leading  subject,  and  covers  a  large  field 
of  inquiry,  showing  by  tables  and  analysis  the  per  cent,  of  true 
market  value  at  which  property  throughout  the  state  is  as- 
sessed, comparisons  of  appraised  value  of  probated  estates  with 
the  assessments  for  taxation  of  the  same,  and  returns  made 
by  corporations  as  to  amount  of  taxable  property  are  also  com- 
pared with  the  amount  at  which  the  same  is  assessed.  The  re- 
port refers  to  early  methods  and  suggested  remedies  for  ex- 
isting inequalities,  in  addition  to  which  a  part  of  the  report  is 
devoted  to  statistics  of  manufactures  relating  to  number  em- 
ployed, average  hours  of  labor,  amount  paid  in  wages,  wage 
rates,  and  proportion  of  business  done.  The  report  also  gives 
the  result  of  an  investigation  made  by  the  bureau  concerning 
the  sanitary  condition  of  bake  shops  in  the  state,  the  text  of  a 
proposed  law,  a  brief  account  of  the  operation  of  the  law  re- 
lating to  alien  laborers  and  a  chapter  is  devoted  to  the  subject 
of  protection  to  motormen. 

THIRTEENTH  ANNUAL  REPORT — 1897. 

The  result  of  the  inquiry  made  as  to  the  "Condition  of  Work- 
ingmen"  is  given  in  this  report,  the  compilation  being  so  ar- 
ranged as  to  show  the  age  of  each  "individual"  reporting. 
whether  native  or  foreign  born ;  occupation ;  number  in  fam- 
ily ;  average  weekly  hours  of  labor ;  weeks  employed  at  rcgii- 
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lar   occupation   during  the   year;   weekly   earnings;   amount 
earned  at  occupation  other  than  regular ;  earnings  of  children ; 
whether  the  owner  of  a  home  and  if  encumbered ;  the  amount 
of  annual  expenditures  for  interest,  taxes,  water  rents  and  re- 
pairs, amount  of  monthly  rental;  annual  living  expenses;  the 
per  cent,  cost  of  living,  interest,  taxes,  water  rents,  repairs  or 
rent  of  earnings ;  and  the  posible  per  cent,  savings  of  earnings. 
A  chapter  of  this  report  is  devoted  to  the  subject  of  "Con- 
dition  of  Manufactures"  divided  by  industries  calculated  to  ex- 
hibit a  comparison  with  the  previous  year  of  "average  num-^ 
ber  of  persons  employed" ;  "average  weekly  hours  of  labor ;"" 
"number  of  days  closed ;"  "amount  paid  in  wages,"  "per  cent, 
business  done  of  full  capacity;"  and  per  cent,  of  "product 
value  on  basis  of  wages  paid."    A  presentation  is  also  made 
concerning  hours  of  labor;  wages  of  male  and  female  clerks 
employed  in  mercantile  establishments.     Wage  rates,  hours  of   * 
labor  and  method  of  payment  of  "Municipal  Employes"  is  also- 
given  in  the  report  together  with  an  abstract  of  laws  relating^ 
to  labor;  bills  "enacted"  and  "rejected"  January  Session  1897 
and  recent  court  decisions  of  interest  to  labor. 

FOURTEENTH  ANNUAL  REPORT — 1898. 

The  current  work  of  the  bureau  covered  by  this  report  in- 
cludes an  investigation  as  to  the  condition  of  the  textile  indus- 
tries of  the  state,  an  exhaustive  statement  as  to  organized  la- 
bor and  trades  unions,  a  complete  tabulated  statement  of  the 
condition  of  manufactures,  and  an  abstract  of  recent  labor 
legislation  in  this  and  foreign  countries. 

FIFTEENTH   ANNUAL   REPORT — 1 899. 

Presented  in  this  report  were  data  and  information  regard- 
ing "private  and  municipal  ownership  of  electric  light  and 
power  plants,  gas  works  and  water  works,"  the  "condition  of 
manufactures,"  the  establishment  and  operation  of  "free  pub- 
lic employment  offices,"  a  complete  directory  of  labor  organi- 
zations and  their  officers,  and  a  compilation  of  the  "labor  laws- 
of  this  state." 
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SIXTEENTH   ANNUAL   REPORT — I9OO. 

Ill  the  chapter  devoted  to  "Industrial  Statistics,"  the  bureau,* 
for  the  first  time,  presents  facts  which  show  what  relative  per- 
centage the  labor  cost  is  to  the  gross  value  of  the  products 
manufactured  in  the  state;  and  in  Table  II.  is  exhibited  data 
showing  comparative  percentage  of  increase  or  decrease  in 
wages  paid  by  same  establishments  1896  to  1900  inclusive. 
For  the  first  time  also  the  bureau  reports  this  year  upon  the 
subject  of  new  factory  or  mill  construction,  giving  in  detail 
location ;  description  of  style  of  building ;  dimensions ;  cost  and 
increase  in  number  of  employes  caused  by  the  erection  of  new 
buildings  for  manufacturing  purposes.  Space  is  also  devoted 
to  a  description  of  "Articles  manufactured  in  Connecticut'' 
The  subject  of  "Free  Employment  Bureaus"  is  treated  upon, 
their  operation  in  other  states;  private  offices  in  Connecticut 
receiving  attention.  "Strikes  and  Lockouts"  was  made  a  fea- 
ture in  this  report  as  was  an  "alien  labor"  difficulty  at  Bridge- 
port, and  "organized  labor"  in  Connecticut ;  the  usual  compila- 
tion of  "labor  laws"  following. 

SEVENTEENTH  ANNUAL  REPORT — I9OI. 

In  this  report  are  gpiven  a  treatise  upon  Manual  Training, 
in  accord  with  a  general  agitation  in  its  favor  throughout  the 
United  States  by  labor  bureaus,  a  record  of  the  New  Construc- 
tion of  Mills  in  this  state  during  the  past  year  which  has  pro- 
gressed to  a  marked  degree,  a  list  of  the  Articles  Manufactured 
in  each  Town  of  Connecticut,  a  description  of  the  year's  Strikes 
and  Lockouts,  an  account  of  the  volume  of  business  transacted 
by  the  five  Free  Public  Employment  Bureaus  during  the  first 
five  months  of  their  existence.  Statistics  of  Connecticut  Manu- 
factures, a  Directory  of  the  State's  Labor  Organizations,  and  a 
compilation  of  this  commonwealth's  Labor  Laws. 

EIGHTEENTH  ANNUAL  REPORT — 1902. 

This  report  is  divided  into  seven  parts  or  divisions  with  an 
appendix  containing  "labor  laws."     In  the  first  of  these  are 
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:given  the  expenses  of  maintaining  the  Municipal  Governments 
in  the  State  of  Connecticut.  The  amount  expended  by  towns, 
cities  and  boroughs  is  presented  but  is  exhibited  under  the 
name  of  the  town  whose  territory  contains  the  city  or  borough. 
Statistics  are  shown  cocerning  "New  Factory  Construction" 
as  are  data  relating  to  "Condition  of  Manufactures."  An  in- 
teresting "Industrial  History"  follows,  arranged  and  treated 
under  "The  Colonial  Period"  and  "The  Period  from  the  Com- 
mencement of  the  Revolutionary  War  till  1900."  A  comprer 
hensive  "History  of  Organized  Labor  in  Connecticut,"  begin- 
ning with  the  earliest  organization  and  including  the  several 
periods  to  the  present  day  is  also  presented.  The  subject  of 
"Strikes  and  Lockouts'  and  a  statement  in  detail,  of  the  oper- 
ation of  the  five  "Free  Public  Employment  Bureaus"  consti- 
tute Parts  VL  and  VH.  of  the  report. 

NINETEENTH  ANNUAL  REPORT — 1903. 

This  report  contains,  among  other  things,  the  usual  statis- 
tical data  concerning  "New  Factory  Construction"  and  "Sta- 
tistics of  Manufactures."  These  data  are  valuable  for  com- 
parison with  past  and  future  years  by  reason  of  their  contin- 
uity, hence  the  preservation  of  the  form.  A  new  feature  was 
incorporated  into  this  publication,  that  of  "Illustrations  of 
Manufactories,"  designed  to  show  the  remarkable  progress 
made  in  manufactures  in  Connecticut  and  that  it  might  be 
made  known  the  degrees  and  to  what  extent  improved  style 
of  architecture  and  advanced  methods  of  manufacture  ob- 
tained in  this  state. 

A  complete  "Directory  of  Labor  Organizations"  compiled 
to  include  the  most  recent  date,  is  also  printed,  as  is  also  a 
descriptive  account  of  "Labor  Difficulties"  occurring  during 
the  year.  Reports  of  the  operation  of  the  Free  Public  Em- 
ployment Bureaus  is  published  together  with  Connecticut  La- 
bor Laws. 

TWENTIETH   ANNUAL  REPORT — 1904. 

This  report  contains  a  continuation  of  data  relating  to  "New 
Construction"   for  manufacturing  purposes  and  includes  in- 
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formation  as  to  number  of  buildings  erected ;  towns  benefited : 
expenditures  and  average  cost;  construction  and  height  of 
buildings ;  floor  space  and  acreage.  .  Data  concerning  Munici- 
palities are  also  given,  presenting  in  detail  the  salaries  paid 
officials,  Police  and  Fire  Departments,  the  hours  of  labor  and 
rate  of  wages  paid  Municipal  Employes  in  the  various  towns^ 
cities  and  boroughs.  The  rates  for  water  service  which 
obtain  in  the  several  communities,  the  cost  of  street  lighting, 
and  whether  these  utilities  are  supplied  by  the  municipalities 
or  by  private  corporations  is  also  shown.  Divisions  of  the  re- 
port are  devoted  to  Statistics  of  Manufactures,  Strikes  and 
Lockouts,  Free  Public  Employment  Bureaus,  and  to  a  Di- 
rectory of  Labor  Organizations.  A  chapter  is  also  given  to 
an  abstract  of  important  Court  Decisions  relating  to  labor  and 
in  the  Appendix  can  be  found  the  revised  Labor  Laws. 

TWENTY-FIRST  ANNUAL  REPORT — 1905. 

As  in  preceding  reports  the  subject  of  New  Factory  Con- 
struction is  given  a  place  in  this.  It  also  contains  a  descrip- 
tion of  the  operation  of  the  "Tenement  House  Act"  which  be- 
came effective  in  June  of  this  year.  A  revised  Directory  of 
Labor  Organizations,  a  chronological  description  of  recent 
labor  disturbances  and  detailed  reports  of  business  transacted 
by  the  Free  Public  Employment  Bureaus.  The  hours  of  labor 
and  the  prevailing  wage  rate  in  the  "building  trades"  this 
year  as  compared  with  the  scale  which  obtained  in  1893  is 
treated  upon,  as  is  also  the  subject  of  "immigration"  and  in- 
ventions of  Connecticut  citizens. 

A  complete  revision  of  laws  relating  to  labor  is  printed  in 
the  Appendix. 

The  report  proper  follows: 
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NEW  FACTORY  CONSTRUCTION  DURING 
THE  YEAR  ENDED  JULY  1,  1906. 


Following  the  custom  adopted  in  the  year  1900^  the 
bureau  presents  in  this  report  the  results  of  its  investiga- 
tion concerning  the  amount  of  new  factory  or  mill  con- 
struction during  the  year  last  past. 

In  this  connection  it  should  be  noted  that  the  bureau 
stated  in  its  report  for  1905  "that  from  information  at  hand 
at  the  time  this  chapter  of  the  report  was  completed,  indi- 
cations pointed  to  a  very  large  increase  in  the  amount  of 
building  operations  for  the  succeeding  period."  Examina- 
tion of  the  data  contained  in  this  chapter  bears  out  the  pre- 
diction made,  for,  as  will  be  seen,  the  increase  is  consider- 
ably in  excess  of  normal. 

NUMBER  OF  BUILDINGS. 

During  the  year  ended  July  i,  1906,  there  were  con- 
structed within  the  State,  for  manufacturing  purposes,  three 
hundred  and  twenty-nine  separate  buildings.  These 
structures  were  erected  by  two  hundred  firms,  corporations 
or  individuals.  In  this  connection  a  comparison  with  pre- 
vious years  will  be  of  interest.  During  the  same  period  of 
1905,  one  hundred  and  eighty-eight  structures  were  erected 
for  manufacturing  purposes  by  the  one  hundred  and  thirty- 
six  firms,  corporations  and  individuals  represented.  In  1904 
there  were  one  hundred  and  forty-five  new  buildings 
erected  or  additions  made  to  plants  already  existing;  these 
were  built  by  one  hundred  different  establishments  which 
made  reports  to  the  bureau. 

The  year  1903  witnessed  the  construction  of  one  hundred 
and  eighty-five  buildings  which  were  erected  by  one  hun- 
dred and  one  different  firms,  individuals  or  corporations. 
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In  the  preceding  year,  that  of  1902,  one  hundred  and 
twenty-six  concerns  constructed  one  hundred  and  fifty- 
€ight  separate  buildings. 

During  the  same  period  in  1901  ninety-two  additions 
were  erected  by  the  eighty-seven  establishments  represented. 

During  the  period  covered  by  the  investigation,  in  the 
year  1900,  two  hundred  and  forty-five  factory  buildings 
were  constructed  by  one  hundred  and  seventy-three  parties. 

During  the  entire  period  of  seven  years,  covered  by  the 
bureau  in  its  collection  of  similar  material,  1,342  separate 
buildings  were  erected  or  additions  made  by  nine  hundred 
and  twenty-three  different  concerns.  Thus  it  is  discov- 
ered that,  while  the  average  number  of  new  factories  built 
during  the  seven-year  period  was  one  hundred  and  ninety- 
two,  the  year  1906  witnessed  the  construction  of  three  hun- 
dred and  twenty-nine  or  71.4  per  cent,  more  than  the  aver- 
age number  during  the  period  named.'  Going  further  into 
the  matter  of  percentages,  it  is  seen  that  the  number  of 
buildings  erected  ip  1906,  was  75  per  cent,  greater  than  in 
1905;  127  per  cent,  more  than  in  1904;  77.8  per  cent,  greater 
than  in  1903 ;  108.2  per  cent,  more  than  in  1902 ;  257.6  per 
cent,  in  excess  of  the  number  erected  in  1901,  and  34.3  per 
cent,  more  than  in  1900. 

In  the  number  of  establishments  concerned  in  the  con- 
struction of  manufactory  buildings  the  increase  in  1906 
over  the  average  number  erected  during  the  seven-year 
period  is  prominent.  The  average  number  for  the  period 
named  is  one  hundred  and  thirty-two,  while  two  hundred 
concerns  were  interested  in  new  factory  construction  in 
1906,  an  increase  over  the  average  for  seven  years  of  51.5 
per  cent. 

TOWNS  BENEFITED. 

Of  the  one  hundred  and  sixty-eight  towns  in  the  State, 
buildings  for  manufacturing  purposes  were  erected  in 
fifty-three  during  the  year  ended  July  i,  1906.  This  is  31.5 
per  cent,  of  the  whole  number.  In  1905  the  number  of 
towns  in  which  building  operations  were  carried  on  by  in- 


dustrial  establishments  was  forty,  or  23,8  per  cent,  of  the 
whole  number.  This  in.  comparison  with  thirty-eight 
towns  or  22,6  per  cent,  of  the  whole  number  in  1904,  forty 
towns  or  23.8  per  cent,  of  the  whole  number  in  1903,  forty- 
three  towns  or  25.6  per  cent,  of  the  whole  number  in  1902, 
thirty-six  or  21.4  per  cent,  of  the  whole  number  in  1901, 
while  in  1900  fifty-nine  towns  or  35.1  per  cent,  of  the  whole 
number  in  the  state  were  benefited  by  the  erection  of  fac- 
tory buildings.  The  average  number  of  towns  benefited 
during  the  seven-year  period  was  26.2  per  cent.  Compar- 
ing this  with  the  ratio  for  1906  and  it  is  seen  that  5.3  per 
cent,  more  towns  participated  in  the  industrial  progress 
during  the  year  last  past  than  the  average  number  for  seven 
years. 

Bridgeport  leads,  as  in  1905,  in  number  of  structures 
erected  for  manufacturing  purposes  during  the  1906  period. 
There  were  forty-nine  new  buildings  erected  in  Bridgeport 
during  the  year  1906,  the  cost  of  which  was  reported  as 
being  $380,125,  this  against  twenty-five  new  buildings  and  a 
cost  of  $168,530  in  1905. 

Waterbury  follows  with  thirty-three  structures  to  its 
credit,  erected  at  a  cost  of  $258,500,  against  twenty -four 
buildings  in  1905,  the  cost  of  the  construction  of  which  was 
$293,700. 

New  Haven  expended  $456,138  in  the  construction  of 
twenty-nine  factory  buildings  in  1906,  against  seventeen 
structures  erected  at  a  cost  of  $238,900  in  1905. 

Twenty-six  new  factory  buildings  were  put  up  in  Hart- 
ford during  the  1906  period,  the  cost  of  which  amounted  to 
$673t6so.  In  1905  the  number  erected  was  thirteen  and 
the  cost  $40,250. 

In  New  Britain  the  sum  expended  in  the  construction  of 
twenty  new  manufactories  was  $344,700  in  1906,  against 
$62,550  expended  for  the  erection  of  eleven  buildings  in  1905. 

The  following  table  shows  the  floor  space,  ground  area 
and  cost  of  construction  of  new  factory  buildings  in  each  of 
the  fifty-three  towns  included  in  the  computation.  Exam- 
ination of  these  data  exhibits  the  result  that  the  floor  space 
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covered  by  these  new  structures  amounts  to  854  acres,  the 
ground  area  occut>ied  being  38.2  acres  and  the  total  cost 

$3,742,813. 

There  were  eight  towns  in  which  the  ground  area  occu- 
pied by  new  manufactories  was  in  excess  of  one  acre. 

In  Hartford  the  ground  surface  roofed  over  was  4.9  acres, 
in  New  Haven  4.5  acres,  Bridgeport  3.9  acres,  Stamford  34 
acres,  New  Britain  2.8  acres,  in  each  of  the  towns  of  Plain- 
field  and  Waterbury  two  and  one-half  acres  of  ground  are 
occupied  by  the  new  factory  buildings  and  in  Torrington 
the  ground  area  roofed  over  was  2.1  acres.  As  stated  in  a 
preceding  paragraph  the  total  ground  area  roofed  in  during 
the  year  1906  was  38.2  acres,  this  against  19.6  acres  during 
the  corresponding  period  of  1905.

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COMPARISON   OF  EXPENDITURES. 

As  related  in  the  foregoing  the  total  amount  expended 
for  new  factory  or  mill  construction  during  the  period  cov- 
ered by  the  investigation  was  $3,742,813  or  1 19.9  per  cent, 
more  than  was  the  amount  expended  during  the  same  period 
in  1905,  and  62.8  per  cent,  in  excess  of  the  average  amount 
expended  for  the  same  purpose  during  the  seven-year 
period. 

The  total  amount  expended  for  the  purpose  specified  in 
previous  paragraphs  in  the  seven  years  during  which  the 
bureau  has  collated,  compiled  and  published  data  concern- 
ing the  subject  is  shown  to  have  been  $16,092,836.87.  Of 
this  sum  12.1  per  cent,  was  expended  during  the  year  1900; 
13.2  per  cent,  in  1901 ;  15.1  per  cent,  in  1902;  14.7  per  cent, 
in  1903;  II. I  per  cent,  in  1904;  10.5  per  cent,  in  1905;  and 
233  per  cent,  in  1906. 

AVERAGE  COST. 

The  average  cost  of  construction  of  new  factories  during 
the  seven-year  period  1900-1906  is  $12,263.88.  The  average 
cost  in  1900  was  $7,95552,  in  1901  $23,062,39,  in  1902  it  was 
$15,364.38.  1903  shows  an  average  expenditure  of  $12,839, 
the  average  amount  expended  in  1904  was  $12,294.23,  in 
1905  $9,051,76,  while  in  1906  the  average  cost  was  $11,376. 

CONSTRUCTION  OF  BUILDINGS. 

Material  of  a  character  considered  slow  burning  continues 
to  predominate  in  the  construction  of  factory  buildings. 

Of  the  three  hundred  and  twenty-nine  buildings  included 
in  the  computation,  one  hundred  and  sixty-seven  were  con- 
structed of  brick,  ninety-five  were  of  frame  construction, 
twenty-six  of  brick  and  steel,  thirteen  of  frame  and  brick, 
six  of  concrete,  five  of  brick  and  stone,  four  of  brick  and 
iron,  four  of  concrete  and  steel,  three  of  brick  and  concrete, 
two  of  concrete  block,  and  one  each  of  frame  and  iron, 
stone,  artificial  stone,  and  steel.     Thus  it  is  seen  that  brick. 
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Steel,  iron,  concrete  or  stone  were  the  principal  materials 
used  in  the  construction  of  71  per  cent,  of  the  buildings 
while  29  per  cent,  of  the  buildings  were  of  frame  con- 
struction. 

HEIGHT  OF  BUILDINGS. 

Of  the  whole  number  of  buildings  erected  during  the 
twelve  months  ended  July  i,  1903,  one  hundred  and  sev- 
enty-six were  of  the  one-story  design,  eighty-three  were 
two  stories  in  height,  one  was  of  the  two  and  one-half  story 
plan,  thirty-four  were  three  stories  high,  twenty-five  four 
stories,  seven  were  five  stories,  two  were  built  six  stories 
from  the  ground  and  one  eight  stories.  A  brief  description 
of  the  buildings  erected  in  the  various  towns  follows,  at  the 
close  of  which  will  be  found  the  tabulated  statement. 

ANSONIA. 

The  Ansonia  Farrel  Foundry  and  Machine  Company 
erected  a  new  foundry  building  of  brick  construction  with 
steel  truss  roof.  It  is  of  the  one-story  pattern  126  x  126  feet 
in  size  and  cost  $20,000. 

AVON. 

To  replace  establishment  destroyed  by  fire  the  Climax 
Fuse  Company  put  up  an  entirely  new  manufacturing  plant. 
Four  of  the  buildings  are  one  story  and  two  were  built  two 
stories  from  the  ground.  The  cost  of  the  plant  is  reported 
to  be  $30,000;  the  dimensions  are  given  in  the  table. 

BERLIN. 

A  brick  addition  was  made  to  the  plant  of  the  Peck,  Stow 
&Wilcox  Company  at  East  Berlin.  One  building  is  16x30 
feet,  one  story  high ;  the  other  is  two  stories  in  height,  32x80 
feet,  and  the  cost  of  both  $4,800. 

The  American  Paper  Goods  Company  at  Kensington  built 
a  factory  building  of  brick,  18x56  feet  and  three  stories  high 
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at  a  cost  of  $3,000.  The  same  concern  also  erected  an  office 
building,  also  of  brick  construction.  It  is  three  stories  in 
height,  44x58  feet,  and  cost  $8,000. 


Palmer  Brothers,  at  Fitchville,  built  a  stone  addition,  two 
stories  high,  48x80  feet  in  size,  costing  $12,000,  an  engine 
room,  also  of  stone,  40x40  feet,  which  cost  $3,500,  also  raised 
roof  of  a  brick  building  one  story,  65x85  feet,  at  a  cost  of 

$B,200. 

BRAKPORD. 

The  Atlantic  Wire  Company  erected  a  new  frame  structure 
with  concrete  floor.  It  is  50x130  feet,  of  the  one-story  va- 
riety and  cost  $4,000. 

BRIDGBPOKT. 

A  frame  addition  to  its  plant  was  built  by  the  Acme  Shear 
Company.  Its  size  is  28x41  feet,  two  stories  high  and  cost 
$500. 

The  American  and  British  Manufacturing  Company  built  a 
brick  addition  to  its  plant,  one  story  high,  40x150  feet,  the 
cost  of  which  was  $3,000. 

The  American  Graphophone  Cwnpany  built  a  brick  fac- 
tory building,  heavy  mill  constniction,  two  stories  high,  50X 
no  feet,  costing  $15,000.  The  company  also  put  up  a  one- 
story  pump  house  of  brick  and  steel,  25x30  feet,  which  cost 
$5,000.  A  gas  plant,  also  of  brick  and  steel  construction,  was 
erected  by  the  same  company.  It  is  of  the  one  and  two-story 
style,  30x40  feet,  and  cost  $6,000. 

The  American  Tube  and  Stamping  Company  made  four  ad- 
ditions to  its  plant,  all  one  story  high.  Three  of  these  ad- 
ditions are  of  brick  construction,  16x200,  60x120,  and  40x50 
feet  in  size  respectively.  The  reported  cost  is  $10,925.  The 
other  addition  was  to  the  picker  building  and  is  of  frame  con- 
struction 27x180  feet,  and  cost  $2,000. 
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A  building  for  manufacturing  purposes  was  erected  by 
Thomas  Arnold.  It  is  two  stories  high,  of  brick  construction, 
48x70  feet,  and  cost  $4,000. 

An  extensive  addition  to  its  plant  was  made  by  the  Ash- 
croft  Manufacturing  Company.  It  is  four  stories  high,  47X 
257  feet  in  size,  of  brick  and  steel  construction,  with  tar  and 
gravel  roof,  and  cost  $75,000. 

At  a  cost  of  $1,900,  the  Automatic  Machine  Company  raised 
the  roof  of  a  frame  building  one  story,  thus  adding  to  its  di- 
mensions 30x52  feet.

Its 
dimensions  are  35x42  feet,  and  the  cost  $2,500. 

An  addition  of  one  story  to  an  old  building  was  made  by  the 
Waterbury  Button  Company.  Its  size  is  30x120  feet,  and  it 
cost  $3,600. 

Two  additions  were  built  by  the  Waterbury  Farrel  Foundry 
and  Machine  Company.  The  construction  of  both  is  of  brick 
material.  They  are  each  three  stories  in  height,  31x64  feet, 
30x112  feet  in  size,  respectively,  and  the  reported  cost  $20,000. 

A  new  plant  was  put  up  by  the  Waterville  Concrete  Com- 
pany at  Waterville.  It  is  of  frame  construction,  one  story 
high,  31x60  feet,  with  wing,  26x36  feet,  and  cost  $1,400. 

WEST  HARTFORD. 

An  office  building  was  erected  by  the  Whitlock  Coil  Pipe 
Company  at  Elmwood.  It  is  of  brick  construction,  one  story 
high,  50x106  feet  in  size  at  a  cost  of  $10,000.  , 

Other  extensive  improvements  to  the  plant  were  in  course  of 
construction  at  the  time  of  the  close  of  this  report,  a  descrip- 
tion of  which  will  appear  in  a  subsequent  publication. 

WILTON. 

The  Gilbert  &  Bennett  Manufacturing  Company  at  George- 
town, materially  increased  the  size  of  its  plant.    The  buildings 
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consist  of  a  factory  structure  to  be  used  as  an  annealing  de- 
partment, of  concrete  and  steel,  one  story  high.  Its  dimensions 
are  50x100  feet,  and  its  cost  $6,000.  Another  factory  build- 
ing designed  for  galvanizing  purposes,  also  of  concrete  and 
steel,  was  erected.  Its  dimensions  are  40x40  feet,  one  story 
high,  and  cost  $2,500. 

The  company  also  built  a  factory  building  of  the  same  ma- 
terial, 70x100  feet  in  size,  two  stories  high  and  basement,  at 
a  cost  of  $15,000.  An  office  building  was  also  put  up  at  a 
cost  of  $10,000.  It  is  of  stone  const niction,  one  story  in  height 
and  40x50  feet  in  size. 

WINCHESTER. 

A  factory  building  was  erected  by  the  New  England  Pi  a 
Company  at  Winsted.  Its  dimensions  are  40x85  feet,  rive 
stories  high,  and  the  reported  cost  $17,000. 

The  Winsted  Hosiery  Company,  located  at  Winsted,  made 
two  additions  to  its  plant.  They  consist  of  a  brick  storehouse, 
two  stories  high,  45x64  feet  in  size  ,which  cost  $4,700 ;  a  brick 
dyehouse,  41x50  feet  and  two  stories  high,  costing  $3,300. 

WINDHAM. 

For  use  in  the  manufacture  of  jewelry,  a  frame  addition  to 
his  plant  was  built  by  C.  R.  Harris,  at  North  Windham.  Its 
dimensions  are  30x40  feet,  two  stories  high,  and  the  cost  $8oG. 

The  L.  M.  Hartson  Company  also  located  at  North  Wind- 
ham added  to  the  facilities  of  its  plant.  The  building  is  of 
brick  construction,  two  stories  high,  24x70  feet  in  size,  and 
cost  $2,500.  ,

Following  the  exhibit  of  the  notable  increase  in  the  con- 
struction of  buildings  for  manufacturing  purposes,  shown  in 
the  preceding  chapter,  it  is  proposed  to  present  in  this  portion 
of  the  report  a  statement  in  detail,  and  by  towns,  concerning 
the  subject  of  Industrial  Opportunities  not  yet  utilized  in  Con- 
necticut. 

With  the  purpose  above  outlined  in  view,  a  schedule,  a  copy 
of  which  will  be  found  on  the  page  following,  was  forwarded 
to  the  clerks  of  the  various  towns  in  the  state,  to  the  Secretaries 
or  other  officials  of  Boards  of  Trade,  to  officers  and  members 
of  the  several  Business  Men's  Associations  and  to  numerous 
other  individuals  thought  to  be  interested  in  the  subject  upon 
which  information  was  sought. 

It  is  most  gratifying  to  the  compilers  of  the  report  that  the 
numjber  which  responded  was  so  large  and  the  information 
received  so  comprehensive.  While  some  information  is  given 
concerning  each  town,  it  is  to  be  regretted  that  no  statement 
upon  the  more  important  subject  of  industrial  opportunities 
was  forthcoming  in  several  instances.  The  schedule  and  de- 
scriptive matter  follow: 
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INDUSTRIAL  OPPORTUNITIES  NOT  YET  UTILIZED 

IN  CONNECTICUT.

If  any  special  inducements  are,  or 
have  been  offered  by  vote  of  your  town  or  otherwise,  for  the  location 
there  of  industrial  enterprises,  please  state  what. 
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ANDOVER. 

This  town  had  a  population  of  385  at  the  date  of  the  last 
census,  that  of  the  year  1900;  the  town  contains  10452  acres 
of  land  and  is  an  agricultural  community  there  being  no 
special  advantages  for  manufacturing.  It  is  located  upon 
the  Highland  division  of  the  N.  Y.,  N.  H.  &  H.  Railroad 
and  is  furnished  with  thirteen  trains  each  day  for  passenger 
traffic.  There  is  abundant  land  available  for  miinufactur- 
ing  purposes  within  a  reasonable  distance  of  the  railroad 
and  a  considerable  force  of  water  which  could  be  utilized. 
There  is  a  considerable  quantity  of  lumber  which  could  be 
had  and  there  are  excellent  facilities  for  the  receipt  and 
shipment  of  freight.  Any  kind  of  manufacturing  would  be 
welcome  although  help  is  difficult  to  secure.  An  abundant 
water  supply  could  be  secured  for  all  purposes.  There  are 
no  electric  railways  or  light  plants. 

ANSONIA. 

The  town  and  city  of  Ansonia,  the  two  governments  hav- 
ing been  consolidated,  is  located  on  the  Berkshire  and  Nau- 
gatuck  divisions  of  the  N.  Y.,  N.  H.  and  H.  Railroad,  has  a 
population  of  12,681,  an  area  of  3,715  acres  and  is  admirably 
situated  for  purposes  of  manufacturing.  There  are  eleven 
passenger  trains  daily  and  there  is  a  considerable  quantity 
of  land  suitable  for  industrial  purposes  within  one-half  mile 
of  the  railroad  station.  The  facilities  for  the  receipt  and 
shipment  of  freight  are  admirable  and  water  power  is  easily 
obtainable. 

Small  brass  and  copper  goods  or  specialties  are  best 
adapted  to  the  town.  Help  of  the  kind  necessary  for  manu- 
facturing can  be  secured  in  this  or  adjacent  towns.  There 
is  a  good  supply  of  water  for  household  and  other  uses,  the 
town  and  city  is  supplied  with  both  gas  and  electricity  for 
lighting  purposes  and  there  are  electric  railways  connecting 
with  other  towns  in  three  directions. 

ASHFORD. 

An  agricultural  town.  Population  in  1900,  757,  area 
21,610  acres.  No  report  was  received  concerning  industrial 
opportunities. 

AVON. 

Avon  is  also  an  agricultural  community  although  the 
manufacturing  of  safety  fuse  is   carried  on   there  to   some 
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extent.  The  population  of  the  town  in  1900  was  1,302  and 
its  area  is  13,392  acres.  No  report  is  given  as  to  its  ad- 
vantages for  manufacturing. 

BARKHAMSTED. 

The  town  of  Barkhamsted  has  a  population  of  864  and 
an  area  of  25,093  acres.  Its  inhabitants  are  principally  en- 
gaged in  agricultural  pursuits.  The  Central  New  England 
Division  of  the  N.  Y.,  N.  H.  &  H.  Railroad  passes  through 
the  western  part  of  the  town,  stations  at  New  Hartford  and 
Winsted.  The  available  land  for  manufacturing  purposes  is 
situated  from  two  to  five  miles  from  the  center  of  the  town, 
there  is  a  considerable  supply  of  water  power  which  could 
be  utilized,  a  supply  of  clay,  sand  and  lumber  can  be  had, 
while  the  freight  shipments  are  made  at  New  Hartford  and 
Winsted.  Abatement  of  taxes  for  three  years  has  been 
voted  to  any  party  who  will  conduct  business  at  the  old 
Rule  Shop  at  Riverton. 

BEACON  FALLS. 

The  population  of  the  town  of  Beacon  Falls  in  1900  was 
623  and  the  area  5,972  acres.  The  town  is  situated  upon 
the  Naugatuck  division  of  the  N.  Y.,  N.  H.  &  H.  Railroad^ 
there  being  eighteen  passenger  trains  daily.  The  land 
available  for  manufacturing  purposes  is  located  near  the 
railroad,  there  is  an  abundant  supply  of  water  power,  a 
good  supply  of  clay,  sand,  etc.,  and  help  can  be  readily  se- 
cured. There  is  but  one  station,  but  the  facilities  for  the 
handling  of  freight  are  good. 

There  •is  a  fair  supply  of  water  for  household  and  man- 
ufacturing purposes,  the  town  is  partly  supplied  with  elec- 
tric light  and  there  is  an  electric  railway  in  course  of  con- 
struction. 

BERLIN. 

The  town  of  Berlin,  having  a  population  in  1900  of  3,448 
and  an  area  of  10,516  acres,  has  long  been  known  as  a  great 
center  for  the  production  of  building  brick.  It  is  located  on 
the  main  line  of  the  N.  Y.,  N.  H.  &  H.  Railroad  and  forms 
a  junction  for  the  transportation  of  passengers  and  freight 
to  and  from  New  Britain  and  Middletown.  There  are  thirty 
trains  which  pass  the  station  each  day  and  accommodate 
passengers  in  either  direction.  There  is  an  abundance  of 
land  available  for  manufacturing  purposes  closely  adjacent 
to  the  Berlin  Station,  the  supply  of  water  power  being  some- 
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what  limited.  The  supply  of  clay  is  abundant,  help  some- 
what difficult  to  secure,  freighting  facilities  being  of  the 
best.  The  manufacturing  of  any  line  of  general  hardware 
would  be  well  adapted  to  this  town.  There  is  a  plentiful 
supply  of  water  for  all  uses,  electric  light  is  furnished  by  a 
plant  at  New  Britain  and  rapid  electric  connection  is  made 
with  the  same  town. 

BETHANY. 

The  correspondent  in  this  town  made  but  a  brief  report  as 
to  industrial  opportunities,  stating  that  its  resources  were 
limited  in  extent.  Its  population  in  1900  was  517  and  its 
area  13,261  acres.  Its  nearest  railroad  station  is  Beacon 
Falls  on  the  Naugatuck  division  of  the  N.  Y.,  N.  H.  &  H. 
Railroad. 

BETHEL. 

The  population  of  the  town  of  Bethel  in  1900  was  3,327, 
of  the  borough  2,561,  and  its  area  9,918  acres.  There  are 
eighteen  r^^lar  passenger  trains  on  the  Danbury  branch 
of  the  N.  Y.,  N.  H.  &  H.  Railroad  which  reach  this  town. 
There  is  a  considerable  amount  of  land  fronting  the  tracks 
of  the  railroad  which  could  be  made  available  for  manufac- 
turing purposes,  there  being  no  present  supply  of  water 
power.  There  is  a  plentiful  supply  of  clay;  sand,  lumber, 
etc.,  and  help  can  be  easily  secured  in  this  or  nearby  towns. 
The  shipping  facilities  over  the  lines  of  the  N.  Y.,  N.  H.  & 
H.  Railroad,  Shepaug  and  Litchfield  branches  are  excellent. 
Any  kind  of  manufacturing  would  be  well  adapted  to  the 
opportunities  here  and  there  is  the  best  of  water  furnished 
for  household  and  manufacturing  purposes.  The  town 
has  no  lighting  plant  of  its  own,  but  is  served  with  ras  by 
the  Danbury  &  Bethel  Gas  and  Electric  Company  of  Dan- 
bury.  The  town  is  directly  connected  with  adjoining  towns 
by  electric  railway  and  has,  in  some  instances,  voted  to  abate 
taxes  for  two  years  upon  the  property  of.  new  industries 
locating  here. 

BETHLEHEM. 

But  a  meager  report  was  received  from  the  correspondent 
in  this  town.  Its  population  in  1900  was  576  and  its  area 
12,698  acres.  Agriculture  is  its  principal  industry  although 
there  is  an  abundant  supply  of  water  power  which  might  be 
developed.  Land  available  for  manufacturing  purposes  is 
situated  about  six  miles  from  the  railroad,  facilities  for 
transportation  of  freight  is  limited,  there  being  no  direct 
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railroad  communication.  The  manufacture  of  woolen 
goods  and  wagon  making  would  be  well  adapted  to  the 
town  while  it  is  also  well  calculated  for  the  successful  oper- 
ation of  creameries  or  condensed  milk  factories. 

BLOOMFIELD. 

The  population  of  the  town  of  Bloomfield  in  1900  was 
1,513  and  its  area  17,436  acres.  Agriculture  is,  and  has  been 
for  many  years  its  principal  industry.  It  is  situated  about 
six  miles  northwest  of  Hartford  on  the  Central  New 
England  branch  of  the  N.  Y.,  N.  H.  &  H.  Railroad  and  there 
are  five  regular  passenger  trains  each  way  which  pass  its 
station  each  day.  There  is  considerable  land  which  might 
be  used  for  manufacturing  purposes  quite  near  the  rail- 
road, but  no  available  water  power.  Help  can  be  easily 
secured  in  this  or  adjacent  towns  and  there  is  a  supply  of 
sand  and  timber.  The  facilities  for  the  shipment  of 
freight  are  fair  at  Bloomfield  Station,  North  Bloomfield, 
Cottage  Grove  and  Clarkville.  The  kind  of  manufacturing 
best  adapted  to  the  town  is  problematical.  There  is  no 
regular  water  supply  although  a  small  stream  flows  through 
the  center,  neither  has  the  town  a  gas  or  electric  light  plant. 
Its  street  railway  connection  is  with  the  Blue  Hills  line  of 
the  Hartford  system  which  runs  a  portion  of  the  distance 
to  the  town. 

BOLTON. 

The  correspondent  in  the  town  of  Bolton  made  no  report. 
This  town  had  a  population  of  457  in  the  year  1900,  has 
an  area  of  9,660  acres,  is  situated  on  the  Highland  division 
of  the  N.  Y.,  N.  H.  &  H.  Railroad.  Its  principal  industry  is 
agriculture. 

BOZRAH. 

In  the  year  1900  the  town  of  Bozrah  had  a  population  of 
799.  The  town  has  an  area  of  12,812  acres,  adjoins  Norwich 
on  the  west  and  its  railroad  communication  is  through 
means  of  the  Central  Vermont  Railroad,  there  being  eight 
passenger  trains  each  day,  Yantic  being  the  recc^^ized  railroad 
station.  There  is  land  available  for  manufacturing  purposes 
located  about  two  miles  from  the  railroad,  a  supply  of  water 
power,  the  force  of  which  is  not  known,  can  be  had ;  there  is  a 
supply  of  clay,  sand,  lumber,  etc.,  and  help  can  be  secured. 
Shipment  of  freight  is  facilitated  by  railroad  accommodations 
near  the  eastern  border  of  the  town  at  Yantic  and  by  a  freight 
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branch  of  the  Central  Vermont  road  running  into  the  northern 
section  of  the  town.  It  is  a  matter  of  conjecture  as  to  what  kind 
of  manufacturing  is  best  adapted  to  the  town.  There  is 
an  abundant  supply  of  water  but  the  town  is  not  supplied 
with  gas  or  electric  lighting.  Electric  street  railway  con- 
nection is  made  with  Yantic  just  over  the  eastern  border. 

A  charter  now  exists,  which,  when  made  use  of  and  lines 
constructed,  will  connect  the  town  with  a  continuous  chain 
of  electric  railways. 

BRANFORD. 

The  town  of  Branford  had  a  population  in  1900  of  5,708 
and  its  area  is  15,219  acres.  While  many  of  its  inhabitants 
are  engaged  in  agricultural  pursuits  it  is  also  distinguished 
for  its  production  of  malleable  iron  goods.  It  is  situated  on 
the  Shore  Line  division  of  the  N.  Y.,  N.  H.  &  H.  Rail- 
road, there  being  fifteen  passenger  and  about  fifty 
freight  trains  passing  its  station  each  day.  There  are  a 
number  of  available  sites  for  manufacturing  plants  beside 
the  railroad  and  also  at  a  distance,  but  all  well  located  for 
shipment  by  rail  or  water.  It  has  a  water  supply  of 
3,000,000  gallons  with  one  hundred  pounds  pressure.  Help 
is  easily  obtainable  and  there  are  excellent  facilities  for  the 
receipt  and  shipment  of  freight.  There  is  a  good  supply  of 
water  for  household  and  manufacturing  purposes,  gas  and 
electricity  is  expected  to  be  furnished  early  in  1907,  and  the 
town  is  served  by  electric  railways  to  New  Haven  and  all 
connecting  lines,  east  to  Stony  Creek  and  a  road  through  to 
the  State  line  is  contemplated.  Action  by  the  town  is  an- 
ticipated which  will  enable  its  citizens  to  oflFer  special  induce- 
ments for  the  location  of  industrial  enterprises  here. 

BRIDGEPORT. 

By  the  census  report  for  the  year  1900  Bridgeport  was 
third  in  size  in  Connecticut,  population  being  considered. 
Its  inhabitants  at  the  date  mentioned  numbered  70,996  and 
the  area  is  11,785  acres.  The  following  information  concern- 
ing the  city's  advantages  as  an  industrial  center  is  taken 
from  the  excellent  report  of  the  Bridgeport  Board  of  Trade 
issued  in  1905. 

"In  1880  the  population  of  Bridgeport  was  27,645;  the 
number  of  wage-earners,  7,473;  wages  paid  annually 
$3,326,000;  invested  in  manufacturing,  $9,737,000." 

"In  1890  Bridgeport  had  a  population  of  48,866:  the 
wage  earners  had  increased  to  12,116;    yearly   amount   of 
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wages,  $6,381,000;  and  the  manufacturing  investment  was 
$i9»787>o<DO,  an  increase  of  more  than  $10,000,000  in  a  decade. 

"Note  the  remarkable  development  of  Bridgeport's  indus- 
tries between  1890  and  1900.  Its  population  jumped  from 
49,000  to  71,000;  the  number  of  wage  earners  from  12,116 
to  19,301 ;  wages  paid  annually  from  ^,381,900  to  $9,124,000, 
and  capital  invested  in  manufacturing  from  $19,787,000 
to  $33,067,000.  In  exact  figures  the  increase  in  manu- 
facturing investment  between  1880  and  1900  was  240 
per  cent.  The  last  federal  census  was  in  1900.  In  1903  a 
special  census  was  taken  under  the  direction  of  the  Board 
of  Trade  and  showed  the  increase  in  three  years  to  be  the 
difference  between  70,996  and  82,128, — 11,132." 

"Between  1880  and  1900  Bridgeport's  increase  in  popula- 
tion was  156  per  cent.  During  the  same  period  the  num- 
ber of  wage  earners  increased  158  per  cent.,  while  in  1905 
its  manufacturers  paid  in  wages  approximately  $11,000,000, 
and  the  amount  of  invested  capital  in  manufacturing  indus- 
tries approximated  $40,000,000." 

"Few  eastern  cities  can  show  such  a  development,  and 
certainly  results  of  this  character  bespeak  not  only  satisfac- 
tory relations  between  employer  and  employee  but  afford 
incontrovertible  testimony  of  the  safety  of  Bridgeport  as  a 
permanent  abiding  place  for  invested  capital." 

"There  is  no  state  tax  imposed  by  Connecticut.  The  ex- 
penditures of  the  state  are  provided  for  by  income  derived 
from  transportation  companies,  banks,  and  similar  cor- 
porations." 

"So  strong  a  hold  has  the  spirit  of  local  pride  taken 
upon  the  people  that  manufacturers  desiring  sidetrack 
facilities,  industrial  railroads,  improved  thoroughfares, 
additional  sewage  facilities,  etc.,  are  given  every  considera- 
tion by  the  municipal  government." 

"Possessing  unusual  advantages  by  reason  of  its  seaport 
facilities  Bridgeport  is  endowed  with  still  greater  capabili- 
ties for  self-development.  .The  splendid  progress  which 
has  marked  its  forward  march  in  the  past  decade  is  but  a 
harbinger  of  what  the  future  has  in  store.  Favored^  by 
nature  with  the  most  valuable  of  municipal  assets,  naviga- 
ble waterways,  is  it  any  wonder  that  industries  in  such 
variety  have  been  attracted  to  its  shores  ?" 

"Bridgeport  has  railroad  facilities  not  surpassed  by  any 
commercial  center  in  the  East.  It  is  the  southerly  terminal 
of  the  Berkshire  and  Naugatuck  divisions  of  the  New 
York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford  Railroad  Company.  Re- 
cenly,  at  a  cost  of  $5,000,000  the    New   York,  New   Haven 
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&  Hartford  Railroad  Company  has  elevated  its  tracks 
through  the  city,  thereby  eliminating  all  crossings  at 
grade." 

"Two  large  freight  yards  are  maintained  for  the  con- 
venience of  shippers,  one  in  the  east  end  of  the  city  in  close 
proximity  to  the  many  thriving  concerns  located  there ;  the 
other  in  the  south  end  within  easy  access  of  the  industries 
situated  in  that  section  of  the  city.  Every  reasonable 
accommodation  is  provided  by  the  railroad  company  for 
manufacturers.  Many  sidetracks  have  been  constructed 
whereby  direct  transportation  is  possible  between  the 
plant  and  the  freight  yard.  This  applies  to  the  freight 
depots  in  both  sections  of  the  city." 

"It  is  of  course  a  distinct  advantage  for  manufacturers 
to  be  placed  in  ready  communication  with  the  large  and 
growing  markets  which  are  included  in  the  Naugatuck  and 
Berkshire  valleys.  A  dozen  trains  leave  daily  over  the  two 
lines.  ,On  the  Naugatuck  division  express  and  local  ac- 
commodation trains  are  sent  out  with  regularity,  running 
as  far  north  as  Winsted.  On  the  Berkshire  divjsion,  the 
northern  terminal  of  the  direct  route  from  this  city  is 
Pittsfield,  Mass." 

"A  magnificent  new  station  has  been  erected  by  the  rail- 
road company  at  a  cost  of  half  a  million  dollars.  In  all 
respects  it  is  one  of  the  most  modern  structures  of  its  kind 
in  New  England." 

"The  demurrage  laws  of  the  state  are  more  reasonable 
than  any  in  this  part  of  the  country.  Shippers  are  allowed 
four  days  from  the  time  they  receipt  for  their  bill  of  lading 
to  transfer  their  merchandise,  and  not  until  after  the  fourth 
day  is  demurrage  charged.  The  facilities  of  the  New  York, 
New  Haven  &  Hartford  Railroad  Company  for  quick  trans- 
portation are  so  well  known  that  little  need  here  be  said 
concerning  them.  Freight  trains  are  made  up  during  the 
day  and  night,  and  there  is  practically  no  delay  in  getting 
under  way  shipments  consigned  to  any  part  of  the  country. 
For  instance,  if  a  cargo  of  sewing  machines,  graphophones 
cartridges,  etc.,  is  placed  on  a  car  in  the  forenoon,  the 
consignment  is  usually  well  on  the  way  to  its  destination  a 
few  hours  later." 

"New  York  rates  are  given  on  freight  shipments  to 
southern  and  western  points." 

"In  the  matter  of  passenger  service,  the  accommodations 
are  all  that  could  be  desired.  Express  trains  leave  for  New 
York  and  for  Boston  practically  every  hour,  while  in  be- 
tween local  express  and  accommodation  trains    are    run. 
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One  can  alight  in  the  Grand  Central  station,  New  York,  75 
minutes  after  boarding  a  train  in  Bridgeport." 

"Possessing  as  it  does  manifold  natural  advantages  which 
have  in  the  past  and  must  continue  to  appeal  with  peculiar 
force  to  the  observing  manufacturer,  in  the  important  mat- 
ter of  skilled  and  handy  help,  Bridgeport  is  foremost  among 
the  municipalities  of  the  Union.  It  prides  itself  on  the  fact 
that  it  is  the  home  of  a  peaceful,  intelligent  and  industrious 
working  class.  Because  it  is  admittedly  one  ot  the  most 
highly  diversified  manufacturing  localities  in  the  United 
States,  it  is  but  natural  that  within  its  confines  the  skilled 
mechanic  as  well  as  the  handy  and  no  less  valuable  helper 
should  be  found  in  greater  number  than  elsewhere.  Were 
it  not  for  this  very  fact  Bridgeport  would  hardly  have  at- 
tained the  enviable  reputation  enjoyed  by  it  wherever  civil- 
ization has  supplanted  primeval  conditions." 

"Labor  diflScluties  are  the  exception  here.  There  is  a 
fine  feeling  between  master  and  men.  On  the  one  hand 
we  have  the  conscientious  artisan  laboring  with  brawn  and 
skill  that  the  wares  of  his  employer  may  become  world 
renowned,  reflecting  alike  credit  upon  the  creator  and  the 
developer.  On  the  other  hand  we  find  the  generous,  kind 
and  appreciative  master  ever  alert  to  embrace  any  reason- 
able opportunity  that  promises  the  material  and  financial 
advancement  of  his  help.  The  very  best  proof  of  the 
adequacy  of  the  labor  market  in  Bridgeport  is  manifested 
in  the  slight  difficulty  entailed  when  its  manufacturers  wish 
to  obtain  craftsmen  in  any  particular  line  of  mechanics." 

"Because  of  the  diversified  nature  of  its  manufactured 
products  dull  times  are  little  known  in  Bridgeport.  Not  a 
few  of  its  industries  are  compelled,  in  order  to  keep  pace 
with  the  growth  of  their  business,  to  employ  two  'shifts,* 
one  working  days  and  the  other  nights.  Many  of  its  thrift> 
toilers  point  with  proper  pride  to  the  fact  that  they  are  in- 
cluded among  its  taxpayers.  Bridgeport  is  pre-eminently 
a  city  of  contented  home  dwellers." 

"The  water  supply  of  Bridgeport  is  equaled  by  few  and 
excelled  by  no  city  in  the  country.  Bridgeport  is  fur- 
nished with  water  of  exceptional  quality  from  eleven  res- 
ervoirs within  a  radius  of  eight  miles  of  the  city  with 
tributary  water  sheds  of  about  54  square  miles.  The  bulk 
of  supply  is  by  gravity,  drawn  from  storage  reservoirs, 
but  the  gravity  supply  as  at  present  developed  being 
deemed  insufficient  by  the  officials  to  give  complete  service, 
the  deficiency  is  made  up  by  pumping.  Chemical  analyses 
from  time  to  time  show  that  the  water  furnished  by  the 
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Bridgeport  Hydraulic  Company  is  remarkably  pure,  and 
almost  wholly  free  from  contaminating  ingredients.  Prac- 
tically the  entire  city  depends  upon  it  for  domestic 
purposes." 

"As  a  steam  maker  it  is  par  excellence.  Boiler  inspectors 
in  the  employ  of  the  State  who  have  visited  Bridgeport 
assert  that  they  never  find  a  corroded  boiler  here  as  is  the 
case  in  most  other  cities.  The  Hydraulic  Company  is  en- 
gaged in  installing  a  mammoth  filtration  system  which  will 
further  enhance  the  purity  of  the  water.  The  total  daily 
consumption  is  18,000,000  gallons.  The  average  per  capita 
of  daily  consumption  for  the  whole  city  exceeds  200  gallons, 
and  the  rates  are  very  reasonable." 

"It  has  truly  been  said  that  Bridgeport,  Conn.,  is  one  of 
the  most  highly  diversified  manufacturing  cities  in  the 
United  States.  Bridgeport  has  over  900  manufacturing 
industries,  many  of  them  the  largest,  and  others  the  most 
important  of  their  kind,  with  a  variety  of  products  unsur- 
passed. Bridgeport  affords  unexampled  opportunities  to 
the  manufacturer  who  desires  to  locate  in  a  city  offering 
facilities  matched  in  many  respects  by  no  other  locality. 
The  invested  capital  in  manufactories  located  in  Bridgeport 
is  about  $40,000,000.  In  wages  $11,000,000- are  paid  an- 
nually. The  population  is  85,000.  During  the  ten  years 
preceding,  Bridgeport  showed  the  most  rapid  growth  of  all 
the  cities  in  New  England,  and  with  very  few  exceptions, 
of  all  the  cities  in  the  country." 

"Perhaps  more  than  any  other  agency  exceptional  mari- 
time advantages  have  resulted  in  the  manufacturing  devel- 
opment of  the  city.  There  is  a  daily  steamboat  line  to  New 
York,  two  vessels,  one  by  day  and  one  by  night,  running 
the  year  round,  while  frequently,  when  the  traffic  demands, 
extra  boats  are  provided.  The  steamer  William  G.  Payne, 
one  of  the  most  delightful  passenger  boats  thsit  plies  the 
waters  of  the  Sound,  leaves  its  dock  near  the  railroad 
station  daily  at  8  a.  m.,  and  lands  its  passengers  at  East 
31st  street,  New  York,  at  10:45,  making  the  run  in  two 
hours  and  45  minutes.  The  commodious  steamer,  Allan 
Joy,  known  as  the  Faithful  Watchman  of  the  Sound,  be- 
cause it  has  never  missed  a  trip  since  put  in  commission, 
leaves  its  wharf  daily  at  midnight.  While  it  has  accommo- 
dations for  passengers  desiring  to  travel  by  night  it  car- 
ries thousands  of  tons  of  freight  to  and  from  the  great 
metropolis.  A  portion  of  the  output  of  many  of  our  man- 
ufactories is  carried  to  New  York  nightly  by  water.  The 
shipping  rates  are  low  and  the  service  first  class." 
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BRIDGEWATER. 

The  town  of  Bridgewater  in  1900  had  a  population  of  649 
and  an  area  of  10,201  acres.  The  correspondent  from  that 
town  states  that  it  lies  in  the  southwestern  part  of  Litch- 
field County  adjoining  New  Haven  and  Fairfield  counties. 
The  town  has  no  direct  steam  railroad  or  trolley  connec- 
tion, the  nearest  railroad  stations  being  on  the  Litchfield 
branch  of  the  Danbury  division  and  at  New  Milford  on  the 
Berkshire  division  of  the  N.  Y.,  N.  H.  &  H.  Railroad.  It 
is  purely  an  agricultural  community,  labor  very  scarce  and 
high.  Is  an  ideal  town  for  summer  visitors,  has  an  abund- 
ant supply  of  pure  water,  beautiful  natural  scenery  and  lies 
between  the  Housatonic  and  Shepaug  rivers. 

BRISTOL. 

By  the  census  report  of  1900  Bristol  is  credited  with  hav- 
ing a  population  of  9,643.  Its  area  is  17,278  acres.  A  cor- 
respondent writes  that  Bristol  is  located  on  the  Highland 
division  of  the  N.  Y.,  N.  H.  &  H.  Railroad  with  hoi'rl> 
connection  with  Hartford  and  five  through  trains  addit'onal. 
It  has  admirable  facilities  for  the  receipt  and  shipment  of 
freight,  an  abundant  supply  of  water  for  household  and 
manufacturing  purposes;  it  has  electric  railway  connec- 
tions with  Terryville,  in  the  town  of  Plymouth,  on  the  west, 
and  with  Plainville  on  the  east,  with  connections  there  for  all 
parts  of  the  States. 

There  are  a  few  sites  for  factories  along  the  line  of  the 
Highland  division  east  of  this  place  and  between  Bristol 
and  Forestville.  A  change  in  grade  and  line  of  the  rail- 
road to  the  west  of  the  town  will  make  it  possible  for  a 
number  of  factories  to  be  built  and  to  be  within  the  limits  of 
the  borough  where  they  can  have  city  water,  light,  gas  and 
the  other  necessaries  to  make  a  plant  successful.  Bristol 
is  the  home  of  varied  industries.  It  is  probable  that  more 
than  seventy  kinds  of  articles  are  manufactured  in  the  town 
and  most  of  the  labor  employed  is  skilled  and  commands 
good  wages.  The  town  is  growing  steadily  and  will  doubtless 
have  a  population  of  15,000  at  the  next  census.  There  are  no 
special  inducements  held  out  by  the  town. 

BROOKFIELD. 

The  correspondent  in  this  town  failed  to  make  a  report  It 
should  be  recorded,  however,  that  the  census  report  for  1900 
gave  1,046  as  the  number  of  inhabitants.    The  area  of  the 
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town  is  12,749  acres.  The  town  is  accessible  by  means  of 
the  Berkshire  division  and  the  Danbury  branch  of  the  N. 
Y.y  N.  H.  &  H.  Railroad.  Its  principal  industry  is  agricul- 
ture, although  there  is  a  considerable  amount  of  manufac- 
turing in  the  shear  industry  and  the  production  of  lime. 

BROOKLYN. 

The  population  of  Brooklyn  was  given  as  2,358  by  the 
census  bureau  in  1900.  It  has  an  area  of  18,379  acres.  It 
has  no  direct  railroad  connection,  its  nearest  station  being 
Danielson  on  the  Norwich  division  of  the  N.  Y.,  N.  H.  & 
H.  Railroad.  There  is  land  available  for  manufacturing 
purposes  located  about  four  miles  from  the  line  of  the  Nor- 
wich and  Worcester  and  about  six  miles  from  the  N.  Y., 
N.  H.  &  H.  Railroads.  It  is  more  specifically  an  agricul- 
tural tc^wn  although  the  manufacture  of  cotton  goods  is 
carried  on  to  a  considerable  extent. 

BURLINGTON. 

The  area  of  this  town  is  20,160  acres  and  its  population 
in  1900  was  1,218.  It  is  situated  on  the  New  Hartford 
branch  of  the  Northampton  division  of  the  N.  Y.,  N.  H.  & 
H.  Railroad  and  there  are  eight  passenger  trains  pass  its 
station  each  day.  The  correspondent  in  this  town  states 
that  there  is  land  suitable  and  available  for  manufacturing 
purposes  located  in  close  proximity  to  the  railroad;  there 
is  a  very  large  supply  of  water  power,  an  abundance  of  sand 
and  a  limited  supply  of  lumber.  The  facilities  for  the  re- 
ceipt and  shipment  of  freight  are  good  at  the  Burlington 
station;  no  particular  line  of  manufacturing  is  given  as  be- 
ing best  adapted  to  the  town;  there  is  a  good  supply  of 
water  for  household  and  manufacturing  purposes;  there  are 
no  gas  or  electric  light  plants  and  the  town  has  no  electric 
railway  connection. 

CANAAN. 

The  reported  population  of  the  town  of  Canaan  in  1900 
was  820.  It  has  an  area  of  26,754  acres  and  its  principal 
industry  is  agriculture.  It  is  situated  on  the  Berkshire  di- 
vision of  the  N.  Y.,  N.  H.  &  H.  Railroad  and  has  frequent 
train  service.  There  are  suitable  sites  for  manufacturing 
purposes  located  adjacent  to  the  railroad,  there  being  no  avail- 
able water  power  but  a  eood  amount  of  electric  energy. 
The  town  has  a  good  supply  of  clay,  sand,  and  lumber ;  help 
can  be  secured  in  this  or  nearby  towns;  the  facilities  for 
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the  receipt  and  shipment  of  freight  are  excellent.  There 
is  a  good  water  supply  and  the  town  is  supplied  with 
electric  lights.  There  are  no  electric  railway  connections 
although  a  line  is  contemplated  to  Great  Harrington,  Mass. 
A  Board  of  Trade  is  established  and  prepared  to  propose 
good  inducements  for  the  location  of  industrial  enterprises. 


CANTERBURY. 

The  population  of  the  town  of  Canterbury  in  1900  was 
876  and  its  area  27,882  acres.  The  correspondent  from  the 
town  states  that  it  is  located  on  the  line  of  the  N.  Y.,  X. 
H.  &  H.  Railroad  and  that  there  are  four  trains  daily. 
There  is  land  suitable  and  available  for  manufacturing  pur- 
poses located  one  and  one-half  miles  from  the  nearest  rail- 
road station — Plainfield  Junction.  There  is  a  supply  of  water 
power  of  an  estimated  horse-power  of  2,500  not  yet  utilized 
on  the  Quinnebaug  river.  Help  can  be  readily  secured 
and  the  facilities  for  freight  shipments  is  furnished  by  two 
railroads  at  Plainfield  Junction.  The  manufacture  of 
woolen  goods  is  best  adapted  to  the  town,  there  is  a  good 
supply  of  water  for  household  and  manufacturing  purposes ; 
there  are  no  gas  or  electric  light  plants,  neither  is  the  town 
connected  with  other  towns  by  electric  railways.  It  is  the 
opinion  of  the  correspondent  that  taxes  would  be  abated 
for  a  term  of  years  to  new  industries  and  that  all  possible 
would  be  done  by  the  town  to  induce  industrial  enterprises 
to  locate. 

CANTON. 

The  town  of  Canton  in  which  is  situated  the  manufacturing" 
village  of  Collinsville,  had  in  1900  a  population  of  2,678  and  an 
area  of  19,799  acres.  Is  situated  on  the  line  of  the  Central 
New  England  Railway  and  on  the  New  Hartford  branch  of 
Air  Line-Northampton  Division  of  the  N.  Y.,  N.  H.  &  H. 
Railroad.  There  are  eight  trains  on  each  line  each  day. 
Within  one-quarter  mile  of  each  railroad  there  is  land 
available  for  manufacturing  purposes,  there  is  also  a  good 
supply  of  water  power,  an  abundant  supply  of  sand  and 
lumber,  and  it  is  probable  that  help  could  be  readily  se- 
cured. The  facilities  for  the  receipt  and  shipment  of 
freight  at  either  railroad  station  are  excellent,  there  is  a 
good  supply  of  water  for  household  and  maviufacturing 
purposes,  but  the  town  is  not  supplied  with  gas  or  electric 
light  plants  and  there  are  no  electric  railways. 
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CHAPLIN. 

This  town  had  a  population  of  529  in  1900,  its  area  is 
12,399  acres;  agriculture  is  its  principal  industry  although 
paper-making  is  carried  on  to  some  extent.  No  report  was 
received  from  the  correspondent  as  to  industrial  opportun- 
ities not  yet  utilized. 

CHATHAM-. 

This  town,  which  includes  the  villages  of  East  Hamp- 
ton, Middle  Haddam  and  Cobalt,  had  a  population  of  2,271 
in  1900.  Its  area  is  23,147  acres.  It  is  situated  on  the  Air 
Line  Division  of  the  N.  Y.,  N.  H.  &  H.  Railroad  and  there 
are  eight  trains  each  day.  A  correspondent  states  that 
there  is  land  suitable  and  available  for  manufacturing  pur- 
poses located  within  one  mile  of  the  railroad  and  that  there 
is  a  good  supply  of  water  power,  about  one  hundred  horse- 
power not  yet  utilized. 

The  correspondent  adds  that  there  is  a  supply  of  clay, 
sand,  lumber,  etc.,  that  help  can  be  secured  in  this  or  nearby 
towns  and  that  there  are  excellent  facilities  for  the  receipt 
and  shipment  of  freight.  Any  kind  of  manufacturing 
would  be  well  adapted  to  the  town,  the  principal  industries 
at  present  being  bells,  tovs,  and  thread.  There  is  a  sup- 
ply of  water  for  household  and  manufacturing  purposes, 
improvements  in  which  is  contemplated.  The  town  is  sitp- 
plied  with  electric  light  service  but  there  are  no  electric 
railways.  The  town  exempts  from  taxes  all  manufacturers 
who  invest  over  $5,000  in  new  enterprises.  Location  of 
town  specially  advantageous  for  manufacturing  and  land 
can  be  procured  at  a  very  low  price  for  new  enterprises. 

CHESHIRE. 

The  population  of  this  town  in  1900  was  1,989,  its  area 
is  15,601  acres.  It  is  situated  on  the  Air  Line-Northamp- 
ton Division  of  the  N.  Y.,  N.  H.  &  H.  Railroad,  the  accom- 
modations for  travel  being  four  trains  each  way  each  day. 
There  is  land  situated  near  the  railroad  available  for  manu- 
facturing purposes,  there  is  a  considerable  amount  of  water 
power  not  yet  utilized,  a  limited  supply  of  sand,  and  ex- 
cellent facilities  for  the  receipt  and  shipment  of  freisrht.  The 
manufacture  of  light  hardware  would  be  best  adapted  to 
the  town  although  help  is  not  readily  obtained.  The 
water  supply  consists  of  wells  for  household  use,  the  town 
is  lighted  by  electricity  and  it  is  connected  with  adjoining 
towns  by  electric  railways. 
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CHESTER. 

This  town  had  a  population  in  1900  of  1,328,  and  an  area 
of  10,338  acres.  No  report  concerning  industrial  oppor- 
tunities was  received  from  the  correspondent  in  this  town. 
It  is  situated  on  the  Valley  Division  of  the  N.  Y.,  N.  H.  &  H. 
Railroad.  A  considerable  amount  of  manufacturing  is 
carried  on  there,  a  great  portion  of  its  territory  being  de- 
voted to  agriculture. 

CLINTON. 

The  population  of  the  town  of  Clinton  in  1900  was  1,429 
and  its  area  10,524  acres.  It  is  situated  on  the  New  linden 
Division  of  the  N.  Y.,  N.  H.  &  H.  Railroad  and  there  arc 
sixteen  passenger  trains  passing  the  station  each  day.  The 
correspondent  states  there  is  land  suitable  and  available 
for  manufacturing  purposes  situated  directly  on  the  line  of 
the  railroad  but  no  supply  of  water  power.  There  is  a  plen- 
tiful supply  of  sand,  help  is  easily  obtainable  and  there  are 
excellent  facilities  for  the  receipt  and  shipment  of  freight- 
The  town  is  well  adapted  for  the  manufacture  of  a  variety 
of  articles  and  its  water  system  furnishes  an  abundant  sup- 
ply for  household  and  manufacturing  purposes ;  a  sufficient 
quantity  for  a  population  of  30,000  people.  The  town  is 
lighted  by  electricity  from  a  plant  operated  within  its  limits: 
there  are  no  connecting  electric  railways,  though  one  is  contem- 
plated, a  charter  for  its  construction  having  already  been 
secured. 

COLCHESTER. 

The  population  of  the  town  of  Colchester  in  1900,  was  1,901. 
and  its  area  is  34,131  acres.  The  town  is  situated  on  the 
Colchester  branch  of  the  Air  Line-Northampton  Division  of 
the  N.  Y.,  N.  H.  &  H.  R.  Railroad  and  there  are  six  trains 
pass  the  station  each  day,  making  connections  with  thro^eh 
trains  on  the  main  line.  The  correspondent  states  that 
there  is  a  supply  of  water  power  not  yet  utilized: 
there  is  an  abundance  of  sand  and  that  help  can  be  secured 
in  this  and  adjoining  towns. 

The  facilities  for  the  shipment  of  freight  are  excellent 
and  the  town  is  best  adapted  to  the  manufacture  of  cotton 
or  rubber  goods,  these  articles  having  been  produced  here 
formerly.  There  is  no  water  system,  no  gas,  electric  light 
plant  or  electric  railways.  The  town  has  voted  in  the  past 
and  presumably  would  now  be  not  averse  to  abating  taxes 
on  the  property  of  new  establishments  locating  here. 
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The  principal  industry  is  agriculture  although  there  are 
paper  mills  now  in  operation. 

COLEBROOK. 

The  population  of  this  town  in  1900  was  684  and  its 
area  is  20,931.  It  is  situated  five  miles  from  the  railroad  at 
Winsted;  there  is  a  plentiful  supply  of  water  and  at  one 
time  there  were  numerous  factories  conducted  alon^  the 
various  streams  in  the  town,  now  not  one  in  operation. 

COLUMBIA. 

This  town  was  credited  with  a  population  of  655  by  the 
census  report  of  1900,  its  area  being  14,467  acres.  No  re- 
ply was  received  from  the  correspondent  in  this  town  con- 
cerning industrial  opportunities. 

CORNWALL. 

A  population  of  1,175  was  credited  to  this  town  by  the 
census  report  of  1900  and  its  area  is  31,784  acres.  It  is 
situated  on  the  Berkshire  Division  of  the  N.  Y.,  N.  H.  &  H. 
Railroad  and  there  are  eighteen  trains  pass  the  station  each 
day.  There  is  land  available  for  manufacturing  purposes 
situated  on  the  line  of  the  railroad,  the  Housatonic  River  fur- 
nishes unlimited  water  power;  there  is  a  supply  of  clay, 
sand,  lumber,  etc.  Help  can  be  readily  secured  and  the 
facilities  for  the  receipt  and  shipment  of  freight  are  excel- 
lent. Manufacturing  of  various  kinds  would  be  well 
adapted  to  the  town.  There  are  no  electric  light  or  rail- 
way plants. 

COVENTRY. 

The  population  of  this  town  in  1900  was  1632  and  its 
area  is  24,588  acres.  It  is  situated  on  the  line  of  the  Central 
Vermont  Railroad  and  there  are  four  trains  each  day. 
There  is  land  with  water  privileges  available  for  manufac- 
turing purposes  situated  near  the  line  of  the  railroad.  A 
supply  of  clay,  sand  and  lumber  can  be  had,  help  can  be 
secured  is  nearby  towns  and  there  are  jSfoo^l  facilities?  for  the 
receipt  and  shipment  of  freight.  General  manufacturing 
is  adapted  to  the  town,  woolen  goods  being  formerlv  pro- 
duced here.  There  is  a  good  water  supply,  no  gas,  electric 
light  or  street  railways. 
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CROMWELL. 

This  town  was  credited  with  a  population  of  2^31  in  1900 
and  its  area  is  8455  acres.  It  is  situated  on  the  Valley 
Division  of  the  N.  V.,  N.  H.  &  H.  Railroad  with  stations 
at  Ciomwell  and  North  Cromwell.  There  are  seven  pas- 
senger and  six  freight  trains  passing^  this  station  each  day. 
There  is  abundant  land  available  lor  manufacturing  pur- 
poses on  the  line  of  the  railroad  and  water  power  is  obtain- 
able. There  is  a  good  supply  of  clay,  sand  and  lumber, 
help  can  be  easily  secured  and  there  are  especially  good 
facilities  for  the  receipt  and  shipment  of  freight.  There  is 
an  extensive  plant  in  operation  here  which  manufactures, 
principally,  cast  iron  toys  and  a  good  opportunity  for  the 
manufacture  of  novelties  of  all  kinds.  The  town  has  an 
abundant  supply  of  water  and  is  supplied  with  electricitr 
which  is  generated  at  Middletown,  but  has  no  electric  rail- 
ways. 

DANBURY. 

This  town,  widely  known  as  the  center  of  the  hatting  in- 
dustry had  a  population  in  1900  of  19474  and  its  area  is 
29.047  acres.  Reference  to  Part  I.  of  this  publication, 
concerning  new  factories  constructed  during  the  year,  fur- 
nishes convincing  proof  that  the  enterprise  of  Danburv's 
citizens  has  borne  fruit.  Extracts  are  here  made  from  pam- 
phlets issued  and  distributed  by  the  Danbury  Business 
Men's  Association,  which  doubtless  had  much  to  do  with 
the  increased  industrial  activity  which  obtained  during  the 
year. 

Industries  seeking  new  and  inexpensive  locations  should 
give  Danbury  careful  consideration.  There  will  be  no  hes- 
itation on  the  part  of  her  business  men  to  aid  in  all  ways 
within  their  power  any  deserving  industry  that  may  be 
seeking  to  better  its  condition,  or  new  industries  that  are 
looking  for  a  proper  location  in  which  to  make  a  start.  The 
shipping  facilities  in  all  directions  are  good,  the  water  sup- 
ply is  pure  and  abundant,  the  water  rates  to  manufacturers 
are  the  lowest  in  the  country,  and  the  cost  of  living  is  very 
moderate. 

Danbury  is  admirably  located  geographically,  and  the 
rich  markets  to  the  north,  east,  south  and  west  are  easiljr 
reached  by  direct  rail  communications :  The  Highland  Di- 
vision of  the  N.Y.,  N.  H.&H.  Railroad  affording  east  and 
west  transportation,  the  Berkshire  Division  going  north  and 
south,  and  the  Danbury  Division  and  the  main  line  of  the 
New  Haven  system  to  New  York. 
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Danbury  is  a  center  of  great  railway  activity.  The  N. 
Y.,  N.  H.  &  H.  Co.,  having  faith  in  the  future  of  the  city, 
has  recently  erected  a  handsome  and  commodious  passen- 
ger station  and  is  constantly  improving  its  side-trackage 
and  freight-yard  facilities;  its  Highland  Division  is  being 
double-tracked,  and  $2,500,000  has  been  appropriated  by 
this  strong  corporation  to  build  a  new  road  from  Port  Ches- 
tej,  N.  Y.,  to  Danbury.  This  road,  which  will  be  double- 
tracked,  will  make  an  air  line  route  to  New  York,  shorten- 
ing the  present  distance  (6^  niiles)  bv  eip^ht  miles,  and  the 
express  train  time  to  less  than  one  hour  and  fifteen 
minutes. 

The  passenger  rate  in  all  directions  from  Danbury  is  two 
cents  a  mile  and  the  freight  and  express  tariffs  are  reason- 
able. 

The  Danbury  &  Harlem  Railway  Co.  has  abotit  com- 
pleted a  stone-ballasted  electric  traction  road  from  Danbury 
to  Golden's  Bridge,  where  connection  is  made  with  the  New 
York  Central.  This  road  will  carry  express  and  freight  as 
well  as  passengers  and  give  quick  service  to  and  from  New 
York  city.  Upon  the  completion  of  this  road,  Danbury  will 
have  the  distinction  of  being  the  only  city  in  Connecticut 
with  a  competing  railway  to  New  York. 

Danbury  leads  all  other  cities  in  the  country  in  the  manu- 
facture of  fur  hats,  especially  fine  derbys,  there  being 
twenty-seven  hat  factories  in  the  city  and  a  number  in  im- 
mediately adjoining  towns.  Besides  the  hat  industr}'  there 
are  large  machine  shops,  electrical  works,  silk  mills,  the 
Rogers  and  the  Brainard  &  Wilson  silver-plating  plants, 
proprietary  medicine  factories,  shirt  and  shirt  waist  shops, 
extensive  box  factories,  etc. — altogether  over  Sfiventy  man- 
ufacturing concerns,  giving  employment  to  thousands  of 
skilled  mechanics.  New  factories  are  beiner  built  and 
hardly  a  plant  in  the  city  that  is  not  undergoing  enlarge- 
ments.    Many  available  factory  sites  are  easily  obtainable. 

The  advantages  and  attractions  of  Danbury  as  a  place  of 
residence  cannot  be  excelled  bv  any  city  in  New  England. 
It  is  situated  well  up  on  the  hills  of  Western  Connecticut, 
at  an  elevation  of  nearly  five  hundred  feet  above  sea  level, 
and  is  one  of  the  healthiest  cities  in  the  country.  Although 
twenty-four  miles  from  tide  water,  a  few  minutes  walk  will 
take  one  to  the  summit  of  several  high  hills  from  which 
Long  Island  Sound  is  plainly  visible. 

Danbury  with  a  population  of  over  20,000  people  offers 
many  metropolitan  advantages.  High-class  stores  offer 
unexcelled  advantages  in  buying  the  necessities  and  lux- 
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uries  of  life.  Its  hotel  facilities  are  ample.  It  has  two 
national  and  two  savings  banks,  ten  handsome  churches, 
one  of  the  best  public  libraries  in  the  state,  an  enterprishig 
ten-page  daily  newspaper,  a  theatre,  fine  municipal  and 
other  public  buildings,  a  good  electric  street  railway  service 
which  is  being  extended  by  the  building  of  new  lines,  a  well- 
organized  city  government  with  paid  fire  and  police  depart- 
ments, a  public  hospital,  and  the  city  is  well  sewered.  It  is 
a  county  seat,  with  a  new  court  house,  ipany  handsome  resi- 
dences, and  beautifully  shaded  streets. 

DARIEN. 

The  town  of  Darien  had  a  population  of  3,116  in  1900,  and 
an  area  of  9,536  acres.  No  reply  was  received  from  the  cor- 
respondent in  this  town. 

DERBY. 

There  were  7,930  inhabitants  credited  to  the  town  of 
Derby  in  the  census  report  for  1900;  a  much  larger  popula- 
tion is  claimed  for  it  at  this  time  by  residents  in  the  com- 
munity. It  has  an  area  of  3,293  acres  and  a  correspondent 
furnishes  the  following  information  concerning  its  Indus- 
rial  advanages: 

Permanent  and  reliable  water  power,  direct  or  electrically 
applied,  for  manufacturing  purposes  located  at  Derby  and  ac- 
knowledged as  one  of  the  best  water  powers  in  this  section. 

The  many  advantages  of  location,  supplemented  by  ches^ 
ness  and  permanency  of  power,  variety  of  industries,  skilled 
labor,  facilities  for  transportation  and  close  proximity  to  other 
large  manufacturing  communities,  combine  to  make  Derby  an 
industrial  center  unequalled  and  unsurpassed  by  any  city  or 
town  in  New  England,  and  where  the  manufacturer  can  safely, 
conveniently  and  advantageously  locate  his  business. 

Advantages  of  location  are:  Seventy-five  miles  from  New 
York  City,  via  New  York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford  R.  R-,  two 
hours  by  rail ;  six  trains  daily  each  way ;  transportation  by  rail 
and  water ;  its  close  proximity  to  other  large  cities  and  towns 
is  of  great  advantage  in  respect  to  skilled  labor. 

Variety  of  goods  manufactured,  viz :  metallic  bedsteads,  cut- 
lery, rubber  goods,  pins,  hair  pins,  hooks  and  eyes,  silver  plated 
ware,  cotton  and  woolen  goods,  typewriters  and  printing 
presses,  tacks,  nails  and  bolts,  iron  and  brass  castings,  machin- 
ery and  tools,  buttons,  combs,  corsets,  corset  steels  and  dress 
stays,  silk  plush  and  silk  ribbons,  paper  boxes,  brass  and  cop- 
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per  goods,  paper,  guns  and  ammunition,  door  keys,  pianos 
and  organs  and  other  miscellaneous  goods.  Beautiful  scenery, 
healthful  location,  churches,  schools,  banks,  opera  house,  elec- 
tric street  railway,  gas,  electric  lights,  city  water  works  and 
fire  department. 

DURHAM. 

A  population  of  884  is  shown  for  this  town  by  the  census 
report  of  1900;  its  area  is  15,417  acres.  A  correspondent 
furnished  the  information  that  the  town  is  situated  on  the 
Air  Line  Division  of  the  N.  Y.,  N.  H.  &  H.  Railroad,  but 
three  miles  from  same.  He  reports  that  there  are  three 
trains  each  way  each  day  and  that  there  is  land  available  for 
manufacturing  purposes  from  two  and  one-half  to  six 
miles  from  the  railroad.  The  correspondent  adds  that  there 
is  a  supply  of  water  power  not  utilized,  that  there  is  a  sup- 
ply of  clay,  sand  and  timber,  that  help  could  be  secured  in 
this  or  adjacent  towns,  the  facilities  for  the  receipt  and  ship- 
ment of  freight  fairly  good,  that  the  manufacture  of  light 
goods  is  best  adapted  to  the  town,  to  avoid  expense  of  heavy 
trucking,  a  good  supply  of  water ;  there  are  no  gas  or  electric 
light  plants  neither  are  there  electric  railways. 

EASTFORD. 

The  census  report  for  1900  gives  this  town  a  population  of 
523,  its  area  is  18,269  acres.  A  correspondent  states  that 
Abington  on  the  line  of  the  N.  Y.,  N.  H.  &  H.  Railroad,  is 
the  nearest  station.  There  is  land  available  for  manufac- 
turing purposes  five  miles  from  the  railroad,  that  there  is 
water  power  not  yet  utilized  at  Phoenixville,  a  village  with- 
in the  town,  that  there  is  a  supply  of  clay,  sand  and  lumber ; 
help  can  be  secured,  the  manufacture  of  bobbins  and  spools 
is  best  adapted  to  the  town  and  there  are  no  gas,  electric 
lights  or  railways. 

"EAST  GRANBY. 

This  town  had  a  population  of  684  in  1900  and  its  area  is 
11,341  acres.  No  report  as  to  industrial  opportunities  was 
received  from  the  correspondent. 

EAST  HADDAM 

The  area  of  this  town  is  35,712  acres  and  its  population  in 
1900  was  2485.    The  correspondent  in  this  town  states : 

"It  has  no  direct  railroad  connection,  transportation  of 
passengers  and  freight  being  made  by  transfer  by  ferry  to 
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the  opposite  side  of  the  river  at  the  station  of  Goodspeeds 
on  the  Valley  branch  of  the  Hartford  Division  of  the  N.  Y., 
N.  H.  &  H.  Railroad,  where  there  are  excellent  facilities  for 
shipping,  numerous  trains  passing  the  station  each  day,  in 
addition  to  which  the  town  has  connection  by  steamboat 
with  New  York  and  the  river  towns  during  the  open  season. 
There  is  land  available  for  manufacturing  purposes  located 
some  distance  from  the  railroad,  but  in  close  proximity  to 
the  steamboat  landing,  there  is  an  abundant  supply  of  water 
power  to  be  had,  its  horse-power  being  difficult  to  approxi- 
mate ;  there  is  a  supply  of  clay,  sand  and  lumber,  and  help 
can  be  secured  in  this  or  adjacent  towns.  Manufactures  of 
cotton  or  light  hardware  would  be  well  adapted  to  the  town ; 
the  town  is  supplied  with  water  for  household  purposes 
from  wells  and  cisterns,  manufacturing  establishments  be- 
ing furnished  from  streams,  the  town  is  supplied  with  elec- 
tric lights  from  a  private  plant  and  has  no  electric  railway 
connections  at  present  although  there  are  chartered  rights 
for  the  construction  and  operation  to  East  Hampton." 


EAST  HARTFORD. 

The  census  report  for  1900  gives  the  population  of  this 
town  as  6,406,  the  area  is  11,674  acres.  A  correspondent 
supplied  the  information  that  the  town  is  situated  on  the 
Highland  Division  of  the  N.  Y.,  N.  H.  &  H.  Railroad,  it  be- 
ing a  distributing  point ;  there  are  numerous  trains  passing 
the  station  each  day.  An  abundance  of  land  is  available 
for  manufacturing  purposes  immediately  adjacent  to  the 
railroad  and  river  navigation.  A  good  supply  of  water 
power  and  an  abundance  of  clay^  and  sand.  Help  can  be 
easily  secured,  all  kinds  of  manufactured  goods  would  be 
well  adapted  to  the  town  and  the  facilities  for  the  receipt 
and  shipment  of  freight  are  of  the  best  through  the  means 
of  the  various  stations  within  the  town.  There  is  a  good 
supply  of  water,  the  town  is  also  supplied  with  gas,  electric 
lights  and  railways. 

The  correspondent  adds  that  special  advantages  for  man- 
ufacturing are  its  opportunities  for  shipment  of  freight.  A 
new  industry  has  just  been  started,  to  wit:  The  Adams 
Tool  company.  The  completion  of  the  great  bridge  con- 
necting the  town  with  the  city  of  Hartford  will  afford  ad- 
ditional advantages,  and  the  East  Hartford  Business  Men's 
Association  invites  new  industries  to  examine  the  facilities 
here. 
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EAST  HAVEN. 

According  to  the  report  of  the  census  bureau  for  1900 
this  town  had  a  population  of  1,167,  ^^  ^^^^  is  8,069  acres. 
A  correspondent  writes  that  the  town  is  situated  on  the 
Shore  Line  Division  of  the  N.  Y.,  N.  H.  &  H.  Railroad,  four 
miles  east  of  New  Haven;  that  there  are  numerous  trains 
pass  its  station  each  day.  There  is  land  available  for  man- 
ufacturing purposes  adjacent  to  the  railroad  but  no  water 
power.  There  is  no  supply  of  clay,  sand  or  lumber  and  the 
supply  of  help  is  limited.  Freight  can  be  received  and 
shipped  to  advantage  and  there  is  a  good  supply  of  water  for 
household,  but  not  for  manufacturing  purposes.  Gas  is 
furnished  by  the  New  Haven  Gas  Light  Company  and 
there  are  electric  railways  connecting  the  town  with  New 
Haven  and  Branford.  The  correspondent  adds  that  East 
Haven  is  purely  a  farming  and  agricultural  town. 

EAST  LYME. 

The  population  of  this  town  in  1900  was  1,836,  its  area 
is  23,515  acres.  It  is  situated  on  the  Shore  Line  Division  of 
the  N.  Y.,  N.  H.  &  H.  Railroad  and  numerous  trains  pass  its 
station  each  day.  There  is  land  situated  quite  near  the  line 
of  the  railroad  which  is  available  for  manufacturing  pur- 
poses. The  correspondent  is  silent  concerning  available 
water  power.  There  is  a  supply  of  clay,  sand  ^nd  lumber. 
Help  can  be  secured  and  the  facilities  for  the  receipt  and 
shipment  of  freight  are  very  good  at  the  stations  of  East 
Lyme  and  Niantic.  A  good  supply  of  water  for  household 
use  is  reported,  there  are  no  gas  or  electric  light  plants ;  the 
town  is  connected  with  others  by  means  of  the  New  Lon- 
don and  East  Lyme  street  railway. 

EASTON. 

This  town  had  a  population  of  960  in  1900,  its  area  is 
19,045  acres.  No  report  was  received  from  the  correspond- 
ent concerning  industrial  opportunities  not  yet  utilized. 

EAST  WINDSOR. 

The  population  of  the  town  of  East  Windsor  in  1900  was 
3,158,  its  area  is  17,081  acres.  Its  railroad  accommodations 
are  excellent,  being  reached  by  the  Springfield  branch  of 
the  Highland  Division,  and  also  by  the  main  line  of  the 
N.  Y.,  N.  H.  &  H.  Railroad  at  Warehouse  Point.    A  consid- 
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erable  amount  of  land  is  available  for  manufacturing  pur- 
poses,  there  is  good  water  power  to  be  had,  a  supply  of  clay, 
sand  and  lumber;  help  can  be  secured  and  there  are  street 
railway  conveniences. 

ELLINGTON. 

This  town  had  a  population  of  1,829  ^^  ^^^  census  year  of 
1900,  its  area  is  22,685  acres.  It  is  situated  on  the  Spring- 
field branch  of  the  Highland  Division  of  the  N.  Y.,  N.  H,  4 
H.  R.  Railroad,  there  being  six  passenger  trains  each  day. 
It  is  admirably  located  for  the  manufacture  of  woolen  and 
silk  goods,  there  being  abundant  land  available  lor  the  pur- 
pose. Water  sufficient  to  supply  a  force  of  300  horse  power 
is  obtainable ;  there  is  an  abundance  of  clay,  sand  and  lum- 
ber. Help  can  be  easily  secured,  there  are  good  facilities 
for  the  shipment  of  freight,  and  excellent  electric  railway 
accommodations. 

ENFIELD. 

The  thriving  village  of  Thompsonville  is  included  in  the 
limits  of  the  town  of  Enfield  which  had  a  population  of 
6,699  ^^  1900,  its  area  is  22,647  acres.  While  a  great  portion 
of  Enfield's  territory  is  given  up  to  agriculture,  it  has,  at 
Thompsonville,  a  prosperous  industrial  community.  It  is 
situated  on  the  Hartford  Division  of  the  N.  Y.,  N.  H.  &  H. 
Railroad  and  twenty-one  trains  pass  the  station  each  da>. 
There  is  abundant  land  suitable  and  available  for  manufactur- 
ing purposes  adjacent  to  the  railroad  and  very  superior  ad- 
vantages for  the  receipt  and  shipment  of  freight.  There  is 
a  good  supply  of  water  for  manufacturing  and  household 
purposes.  The  town  is  well  adapted  to  varied  industries: 
help  can  be  secured  advantageously.  It  is  supplied  with  a 
plant  for  electric  lighting,  and  pipes  are  now  being  laid  for 
the  transmission  of  gas.  There  is  also  good  electric  street 
railway  accommodations,  the  Hartford  and  Springfield 
Electric  Railroad  passing  through  the  town,  with  branch 
lines  to  Hazardville,  Somers,  Broadbrook,  Melros^  Elling- 
ton, and  Rockville.  The  tax  rate  is  unusually  low  and  s*^- 
cial  arrangements  as  to  exemptions  have  been  made  with 
nearbv  established  industries. 

ESSEX. 

The  town  of  Essex  was  given  a  population  of  2,530  by 
the  census  report  of  1900,  its  area  is  7^559  acres.     It  is  sit- 
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uated  on  the  Valley  Division  of  the  N.  Y.,  N.  H.  &  H.  Rail- 
road  and  on  the  Connecticut  River,  thus  furnishing  admir- 
able means  for  the  transportation  of  passengers  and  freight 
by  rail  or  water.  No  report  as  to  industrial  opportunities 
not  yet  utilized  was  received  from  the  correspondent  in  this 
town. 

FAIRFIELD. 

The  town  of  Fairfield  was  credited  with  a  population  of 
4,489  by  the  census  report  for  1900,  its  area  is  20,560  acres. 
It  is  situated  on  the  New  York  Division  of  the  N.  Y.,  N.  H. 
&  H.  Railroad  and  there  are  in  the  vicinity  of  twenty  pas- 
senger trains  pass  the  station  each  way  each  day.  The 
correspondent  in  this  town  states  that  the  local  Board  of 
Trade  will  co-operate  with  any  parties  desirous  of  locating 
industrial  enterprises  here.  He  also  states  that  there  is  a 
quantity  of  land  suitable  and  available  for  manufacturing 
purposes  within  a  short  distance  of  the  railroad,  that  there 
is  an  abundant  supply  of  water  for  household  and  manufac- 
turing purposes,  but  that  the  town  is  lacking  in  its  supply 
of  clay,  sand  or  lumber.  Help  can  be  secured  here  or  in 
nearby  towns  and  the  facilities  for  the  receipt  and  ship- 
ment of  freight  are  excellent  at  the  stations  of  Fairfield  and 
Southport.  There  are  no  gas  or  electric  light  plants  but 
the  town  has  superior  electric  railway  service  connecting  it 
with  other  towns  and  cities. 

FARMINGTON. 

The  population  of  this  town  in  1900  was  3,331,  its  area  is 
15,711  acres.  It  is  situated  on  the  Northampton  Division  of 
the  N.  Y.,  N.  H.  &  H.  Railroad  and  has  excellent  facilities 
for  the  receipt  and  shipment  of  freight  at  Farmington  and 
Unionville.  There  are  six  passenger  trains  pass  the  sta- 
tion each  day.  The  town  is  supplied  with  an  electric  light 
plant  and  has  admirable  electric  railway  connection  with 
other  towns.  It  also  has  a  good  supply  of  water  for  all 
purposes,  the  manufacture  of  light  goods  is  best  adapted  to 
the  town  and  help  is  obtainable  in  this  and  adjacent  towns. 

FRANKLIN. 

This  town  had  a  population  in  1900  of  546,  its  area  is 
12,569  acres.  It  is  situated  on  the  line  of  the  Central  Ver- 
mont Railroad  and  five  passenger  trains  pass  its  two  sta- 
tions each  Way  each  day. 
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Concerning  the  supply  of  water  power  the  correspondent 
relates  that  there  are  two  fair  sized  streams  running 
through  the  town  which  formerly  furnished  power  for  saw 
and  grist  mills  now  abandoned.  There  is  a  limited  supply 
of  clay,  sand  and  lumber.  Help  is  to  be  secured  when  de- 
sired, the  facilities  for  the  receipt  and  shipment  of  freight 
are  excellent  at  Franklin,  North  Franklin  and  Yantic,  the 
latter  station  being  just  over  the  town  line.  There  is  a 
good  supply  of  water  for  household  purposes,  no  gas  or 
electric  light  plant,  but  the  electric  line  of  the  Willimantic 
Traction  Company  passes  through  the  town  connecting  it 
with  other  communities. 

GLASTONBURY. 

The  census  report  for  1900  gives  this  town  a  population 
of  4,260,  the  area  is  35,116  acres.  It  is  situated  on  the 
Connecticut  River,  the  nearest  railroad  station  being  Rocky 
Hill  on  the  line  of  the  Valley  Division  of  the  N.  Y.,  N.  H. 
&  H.  Railroad.  The  steamer  from  Hartford  to  New  York 
stops  daily  at  South  Glastonbury  wharf  during  the  season. 
There  is  land  obtainable  suitable  for  manufacturing  pur- 
poses within  one  and  one-half  to  two  arid  one-half  miles  of 
the  nearest  railroad  station,  an  abundant  supply  of  water 
power  could  be  had,  clay,  sand  and  lumber  is  also  abund- 
ant. The  manufacture  of  textiles,  binders'  boards,  paper, 
etc.,  would  be  best  adapted  to  the  town.  Help  can  be  se- 
cured in  this  or  nearby  towns.  There  are  good  facilities 
for  the  receipt  and  shipment  of  freight  at  the  railroad 
station  at  Rocky  Hill  and  at  the  steamboat  landings  for 
Hartford  and  New  York.  There  is  a  good  water  supply 
for  household  and  manufacturing  purposes,  the  town  is  not 
supplied  with  gas  or  electric  light  plants,  although  the 
establishment  of  the  latter  is  contemplated.  A  line  of  elec- 
tric street  railway  runs  through  the  town  connecting  it 
with  Hartford  and  other  towns. 

GOSHEN. 

The  population  of  this  town  in  1900  was  835,  its  area  is 
27,997  acres.  It  has  no  direct  railroad  communication, 
connection  is  made  by  stage,  however,  at  Torrington,  on  the 
line  of  the  Naugatuck  Division  of  the  N.  Y„  N.  H.  &  H. 
Railroad.  There  is  land  at  West  Goshen  available  for  man- 
ufacturing purposes  located  six  miles  from  the  nearest  rail- 
road.   At  one  time  there  were  brick  and  pottery  plants  lo- 
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cated  here,  but  at  this  time  the  agriculture  and  dairying  in- 
dustries obtain.  There  is  a  fair  supply  of  water  for  house- 
hold and  manufacturing  purposes  but  no  gas,  electric  lights 
or  electric  railways. 

GRANBY. 

The  census  report  for  1900  gives  the  population  of 
Granby  as  being  1,299,  ^^  ^^^  ^^  26,167  acres.  It  is  situated 
on  the  Northampton  division  of  the  N.  Y.,  N.  H.  &  H. 
Railroad,  and  there  are  three  passenger  trains  pass  its  sta- 
tion each  way  each  day.  There  is  land  available  for  man- 
ufacturing purposes  located  one-half  mile  from  the  railroad. 
There  is,  at  West  Granby,  a  supply  of  water  power,  an 
abundance  of  sand  but  a  scarcity  of  clay  and  lumber.  Help 
can  be  secured  to  some  extent ;  there  are  good  facilities  for 
transportation  of  freight,  a  good  supply  of  water  for  house- 
hold and  manufacturing  purposes;  no  gas,  electric  li^ht 
plants  or  electric  j-ailways.  The  Simplex  Manufacturing 
Company  recently  established  a  business  at  West  Granby, 
manufacturing  filing  machines  and  contemplate  the  manu- 
facture of  envelope  scales,  safety  valves  and  other 
specialties. 

GREENWICH. 

By  the  census  report  of  1900  the  town  of  Greenwich  is 
given  a  population  of  12,172,  its  area  is  31,632  acres.  It  is 
situated  on  the  New  York  Division  of  the  N.  Y.,  N.  H.  & 
H.  Railroad,  and  there  are  thirty  passenger  trains  east- 
bound  and  twenty-two  westbound  pass  its  station  each  day. 
Concerning  land  available  for  manufacturing  purposes  one 
correspondent  writes:  "None,  too  valuable  for  other  pur- 
poses," another  states:  "None  available  convenient  to 
railroads."  Both  correspondents  agree  that  there  is  no  sup- 
ply of  water  power  and  that  the  supply  of  sand,  clay  and 
lumber  is  small.  One  correspondent  states  that  help  can 
be  secured  in  this  or  adjacent  towns,  the  other  that  New 
York  is  depended  upon  principally."  Concerning  facilities 
for  the  receipt  and  shipment  of  freight,  the  first  informant 
states  that  at  "Greenwich,  Coscob,  Riverside  and  Sound 
Beach,  there  are  good  freighting  facilities,"  while  the  other 
correspondent  relates  that  "there  is  considerable  complaint 
regarding  freight  facilities."  As  to  the  kind  of  manufac- 
turing best  adapted  to  the  town,  one  states  that  it  has  "no 
particular  adaptation ,  for  any,"  the  other  suggests 
"Woolens,  Iron  and  Tinners'  hardware." 
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Referring  to  water  supply  one  informant  says  that  it  is 
"good,"  the  other  "quality  good:  quantity  questionable." 
The  town  is  supplied  with  an  electric  light  plant  and  there 
is  an  electric  railway  connecting  it  with  other  towns.  Con- 
tinuing one  correspondent  states  that  "real  estate  is  valued 
at  from  $i,ooo  to  $12,000  per  acre  for  residential  purposes, 
consequently  very  little  inducement  is  offered  for  manufac- 
turing concerns  to  locate  in  the  town."  The  second  in- 
formant relates  that  "Greenwich  primarily,  is  a  residential 
town,  and  its  natural  advantages  in  that  respect  are  being 
exploited  to  the  exclusion  of  thought  even  regarding  indus- 
trial progress.  It  is  a  current  belief  in  the  town  that  fac- 
tories would  lessen  land  values,  and  the  coming  of  indus- 
tries would  be  discouraged  rather  than  encouraged." 

GRISWOLD. 

The  town  of  Griswold  within  the  borders  of  which  is 
located  the  flourishing  borough  of  Jewett  City,  had  a  popu- 
lation in  1900  of  3,490.  Its, area  is  23,659  acres.  The  cor- 
respondent in  this  town  failed  to  make  report  as  to  unutil- 
ized industrial  opportunities. 

GROTON. 

The  population  of  the  town  of  Groton  in  1900  was  5,962, 
its  area  is  22,331  acres.  The  correspondent  in  this  town 
states  that  it  is  situated  on  the  line  of  the  N.  Y.,  N.  H.  &  H. 
Railroad  and  that  there  are  twenty  trains  pass  its  station 
each  day.  Land  for  manufacturing  purposes  is  available  on 
the  line  of  the  railroad,  water  power  is  not  to  be  had,  there 
is  a  supply  of  sand  but  no  clay  or  lumber.  A  variety  of  in- 
dustries would  be  adapted  to  the  town,  help  can  be  easily 
secured  and  the  facilities  for  the  receipt  and  shipment  of 
freight  are  excellent  at  Groton,  Poquonnock  Bridge,  Noank, 
West  Mystic  and  Mystic. 

The  informant  also  states  that  there  is  a  good  water  sup- 
ply for  household  and  manufacturing  purposes,  that  the 
town  is  supplied  with  an  electric  light  plant  and  is  con- 
nected with  other  towns  by  an  electric  railway.  He  adds 
that  the  tax  for  three  years  would  be  remitted  for  new  indus- 
tries, that  there  are  two  factories  vacant  at  Poquonnock  Bridge, 
each  45  X  100  feet  in  size  and  that  capital  would  be  subscribed. 

GUILFORD. 

The  area  of  the  town  of  Guilford  js  30,193  acres  and  its 
population  in  1900  was  2.785.     The  town  is  given  over  to 
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•agriculture  principally  although  manufacturing  is  carried 
on  there  to  a  considerable  extent.  It  is  situated  on  Long 
Island  Sound  and  is  also  located  on  the  New  London  Di- 
vision of  the  N.  Y.,  N.  H.  &  H,  Railroad,  fifteen  passenger 
trains  passing  its  station  each  day.  There  is  a  considerable 
amount  of  land  available  for  manufacturing  purposes  and 
a  limited  supply  of  water  power.  Quantities  of  lumber  is 
obtainable,  help  can  be  readily  secured  in  this  or  nearby" 
towns  and  all  kinds  of  articles  could  be  manufactured  here 
to  advantage.  The  facilities  for  the  receipt  and  shipment 
of  freight  are  excellent  at  the  stations  of  Guilford,  Sachems 
Head  and  Leete's  Island ;  the  water  communications  being 
of  great  aid  in  this  respect,  coal  .and  iron  are  transported 
here  in  that  manner  at  present  upon  vessels  drawing  not 
more  than  eight  feet  of  water.  An  abundant  supply  of  water 
for  household  purposes  is  furnished  by  the  Guilford  Water 
Company,  electric  lighting  is  supplied  by  the  N.  Y.,  N.  H. 
&  H.  Railroad  Company  and  a  charter  for  the  construction 
of  an  electric  railway  has  been  granted  and  its  operation  is 
anticipated  within  a  short  period. 

HADDAM. 

The  population  of  the  town  of  Had  dam  in  1900  was  2,015 
and  its  area  is  29,375  acres.  Its  principal  industry  is  agri-. 
culture  although  the  manufacture  of  cotton  goods  and 
agricultural  implements  is  carried  on  to  a  considerable  ex- 
tent. Stone  quarrying  is  also  an  industry  of  considerable 
importance  to  the  community. 

The  town  is  on  the  Valley  branch  of  the  Hartford  division  of 
the  N.  Y.,  N.  H.  &  H.  R.  Company,  six  passenger  trains 
passing  the  station  each  day.  The  town  also  has  water 
communication  by  means  of  the  Connecticut  River.  Less 
than  a  mile  from  the  railroad  station  there  is  considerable 
land  available  for  manufacturing  purposes  and  there  is  a 
considerable  amoimt  of  water  power.  A  supply  of  sand  and 
lumber  is  to  be  had  and  there  are  excellent  facilities  for 
the  receipt  and  shipment  of  freight  at  the  station  of  Arnolds, 
Haddam,  Higganum,  Goodspeeds  and  by  steamboat. 

HAMDEN. 

The  population  of  this  town  in  1900  was  4,626  and  its 
area  is  21,054  acres.  Considerable  manufacturing  of  vari- 
ous kinds  is  carried  on  here,  agfriculture  is  of  great  import- 
ance, dairy  and  truck  farms  being  a  prominent  feature. 
The  town  is  situated  on  the  Northampton  Division  of  the 
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N.  Y.,  N.  H.  &  H.  Railroad,  eight  passenger  trains  passing 
its  station,  which  is  Mount  Carmel,  each  day.  Available 
water  power  is  all  utilized,  there  is  a  limited  supply  of  clay 
to  be  had,  there  are  excellent  facilities  for  the  receipt  and 
shipment  of  freight,  a  limited  supply  of  water  for  household 
purposes,  gas  is  supplied  by  the  New  Haven  Gas  Light 
Company  and  there  are  superior  electric  railway  connec- 
tions with  adjoining  towns. 

HAMPTON. 

The  area  of  this  town  is  i6,ooi  acres  and  its  population  in 
1900  was  629.  The  town  is  situated  on  the  line  of  N.  Y., 
N.  H.  &  H.  Railroad  seven  trains  passing  its  station 
each  day. 

There  is  land  available  for  manufacturing  purposes  with- 
in one  and  one-half  miles  of  the  railroad,  a  good  supply  of 
water  for  manufacturing  purposes  could  be  made  available 
and  there  is  an  abundant  supply  of  clay,  sand  and  lumber. 
Articles  of  wood  could  be  manufactured  here  to  advantage, 
help  could  be  easily  secured  in  this  or  adjacent  towns  and 
there  are  excellent  facilities  for  the  receipt  and  shipment 
of  freight  at  the  stations  of  Hampton  and  Clark's  Comer. 
There  is  a  good  supply  of  water  for  household  and  manu- 
facturing purposes,  but  no  g^s  or  electric  light  plants, 
neither  is  there  an  electric  railway. 

HARTFORD. 

Known  as  the  Capitol  City  Hartford's  growth  as  a  man- 
ufacturing town  during  the  last  decade  has  been  phenom- 
enal. The  area  of  the  town  is  11,158  acres,  its  population  in 
1900  was  79,850,  the  lines  of  the  town  and  city  being  co-ex- 
tensive. It  is  estimated  that  the  number  of  inhabitants  has 
increased  at  least  10.000  since  the  last  United  States  Census 
report.  It  is  beautifully  situated  on  the  Connecticut  River 
with  steamboat  connections  with  New  York  and  the  river 
towns  during  the  open  season  thereby  furnishing  excellent 
facilities  for  the  speedy  and  economical  transportation  of 
passengers  and  freight.  It  is  located  on  the  main  line  of 
the  N.  Y.,  N.  H.  &  H.  Railroad  connecting  with  the  High- 
land, Valley  and  Central  New  England  Divisions,  thus  fur- 
nishing superior  advantages  for  the  receipt  and  shipment  of 
freight.  Its  electric  railway  system  is  unsurpassed,  con- 
necting with  adjoining  towns  in  all  directions  and  with 
Springfield  in  Massachusetts. 
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Its  ^dwitages  as  a  manufacturing  center  can  be  no  better 
<lescribed  than  by  incorporating  here  extracts  from  the  re- 
port of  the  Hartford  Board  of  Trade  for  the  year  1906, 
which  follow: 

The  year  has  been  one  of  unusual  prosperity  for  the  business 
community  of  Hartford.  It  compares  very  favorably  as  a 
whok,  with  the  years  in  the  past,  denominated  "boom  years." 
This  phrase  is,  however,  hardly  applicable  to  our  city,  in  view 
of  the  continuously  steady  prosperity  of  this  staid  and  reliable 
community.  During  the  past  year  there  has  been  no  special 
excitement  in  material  affairs,  but  the  business  of  the  com- 
mimity  has  gone  surely  and  steadily  forward  Without  any 
"flourish  of  trumpets"  or  unusual  hurrah,  and  in  many  lines  the 
progress  has  been  very  marked. 

'file  factories  in  our  midst  have  been  busy,  all  the  year,  for 
the  most  part,  and  have  also  done  a  thriving  business.  The 
success  of  many  has  been  very  satisfactory,  and  of  some  very 
marked.  There  has  been  no  unusual  bluster  among  them,  but 
a  steady  persistent  attention  to  business,  which,  with  many, 
has  produced  results  well-nigh  remarkable.  Several  of  the 
factories  are  enlarging,  yes,  in  some  instances  arranging  to 
double  capacities  for  production,  and  the  outlook  with  them  is 
decidedly  encouraging,  which  augurs  well  for  their  future  and 
for  that  of  the  city  of  which  they  form  an  important  part,  for 
they  will  naturally,  because  of  such  enlargements,  supply  con- 
tinuous employment  for  an  increased  number  of  operatives. 
These  establishments  are  not  new  experiments  but  are  soundly 
established  and  well  conducted,  supplying  products  greatly  in 
demand. 

Among  our  manufacturing  establishments  which  have  made 
material  enlargements  during  the  year  and  have  large  increases 
now  in  progress  are :  The  Whitlock  Coil  Pipe  Company ;  The 
Hart  &  Hegeman  Company,  a  new  building  entirely,  admitting 
of  much  larger  production  than  possible  in  former  rented  quar- 
ters; The  Underwood  Typewriter  Company,  large  buildings, 
doubling  the  former  large  capacity  of  the  works ;  The  Pratt  & 
Whitney  Company,  a  large  foundry  building,  about  25,000 
square  feet;  The  Electric  Vehicle  Company;  The  Hartford 
Rubber  Works,  and  several  others,  also  some  to  a  less  extent. 
Still  others  are  arranging  for  enlargements  in  the  near  future. 
These  are  certainly  conclusive  evidences  of  the  prosperity  of 
our  manufacturing  interests.  Hartford  is  to  be  greatly  con- 
gratulated upon  its  large  number  of  well  established  successful 
manufacturing  establishments.  Abroad,  our  city,  in  this  par- 
ticular, enjoys  unusual  and  high  reputation  and  the  feature  is 
a  community  asset  of  large  value. 
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During  the  year,  especially  the  latter,  part  of  the  year,  the 
amount  of  new  construction,  including  that  now  in  progress, 
has  been  larger  than  during  any  one  of  the  three  or  four  next 
previous  years,  and  promises  to  be,  in  the  coming  year,  even 
larger  yet,  for  the  demand  for  it  is  more  and  more  pronounced 
year  after  year,  and  this  demand  seems  to  embrace  all  lines, — 
churches,  school  buildings,  hospitals,  office  buildings,  ware- 
houses, buildings  for  manufacturing,  hotels,  and  dwellings.  A 
large  number  of  apartment  houses  and  dwellings  have  been 
constructed  and  are  in  course  of  construction,  but  the  demand 
for  more  yet  is  earnest  and  promises  to  increase  in  intensity, 
the  building  in  this  line,  especially,  not  having  kept  pace  with 
the  increased  and  still  increasing  demand.  The  new  construc- 
tion of  office  buildings,  hospital  and  home  buildings,  church 
and  school  buildings  has  also  been  large.  Tliis  clearly  indi- 
cates that  an  increase  in  the  population  of  our  goodly  city  is 
being  made  year  after  year.  The  increase  in  school  accommo- 
dations has  been  material  and  is  not  yet  fully  adequate.  The 
number  of  enrolled  school  children  in  our  city  is  much  larger 
than  ever  before.  The  a|^gregate  of  new  construction,  com- 
pleted and  in  process,  in  manufacturing  property,  is  also  large. 
All  together  these  constitute  proofs  positive  of  the  real  pros- 
perity of  sound  old  Hartford.  We  look  with  great  confidence 
for  a  very  busy  season  in  the  building  line  in  our  c^ity  during 
the  coming  year. 

The  bridge  over  the  Connecticut  river  to  East  Hartford  has 
been  in  course  of  construction  during  the  entire  year,  the  piers 
and  abutments  are  complete,  and  the  making  of  the  arches  is 
well  advanced.  The  work  has  progressed  to  such  a  degree  as 
to  enable  one  to  form  a  fairly  truthful  impression  regarding  the 
appearance  of  the  bridge  when  completed.  It  is  truly  a  great 
undertaking  and  fraught  with  great  possibilities  for  good,  to 
Hartford  and  vicinity.  An  amicable  understanding  has  been 
reached  with  the  general  government  which  permits  of  con- 
struction of  the  bridge  without  the  draw,  originally  insisted 
upon  by  the  government.  The  structure  will  accordingly  be 
one  of  continuous  granite  arches  from  shore  to  shore  of  the 
river,  not  broken  by  an  annoying  useless  steel  draw  span.  Hart- 
ford has  good  reason  for  pride  in  the  perseverance  and  tact 
displayed  by  the  commission  in  charge  of  this  great  work.  It 
is  hoped  the  bridge  will  be  open  to  public  use  by  the  close  of 
1906.  The  preparation  of  the  proposed  approach  of  Hartford 
to  the  bridge,  by  way  of  State  street,  has  not  as  yet  made  much 
tangible  progress  but  is  understood  to  be  in  condition  for 
prompt  advancement  in  due  season  for  the  opening  of  the  com- 
pleted bridge  to  the  use  of  the  public. 
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Freight  Terminal.  Hand  in  hand  with  the  new  bridge 
project  have  progressed  great  improvements  in  the  railroad 
freighting  facilities  for  our  city.  The  railroad  freight  yards 
on  the  east  side  of  the  city  have  all  been  consolidated  north  of 
Morgan  street,  the  ground  has  been  raised  by  filling,  and  new, 
very  large  and  commodious  freight  houses  have  been  con- 
structed, new  tracks  have  been  laid,  and  a  well-systematized 
freight  terminal  of  large  capacity  and  fine  appointments  devel- 
oped. The  incoming  freight  house,  the  outgoing  freight 
house,  and  the  transfer  shed  are  each  800  feet  long,  and  it  is 
stated  the  terminal  contains  some  fifteen  miles  of  track,  and 
has  a  daily  capacity  of  over  100 — perhaps  125 — cars.  It  is  be- 
lieved this  plant  will  be  of  sufficient  capacity  for  Hartford,  for 
many  years  to  come.  This  change  is  one  of  much  progress, 
was  greatly  needed  and  must  naturally  supply  largely  increased 
and  greatly  improved  accommodations  for  our  consignees  and 
shippers  of  freight,  who  have  for  a  long  time  suflfered  because 
of  lack  of  suitable  facilities  in  this  line.  We  deem  the  improve- 
ment in  this  freight  terminal  of  very  decided  advantage  to  the 
business  of  our  city. 

The  following  is  taken  from  a  recent  issue  of  the  "Com- 
mercial Record: 

HARTFORD  FACTORY  PROPERTY  FOR  SALE. 

The  splendidly  equipped  Tube  Works  which  has  been  un- 
occupied for  so  long  is  now  being  exploited  by  the  Business 
Men's  Association. 

The  Hartford  Business  Men's  Association,  through  their 
Manufacturer's  Committee,  are  making  earnest  efforts  to 
find  a  purchaser  for  the  plant  on  Bartholomew  avenue, 
formerly  occupied  by  the  Pope  Tube  Works.  The  plant  is 
a  fine  one,  and  is  admirably  located  for  manufacturing  pur- 
poses, being  right  on  the  main  tracks  of  the  railroad,  and 
possessing  ample  siding.  As  mentioned  above  the  plant 
was  built  by  the  Pope  Tube  Co.,  and  was  later  taken  over 
by  the  Shelby  Steel  Tube  Co.,  which,  in  its  turn,  was 
absorbed  by  the  U.  S.  Steel  Corporation,  in  which  the  title 
now  rests.  The  main  building  is  one  story  high,  237  x  i6l 
feet,  with  a  glass  saw-tooth  roof  and  concrete  flooring, — 
the  floor  space  afforded  being  approximately  38,000  square 
feet.  Beside  this  there  is  an  ell,  89x319  feet,  and  a  front 
extension  45  x  161.  The  buildino^s  are  of  heavy  mill  con- 
struction, the  main  building  having  a  heavy  steel  frame, 
and  all  are  absolutely  fireproof.  On  the  grounds  are,  a 
boiler  house,  gas  producer  house,  oil  producer  tiouse,  steel 
coal  building;  freight  ho^ise  and  a  spur  track  running. into 
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the  factory.  There  is  also  a  large  water  tower,  and  a 
sprinkler  system  covering  every  comer  of  the  plant.  There 
is  an  automatic  conveyer  system  for  carrying  coal  from  the 
bin  to  the  fires  and  removing  ashes.  In  the  factory  there 
still  remain  the  main  shafting,  annealing  ovens,  four  200 
horse  power  boilers,  wiring,  sprinkler  system,  pumps  and 
other  small  machinery,  as  well  as  the  heating  system. 
The  office  is  equipped  with  two  steel  vaults,  and  is  arranged 
with  splendid  accommodations  for  the  help.  The  plant  is 
a  most  desirable  one  and  may  be  bought  for  a  low  figure. 
The  committee  mentioned  above  consists  of  Wm.  Angus, 
chairman;  Clarence  E.  Whitney,  E.  A.  Fuller,  Geo.  W. 
Merrow,  James  Puller,  Charles  E.  Walker  and  E.  H. 
Warner,  and  further  information  concerning  the  plant  will 
be  gladly  furnished  on  application. 

HARTJLAND. 

The  area  of  this  town  is  21,600  acres  and  its  population  in 
1900  was  592.  Its  principal  industry  is  agriculture  there 
being  no  particular  advantages  for  manufacturing.  It  has 
no  direct  railroad  communication  but  is  reached  by  stage 
from  New  Hartford  on  the  line  of  the  Central  New  England 
Railroad  and  from  Granby  on  the  line  of  the  N.  Y.,  N.  H.  & 
H.  Railroad. 

HARWINTON. 

The  Census  report  for  1900  gives  this  town  a  population 
of  1,213,  i^s  ^^^^  ^s  20,958  acres,  and  it  is  situated  on  the 
Naugatuck  division  of  the  N.  Y.,  N.  H.  &  H.  Railroad.  The 
correspondent  in  this  town  reports  no  industrial  advantages. 

HEBRON. 

The  area  of  the  town  of  Hebron  is  25489  acres  and  its 
peculation  in  1900  was  1,016.  It  is  situated  on  the  Air  Line 
Division  of  the  N.  Y.,  N.  H.  &  H.  Railroad  with  station  at 
Turnerville.  The  correspondent  from  this  town  states  that 
land  has  recently  been  purchased  on  Farm  Brook  for  the- 
avowed  purpose  of  constructing  a  teservoir  which  is  to 
supply  water  for  the  paper  mill  at  Comstock's  Bridge,  The 
water  from  North  Pond,  which  supplies  the  silk  mill  at 
Turnerville  runs  to  the  mills  of  J.  H.  Peckham  at  Grayville 
in  the  town  of  Hebron,  the  mills  being  situated  within  a  few- 
rods  of  the 'railroad.  Within  one-luilf  mile  of  Grayville 
there  is  another  water  power  furnished  by  a  different  stream

which  was  formerly  used  by  the  Hebron  Manufacturing 
Company.  The  present  owner  of  land  where  brick  was 
formerly  produced  exhibited  its  advantages  to  the  corre- 
spondent who  states  that  there  is  an  abundant  supply  o( 
clay  and  sand,  its  location  being  about  one  and  one-half 
miles  from  Turnerville  station,  and  that  the  brick  formerly 
manufactured  there  was  of  a  superior  quality. 

HUNTINGTON. 

The  area  of  the  town  of  Huntington  is  19,978  acres  and 
its  population  in  1900,  including  that  of  the  borough  of 
Shelton,  which  is  within  its  limits,  was  5,572.  It  is  situated 
on  the  line  of  the  Berkshire  Division  of  the  N.  Y.,  N.  H.  & 
H.  Railroad  with  station  at  Shelton  and  is  also  within  one- 
half  mile  of  the  Derby  station  of  the  Naugatuck  Division 
of  the  same  railroad,  thus  practically  giving  its  passenger 
traffic  accommodation  of  twenty  trains  each  way  each  day. 

The  correspondents  from  this  town  state  tiiat  there  is 
land  suitable  and  available  for  manufacturing  purposes 
closely  adjacent  to  the  railroad,  an  abundant  supply  of 
water  power  not  yet  utilized,  a  supply  of  clay,  sand  and  lum- 
ber is  obtainable;  help  can  be  secured  in  this  and  nearby 
towns,  most  excellent  facilities  for  the  receipt  and  shipment 
of  freight  at  Shelton  and  Derby,  all  kinds  of  manufacturing 
is  adapted  to  the  town,  the  community  is  well  supplied  with 
water  for  household  and  manufacturing  purposes,  is  sup- 
plied with  both  g^s  and  electric  light  plants  and  also  has 
superior  electric  railway  connections  with  adjoining  towns. 
It  is  also  stated  that  it  has  been  customary  to  abate  the 
taxes  for  a  term  of  five  years  of  all  manufacturing  enterprises 
locating  here. 

KENT. 

The  population  of  this  town  in  1900  was  1,220  and  its 
area  is  31,542  acres.  It  is  situated  on  the  Berkshire  division 
of  the  N.  Y.,  N.  H.  &  H.  Railroad,  and  its  principal  industry 
is  agriculture.  No  report  concerning  industrial  opportun- 
ities not  yet  utilized  was  received  from  the  correspondent  in 
this  town. 

KILLINGLY. 

The  population  of  the  town  of  Killingly,  which  includes 
the  borough  of  Danielson  was  6,835  by  the  U.  S.  Census  re- 
port of  1900.  Its  area  is  33*065  acres.  It  is  situated  on  the 
line    of    the    N.  Y.,    N.    H.    &    H.    Railroad    with    sta- 
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tions  at  Danielson  and  Dayville  and  there  are  twelve 
passenger  train  passing  its  stations  each  day.  There  are 
several  sites  suitable  and  available  for  manufacturing  pur- 
poses located  on  and  many  within  one-half  mile  of  the  rail- 
road. There  is  a  good  supply  of  water  power  the  estimated 
energy  of  which  is  250  horse-power.  Some  lumber  is  ob- 
tainable, help  can  be  secured  in  this  or  nearby  towns,  the 
facilities  for  the  receipt  and  shipment  of  freight  are  excellent 
and  any  line  of  manufacturing  employing  skilled  mechanics 
is  well  adapted  to  the  town.  The  supply  of  water  for 
household  and  manufacturing  purposes  is  superior,  the 
town  is  supUied  with  both  gas  and  electric  light  plants  and 
it  is  connected  with  Worcester,  Mass.,  Providence,  R.  I.,  by 
electric  railways  and  traffic  with  Norwich  and  New  London 
is  anticipated  early  in  1907.     The  correspondent  adds: 

"We  are  offering  sites  free  to  industries  of  merit. 

We  are  assisting  in  the  matter  of  taxes  for  a  term  not 
exceeding  twelve  years. 

We  land  freight  in  New  York  and  Boston  in  twenty-four 
hours. 

We  have  fine  Banking  facilities. 

We  have  twenty-five  mails  outward  and  inward  each  day. 

Our  schools  are  second  to  none. 

Our  business  men  are  wide  awake  and  willing  to  helo  all 
concerns  in  every  way  possible,  so  that  all  considered  we 
have  a  location  second  to  none  for  almost  any  industry." 


KILLINGWORTH. 

The  area  of  this  town  is  23,791  acres  and  its  population  in 
1900  was  651.  It  has  no  direct  railroad  communication,  its 
most  convenient  station  being  Clinton  on  the  Shore  Line  divi- 
sion of  the  N.  Y.,  N.  H.  &  H.  Railroad  four  and  one-half  miles 
away.  Its  principal  industry  is  agriculture  although  there 
are  available  sites  for  manufacturing  purposes  from  four  to 
six  miles  from  the  railroad. 


LEBANON. 

The  area  of  this  town  is  35,371  acres  and  its  population  in 
1900  was  1,521.  It  is  situated  on  the  New  London  North- 
em  and  Air  Line  Division  of  the  N.  Y.,  N.  H.  &  H.  Railroad, 
Its  principal  industry  is  agriculture  and  no  report  was  re- 
ceived as  to  industrial  opportunities  not  yet  utilized. 
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LEDYARD. 

The  area  of  this  town  is  25,952  acres  and  its  population  in 
1900  was  1,236.  It  is  situated  on  the  line  of  the  N.  Y.,  N.  H. 
&  H.  Railroad,  eighteen  trains  passing  its  station,  which  is 
at  Gale's  Ferry,  each  day.  The  correspondent  from  this 
town  states  that  there  is  land  available  for  manufacturing 
purposes  directly  on  the  line  of  the  Norwich  and  Westerly 
electric  railway :  there  is  a  good  supply  of  water  power  to 
be  had,  there  is  an  abundant  supply  of  lumber;  help  can  be 
secured  and  the  facilities  for  the  receipt  and  shipment  of 
freight  are  excellent  by  means  of  the  steam  road  at  Gale's 
Ferry,  Stoddard's  Wharf  and  Allyn's  Point,  also  by  the  elec- 
tric railway.  There  is  a  good  supply  of  water  for  household 
and  manufacturing  purposes,  there  are  no  gas  or  electric 
light  plants,  although  a  company  for  the  generation  of 
the  latter  has  been  organized.  It  has  connection  with  other 
towns  by  electric  railway  with  excellent  accommodations. 

LISBON. 

This  town  has  an  area  of  19,066  acres  and  its  population 
in  1900  was  697.  No  report  was  received  from  the  corres- 
pondent in  this  town  concerning  industrial  opportunities. 

LITCHFIELD. 

The  area  of  this  town  is  34,034  acres  and  its  population  in 
1900  was  3,214.  It  is  situated  on  the  Litchfield  branch  of  the 
Berkshire  Division  of  the  N.  Y.,  N.  H.  &  H.  Railroad,  its 
principal  industry  is  agriculture  and  it  has  the  distinction 
of  being  a  popular  summer  resort.  No  report  concerning 
industrial  opportunities  not  yet  utilized  was  received  from 
the  correspondent  here. 

LYME. 

The  area  of  this  town  is  23,564  acres  and  its  population  in 
1900  was  750,  It  is  situated  on  the  east  bank  of  the  Con- 
necticut River  and  has  excellent  steamboat  connections  with 
New  York  and  the  river  towns  during  the  open  season. 
The  correspondent  from  this  town  states  that  "The  Valley 
Branch  of  the  Hartford  Division  of  the  N.  Y.,  N.  H.  &  H. 
Railroad  has  a  station  directly  across  the  river  from  Had- 
lyme  village  in  the  northwest  portion  of  the  town  and  there 
is  excellent  steam  ferry  service.  There  are  eight  to  ten  trains 
daily  according  to  season." 
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Continuing  the  correspondent  writes  that  "there  is  land 
available  for  manufacturing  purposes,  one  and  one-half  to 
five  miles  from  the  nearest  railroad,  an  abundant  supply  of 
water  power  approximating  1,500  to  2,000  horse-power,  a 
supply  of  sand,  clay  and  lumber,  help  can  be  secured  in 
this  or  -adjacent  towns,  facilities  for  receipt  and  shipment  of 
freight  for  the  northern  portion  of  the  town  as  described 
above." 

"Freight  to  or  from  the  southern  part  of  the  town,  if 
shipped  by  rail,  must  go  over  the  Shore  Line  Division  of 
the  N.  Y.,  N.  H.  &  H.  Railroad,  the  nearest  station  being 
Lyme,  in  the  adjoining  town  of  Old  Lyme,  which  has  excel- 
lent shipping  facilities." 

"The  manufacture  of  paper,  woolen  goods,  novelties  and 
wood  turning  would  be  well  adapted  to  the  town,  there  is 
an  excellent  supply  of  water  for  household  and  manufac- 
turing purposes,  there  are  no  eas,  electric  light  plants  or 
electric  railways."  The  correspondent  adds  that:  "The 
steamers  of  the  Hartford  &  New  York  Transportation  Com- 
pany have  landings  at  both  Hadlyme  &  Hamburg  in  the 
town  with  daily  service  between  New  York  and  Hartford  in 
both  directions  during  the  open  season." 

"The  town  has  recently  voted  to  abate  the  taxes  for  ten 
years  upon  a  proposed  paper  manufacturing  concern  and  I 
am  of  the  opinion  that  the  same  concession  would  be  made 
to  any  desirable  industrial  enterprise." 

"The  town  has  a  considerable  number  of  unimproved 
water  privileges  upon  Eight  Mile  River  and  its  tributaries, 
as  well  as  upon  smaller  streams." 


MADISON. 

The  area  of  this  town  is  25,948  acres  and  its  population  in 
1900  was  1,518.  It  is  situated  on  the  Shore  Line  Division  of 
the  N.  Y.,  N.  H.  &  H.  Railroad  and  there  are  fifteen  trains 
which  pass  its  station  each  day.  There  is  land  available  for 
manufacturing  purposes  situated  about  two  miles  from  the 
railroad,  there  is  a  good  supply  of  water  power  obtainable, 
a  supply  of  clay,  sand  and  lumber;  help  can  be  secured  in 
this  or  adjacent  towns,  there  are  excellent  facilities  for  the 
receipt  and  shipment  of  freight  at  the  stations  of  Madison 
and  East  River ;  there  is  a  good  supply  of  water  for  house* 
hold  and  manufacturing  purposes  and  the  town  is  not  sup« 
plied  with  gas  or  electric  light  plants.  There  are  no  elec- 
tric railways,  connecting  this  with  other  towns  although  the 
construction  of  one  in  the  near  future  is  projected. 
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MANCHESTER. 

The  population  of  this  town  in  1900  was  10,601  and  its 
area  is  17,353  acres.  It  is  situated  on  the  Highland  division 
of  the  N.  Y.,  N.  H.  &  H.  Railroad,  the  South  Manchester 
railroad  connecting  it  with  the  village  of  South  Manchester 
which  is  distinguished  for  its  extensive  silk  manufactories. 
Land  is  available  for  manufacturing  purposes  located 
closely  adjacent  to  the  railroad,  there  is  no  supply  of  water 
power,  a  considerable  amount  of  clay,  sand  and  lumber  is 
obtainable ;  help  can  be  secured  in  this  and  adjoining  towns 
and  the  facilities  for  the  receipt  and  shipment  of  freight  are 
excellent.  Our  correspondent  states  that  "no  kind  of  man- 
ufacturing is  best  adapted  to  the  town"  while  another 
replies  "any  good  company  or  corporation  will  be  welcomed 
here  if  it  should  decide  to  come."  The  town  is  supplied 
with  gas  and  electric  light  plants  and  a  very  superior  system 
of  electric  railways  connects  this  with  other  towns. 


MANSFIELD. 

The  area  of  this  town  is  29,455  acres  and  its  population 
in  1900  was  1,827.  It  is  situated  on  the  Central  Vermont 
railroad  and  there  are  four  trains  pass  its  stations  each  day 
which  are  Eagleville,  Mansfield  and  Merrow. 

There  is  considerable  land  on  the  line  of  the  railroad 
which  might  be  made  available  for  manufcturing  purposes, 
there  is  a  supply  of  water  power  to  be  had,  a  very  limited  sup- 
ply of  clay,  sand  and  lumber ;  help  can  be  secured  in  this  and 
adjacent  towns  and  there  are  excellent  facilities  for  the  re- 
ceipt and  shipment  of  freight  at  the  stations  mentioned 
above.  The  manufacture  of  thread,  silk  and  jewelry  is  best 
adapted  to  the  town,  there  is  good  supply  of  water  for 
household  and  manufacturing  purposes;  the  town  is  not 
supplied  with  gas  or  electric  light  plants,  neither  is  it  con- 
nected with  other  towns  by  electric  railway,  although  the 
construction  of  one  is  projected. 


MARLBOROUGH. 

The  area  of  this  town  is  1,477  acres  and  its  population  in 
1900  was  322,  thus  giving  it  the  distinction  of  being  the 
sfnallest  town  in  Connecticut  numerically.  No  report  was 
received  from  the  correspondent  in  this  town  concerning  in- 
dustrial opportunities  not  yet  utilized. 
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MERIDEN. 

The  area  of  this  town  is  10,483  acres  and  its  population 
in  1900  was  28,695.  The  various  correspondents  in  this 
town  furnish  the  following  information  concerning  the  ad- 
vantages of  Meriden  as  a  town  in  which  to  locate  indus- 
trial enterprises: 

It  is  situated  on  the  Hartford  division  of  the  N.  Y.,  N.  H. 
&  H.  Railroad  and  there  are  nineteen  passenger  trains  pass- 
ing its  station  each  way  each  day.  There  is  a  considerable 
amount  of  land  available  and  suitable  for  manufacturing  pur- 
poses located  adjacent  to  and  at  short  distances  from  the  line 
of  the  railroad.  There  is  not  a  supply  of  water  power ;  there 
is  a  supply  of  sand  to  be  had,  help  can  be  secured  in  this  or 
adjacent  towns,  the  facilities  for  the  receipt  and  shipment  of 
freight  are  excellent  at  the  station  on  the  main  line  of  the  rail- 
road and  at  the  Meriden  branch  running  to  Waterbury  and 
Middletown. 

Manufactures  of  a  general  character  would  be  well  adapted 
to  the  town,  mechanics  of  the  class  denominated  as  skilled  be- 
ing obtainable,  the  higher  grade  of  articles  are  produced  here 
to  advantage.  There  is  a  good  supply  of  water  for  household 
and  manufacturing  purposes,  the  town  is  supplied  with  both 
gas  and  electric  light  plants  and  there  are  electric  railway 
connections  with  towns  south  and  west  and  traffic  by  this 
method  to  the  eastward  is  in  prospect.  No  special  inducements 
for  the  location  of  industrial  enterprises  have  ever  been  made 
by  vote  of  the  town,  but  if  occasion  warrants  it  the  citizens  are 
disposed  to  encourage  new  business  propositions  in  a  proper 
manner. 

The  Business  Men's  Association  and  Board  of  Trade  are 
always  working  to  improve  the  city  and  secure  new  industries. 

Meriden  is  in  the  south  central  part  of  Connecticut  and  is 
called  the  "Silver  City"  because  of  its  great  manufactories  of 
solid  silver  and  silver  plated  wares.  It  is  on  the  main  line  of 
the  New  York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford  Railroad  and  the  Mer- 
iden &  Waterbury  Railroad.  It  is  now  a  city  of  over  35,000 
population  and  growing  rapidly.  Its  interests  are  principally 
manufacturing,  its  productions  being  silverware,  cut  glass, 
musical  instruments,  all  lines  of  fine  hardware,  table  and  pocket 
cutler}%  lamps,  bronzes,  gas  and  electric  fixtures,  firearms,  au- 
tomobiles, brass  goods,  clocks,  harness  hardware,  telephones, 
decorated  glassware,  woolen  goods,  coffee  mills,  vises,  pianos 
and  piano  players,  window  shades  and  fixtures,  purses,  belts, 
f^ns  and  countless  other  articles  requiring  a  high  grade  of 
skilled  operatives. 
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• 

While  Meriden  was  settled  long  before  1700,  it  afterward 
became  and  continued  to  be  a  parish  of  the  old  town  of  Wal- 
lingford  until  1806,  when  by  act  of  the  general  assembly  it 
was  incorporated  a  town  by  itself.  The  natural  advantages  of 
Meriden  caused  a  steady  growth,  and  in  1877  i^  ^^i^  ^  popula- 
tion of  over  13,000.  In  1880  it  had  increased  to  15,540  souls, 
and  in  1900  to  nearly  30,000.  The  centralization  here  of  the 
industries  owned  by  the  International  Silver  Company  and 
the  addition  of  new  factories  has  caused  a  rapid  increase  in 
population  since  1900. 

In  public  improvements  Meriden  is  second  to  no  city  of  Its 
class  and  superior  to  most.  Its  school  system  is  exceptionally 
good,  and  by  the  time  of  the  centennial  it  is  expected  many 
new  public  schools  will  be  completed.  Its  churches  are  nu- 
merous and  beautiful,  and  it  has  a  number  of  public  buildings 
and  institutions  erected  and  conducted  along  lines  that  have 
made  them  notable.  It  has  paved  and  macadamized  streets, 
fine  fire  and  police  departments,  a  perfect  sewage  system  and 
an  elaborate  water  system  owned  by  the  municipality. 

MIDDLEBURY. 

The  area  of  this  town  is  12,479  acres  and  its  population  in 
1900  was  736.  It  has  no  direct  railroad  connection  but  is 
reached  by  stage  from  Waterbury  daily.  The  corres- 
pondent in  this  town  states  that,  "there  is  land  available 
for  manufacturing  purposes  within  one  mile  of  the  nearest 
railroad,  that  there  is  a  supply  of  water  power  and  of  clay, 
sand  and  lumber.  Help  is  difficult  to  secure,  facilities  for 
the  receipt  and  shipment  of  freight  are  good  at  Allerton 
farms  Station  on  the  line  of  the  Highland  division  of  the 
N.  Y.,  N.  H.  &  H.  Railroad  and  the  wood  working  industry 
is  best  adapted  to  the  town.  There  is  a  good  supply  of 
water  for  household  and  manufacturing  purposes,  there  are 
tio  gas  or  electric  light  plants,  neither  is  there  electric  rail- 
way connections  although  one  is  projected  to  operate  from 
Waterbury." 

MIDDLEFIELD. 

The  area  of  this  town  is  8,406  acres  and  its  population  in 
1900  was  845.  It  is  situated  on  the  Air  Line  Division  of 
the  N.  Y.,  N.  H.  &  H.  Railroad  and  there  aVe  six  trains 
which  make  stops  at  its  station  each  day.  There  is  land 
available  for  manufacturing  purposes  adjacent  to  and  with- 
in a  mile  of  the  line  of  the  railroad.  There  is  a  good  supply 
of  water  power  to  be  had,  help  can  be  secured  in  this  or 
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Durham,  Middlefield  Center  and  Rockfall.  The  town  is 
not  siipplied  with  gas  or  electric  light  plants  neither  is  there 
electric  railway  connection  with  other  towns  although  one 
is  projected  to  operate  through  the  town  from  Meriden  and 
Middletown. 


MIDDLETOWN. 

The  area  of  this  town  is  27,287  acres  and  its  population  in 
1900  was  17,486.  It  is  situated  on  the  Valley,  Berlin  and 
Meriden  branches  of  the  Hartford  division  and  also  the  Air 
Line  Division  of  the  N.  Y.,  N.  H.  &  H.  Railroad.  In  addi- 
tion to  which  the  town  has  steamboat  connection  with  New 
York  and  river  towns  during  the  open  season.  The  railroad 
connection  is  superior  there  being  seven  trains  daily  direct 
to  Hartford  and  eight  from  the  same  city.  Eight  trains 
daily  to  and  seven  from  Saybrook.  There  are  also  four 
trains  daily  direct  to  and  from  New  York,  twelve  trains 
daily  to  and  from  Berlin  and  New  Britain  Junction  and  two 
trains  daily  to  and  from  Waterbury  going  through  Meriden. 

There  is  considerable  land  available  for  manufacturing 
purposes  located  adjacent  to  railroads  and  where  sidings 
could  be  installed.  There  is  an  abundant  supply  of  water 
power  approximating  several  hundred  horse-power,  a  good 
supply  of  clay,  sand  and  lumber  and  help  can  be  secured  in 
this  or  adjacent  towns.  The  facilities  for  the  receipt  and 
shipment  of  freight  are  excellent  upon  the  steamboat  and 
railroads  enumerated  above  with  stations  at  Middletown, 
Newfield,  Westfield,  Smiths  and  Highland.  The  manu- 
facture of  cotton  and  woolen  goods  is  best  adapted  to  the 
town.  There  is  a  good  supply  of  water  for  household  pur- 
poses, the  Connecticut  River  and  its  tributaries  furnishes 
water  for  manufacturing.  The  town  is  supplied  with  both 
gas  and  electric  light  plants  and  there  is  a  local  electric  rail- 
way connecting  this  city  with  Portland  on  the  opposite 
side  of  the  river,  one  also  being  projected  to  connect  with 
Meriden  on  the  west.  "The  Middletown  Board  of  Trade 
stands  ready  to  assist  in  any  reasonable  manner  the  estab- 
lishment of  worthy  manufacturing  concerns.'

MILFORD. 

The  area  of  this  town  is  16,290  acres  and  its  population 
in  1900  was  3,783.  It  is  situated  on  the  New  York  Division 
of  the  N.  Y.,  N.  H.  &  H.  Railroad  and  there  are  about  sixty 
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trains  pass  its  station  each  day.  There  is  land  suitable  and 
available  for  manufacturing  purposes  located  directly  on 
the  line  of  the  railroad,  there  is  no  supply  of  water  power, 
there  is  a  supply  of  clay,  sand  and  lumber  and  the  facilities 
for  the  receipt  and  shipment  of  freight  are  excellent  either 
by  rail  or  steamboat.  Manufacturing  of  almost  any  de- 
scription would  be  well  adapted  to  the  town.  There  is  a 
good  supply  of  water  for  household  and  manufacturing  pur- 
poses, the  town  is  supplied  with  electric  lights  by  the  Con- 
necticut Illuminating  Company  of  Bridgeport  and  there  is 
excellent  electric  railway  accommodations  connecting  this  with 
other  towns. 

MONROE. 

The  area  of  this  town  is  17,227  acres  and  its  population  in 
1900  was  1,043.  It  is  situated  on  the  Berkshire  division  of 
the  N.  Y.,  N.  H.  &  H.  Railroad.  The  correspondent  in  this 
town  gives  no  information  as  to  industrial  opportunities. 


MONTVILLE. 

The  area  of  this  town  is  27,791  acres  and  its  population 
in  1900  was  2,395.  I^  ^s  located  on  the  line  of  the  New  Lon- 
don Northern  Railroad  and  also  has  steamboat  connection 
with  New  London  and  Norwich  daily  during  the  summer 
months.  The  town  also  has  electric  railway  connection 
with  Norwich  and  New  London.  The  correspondent  in 
this  town  failed  to  report  concerning  industrial  opportun- 
ities not  yet  utilized. 


MORRIS. 

The  papulation  of  this  town  in  1900  was  535  and  its  area 
is  12,203  uteres.  It  is  situated  on  the  Litchfield  Branch  of 
the  Berkshire  Division  of  the  N.  Y.,  N.  H.  &  H.  Railroad 
and  there  are  four  trains  pass  its  station  each  day.  The 
correspondent  in  this  town  relates  that  there  is  land  avail- 
able for  manufacturing  purposes  adjoining  the  railroad, 
there  is  an  unlimited  supply  of  water  power  and  an  abund- 
ant supply  of  clay,  timber  being  somewhat  scarce.  The 
correspondent  adds  that  help  could  be  secured  in  this  or 
adjacent  towns,  that  the  manufacture  of  brick  would  be  well 
adapted  to  the  town  and  that  there  are  no  gas  or  electric 
light  plants  nor  electric  railways. 
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NAUGATUCK, 

The  area  of  this  town  is  9,145  acres  and  its  population  in 
1900  was  10,541.  It  is  situated  on  the  Naugatuck  Division 
of  the  N.  Y.,  N.  H.  &  H.  Railroad  and  twenty-two  passen- 
ger trains  pass  its  station  each  day.  The  correspondent  in 
this  town  declares  that  there  is  land  suitable  and  available 
for  manufacturing  purposes  closely  adjacent  to  the  line  of 
the  railroad,  that  there  is  an  abundant  supply  of  water 
power  to  be  had,  there  is  a  supply  of  sand,  and  help  can  be 
secured  in  this  or  nearby  towns.  There  are  excellent  facil- 
ities for  the  receipt  and  shipment  of  freight  at  the  stations 
of  Naugatuck  and  Union  City.  Manufactures  of  rubber 
and  diversified  industries  would  be  well  adapted '  to  the 
town.  There  is  a  very  superior  supply  of  water  for  house- 
hold and  manufacturing  purposes,  its  force  registering  from 
sixty  to  one  hundred  pounds  pressure.  The  town  is  sup- 
plied with  both  gas  and  electric  light  plants  and  has  electric 
railway  connection  with  all  sections  of  the  State. 

NEW  BRITAIN. 

The  area  of  this  town  is  8,810  acres  and  its  population  in 
1900  was  28,202.  It  is  situated  on  the  Highland  Division 
of  the  N.  Y.,  N.  H.  &  H.  Railroad  and  on  the  New  Britain 
Branch  of  the  Hartford  Division  of  the  same  system,  there 
are  about  ninety  passenger  trains  pass  its  station  each  day. 
The  correspondent  in  this  town  states  that  there  is  land 
suitable  and  available  for  manufacturing  purposes  adjacent 
to  and  from  one-quarter  to  one-half  mile  distant  from  the 
line  of  the  railroad,  that  there  is  no  supply  of  water  power, 
there  is  a  supply  of  clay  and  sand,  and  help  can  be  se- 
cured in  this  or  adjacent  towns.  There  are  excellent 
facilities  for  the  receipt  and  shipment  of  freight,  and  the 
manufacture  of  hardware  of  a  general  character  would  be 
best  adapted  to  the  town.  There  is  a  very  superior  water 
supply  for  household  and  manufacturing  purposes,  the  town 
is  supplied  with  both  gas  and  electric  light  plants  and  also 
has  an  electric  railway  system  connecting  with  Hartford,  Ber- 
lin, Bristol,  Plainville,  Southington  and  Plantsville. 

NEW  CANAAN. 

The  population  of  this  town  in  1900  was  2,968  and  its 
area  is  14,813  acres.  It  is  situated  on  the  New  Canaan 
Branch  of  the  New  York  Division  of  the  N.  Y.,  N.  H.  &  H. 
Railroad  touching  the  main  line  at  Stamford.    The  corre- 
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spondcnt  in  this  town  failed  to  report  concerning  indus- 
trial opportunities. 

NEW  FAIRFIELD. 

The  area  of  this  town  is  12,045  acres  and  its  population  in 
1900  was  584.  Its  nearest  railroad  connections  are  at  Dan- 
l)ury  and  Brookfield.  The  correspondent  in  this  town  re- 
ports no  special  advantages  for  industrial  enterprises. 

NEW  HARTFORD. 

The  population  of  this  town  in  1900  was  3424  and  its 
Tarea  is  24,075  acres.  It  is  situated  on  the  Central  New 
England  and  Northampton  Division  of  the  N.  Y.,  N.  H.  & 
H.  Railroad,  and  there  are  twenty  trains  pass  its  stations 
each  day.  The  correspondent  in  this  town  declares  that 
there  is  land  suitable  and  available  for  manufacturing  pur- 
poses located  directly  upon  the  line  of  the  railroad  and  that 
Jihere  is  a  supply  of  water  power  of  an  estimated  force  of 
^,500  horse-power  to  be  had. 

Continuing,  the  correspondent  states  that  there  is  a  supply 
of  clay,  sand  and  lumber  and  help  can  be  secured  in  this  or 
adjacent  towns.  There  are  excellent  facilities  for  the  re- 
ceipt and  shipment  of  freight  on  both  railroads  at  the  sta- 
tions of  New  Hartford  and  Pine  Meadow.  Any  kind  of 
manufacturing  would  be  well  adapted  to  the  town,  there 
is  abundant  water  for  household  and  manufacturing  pur- 
poses supplied  by  two  reservoirs,  the  town  is  supplied  with 
a  gas  but  no  electric  light  plant,  and  there  is  no  electric 
railway  connection  with  adjoining  towns. 

NEW  HAVEN. 

Population  considered.  New  Haven  is  the  largest  town  in 
the  State,  it  being  credited  with  having  108,027  inhabitants 
by  the  last  1900  U.  S.  Census  report. 

Its  area  is  14,260  acres.  It  is  situated  on  the  main  line  of 
the  N.  Y.,  N.  H.  &  H.  Railroad,  and  there  are  approximately 
230  incoming  and  outgoing  trains  enter  and  depart  from  its 
station  each  day. 

There  is  considerable  land  suitable  and  available  for  manu- 
facturing purposes  bordering  on  the  line  of  the  railroad  and 
an  abundance  within  one  mile  radius.  The  correspondent  re- 
ports no  supply  of  water  power,  an  abundant  supply  of  clay 
and  sand,  help  can  be  secured  in  this  and  adjacent  towns  and 
there  are  very  superior  facilities  for  the  receipt  and  shipment 
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of  freight.  The  town  is  well  adapted  for  the  producti<m  of 
almost  any  kind  of  manufactured  articles  from  light  to  heavy,. 
there  being  good  water  front  furnishing  very  superior  facil- 
ities for  the  receipt  of  coal,  iron  and  other  raw  materials.  The 
town  has  an  excellent  water  supply  for  household  and  manu- 
facturing purposes  and  is  also  supplied  with  both  gas  and 
electric  light  plants.  There  is  a  superior  system  of  electric 
railways  connecting  this  with  adjoining  towns  radiating  in^  all 
directions.  Concerning  advantages  to  industrial  enterprises 
a  correspondent  states,  "The  Chamber  of  Commerce  of  this 
city  has  a  standing  committee  on  new  enterprises  which  is 
always  ready  to  take  up  such  matters  with  any  parties  inter- 
ested in  locating  here.  There  are  two  lines  of  daily  boats  to 
and  from  New  York  City.  The  water  front  is  just  now  being 
greatly  extended  by  pumping  mud  out  of  the  west  river 
channel  and  depositing  same  on  salt  meadows." 

Another  correspondent  writes: 

"To  the  capitalist  or  business  man  seeking  a  suitable  site 
for  a  proposed  manufacturing  or  business  venture,  a  word; 
There  is  no  room  for  cavil  when  it  is  said  that  New  Haven 
offers  as  strong  inducements  for  the  establishment  of  new  en- 
terprises as  any  location  upon  the  Atlantic  coast. 

Countless  reasons  why  New  Haven  should  arrest  atten- 
tion for  a  space  are  the  sequence  of  the  natural  advantage  of 
its  situation. 

Located  upon  the  shores  of  Long  Island  Sound,  heavy  raw 
materials  may  be  brought  from  abroad  or  from  other  eastern 
American  ports  by  boat,  thus  at  minimum  freight  rate& 
Unexcelled  docking  facilities  with  opportunities  for  enlarge- 
ment and  improvement,  contribute  to  a  condition  enabling 
New  Haven  manufactures  to  compete  with  those  of  any  other 
manufacturing  city  or  town  in  eastern  America. 

New  Haven  is  Ihe  midwav  railroad  terminus  between  New 
York  and  Boston,  the  great  hubs  of  the  country,  and  all  the 
trains  running  between  these  metropolises  pass  through  New 
Haven.  And  so  very  naturally  countless  other  advantages 
are  attendant  upon  the  two  main  ones  mentioned.  Chief 
among  the  latter  is  the  fact,  which  will  bear  investigation, 
that  there  are  eligible  sites  available  for  nearly  all  kinds  of 
factories,  within  New  Haven  limits  and  upon  the  city  outskirts. 

Real  estate  values  still  are  reasonable  but  there  is  cause 
for  the  assumption  that  they  will  have  multiplied  greatly  when 
capitalists  will  have  realized  what  New  Haven  has  to  offer, 
and  the  progressive  city  has  fully  done  itself  justice.  The 
effort  of  the  city  government  has  always  been  to  keep  down 
taxation  and  the  low  rate  obtaining  is  a  matter  of  state 
comment. 
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Here  are  shown  the  facilities  for  manufacturing,  and  bearing 
in  mind  the  universal  commercial  law  that  demand  is  a 
requisite  corollary  of  supply  for  the  insurance  of  success,  the 
astute  manufacturer  will  ask,  "Is  there  a  buying  field  ?" 

There  most  certainly  is  as  rich  a  buying  field  as  one  could 
desire.  Within  a  radius  of  lOO  miles,  east,  west,  and  north  of 
the  city,  there  is  a  population  exceeding  seven  millions.  Its 
wealth  aggregates  thousands  of  millions  of  dollars  and  the 
people  are  among  the  most  prosperous,  intelligent,  enterprising, 
progressive  in  the  world.  This  population  is  accessible  to 
New  Haven  by  systems  of  steam  and  electric  railroads,  which* 
iorm  a  network  over  the  territory  bringing  every  section,  town, 
city  and  district  within  easy  reach  of  the  city. 

Again  within  four  hours'  ride  of  New  Haven,  by  rail, 
there  are  over  ten  millions  of  people  whose  equal  in  wealth  and 
consuming  capacity  is  not  to  be  found  within  so  small  an  area 
in  all  America. 

Now  it  is  obvious  that  with  a  field  so  inexhaustible,  so  rich, 
so  accessible,  consuming  more  marketable  commodities  than 
any  other  locality  of  equal  size,  New  Haven's  position  as  a 
source  of  supply  meets  all  requirements. 

New  Haven's  banking  facilities  have  steadily  grown  until 
there  are  nearly  fifteen  institutions  of  established  honesty  and 
solidity.  They  include  National  and  Savings  Banks,  and 
trust  companies. 

Of  the  water  supply  available  it  is  only  necessary  to  say  that 
there  has  never  been  a  time  since  the  present  system  was  per- 
fected over  ten  years  ago,  when  the  supply  was  restricted  in 
any  sense. 

As  an  educational  center  New  Haven's  fame  is  world-wide 
and  the  presence  of  Yale  University  with  students  repre- 
senting families  of  wealth  from  all  over  the  world,  should 
suggest  some  business  opportunity. 


NEWINGTON. 

The  area  of  this  town  is  8,794  acres  and  its  population  in 
1900  was  1,041.  It  is  situated  five  miles  southwest  of  Hart- 
ford, four  miles  northeast  of  New  Britain  on  the  line  of  the 
Highland  and  Hartford  Divisions  of  the  N.  Y.,  N.  H.  &  H. 
Railroad  and  there  are  nearly  approaching  seventy-five 
passenger  and  freight  trains  which  pass  its  station  each  day. 
The  correspondent  in  this  town  states  that  there  is  land  suitable 
and  available  for  manufacturing  purposes  located  a  short 
distance  from  both  lines  of  railroad  and  that  there  is  a  water 
privilege  located  in  the  western  portion  of  the  town  which 
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might  be  utilized  with  profit.  He  also  states  that  there  Is  a 
supply  of  clay  and  sand  to  be  had  but  that  the  question  of 
securing  help  is  a  serious  problem.  The  facilities  for  the 
receipt  and  shipment  of  freight  are  good  at  the  stations  of 
Newington  and  Clayton  on  the  Highland  and  at  Newington 
on  the  Hartford  Division.  Concerning  the  matter  of  water 
for  household  and  manufacturing  purposes  the  corre- 
spondent says  that  "with  a  little  expenditure  of  time  and 
money  water  could  be  secured  sufficient  to  supply  a  small 
city  from  Cedar  Mountain  in  the  eastern  part  of  the  town. 
'The  town  is  not  supplied  with  gas  or  electric  light  plants 
but  there  is  an  electric  railway  operated  from  Hartford  and 
New  Britain  through  Newington  Center. 

NEW  LONDON. 

The  area  of  this  town  is  3,452  acres  and  its  population  in 
1900  was  17,548. 

The  following  information  concerning  its  industrial  ad- 
vantages was  received  from  correspondents  there:  The  town 
is  situated  on  the  west  bank  of  the  Thames  River,  and  on  the 
lines  of  the  N.  Y.,  N.  H.  &  H.  and  Central  Vermont  Railroads. 
There  are  approximately  over  two  hundred  trains,  including 
passenger  and  freight,  passing  its  station  each  day.  There 
is  land  suitable  and  available  for  manufacturing  purposes 
located  in  close  proximity  to  the  railroad  and  also  a  large 
tract  near  the  water  together  with  much  land  bordering  on 
coves  in  the  center  of  the  city.  In  addition  to  which  there 
is  a  large  area  of  land  to  be  had  within  three-quarters  of  a 
mile  of  City  Hall.  There  is  no  supply  of  water  power,  there 
is  a  supply  of  sand  and  an  abundance  of  help,  both  male  and 
female  can  be  secured.  The  facilities  for  the  receipt  and 
shipment  of  freight  are  superior,  by  means  of  the  railroad 
connections  outlined  above,  beside  these  conveniences  and 
advantages  there  are  three  daily  lines  of  steamers  to  New 
York,  daily  line  to  Long  Island  ports,  Sag  Harbor  and 
Shelter  Island  connecting  with  the  Long  Island  railroad.  The 
kind  of  maufacturing  best  adapted  to  the  town  would  be  that 
of  ship  building,  machine  and  boiler  shops,  metal  works,  in 
fact  any  line  of  business  will  find  New  London  a  con- 
venient shipping  center  and  a  good  field  for  enterprises  em- 
ploying skilled  labor.  There  is  a  good  supply  of  water  for 
household  and  manufacturing  purposes,  moderate  rates  for 
its  use  obtaining.  The  town  is  supplied  with  both  gas  and 
electric  light  plants  and  there  is  an  electric  railway  system 
connecting  it  with  Norwich,  Niantic  and  Westerly,  R.  I 
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The  following  is  taken  from  a  recent  publication : 
New  London  is  situated  on  the  estuary  of  the  River  Thames, 
one  of  the  most  picturesque  in  America,  the  city  rising  from 
tidewater  level  to  a  height  of  250  feet  by  easy  grades.  It  is 
preeminently  a  city  of  beautiful  residences,  but  is  also  the 
center  of  numerous  important  industries. 

Naturally  situated  advantageously,  it  forms  the  only  ideal 
summer  residence  for  thousands  who  enjoy  the  privileges  to 
be  obtained  in  the  Pequot  and  other  sections  near  the  seashore. 
With  a  population  of  over  22,000  it  is  not  only  a  city  with  a 
notable  past  but  a  glorious  future. 

New  London  has  well  paved  streets,  macadamized  boule- 
vards, an  efficient  and  ever  increasing  street  car  service,  which 
not  only  affords  rapid  transit  within  city  limits  but  extends  for 
many  miles  into  the  surrounding  country.  As  a  steam  rail- 
road center  it  is  surpassed  by  no  city.  The  educational  facil- 
ities are  unique,  eight  public  schools  affording  every  Advantage 
for  the  youth.  Seventeen  churches  and  religious  bodies  pros- 
per here.  A  well  equipped  public  library,  a  good  theatre,  well 
organized  and  modemly  equipped  hospital,  are  counted  among 
some  of  her  advantages  as  a  model  city. 

Protection  from  fire  is  assured  by  seven  active  fire  com- 
panies. The  water  supply  of  the  city  is  abundant  and  for 
purity  surpasses  that  of  the  majority  of  cities  and  is  surpassed 
by  none.  The  hotels  are  modem  and  able  to  cater  to  large 
numbers  of  guests,  whose  every  whim  can  be  gratified.  The 
electric  light,  gas  and  sewer  systems  are  excellent  and  under 
the  watchful  eye  of  a  painstaking  city  government  are  still 
being  improved. 

Along  business  lines  New  London  is  progressive,  many  dis- 
tinct lines  of  manufacture  thriving  here.  Factories  which  pro- 
duce silks,  woolen,  bed  comfortables,  printing  presses,  gaso- 
line engines,  etc.,  prosper  and  furnish  employment  for 
thousands  of  workers.  Extensive  manufacture  along  ma- 
chinery lines  has  made  the  city  world  famous.  Three  large 
concerns,  employing  thousands  of  men,  add  their  quota  to  the 
city's  industries. 

Desirable  sites  for  factories  abound  and  such  important  fac- 
tors to  success  as  cheap  coal  and  cheap  transportation  by  rail 
or  water  are  available  in  the  development  of  industrial  enter- 
prises. 

As  a  seaport  the  city  possesses  the  best  natural  harbor  in 
America.  Three  important  shipyards  form  a  portion  of  the 
business  enterprises  and  in  the  well  found  stores  of  hundreds 
of  merchants  can  be  obtained  all  the  commodities  of  life  at 
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prices  comparing  favorably  with  those  of  the  largest  metropol- 
itan centers  of  the  country. 

Whether  from  the  standpoint  of  a  desirable  residential  city 
or  a  profitable  business  location  New  London  gives  the  wall 
to  none. 

NEW  MILFORD. 

The  area  of  this  town  is  40,321  acres  and  its  population 
in  1900  was  4,804.  It  is  situated  on  the  Berkshire  division 
of  the  N.  Y.,  N.  H.  &  H.  Railroad  and  there  are  si^rteen 
passenger  trains  which  pass  its  station  each  day.  The  corre- 
spondent in  this  town  states  that  "there  is  land  suitable  and 
available  for  manufacturing  purpoes,  some  located  on  the 
railroad,  other  nearby,  there  is  no  supply  of  water  power, 
electrical  power  being  developed,  there  is  a  supply  of  clay, 
sand  and  lumber,  help  can  be  secufcd  in  this  or  adjacent 
towns,  the  facilities  for  the  rfeceipt  and  shipment  of  freight 
are  good  as  indicated  by  railroad  connection  given  above. 
Any  kind  of  manufacturing  is  well  adapted  to  the  town, 
there  is  a  good  supply  of  water  for  household  and  manufac- 
turing purposes,  the  town  is  supplied  with  gas  and  electric 
light  plants  and  there  is  no  electric  railway  connection  with 
other  towns  but  it  is  anticipated  in  the  near  future."  Con- 
tinuing the  correspondent  says:  "The  upper  Housatonic 
Valley  has  been  wholly  neglected  as  a  manufacturing  cen- 
ter, and  its  proximity  to  New  York,  its  electrical  develop- 
ment, and  great  natural  advantages  would  seem  to  point  to 
its  early  development  as  a  manufacturing  section."  "The  Com- 
mercial Club  of  New  Milford  will  be  pleased  to  hear  from 
any  interested  parties  as  to  manufacturing  in  this  section 
and  to  offer  substantial  inducements  to  further  the  locating 
of  plants  at  New  Milford." 

NEWTOWN. 

The  area  of  this  town  is  38,664  acres  and  its  population  in 
1900  was  3,276.  It  is  situated  on  the  Berkshire  and  High- 
land Divisions  of  the  N.  Y.,  N.  H.  &  H.  Railroad  wth  sta- 
tions at  Newtown,  Botsford,  Hawleyville  and  Sandy  Hook. 

The  correspondent  in  this  town  made  no  report  concern- 
ing industrial  opportunities  not  yet  utilized. 

NORFOLK. 

The  area  of  this  town  is  29,006  acres  and  its  population  in 
iQoo  was  1,614.     It  is  situated  on  the  line  of  the  Central. 
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New  England  Railroad  with  stations  at  Grant's,  Sunnmit, 
Norfolk  and  West  Norfolk.  Concerning  industrial  oppor- 
tunities the  correspondent  in  this  town  states:  *'This  town 
is  wholly  a  summer  resort,  no  opportunities  for  manufactur- 
ing purposes.  Anything  in  the  manufacturing  line,  thus 
far  for  the  past  twenty  years  has  amounted  to  but  little." 

NORTH  BRANFORD. 

The  area  of  this  town  is  16,498  acres  and  its  population 
in  1900  was  814.  It  has  no  direct  railroad  communication, 
stage  line  runs  from  New  Haven  daily,  however,  and  the 
village  of  Northford  in  the  town  of  North  Branford  is  also 
connected  by  a  stage  line  running  twice  a  day  from  North- 
ford  station  on  the  Air  Line  Division  of  the  N.  Y.,  N.  H.  & 
H.  Railroad.  Concerning  industrial  opportunities  the  corre- 
spondent in  this  town  says: 

"Town  is  not  gaining  in  population.  Agriculture  fur- 
nishes employpient.  Nothing  has  been  done  to  induce 
manufacturing  concerns  to  locate  here." 

NORTH  CANAAN. 

The  area  of  this  town  is  12,480  acres  and  its  population  in 
1900  was  1,805.  It  ^s  situated  on  the  Central  New  England 
and  the  Berkshire  Division  of  the  N.  Y.,  N.  H.  &  H.  Rail- 
road and  there  are  twenty-four  passenger  and  ten  regular 
freight  trains  pass  its  station  each  day. 

Concerning  industrial  opportunities  the  correspondent 
in  this  tow^n  savs  that  "there  is  land  suitable  and  available 
for  manufacturing  purposes  located  adjacent  to  the  rail- 
road, there  is  a  supply  of  electric  power  approximating  500 
horse-power  and  that  there  is  a  supply  of  clay,  sand  and 
lumber."  Continuing  the  correspondent  says  that  "helg 
can  be  secured  in  this  or  adjacent  towns,  the  facilities  for 
the  receipt  and  shipment  of  freight  are  unsurpassed  at  East 
Canaan  on  the  Central  New  England  and  at  Canaan  on  both 
railroads."  "Owing  to  these  exceptional  shipping  facilities 
nearly  any  manufacturing  enterprise  would  find  advantages 
here."  "There  is  an  ample  supply  of  water  for  household 
and  manufacturing  purposes,  the  town  is  supplied  with  an 
electric  H^ht  plant  but  has  no  electric  railway  connections 
as  yet,  one  is  projected,  however,  having  prospective  traffic 
connection  with  Great  Harrington  and  Pittsfield,  Mass. 
The  correspondent  adds,  "We  have  a  Board  of  Trade  that 
will  be  glad  to  take  the  matter  up  with  any  concern  seeking 
change  of  location.

NORTH  HAVEN. 


The  area  of  this  town  is  13,890  acres  and  its  population 
was  2,164  in  1900.  It  is  situated  on  the  Hartford  and  Air 
Line  Divisions  of  the  N.  Y.,  N.  H.  &  H.  Railroad,  and  there 
are  seventeen  trains  pass  its  station  each  day.  There  is 
land  suitable  and  available  for  manufacturing  purposes  bor- 
dering on  the  railroad,  there  is  no  supply  of  water  power,  a 
supply  of  clay  and  sand  is  obtainable  and  help  can  be  se- 
cured in  this  or  adjacent  towns.  The  facilities  for  the  re- 
ceipt and  shipment  of  freight  are  exceptionally  good  at  the 
stations  of  North  Haven,  Montowese  and  Clintonville. 
Water  for  household  purposes  is  supplied  from  wells,  the 
town  is  supplied  with  gas  and  there  is  an  excellent  electric 
railway  system  operated  through  the  town. 


NORTH  STONINGTON. 

The  area  of  this  town  is  36,316  acres  and  its  population 
in  1900  was  1,240.  It  has  no  direct  railroad  communication 
but  is  connected  by  stage  route  from  Westerly,  R.  I.  There 
is  land  available  for  manufacturing  purposes  located  about 
five  miles  from  the  railroad,  water  power  is  obtainable, 
there  is  a  supply  of  clay,  sand  and  lumber,  and  help  can  be 
secured  in  this  or  adjacent  towns.  The  manufacture  of  cot- 
ton goods  is  best  adapted  to  the  town,  the  supply  of  water 
for  household  and  manufacturing  purposes  is  limited.  The 
town  is  not  supplied  with  gas  or  electric  light  plants  but 
has  electric  railway  connection  with  Norwich,  Conn.,  and 
Westerly,  R.  I. 

NORWALK. 

The  area  of  this  town  is  15,777  acres  and  its  population^ 
including  that  of  the  cities  of  Norwalk  and  South  Norwalk» 
in  1900  was  19,952.  It  is  situated  on  both  the  New  York 
and  Danbury  Divisions  of  the  N.  Y.,  N.  H.  &  H.  Railroad, 
thirty-four  trains  to  and  from  New  York  and  eight  to  and 
from  Danbury  pass  its  station  each  day. 

Correspondents  in  the  town  furnish  the  following  informa- 
tion concerning  its  industrial  advantages.  There  is  land  suit- 
able and  available  for  manufacturing  purposes  located  about 
one-quarter  of  a  mile  off  the  line  of  the  railroad,  there  is  not 
a  supply  of  water  power  to  be  had,  there  is  a  good  supply  of 
clay,  sand  and  lumber,  and  help  can  be  secured  in  this  or  near- 
by towns.    The   facilities   for  the  receipt  and   shipment  of 
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freight  are  excellent  by  means  of  the  railroad  connections 
enuinerated  above  as  well  as  by  steamboat  to  New  York,  thus 
affording  low  transportation  rates. 

Manufactures  of  a  diversified  character  would  be  best 
adapted  to  the  town,  the  predominating  lines  of  industry  now 
being  hatting,  hardware,  locks,  air  compressors,  corsets,  silk, 
shoes,  iron  and  brass  foundries,  etc.  The  supply  of  water  for 
household  and  manufacturing  purposes  is  superior,  a  new  filter 
for  its  purification  now  being  constructed,  the  estimated  cost 
of  which  is  $100,000.  The  town  is  supplied  with  both  gas 
and  electric  light  plants,  the  latter  being  owned  and  operated 
by  the  Municipality  of  South  Norwalk,  affording  a  low  rate 
for  light  and  power.  There  is  an  electric  railway  system  con- 
necting the  town  with  others  as  well  as  furnishing  facilities  for 
through  transportation  by  street  railway  to  New  York  and 
Boston.  There  have  been  no  special  inducements  offered  for 
the  location  of  new  enterprises  here  except  there  have  been  in- 
stances of  "free  factory  sites."  Particular  advantages  are  low 
rates  for  water  and  electricity  for  light  and  power,  cheap 
freight  rates  by  reason  of  having  both  rail  and  water  trans- 
portation facilities.  The  following  additional  information 
having  particular  reference  to  the  advantages  of  the  city  of 
South  Norwalk  was  also  supplied : 

South  Norwalk,  with  its  immediately  adjacent  urban  and 
suburban  populations,  is  one  of  the  most  enterprising  and . 
thriving  communities  to  be  found  within  commuting  distance 
of  New  York  City.  The  total  population  numbers  some 
20,000.  Healthfulness,  pleasant  situation,  comfortable  dwell- 
ings, economical  living,  enjoyable  associations,  local  and  met- 
ropolitan openings  for  occupation  are  attractive  conditions 
tending  to  rapidly  increase  these  figures. 

The  community  is  represented  by  the  contiguous  cities  of 
Norwalk  and  South  Norwalk;  each  with  a  business  center  of 
its  own  and  a  separate  civic  organization,  and  having  also  a 
somewhat  distinct  "sphere  of  influence"  in  the  surrounding 
suburban  and  rural  sections.  The  City  of  South  Norwalk  and 
the  territories  practically  parts  of  it  have  considerably  more 
than  half  the  total  population.  On  either  side  of  South  Nor- 
walk is  an  unorganized  district  of  present  and  rapidly  increas- 
ing importance— on  the  east  is  East  Norwalk,  already  having 
about  4,000  people ;  on  the  west  the  district  comprising  Roton 
Hill,  Rowayton  and  the  beautiful  shore  section.  The  advan- 
tages belonging  to  the  southern  town  are  natural  or  created  by 
civic  or  local  foresight.  It  has  excellent  harbor  and  railway 
facilities  and  has,  to  its  own  apparent  great  benefit,  gone  in  for 
municipal  ownersship  of  water  works  and  electrical  lighting 
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and  power  plant.  It  controls  a  magnificent  water  supply,  suf- 
ficient for  many  times  its  present  donands,  and  has  in  eleven 
years  saved  the  cost  of  its  fine  lighting  and  power  plant  in  the 
cost  of  street  lighting  alone ;  while  to  its  manufacturers  it  is 
able  to  sell  power  at  rates  so  advantageous  as  to  ofiFset  a  heavy 
annual  bonus.  Its  health  rating  is  the  best  non-rural  rating  in 
the  State,  and  its  taxation  is  kept  down  to  the  lowest  point 
economy  admits  of ;  while  the  civic  expenditure  is  eflRcient,  as 
is  told  in  the  well-paved,  well-sewered,  well-lighted  public 
streets. 

It  is  well  known  that  the  passenger  and  freight  service  of 
the  New  York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford  Railroad  is  as  good  as 
modern  construction  and  equipment,  backed  by  progressive 
management,  can  give.  At  South  Norwalk  the  Danbury  line 
joins  the  main  line  of  the  "Consolidated  Road,"  making  it  the 
first  junction  point  out  of  New  York  City  and  giving  it  all  the 
advantages  of  direct  connection  with  all  New  England  points 
which  that  city  has,  without  the  delays  incident  to  its  congested 
conditions.  It  is,  however,  especially  favored  in  its  passenger 
facilities— express  trains  each  way,  stopping  almost  every 
hour,  land  one  in,  or  carry  one  from  the  heart  of  the  busy 
Metropolis.  Like  facility  and  comfort  connect  one  with  all 
other  desired  destinations.  In  the  direction  of  New  York  all 
the  immense  improvements,  accomplished  and  projected  there 
and  in  its  outskirts,  will  shortly  eliminate  the  delays  which  now 
lengthen  the  time  within  her  limits,  and  it  is  undoubted  that 
the  hour  will  shortly  land  a  Norwalker  at  Park  Row,  if  not 
at  the  Battery. 

Great  as  are  the  conveniences  of  rail  communication,  they 
are  supplemented  and  competed  against  by  those  of  water. 
The  waters  of  the  ocean  reaching  in  through  a  beautiful  inlet 
of  the  Sound  come  to  our  very  doors,  wash  our  indented  shore 
and  bear,  wheresoever  one  will,  whosoever  or  whatsoever  is  for 
other  parts  or  climes  and  fetch  to  us  whatsoever  we  wish  from 
them. 

The  unsurpassed  facilities  for  transport  by  land  and  water, 
the  advantage  created  by  local  enterprise  and  the  nearness  of 
New  York,  the  constant  accession  to  the  wealthy  and  well-to- 
do  element  in  both  permanent  and  summer  residents,  have 
helped  and  are  helping  to  build  up  and  make  prosperous  many 
retailing,  manufacturing  and  contracting  concerns  which  give 
stability  and  a  kind  of  autonomous  independence  to  the  place. 
On  its  industrial  side  its  advantages  are  as  attractive  as  those 
it  holds  as  a  purely  residential  quarter,  and  are  becoming  more 
appreciated  as  they  become  better  known.  Great  expansion  in 
this  direction  seems  as  inevitable  as  it  is  desirable. 
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NORWICH. 

The  area  of  this  town  is  18,708  acres  and.  its  population  in 
1900  was  24,637.  It  is  situated  on  the  lines  of  the  Vermont 
Central  and  N.  Y.,  N.  H.  &  H.  Railroads,  approximately 
fifty  trains  pass  through  the  town  each  day  on  both  rail- 
roads. There  is  land  suitable  and  available  for  manufac- 
turing purposes  located  directly  adjacent  to  either  railroad 
and  there  is  an  estimated  force  of  water  of  500  horse-power 
which  could  be  made  available.  There  is  a  supply  of  clay, 
sand  and  lumber;  help  can  be  secured  in  this  or  adjacent, 
towns  and  the  facilities  for  the  receipt  and  shipment  of 
freight  are  excellent  as  indicated  by  the  railroad  connec- 
tions given  above.  The  town  is  well  situated  and  adapted 
for  any  line  of  manufacturing;  there  is  a  very  superior  sup- 
ply of  water  for  household  and  manufacturing  purposes,  it 
is  supplied  with  both  gas  and  electric  light  plants  and  its 
electric  railway  connection  with  towns  in  either  direction 
is  unsurpassed. 

OLD  LYME. 

The  area  of  this  town  is  16,893  acres  and  its  population  in 
1900  was  1. 180.  It  is  situated  on  the  Shore  Line  Division 
of  the  N.  Y.,  N.  H.  &  H.  Railroad,  nineteen  trains  passing 
its  various  stations  each  day.  The  town  is  also  connected 
with  Hartford  and  New  York  by  steamboat  line  during 
the  open  season.  The  principal  industry  here  being  agri- 
culture, the  correspondent  reports  no  special  advantages  for 
industrial  enterprises. 

OLD  SAYBROOK. 

The  area  of  this  town  is  11,561  acres  and  its  population  in 
1900  was  1,431.  It  is  situated  on  the  Shore  Line  and  Val- 
ley Divisions  of  the  N.  Y.,  N.  H.  &  H.  Railroad,  forty-four 
passenger  trains  passing  its  station  each  day,  and  by  steam- 
boat route  to  Hartford  and  New  York  during  the  open  sea- 
son. The  correspondent  in  this  town  states  that  there  is 
land  available  for  manufacturing  purposes  located  along  the 
line  of  the  railroad  and  also  adjacent  to  the  steamboat  land- 
ing. He  also  reports  that  there  is  no  available  water 
power,  that  there  is  an  abundance  of  sand  and  lumber  and 
that  help  could  be  secured  in  limited  numbers. 

The  shipping  facilities  are  good  as  indicated  by  the  rail- 
road and  steamboat  connections  given  above,  water  for 
household  purposes  is  supplied  by  wells,  although  a  gravity 
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water  system  is  maintained  within  four  miles  which  could 
be  utilized  if  demanded.  There  are  no  gas  or  electric  light 
plants,  neither  is  there  an  electric  railway,  but  a  line  is 
contemplated  connecting  with  towns  on .  either  side  and 
west  as  far  as  New  Haven.    The  correspondent   adds  that: 

"The  town  would  probably  remit  taxes  for  a  term  of 
years  to  a  desirable  plant.' 

"We  hope  to  take  measures  shortly  to  try  and  attract 
business.  There  is  much  idle  land,  some  of  it  favorably  sit- 
uated for  both  rail  and  water  freight." 

ORANGE. 

The  area  of  this  town  is  18,388  acres  and  its  population  in 
1900  including  that  of  the  borough  of  West  Haven  was 
6,995.  It  ^s  situated  on  the  New  York  and  Berkshire  Di- 
visions of  the  N.  Y.,  N.  H.  &  H.  Railroad  and  its  passenger 
trains'  connections  are  twenty-one  trains  at  West  Haven 
station,  eighteen  at  Orange  station  and  sixteen  at  the  sta- 
tion at  Tyler  City.  The  correspondent  in  this  town  states 
that  there  is  "any  quantity  of  land  lying  on  the  line  of  the 
railroad — acres  one  to  five  miles  distant  available  for  man- 
ufacturing purposes." 

"There  is  no  supply  of  water  power,  an  abundance  of  sand, 
excellent  shipping  facilities,  as  indicated  by  railroad  connec- 
tions given  above,  a  good  supply  of  water  for  household 
and  manufacturing  purposes.  The  town  is  supplied  with 
both  gas  and  electric  light  plants,  also  with  a  very  superior 
electric  railway  system  and  taxes  have  been  abated  for  a 
term,  of  ten  years  for  new  enterprises  locating  here."  * 

OXFORD. 

The  area  of  this  town  is  23,035  acres  and  its  population 
in  1900  was  952.  It  is  situated  on  the  Highland  Division  of 
the  N.  Y.,  N.  H.  &  H.  Railroad  with  station  at  Towantic 
and  six  trains  pass  its  station  each  day.  Agriculture  is  the 
principal  industry.  The  correspondent  reports  no  special 
industrial  advantages. 

PLAINFIELD. 

The  area  of  this  town  is  27,119  acres  and  its  population 
in  1900  was  4,821.  It  is  situated  on  both  the  Central  and 
Norwich  divisions  of  the  N.  Y.,  N.  H.  &  H.  Railroad  with 
stations  at  Plainfield,  Moosup,  Packerville,  Central  Village 
and  Wauregan.    The  correspondent  in  this  town  failed  to 
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make  report  concerning^  industrial  opportunities  not  jret 
utilized.  From  another  source  was  secured  the  following 
information  concerning  a  new  plant  recently  erected  in  this 
place  by  the  Lawton  Mills  Corporation : 

This  corpofatioh  had  its  inception  in  the  summer  of  1905, 
and  ground  was  broken  for  the  foundation  of  its  factory 
in  November  of  that  year.  The  work  was  vigorously  pros- 
cuted  through  the  mild  winter  following.  The  brick  work 
of  the  buildings  was  commenced  about  the  first  of  April, ' 
1906,  and  including  the  big  chimney  and  the  water  tower 
occupied  about  six  months  in  building.  Much  other  work 
on  the  premises  was  also  accomplished  during  that  time, 
including  building  of  eighteen  double-tenement  houses  for 
the  operatives,  moving  the  brook  and  digging  a  reservoir 
150  X  100  feet  and  six  feet  in  depth ;  ^  large  amount  of  grad- 
ing grounds  around  the  mill,  building  a  spur  railroad  track 
to  the  rear  of  the  factory;  laying  water  pipes  through  the 
premises  and  up  to  the  residences  on  the  hill  opposite  the 
mill. 

The  mill  proper  is  a  three-story  structure,  105  x  242  feet  in 
size,  and,  in  common  with  all  the  connecting  buildings  and 
rooms,  is  built  of  brick  in  the  most  durable  manner  on  a 
concrete  foundation  sunk  to  the  solid*  earth  beneath  the 
meadow.  South  of  and  joining  the  main  building  is  a  one- 
story  weave  shed  150x255  feet,  and  conveniently  near  is  a 
store  house  50  x  75  feet,  a  picker  room  50  x  72  feet,  a  boiler 
house  50  X  50  feet,  and  an  engine  room  44  x  64  feet,  near 
which  is  a  stack  150  feet  high. 

The  mill  has  a  capacity  of  30,000  spindles,  and  is  expected 
to  employ  from  250  to  300  persons.  The  Cooper-Corliss 
engine  of  about  1,600  horse-power  and  the  immense  boilers 
are  large  enough  to  furnish  power  for  50,000  spindles  when 
that  eventually  arrives,  and  the  mill  is  extended  150  feet 
north  and  the  weave  shed  the  same  distance  south. 

A  fine  grade  of  cotton  goods  is  to  be  made  in  popular 
styles  for  which  the  demand  seems  ever  increasing.  The 
facilities  for  receiving  material  and  shipping  the  product 
of  the  mill  have  not  been  overlooked,  a  railroad  track  hav- 
ing been  built  on  the  east  (rear)  side  of  the  mill  with  the 
necessary  platforms  from  doors  to  cars,  thus  saving  a  small 
fortune  annually  that  otherwise  would  have  to  be  expended 
for  teams  and  cartage. 

PLAINVILLE. 

The  area  of  this  town  is  6,020  acres  and  its  population  in 
1900  was  2,180.    Concerning  industrial  opportunities  the 
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correspondent  in  this  town  says:  "In  regard  to  Plainville 
this  can  be  added.  The  town  lies  on  the  Northampton  and 
Highland  Divisions  of  the  Consolidated  railroad  and  there 
are  miles  of  track  on  both  lines  that  could  be  utilized  for 
building  sites  for  factories.  Plainville  is  on  level  land  and 
it  is  within  bounds  to  say  that  there  is  not  a  town  in  Con- 
necticut to-day  with  so  many  available  factory  sites  within 
its  borders.  It  is  a  trolley  center  with  cars  running  to 
Southington,  Meriden  and  New  Haven  on  the  south  and 
Waterbury  on  the  west,  every  half  hour,  Bristol  and»Terry- 
ville  to  the  northwest  with  cars  every  twenty  minutes,  and 
New  Britain  and  Hartford  on  the  east  with  cars  every 
fifteen  minutes.  The  tax  rate  is  only  ten  mills  on  the  dollar 
and  the  town  has  been  kept  within  the  receipts  so  far  as  ex- 
penses go  for  a  number  of  years  past.  It  is  one  of  the  best 
towns  for  homes  to  be  found  in  the  State.  Within  the  last 
five  years  the  Trumbull  Electric  Company  has  been  built 
up  from  nothing  to  a  plant  employing  perhaps  200  men  and 
there  are  other  small  industries  in  the  place  that  are  being 
developed.  The  outjook  for  the  future  prosperity  of  this 
town  is  very  bright." 

PLYMOUTH. 

The  area  of  this  town  is  13,546  acres  and  its  population  in 
1900  was  2,828.  It  is  situated  on  the  line  of  the  Highland 
Division  of  the  N.  Y.,  N.  H.  &  H.  Railroad,  eight  passenger 
trains  passing  its  station,  which  is  Terryville,  each  day.  The 
correspondent  in  this  town  reports  that  there  is  land  suitable 
and  available  for  manufacturing  purposes  located  one  to 
two  miles  and  some  alongside  the  railroad  tracks.  There  is 
a  good  supply  of  clay,  sand  and  lumber.  Help  can  be  se- 
cured in  this  or  adjacent  towns,  there  are  good  facilities  for 
the  receipt  and  shipment  of  freight  at  Terryville  and  Grey- 
stone  on  the  Highland  and  at  Thomaston  on  the  Naugatuck 
Division  one  mile  from  Plymouth  Center. 

The  manufacture  of  small  hardware,  paper  boxes  and  ar- 
ticles of  wood  would  be  best  adapted  to  the  town.  There 
is  a  good  supply  of  water  for  household  and  manufacturing 
purposes,  the  town  is  supplied  with  electric  lights  from 
plants  located  at  Bristol  and  Thomaston,  it  has  electric  rail- 
way connection  with  Bristol  and  connection  with  Thomas- 
ton is  anticipated  at  an  early  day. 

POMFRET. 

The  area  of  this  town  is  27,206  acres  and  its  population  in 
1900  was  1,831.     It  is  situated  on  the  Midland  Division  of 
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the  N.  Y.,  N.  H.  &  H.  Railroad  and  ten  or  more  trains  pass 
its  station  each  day.     Its  principal  industry  is  agriculture 
and  the  correspondent  here,  furnishes  no  information  as  to  , 
industrial  opportunities  not  yet  utilized. 

PORTLAND. 

The  area  of  this  town  is  17,283  acres  and  its  population  in 
1900  was  3,856.  It  is  situated  on  the  Air  Line  Division  of  the 
N.  Y.,  N.  H.  &  H.  Railroad  and  four  passenger  trains  pass 
its  station  each  day.  The  correspondent  in  this  town  re- 
ports that  there  is  land  suitable  and  available  for  manufac-  • 
turing  purposes  situated  immediately  upon  the  line  of  the 
railroad,  that  there  is  an  abundant  supply  of  water  which 
could  be  utilized  for  power,  there  is  a  good  supply  of  clay, 
sand  and  lumber,  and  help  could  be  secured  in  this  or  ad- 
jacent towns.  There  are  excellent  facilities  Tor  shipping 
by  way  of  the  railroad  and  by  steamboat,  there  being  numer- 
ous docks  on  the  river  front.  The  town  is  well  adapted  for 
the  manufacture  of  any  and  all  kinds  of  articles  as  the  ship- 
ping facilities  above  outlined  would  indicate.  There  is  a 
very  superior  supply  of  water  for  household  and  manufac- 
turing purposes,  the  town  is  supplied  with  an  electric  light 
plant  and  is  connected  by  electric  railway  with  Middletown 
on  the  opposite  side  of  the  river. 

PRESTON. 

The  area  of  this  town  is  20,325  acres  and  its  population  in 
1900  was  '2,807.  It  has  no  direct  railroad  connection  but  is 
reached  by  stage  from  Voluntown  and  Norwich  daily.  No 
report  was  received  from  the  correspondent  in  this  town 
concerning  industrial  opportunities. 

PROSPECT. 

The  area  of  this  town  is  8,726  acres  and  its  population  in 
1900  was  562.  It  is  situated  on  the  Meriden  branch  of  the 
Hartford  Division  of  the  N.  Y.,  N.  H.  &  H.  Railroad  and 
two  passenger  trains  pass  its  station  each  way  each  day. 
The  correspondent  in  this  town  failed  to  make  report  con- 
cerning industrial  opportunities  not  yet  utilized. 

PUTNAM. 

The  area  of  this  town  is  12,662  acres,  and  its  population 
in  1900  was  7,348.     It  is  situated  on  the  Midland  and  Nor- 
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wich  Divisions  of  the  N.  Y.,  N.  H.  &  H.  Railroad  and  there 
are  twenty-six  passenger  trains  pass  its  station  each  day. 
The  correspondent  in  this  town  states  that  there  is  land 
suitable  and  available  for  manufacturing  purposes  located 
immediately  upon  the  line  of  the  railroad,  that  there  is  a 
supply  of  water  power  approximating  200  horse-power 
owned  by  the  Putnam  Woolen  Company,  and  that  there  is 
no  surplus  of  help  in  the  vicinity. 

As  indicated  by  the  railroad  connection  given  above 
there  are  excellent  facilities  for  the  receipt  and  shipment  of 
freight.  The  correspondent  gives  no  information  as  to 
what  kind  of  manufacturing  would  be  best  adapted  to  the 
town.  He  adds,  however,  that  there  is  a  good  supply  of 
water  for  household  and  manufacturing  purposes,  that  the 
town  is  supplied  with  both  gas  and  electric  light  plants, 
and  that  there  is  electric  railway  connection  with  other 
towns. 


REDDING. 

The  area  of  this  town  is  20,507  acres,  and  its  population 
in  iQoo  was  1,426.  It  is  situated  on  the  Danbury  Branch 
of  the  N.  Y.,  N.  H.  &  H.  Railroad,  having  numerous 
stations  within  the  town.  No  report  concerning  industrial 
opportunities  was  made  by  the  correspondent  in  this  town. 


RIDGEFIELD. 

The  area  of  this  town  is  22,399  acres  and  its  population 
in  1900  was  2,626.  It  is  connected  by  railroad  by  means 
of  the  Ridgefield  Branch  running  from  Branchville  in  the 
town  of  Redding.  The  correspondent  in  this  town  failed 
to  make  report  concerning  industrial  opportunities  not  yet 
utilized. 


ROCKY  HILL.

The  area  of  this  town  is  9,111  acres,  and  its  population  in 
1900  was  1,026.  It  is  situated  on  the  line  of  the  Valley 
Branch  of  the  Hartford  Division  of  the  N.  Y.,  N.  H.  &  H. 
Railroad  and  is  also  connected  by  steamboat  route  with 
New  York  and  the  river  towns  during  the  open  season.  No 
report  as  to  industrial  opportunities  was  received  from  the 
correspondent  in  this  town.

The  correspondent  in  this  town  failed  to  make  report  as 
to  industrial  opportunities  not  yet  utilized. 

SALEM. 

The  area  of  this  town  i?  18,597  acres  and  its  population 
in  1900  was  468.  It  has  no  direct  railroad  connection  and 
no  report  was  received  from  the  corsespondent  as  to  possi- 
ble industrial  opportunities. 

SALISBURY. 

The  area  of  this  town  is  38,761  acres  and  its  population  in 
1900  was  3489.  It  is  situated  on  the  line  of  the  Central 
New  England  Railroad  and  the  correspondent  in  this  town 
failed  to  make  report  concerning  industrial  opportunities 
not  vet  utilized. 

SAYBROOK. 

The  area  of  this  town  is  9,452  acres  and  its  population  in 
1900  was  1,634.  It  is  situated  on  the  Valley  Branch  of  the 
Hartford  Division  of  the  N,  Y.,  N.  H.  &  H.  Railroad,  also 
on  the  Connecticut  River  ten  miles  from  its  mouth,  and  the 
villages  of  Deep  River  an4  Winthrop  are  within  its  limits. 
Twelve  trains  pass  its  station,  which  is  Deep  River,  daily. 
During  the  open  season  there  is  steamboat  connection  with 
Hartford  and  New  York.  The  correspondent  in  this  town 
states  that  "there  is  land  suitable  and  availabje  for  manur 
facturing  purposes,  for  steam  power  near  steamboat  landing 
and  railroad,  for  water-power,  one-half  to  three-quarters  of 
a  mile  from  railroad  and  steamboat  wharf."  Referring  to 
supply  of  water  power  the  correspondent  says,  "there  is  one 
privilege  of  ten  and  another  of  twenty-five  horse-power." 
He  also  states  that  "there  is  a  supply  of  clay,  sand  and  lum- 
ber; help  can  be  secured  in  this  and  adjoining  towns,  and 
that  the  shipping  facilities  are  excellent  at  the  station  of 
Deep  River  and  steamboat  wharf.  Hardware  would  be  the 
line  of  manufacture  best  adapted  to  the  town:  households 
are  supplied  with  running  water  by  the  Chester  Water 
Company,  a  gas  plant  now  being  installed,  most  of  the 
streets  already  piped  and  there  are  no  electric  railways  con- 
necting this  with  other  towns." 
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The  correspondent  adds:  "Both  of  the  water  privilege 
herein  mentioned  are  for  sale.  The  lo-horse  water  powder 
has  also  steam  boiler  and  engine,  with  a  factory  building^. 
The  25-horse  water  power  is  situated  at  the  mouth  of  Deep 
River  Cove." 

SCOTLAND. 

The  area  of  this  town  is  12,002  acres  and  its  population 
•in  1900  was  471.  It  is  situated  on  the  Central  Division  of 
the  N.  Y.,  N.  H.  &  H.  Railroad  and  there  are  eight  pas- 
senger trains  pass  its  stations  each  day.  Concerning  in- 
dustrial opportunities  not  yet  utilized  the  correspondent  in  this 
town  says : 

"This  is  a  small  town  about  3J/2  x  6  miles.  The  Prov.  & 
WilHmantic  Division  of  N.  Y.,  N.  H.  &  H.  Railroad  just 
crosses  the  extreme  southwest  corner  of  the  town  following 
the  Shetucket  River.  There  is  a  small  stream  running  from 
north  to  south  through  about  the  center  of  the  town,  there 
are  several  places  along  the  stream  where  there  are,  and 
used  to  be,  saw  or  grist  mills  and  some  of  the  small  factories 
that  used  to  be  scattered  about  the  country."

The  area  of  this  town  is  9,509  acres  and  its  population  in 
1900  was  3,541.  It  is  situated  on  the  Naugatuck  Division 
of  the  N.  Y.,  N.  H.  &  H.  Railroad  and  there  are  twenty-four 
passenger  trains  pass  its  station  each  day.  The  corre- 
spondent in  this  town  furnishes  the  information  that  there 
is  land  suitable  and  available  for  manufacturing  purposes 
located  one-eighth  of  a  mile  from  the  line  of  the  railroad, 
there  is  no  available  water  power,  there  is  a  supply  of 
building  sand,  and  help  can  be  secured  in  this  or  adjoining 
towns.  The  facilities  for  the  receipt  and  shipment  of 
freight  are  excellent  as  indicated  by  the  railroad  connection 
given  above.  The  manufacture  of  light  novelty  goods 
would  be  best  adapted  to  the  town,  there  is  a  good  supply 
of  water  for  household  and  light  manufacturing  purposes. 
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the  town  is  supplied  with  an  electric  light  plant  and  there 
are  electric  railway  connections  with  New  York,  Boston  and 
local  points. 

SHARON. 

The  area  of  this  town  is  38,819  acres  and  its  population  in 
1900  was  1,982.  It  has  no  direct  railroad  connection,  the 
Harlem  Division  of  -the  New  York  Central  and  Hudson 
River  railroad,  two  and  one-half  miles  distant,  being  the 
nearest  point. 

Concerning  industrial  opportunities  the  correspondent  in 
this  town  says:  "No  special  inducements  have  been  of- 
fered. Our  village  is  more  of  a  summer  resort  than  any- 
thing else.  At  present  an  agricultural  town.  The  village 
one  of  the  most  beai'tiful.  in  the  State." 

SHERMAN. 

The  area  of  this  town  is  15.410  acres  and  its  population  in 
1900  was  658.  There  is  no  direct  railroad  connection  with 
other  towns  and  the  correspondent  here  reports  no  advan- 
tages for  industrial  enterprises. 

SIMSBURY.  ^ 

The  population  of  this  town  in  1900  was  2,094  and  its 
area  is  19,530  acres.  It  is  situated  on  the  line  of  the  Central 
New  England  and  the  Northampton  Division  of  the  N.  Y., 
N.  H.  &  H.  Railroad,  and  there  are  sixteen  trains  which 
pass  its  station  each  day.  The  correspondent  in  this  town 
reports  no  special  advantages  for  industrial  enterprises. 

SOMERS. 

The  area  of  this  town  is  19,218  acres  and  its  population  in 
1900  was  1,593.  It  has  no  direct  railroad  connection  with 
other  towns.  The  correspondent  here  furnishes  the  in- 
formation that  there  is  an  abundance  of  land  suitable  and 
available  for  manufacturing  purposes  located  in  the  center 
of  the  town  about  three  and  one-half  miles  distant  from  the 
Hazardville  Station  on  the  Springfield  Branch  of  the  High- 
land Division  of  the  N.  Y.,  N.  H.  &  H.  Railroad ;  there  are 
numerous  water  privileges  which  could  be  utilized  with 
force  ranging  from  ten  to  fifty  horse-power.  There  is  a

It  is  situated  on  the  line  of  the  Highland 
Division  of  the  N.  Y.,  N.  H.  &  H.  Railroad,  and  includes  the 
villages  of  Southbury  and  South  Britain.  There  are  six 
passenger  trains  pass  its  stations,  which  are  Southbury  and 
Pomeraug  Valley,  each  day,  a  stage  route  connecting  it  with 
Woodbury  and  South  Britain.  The  correspondent  in  this 
town  says.  "This  would  be  a  good  point  for  a  milk  station — 
there  is  a  large  amount  of  milk  produced,  at  this  place.  The 
village  I  report  from  is  South  Britain  in  the  to*wn  of 
Southury." 

SOUTHINGTON. 

The  area  of  this  tov^m  is  24,310  acres  and  its  population  m 
1900  was  5,890. 

It  is  situated  on  the  Northampton  Division  of  the  N.  Y., 
N.  H.  &  H.  Railroad,  and  there  are  eight  passenger  trains 
which  pass  its  station  each  day.  There  is  land  suitable  and 
available  for  manufacturing  purposes  located  in  close  prox- 
imity to  the  line  of  the  railroad,  in  fact  an  abundance  of  land 
could  be  had  for  the  purpose,  consisting  of  a  large  level  tract 
on  either  side.  There  is  a  limited  supply  of  water  power 
which  might  be  utilized,  also  land  available  for  the  manufac- 
ture of  brick  could  be  had,  and  there  is  a  small  quantity  of 
chestnut  timber. 

Help  can  be  secured  in  this  and  adjacent  towns,  the  facili- 
ties for  the  receipt  and  shipment  of  freight  are  excellent  at  the 
stations  of  Southington,  Plantsville  and  Milldale.

The  correspondent  adds  that  the 
town  is  situated  on  the  direct  trolley  line  from  Boston  to  New 
York  and  its  residents  can  leave  New  York  City  at  eight 
o'clock  p.  M.,  reaching  Southington  the  same  evening.  Con- 
tinuing the  correspondent  states,  "Tax  rate  quite  low  in  com- 
parison, the  general  lay  of  the  town  is  excellent,  good  fire 
department,  good  schools,  many  fine  homes  and  plenty  avail- 
able building  sites  centrally  located,  with  all  points  of  interest 
of  easy  access."  * 

SOUTH  WINDSOR. 

The  area  of  this  town  is  18,558  acres  and  its  population  in 
1900  was  2,014.  It  is  situated  on  the  Springfield  Branch  of 
the  Highland  Division  of  the  N.  Y.,  N.  H.  &  H.  Railroad 
and  is  connected  by  electric  railway  with  Hartford  and 
Springfield.  The  correspondent  in  this  town  failed  to  make 
report  concerning  industrial  opportunities  not  yet  utilized. 

SPRAGUE. 

The  area  of  this  town  is  8,620  acres  and  its  population  in 
1900  was  1,339.     It  is  situated  on  the  Central  Division  of 
the  N.  Y.,  N.  H.  &  H.  Railroad,  and  there  are  seven  trains 
which  pass  its  stations  each  day.    The  correspondent  in  this 
town  furnished  the  information  that  there  is  land  suitable 
and  available  for  manufacturing  purposes  located  within 
about   one-quarter   mile    distance    from    the    railroad,   there 
is  a  supply  of  water  power,  there  is  a  supply  of  clay,  sand 
and  lumber  to  be  had,  and  help  can  be  secured  in  this  or 
adjoining  towns.    The  facilities  for  the  receipt  and  ship- 
ment of  freight  are  excellent  at  the  stations  of  Baltic  and 
Versailles.     Manufactures  of  cotton  and  woolen  would  be 
best  adapted  to  the  town,  there  is  a  good  supply  of  water 
for  household  and  manufacturing  purposes,  there  are  no 
public  gas  or  electric  light  plants,  but  a  private  electric 
plant  is  operated  here  and  an  electric  railway  connects  this 
ivith  adjoining  towns  and  with  Norwich  and  Willimantic. 

STAFFORD. 

The  area  of  this  town  is  38,495  acres  and  its  population, 
including  that  of  the  borough  of  Stafford  Springs,  in  1900 
iva^s  4,297.     It  is  situated  on  the  line  of  Vermont  Central 
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Railroad  and  six  passeng^er  trains  pass  its  stations  each  day. 
The  correspondent  states  that  there  is  land  suitable  and 
available  for  manufacturing  purposes  located  in  close  prox- 
imity to  the  line  of  the  railroad,  there  is  a  good  supply  of 
water  power,  a  supply  of  clay,  sand  and  lumber  and  help 
can  be  secured  in  this  or  adjacent  towns.  There  are  good 
facilities  for  the  receipt  amd  shipment  of  freight  at  the 
stations  of  Stafford  Springs  and  Orcutts.  Manufactures  of 
woolens  would  be  best  adapted  to  the  town,  there  is  a  good 
water  supply  for  household  and  manufacturing  purposes, 
the  town  is  supplied  with  electric  lights  and  an  electric  rail- 
way is  in  process  of  construction  to  Rockville,  connecting 
there  for  Hartford  and  other  to^ns.  The  correspondent 
adds:  "The  town  recently  voted  to  exempt  property  of  the 
Rhode  Island  Worsted  Company  from  taxation  for  a  period 
of  twenty  years." 

STAMFORD. 

The  area  of  this  town  is  24,430  acres  and  its  population 
in  1900  was  18,839. 

It  is  situated  on  the  New  York  Division  of  the  N.  Y.,  N.  H. 
&  H.  Railroad,  and  approximately  eighty-four  trains  pass  its 
station  each  day.  There  is  land  suitable  and  available  for 
manufacturing  purposes  located  adjacent  to  and  also  some 
distance  from  the  line  of  the  railroad,  there  is  no  supply  of 
water  power  but  a  good  supply  of  clay,  sand  and  lumber. 
Help  can  be  secured  in  this  or  adjoining  towns  and  there  are 
excellent  facilities  for  the  receipt  and  shipment  of  freight 

There  is  a  good  supply  of  water  for  household  and  manu- 
facturing purposes,  the  town  has  both  gas  and  electric  light 
plants  and  superior  electric  railway  connection  with  other 
towns.  The  Stamford  Board  of  Trade  supplied  the  following 
additional  information : 

Situated  on  the  north  shore  of  Long  Island  Sound — ^and  on 
the  main  line  of  the  N.  Y.,  N.  H.  &  H.  Railroad,  with  frequent 
trains  to  and  from  New  York  (33  miles) — Stamford  possesses 
advantages  in  situation  excelled  by  no  town  in  New  England. 

Practically  all  the  express  trains  running  east  and  west  stop 
in  Stamford,  and  the  time  between  Stamford  and  New  York  is 
forty-seven  minutes. 

Stamford  can  be  reached  from  the  down-town  districts  of 
the  Metropolis  in  less  time  than  is  required  to  travel  from  the 
Brooklyn  Bridge  to  many  parts  of  Greater  New  York. 

Those  having  business  in  New  York,  and  desiring  to  make 
their  homes  in  the  suburbs,  would  find  it  hard  to  select  a  more 
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convenient  place  than  Stamford.    They  cannot  find  a  more 
beautiful  one. 

The  train  service  of  the  N.  Y.,  N.  H.  &  H.  Railroad  is  ex- 
cellent. There  are  from  thirty-five  to  forty  trains  running  daily, 
in  each  direction,  between  Stamford  and  the  Grand  Central 
Station,  special  attention  being  given  to  conveniences  for 
Stamford  commuters  who  have  the  privilege  of  using  club  cars. 
Express  train  service  is  frequent  from  6  a.  m.  until  late  in  the 
evening,  and  trains  are  run  at  all  hours  of  the  day  and  night. 

The  commutation  rate  between  Stamford  and  New  York  is 
$98  per  year.  Mileage  tickets  can  be  purchased  by  those  not 
desiring  commutation  tickets. 

There  is  a  daily  steamer  to  New  York,  for  freight  and  pas- 
sengers. 

For  situation  and  surroundings,  Stamford  is  unsurpassed. 
The  beautiful  waters  of  the  Sound  flow  on  its  southern  border, 
and  invigorating  breezes  temper  the  atmosphere  in  the  sum- 
mer. Upon  every  other  side  are  hills,  on  which  are  beautiful 
houses,  surrounded  by  well-kept  grounds. 

For  those  desiring  homes  in  the  country,  the  rural  district 
of  Stamford,  the  town  being  about  nine  miles  long  and  four 
miles  broad — will  prove  acceptable.  Some  of  this  district  is 
reached  by  an  excellent  trolley  system.  The  town  is  noted 
for  its  fine  macadam  roads,  which  are  conceded  to  be  the  best 
in  Connecticut,  and  aiford  opportunity  for  pleasant  drives 
through  picturesque  scenery. 

The  City  of  Stamford  centers  in  a  valley,  settled  by  colonists 
in  1641.  On  either  side  of  the  city  runs  a  picturesque  river. 
The  Rippowan  flows  through  the  center  of  the  town.  The 
Mianus  is  on  the  west,  and  the  Noroton  marks  its  eastern 
boundary. 

Stamford  is  noted  for  its  healthfulness,  its  clean  and  well- 
kept  streets,  its  good  order,  its  pretty  parks,  its  unexcelled  pub- 
lic-school system,  including  a  free  High  school,  one  of  the  best 
in  the  country,  which  fits  for  college  or  business,  besides  high- 
class  private  boarding  and  day  schools ;  its  churches,  most  of 
them  in  beautiful  buildings;  its  clubs,  its  fraternal  organiza- 
tions ;  its  hospital,  its  library,  and  other  well-managed  philan- 
thropic institutions ;  its  complete  system  of  sanitary  drainage ;

People  who  have  been  accustomed  to  the  modem  conven- 
iences afforded  by  a  large  city,  will  find  all  of  them  here,  but 
with  the  added  advantages  of  pleasant,  healthful  surroundings 
impossible  to  obtain  in  a  great  center  of  population. 

Stamford's  growth  and  development  have  been  gradual  and 
not  spasmodic.  Real  estate  can  be  bought  and  rented  at 
reasonable  prices.    The  tax  rates  are  low. 
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To  some,  Stamford  is  known  as  a  city  of  homes ;  to  others,. 
its  fame  is  based  upon  the  fact  that  it  is  a  manufacturing  city 
whose  products,  always  rated  as  the  best,  are  familiar  to  people 
all  over  the  civilized  world. 

Unlike  many  cities  where  manufacturing  industries  are 
prominent,  the  industrial  concerns  are  in  a  section  by  them- 
selves. 

The  population  in  1900  was  18,839.  There  has  been  such 
growth  of  its  industries  since  the  census  year  that  the  number 
of  its  inhabitants  in  1904  is  estimated  at  25,000.  That  the 
present  rate  of  growth  will  continue  there  is  every  assurance. 

The  established  industries  of  Stamford  employ  for  the  most 
part  skilled  labor  at  liberal  wages.  Labor  troubles  are  almost 
unknown. 

Stamford  has  two  national  banks,  two  trust  companies, 
four  savings  banks  and  safe-deposit  companies.  The  financial 
institutions  have  a  high  standing.  Its  business  concerns  are 
of  the  best  class,  housed  in  substantial  and  attractive  buildings. 
Its  stores  offer  all  goods  required  at  reasonable  prices. 

For  manufacturing  sites,  desirable  land  is  available  near  the 
railroad  and  the  harbor,  affording  cheap  and  convenient 
transportation  to  the  greatest  market  in  America. 

Stamford  has  no  empty  factory  buildings.  The  industrial 
concerns  established  here  are  here  to  stay.  Most  of  them  are 
frequently  enlarging  their  buildings  and  plants. 

Stamford  assures  a  hearty  welcome  to  new  manufacturing 
enterprises.  The  Board  of  Trade  is  ready  and  willing  to  aid 
them  to  the  best  of  its  ability. 

STERLING. 

The  area  of  this  town  is  17,504  acres  and  its  population  in 
1900  was  1,209.  It  *s  situated  on  the  Central  Division  of 
the  N.  Y.,  N.  H.  &  H.  Railroad  and  there  are  ten  trains 
which  pass  its  station  each  day.  Concerning  industrial 
opportunities  the  correspondent  says:  There  is  land  suit- 
able  and  available  for  manufacturing  purposes  within  a 
short  distance  of  the  line  of  railroad,  a  water  power  approx- 
imating 25  horse-power  could  be  had,  there  is  a  supply  of 
clay,  sand  and  lumber;  help  can  be  secured,  the  shipping 
facilities  are  ecellent  at  the  stations  of  Sterling  and  Oneco. 
Manufactures  of  cotton  and  woolen  would  be  best  adapted 
to  the  tcfwn,  there  is  a  good  supply  of  water  for  household 
and  manufacturing  purposes;  there  are  no  gas,  electric 
light  or  electric  railways,  and  the  correspondent  adds  that 
the  citizens  would  be  willing  to  offer  any  legal  and  reason-

The  corre- 
spondent in  this  town  reports  no  special  advantages  for  in- 
dustrial enterprises. 
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SUFFIELD. 


The  area  of  this  town  is  27,349  acres  and  its  population 
in  1900  was  3,521.  It  is  situated  on  the  Suffield  branch  of 
the  Hartford  Division  of  the  N.  Y.,  N.  H.  &  H.  Railroad 
and  nine  trains  reach  its  station  each  day.  The  corre- 
spondent in  this  town  reports  that  there  is  land  available 
for  manufacturing  purposes  located  one-quarter  mile  from 
the  line  of  the  railroad,  that  there  is  no  water  power  to  be 
had,  there  is  a  supply  of  clay  and  sand,  and  help  can  be 
secured  in  this  and  adjacent  towns.  The  facilities  for  the 
receipt  and  shipment  of  freight  are  good  at  the  stations  of 
Woods,  Boston  Neck,  South  street  and  Suffield.  There  is 
an  electric  light  plant  and  also  electric  railway  connection  with 
other  towns.

an  extension  from  Terryville  in  the  town  of  Plymouth  to 
this   place.      The    correspondent   adds:      "Located   in   a 
hustling  manufacturing  valley  and  first  class  place  for  new 
enterprises." 

THOMPSON. 

The  area  of  this  town  is  31,129  acres  and  its  population 
in  1900  was  6,442.  It  is  situated  on  the  line  of  the  N.  Y., 
N.  H.  &  H.  Railroad  and  there  are  ten  trains  which  pass 
its  stations  each  day.  The  correspondent  in  this  town 
states  that  there  is  land  suitable  and  available  for 
manufacturing     purposes     located     one-quarter    mile     from 
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line  of  the  railv>ad,  there  is  a  good  supply  of  water 
power,  a  large  deposit  of  clay  not  developed,  and  help 
can  be  secured  in  this  or  adjacent  towns.  The  facilities 
for  the  receipt  and  shipment  of  freight  are  excellent  at  the 
stations  of  Grosvenor  Dale  and  North  Grosvenor  Dale. 
Manufactures  of-  cotton  would  be  best  adapted  to  the  town, 
There  is  a  good  supply  of  water  for  household  and  manufac- 
turing purposes,  there  is  no  public  lighting  plant  but  the  Put- 
nam Light  and  Power  Company  have  a  charter  and  it  is  ex- 
pected that  it  will  soon  be  developed,  there  is  a  system  of 
electric  railways  connecting  this  with  other  towns. 

TOLLAND. 

The  area  of  this  town  is  25,818  acres  and  its  population 
in  1900  was  1,036.  The  correspondent  in  this  town  failed  to 
make  report  concerning  industrial  opportunities  not  yet 
utilized. 

TORRINGTON. 

The  area  of  this  town  is  24,244  acres  and  its  population  in 
1900  was  12453.  It  is  situated  on  the  line  of  the  Naugatuck 
division  of  the  N.  Y.,  N.  H.  &  H.  Railroad  and  there  are  six 
passenger  and  numerous  freight  trains  pass  its  station  each 
way  each  day.  Concerning  industrial  opportunities  the 
correspondent  in  this  town  reports  that  "there  is  land  suit- 
able and  available  for  manufacturing  purposes  adjacent  to 
and  also  located  about  one  mile  from  the  line  of  the  railroad, 
there  is  a  supply  of  water  power  but  it  is  not  permanent, 
considerable  sand,  little  clay,  no  lumber;  help  can  be  se- 
cured in  this  and  adjacent  towns,  excellent  facilities  for  the 
receipt  and  shipment  of  freight  as  indicated  by  the  railroad 
connections  given  above,  any  kind  of  manufacturing  would 
be  well  adapted  to  the  town  except  that  of  cotton  and  wool ; 
the  supply  of  water  for  household  and  manufacturing  pur- 
poses is  fair,  the  town  is  supplied  with  gas  and  electric  lieht 
plants  and  there  is  an, electric  railway  system  connectmg 
this  with  other  towns."

The  area  of  this  town  is  15,237  acres  and  its  population 
in  1900  was  1,587.     It  is  situated  on  the  Berkshire  Division 
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of  the  N.  Y.,  N.  H.  &  H^  Railroad  and  these  are  ten  passen- 
ger trains  which  pass  its  stations  each  day.  There  is  land 
available  for  manufacturing  purposes  within  a  few  thou- 
sand feet  of  the  railroad,  there  is  no  supply  of  water  power, 
there  is  a  supply  of  clay,  sand  and  lumber  to  be  had,  help 
can  be  secured,  shipping  facilities  are  good,  any  kind  of 
manufacturing  would  be  well  adapted  to  the  town,  there 
are  no  gas,  electric  light  plants  or  electric  railways. 


UNION, 

The  area  of  this  town  is  18,594  acres  and  its  population 
in  1900  was  428.  It  has  no  direct  railroad  connection  with 
other  towns  and  the  correspondent  reports  no  especial  ad- 
vantages for  industrial  enterprises. 


VERNON. 

This  town,  which  includes  within  its  limits,  the  flourish- 
ing city  of  Rockville,  was  credited  with  a  population  of 
8,i^3  by  the  U.  S.  Census  report  of  1900.  Its  area  is  11,750 
acres.  It  is  situated  on  the  line  of  the  Highland  Division  of 
the  N.  Y.,  N.  H.  &  H.  Railroad,  a  branch  running  from, 
Vernon  station  to  Rockville,  where  connection  is  also  made 
with  the  Melrose  branch.  There  are  thirteen  incoming 
and  the  same  number  of  outgoing  trains  each  day.  There 
is  land  available  for  manufacturing  purposes  adjacent  to 
the  railroad,  there  is  a  supply  of  water  power,  all  in  use 
practically,  there  is  a  supply  of  sand  and  lumber,  help  can 
be  secured,  good  shipping  facilities  at  Vernon,  Rockville 
and  West  Street  Stations.  Manufacturing  of  a  miscellaneous 
character  would  be  adapted  to  the  town,  there  is  a  good 
water  supply  for  household  and  manufacturing  purposes,  ^ 
the  town  is  supplied  with  gas  and  electric  light  plants  and  ^ 
is  connected  with  other  towns  by  electric  railway. 

The  correspondent  adds:  "Special  advantages  offered. 
The  pleasantest,  prettiest,  healthiest  town  in  the  State  to 
live  in." 

VOLUNTOWN. 

The  area  of  this  town  is  25,640  acres  and  its  population  in 
1900  was  872.  It  has  no  direct  railroad  connection  with  other 
towns  and  the  correspondent  gives  no  information  as  to  in- 
dustrial opportunities  not  yet  utilized.

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WALLINGFORD. 

The  area  of  this  town  is  23,933  acres  and  its  population  in 
1900  was  9,001. 

It  is  situated  on  the  Hartford  Division  of  the  N.  Y.,  N.  H. 
&  H.  Railroad,  and  there  are  eleven  trains  which  make  stops 
at  its  station  in  either  direction  each  day.  There  is  an 
abundance  of  land  to  be  had  which  is  suitable  and  available 
for  manufacturing  purposes  located^  adjacent  to  the  line  of 
the  railroad  and  numerous  other  sites  at  short  distances  away. 
There  is  a  supply  of  clay  and  sand  but  the  quantity  of  timber 
is  somewhat  limited.  Help  can  be  secured  in  this  and  adjacent 
towns  and  the  facilities  for  the  receipt  and  shipment  of  freight 
are  excellent.  Manufactures  best  adapted  to  the  town  would 
be  lines  of  hardware  and  other  industries  requiring  the  em- 
ployment of  skilled  labor.

Wallingford  is  admirably  situated  to  advance  the  success  of 
any  and  all  industrial  enterprises  locating  here  and  its  citi- 
zens are  at  all  times  anxious  and  ready  to  assist  and  aid  the 
advancement  of  them. 


WARREN. 

The  area  of  this  town  is  17,801  acres  and  its  population 
in  1900  was  432.  The  correspondent  in  this  town  reports 
no  especial  advantages  for  industrial  enterprises. 


WASHINGTON. 

The  area  of  this  town  is  26,959  uteres  and  its  population  in 
1900  was  1,820.  It  is  situated  on  the  Litchfield  Branch  of 
the  Berkshire  Division  of  the  N.  Y.,  N.  H.  &  H.  Railroad. 

The  correspondent  here  g^ves  no  information  concerning 
industrial  opportunities  not  yet  utilized.  ^ 
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WATERBURY. 

The  area  of  this  town  is  18,405  acres  and  its  population 
in  1900  was  51,139.  It  is  situated  on  the  Highland  and 
Naugatuck,  and  on  the  Meriden-Middletown  and  Water- 
town  branches  of  the  N.  Y.,  N.  H.  &  H.  Railroad. 
The  correspondent  states  that  there  is  land  suitable  and 
available  for  "manufacturing  purposes  located  next  adjoin- 
ing the  tracks  of  the  railroad,  there  is  a  supply  of  water 
power  to  be  had,  there  is  a  supply  of  clay,  sand  and  lumber ; 
help  can  be  secured  in  this  or  adjacent  towns,  the  facilities 
for  the  receipt  and  shipment  of  freight  are  excellent  as 
indicated  by  the  railroad  connections  given  above. 

Manufactures  of  metal  would  be  best  adapted  to  the 
town,  there  is  a  very  superior  water  supply  for  household 
and  manufacturing  purposes,  the  town  is  supplied  with  both 
gas  and  electric  light  plants  and  has  an  electric  railway 
system  connecting  it  with  other  towns  in  all  directions.

We  consider  that  Waterbury  is  the 
coming  industrial  city  of  Connecticut,  having  grown  won- 
derfully without  the  aid  of  the  best  railroad .  accommoda- 
tions. When  they  are  supplied  it  will  flourish  in  excess  of 
other  municipalities." 


WATERPORD.

The  area  of  this  town  is  25,242  acres  and  its  population 
in  1900  was  2,904.     It  is  situated  on  the  Shore  Line  Division 
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of  the  N.  Y.,  N.  H.  &  H.  and  the  Vermont  Central  Railroads. 
The  correspondent  in  this  town  failed  to  report  concerning 
industrial  opportunities  not  yet  utilized. 

WATERTOWN. 

The  area  of  this  to'Nf  n  is  18,753  acres  and  its  population  in 
1900  was  3,100.  It  is  situated  on  the  Watertown  Branch 
of  the  Naugatuck  Division  of  the  N.  Y.,  N.  H.  &  H.  Rail- 
road and  there  are  twelve  outward  and  the  same  number 
of  inward  passenger  trains  each. day.  The  correspondent 
reports  that  there  is  land  available  for  manufacturing  pur- 
poses within  one-half  mile  of  the  line  of  the  railroad,  there 
is  a  limited  supply  of  water  power,  help  is  difficult  to  secure, 
facilities  for  transportation  of  freight  are  excellent  as  in- 
dicated by  the  railroad  connection  g^ven  above.  There  is 
a  good  supply  of  water  for  household  and  manufacturing 
purposes,  there  are  no  gas  or  electric  light  plants,  neither 
is  there  electric  railway,  although  one  is  now  in  course  of 
construction. 

WESTBROOK. 

The  area  of  this  town  is  11,070  acres  and  its  population 
in  1900  was  884.  It  is  situated  on  the  Shore  Line  Division 
of  the  N.  Y.,  N.  H.  &  H.  Railroad.  No  report  concerning 
industrial  opportunities  was  received  from  the  correspond- 
ent in  this  town. 

WEST  HARTFORD. 

The  area  of  this  town  is  13,994  acres  and  its  population 
in  1900  was  3,186.  It  is  situated  on  the  Highland  Division 
of  the  N.  Y.,  N.  H.  &  H.  Railroad  and  has  excellent  trans- 
portation facilities  at  the  station  of  Elmwood.  Its  electric 
railway  accommodations  are  also  very  superior.  The  cor- 
respondent in  this  town  failed  to  furnish  information  con- 
cerning industrial  opportunities  not  yet  utilized. 

WESTON. 

The  area  of  this  town  is  12,804  acres  and  its  population  in 
1900  was  840.  It  has  no  direct  railroad  communication,  its 
.nearest  connection  being  Georgetown,  in  the  town  of 
Wilton,  situated  on  the  Danbury  Division  of  the  N.  Y.,  N. 
H.  &  H.  Railroad.  The  report  from  the  correspondent  here 
shows  no  especial  advantages  for  the  location  of  industrial 
enterprises. 
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WESTPORT. 

The  area  of  this  town  is  13,622  acres  and  its  population  in 
1900  was  4,017.  It  is  situated  on  the  New  York  Division 
of  the  N.  Y.,  N.  H.  &  H.  Railroad,  the  principal  station  be- 
ing Saugatuck,  where  there  is  also  electric  railway  connec- 
tion. No  report  as  to  industrial  opportunities  was  received 
from  the  correspondent  in  this  town. 

WETHERSFIELD. 

The  area  of  this  town  is  8,597  acres  and  its  population  in 
1900  was  2,637.  It  is  situated  on  the  line  of  the  Valley- 
Branch  of  the  Hartford  Division  of  the  N,  Y.,  N.  H.  &  H. 
Railroad,  eight  passenger  trains  passing  the  station  of  Weth- 
ersfield  and  South  Wethersfield  each  way  each  day. 

The  correspondent  in  this  town  furnishes  the  information 
that  there  is  land  suitable  and  available  for  manufacturing  pur- 
poses located  in  close  proximity  to  the  line  of  the  railroad, 
there  is  no  supply  of  water  power,  a  supply  of  sand  is  available 
and  help  can  be  secufed  in  this  and  adjacent  towns.  There 
are  excellent  facilities  for  the  receipt  and  shipment  of  freight 
by  rail  and  also  by  steamboat  to  New  York  City  during  the 
open  season.  The  town  is  well  adapted  to  the  production  of 
various  kinds  of  manufactures,  there  is  no  system  of  water 
supply,  although  the  north  part  of  the  town  is  furnished  with 
water  from  the  Hartford  system,  and  a  portion  of  the  town  has 
sewer  connections. 

The  town  is  supplied  with  both  gas  and  electricity  for  light- 
ing purposes  from  the  Hartford  plants  and  an  electric  railway 
runs  through  the  town,  affording  frequent  and  excellent 
service. 

A  comparatively  low  tax  rate  renders  this  town  a  very  de- 
sirable  locality  for  industrial  enterprises. 

WILLINGTON. 

The  area  of  this  town  is  21,906  acres  and  its  population  in 
1900  was  885.  It  is  situated  on  the  line  of  the  Central  Ver- 
mont Railroad  and  eight  trains  pass  its  station  each  day. 

There  is  some  land  suitable  and  available  for  manufac- 
turing purposes  located,  in  part,  on  the  line  of  the  railroad, 
there  is  a  supply  of  water  power  to  be  had,  there  is  a  supply 
of  sand  and  lumber  and  help  can  be  secured  in  this  and 
adjacent  towns.  Freight  is  transported  from  the  stations 
of  West  Willington  and  South  WiUington,  the  facilities  at 
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the  former  named  station  being  excellent.  The  town  has 
neither  gas,  electric  light  or  electric  railways  and  the  cor- 
respondent adds:  "The  Willimantic  River  is  the  dividing 
line  on  the  west,  and  would  no  doubt  furnish  power  in 
various  places  as  it  does  above  and  below.

The  area  of  this  town  is  17,602  acres  and  its  population  in 
1900  was  1,598.  It  is  situated  on  the  Danbury  Branch  of 
the  New  York  Division  of  the  N.  Y.,  N.  H.  &  H.  Raflroad 
and  there  are  six  passenger  trains  pass  its  station  each  way 
•each  day.  The  correspondent  in  this  town  states  that  there 
is  an  abundance  of  land  suitable  and  available  for  manufac- 
turing purposes  located  at  a  distance  of  one-quarter  to  one 
mile  from  the  railroad,  that  there  is  an  abundance  of  water 
•power  to  be  had,  a  plentiful  supply  of  clay,  sand  and  lumber 
and  help  can  be  secured  in  limited  numbers.  Facilities  for 
the  transportation  of  freight  are  excellent  at  the  stations  of 
Wilton,  South  Wilton,  Canaan,  and  Georgetown.  Any 
"kind  of  manufacturing  which  would  utilize  the  unused 
^water  power  would  be  well  adapted  to  the  town,  there  is  a 
•good  supply  of  water  for  household  and  manufacturing  pur- 
poses, there  are  no  gas,  electric  light  or  electric  railways. 

WINCHESTER. 

The  area  of  this  town  which  includes  the  borough  of  Win- 
-sted,  is  22,750  acres  and  its  population  in  1900  was  7,763. 
It  is  situated  on  the  line  of  the  Central  New  England  Rail- 
ivay,  also  the  Naugatuck  Division  of  the  N.  Y.,  N.  H.  &  H. 
Railroad  and  there  are  approximately  twenty-five  trains 
ivhich  pass  its  various  stations  each  day. 

The  correspondent  in  this  town  states  that  there  is  land 
located  nearby  and  within  one  and  one-half  miles  of  the  line 
of  the  railroads  which  is, suitable  and  available  for  manu- 
facturing purposes,  there  is  a  water  force  estimated  at  1,000 
horse-power,  which  could  be  utilized,  a  plentiful  supply  of 
sand  and  lumber  could  be  had,  help  can  be  secured  in  this 
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or  adjacent  towns.  The  facilities  for  the  receipt  and  ship- 
ment of  freig^ht  are  excellent  as  indicated  by  the  railroad 
connections  given  above.  Manufactures  of  light  hardware, 
brass  goods,  clocks,  hosiery  and  knit  goods  would  be  best 
adapted  to  the  town,  the  supply  of  water  for  household  and 
manufacturing  purposes  is  considered  the  best  in  the  State, 
the  town  is  supplied  with  both  gas  and  electric  light  plants 
and  there  is  an  electric  railway  connecting  the  town  with 
Torrington  and  Highland  Lake. 

The  correspondent  adds:  "There  are  no  special  induce- 
ments here  for  the  location  of  industrial  enterprises.  The 
only  advantages  of  the  place  are  the  low  rents  and  cheap 
living,  which  are  considered  sufficient.'* 

WINDHAM. 

The  area  of  this  town,  which  includes  the  city  of  Willi- 
mantic,  is  16,268  acres  and  its  population  in  1900  was  10,137. 
It  is  situated  on  the  Highland,  Midland,  Central  and  Air 
Line  Divisions  of  the  N.  Y.,  N,  H.  &  H.  Railroad,  and  also 
the  Central  Vermont  Railroad  and  sixty-two  trains  arrive 
at  and  depart  from  its  principal  station — ^Willimantic,  each 
day.  The  correspondent  in  this  town  states  that  there  is  an 
abundance  of  land  suitable  and  available  for  manufacturing 
purposes  located  directly  on  the  line  of  the  railroad,  there 
is  a  supply  of  water  power  to  be  had,  there  is  a  supply  of 
sand,  and  help  can  be  secured  in  this  or  adjacent  towns. 
The  facilities  for  the  receipt  and  shipment  of  freight  are 
very  superior  as  indicated  by  the  railroad  connections  given 
above.  Manufactures  such  as  will  employ  male  help  is  best 
adapted  to  the  town,  there  is  a  good  supply  of  water  for 
household  and  manufacturing  purposes,  the  town  is  sup- 
plied wit  hboth  gas  and  electric  light  plants  and  there  is  an 
electric  railway  connecting  with  Norwich  and  intermediate 
towns  and  villages. 

The  following:  material  is  taken  from  a  recent  publication 
issued  bv  the  Willimantic  Board  of  Trade: 

Even  in  the  early  days,  more  than  a  hundred  years  ago, 
when  "Windham  Green"  was  the  center  of  life  and  activity  arid 
culture  in  this  vicinity,  it  was  recorded  that  "Uncle  Amos 
Dodge,"  a  venerable  resident  of  the  Green,  propliesied  that 
"some  day  a  great  settlement  would  grow  up  at  *Willimantic 
Falls',"  because  of  natural  advantages  here  for  a  large  and  im- 
portant town. 

No  city  was  ever  more  advantageously  located  than  Willi- 
mantic is.     Situate  just  above  the  broad  headwaters  of  the 
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Shetucket,  at  the  junction  of  the  Willimantic  and  Natchaug 
rivers,  it  has  immediately  available  for  industrial  purposes  all 
the  mighty  water  power  which  these  streams  gather  from  the 
rugged  hills  of  Windham  and  Tolland  counties  and  concen- 
trate at  Willimantic. 

Willimantic  is  the  exact  geographical  center  of  Eastern 
Connecticut,  as  reference  to  the  accompanying  map  will  readily 
show.  It  is  thirty-two  miles  east  of  Hartford,  the  State  Capi- 
tal ;  thirty  miles  north  from  New  London,  on  Long  Island 
Sound;  and  about  thirty  miles  from  the  Rhode  Island  state 
line  on  the  east,  and  from  the  Massachusetts  state  line  on  the 
north.     It  is  only  fifteen  miles  to  tide-water  at  Norwich. 

These  natural  and  geographical  advantages  made  Willi- 
mantic a  prominent  center  of  public  travel  early  in  its  history, 
and  this  feature  is  clearly  destined  to  a  much  larger  develop- 
ment in  the  immediate  future.  Three  important  through  lines 
of  steam  railways  now  meet  and  cross  at  Willimantic.  These 
are :  "The  Air  Line,"  between  New  York  and  Boston,  which 
is  in  fact  just  what  its  name  implies,  being  shorter  by  twenty 
miles  than  any  other  line  between  the  "Hub"  and  the  "Metrop- 
olis" ;  The  Central  Connecticut  line  from  the  Hudson  River  to 
the  seaboard  at  Providence;  and  the  Grand  Trunk's  (Central 
Vermont)  line  from  Brattleboro  to  tide- water  at  New  London. 
A  large  volume  of  freight  and  passenger  traffic  is  interchanged 
at  Willimantic,  making  it  the  most  important  junction  on  these 
lines. 

Supplementary  to  the  steam  roads  are  the  trolley  lines.  The 
Willimantic  Traction  Company  has  a  well-equipped  line  in 
operation  from  Willimantic  to  Norwich,  via  Baltic,  and  will 
soon  extend  its  line  from  Willimantic  to  South  Coventry,  and 
thence  to  Coventry,  Bolton  and  Manchester  Green,  there  con- 
necting for  Hartford.  The  Willimantic  and  Stafford  Trolley 
Company  has  projected  a  line  from  Willimantic,  via  Mansfield 
Center,  to  the  Connecticut  Agricultural  College  at  Storrs, 
thence  to  South  Willington  and  Stafford  Springs.  The  Willi- 
mantic and  Southbridge  Trolley  Company  has  projected  a  line 
from  Willimantic  via  North  Windham,  Chaplin,  Eastford  and 
the  Woodstocks  to  Southbridge.  These  lines  all  cover  im- 
portant territory  and  will  be  built  in  the  very  near  future. 
They  will  be  of  large  benefit  to  Willimantic,  and  make  the 
city  an  important  trolley  center,  as  it  is  already  an  important 
center  for  steam  road  travel. 

There  are  sixty-two  arrivals  and  departures  of  passenger 
trains  at  Willimantic  daily,  on  the  steam  roads  centering  here. 
Some  of  the  finest  expresses  between  New  York  and  Boston 
pass  this  way,  all  stopping  at  Willimantic,  and  the  number  of 
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these  is  steadily  increasing  as  the  "Air  Line"  (shortest  route) 
is  developed.  Distances  to  leading  cities  are :  To  New  Yoric, 
128  miles;  to  Boston,  86  miles;  to  Providence,  59  miles;  to 
Springfield,  40  miles ;  to  Worcester,  52  miles. 

With  its  facilities  for  power  and  transportation,  and  the 
central  location,  it  is  not  surprising  that  many  large  industries 
have  already  located  at  Willimantic,  and  that  the  city  is  at- 
tracting wide  attention  as  a  desirable  place  for  other  indus- 
tries to  locate. 

WINDSOR. 

• 

The  area  of  this  town  is  19,303  acres  and  its  population  in 
1900  was  3,614.  It  is  situated  on  the  line  of  the  Hartford 
Division  of  the  N.  Y.,  N.  H.  &  H.  Railroad  and  also  has 
electric  railway  connection  with  Hartford,  Springfield  and 
intermediate  towns.  The  correspondent  in  this  town  g^ves 
no  information  concerning  industrial  opportunities  not  yet 
utilized. 

WINDSOR  LOCKS. 

The  area  of  this  town  is  4,675  acres  and  its  population  in 
1900  was  3,062.  It  is  situated  on  the  Hartford  Division  of 
the  N.  Y.,  N.  H.  &  H.  Railroad  and  approximately  fifty 
trains  pass  its  station  each  day.  The  correspondent  in  this 
town  states  that  there  is  land  suitable  and  available  for 
manufacturing  purposes  located  in  close  proximity  to  the 
railroad,  there  is  a  supply  of  water  power,  clay,  sand  and 
lumber  can  be  had  and  help  can  be  secured  in  this,  or  ad* 
jacent  towns.  Shipping  facilities  are  excellent,  manufac- 
turing of  machinery  would  be  best  adapted  to  the  town, 
there  is  a  good  supply  of  water  for  household  and  manufac- 
turing purposes,  the  town  is  supplied  with  an  electric  light 
plant  and  an  electric  railway  connecting  it  with  Hartford, 
Springfield  and  intermediate  to\yns. 

WOLCOTT. 

The  area  of  this  town  is  13,911  acres  and  its  population  in 
1900  was  581.  It  has  no  direct  railroad  connection  and  the 
correspondent  gives  no  information  concerning  industrial 
opportunities  here. 

WOODBRIDGE. 

The  area  of  this  town  is  2,758  acres  and  its  population  in 
1900  was  852.     It  has  no  direct  railroad  connection  and  no 
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report  concerning  industrial    opportunities    was    received 
from  the  correspondent. 

WOODBURY. 

The  area  of  this  town  is  23,343  acres  and  its  population  in 
1900  was  1,988.  It  has  no  direct  railroad  connection  and 
the  correspondent  in  this  town  reports  that  there  is  land 
suitable  and  available  for  manufacturing  purposes  located 
approximately  six  i^fiiles  from  the  nearest  railroad,  there  is 
a  supply  of  water  power  to  be  had,  clay,  sand  and  lumber  is 
obtainable  and  help  is  difficult  to  secure.  The  adaptability 
of  the  town  to  any  particular  line  of  manufacturing  is  not 
given  by  the  correspondent,  although  he  states  that  cutlery, 
shears  and  druggists'  supplies  are  produced.  He  reports  a 
good  water  supply  for  household  and  manufacturing  pur- 
poses, that  there  is  an  electric  light  plant  but  no  electric 
railway,  though  a  charter  exists  which  provides  for  the  con- 
struction and  operation  to  Waterbury.

WOODSTOCK. 

The  area  of  this  town  is  39,011  acres  and  its  population  in 
1900  was  2,095.  It  has  no  direct  railroad  connection  and 
the  correspondent  here  failed  to  make  report  concerning 
industrial  opportunities  not  yet  utilized. 
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STATISTICS  OF  MANUFACTURES. 


This  chapter  of  the  report  is  devoted  to  the  subject  of  Man- 
ufactures within  the  state.  The  material  herein  contained  has 
been  gathered  from  nine  hundred  and  thirty-six  representative 
establishments  and  has  been  compiled  with  the  purpose  to  ex- 
hibit, in  comparison,  the  average  number  of  persons  employed, 
the  average  weekly  hours  of  labor,  the  amount  paid  in  wages 
and  the  gross  val^e  of  product  manufactured. 

The  comparisons  made  refer  to  the  years  1904  and  1906 
only.  This  became  necessary  for  the  reason,  as  was  explained 
in  the  report  for  1905,  that*  no  statistical  material  concerning 
the  condition  of  manufactures  was  collected  by  the  bureau  dur- 
ing the  year  mentioned.  In  further  explanation  it  should  be 
stated,  that  the  data  made  use  of  for  purposes  of  comparison, 
af e  those  having  reference  to  identical  establishments.  Hence 
it  is  shown  that  while  the  total  number  of  employes  represented 
in  the  tables  as  having  been  employed  during  the  year  1906  is 
142,468,  the  number  of  134,710  only  is  used  for  comparison 
with  the  average  number  of  persons  employed  during  1904. 
The  necessity  for  following  this  method  is  made  clear  when  it 
becomes  known  that  7,758  persons  represented  in  the  tabula- 
tion were  employed  during  the  year  1906,  in  establishments 
which  made  no  report  to  the  bureau  in  1904.  It  should  also 
be  understood  that  the  same  rule  is  made  to  apply  to  those  es- 
tablishments which  reported  in  1904  but  failed  to  do  so  in 
1906. 

Proceeding  upon  the  same  theory  it  is  apparent  that  in  com- 
paring the  amounts  disbursed  in  wages  and  the  value  of  prod- 
uct manufactured  by  the  various  establishments  the  representa- 
tive sums  of  each  reporting  in  both  periods  must  be  shown. 
Therefore,  it  appears  that  while  $68,903,975  was  the  gross 
amount  paid  in  wages  during  1906,  and  the  value  of  product 
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during  the  same  period  was  $282,681, 55^^  a  lesser  sum  is  used 
in  each  case  for  comparing  the  later  with  the  former  period, 
for  the  same  reason,  as  has  been  explained,  that  in  many  in- 
stances establishments  had  failed  to  make  report  in  one  or  the 
other  of  the  two  periods  considered. 

Summarizing  the  figures  as  shown  in  the  table,  the  result  is 
reached  that  the  average  weekly  hours  of  labor  obtaining  in 
the  establishments  considered  during  the  year,  represented  by 
134,710  employes  was  57.2  hours,  that  the  number  of  persons 
employed  in  these  establishments  was  8.5  per  cent,  greater  in 
1906  than  in  1904;  that  the  sum  disbursed  in  wag^s  was  12.4 
per  cent,  more  in  1906  than  in  1904  and  that  the  gross  value 
of  product  increased  19.7  per  cent,  in  1906  over  the  correspond- 
ing period  in  1904. 

Analyzing  these  figures  still  further  it  develops  that  the  av- 
erage annual  earnings  of  the  124,167  employes  represented  in 
the  table  as  having  been  engaged  as  operatives  in  1904,  was 
$464.45  per  person.  Making  the  same  deductions  from  the 
data  for  1906,  it  is  discovered  that  the  annual  earnings  per  per- 
son employed  was  $481.57. 

It  is  proposed  to  present  here  some  comparative  figures  with 
those  of  the  United  States  Bureau  of  the  Census.  BuUetiif 
Number  42,  issued  by  the  Department  of  Commerce  and  La- 
bor, June  16,  1906,  the  data  contained  in  which  having  been 
collected  early  in  that  year  and  covered  the  fiscal  period  of 
1905,  referring  to  the  matter  of  wages  and  wage-earners,  has 
the  following:  Average  number  of  wage-earners  181,605, 
wages  $87,942,628;  drawing  the  deduction  from  these  figures 
the  inevitable  conclusion  is  that  the  average  annual  earnings  of 
these  181,605  employes  were  $484.25. 

It  must  be  understood,  however,  in  making  comparisons,  that 
the  figures  given  in  the  report  of  the  bureau  of  the  census,  cov- 
ered not  only  a  much  larger  number  of  establishments  than  2p- 
pears  in'  this  publication,  but,  as  a  natural  result,  a  number  of 
employes  46,895  in  excess  of  the  number  shown  in  the  table 
which  follows:

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ANALYTICAL  SUMM*ARY. 


As  has  been  stated  in  the  introduction  preceding  the  table, 
there  are  nine  hundred  and  thirty-six  establishments,  the  re- 
ports from  which  have  been  made  use  of  in  this  compilation. 
The  analysis  by  industries,  which  follows,  is  so  arranged  as 
to  exhibit,  briefly,  a  statement  concerning  the  average  weekly 
hours  of  labor,  annual  earnings  and  gross  value  of  product 
manufactured  per  employe  in  each  industry  represented  in  the 
classification.    ' 

Summarizing  the  whole  it  is  found  that  the  average  hours 
of  labor  obtaining  in  all  industries  represented  by  134,710  em- 
ployes is  57.2  hours  per  week.  The  average  annual  earnings 
per  employe  were  $481.57  and  the  gross  value  of  product 
manufactured  was  $1,925.64  for  each  person  employed. 

As  in  1903  and  1904  the  industry  classified  as  "Rubber 
Goods"  exhibited  the  greatest  amount  of  production  per  em- 
ploye, it  being,  in  1906,  $3,038.91  for  each  person  employed, 
followed  by  the  industry  classified  as  "Brass  and  Brass  Goods," 
which  shows  a  value  of  product  per  employe  of  $2,92849, 
"Leather  Goods"  ranking  third  with  $2,562.17  as  the  amount 
of  product  value  per  person  employed. 

As  was  reported  in  1904  the  industry  classified  as  "General 
Hardware,"  shows  the  least  amount  in  product  value  per  em- 
ploye, it  being  $987.41.  Establishments  classified  as  "Cotton 
Goods,"  having  the  same  relative  position  in  1906  as  in  1904, 
that  of  second  smallest  in  amount  of  production  per  emplofb. 

BRASS  AND  BRASS  GOODS.

Eighty-five  manufacturers  of  Brass  and  Brass  Goods  fur- 
nished data  this  year  which  were  available  for  use  in  this  re- 
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port.  In  this  industry  the  average  hours  of  labor  for  the  29,- 
090  persons  employed  were  fifty-eight  per  week,  the  average 
annual  earnings  were  $538.31  per  employe  and  $2,92849  was 
the  value  of  product  manufactured  for  each  person  employed. 

CARRIAGES  AND  CARRIAGE  PARTS. 

Thirteen  manufacturers  of  Carriages  and  Carriage  Parts 
furnished  data  this  year  which  were  available  for  us  in  this 
report.  In  this  industry  the  average  hours  of  labor  for  the 
431  persons  employed  were  58,6  per  week,  the  average  annual 
earnings  were  $727.91  per  employe  and  $1,918.33  was  the 
value  of  product  manufactured  for  each  person  employed. 

CORSETS. 

Eleven  manufacturers  of  Corsets  furnished,  data  this  year 
which  were  available  for  use  in  this  report.  In  this  industry 
the  average  hours  of  labor  for  the  5,085  persons  employed 
were  57.5  per  week,  the  average  annual  earnings  were  $392.74 
per  employe  and  $1,329.20  was  the*  value  of  product  manufac- 
tured for  each  person  employed. 

COTTON  GOODS. 

Thirty-two  manufacturers  of  Cotton  Goods  furnished  data 
this  year  which  were  available  for  use  in  this  report.  In  this 
industry  the  average  hours  of  labor  for  the  6,901  persons  em- 
ployed were  59.6  per  week,  the  average  annual  earnings  were 
$379.56  per  employe  and  $1,147.73  ^^^  ^^^  value  of  product 
manufactured  for  each  person  employed. 

COTTON  MILLS. 

•Twenty-five  Cotton  Mills  furnished  data  this  year  which 
were  available  for  use  in  this  report.  In  this  industry  the  av- 
erage hours  of  labor  for  the  7,771  persons  employed  were  59.9 
per  week.  The  average  annual  earnings  were  $361.80  per 
employe  and  $1,292.71  was  the  value  of  product  manufactured 
for  each  person  employed. 
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CUTLBRY  AND  TOOLS. 

Fifty  manufacturers  of  Cutlery  and  Tools  furnished  data 
this  year  which  were  available  for  use  in  this  report.  In  this 
industry  the  average  hours  of  labor  for  the  3,026  persons  em- 
ployed were  56.4  per  week.  The  average  annual  earnings 
were  $53346  per  employe  and  $1,179.93  was  the  value  of  prod- 
uct manufactured  for  each  person  employed. 

GENERAL  HARDWARE. 

Fifty-three  manufacturers  of  General  Hardware  furnished 
data  this  year  which  were  available  for  use  in  this  report.  In 
this  industry  the  average  hours  of  labor  for  the  14,057  persons 
employed  were  57.1  per  week.  The  average  annual  earnings 
were  $375.36  per  employe  and  $987.41  was  the  value  of  prod- 
uct manufactured  for  each  person  employed. 

HATS  AND  CAPS. 

Forty-five  manufacturers  of  Hats  and  Caps  furnished  data 
this  year  which  were  available  for  use  in  this  report.  In  this 
industry  the  average  hours  of  labor  for  the  3,435  persons  em- 
ployed were  54.2  per  week.  The  average  annual  earnings 
were  $551.13  per  employe  and  $1,991.35  was  the  value  of  prod- 
uct manufactured  for  each  person  employed. 

HOSIERY  AND  KNIT  GOODS. 

Fifteen  manufacturers  of  Hosiery  and  Knit  Goods  furnished 
data  this  year  which  were  available  for  use  in  this  report.  In 
this  industry  the  average  hours  of  labor  for  the  2,694  persons 
employed  were  58.3  per  week.  The  average  annual  earnings 
were  $386.35  per  employe  and  $1,551.46  was  the  value  of 
product  manufactured  for  each  person  employed. 

IRON  AND  IRON  FOUNDRIES.  / 

Fifty-four  establishments  classified  as  Iron  Foundries  fur- 
nished data  this  year  which  were  available  for  use  in  this  re- 
port.    In  this  industry  the  average  hours  of  labor  for  the  7,373 
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per^ns  employed  were  55.8  per  week.  The  average  annual 
earnings  were  $533.92  per  employe  and  $1,403.64  was  the 
value  of  product  manufactured  for  each  person  employed.

LEATHER  GOODS. 

Ten  manufacturers  of  Leather  Goods  furnished  data  this 
year  which  were  available  for  use  in  this  report.

In  this 
industry  the  average  hours  of  labor  for  the  10,787  persons  em- 
ployed were  55.5  per  week.  The  average  annual  earnings 
were  $607.19  per  employe  and  $1,455.85  was  the  value  of 
product  manufactured   for  each  person  employed. 

MUSICAL  INSTRUMENTS  AND  PARTS.

Fourteen  manufacturers  of  Musical  Instruments  and  Parts 
furnished  data  this  year  which  were  available  for  use  in  this 
report.  In  this  industry  the  average  hours  of  labor  for  the 
1,629  persons  employed  were  58.8.  per  week.  The  average 
annual  earnings  were  $554.84  per  employe  and  $2,279.56  was 
the  value  of  product  manufactured  for  each  person  employed. 
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RUBBER  GOODS. 

Nineteen  manufacturers  of  Rubber  Goods  furnished  data 
this  year  which  were  available  for  use  in  this  report.  In  this 
industry  the  average  hours  of  labor  for  the  6,837  persons  em- 
ployed were  55.6  per  weeki  The  average  annual  earnings 
were  $433.48  per  employe  and  $3,038.91  was  the  value  of  prod- 
uct manufactured  for  each  person  employed. 

SILK  GOODS. 

Thirty-one  manufacturers  of  Silk  Goods  furnished  data  this 
year  which  were  available  for  use  in  this  report.  In  this  in- 
dustry the  average  hours  of  labor  for  the  7,174  persons  em- 
ployed were  58.9  per  week.  The  average  annual  earnings  were 
$445.60  per  employe  and  $1,712.09  was  the  value  of  product 
manufactured  for  each  person  employed. 

SILVER  AND  PLATED  WARE. 

Thirty-three  manufacturers  of  Silver  and  Plated  Ware  fur- 
nished data  this  year  which  were  available  for  use  in  this  re- 
port. In  this  industr>-  the  average  hours  of  labor  for  the  5,255 
persons  employed  were  58.7  per  week.  The  average  annual 
earnings  were  $551.49  per  employe  and  $2,132.77  was  the  value 
of  product  manufactured  for  each  person  employed. 

.  WIRE  AND  WIRE  GOODS. 

Twentv-four  manufacturers  of  Wire  and  Wire  Goods  fur- 
nished  data  this  year  which  were  available  for  use  in  this  re- 
port. In  this  industry  the  average  hours  of  labor  for  the 
2,745  persons  employed  were  57.2  per  week.  The  average  an- 
nual earnings  were  $502.96  per  employe  and  $2444.92  was  the 
value  of  product  manufactured  for  each  person  employed. 

WOOD  WORKING. 

Forty-five  manufacturers  of  Wood  Work  furnished  data  this 
year  which  were  available  for  use  in  this  report.  In  this  in- 
dustry the  average  hours  of  labor  for  the  1,514  persons  em- 
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ployed  were  57.6  per  week.  The  average  annual  earnings  were 
$564.60  per  employe  and  $1,341.95  was  the  value  of  product 
manufactured  for  each  person  employed. 

WOOLENS  AND  WOOLEN  MILLS. 

Fifty-six  manufacturers  of  Woolen  Goods  furnished  data 
this  year  which  were  available  for  use  in  this  report.  In  this 
industry  the  average  hours  of  labor  for  the  6,806  persons  em- 
ployed were  59.8  per  week.  The  average  annual  earnings  were 
$446.55  per  employe  and  $2,276.98  was  the  value  of  product 
manufactured  for  each  person  employed. 

MISCELLANEOUS. 

One  hundreS  and  thirty-five  manufacturers  of  Miscellaneous 
articles  furnished  data  this  year  which  were  available  for  use 
in  this  report.  In  this  industry  the  average  hours  of  labor  for 
the  7,947  persons  employed  were  56.9  per  week.  The  average 
annual  earnings  were  $495.29  per  employe  and  $1,861.60  was 
the  value  of  product  manufactured  for  each  person  employed. 
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FREE  PUBLIC  EMPLOYMENT  BUREAUS. 


The  Employment  Offices  conducted  by  the  state  which  were 
opened  for  business  upon  July  i,  1901,  and  continued  in  o^ier- 
ation  since  that  date,  have  grown  in  public  favor. 

These  five  bureaus  remain  under  the  same  management  as 
during  the  year  preceding,  there  being  no  change  in  the  loca- 
tions of  the  various  offices.  The  names  of  the  superintendents 
and  business  location  follows: 

Hartford — ^Jordan  C.  Wells,  superintendent,  No.  135  Trum- 
bull street;  Bridgeport — Charles  Keller,  superintendent.  No. 
1005  Broad  street ;  New  Haven — ^J.  J.  Linsly,  superintendent. 
Wo.  39  Church  street ;  JA^aterbury — George  C.  Minor,  super- , 
intendent.  No.  36  North  Main  street;  Norwich — Stephen  H. 
Reeves,  superintendent,  No.  43  Broadway. 

The  tabulated  statement  of  business  transacted  by  these  bu- 
reaus, which  follows  this  introduction,  develops  the  interest- 
ing information  that  the  number  of  situations  secured  for  ap- 
plicants for  work  has  largely  increased  over  previous  years. 
For  purposes  of  comparison  the  average  number  of  situations 
secured  per  month  for  the  entire  period  of  sixty-five  months, 
compared  with  the  average  for  the  twelve  months  ending  No- 
vember 30,  1906,  is  given  here :  ^ 

The  average  number  of  situations  secured  during  the  whole 
period  referred  to  in  the  preceding  paragraph  was  691  per 
month  of  which  250  were  males  and  441  females.  The  average 
number  of  situations  secured  during  the  twelve  months  ending 
November  30,  1906,  was  780  per  month,  of  which  315  were 
males  and  465  females. 

Following  the  same  method  in  making  comparisons  with 
the  full-year  periods  commencing  December  i,  1901,  to  the 
close  of  the  1906  period,  and  it  is  found  that  of  the  whole  num- 
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ber  of  situations  secured  (eliminating  the  five  months  from 
July  I,  1901,  to  November  30  in  the  same  year),  23.6  per  cent, 
were  secured  for  applicants  during  the  1902  period ;  25.2  per 
cent,  in  1903;  24.4  per  cent,  in  1904;  26.8  per  cent,  in  1905; 
while  during  the  year  ended  November  30,  1906,  22.4  per  cent, 
of  the  whole  number  of  situations  filled  during  the  five  full 
years  included  in  the  computation  were  secured.  It  is  made 
manifest  by  the  foregoing  that  the  wants  of  the  public  in  re- 
spect of  the  matter  of  securing  help  through  the  medium  of 
these  ofiices  are  being  supplied  satisfactorily  and  in  increasing 
numbers.  As  a  further  indication  of  the  increased  benefits  to 
the  public,  it  should  be  made  known  that  the  situations  secured 
for  applicants  for  work  increased  in  1906  662  over  the  number 
furnished  in  1905 ;  there  were  1,481  more  places  found  for  ap- 
plicants in  1906  than  in  1904;  1,176  more  situations  were  se- 
cured for  applicants  in  1906  than  in  1903 ;  while  the  number  of 
situations  secured  during  the  year  last  past  was  1,677  iriore 
than  in  1902. 

Of  the  whole  number  of  male  applicants  which  were  fur- 
nished with  employment  through  the  e^rts  of  the  superinten- 
dents of  the  five  offices,  during  1903,  11. 3  per  cent,  were  en- 
gaged in  m<echanical  pursuits. 

In  1904  10.2  per  cent,  of  the  whole  number  were  employed 
as  machinists,  machine  hands  or  other  factory  work.  In  1905, 
14. 1  per  cent,  were  engaged  for  mechanical  employment. 

During  the  year  last  past^  that  of  1906,  the  number  of  male 
help  furnished  employers  desiring  mechanics  or  shop  hands 
was  17.8  per  cent,  of  the  whole  number  for  which  situations 
had  been  secured.  Obviously,  the  offices  are  becoming  more 
generally  regaTOed  as  the  medium  through  whicH  this  class  of 
help  may  be  procured. 

As  has  been  chronicled  in  previous  reports  of  the  bureau 
upon  this  subject  more  females  than  males  were  supplied  with 
situations.  The  whole  number  jof  situations  secured  during 
the  year  ended  November  30,  1906,  was  9,356,  of  these  404 
per  cent,  were  males  and  59.6  per  cent,  were  females.  While 
this  is  true  as  to  the  above,  74.6  per  cent,  of  the  male  and  82^ 
per  cent,  of  the  female  applicants  for  employment  were  sup- 
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plied  with  situations,  and  during  the  same  period  help  was 
furnished  to  84  per  cent,  of  all  those  which  applied. 

The  result  of  the  operation  of  the  five  offices  for  the  sixty- 
five  months  during  which  they  h^ve  been  in  existence  shows 
that  44,925  persons  have  been  furnished  with  employment.  Of 
this  number  16,245  were  males  and  28,680  were  females.  Dur- 
ing this  period  the  Hartford  office  secured  situations  for  54.52 
per  cent,  of  the  male  and  70.2  per  cent,  of  the  female  appli- 
cants for  employment.  The  Bridgeport  office  supplied  72.39 
per  cefit.  of  the  male  and  77.17  per  cent,  of  the  female  ap- 
plicants with  situations.  In  the  New  Haven  office  36.79  per 
cent,  of  the  male  and  68.12  per  cent,  of  the  female  applicants 
were  furnished  with  employment.  At  Waterbury  the  office 
furnished  situations  for  63.29  per  cent,  of  the  male  and  80.01 
per  cent,  of  the  female  applicants  for  employment,  and  the 
Norwich  office  supplied  43.75  per  cent,  of  the  male  and  78.04. 
per  cent,  of  the  female  applicants  with  situations. 

Of  the  total  number  applying  for  help  at  all  the  offices  dur- 
ing the  period  of  sixty-five  months  79.94  P^r  cent,  have  been 
supplied.  # 

During  the  year  ended  November  30,  1906,  the  Hartford  of- 
fice furnished  help  to  84.02  per  cent,  of  all  applying,  Bridge- 
port office  furnished  help  to  81.47  per  cent. ;  New  Haven  83.95 
per  cent. ;  Waterbury  87.93  P^r  cent.,  and  Norwich  85.48  per 
cent. 

The  number  and  location  of  private  employment  agencies 
licensed  by  this  bureau  and  which  are  lawfully  authorized  to 
transact  business  in  this  state  follows: 

New  Haven,  ten ;  Hartford,  nine ;  Bridgeport  and  Stamford, 
five  each ;  Waterbury,  three ;  Meriden,  two ;  Ansonia,  Danbury, 
Derby,  New  London,  Norwich,  South  Norwalk  and  Torring- 
ton,  one  each.  A  total  of  forty-one  against  forty-three  in  1905, 
forty-folir  in  1904  and  forty-seven  in  1903. 

No  complaint  requiring  prosecution  under  the  statute  regu- 
lating the  conduct  of  these  offices  has  been  made  to  the  bureau 
during  the  year.

DIRECTORY  OF  LABOR  ORGANIZATIONS. 


The  demand  for  copies  of  the  report  containing  a  list  of 
Labor  Organizations  having  active  existence  within  the  State 
has  been  such  that  it  was  determined  to  continue  the  custom. 

Herein,  therefore,  is  exhibited  the  result  of  the  canvass 
made  and  while  it  is  not  to  be  assumed  that  this  directory  is 
absolutely  accurate  and  complete,  yet,  as  nearly  as  was  pos- 
sible, with  the  means  at  the  command  of  the  bureau,  it  may  be 
considered  a  census,  in  so  far  as  location  of,  number  of  organ- 
izations, and  names  of  the  various  secretaries  is  concerned. 

It  should  be  explained,  in  this  connection,  that  the  number 
of  local  organizations  or  unions  as  given  here  may  not  include 
the  whole  number  within  the  State,  for  the  very  obvious  reason 
that  there  are  a  limited  number  of  associations  which  perhaps 
have  become  organized  since  the  material  here  shown    was 

corn,piled.  As  explained  in  the  preceding  paragraph,  how- 
ever, the  bureau  has  exerted  its  best  efforts  to  make  the  di- 
rectory  as  complete  and  correct  as  was  possible. 

The  report  of  the  bureau  for  1899  was  the  first  to  contain  a 
directory  of  labor  organizations.  In  the  year  mentioned  the 
number  given  as  the  total  in  the  State  was  214;  in  1900,  270; 
in  1901,  340;  in  1902,  510;  in  1903,    591;  in    1904,   524;   in 

1905*  508. 

In  the  year  1906  there  were  found  501  local  unions  in  ex- 
istence. Including  the  ten  state  cjfganizations,  there  were  a 
total  number  of  511  associations  classified  as  trade  or  labor 
unions.  These  were  found  located  in  fifty-two  different  towns 
in  the  State,  as  compared  with  the  same  number  in  1905; 
forty-seven  in  1904 ;  forty-nine  in  1903, ;  forty-eight  in  1902 ; 
and  forty-three  in  1901.  As  before  stated  ten  of  the  511 
unions  are  classified  as  "State  Organizations."

TENEMENT  HOUSES. 


The  bureau  presents  in  this  chapter  of  the  report  a  brief 
•ompilation  made  from  returns  filed  by  the  Building  Inspectors 
in  the  various  cities  in  which  the  "Tenement  House  Act"  is 
operative.  The  same  form  of  schedule  was  used  this  year 
as  in  1905,  and  which  was,  printed  in  the  report  issued  that 
year. 

In  this  connection  it  should  be  stated  that  the  building  in- 
spector of  the  city  of  Waterbury  again  failed  to  forward  re- 
ports for  filing  in  this  office,  which  necessitated  the  obtaining 
of  the  required  ixiformation  by  other  means.  It  should  also 
be  added  that  no  data  is  at  hand  from  the  city  of  Waterbury 
which  enables  the  bureau  to  determine  the  proportion  of  the 
area  of  lots  covered  by  the  various  buildings  erected  in  that 
city  during  the  year  to  which  the  "Tenement  House  Act"  ap- 
plies. , 

The  reports  filed  in  this  office  develop  the  information  that 
in  the  six  cities  in  which  the  law  known  as  the  "Tenement 
House  Act"  is  operative,  permits  were  granted  for  the  erec- 
tion of  four  hundred  and  thirty-nine  buildings  of  the  class  in- 
cluded within  the  provisions  of  the  law.  The  period  of  time 
considered  in  the  foregoing  being  from  January  i,  1906,  to 
December  31  of  the  same  year. 

The  number  of  permits  granted  in  each  city  indnded  in  the 
above  are:  Bridgeport  152,  Waterbury  105,  Hartford  ninety- 
nine,  New  Haven  forty,  New  Britain  thirty-nine  and  Meri- 
den  four. 

It  is  not  inappropriate  to  refer  here  to  the  matter  of  prose- 
cution under  the  law.  So  far  as  the  bureau  is  informed  a  case 
in  the  city  of  New  Britain  is  the  only  one  which  was  con- 
tested, brought  to  trial  and  conclusion. 
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It  appears  from  information  at  hand  that  an  owner  of  a 
building  in  the  city  mentioned  proceeded  without  a  permit 
from  the  building  inspector,  and  without  authority  of  law,  to 
make  certain  alterations  and  changes  in  the  structure  referred 
to,  of  such  a  nature  as  to  be  in  violation  of  the  "Tenement 
House  Act." 

Suit  was  brought  against  the  offending  proprietor  under  the 
statute  and  the  defendant  bound  over  to  the  December  term 
of  the  Superior  court,  where  he  pleaded  guilty  and  a  fine  of 
fifty  dollars  together  with  the  costs  of  proceedings  was  im- 
posed. 

BRIDGEPORT. 

• 

Reports  from  the  building  inspector  of  the  City  of  Bridge- 
port filed  with  the  bureau  show  that  permits  were  granted 
during  the  year  for  the  erection  of  one  hundred  and  fifty-two 
buildings  of  the  class  described  in  the  "Tenement  House  Act." 

Of  this  number  of  houses  one  is  planned  for  the  occupancy 
of  eighteen  families,  one  for  sixteen  and  one  for  fourteen  ten- 
ements respectively.  Eight  buildings  are  calculated  for  the 
tenancy  of  twelve  families  each,  three  are  designed  for  eleven 
tenements  each  and  two  for  ten  and  nine  families  respectively. 
Three  buildings  are  designed  for  eight  families,  one  for  seven, 
sixty-three  are  planned  for  six  tenements  each,  eleven  for 
five  families,  seventeen  were  built  for  the  accommodation  of 
four  families  each  and  forty-one  are  arranged  for  the  occu- 
pancy of  three  families  each.  Eighteen  of  the  buildings  are 
built  upon  over  ten  and  under  twenty  per  cent,  of  the  ground 
area  of  the  lot,  twenty-four  occupy  over  twenty  and  under 
thirty  per  cent,  of  the  lot  area,  fifty  of  the  houses  cover  over 
thirty  and  under  forty  per  cent,  of  the  area  of  each  lot,  thirty- 
two  of  the  buildings  cover  more  than  forty  and  less  than  fifty 
per  cent,  of  the  lot  area,  the  ground  space  of  nineteen  of  the 
buildings  covers  over  fifty  and  under  sixty  per  cent,  of  the  lot 
area,  eight  buildings  cover  over  sixty  and  under  seventy  per 
cent,  of  the  ground  area  of  each  lot  while  there  is  one  build- 
ing which  covers  eighty  and  less  than  eighty-five  per  cent,  of 
the  lot  area. 
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WATERBURY. 


Concerning  the  operation  of  the  "Tenement  House  Act"  in 
the  City  of  Waterbury  the  bureau  is  again  under  the  necessity 
of  reporting  that  the  building  inspector  of  that  city  failed  to 
make  any  return  to  this  office. 

A  special  representative  of  this  department  was  enabled  to 
secure  the  information  that  permits  were  granted  for  the  con- 
struction of  one  hundred  and  five  buildings  there  during  the 
year,  which  were  arranged  for  the  occupancy  of  three  fam- 
ilies or  more.  No  figures  are  at  hand  denoting  the  proportion 
of  lot  area  occupied  by  the  buildings,  therefore,  style  of  con- 
struction, number  of  stories  and  design  as  to  tenancy  only 
can  be  given  here. 

Of  the  one  hundred  and  five  houses  of  the  class  described, 
v)ne  was  arranged  for  twenty-four  tenements,  one  for  sixteen 
families,  three  for  twelve  tenants,  fourteen  for  eight  separate 
families,  one  each  for  seven  and  five  families  respectively,  nine- 
teen of  the  number  are  calculated  for  the  use  of  six  families 
each,  four  were  designed  for  four  families  and  sixty-one  were 
arranged  as  three  tenement  houses. 

In  the  matter  of  material  used  in  the  construction  of  these 
houses,  eighty-seven  are  of  the  style  known  as  "frame,"  six- 
teen are  of  brick  construction  and  two  of  "concrete  block." 
Seventy-eight  of  the  buildings  are  three  stories  in  height, 
twenty-four  are  four  stories  high  and  three  five  stories  above 
the  ground. 

HARTFORD. 

The  reports  filed  with  this  bureau  by  the  building  inspector 
of  the  City  of  Hartford  which  cover  the  fiscal  year  ended  De- 
cember 31,  1906,  show  that  there  were  permits  granted  for  the 
erection  of  ninety-nine  buildings  during  the  period  named,  the 
plan  for  the  construction  of  which  came  within  the  meaning 
of  the  statute  known  as  the  'Tenement  House  Act." 

It  should  be  stated  here  that  the  number  of  tenement  houses 
given  above  as  having  been  reported  to  this  office  by  the 
building  inspector  corresponds  with  the  number  reported  by 
him  to  the  Court  of  Common  Council  January  i,  1907.  More- 
over it  should  be  added  that  the  cost  of  these  ninetv-nine  build- 
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ings  was  reported  by  the  inspector  to  have  been  $965,600,  aa 
average  of  $9,754  for  each  tenement  house  erected. 

From  the  returns  made  by  the  inspector  it  is  disclosed  that 
the  cellar  ceilings  of  all  the  ninety-nine  buildings  for  the  con- 
struction of  which  permits  were  granted  were  to  be  plastered, 
that  eighty-six  are  of  brick  material,  twelve  are  of  frame  con- 
struction and  one  of  concrete  block.  Nine  of  these  houses  de- 
signed for  three  tenements  or  more  were  built  upon  comer 
lots ;  ten  of  the  buildings  covered  over  ten  per  cent  and  under 
twenty  per  cent,  of  the  area  of  the  lot,  forty-four  covered  over 
twenty  per  cent,  and  under  thirty  per  cent. ;  thirty-five  build- 
ings occupied  over  thirty  per  cent,  and  under  forty  per  cent, 
of  the  lot  area,  eight  structures  took  up  over  forty  per  cent, 
and  under  fifty  per  cent,  of  the  ground  space  while  one  house 
occupied  over  fifty  and  under  sixty  per  cent,  of  the  lot  area 
and  another  over  seventy  and  under  seventy-five  per  cent. 

Of  the  ninety-nine  tenement  houses  included,  one  was 
planned  and  designed  for  the  occupancy  of  sixteen  families, 
two  for  twelve  families,  five  for  eight,  fifty-eight  for  six 
families  each,  two  for  five  and  thirty-one  for  threee  families 
each. 

NEW   HAVEN. 

The  reports  filed  by  the  building  inspector  of  the  City  of 
New  Haven  develop  the  information  that  there  were  permits 
granted  for  the  erection  of  forty  buildings  in  that  city  during 
the  year  which  were  deemed  to  be  of  the  class  described  as 
tenement  houses  within  the  meaning  of  the  "Tenement  House 

Act." 

Of  these  buildings  one  is  described  as  being  designed  for 
eighteen,  one  for  fifteen,  two  for  twelve  ^nd  two  for  ten  fam- 
ilies. One  is  arranged  for  use  as  an  eight  tenement  house, 
nine  were  planned  for  the  occupancy  of  six  families  each,  four 
for  five,  seven  for  four  and  thirteen  for  three  families  each 

respectively. 

Fifteen  of  the  buildings  are  of  what  is  known  as  frame  con- 
struction, twenty-four  are  of  brick  and  one  of  brick  and  stone. 

Two  of  the  buildings  occupy  over  seventy  and  under  seven- 
ty-five per  cent,  of  the  lot  area, .  seven  cover  over  sixty  per 
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cent,  and  under  seventy  per  cent,  of  the  area  of  the  lot,  three 
of  the  buildings  cover  a  ground  space  of  over  fifty  and  under 
sixty  per  cent,  of  the  land  area,  eight  are  built  upon  land  cov- 
ering over  fortv  and  under  fifty  per  cent,  of  the  lot,  nine  oc- 
cupy over  thirty  and  under  forty  per  cent,  of  the  lot  area,  ten 
are  built  upon  land  covering  over  twenty  and  under  thirty  per 
cent,  of  the  area  of  the  tot  and  one  covers  under  twenty  per 
cent,  of  the  ^t  area. 

Additional  information  was  received  showing  that  the  ag- 
gregate cost  of  these  buildings  amounted  to  $308,150,  an  av- 
erage of  $7,703.75  for  each  tenement  house  of  this  class. 

NEW  BRITAIN. 

According  to  reports  received  from  the  building  inspector 
of  the  City  of  New  Britain  permits  were  granted  for  the  erec- 
tion of  thirty-nine  buildings  of  the  class  to  which  the  "Tene- 
ment House  Act"  applies,  during  the  year. 

One  of  these  buildings  is  arranged  for  the  occupancy  of  eight 
families,  nine  were  designed  to  accommodate  six  families,  one 
is  calculated  for  the  use  of  five  families  and  twenty-eight  are 
of  the  variety  called  three-tenement  houses.  One  of  the  -build- 
ings  occupies  less  than  ten  per  cent,  of  the  lot  area,  twenty- 
sevep  take  up  over  ten  and  under  twenty  per  cent,  of  the  lot 
area,  the  ground  space  of  eight  of  them  is  over  twenty  and 
less  than  thirty  per  cent,  of  the  surface  of  the  lot,  two  build- 
ings occupy  over  thirty  and  less  than  forty  per  cent,  of  the 
lot  area  while  one  takes  up  over  seventy  but  less  than  seventy- 
five  per  cent,  of  the  lot  area. 

MERIDEN. 

The  reports  from  the  inspector  of  buildings  from  the  City 
of  Meriden  filed  in  this  office  show  that  permits  were  granted 
for  the  erection  of  four  buildings  classified  as  being  within  the 
meaning  of  the  "Tenement  House  Act.'' 

Three  of  these  buildings  were  designed  for  the  use  of  three 
families  and  one  for  the  occupancy  of  six  families.  In  the  case 
of  three  of  the  buildings  over*  twenty  and  under  thirty  per 
cent,  of  the  lot  area  is  occupied  while  one  occupied  over  thirty 
and  less  than  forty  per  cent,  of  the  ground  area. 
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STRIKES  AND  LOCKOUTS. 


This  chapter  of  the  report  is  devoted  to  the  subject  of  labor 
disturbances  or  misunderstandings  between  employers  and  em- 
ployed, during  the  year  ended  October  30.  1906. 

In  making  the  investigation  upon  this  subject  and  in  com- 
piling the  results  secured,  the  bureau  has  endeavored  to  re- 
[xut  upon  the  facts  only,  refraining  from  any  statement  of 
opinion  as  to  the  justice  or  injustice  of  the  contentions  of  either 
party  to  the  controversy.  The  material  obtained  is  complete 
in  most  particulars  and  the  chronological  description  shown  in 
the  succeeding  pages  is  given  in  detail  from  information  se- 
cured from  authoritative  sources  and  for  the  most  part  from 
persons  and  parties  interested  in  one  way  or  another  in  the 
particular  case  reported  upon. 

The  report  of  this  bureau  for  1905  gave  what  it  understood 
to  be  the  proper  definition  of  the  term  "strike"  and  of  the  term 
'lockout."     It  is  not  improper  to  repeat  that  definition  here. 

"The  principal  distinction  between  a  strike  and  a  lockout  is 
that  in  one  case  the  employes  take  the  initiative  in  regard  to  the 
discontinuance  of  work  in  an  establishment,  and  in  the  other 
the  initiative  is  taken  by  the  employer." 

"A  strike  may  be  defined  as  a  refusal  by  the  employes  of  an 
establishment  to  work  unless  the  employer  complies  with  some 
demand  by  the  former  or  withdraws  some  obnoxious  demand 
made  bv  himself ;  a  lockout  is  defined  as  a  refusal  by  the  em- 
plover  to  allow  his  employes  to  work  in  his  establishment  unless 
they  will  comply  with  some  demand  as  to  the  conditions  of  em- 
ployment made  by  him.  It  is  thus  seen  that  but  little  differ- 
ence exists  between  these  two  classes  of  industrial  disturbances 
bevond  the  question  of  initiative,  as  indicated  above." 

Before  entering  upon  a  description  of  the  labor  difficulties 
of  which  the  bureau  has  knowledge  as  having  taken  place  dur- 
ing the  past  year  it  is  appropriate  that  information  be  given  of 
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some  of  those  reported  in  preceding  reports  as  being  "unset- 
tled" at  the  time  of  the  close  of  the  investigation  in  those  years. 
Referring  to  a  "strike*'  which  occurred  in  Waterbury  in  1904, 
the  report  of  the  bureau  for  that  year  contained  the  information 
that  on  May  2  carpenters  to  the  number  of  173  went  "on 
strike,"  demanding  an  increase  in  the  prevailing  wage  rate  of 
$2.50  per  day,  to  a  minimum  rate  of  $2.80  per  day.  The  em- 
ploying building  contractors  refused  this  demand.  A  period 
of  93  days  elapsed  before  the  close  of  the  report  and  the  con- 
troversy was  unsettled  at  that  time,  although  a  limited  number 
of  the  emplo3'ing  builders  conceded  the  higher  rate.  Tlie  mat- 
ter remained  in  this  uncertain  and  indefinite  condition  until 
September  i,  1906,  when  an  agreement  was  reached  whereby 
eight  hours  should  constitute  a  day's  work  and  $3.00  per  day 
was  established  as  the  minimum  wage  rate.  Subsequently  the 
following  correspondence  in  regard  to  the  above,  which  ap- 
peared in  the  public  press  willl  be  of  interest. 

COMMUNICATION    FROM    CARPENTKRS'    UNION,    NO.    260.    OF 

WATER13URY. 

Waterbury,  Sept.  4th. 

To  the  Interstate  Builders,  Contractors  and  Dealers'  Asso- 
ciation:— Believing  that  the  carpenters'  strike,  which  has  been 
on  since  May  i,  1904,  has  been  productive  of  no  good  to  the 
community,  and  that  to  prolong  the  same  further  will  only 
add  loss  and  disappointment ;  now,  therefore,  be  it  resolved  by 
the  Carpenters'  Union  having  men  now  on  strike,  that  we  are 
willing  to  end  the  strike  on  the  following  conditions,  to  wit: 

First — That  the  employers  will  not  discriminate  against  the 
employes  because  they  have  or  may  belong  to  the  union. 

Second — That  the  right  of  the  employes  to  organize  shall 
not  be  denied. 

Third — We  concede  the  right  of  the  employer  to  hire  whom 
they  please  and  we  agree  not  to  discriminate  against  non-union 
men. 

Fourth — That  the  present  rate  of  wages  and  the  present 
eight  hours  that  constitute  a  day's  work  shall  prevail. 
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Fifth — If  your  Association,  or  as  individual  members,  give 
us  an  assurance  that  the  foregoing  conditions  will  be  accepted, 
we  will  end  the  strike  on  receipt  of  same.

REPLY  FROM  WATERBURY  INTERSTATE  LOCAL  ASSEMBLY. 

Waterbury,  Sept.  4th. 

Local  Carpenters'  Union,  No.  260,  City : — Your  communica- 
tion of  this  date  received.  The  conditions  under  which  your 
Association  is  willing  to  call  off  the  Carpenters'  strike  are 
satisfactory  to  us  with  the  following  conditions.  Section  five: 
*'Or  Individual  Members" — Meaning  that  a  settlement  can  be 
made  with  our  Association  and  not  with  individual  members. 

It  was  further  voted  that  the  members  of  our  Association 
would  not  recognize  the  right  of  the  Walking  Delegate  or  Bus- 
iness Agent  on  our  jobs. 
Th^  Waterbury  Local  Assembly  of  the  Interstate  Builders, 

Contractors  and  Dealers'  Association.

After  receiving  the  above  reply  the  Carpenters  Union  voted 
on  Tuesday,  the  nth  instant,  to  call  the  strike  off. 

Perhaps  the  most  important,  far-reaching  and  lasting 
"strike"  has  been  that  of  the  printers  or  compositors'  "strike." 
This  controversy  had  its  inception  and  commencement  Sep- 
tember 14,  1905,  and  still  remains  in  an  unsettled  condition. 

The  particular  difficulty  to  which  reference  is  made  in  the 
preceding  paragraph  is  that  which  took  place  in  New  Haven 
on  the  date  mentioned.  The  cause  of  the  controversy  was 
the  demand  on  the  part  of  the  journeyman  printers  that  the 
eight-hour  work-day  be  adopted  by  the  employing  printers, 
upon  the  refusal  to  coficede  which,  fifty-nine  employes  went 
"on  strike."  This  matter  remains  as  stated  above,  although 
many  of  the  employes  engaged  have  secured  employment  in 
other  localities  yet  no  agreement  has  been  reached  nnr  set- 
tlement made.     Meantime,  the  bureau  is  informed,  the  strik- 
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ing  employes  are  receiving  regular  weekly  benefits  from  sym- 
pathizing organizations  in  the  same  trade  through  the  inter- 
national body. 

Of  a  similar  character  was  the  "strike"  which  was  inau- 
gurated at  Hartford  on  September  15,  1905,  and  identical  omi- 
ditions  obtain  there  as  related  above.  The  same  contention 
for  the  adoption  of  the  eight-hour  work-day  was  made  on  the 
date  named  and  refused  by  the  employers.  Ninety-eight  em- 
ployes were  involved  and  it  is  reported  that  sixty-five  persons 
are  still  idle.  Information  was  furnished  the  bureau  by  a  rep- 
resentative of  the  striking  printers  that  the  total  loss  in  wages 
during  the  year  had  been  $53,665.  The  receipts  in  the  form 
of  benefits  were  $35,000,  the  actual  net  loss  in  wages,  there- 
fore, is  $18,665. 

As  bearing  upon  the  foregoing  the  following  extract  frwn 
a  recent  publication  is  inserted  here: 

"The  chairman  of  the  eight-hour  committee  of  the  Hart- 
ford Typographical  union,  has  prepared  the  following  regard- 
ing the  printers'  strike  in  Hartford  and  the  progress  toward 
settlement  in  various  places  in  the  country: 

The  following  information  has  been  communicated  to  the 
printers  now  on  strike  in  Hartford  to  achieve  the  eight-hour 
work  day : 

At  Washington,  D.  C. :  George  E.  Howard  Publishing  com- 
pany, most  important  Typothetae  office  in  Washington,  has 
agreed.  All  non-unionists  discharged.  Thomas  W.  Cadick, 
manager  Globe  Printing  company,  member  executive  commit- 
tee and  a  delegate  to  the  Typothetae  annual  convention  re- 
cently held  in  Buffalo,  also  secretary  Washington  Typothetae. 
has  agreed.  All  non-unionists  discharged.  McGill  &  Wal- 
lace, one  of  the  oldest  printing  houses  in  the  city,  and  S.  E. 
Tomlinson,  both  firms  members  of  the  Typothetae,  have 
agreed. 

Grand  Rapids,  Mich. :  Clark  &  Schumann,  a  sniall  printing 
office,  have  agreed. 

Negotiations  in  various  centers  indicate  additional  favorable 
settlements  on  the  eight-hour  work  day  proposition,  which 
the  printers  are  endeavoring  to  enforce  wherever  it  does  not 
now  obtain. 
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In  Hartford,  it  will  be  remembered,  lOO  printers  went  on 
strike  for  this  object  thirteen  months  ago,  and  of  the  loo  there 
still  remains  seventy-seven  drawing  strike  benefits  instead  of 
wages.  An  example  of  determination  which  has  rarely,  if  ever, 
been  equalled  in  indlistrial  disagreements  by  plaintiff  or  de- 
fendant Because  of  the  question  remaining  unsettled  at  this 
late  day,  some  are  led  to  believe  that  the  Typographical  union 
cannot  now  settle  it  favorably  to  themselves,  but  in  spite  of 
the  delay  there  has  not  been  one  stq)  backward.  All  changes 
in  the  situation,  wherever  made,  are  in  favor  of  the  composi- 
tors. 

The  above  tel^rams  indicate  that  the-  city  of  Washington, 
one  of  the  employers'  strongholds,  has  finally  deemed  it  just 
and  advisable  to  yield  to  the  universal  demand  for  the  eight- 
hour  day,  and  it  is  hoped  that  Hartford  will  soon  fall  in  line.." 

During  the  twelve-month  period  ended  October  31,  1906, 
the  material  covering  which  is  included  in  the  tabulated  state- 
ment following  this  description  there  were  sixty-two  difficul- 
ties, exclusive  of  those  considered  above,  in  which  sufficient 
of  the  "initiative"  was  shown  as  to  be  considered  a  "strike"  or 
a  "lockout"  as  the  bureau  defines  the  terms.  Two  of  these 
misunderstandings  are  classified  as  "lockouts"  and  sixty  of  the 
difficulties  are  defined  as  "strikes."  There  were  6,604  em- 
ployes involved  in  these  differences  and  160,344  days'  time  was 
lost  by  reason  of  failure  to  effect  an  immediate  settlement.  Bas- 
ing the  wage  rate  upon  the  figures  given  in  Bulletin  Number 
42  of  the  United  States  Census  Bureau,  issued  June  16,  1906,  at 
$1.61  per  day  the  loss  in  wages  resulting  from  idleness  caused 
by  failure  to  reach  satisfactory  settlements  of  these  misunder- 
standings, is  $258,153.  The  average  number  of  employes  in- 
volved in  these  sixty-two  difficulties  during  the  year  was  106.5  J 
the  average  time  lost  24.28  days,  and  the  loss  of  wages  $39.09 
for  each  employe  engaged. 

Forty  different  occupations  are  represented  in  the  tabulation, 
classified  as  follows :  Bricklayers,  Plumbers,  Steam  Fitters,  Tin- 
ners, Carpenters,  Plasterers,  Hod  Carriers,  Mason's  Tenders, 
Painters,  Decorators  and  others  engaged  in  building  operation, 
1,655  >  I^o^  *"d  Steel  Workers,  300 ;  Weavers  and  Spool  Tend- 
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ers,  791 ;  Machinists,  200;  Laborers,  362;  Iron  Molders,  108: 
Tobacco  Strippers,  135;  Grinders,  194;  Switchmen,  150;  Hat- 
ers and  Hat  Trimmers,  1,509;  Cigar  Makers,  485;  Freight 
Handlers,  250 ;  *Compositors,  eleven ;  Brick  Makers,  twenty- 
six  ;  Lithographers,  twenty-seven ;  Packers,  twenty-eight ; 
Laundresses,  twenty;  Horse  Shoers,  fifteen;  Loopers,  fifty; 
Gore  Makers,  twenty-eight;  Machine  Operators,  sixty-five; 
Coat  and  Garment  Workers,  forty-two ;  Hammock  Sewers,  fif- 
teen; Winders,  thirty;  Adjusters,  thirty;  Paper  Box  Makers, 
forty;  Stone  Cutters,  twenty-three;  Sewing  Machine  Opera- 
tors, nine,  and  Theatrical  Stage  Employes,  six. 

The  result  of  the  investigation  made  shows  that  the  sixty-two 
difficulties  co/isidered  took  place  in  twenty-nine  different  towns 
of  the  state,  divided  as  to  locality  as  follows : 

New  HaAren,  ten ;  Bridgeport,  eight ;  Hartford,  seven ;  Nor- 
wich and  New  Britain,  four  each;  Winchester  (Winsted)  and 
A^ernon  (Rtockville),  three  each ;  Torrington  and  Norwalk,  two 
each,  and  one  in  each  of  the  towns  of  Milford,  Thompson  (Me- 
chanicsville) ,  Canton  (ColHnsville),  Plainfield  (Moosup),  Gro- 

• 

ton  (Eastern  Point),  Stamford,  Manchester,  Berlin,  Water- 
bury,  Meriden,  Danbury,  Bethel,  New  Milford,  Middletown, 
Putnam,  Derby,  Windham  (Willimantic),  New  London,  En- 
field (Thompsonville)  and  Glastonbur}-. 

Summarizing  the  causes  which  brought  about  these  various 
labor  disturbances  it  is  found  that  in  twenty-six  instances  the 
assigned  reason  for  the  "strike"  or  "lockout"  was  the  require- 
ment that  a  higher  than  the  then  prevailing  rate  of  wages 
should  be  paid.  In  four  cases  the  demand  was  made  for  the 
adoption  of  a  shorter  work-day  and  also  an  increased  wage  rate 
and  in  three  instances  the  demand  for  a  shorter  work-dav  onlv 
was  the  given  cause.  The  employment  of  non-union  men  was 
the  stated  reason  for  two  of  the  difficulties,  the  demand  that  the 
payment  of  wages  should  be  made  weekly  was  the  assigned 
cause  in  three  instances  and  in  two  cases  the  system  of  impo- 
sition of  fines  was  objected  to. 

Objection  to  temperature  of  work-room,  demand  for  extra 
compensation  for  over-time,  dissatisfaction  with  foreman,  ob-

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jection  to  overtime  work,  objection  to  discharge  of  foreman,  re- 
fusal to  sign  agreement,  objection  to  decrease  in  compensation, 
demand  for  increase  in  wages  and  Saturday  half-holiday,  de- 
mand for  time  and  one-half  for  labor  performed  on  the  Sab- 
bath, objection  to  method  of  inspection,  because  of  differences 
concerning  adjustment  of  prices  and  employment  of  helpers, 
objection  to  proposed  reduction  in  wages,  change  in  apprentice 
system,  requirement  that  wages  should  be  paid  at  stated  in- 
tervals, demand  that  no  non-union  men  be  employed  and  that 
piece  work  system  be  abolished,  the  establishment  of  a  speci- 
fied wage  rate  and  recognition  of  union,  objection  to  time-keep- 
ing system,  reinstatement  of  discharged  employes  and  discharge 
of  another,  employment  of  objectionable  persons,  objection  to 
certain  tradesmen  engaging  in  a  different  occupation,  proposed 
method  of  computing  earnings,  and  introduction  of  change  in 
apprentice  system  were  the  given  reasons  in  one  instance  each. 
The  results  of  the  sixty-two  controversies  may  be  summar- 
ized as  follows :  Striking  employes  were  successful  in  their  con- 
tention in  twenty -five  instances,  in  twenty-two  cases  the 
claims  of  the  contestants  were  not  allowed,  and  therefore,  re- 
sulted unsuccessfully.  In  this  connection,  however,  it  should 
be  stated  that  in  the  case  of  the  data  made  use  of  relating  to 
the  difficulty  classified  as  "lockout,"  develops  the  information 
that  the  "locked  out''  employes  returned  to  their  usual  employ- 
ment under  conditions  satisfactory  to  them,  all  material  de- 
mands made  by  them  having  been  allowed  by  their  employers. 
Four  of  the  difficulties  are  distinguished  from  the  others  as 
partially  successful,  three  were  amicably  or  satisfactorily  ad- 
justed and  eight  remain  unsettled  at  the  date  of  the  close  of 
this  report. 

COMPARISONS. 

Space  is  given  here  to  a  comparative  summary  of  the  various 
difficulties  which  have  been  chronicled  in  the  several  annual  re- 
ports  of  the  bureau  during  the  past  seven  and  one-third  years 
commencing  in  1899.  During  that  period  of  time  four  hundred 
and  ninety-five  difficulties  between  employers  and  employed 
have  been  considered  of  such  a  nature  and  of  sufficient  import- 
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ance  as  to  warrant  description  and  tabulation.  During  the  per- 
iod mentioned  there  were  48,635  persons  involved  in  the  con- 
troversies of  which  the  bureau  had  information.  The  total  ap- 
proximate amount  of  loss  in  wages  to  those  engaged  in  these 
controversies  has  been  $1,720,769;  an  average  loss  per  em- 
ploye  involved  of  $35.38.  This  in  comparison  with  $25.62  lass  in 
wages  per  employe  in  1900  (17  months)  ;  the  loss  in  wages  per 
employe  in  1901  (12  months)  was  $33.36;  in  1902  (12  months) 
$34.83  per  employe;  in  1903  (12  months)  $44  per  employe;  in 
1904  (12  months)  the  amount  lost  in  wages  was  $36.00  per 
employe.  In  1905  (12  months)  the  computed  loss  in  wages 
was  $28.23  per  employe  and  in  1906,  as  before  stated,  it  was 
$39.09  per  employe.  Thus  it  is  shown  that  the  loss  in  wages 
per  Employe  was  13.43  per  cent,  more  in  1906  than  was  the 
average  loss  during  the  entire  period  considered. 

Comparing  these  data  with  those  based  upon  the  reports  for 
the  years  preceding  and  it  develops  the  result  that  the  amount 
of  loss  in  wages  per  employe  in  1906  was  42.01  per  cent,  more 
than  in  1905 ;  8.4  per  cent,  more  than  in  1904;  11. 16  per  cent, 
less  than  in  1903 ;  12.23  P^^  cent,  more  than  in  1902;  17.18  per 
cent,  more  than  in  1901,  and  52.58  per  cent,  more  in  1906  than 
in  1900. 

In  the  matter  of  number  of  persons  involved  the  average  for 
the  period  of  seven  and  one-third  years  remains  practically  the 
same  as  was  reported  in  1905,  it  being  6,632.  Comparing  the 
average  for  the  period  named  with  the  number  involved  in 
1906  and  it  is  discovered  that  the  difference  in  favor  of  the 
year  named  is  less  than  one-half  of  one  per  cent.  Following 
the  same  method  in  computing  comparative  averages  as  in  1905, 
and  it  develops  that  the  number  of  persons  involved  in  labor 
difficulties  in  1906,  was  124  per  cent,  more  than  in  1905 ;  144.7 
per  cent,  more  than  in  1904 ;  28.35  P^**  cent,  less  than  in  1903 : 
14.34  per  cent,  more  than  in  1902 ;  41.30  per  cent,  less  than  in 
1901,  and  12.54  per  cent,  more  than  in  1900. 

Continuing  the  analyzation  and  comparing  the  number  of 
days  lost  by  reason  of  these  differences  in  each  of  the  periods 
cojisidered  and  it  is  shown  that  the  days'  time  lost  in  the  1906 
period  was  210.25  per  cent,  more  than  during  the  year  1905 ; 
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161.92  per  cent,  more  in  1904;  40.71  per  cent,  less  than  iti 
1903 ;  31.9  per  cent,  less  than  in  1902 ;  35.91  per  cent,  less  tham 
in  1901,  and  62.56  per  cent,  more  than  in  1900. 

CHRONOLOGICAL  DESCRIPTION. 

Because  of  the  employment  of  a  non-union  carpenter,  em- 
ployes of  the  A.  W.  Burritt  Company,  at  Bridgeport,  "struck 
work"  on  November  14.  1905.  Twenty-five  men  were  in- 
volved and  two  days'  lost  time  was  recorded.  The  result  of  the 
strike  was  reported  as  unsuccessful  for  the  men  although  em- 
ployment  was  found  elsewhere.  Concerning  the  controversy  a 
Bridgeport  publication  issued  the  following  account  on  the 
date  above  mentioned. 

"The  first  serious  clash  between  the  journeymen  carpenters 
and  the  masters  of  that  craft,  by  reason  of  the  attempt  to  es- 
tablish  'open  shops*  in  all  parts  of  the  city,  occurred  this  morn- 
ing when  the  union  bench  and  machine  hands  in  the  mill  of 
A.  W.  Burritt  Company  were  ordered  on  strike. 

Three  weeks  ago  the  company  notified  its  men  that  it  h!ad  de- 
clared itself  in  favor  of,  the  'open  shop,'  and  would  in  the  fu- 
ture employ  union  or  non-union  men  as  it  ss^w  fit.  The  men 
did  not  reply  to  this,  but  among  themselves  decided  to  remain 
at  work  so  long  as  no  attempt  was  made  to  employ  non-union 
help. 

Everything  went  along  smoothly  until  this  morning,  when 
the  company  put  on  some  non-union  hands.  The  business 
agent  of  the  carpenters'  union  was  notified  and  he  immediately 
called  the  men  out  on  strike  and  most  of  them,  he  says,  are  now 
out." 

A  strike  which  was  reported  as  having  resulted  successfully, 
was  inaugurated  at  Milford  on  November  20,  1905.  One  hun- 
dred laborers  in  the  employ  of  the  Bunting  Construction  Com- 
pany, a  contracting  firm,  struck  work,  demanding  that  payment 
of  their  wages  should  be  made  weekly.  Two  days'  time  was 
consumed  in  reaching  a  settlement,  concerning  which  a  New 
Haven  publication  printed  the  following  on  November  22,  1905. 

"Operations  on  the  conduit  in  course  of  construction  by  the 
Bunting  Construction  company  were  resumed  late  yesterday 
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afternoon,  the  one  hundred  striking  Italians  returning  to  work 
after  an  agreement  reached  with  Superintendent  Hallen,  who 
agreed  to  pay  the  men  weekly  hereafter/' 

A  strike  in  which  200  employes  were  involved  and  which 
was  of  two  days'  duration  took  place  in  Hartford  on  Decem- 
ber 6,  1905.  From  information  furnished  the  bureau  it  was 
caused  by  a  demand  made  upon  the  managers  of  the  Electric 
Vehicle  Company  by  the  machinists  in  its  employ  that  time  and 
one-quarter  be  allowed  for  all  work  performed  after  the  con- 
clusion of  the  usual  daily  hours  of  labor.  The  strike  resulted 
successfully  for  the  employes,  a  settlement  being  reached  by 
means  of  a  conference  with  officials  of  the  company  by  a  com- 
mittee representing  the  disaffected  workmen.  The  following 
extract  is  from  a  publication  issued  after  the  matter  had  been 
adjusted: 

**A  strike  that  threatened  to  become  serious  at  the  Electric 
\'^ehicle  Company's  works  was  amicably  settled  yesterday, 
when  the  demand  of  the  strikers  that  they  be  paid  time  and 
a  quarter  for  all  overtime  work  was  granted  by  the  factory 
management  and  the  men  were  told  to  return  to  work  this 
morning.  It  was  said  last  night  that  with  the  men  who  went 
out  Tuesday  an*d  yesterday  morning  there  were  all  told  over 
200  out  on  strike. 

The  strike  started  among  the  tool  makers  and  machinists,  the 
highest  paid  class  of  labor  the  factory  employs,  and  spread 
rapidly  to  the  machine  hands  until  it  threatened  to  become  gen- 
eral.'* 

A  strike  which  resulted  successfully  was  inaugurated  by  the 
weavers  employed  by  the  French  River  Textile  Company  at 
Mechanicsville  in  the  town  of  Thompson  on  Januar>^  i,  1906. 
One  hundred  and  eleven  persons  were  involved  and  the  as- 
signed reason  for  the  difficulty  was  the  demand  on  the  part  of 
tlie  employes  that  an  increase  of  ten  per  cent,  in  the  prevailing 
wage  rate  should  be  granted  them.  The  contention  of  the 
striking  employes  being  that  this  was  in  conformity  with  in- 
creases made  bv  woolen  manufacturers  in  other  localities.  The 
controversy  remained  in  an  unsettled  state  for  a  period  of  thirty 
days,  during  a  portion  of  which  time  affairs  assumed  a  serions 
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aspect.  G)nservative  counsel  prevailed,  however,  and  at  the 
end  of  the  period  named  the  matter  was  satisfactorily  adjusted 
as  indicated  above. 

On  January  i,  1906,  eleven  compositors  employed  by  various- 
printing  establishments  in  Bridgeport  struck  work,  demanding 
the  adoption  of  the  rule  establishing  the  eight-hour  work-day. 
As  is  the  case  in  other  localities,  elsewhere  referred  to,  the  dif- 
ficulty remained  in  an  unsettled  condition  at  the  date  this  re- 
port closed.  It  is  not  out  of  place,  however,  to  reproduce  here 
a  portion  of  an  article  which  appeared  in  a  Bridgeport  publica- 
tion at  the  time  of  the  inception  of  the  strike : 

"The  most  important  topic  at  the  present  time  in  the  ranks 
of  organized  labor  is  the  eight-hour  day.  On  January  ist  the 
Typographicar  Union  of  Bridgeport  will  make  a  demand  for 
the  eight-hour  day  for  its  book  and  job  compositors.  The  em- 
ployes of  the  newspapers  are  at  present  enjoying  the  eight-hour 
day ;  consequently  the  demand  is  confined  to  the  book  and  job 
end  of  the  printing  business. 

.  The  demand  for  the  eight-hour  day  is  not  confined  to  Bridge- 
port alone.  It  is  an  international  movement  as  the  member- 
ship of  the  International  Typographical  Union  in  every  city 
throughout  the  United  States  and  Canada  voted  more  than  a 
year  ago  that  it  should  make  a  demand  on  January  ist,  1906, 
for  a  shorter  work  day. 

Since  the  convention  at  which  the  vote  was  taken  (two  years 
ago)  to  demand  the  shorter  work  day  the  membership  of  the 
International  Typographical  Union  have  been  preparing  for  the 
coming  of  January  ist,  1906,  and  its  consequent  demands  upon 
the  employing  printers.  They  have  taxed  themselves  various 
amounts  until  at  the  present  time  ten  per  cent,  of  the  wages  of 
every  member  of  the  International  Typographical  Union  is 
pouring  into  headquarters,  meaning,  on  an  average,  an  income 
of  $60,000  per  week. 

Bridgeport  Typographical  Union  has  been  hard  at  work  for 
some  months  past;  its  representatives,  during  the  past  four 
weeks,  have  appeared  before  every  labor  organization  in  this 
city  and  in  a  concise  manner  have  put  before  each  anfl  every 
local  the  importance  and  necessity  of  the  use  of  the  Typo- 
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•graphical  Union  label  on  all  work.  They  have  had  the  assur- 
ance of  the  members  of  the  several  local  bodies  before  whom 
they  have  appeared  that,  individually,  the  printer's  label  wouM 
l)e  brought  before  all  the  local  fraternal  societies  and  all  other 
printed  matter  that  comes  to  the  notice  of  the  labor  men/* 

**The  Central  Labor  union,  believing  that  the  request  for  the 
shorter  work-day  by  the  printers  is  a  just  one  and  of  interest 
to  organized  labor  of  this  city  in  general,  has  taken  the  matter 
in  hand  and  at  its  last  meeting  adopted  the  following  resolu- 
tions : 

Whereas,  Bridgeport  Typographical  union,  in  conjunction 
with  all  other  printers*  unions  throughout  the  United  States 
and  Canada  on  Januar}'  ist,  1906,  will  demand  the  eig^t-hour 
•day  for  those  working  at  the  book  and  job  trade :  and 

Whereas,  we  consider  eight  hours  as  the  logical  work  day 
favored  by  all  men  of  progressive  minds,  and  something  that 
the  interests  of  humanity  demand ;  therefore  be  it 

Resolved^  That  we  pledge  our  hearty  support  to  Bridgeport 
Typographical  union  and  urge  all  the  members  of  the  different 
unions  affiliated  with  this  body  to  see  to  it  that  the  union  label 
is  on  all  printing,  either  for  themselves  as  individuals,  or  as 
members  of  churches,  fraternal  organizations,  or  societies  of 
any  kind ;  therefore,  be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  these  resolutions  be  read  before  each  affiliated 
union,  and  for  publication  to  the  press  of  the  city  of  Bridge- 
port. 

The  members  of  Bridgeport  Typographical  union  claim  that 
their  demands  in  the  past,  upon  the  employing  printers  and 
the  public  in  general  have  been  few  and  very  far  between,  and 
that  now  their  request  for  the  eight-hour  day  is  but  in  the 
line  of  progress.".         

As  an  argument  in  favor  of  the  movement,,  Bridgeport  Ty- 
pographical union  issues  a  lengthy  "Appeal  for  the  Shorter 
Work  Day"  to  the  people  of  the  city  and  vicinit}'.  Following 
are  extracts  therefrom : 

*'While  up  to  the  present  our  International  Body  has  rei^eat- 
edly  signified  its  willingness  to  engage  in  a  conference,  having 
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for  its  purpose  the  gradual  introduction  of  the  eight-hour  day^ 
it  has  been  as  repeatedly  refused  by  the  Typothetae  and  it  has^ 
therefore,  resolved  on  its  present  course. 

"This  stipulation — the  eight-hour  work  day — is  justified  by 
the  fact  that  in  recent  years  labor-saving  devices  have  so  in- 
creased productivity  in  our  trade  that  the  output  of  each  man 
per  hour  is  much  greater  than  in  days  long  gone  by,  and  the 
shorter  work-day  merely  enables  us  to  reap,  in  part,  the  har- 
vest of  our  increased  powers." 

On  January  lo,  1906,  because  of  the  refusal  of  the  N.  Y.,  N» 
H.  &  H.  Railroad  Company  to  grant  an  increase  in  the  daily 
wage  rate  from  $2.25  to  $2.75,  and  time  and  one-half  for  work 
performed  "overtime,"  nine  workmen  employed  by  the  com- 
pany as  plumbers  and  steamfitters  at  New  Haven,  struck  work. 
The  strike  resulted  unsuccessfully  for  the  men  and  after  four 
days*  idleness  a  portion  of  them  secured  work  elsewhere,  the 
others  returning  to  their  former  employment  under  similar 
terms  as  before. 

Because  of  the  low  temperature  of  the  work  room,  sixty- 
five  machine  operators  employed  by  the  Hendey  Machine  Com- 
pany at  Torrington  struck  work  on  January  10,  1906.  Con- 
cerning the  matter  a  Waterbury  newspaper  published  the  fol- 
lowing on  the  date  named : 

"Because  their  department  was  not  heated  so  that  they  could 
work  comfortably  the  sixty-five  men  who  are  employed  in  the 
planing  department  of  the  Hendey  Machine  Co.'s  plant 
quit  work  in  a  body  this  morning.  Every  man  in  the  depart- 
ment except  the  foreman,  John  Cameron,  quit  work,  includ- 
ing  Mr.  Cameron's  father.  They  left  the  shop  while  the  fore- 
man was  at  the  company's  office  trying  to  arrange  for  better 
heating. 

The  men  claim  that  in  their  part  of  the  plant,  which  is  the 
old  building,  there  has  been  no  heat  all  winter  and  that  all  the 
other  departments  which  are  located  in  the  new  buildings,  are 
coinfortably  heated.  To-night  they  said  that  all  would  go  back 
to  work  to-moribw  morning,  but  if  the  conditions  were  no  bet- 
ter they  would  walk  out  again." 

But  one  day's  time  was  lost  by  reason  of  the  difficulty.     Im- 
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mediate  arrangements  were  effected  and  the  next  day  the  fol- 
lowing appeared  in  the  public  press: 

'This  morning  when  the  employes  returned,  they  found 
the  building  in  which  they  perform  their  duties  in  a  very  com- 
fortable state  and  in  order  to  make  up  for  the  loss  of  time  yes- 
terday, the  hands  worked  until  9  o'clock  this  evening.  The 
men  state  that  they  cannot  work  faithfully  when  the  thermome- 
ter in  the  building  is  at  the  freezing  point." 

On  January  11,  1906,  twenty  weavers  employed  by  the  War- 
renton  Woolen  Company  at  Torrington,  struck  work.  The 
principal  reason  assigned  was  that  fines  for  imperfect  work 
w^ere  unjustly  imposed,  which,  in  effect,  caused  a  loss  in  earn- 
ings which  more  than  offset  an  increase  in  compensation  re- 
cently granted,  thereby  resulting  in  a  reduction  in  wages.  The 
detailed  statement  given  here  is  taken  from  a  Waterbury  pub- 
lication : 

"Twenty  weavers  representing  the  entire  working  force  in 
that  department  at  the  Warrenton  Woolen  works,  went  on 
strike  this  morning  and  all  the  looms  at  the  concerns  are  idle, 
pending  a  settlement.  With  the  new  year  a  general  advance  in 
wages  was  made  throughout  the  country  of  ten  per  cent. 

A  committee  of  five  waited  on  Supt.  Samuel  C.  Workman  a 
week  ago  to-night  and  asked  for  the  increase.  The  superinten- 
dent promised  to  take  the  matter  under  consideration  and  made 
known  his  decision  early  this  week.  The  new  rate  card  was 
placed  in  the  weaving  room,  allowing  an  advance  which 
amounted  to  about  nine  per  cent.  This  concession  was  agree- 
able to  the  weavers  and  work  went  on.  The  twenty  in  the  de- 
partment  gradually  learned  that  heavier  fines  were  being  im- 
posed by  the  concern  than  under  the  old  scale  and  that  their 
earnings  were  no  higher  and  in  some  cases  smaller  than  before 
the  increase  was  granted. 

The  twenty  called  on  Supt.  Workman  soon  ^fter  6  o'clock 
last  night  and  demanded  a  hearing  on  the  matter,  which  Mr. 
Workman,  according  to  the  weavers,  refused  to  grant  The)* 
kept  the  matter  quiet  last  night  and  gathered  at  the  factor}'  this 
morning  to  act  on  the  situation.  Unanimously  they  chose  to 
quit  work  and  the  looms  are  idle  to-day. 
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Up  to  this  evening  there  had  been  no  conference  between 
Supt.  Workman  and  the  men  and  women  weavers.  The  latter 
declare  that  they  will  never -give  in  until  they  are  actually 
granted  the  ten  per  cent,  increase.  They  claim  that  weavers 
in  other  places  are  making  $2  and  more  each  week  than  those 
employed  at  the  Warrenton  factory  and  that  none  can  be  se- 
cured to  take  their  places.  Again  they  argue  that  unless  the 
looms  are  started  shortly,  the  whole  factory  will  have  to  sus- 
pend operations. 

For  the  most  part  the  strikers  are  men  and  women  who  have 
been  in  the  employ  of  the  concern  for  many  years  past,  some 
of  them  as  high  as  from  twenty  to  thirty  years.  They  believe 
they  have  been  treated  unfairly  and  will  not  surrender,  they 
say,  xmtil  their  demands  are  acceded  to." 

Six  days'  time  w^as  consumed  before  a  settlement  was 
reached,  the  basis  of  which  is  shown  in  the  following  extract 
from  a  state  newspaper : 

"The  twenty  striking  weavers  returned  to  work  at  the  War- 
renton Woolen  Company  yesterday  morning,  following  a  con- 
ference of  the  employes  with  Superintendent  Workman  Wed- 
nesday afternoon.  An  adjustment  of  the  scale  of  fines  for  im- 
perfect work,  which  was  the  cause  of  the  strike,  was  arranged.''^ 

On  January  25,  1906,  a  labor  difficulty  took  place  at  the  plant 
of  the  Collins  Company  at  Collinsville  in  the  town  of  Canton. 
From  information  furnished  the  bureau  it  appears  that  about 
180  men  employed  as  grinders  at  the  company's  establishment 
struck  work  because  of  dissatisfaction  with  a  foreman  whom 
the  company  had  recently  employed.  After  one,  day's  idleness 
the  men  returned  to  work,  the  matter  having  been  satisfactor- 
ily adjusted. 

A  strike  which  assumed  serious  proportions  was  inaugurated 
at  the  plant  of  the  Aldrich  J^lanufacturing  Company  at  Moosup 
in  the  town  of  Plainfield  on  February  16,  1906.  The  striking 
employes  were  the  weavers  and  spinners  employed  by  the  com- 
pany and  while  the  number  of  persons  actually  "on  strike"  was 
but  169,  a  total  number  of  467  employes  were  idle  because  of 
the  difficulty.  Various  causes  were  given  to  which  the  strike 
was  attributed ;  the  main  reason  was  conceded  to  have  been  the 
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objection  to  overtime  work  required  by  the  company.  The  is- 
sue of  the  Moosup  lournal  of  February  22*  1906,  contained  the 
following: 

"A  strike  at  the  Aldrich  cotton  mill  was  inaugurated  on  Fri- 
day last  which  has  since  caused  the  entire  plant  to  suspend  op- 
erations. About  four  hundred  hands  are  employed  in  this  mill 
which  has  been  in  continuous  operation  many  years,  doing  a 
good  business.  Moreover  there  has  been  no  serious  trouble 
with  the  help  in  a  long  time  which  would  seem  to  indicate  that 
until  very  recently  all  were  fairly  contented. 

It  seems  that  owing  to  accident  the  mill  was  obliged  to  shut 
down  most  of  the  day  Monday,  the  12th,  and  the  help  wcie 
asked  to  make  up  the  lost  time  by  working  four  evenings  until 
7  o'clock  and  Saturday  evening  until  6  ;30.  It  appears  that  this 
the  help  were  unwilling  to  do,  and  hence  the  beginning  of  the 
present  trouble.  On  Tuesday  the  weavers  and  spoolers  went 
out  at  6  o'clock,  the  usual  hour  for  closing.  On  Wednesday 
all  the  help  went  out  at  that  hour.  On  Thursday  the  mill  was 
stopped  about  forty-five  minutes  for  some  necessary  reason  and 
the  help  were  asked  to  make  this  time  up  by  working  fifteen 
minutes  over  the  balance  of  the  week.  On  the  Thursday  night 
following  about  forty  of  the  help  disregarded  this  request  and 
left  the  mill  as  usual  at  6  o'clock.  On  Friday  morning  four  of 
the  weavers  were  asked  in  turn  if  they  would  work  overtime, 
and  each  on  refusing  was  discharged.  The  weavers  at  a  sig- 
nal then  all  walked  out.  Later  in  the  day  the  spoolers  fol- 
lowed, and  from  Monday  on  the  entire  plant  has  been  quiet. 

Desirous  of  giving  the  public  a  fair  statement  from  both 
parties  involved,  both  have  been  interviewed  by  the  Journal. 

The  strikers  claim  that  the  time  they  were  asked  to  make  up 
was  lost  through  no  fault  of  theirs  but  of  the  management 
wholly.  After  working  hard  in  a  close  atmosphere  all  day  they 
object  strenuously  to  being  called  upon  to  work  overtime,  which 
calls  they  say  have  been  frequent.  It  is  very  apparent  in  talk- 
ing with  the  men  that  back  of  all  is  a  deep-seated  feeling  of 
dissatisfaction  with  the  way  the  help  claim  they  have  been 
treated.  Their  contention  is  that  whereas  there  has  been  no 
nominal  cut  in  wages,  yet  practicalUy  conditions  are  such  that 
plain  weavers  who  a  few  years  ago  were  able  to  earn  $12  and 
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$13  a  week  on  an  average  now  find  it  difficult  to  earn  $9.00. 
Complaint  is  made  of  poor  filling  and  also  that  weavers  run- 
ning miichines  varying  in  speed,  are  not  paid  on  a  uniform  or 
fair  rate  for  all  the  operators. 

The  strikers  proper  comprise  about  145  weavers  and  26 
spoolers.  Those  employed  in  the  rest  of  the  plamt  are  out  in 
the  main  because  of  the  action  of  the  above  help. 

It  is  learned  among  the  strikers  that  a  committee  from  their 
number  met  the  Messrs.  Aldrich  and  the  superintendent,  Mr. 
Cray,  in  conference,  on  Friday  afternoon  at  which  time  the 
grievances  of  the  strikers  was  stated  and  in  behalf  of  the  men 
a  demand  was  made  for  an  all  around  increase  of  10  per  cent, 
in  wages,  no  extra  hours,  and  better  filling.  Of  the  outcome 
of  this  conference  nothing  definite  can  be  learned." 

"  When  Supt.  Cray  was  asked  by  the  Journal  on  Tuesday  for ' 
a  statement  of  his  side  of  the  difficulty  he  laughingly  replied 
that  he  had  no  statement  to  make.  The  help  have  walked  out  ? 
Yes,  that  is  apparent  to  all,  but  what  are  they  out  for,  why 
they  should  take  such  action,  he  had  not  yet  learned.  Had  en-^ 
quired  of  several  and  each  said  they  went  out  because  others 
did. 

Charles  Aldrich  when  seen  remarked  that  it  was  a  very  pe- 
culiar strike  as  no  formal  demands  have  been  made.  Had  tried 
to  use  the  help  right  and  believed  they  were  as  well  paid 
here  as  in  most  cotton  mills  in  the  country. 

The  strikers  are  holding  meetings  each  day  in  Odd  Fellows 
hall  and  were  addressed  Tuesday  evening  and  on  Wednesday 
by  outside  men.  They  are  about  to  organize  a  local  union, 
joining  the  organization  known  as  the  Industrial  Workers  of 
the  World.  The  strikers  say  financial  help  is  coming  to  them 
daily.  It  is  said  that  about  forty  men  have  gone  elsewhere  to 
work,  agents  for  some  six  mills  having  been  here  to  get  help. 

For  the  good  of  all  we  earnestly  hope  the  questions  under 
dispute  may  be  amicably  settled  soon  and  that  this  prosperous 
plant  may  speedily  be  busy  once  more." 

Twenty-three  days  elapsed  before  a  settlement  was  reached 
of  a  nature  satisfactory  to  the  striking  employee,  concerning 
which  a  Willimantic  newspaper  printed  the  following : 
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"The  strike  at  Moosup  was  last  night  declared  off  by  the  op- 
eratives. Wednesday  afternoon  a  committee  from  the  opera- 
tives met  representatives  of  the  company  and  talked  the  matter 
over  with  them.  The  company,  after  agreeing  to  no  more  over- 
time work,  also  declared  that  all  of  those  who  went  out  would 
be  taken  back,  and  that  there  would  be  no  discrimination  what- 
ever. In  regard  to  the  other  demands  of  the  strikers,  which 
included  a  demand  for  an  increase  of  wages,  the  company's 
representatives  replied  that  they  could  make  no  concessions  at 
this  time,  but  said  that  'the  company  will  make  everything  right 
with  the  employes  a  little  later.' 

While  the  end  of  the  strike,  which  came  Wednesday  night, 
was  entirely  unlooked  for,  it  was  greeted  by  the  business  men 
of  the  town  and  all  others  concerned  with  rejoicing.  The  work 
is  looked  upon  as  a  partial  victory  for  the  operatives." 

On  February  17,  1906,  a  strike  occurred  at  Eastern  Point  in 
the  town  of  Groton  in  which  twenty  persons  were  actively  en- 
gaged causing  the  idleness  of  eight  others.  Two  days'  time 
was  lost  when  a  settlement  was  reached  satisfactorv  to  the  em- 
ployes.  Concerning  the  cause  of  the  difficulty  the  New  London 
Day  issued  February  17,  1906,  printed  the  following: 

"The  rapid  progress  of  Contractors  McGuire  &  Penniman  of 
Providence  on  The  Griswold  hotel  at  Edstem  Point,  which  has 
been  the  marvel  of  observers,  bids  fair  to  be  interrupted  as  labor 
troubles  arose  to-day  and  this  afternoon  twenty  plasterers  be- 
longing to  both  union  organizations  finished  work  on  their  jobs 
after  refusal  of  the  superintendent  of  the  work  to  grant  a  de- 
mand, which  is  said  to  be  union  rule. 

The  demand  was  that  the  plasterers  be  paid  $4  a  day  in- 
stead of  $3.75  as  heretofore.  This  was  refused  and  the  twenty 
men  involved  were  told  they  could  take  their  tools  from  the  job. 
Ten  of  the  men  belong  to  the  Bricklayers  and  Plasterers  union 
and  ten  to  the  Operating  Plasterers  society,  which  is  strong  in 
Providence  and  vicinity. 

It  was  stated  by  the  men  involved  that  there  is  a  union  rule 
that  local  contractors  shall  pay  $3.75  for  plasterers,  but  when  a 
•concern  takes  a  job  in  a  town  other  than  its  own  it  must  pay

$4  a  day,  this  rule  causing  a  preference  to  be  given  to  local 
contractors  on  all  jobs." 

Relative  to  the  adjustment  of  the  difficulty  the  same  newspa- 
per published  the  following  February  20,  1906: 

"The  strike  of  the  plasterers  on  the  Griswold  hotel  job  at 
Eastern  Point  is  a  thing  of  the  past.  McGuire  &  Penniman, 
the  Providence  contractors,  who  have  the  job,  granted  the  level 
rate  of  pay  demanded,  it  is  stated,  and  the  men  went  back  to 
work.  About  twenty  men,  half  of  the  Bricklayers  and  Masons* 
union  of  this  city  and  half  of  the  Operative  Plasterers'  society 
of  Providence,  went  out  from  the  job  Saturday  afternoon  when 
the  superintendent  refused  to  recognize  the  demand  for  a  flat 
rate  of  $4  a  day,  which  the  union  men  claim  is  a  fixed  rule  for 
jobs  where  a  contractor  is  working  outside  his  own  district." 

On  March  29,  1906,  six  coat  makers  in  the  employ  of  the  N. 
Johnson  Company,  at  Norwich,  struck  work  because  of  the  re- 
fusal of  the  company  to  grant  them  increased  compensation. 
After  four  days'  idleness  a  settlement  was  effected  concerning 
which  a  local  newspaper  said : 

"The  demand  of  the  coat  makers  of  the  N.  Johnson  Com- 
pany, which  was  made  last  week  when  several  of  them  left  the 
company's  employ,  asking  for  an  increase  of  $1  per  coat,  mak- 
ing it  $5  instead  of  $4,  was  granted  on  Tuesday,  and  they  re- 
turned to  work.  The  men,  who  numbered  six,  have  been  out 
since  last  Thursday." 

Because  of  the  refusal  on  the  part  of  various  Master  Painters 
and  Decorators  at  New  Britain  to  grant  the  demand  of  their 
employes  that  a  minimum  wage  rate  of  $3,00  per  day  should 
be  established,  journeyman  painters  to  the  i\umber  of  eighty, 
struck  work  on  April  2,  1906.  Two  days'  time  was  consumed 
before  reaching  a  settlement  when  the  demands  of  the  men 
were  satisfied  and  they  reeturned  to  work.  A  local  newspaper 
printed  the  following  on  April  4,  1906 : 

'The  painters'  strike  was  ended  to-day.  Two  of  the  lead- 
ing master  painters  decided  to  grant  the  demands  of  the  union 
for  a  $3  minimum  wage  last  night,  and  the  rest  of  them,  it  was 
said,  decided  to  follow  suit  this  morning,  with  one  exception, 
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A.  P.  Marsh.  It  was  afterwards  reported  he  was  to  give  in. 
The  painters  hurried  back  to  their  jobs  after  only  two  days' 
loafing.  There  was  general  satisfaction  around  town  that  the 
strike  was  so  quickly  settled." 

A  strike  which  resulted  in  partial  success  for  the  men  took 
place  in  Winsted  on  April  2,  1906.  Journeymen  Painters  and 
Decorators,  numbering  eighteen  men,  made  a  demand  upon 
their  employers  for  the  adoption  of  an  eight-hour  work  day 
and  an  increase  in  wage  rate.  One  day's  time  was  lost  when 
a  settlement  was  reached  practically  as  is  stated  in  the  fol- 
lowing extract  from  a  Norwich  newspaper : 

"The  Bangs  Decorating  Company,  contracting  painters,  whose 
men  walked  out  this  morning  after  having  had  their  demand 
for  an  eight-hour  day  with  an  increase  of  25  cents  a  day  in 
wages,  refused,  effected  a  compromise,  this  afternoon,  as  a  re- 
sult of  which  the  men  will  return  to  work  to-morrow  morning. 
The  contractors  agreed  to  give  the  men  an  eight-hour  day 
without  an  increase  in  wages." 

Because  of  the  refusal  of  various  building  contractors  at 
Stamford  to  grant  an  increase  in  the  rate  of  wages  from  $2.00- 
to  $2.40  per  day,  eighty  workmen,  employed  as  hod  carriers, 
struck  work  on  April  2,  1906.  The  strike  resulted  in  a  partial 
success  for  the  men  after  one  day's  idleness.  A  settlement  was 
effected  which  was  of  the  nature  of  a  compromise,  the  men  re- 
turning to  work  at  a  rate  of  wages  of  $2.25  per  day. 

A  strike  which  resulted  unsuccessfully  for  the  dissaffectcd 
workmen  took  place  at  South  Norwalk  on  April  4,  1906.  Ob- 
jecting to  the  discharge  of  a  foreman,  nine  employes  of  Dennis 
&  Blanchard,  straw  hat  manufacturers,  quit  work  upon  the  date 
named.  Three  days'  idleness  was  caused  by  the  difficulty^ 
when  a  portion  of  the  hands  returned  to  their  employment, 
others  secured  work  elsewhere,  the  foreman  having  left  the 
locality. 

On  April  18,  I5fb6,  thirty-six  persons  employed  as  Garment 
Workers  by  G.  Fox  &  Company  at  Hartford,  struck  work. 
Among  the  assigned  reasons  for  the  difficulty  was  the  alleged 
refusal  on  the  part  of  the  employing  firm  to  subscribe  to  a 
proposed  new  working  agreement.  Three  days'  time  was  con- 
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sumcd  in  endeavors  to  effect  a  settlement  to  no  avail.  The 
strike  may  be  said  to  have  been  unsuccessful,  for  after  the 
above  mentioned  time  had  elapsed,  other  persons  were  em- 
ployed in  place  of  those  "on  strike." 

'  A  labor  difficulty  which  can  be  properly  termed  a  "lock  out" 
took  place  in  Hartford  on  April  27,  1906.  It  is  related  in  the 
information  at  hand,  that  ninety-four  cigar  majcers  in  the  em- 
ploy of  Charles  Soby  made  a  demand  upon  him  for  an  increase 
of  one  dollar  per  thousand  for  the  making  of  cigars. 

A  virtual  "lock  out"  resulted,  affecting  twenty-one  other  em- 
ployes. Several  conferences  were  held,  covering  a  period  of 
three  days,  when  a  settlement  was  reached,  which,  however, 
did  not  go  into  effect  till  twenty-four  days'  time  had  elapsed 
as  is  explained  in  the  extract  from  a  local  newspaper  printed 
below: 

"As  the  result  of  a  conference  yesterday  afternoon  between 
Charles  Soby  and  a  committee  of  his  employes,  all  of  whom  have 
been  out  since  Mr.  Soby  shut  down  his  factory  a  few  days  ago 
in  anticipation  of  a  strike,  an  agreement  was  reached  and  the 
men  will  go  back  to  work  as  soon  as  the  proper  stock  can  be 
procured  for  them  to  work  on.  In  accordance  with  a  vote  of 
the  Cigarmakers'  Union,  an  advance  of  $1  a  1,000  for  making 
all  classes  of  cigars  was  demanded  in  all  the  local  factories,  the 
advance  to  take  effect  May  i.  Two  days  after  the  demand  was 
made  Mr.  Soby  shut  down  his  factory,  pending  an  agreement 
with  his  men.  In  all  the  other  factories  of  the  city  the  de- 
mands of  the  union  were  agreed  to  by  May  i,  so  that  there 
was  no  interruption  of  work  elsewhere. 

The  terms  accepted  by  Mr.  Soby  are  just  the  same  as  those 
accepted  in  the  other  factories.  Yesterday's  conference  was 
brought  about  by  L.  A.  Bolio  of  Westfield,  Mass.,  fourth  vice- 
president  of  the  Cigarmakers'  International  Union.  The  com- 
mittee of  employes,  consisting  of  Eli  Brunell,  J.  Oliver,  L.  Os- 
trow,  F.  S.  King,  H.  Appier,  W.  Sailor  and  L.  Weeks,  met  Mr. 
Soby  in  the  factory  and  the  matter  was  talked  over  in  a  friendly 
way  and  Mr.  Soby  agreed  to  resume  work  on  the  new  terms 
as  soon  as  he  could  lay  in  a  stock  of  Sumatra  tobacco  for  wrap- 
pers, his  supply  of  wrappers  having  been  cleaned  up  at  the 
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time  of  the  shut  down.  It  may  be  a  couple  of  weeks  before 
the  factory  starts  up  again.  This  arrangement  is  accepted  by 
both  sides  as  the  best  that  can  be  made. 

Members  of  the  union  say  that  reports  of  an  intended  boy- 
cott of  the  Soby  cigars  were  unfounded.  That  phase  of  the 
question,  they  say,  had  not  been  considered  and  it  was  not  an 
element  in  the  discussion  that  led  to  a  settlement.  Whatever 
cigars  Mr.  Soby  may  have  had  on  hand  at  the  time  of  the 
shut  down  were  union  made  and  they  would  have  been  sold 
as  such.  They  say  there  has  not  been  any  unfriendly  feeling 
between  Mr.  Soby  and  the  cigarmakers  at  any  time,  that  the 
conference  was  carried  on  in  a  friendly  spirit  and  that  the  men 
will  return  to  work  with  a  good  feeling  all  around." 

A  strike  of  one  day's  duration  took  place  at  Winsted  on  May 
I,  1906.  The  stated  cause  of  the  difficulty  was  the  demand 
made  by  thirty-five  journeyman  carpenters  upon  various  build- 
ing contractors  that  the  eight-hour  work-day  rule  be  estab- 
lished. Concerning  the  settlement  the  following  appeared  in 
the  public  press : 

"The  carpenter's  strike  which  began  here  to-day  was  set- 
tled this  afternoon  at  a  conference  between  the  employers  and 
the  strikers.  The  employers  agreed  to  give  the  men  an  eight 
hour  day  without  a  wage  scale.  To  this  the  ^carpenters  as- 
sented and  will  return  to  work  to-morrow  morning.  About 
fifty  men  were  involved." 

A  strike  resulting  successfully  for  the  men  was  inaugurated 
at  Manchester  on  May  i,  1906.  A  demand  was  made  upon 
the  building  contractors  for  the  adoption  of  the  eight-hour 
work-day  rule  and  that  a  minimum  daily  wage  rate  of  $2.80  per 
day  be  established.  Twenty-eight  journeyman  carpenters  were 
involved,  three  days'  idlenesss  was  caused  by  the  difficulty  when 
a  settlement  was  reached  practically  as  related  in  the  extract 
printed  below : 

"The  strike  of  carpenters  for  an  eight-hour  day  with  a  mini- 
nmm  wai^e  of  $2.80  was  a  short  lived  6ne.  Owing  to  the  fact 
that  work  was  so  plentiful  in  Hartford,  the  contractors  decided 
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that  it  would  be  better  to  accede  to  the  demands  made  upon 
them,  and  some  of  the  carpenters  went  back  to  work  yesterday 
morning." 

Because  of  a  demand  for  an  increase  in  wage  rate  from 
twenty-seven  and  one-half  to  thirty  cents  per  hour  a  strike  of 
considerable  magnitude  was  inaugurated  at  New  Haven  on 
May  I,  '1906.  The  demand  was  made  by  laborers  employed 
as  hod  carriers  by  various  building  contractors  in  the  city. 
While  but  300  men  went  ''on  strike"  it  is  estimated  that  475 
persons  were  affected.  The  effort  to  secure  an  increase  in 
wage  rate  was  partially  successful,  the  result  being  effected  by 
conference  after  seventeen  days'  time  had  been  lost.  A  local 
newspaper  printed  the  following  on  May  21 : 

"Business  was  resumed  by  the  mason  contractors  this  morn- 
ing on  nearly  all  buildings  in  process  of  erection  with  the  same 
force  of  hod  carriers  that  went  on  strike  about  three  weeks  ago. 
The  contractors  at  a  conference  late  Saturday  night  agreed  to 
give  the  hod  men  an  increase  of  one  and  one-fourth  cents  an 
hour,  and  while  this  was  less  than  one-half  of  the  amount  asked 
for  by  the  men,  the  ofitr  was  accepted  and  an  agreement  made 
that  the  strikers  should  return  to  work  to-day,  which  they  did. 

Building  operations  have  been  very  generally  held  up  dur- 
ing the  strike,  except  in  some  cases  where  the  masons  secured 
non-union  help  t#  take  the  places  of  the  old  employes.  The 
non-tmion  workmen  will  not  be  discharged,  it  was  said  by  a 
contractor  to-day.  They  are  needed  to  enable  the  builders  to 
make  up  for  the  time  lost  dining  the  first  days  of  the  strike." 

A  most  serious  strike  involving  important  interests  was  in- 
augurated at  Bridgeport  on  May  i,  1906.  Bricklayers,  Plas- 
terers and  Stone  Masons  to  the  number  of  220  struck  work  on 
the  date  mentioned,  because  of  the  refusal  of  various  employing 
building  contractors  to  grant  an  increase  in  the  prevailing  wage 
rate  of  $4.00  per  day  to  $4.80  per  day,  making  also  the  addi- 
tional demand  that  a  Saturday  half -holiday  be  given  them  with- 
out pay.  The  controversy  remains  in  an  unsettled  condition  at 
the  date  of  the  close  of  this  report,  the  time  lost  by  reason 
of  the  difficulty  being  estimated  at  156  days.

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During  the  continuance  of  the  difficulty  a  local  newspaper 
chronicled  the  following: 

"The  first  effective  change  in  the  condition  of  the  strike  in 
the  building  trades  was  brought  about  on  Saturday  when  the 
leading  firm  of  masons  and  builders  in  the  city  effected  an 
agreement  with  the  Bricklayers  and  Plasterers'  union,  the 
Stonemasons'  union  and  the  Building  Laborers'  union. 

The  settlement  was  an  amicable  one  between  the  firm  and 
the  three  unions.  The  conditions  are  not  made  public  but  it 
is  understood  that  the  joume>'Tnen  bricklayers,  plasterers,  and 
stone  masons  are  to  receive  $4.80  per  day,  while  the  building 
laborers  or  hodcarriers  will  receive  $2.78  per  day. 

As  a  result  of  the  agreement  all  of  the  non-union  men  in  the 
employ  of  the  firm  were  allowed  to  go  on  Saturday  night  and 
this  morning  it  commenced  the  employment  of  union  help 
throughout. 

By  the  agreement  with  the  union  the  firm  \yithdraws  from 
the  Inter-State  Association  of  Builders,  Dealers  and  Contract- 
ors, and  will  continue  as  an  independent  firm."      \ 

During  the  progress  of  the  disturbance  in  building  ©^rations 
and  trades  some  bitterness  was  engendered  resulting  itx  legal 
proceedings  of  an  interesting  nature,  involving  important  ques- 
tions as  to  the  rights  of  members  of  labor  organizations.  Ex- 
tracts are  here  quoted  from  an  opinion  by  Judge  Edwin  B.  Ga- 
ger  of  the  Superior  court,  delivered  in  October,  1906,  dissolv- 
ing a  preliminary  injunction  as  printed  in  a  Bridgeport  news- 
paper : 

"The  injunction  was  granted  by  Judge  Gager  July  23  last, 
and  has  been  in  force  since.  The  unions  n^ade  a  fight  against 
it  and  attempted  to  have  it  dissolved  at  that  time.  Hearings 
were  held  August  2,  3,  4  and  6  and  hiany  witnesses  were  put 
on.  Judge  Gager  did  not  give  his  decision  at  that  time  but  al- 
lowed the  lawyers  to  file  briefs.  This  injunction  was  asked  for 
by  members  of  the  Master  Builders'  Association,  which  is  a 
member  of  the  Interstate  Builders'  Association.  It  was  one 
of  the  most  sweeping  documents  of  its  kind  ever  issued,  en- 
joining the  union  men  from  threatening,  persuading,  cajoling. 
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picketing,  or  trying  in  any  way  to  injure  the  business  of  the 
builders  who  had  employed  non-union  men  after  the  strike  had 
been  declared."  , 

In  dissolving  the  injunction  the  judge  contends  that  the  mas- 
ter builders  did  not  prove  their  allegations  against  the  unions. 
The  bosses  claimed  that  after  the  strike,  declared  last  May, 
the  union  men  entered  into  a  conspiracy  to  injure  the  build- 
ers' business,  by  threats,  intimidations,  violence  and  other 
means. 

In  his  opinion  Judge  Gager  says:  "From  the  evidence  I 
must  find  that  no  arguments  or  persuasions  have  been  made 
with  such  a  show  of  force  or  under  such  circumstances  as  rea- 
sonably to  be  deemed  threatening  or  intimidating  and  that  ex- 
cepting the  Morley  case  and  in  case  of  the  bogus  certificate  is- 
sued to  one  Shelbaz,  the  strike  has  been  conducted  peaceably, 
within  the  limits  of  conduct  recognized  by  the  law  as  rightful 
and  proper. 

"I  do  find,  however,  that  the  defendants  havp  persistently  re- 
frained from  re-entering  the  employ  of  the  plaintiffs  them- 
selves, and  with  equal  persistency  have,  as  a  stipulated  fact,  at- 
tempted to  prevent  others  from  entering  employment  of  the 
plaintiffs.  The  defendant's  Walking  Delegate  Brimble  of 
Union  No.  2,  is  the  only  one  of  the  defendants  whom  I  can 
fairly  find  guilty  of  any  overt,  wrongful  act,  for  it  did  appear 
to  be  true  that  he  assaulted  Morley,  one  of  the  new  men.  An 
isolated  act  like  this,  not  shown  to  be  part  of  any  system,  does 
not  warrant  an  injunction  against  the  defendants  as  a  body. 

"The  facts  alleged  which  would  be  necessary  under  the  es- 
tablished law  to  sustain  an  injunction,  have  not  been  proved 
either  as  having  been  done  or  as  threatened  to  be  done  in  the 
future,  and  therefore  the  preliminary  injunction  in  this  case 
is  dissolved." 

Of  a  similar  nature  to  the  strike  described  in  the  foregoing 
was  that  inaugurated  by  the  hod  carriers  against  various  em- 
ploying building  contractors  in  Bridgeport  May  i,  1906.  The 
employes  demanded  an  increase  in  wage  rate  to  thirty-three 
cents  per  hour,  the  prevailing  rate  then  being  twenty-five  cents 
per  hour.     Upon  refusal  by  the  employers  one  hundred  and 
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eighty  men  went  *'on  strike."  The  difficulty  remains  in  an  un- 
settled condition  at  the  date  of  the  close  of  this  report,  the  sit- 
uation being  practically  the  same  as  is  the  case  in  the  other 
building  trades. 

Another  strike  which  remains  unsettled  had  its  inception  at 
New  Haven  on  May  i,  1906.  Joume>Tiian  painters  to  the 
number  of  several  hundred  struck  work  on  the  date  mentioned 
demanding  a  minimum  wage  rate  of  three  dollars  per  day,  an 
advance  of  fifty  cents  per  day  from  the  rate  then  prevailing. 
Although,  as  above  stated,  several  hundred  men  were  origi- 
nally involved,  investigation  brought  the  information  that  117 
were  immediately  engaged  in  the  controversy.  Many  of  the 
men  secured  employment  with  various  firms  and  in  other  lo- 
calities but  a  general  settlement  has  not  been  reached  as  stated 
above. 

On  May  4,  1906,  some  thirty  girls  employed  as  winders  in 
the  fuse  department  of  the  Johns-Pratt  company  at  Hartford 
struck  work.  The  assigned  reason  was  the  objection  which 
they  had  to  a  proposed  reduction  in  the  prevailing  piece-work 
price.  The  strike  resulted  unsuccessfully  for  the  contestants 
and  after  ten  days'  time  had  elapsed  other  help  was  employeti 
by  the  company. 

A  strike  which  had  a  temporary  effect  upon  the  transship- 
ment of  freight  took  place  at  New  Haven  on  May  6,  1906. 
Freight  handlers  to  the  number  of  two  hundred  and  fifty  em- 
ployed by  the  N.  Y.,  N.  H.  &  H.  Railroad  Company  struck 
work  because  of  the  refusal  of  their  employers  to  allow  nine 
hours'  pay  for  six  hours*  work  performed  on  the  Sabbath. 
After  the  expiration  of  twenty-one  days'  time,  the  matter  was 
considered  closed,  some  of  the  men  returning  to  their  w.^<n 
under  former  conditions,  others  procuring  employment  el-e- 
where.  the  company  reinstating  striking  employes  when  vacan- 
cies occurred. 

On  May  10,  1906,  thirty  adjusters  employed  by  the  New  Ha- 
ven Clock  Company  at  New  Haven,  struck  work  because  f 
their  employer's  refusal  to  grant  increase xl  compensation  f-'^r 
work  performed  in  the  adjustment  of  watches  manufaCtur/'I 
by  the  company.     Ten  days'  time  was  consumed  in  endeav^-r- 
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to  secure  concessions  to  no  avail,  at  the  end  of  which  time  the 
men  returned  to  their  work  under  former  conditions. 

Demanding  an  increase  in  the  rate  of  wages  of  two  dollars 
per  month,  twenty-six  brick  makers,  employed  at  the  Richard 
Murray  yard  at  Berlin,  struck  work  on  May  lo,  1906.  The 
employing. firm  refused  to  make  the  concession,  alleging  that 
the  established  rate  at  this  yard  was  that  which  prevailed  at 
other  yards  in  the  immediate  vicinity.  After  three  days'  idle- 
ness the  men  returned  to  their  employment  at  the  former  scale 
of  wages,  having  been  unsuccessful  in  their  contention. 

A  strike  of  considerable  magnitude  was  inaugurated  at  Wa- 
terbury  on  May  16,  1906.  The  assigned  cause  of  the  diffi- 
culty was  the  objection  on  the  part  of  the  workmen  engaged 
as  bricklayers,  masons  and  in  other  building  trades  to  the  em- 
ployment of  or  working  in  connection  with  non-union  men. 
Approximately,  one  hundred  and  twenty-three  employes  of 
various  contracting  building  firms  in  the  city  were  involved 
and  the  matter  had  not  been  wholly  adjusted  at  the  date  of  the 
close  of  this  report.  The  nimiber  of  men  stated  above  does 
not  include  all  of  those  affected  as  many  secured  employment 
in  other  localities  during  the  controversy.  It  is  not  inappro- 
priate to  state  here  that  on  June  27,  1906,  upon  complaint  of 
one  of  the  building  contracting  firms,  against  which  the  dis- 
affected employes  were  on  strike,  secured  a  temporary  injunc- 
tion against  certain  officers  and  members  of  the  labor  organ- 
izations engaged  in  the  difficulty.  The  complaint  upon  which 
the  injunction  was  issued  is  too  voluminous  to  reproduce  here. 
In  brief,  however,  it  alleges  the  performance  of  certain  illegal 
acts  by  the  persons  included,  and  asks  that  they  be  enjoined 
from  "interfering  in  any  manner  with  the  men  now  in  the 
employ  of  the  plaintiff."         -     . 

The  text  of  the  injunctiou  procured  from  Judge  Joel  H.  Reed 
of  the  Superior  court  on  the  date  previously  mentioned  follows : 

"Upon  the  complaint  in  this  action,  the  allegations  which 
have  been  duly  verified  by  oath  as  above  appears,  and  upon  the 
plaintiff's  application  to  this  court  that  a  temporary  injunction 
forthwith  issue  commanding  and  restraining  each  and  all  of 
the  defendants,  and  all  other  persons  associated,  combined  or 
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confederated  with  them,  or  with  any  of  them,  in  the  manner 
set  forth  in  the  plaintiff's  prayer  for  relief ;  and  it  appearing  to 
the  court  that  such  temporary  injunction  ought  to  issue  with- 
out bonds ; 

Now,  therefore,  by  authority  of  the  State  of  Connecticut, 
you,  the  individual  defendants  named  in  this  action,  and  each 
and  all  of  you,  the  defendant  union  and  association,  and  each 
and  all  of  you,  the  officers  and  members  of  said  defendant 
union  and  association,  and  each  and  all  of  you,  the  officers  and 
members  of  said  defendant  union  and  association,  and  each 
and  all  other  ptersons  associated,  combined  or  confederated 
with  said  individual  defendants  or  with  said  defendant  union 
and  association,  or  either  of  them,  and  all  persons  heretofore, 
now  or  hereafter  aiding,  co-operating,  combining  or  acting  in 
concert  with  said  defendant  or  either  of  them,  are  hereby  com- 
manded and  enjoined  under  a  penalty  of  ten  thousand  dollars 
($10,000)  forthwith  wholly  and  absolutely  to  refrain  from  in 
any  manner  interfering  with  the  men  now  in  the  employ  of 
the  plaintiff,  or  with  any  person  who  niay  be  willing  to  enter 
the  employ  of  the  plaintiff,  by  way  of  threats,  persuasions,  per- 
sonal violence,  intimidation,  coercion,  or  by  following,  inter- 
viewing, bribing,  cajoling,  or  in  any  other  manner  interfering 
with  the  plaintiff's  employes  or  persons  who  may  be  willing  to 
enter  the  plaintiff's  employment,  or  taking  any  other  action 
calculated  or  intended  to  prevent  such  persons  from  continuing 
or  entering  into  the  employment  of  the  plaintiff  or  calailated 
to  induce  such  persons  to  refuse  to  enter,  or  leave  the  em- 
ployment of  the  plaintiff,  or  from  boycotting  the  plaintiff,  or 
the  plaintiff's  such  workmen,  or  intended  workmen,  either  by 
threats,  intimidation,  persuasion,  cajoling,  coercion,  bribing  or 
otherwise,  or  from  interfering  with,  intimidating,  boycotting, 
or  in  any  manner  threatening  iny  person  for  the  purpose  of 
inducing  such  person  not  to  deal  with  or  do  business  with  the 
plaintiff,  or  to  deal  with  or  furnish  supplies  to  the  plaintiflF's 
workmen  or  those  who  might  enter  the  plaintiff's  emploment, 
and  from  congregating  or  loitering  about  in  the  neighborhood 
of  the  premises  of  the  plaintiff,  or  in  any  other  places  where 
the  plaintiff  may  have  contracts  or  work  to  perform  or  business 
to  do,  with  the  intent  to  interfere  with  the  plaintiff  or  his  said 
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employes  or  to  interfere  with  the  prosecution  of  the  plaintiff's 
business,  or  in  any  other  manner  to  interfere  with  or  obstruct 
the  business  or  trade  of  the  plaintiff,  or  from  picketing  or  pa- 
trolling the  plant  or  other  property  of  the  plaintiff,  or  caus- 
ing said  premises  to  be  picketed  or  patrolled,  or  from  making 
loud  and  boisterous  noises  in  the  vicinity  Aereof,  or  from 
causing  any  of  such  acts  to  be  done  by  others,  or  from  per- 
suading or  assisting  or  counseling  or  advising  any  such  acts, 
or  from  interfering  with  the  free  access  of  the  employes  of 
the  plaintiflF  to  the  plaintiff's  premises  or  any  other  places 
where  the  plaintiflF  may  have  contracts  or  work  to  perform  or 
business  to  do,  and  the  free  return  of  said  employes  to  their 
places  of  business  or  their  homes,  or  from  all  concerted  action 
or  otherwise  doing  any  act  or  causing  any  act  to  be  done  or 
causing  noises  which  would  interfere  in  any  manner  with  the 
employes  of  the  plaintiff,  or  his  business  or  property,  or  from 
giving  any  instructions  or  orders  to  committees,  association  or 
otherwise  for  the  performance  of  the  aforesaid  acts  or  threats, 
or  from  in  any  manner  whatever  impeding,  disturbing  or  in- 
terfering with  the  regular  operation  and  conduct  of  the  bus- 
iness of  the  plaintiff  or  of  employes  now  in  the  employ  of  the 
plaintiflF  or  that  may  hereafter  be  employed  by  him,  until  fur- 
ther order  of  this  court  in  the  premises. 

And  further,  by  authority  of  the  State  of  Connecticut,  the 
sheriff  of  the  County  of  New  Haven,  his  deputy,  or  either  con- 
stable of  the  town  of  Waterbury,  is  hereby  commanded  forth- 
with to  give  notice  of  the  foregoing  order  and  injunction  by 
leaving  a  true  and  attested  copy  of  the  foregoing  complaint, 
citation  and  order,  with  or  at  the  usual  place  of  abode  of  each 
of  the  individual  defendants,  and  with  the  secretary  of  said 
defendant  union  and  association. 
By  order  of  court." 

Demanding  a  reduction  in  hours  of  labor  from  ten  to  nine 
per  day  and  an  increase  in  wage  rate  from  $1.50  to  $2.00  per 
day,  sixty-five  laborers  in  the  employ  of  the  Connecticut  Rail- 
way &  Lighting  Company  in  New  Britain  struck  work  on  May 
18,  1906.  It  resulted  in  the  loss  of  four  days'  time  to  the  men 
and  of  the  strike  as  well.     The  men  returned  to  work  at  the 
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expiration  of  that  tim-e  of  their  own  volition  and  under  for- 
mer conditions.  , 

Fourteen  grinders  employed  by  the  Challenge  Cutlery  cor- 
poration at  Bridgeport  struck  work  on  May  29,  1906.  The 
given  cause  for  tlje  difficulty  was  the  objection  on  the  part  of 
the  men  to  the  method  adopted  for  supervision  and  inspection 
of  work.  Four  days'  time  was  consumed  in  effecting  a  set- 
tlement when  the  matter  was  adjusted  to  the  satisfaction  of 
both  employers  and  employed. 

A  strike  resulting  successfully  for  the  employes  was  insti- 
tuted in  Bridgeport  on  June  i,  1906.  Journeymen  carpenters^ 
numbering  sixty-one  men,  employed  by  various  building  con- 
tractors, demanded  an  increase  in  wage  rate  from  $3.00  to 
$3.25  per  day.  Two  days'  only  was  required  to  bring  about 
a  satisfactory  adjustment,  when  the  employers  conceded  the 
demand. 

A  strike  which  was  settled  by  arbitration  took  place  in  New- 
Britain  on  June  2,  1906.  Seventy-five  men  employed  as  ma- 
sons' tenders  and  hod  carriers  by  various  building  contractors 
of  the  city,  struck  work  upon  the  date  named,  demanding  an 
increase  from  thirty  to  thirty-three  cents  per  hour.  After 
seven  days'  idleness  the  difficulty  was  adjusted  by  arbitration 
as  indicated  above,  the  men  were  conceded  an  increased  wage 
rate  to  thirty-one  and  one-half  cents  per  hour.  The  strike, 
therefore,  was  partially  successful. 

On  June  4,  1906,  seventeen  laborers  employed  by  Warren 
E.  Green,  a  contractor,  at  Rockville,  struck  work,  demanding 
an  increase  in  wage  rate  from  $1.50  to  $1.75  per  day.  They 
were  not  successful  in  their  contention,  two  days'  time  being 
lost  when  other  nien  were  employed  to  fill  their  places. 

On  June  5,  1906,  a  strike  was  instituted  at  New  Haven  by 
employes  of  various  cigar  manufacturers  there.  One  hun- 
dred and  thirty-five  persons  employed  as  "tobacco  strippers" 
were  involved,  the  contention  being  for  an  increase  in  rate 
of  compensation  and  a  reduction  in  the  hours  of  labor.  A 
period  of  thirty-four  days  elapsed  before  a  settlement  was 
reached,  when  by  means  of  a  conference  between  representa- 
tives of  both  sides  to  the  controversy,  a  scale  of  prices  and 
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schedule  of  hours  of  labor  was  adopted,  satisfactory  to  the 
striking  employes  and  they  returned  to  their  employment. 

Demanding  that  wages  be  paid  them  weekly,  instead  of  bi- 
weekly, as  had  been  the  custom,  fourteen  carpenters,  empteyeid 
by  Warren  E.  Green,  a  contractor,  at  Rockville,  struck  work 
on  Tune  6,  1906.  After  three  days'  idleness  the  employer 
conceded  the  demand  and  the  men  returned  to  work. 

Demanding  what  was  in  effect  an  increase  in  wages,  forty 
paper  box  makers  employed  by  the  New  Haven  Folding  Box 
and  Paper  Company  at  New  Haven  struck  work  on  June  8, 
1906.  Four  days'  time  only  was*  consumed  in  bringing  about 
a  settlement  which  was  of  a  nature  satisfactory  to  the  em- 
ployes. 

Three  hundred  and  seventy  cigar  makers  employed  by  var- 
ious cigar  manufacturers  iij  New  Haven,  struck  work  in  June 
II,  1906.  The  basic  cause  of  the  difficulty  was  similar  to  that 
which  obtained  in  Hartford  in  April  and  which  is  recorded 
elsewhere.  An  increase  of  one  dollar  per  thousand  for  mak- 
ing cigars  was  the  demand  of  the  employes.  At  the  inception 
of  the  strike  this  requirement  was  refused  by  the  manufac- 
turers and  idleness  lasting  thirty  days  resulted.  Meanwhile 
numerous  conferences  were  held  at  the  last  of  which  the  price 
asked  by  the  makers  was  conceded  by  the  employers,  thus 
bringing  the  strike  to  a  successful  issue. 

A  controversy  partaking  of  the  character  of  a  "lockout" 
occurred  at  the  plant  of  Foster,  Merriam  &  Company  at  Mer- 
iden  on  June  11,  1906.  Many  different  versions  of  the  diffi- 
culty have  been  presented,  among  which  is  the  statement  that 
on  the  date  mentioned  some  thirty  iron  molders  in  the  employ 
of  the  company  named,  struck  work  because  of  dissatisfaction 
with  existing  conditions  concerning  "helpers"  and  prices  paid 
for  work  upon  certain  patterns.  A  statement  made  by  the 
striking  molders  is  here  quoted : 

"Concerning  the  trouble,  it  is  all  up  to  the  foreman  and  the 
superintendent.  The  molders  did  not  demand  anything  more 
than  helpers  on  the  heat  and  price  list  on  all  patterns  given 
out  with  tags  thereon." 

The  strike  is  still  "on"  at  the  da,te  of  the  close  of  this  re- 
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port,  although  it  is  stated  that  a  portion  o£  the  men  have  se- 
cured employment  elsewhere    and  that    the    company  have 
'  adopted  a  new  method  of  producing  castings  by  installing  ma- 
chines. 

Because  of  the  refusal  of  George  Anipld  &  Son,  contract- 
ing builders,  at  Rockville,  to  adopt  the  sys'tem  of  weekly  pay- 
ment of  wages,  twelve  carpenters  employed  bj;  the  firm  struck 
work  on  June  12,  1906.  Five  days'  idleness  resulted  and  the 
firm  persisting  in  its  refusal,  the  men  secured  employment  with 
other  builders,  having  been  unsuccessful  in  their  coilttention. 

A  strike  involving  some  1,500  employes  was  inaugiU'ated  by 
the  Hat  Trimmers  of  "Danbury  district,"  including  Djnbury, 
Bethel.  New  Milford  and  vicinity.  The  requirements  were 
that  the  various  hat  manufacturers  in  the  district  adopt  *^^ 
establish  a  scale  of  prices  which*  practically  involved  increa*^^ 
earnings.  After  fourteen  days'  time  had  elapsed  a  sett^ 
ment  was  reached  which  was  satisfactory  to  the  striking  enr 
ployes.  Information  at  hand  denotes  that  the  ''Trimmers' 
were,  in  the  main,  successful  in  their  contention. 

A  strike  which  assumed  serious  proportions  was  inaugu- 
rated at  the  works  of  the  New  Haven  Iron  and  Steel  Com- 
pany at  New  Haven  on  July  2,  1906.  Iron  and  steel  workers 
to  the  number  of  three  hundred  struck  work  on  the  date  named 
because  of  the  refusal  of  the  employing  company  to  grant 
them  an  increase  in  wage  rate  of  twelve  and  one-half  per  cent. 
A  local  newspaper  printed  the  following  on  July  2,  1906 : 

"The  action  of  the  New  Haven  iron  workers  in  asking  a 
twelve  and  one-half  per  cent,  increase  was  based  on  the  vote 
by  the  Association  of  Amalgamated  Iron  Workers  at  their  re- 
cent meeting  in  the  west,  that  this  section  should  ask  for  this 
increase.  It  was  stated  to-day  that  of  300  mills  in  the  east, 
the  men  in  only  five  mills  had  asked  for  the  increase. 

The  above  is  the  story  of  the  manufacturers.  On  the  other 
hand  the  men  state  that  they  have  just  cause  to  ask  for  the  in- 
crease according  to  the  present  activity  in  the  iron  and  steel 
business  in  the  United  States.  Whether  they  strike  or  not 
cannot  be  stated  now.  It  is  understood  that  the  matter  will 
receive  the  attention  at  the  next  meeting  of  their  local  union. 
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The  wage  increase  asked  for  affects  about  300  iron  workers." 

Despite  all  efforts  toward  a  settlement  of  the  controversy  it 
remains  unsettled  at  the  date  this  report  closed. 

Employes  of  the  Blue  Star  Overall  Company,  at  Norwich, 
numbering  nine  persons,  struck  work  on  July  9,  1906.  The 
occupation  of  the  striking  employes  was  that  of  sewing  ma- 
chine operators  and  the  cause  of  the  dissension  was  in  part  a 
demand  for  an  increase  of  five  cents  per  dozen  for  making 
"jumpers'*  and  in  part  a  requirement  that  one  of  their  num- 
"ber  who  had  been  discharged  be  reinstated.  After  six  days' 
idleness  the  matter  was  satisfactorily  settled  by  conference. 

Because  of  a  proposed  reduction  in  rate  of  compensation 
fifteen  employes,  engaged  as  "hammock  sewers"  at  the  plant  of 
I.  E.  Palmer,  at  Middletown,  struck  work  on  July  10,  1906. 
The  strike  resulted  in  failure,  no  concessions  being  made  by 
the  firm.    Ten  days'  time  was  lost  by  reason  of  the  difficulty. 

Forty-eight  employes  of  the  McCrum-Howell  Company  at 
Norwich  struck  work  on  July  12,  1906.  One  assigned  cause  of 
this  action  was  dissatisfaction  with  the  system  of  the  employ- 
ment of  apprentices  in  the  iron  foundry  conducted  by  the  em- 
ploying company,  another  reason  given  that  non-union  mold- 
ers  had  been  employed.  The  result  of  the  difficulty  was  suc- 
cessful for  the  striking  employes  after  twenty-one  days'  idle- 
ness, the  adjustment  being  brought  about  after  numerous  con- 
ferences had  been  held,  all  those  not  having  secured  employ- 
ment elsewhere  returning  to  their  work  under  satisfactory  con- 
ditions. 

A  strike  having  marks  of  peculiarity  occurred  in  Norwich 
on  July  18,  1906.  From  information  at  hand,  twenty  laun- 
dresses employed  by  the  Thames  Domestic  laundry  struck  work 
because  of  a  change  made  in  the  customary  weekly  day  for 
payment  of  wages.  The  laundry  proprietor  refused  to  return 
to  the  former  custom,  and  after  four  days'  idleness  the  em- 
ployes accepted  employment  under  former  conditions. 

One  day's  idleness  for  about  one  hundred  and  fifty  laborers 
employed  by  the  Consolidated  Railway  Company  at  Hartford 
was  caused  by  a  strike  of  fifteen  other  laborers  also  in  their 
employ.  The  date  of  the  occurrence  was  July  20,  1906;  the 
assigned  cause  being  that  the  company  were  paying  a  higher 
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rate  of  wages  to  a  portion  of  the  laborers  coming  from  a  dis- 
tance than  was  received  by  local  residents.  No  concession  was 
made  by  the  employers  and  the  men  returned  to  work  under 
former  conditions  and  pay. 

On  July  23,  1906,  a  strike  of  iron  molders  employed  by  the 
Pratt  &  Whitney  Company  at  Hartford  took  place.  It  was 
reported  that  eighty  men  were  immediately  connected  with  th^ 
difficulty  and  that  the  lost  time  amounted  to  eighty-nine  days. 
Concerning  the  cause  of  the  controversy,  the  following  3p- 
peared  in  the  public  press : 

"It  has  developed  that  the  molders  in  this  city  had  three 
grievances.  First,  that  piece  work  should  be  abolished;  sec- 
ond, the  company  should  abolish  the  so-called  "handy  man" 
system,  under  which  it  is  said  to  have  been  the  custom  to  place 
any  of  the  helpers  aroUnd  the  shop  at  work  molding  and  third, 
the  unionizing  of  the  shop." 

At  the  expiration  of  the  time  mentioned  in  a  preceding  par- 
agraph a  portion  of  the  number  of  striking  employes  returned 
to  work  under  former  conditions  being  treated  with  as  indi- 
viduals by  the  employing  company. 

Demanding  a  minimum  wage  rate  of  $3.00  per  day  of  nine 
hours  and  recognition  of  the  Horseshoers*  union  was  the 
cause  of  a  labor  difficulty  which  had  its  inception  in  Hartford 
on  July  23,  1906.  The  controversy  resolved  itself  into  a  con- 
test between  the  forces  of  the  local  branch  of  the  Master 
Horseshoers'  National  Protective  Association  and  those  of  the 
local  branch  of  the  International  Union  of  Journeyman  Horse- 
shoers as  tjo  the  justice  of  the  claims  of  the  latter.  Fifteen 
journeyman  horseshoers  were  involved,  six  days'  time  was  con- 
sumed before  a  settlement  was  consummated  which  was  char- 
acterized as  successful  for  the  journeyman  and  was  accom- 
plished by  means  of  conferences.  The  terms  of  the  settlement 
were  printed  in  a  local  newspaper  as  follows : 

"The  conditions:  Nine  hours  a  day  for  six  days,  the  hours 
to  be  from  7  a.  m.  until  5  p.  m. 

The  minimum  wage  to  be  $3  per  day. 

No  work  to  be  done  on  Sundays  or  the  following  legal  hol- 
idays, unless  in  case  of  sharpening:  Christmas  day,  July  4, 
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Labor  day,  Thanksgiving  day,  or  any  other  day  agreed  upon 
by  both  parties. 

Only  members  of  the  Journeymen  Horscshoers'  union  shall 
be  employed  when  it  is  possible  to  procure  same. 

The  agreement  goes  into  effect  July  30  and  remains  in  force 
for  one  year  from  that  date.  Thirty  days  prior  to  its  expir- 
ation there  shall  be  a  meeting  of  both  parties  to  perfect  an 
agreement  for  the  following  year." 

On  July  23,  1906,  an  incipient  strike  was  inaugurated  at  the 
plant  of  the  Corbin  Cabinet  Lock  Company  at  New  Britain. 
The  assigned  cause  for  the  difficulty  was  the  introduction  by 
the  company  of  a  new  time-keeping  system  objectionable  to 
the  employes.  Twenty-eight  employes  in  the  packing  room 
were  involved,  about  ninety  others  being  affected  to  some  ex- 
tent The  disaffected  employes  returned  to  work  after  a  con- 
ference had  been  held  and  the  decision  of  the  company  given 
to  abandon  the  proposed  system.  Two  days'  time  was  con- 
sumed in  bringing  about  a  settlement. 

Because  of  the  refusal  of  employing  Master  Plumbers  to 
grant  an  increase  in  the  wage  rate  from  $3.00  to  $3.50  per  day, 
seventy-five  journeyman  plumbers  and  tinners  "struck  work" 
in  Bridgeport  on  July  26,  1906.  No  settlement  of  the  diffi- 
culty had  been  effected  at  the  date  this  report  closed. 

Thirty-two  weavers  in  the  employ  of  the  Bay  State  Wor- 
sted Company  at  Putnam  struck  work  on  July  27,  1906.  The 
cause  assigned  was  a  demand  for  an  increase  of  ten  per 
cent  in  rate  of  compensation  and  objection  to  the  imposition 
of  a  fine  of  ten  cents  for  every  harness  skip.  After  two  days' 
idleness  a  settlement  was  effected  at  a  conference,  whereby 
their  grievances  were  adjusted  satisfactorily,  the  company  con- 
ceding one-half  cent  per  yard  advance  and  eliminating  the 
ten  cent  fine  for  every  harness  skip. 

A  strike  which  remains  in  an  unsettled  condition  occurred 
at  New  Haven  on  August  2,  1906.  Lithographers  to  the  num- 
ber of  twenty-seven,  employed  by  various  firms  in  the  city 
made  a  demand  upon  their  employers  that  a  reduction  be  made 
in  the  schedule  of  hours  of  labor  from  fifty-three  to  forty-eight 
per  week.    No  concessions  were  made  and  as  indicated  above' 
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no  settlement  had  been  reached  at  the  date  of  the  close  of  this 
report. 

A  strike  which  at  one  time  threatened  to  become  of  great 
seriousness  and  magnitude  was  inaugurated  at  New  Haven 
on  August  7,  1906.  It  was  disclosed  that  upon  the  morning 
of  the  date  named  some  one  hundred  and  fifty  of  the  switch- 
men employed  at  the  various  yards  of  the  N.  Y.,  N.  H.  &  H. 
Railroad  Company,  quit  work,  alleging  unfair  treatment  on 
the  part  of  a  certain  assistant  yardntaster  and  demanding  the 
reinstatement  of  certain  employes  that  had  been  discharged 
by  him.  The  striking  switchmen  were  unsuccessful  in  their 
contention  for  reasons  which  is  explained  below.  Ten  days' 
time  was  lost  by  the  employes  when  a  portion  of  them  were 
re-engaged  by  the  company,  others  to  be  employed  as  vacancies 
occurred  and  occasion  required.  The  position  assumed  in  the 
matter  by  the  Brotherhood  of  Railroad  Trainmen  is  shown  by 
the  following  extract  from  a  New  Haven  newspaper  issued 
August  II,  1906: 

"The  undersigned,  officers  of  the  grand  lodge,  find  an  illegal 
strike  in  effect  in  the  yard  service  at  New  Haven.  Many  of 
our  members,  particularly  the  men  on  strike,  are  now  ready  to 
resume  their  duty  but  the  company  is  not  willing  to  re-employ 
them.  We  must  concede  that  the  position  of  the  company  is 
justified. 

"We  have  told  the  company  our  organization  would  do  its 
duty  fearlessly  and  protect  contract.  Members  are  cautioned 
to  remain  at  work,  to  pay  no  attention  to  those  who  might  try 
to  influence  them  to  jeopardize  their  positions  and  contract  as 
the  brotherhood  will  co-operate  with  the  company  to  protect 
contract.  Capable  men,  members  of  our  organization,  in 
search  of  employment  are  requested  to  report  to  the  under- 
signed as  a  number  of  men  are  required  to  fill  the  positions  at 
present  vacant.  Signed, 

"James  Murdock, 
"Val.  Fitzpatrick.'^ 


Concerning  the  adjustment  of  the  difficulty  a  New  Haven 
newspaper  printed  the  following  on  August  17; 
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"The  general  grievance  committee,  which  consists  of  thirty- 
seven  members,  representing  upwards  of  3,000  train  and  yard- 
men for  the  New  Haven  employes  convened  for  the  purpose  of 
investigating  the  strike,  to-day  found  that  the  strike  was  il- 
legal.   Their  statement  in  part  follows : 

"We  must  in  justice  to  the  officers  of  the  New  Haven  rail- 
road and  ourselves  denounce  the  conduct  of  the  New  Haven 
yardmen,  and  if  they  had  just  cause  for  complaint  and  had 
taken  it  up  in  the  proper  manner  there  is  no  doubt  it  would 
have  been  satisfactorily  adjusted  inasmuch  as  labor  organiza- 
tions have  as  their  only  asset  integrity. 

"We  must  call  on  our  members  upon  the  system  to  see  to 
it  that  the  contract  which  exists  between  the  New  Haven  road 
and  its  train  and  yardmen  is  properly  lived  up  to  by  the  mem- 
bers. This  we  pledge  ourselves  to  do.  We  also  wish  to  com- 
mend the  action  of  such  New  Haven  yardmen  as  remained  at 
work  during  the  strike." 

Fifty  girls  employed  in  the  looping  room  at  the  mill  of  A. 
H.  &  C.  B.  Ailing  at  Derby  quit  work  on  August  9,  1906. 
From  information  gathered  from  those  concerned  it  was  as- 
certained that  there  was  no  contention  over  rate  eof  compensa- 
tion, the  primary  reason  for  the  difficulty  being  the  employ- 
ment of  objectionable  persons  who  were  to  be  taught  the  bus- 
iness of  looping.  It  was  stated  that  the  striking  employes  were 
apprehensive  that  their  business  would  be  encroached  upon  by 
the  teaching  of  the  business  to  the  parties  referred  to.  Con- 
ferences were  held  with  the  employers  to  no  avail,  the  com- 
pany contending  that  it  had  the  right  to  teach  any  one  in  its 
employ  the  looping  business.  Nine  days*  time  was  consumed 
in  efforts  to  effect  an  adjustment  when  the  striking  employes 
were  paid  and  others  engaged  in  their  places. 

Nineteen  weavers  employed  by  the  Willimantic  Cotton  Mills 
corporation  at  Willimantic  struck  work  on  August  13,  1906. 
The  primary  cause  of  the  difficulty  was  the  inauguration  by 
the  company  of  a  system  of  fines  for  imperfect  work  which, 
the  employes  complained,  resulted  in  making  the  weekly  wage 
much  smaller  than  formerly.  The  employers  on  the  other  hand 
contending  that  it  had  found  it  necessary  to  adopt  the  system 
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in  order  to  maintain  the  quality  of  its  product  The  ^strike 
proved  a  failure,  after  six  days'  time  had  elapsed,  other  weav- 
ers being  employed  to  fill  the  places  of  the  dissaffected  em- 
ployes. 

A  strike  lasting  four  days  and  resulting  favorably  for  the 
men  was  inaugurated  at  New  London  on  September  lo,  1906. 
The  cause  at  issue  was  whether  stone  masons  were  to  be  per- 
mitted to  cut  stone  or  confine  their  work  to  the  lajring  of  stone. 
Twenty-three  stone  cutters  employed  by  the  F.  M.  Ladd  Coat- 
pany  were  the  contestants  and,  as  before  related,  were  suc- 
cessful in  their  contention. 

A  strike  which  was  amicably  adjusted  after  four  and  one- 
half  days'  time  had  been  lost  took  place  at  the  Hopewell  mills, 
conducted  by  Franklin  Glazier  &  Son  at  Glastonbury  on  Sep- 
tember 10,  1906. 

The  point  of  disagreement  was  whether  the  picks  or  threads 
in  an  inch  of  cloth,  which  is  the  basis  on  which  the  men  are 
paid,  should  be  counted  while  the  cloth  is  on  the  loom  or  after 
it  is  removed. 

Thirty-eight  weavers  were  involved,  and  after  several  con- 
ferences had  been  held  with, the  employing  firm  an  agreement 
was  reached  satisfactory  to  both  parties  to  the  controversy.  A 
new  schedule  of  payment  was  agreed  on  which  went  into  ef- 
fect October  i.   • 

An  unsuccessful  strike  was  inaugurated  by  twenty-eight  girls 
employed  in  the  gore  department  of  the  R.  &  G.  Corset  Q)ra- 
pany  at  South  Norwalk  on  September  11,  1906.  The  diflFcr- 
ences  were  said  to  have  been  caused  by  what  was  deemed  un- 
just allotment  of  work  and  dissatisfaction  with  rate  of  com- 
pensation per  dozen  for  putting  gores  into  corsets.  Five  days' 
idleness  was  the  result  when  the  dissaffected  employes  re- 
turned to  work  pending  settlement  of  differences. 

About  thirty  laborers  employed  by  the  O'Hehir  &  Brook 
Company,  contractors  at  Winsted.  struck  work  on  September 
25,  1906,  demanding  an  increase  in  wage  rate  from  $1.50  vs 
$1.75  per  day.  They  were  unsuccessful  in  their  contention 
and  returned  to  work  under  former  conditions  after  three  davs* 
idleness.  * 
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Objection  to  a  proposed  change  in  the  established  appren- 
tice system  was  the  assigned  cause  for  a  strike  inaugurated 
by  the  brussels  carpet  weavers  at  the  plant  of  the  Hartford 
Carpet  Corporation,  at  Thompsonville,  on  October  lo,  1906. 
Ninety-six  weavers  were  involved  and  three  and  one-half  days' 
time^was  lost  before  a  settlement  was  effected.  At  the  ex- 
piration of  the  time  named  the  matter  was  amicably  adjusted, 
the  contemplated  change  in  system  was  abandoned  and  the 
men  returned  to  work  under  former  conditions. 

Six  theatrical  stage  employes  of  S.  Z.  Poli  at  his  Bridge- 
port theatre  struck  work  on  October  15,  1906,  the  reason  as- 
signed being  the  refusal  on  the  part  of  their  employer  to  in- 
crease the  rate  of  wages  of  three  of  their  number  $2.00  per 
week.  They  remained  idle  three  days  and  were  unsuccessful 
.in  their  contention.

The  building  in- 
spector of  each  city,  the  warden  of  each  borough,  or 
the  first  selectman  of  each  town  not  having  a  build- 
ing inspector,  either  by  himself  or  by  some  proper 
person  appointed  by  him,  shall  inspect  all  the  above- 
named  buildings  at  least  once  each  year  between  April 
first  and  October  first,  and  shall  see  that  the  pro- 
visions of  Sections  2628,  2629  and  2630  are  complied 
with ;  and  for  such  purpose  he  shall  have  the  right 
to  enter  any  of  said  buildings  in  the  day  time,  be- 
tween the  hours  of  nine  and  five  o'clock.  Said  citv. 
borough  or  town  shall  fix  and  pay  the  compensation 
for  all  such  services. — General  Statutes,  1902,  Sec- 
tions 2628,  262P,  2630  and  263T, 


Sec.  35.  Construction  of  tenement  houses  in  cer- 
tain cities  restricted.  This  act  may  be  cited  as  the 
Tenement  House  Act  and. its  provisions  shall  apply 
to  all  cities  of  over  twenty  thousand  inhabitants,  at 
the  time  of  the  most  recent  United  States  census  and 
shall  also  apply  to  any  city  or  borough  of  less  than 
twenty  thousand  inhabitants  if  the  common  council 
of  such  city  or  the  board  of  burgesses  of  such  bor- 
ough shall  by  ordinance  provide  that  said  act  shall 
so  apply  to  such  city  or  borough. 

Certain  words  used  in  this  act  are  defined,  for  the 
purposes  of  this  act,  as  follows:  (i)  A  tenement  house 
is  any  house  or  building,  or  portion  thereof,  which 
is  rented,  leased,  let,  or  hired  out,  to  be  occupied, 
or  is  arranged  or  designed  to  be  occupied,  or  is  oc- 
cupied as  the  home  or  residence  of  three  families  or 
more,  living  independently  of  each  other,  and  do- 
ing their  cooking  upon  the  premises,  and  having:  a 
common  right  in  the  halls,  stairways,  or  yards.  (2^ 
A  yard  is  an  open  unoccupied  space  on  the  same  lot 
with  a  tenement  house,  between  the  extreme  rear  line 
of  the  house  and  the  rear  line  of  the  lot.  (3)  A  court 
is  an  open  unoccupied  space,  other  than  a  yaLvd,  on 
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the  same  lot  with  a  tenement  house ;  a  court  not  ex- 
tending to  the  street  ortyard  is  an  inner  court;  a  court 
extending  to  the  street  or  yard  is  an  outer  court ;  if 
it  extends  to  the  street  it  is  a  street  court;  if  it  ex- 
tends to  the  yard  it  is  a  yard  court.  (4)  A  public 
hall  is  a  hall,  corridor,  or  passageway  not  within  an 
apartment.  (5)  A  hasement  ,is  a  story  partly,  but 
not  more  than  one-half  below  the  level  of  the  grade. 
(6)  A  cellar  is  a  story  more  than  one-half  below  the 
level  of  the  grade.  (7)  The  word  "shall"  is  manda- 
tory and  not  directory,  and  denotes  that  the  house 
shall  be  maintained  in  all  respects  according  to  the 
mandate,  as  long  as  it  continues  to  be  a  tenement 
house.  (8)  In  determining  the  number  of  stories  in 
a  tenement  house,  a  basement  or  an  attic  shall  be 
counted  as  a  story  if  it  is  occupied  or  designed  to  be 
occupied  for  living  purposes. 

No  tenement  house  hereafter  erected  shall  occupy 
more  than  ninety  per  centum  of  a  corner  lot,  or  more 
than  seventy-five  per  centum  of  any  other  lot  less 
than  sixty  feet  in  depth,  or  more  than  seventy  per 
centum  of  any  other  lot  sixty  feet  or  more  in  depth ; 
provided,  that  the  space  occupied  by  fire  escapes  shall 
not  be  deemed  a  part  of  the  lot  occupied.  For  the 
purposes  of  this  section,  the  measurements  shall  be 
taken  at  the  ground  level,  except  that  where  such 
a  building  has  no  basement,  and  the  cellar  ceiling  is 
not  more  than  three  feet  above  the  grade  level,  the 
measurements  as  to  the  percentage  of  the  lot  occu- 
pied may  be  taken  at  the  level  of  the  second  tier  of 
beams.  The  provisions  of  this  section  shall  not  ap- 
ply to  a  tenement  house  hereafter  erected  running 
through  from  one  street  to  another  street ;  provided, 
that  the  lot  on  which  such  house  is  situated  does 
not  exceed  one  hundred  feet  in  depth. 

Behind  every  tenement  house  hereafter  erected,  un- 
less the  house  extends  through  from  one  street  to  an-

In  every  tenement  house  hereafter  erected,  all 
rooms,  except  water-closet  compartments  and  bath- 
rooms, shall  be  of  the  following  minimum  sizes:  in 
each  apartment  there  shall  be  at  least  one  room 
containing  not  less  than  one  hundred  and  twenty 
square  feet  of  floor  area,  and  each  other  room  shall 
contain  at  least  seventy  square  feet  of  floor  area. 
Each  room  shall  be  in  every  part  not  less  than  eight 
feet  six  inches  high  from  the  finished  floor  to  the 
finished  ceiling;  provided,  that  an  attic  room  need 
be  eight  feet  six  inches  high  in  but  one-half  of  its 
arva. 

In  every  tenement  house  hereafter  erected,  the  pub- 
lic hall  upon  each  floor  shall  be  provided  with  a  win- 
dow, or  a  glazed  door,  opening  to  the  street,  the  yard. 
or  upon  a  court  of  the  size  prescribed  in  sections  seven 
to  thirteen,  inclusive,  of  this  act,  unless  the  hall  is 
within  three  stories  from  the  roof.  In  every  such  ten- 
ement house  three  stories  or  more  in  height,  where 
the  public  hall  upon  the  third  floor  from  the  roof  is 
not  provided  with  an  outside  window  or  an  outside 
glazed  door,  there  shall  be  a  stair-well  extending  from 
this  floor  to  the  roof,  said  stair-well  to  be  at  least 
twelve  inches  wide  over  this  hall  and  at  least  eighteen 
inches  wide  over  the  hall  above.  All  doors  leading 
from  public  halls  not  provided  with  outside  windows, 
and  more  than  two  stories  below  the  roof,  shall  be 
provided  with  translucent  glass  panels  of  an  area  of 
not  less  than  live  square  feet  for  each  door,  or  with 
fixed  transoms  or  translucent  glass  of  an  area  of  not 
less  than  five  square  feet  over  each  door,  or  such  halls 
shall  be  lighted  by  an  equivalent  amount  of  translu- 
cent glass  connecting  with  a  lighted  room  or  rooms. 
Long  and  devious  hallways  shall  have  such  additional 
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provisions  as  may  be  necessary  to  give  adequate  light,, 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  building  inspector. 

In  every  tenement  house  hereafter  erected,  one  at 
least,  of  the  windows  provided  to  light  each  public 
hall  or  part  thereof  shall  be  at  least  ten  square  feet 
in  area,  measured  between  the  stop  beads.  In  ever)- 
such  house  where  the  public  halls  upon  each  floor 
are  not  provided  with  windows  opening  directly  to 
the  outer  air,  there  shall  be  in  the  roofs,  directly  over 
each  stair-well,  a  ventilating  skylight  provided  with 
ridge  ventilators  having  a  minimum  opening  of  forty 
square  inches,  or  such  skylight  shall  be  provided  with 
fixed  or  movable  louvres ;  the  glazed  roof  of  such  sk\'- 
light  shall  be  not  less  than  twenty  square  feet  in  area. 

In  every  tenement  house  hereafter  erected  there 
shall  be  a  water-closet  in  each  apartment  of  four  or 
more  rooms,  and  at  least  one  water-closet  for  every 
two  apartments  of  less  than  four  rooms  each.  Each 
water-closet  shall  be  in  a  separate  compartment  or 
bathroom,  upon  the  same  floor  with  the  apartment 
which  it  accommodates.  Except  as  hereinafter  pro- 
vided, each  water-closet  compartment  or  bathroom  in 
any  tenement  house  hereait^r  erected  shall  have  a  win- 
dow opening  directly  upon  the  street,  a  yard,  a  court 
or  upon  a  vent  shaft.  Every*  such  window  shall  be  of 
at  least  three  square  feet  in  area,  and  shall  open  freely. 
A  water-closet  compartment  or  bathroom,  however,  if 
provided  with  a  separate  ventilating  flue  of  non-c<^r- 
roding  material  and  of  at  least  thirty-six  square  inches 
in  area,  leading  directly  to  the  roof,  may  be  lighted 
from  an  adjoining  room  or  hall  by  translucent  glass 
in  a  fixed  sash ;  provided,  that  the  glazed  surface  shall 
be  of  at  least  twelve  square  feet  in  area.  Every  vent 
shaft  in  a  tenement  house  hereafter  erected  shall  be 
constructed  of  fireproof  material :  not  more  than  two 
water-closets  or  bathrooms  shall  open  upon  such  a 
shaft  on  one  floor  of  a  tenement  house,  and  no  two 
water-closet  or  bathroom  windows  opening  upon  such 
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shaft  on  the  same  floor  shall  be  opposite  each  other. 
No  such  vent  shaft  shall  be  less  than  thirty  inches  in 
either  dimension.  If  the  area  of  such  a  shaft  is  less 
than  twelve  square  feet,  every  bathroom  or  water- 
closet  compartment  below  the  upper  story  and,  if  the 
area  is  less  than  twenty-four  square  feet,  every  bath- 
room or  water-closet  compartment  below  the  second 
«tory  from  the  roof,  and  opening  into  such  shaft,  shall 
be  provided  with  additional  light  through  translucent 
glass  windows  of  at  least  four  square  feet  in  area,  con- 
necting with  other  portions  of  the  tenement.  Every 
such  vent  shaft  shall  be  uncovered,  or  shall  be  pro- 
vided with  evenings  at  the  top  equal  in  total  area  to 
the  area  of  the  vent  shaft,  and  shall  be  provided  with 
a  horizontal  in-take  or  duct  at  the  bottom  communi- 
cating with  the  street  or  yard,  or  with  a  court;  such 
<Iuct  or  in-take  shall  be  not  less  than  two  square  feet 
in  area,  and  shall  be  so  arranged  as  to  be  easily  cleaned 
out. 

In  every  apartment  of  three  or  more  rooms,  in  a 
tenement  house  hereafter  erected,  access  to  every  liv- 
ing room  and  bedroom  and  to  at  least  one  water-closet 
compartment  shall  be  had  without  passing  through 
any  bedroom. 

In  tenement  houses  hereafter  erected,  no  room  in 
the  cellar  or  in  the  basement  shall  be  constructed,  al- 
tered, converted,  or  occupied  for  living  purposes,  un- 
less all  of  the  following  conditions  are  complied  with: 
(i)  Such  room  shall  be  at  least  eight  feet  six  inches 
Tiigh,  in  every  part,  from  the  floor  to  the  ceiling.  (2) 
The  ceiling  of  such  room  shall  be  at  least  four  feet  and 
six  inches  above  the  surface  of  the  street  or  ground 
outside  of  or  adjoining  the  same.  (3)  All  walls  sur- 
rounding such  room  shall  be  damp-proof.  (4)  The 
floor  of  such  room  shall  be  damp-proof  and  water- 
proof. 

The  floor  of  the  cellar  or  the  lowest  floor  of  every 
tenement  house  shall  be  water-tight,  and  the  cellar 
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ceiling  shall  be  plastered,  except  where  the  first  floor 
above  the  cellar  is  constructed  of  iron  beams  and  fire- 
proof filling. 

No  building,  not  used  as  a  tenement  house  at  the 
time  at  which  this  act  takes  eflfect,  shall  be  converted 
to  such  use  unless  it  complies  with  the  provisions  of 
this  act. 

No  tenement  house  shall  be  altered,  added  to,  or 
changed  so  as  to  diminish  the  light,  ventilation,  or 
court  or  yard  spaces  existing  before  such  alterations 
were  made,  in  any  way  not  approved  by  the  depart- 
ment or  officer  charged  with  the  execution  of  this  act. 

Before  the  construction  or  alteration  of  a  tenement 
house  or  the  alteration  or  conversion  of  a  building  for 
use  as  a  tenement  house  is  commenced,  the  owner,  or 
his  agent  or  architect,  shall  submit  to  the  building  in- 
spector or  other  local  officer  authorized  to  issue  build- 
ing permits,  a  detailed  statement  in  writing,  verified 
by  the  affidavit  of  the  person  making  the  same,  of 
the  specifications  for  the  construction,  and  for  the  light- 
ing and  ventilation  of  such  tenement  house  or  build- 
ing, upon  a  blank  or  form  to  be  furnished  by  such  of- 
ficer, and  shall  also  submit  a  copy  of  the  plans  of  such 
work.     Such  statement  shall  give  in  full  the  name  and 
residence,  by  street  and  number,  of  the  owner  or  owti- 
ers  of  such  tenement  house  or  building.     If  such  con- 
struction, alteration,  or  conversion  is  proposed  to  be 
made  by  any  other  person  than  the  owner  of  the  land 
in  fee,  such  statement  shall  contain  the  full  name  and 
residence,  by  street  and  number,  not  only  of  the  own- 
er of  the  land,  but  of  every  person  thus  interested  in 
such  tenement  house.     The  statements  and  affidavits 
herein  provided  for  may  be  made  by  the  owner,  or 
the  person  who  proposes  to  make  the  construction,  al- 
teration, or  conversion,  or  by  his  agent  or  architect. 
No  person,  however,  shall  be  recognized  as  the  agent 
of  the  owner  unless  he  shall  file  with  the  said  offi- 
cer a  written  instrument,  signed  by  such  owner,  de«- 
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ignating  him  as  such  agent.  Such  specifications  and 
statements  shall  be  filed  with  the  said  officer  and  shall 
be  deemed  public  records,  but  no  such  specifications 
or  statements  shall  be  removed  from  the  custody  of 
said  officer.  The  said  officer  shall  cause  all  such  plans 
and  specifications  to  be  examined,  and  if  such  plans 
and  specifications  conform  to  the  provisions  of  this 
act  and  to  the  building  ordinances  and  regulations,  they 
shall  be  approved  by  such  officer,  and  a  written  cer- 
tificate to  that  effect  shall  be  issued  to  the  person 
submitting  the  same.  The  officer  may,  from  time  to 
time,  approve  changes  in  any  plans  and  specifications 
previously  approved  by  him ;  provided  that  the  plans 
and  specifications  when  so  changed  shall  be  in  con- 
formity with  law.  The  construction,  alteration,  or  con- 
version of  such  tenement  house,  building,  or  structure, 
or  any  part  thereof,  shall  not  be  commenced  until  the 
filing  of  such  specifications,  plans  and  statements,  and 
the  approval  thereof,  as  above  provided. 

No  building  hereafter  constructed  as,  or  altered  in- 
to, a  tenement  house  shall  be  occupied,  in  whole  or  in 
part,  for  human  habitation  until  the  issuance  of  a  cer- 
tificate by  the  officer  aforesaid  that  said  building  con- 
forms in  all  respects  to  the  requirements  of  this  act. 
Such  certificate  shall  be  issued  within  ten  days  after 
written  application  therefor,  if  said  building,  at  the 
date  of  such  application,  shall  be  entitled  thereto. 

If  any  building  hereafter  constructed  as,  or  altered 
into,  a  tenement  house  be  occupied  in  whole  or  in  part 
for  human  habitation  in  violation  of  the  last  section, 
during  such  unlawful  occupation  no  rent  shall  be  re- 
coverable by  the  owner  or  lessee  of  such  premises  for 
said  period,  and  no  action  or  special  proceedings  shall 
be  maintained  therefor. 

Nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  construed  to  abrogate 
or  impair  the  powers  of  a  local  department  of  health, 
the  fire  department,  or  of  the  courts  or  any   other 
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lawful  authority,  to  enforce  any  provisions  of  any 
city  charter  or  building  ordinances  and  regulations 
not  inconsistent  with  this  act,  or  to  prevent  or  pun- 
ish violations  thereof. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  inspector  of  buildings, 
j&re  marshal,  or  other  person  authorized  to  issue  build- 
ing permits,  by  whatever  name  known,  to  enforce  the 
provisions  of  this  act,  and  to  report  all  violations  there- 
of to  the  proper  prosecuting  officer. 

Every  owner  or  lessee  of  land,  and  every  builder  or 
architect  who  shall  authorize,  make,  or  approve  any 
construction  or  alteration  of  any  building  in  violation 
of  this  act,  shall  be  fined  not  less  than  twenty-five  dol- 
lars nor  more  than  five  hundred  dollars,  and  if  any 
violation  of  this  act  remains  uncorrected,  the  violator 
shall  be  subject  to  a  renewal  of  the  foregoing  penalty 
every  thirty  days  until  the  violation  is  corrected. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  commissioner  of  labor  sta- 
tistics to  collect,  keep  on  file  in  his  office,  and  at  his 
discretion  publish  data  to  be  furnished  by  the  officers, 
charged  in  the  several  cities  with  the  execution  of 
this  act,  showing  the  number  of  tenement  houses  for 
which  permits  have  been  asked,  the  number  of  plans 
approved,  disapproved,  and  modified,  and  any  other 
facts  concerning  the  operation  of  the  law.

Sec.  III.     Examinations.   -Apprentices  and  stu- 
dents not  affected.     Said  board  shall  hold  four  pub- 
lic examinations  in  four  different  cities  in  this  state 
in  each  year,  at  such  times  and  places  as  it  may  de- 
termine, notice  of  each  meeting  to  be  given  by  ad- 
vertisement at  least  ten  days  before  such  meeting 
in  a  daily  newspaper  in  Hartford  and  likewise  in  the 
county  where  such  meeting  is  to  be  held.     Any  per- 
son desiring  to  obtain  a  certificate  of  registration 
shall  make  application  to  said  board  therefor,  shall 
pay  to  the  treasurer  of  said  board  an  examination 
fee  of  five  dollars,  and  shall  present  himself  at  the 
next  regular  meeting  of  the  board  for  the  examina- 
tion of  applicants.

fonn  all   the  duties  thereof,   including  the  prepara- 
tion of  the  tools,  shaving,  hair  cutting,  and  ail  ser- 
vkes  incident  thereto,  and  has  sufficient   knowledge 
concerning  the  common   diseases  of  the   face  and 
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skin  to  avoid  the  aggravation  and  spreading  of  such 
diseases  in  the  practice  of  said  trade  in  this  state, 
shall  thereupon  issue  to  such  person  a  certificate 
entitling  him  to  practice  the  occupation  of  a  barber 
in  this  state.  Nothing  in  this  chapter  shall  prohibit 
any  person  from  serving  as  an  apprentice  in  said 
trade  under  a  barber  authorized  to  practice  said 
trade  under  this  chapter,  nor  from  serving  as  a  stu-

Sec.  1X2.  Certificates  exhibited;  register;  revo- 
cation; definition;  penalty.  Said  board  shall  fur- 
nish to  each  person  to  whom  a  certificate  of  regis- 
tration is  issued  a  card  bearing  the  seal  of  the  board 
and  the  signature  of  its  president  and  secreftar>*. 
certifying  that  the  holder  thereof  is  entitled  to  prac- 
tice the  occupation  of  barber  in  this  state,  and  the 
holder  of  such  card  shall  post  the  same  in  a  con- 
spicuous place  in  front  of  his  working  chair,  where 
it  may  readily  be  seen  by  all  persons  whom  he  may 
serve.

From  and  after  July  i,  1905, 
there  shall  be  a  board  of  examination  and  registra- 
tion of  nurses,  composed  of  five  members,  appointed 
by  the  governor,  and  all  vacancies  in  said  board 
shall  be  filled  by  the  governor  in  like  manner.    The 
members  of    said    board    shall  be  residents  of    the 
state  of  Connecticut  and  shall  be  practical  nurses, 
each  of  whom-  shall  be  a  graduate  of  a  training 
school  for  nurses  which  gpives  a  two  years'  course 
in  a  general  hospital,  and  shall  haye  had  at  least 
eight  years'  experience  in  professional  nursing  of 
the  sick.    Each  member  shall  be  appointed  for  a 
term  of  three  years  from  the  date  when  the  appoint- 
ment shall  take  effect,  except  those  first  appointed, 
who  shall  serve  as  follows :  one  for  one-  year,  two 
for  two  years,  and  two  for  three  years  from  the 
date   their   appointments   take   effect   respectively, 
and  except  a  person  appointed  to  fill  a  vacancy, 
who  shall  be  appointed  for  the  unexpired  term. 
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Said  board  shall,  at  the  first  meeting  thereof,  and 
at  the  annual  meeting  which  shall  be  held  on  the 
first  Wednesday  in  June,  1906,  and  on  the  first 
Wednesday  in  June  in  each  year  thereafter,  elect 
from  its  own  number  a  president  and  a  secretary 
who  shall  also  be  treasurer.  Said  board  may  adopt 
a  seal,  and  may  adopt  such  by-laws,  rules,  and  reg- 
ulations for  the  transaction  of  the  business  of  the 
board  and  the  government  and  management  of  its 
affairs,  not  inconsistent  with  the  laws  of  this  state 
and  of  the  United  States,  as  it  may  deem  expedient. 
Three  members  of  said  board  shall  constitute  a  quo- 
rum, and  special  meetings  shall  be  called  upon  re- 
quest of  any  two  members.  On  request  of  said 
board  the  comptroller  shall  provide  a  suitable  room 
in  the  capitol  for  its  meeting^. 

The  members  of  said  board  shall  receive  their  ac- 
tual necessary  expenses  incurred  in  the  discharge 
of  their  duties  and  the  secretary  shall  receive  a 
salary  to  be  fixed  by  the  board,  not  to  exceed  one 
hundred  dollars  per  year.  Said  expenses  and  said 
salary  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  receipts  of  said  board 
as  hereinafter  specified. 

At  a  meeting  of  said  board  to  be  held  within  six- 
ty days  after  the  appointment  of  the  members  there- 
of and  at  the  annual  meeting  in  each  year  thereafter 
and  at  such  special  meetings  as  said  board  may 
deem  necessary  to  hold  for  that  purpose,  notice  of 
each  of  which  meetings  shall  be  given  by  publica- 
tion in  such  newspapers  as  the  board  may  deter- 
mine at  least  one  month  previous  to  such  meetings, 
said  board  shall  examine  all  applicants  for  registra- 
tion under  the  provisions  of  this  act  to  determine 
their  qualifications  for  the  efficient  nursing  of  the 
sick.  Any  person  twenty-one  years  of  age  or  over 
and  of  good  moral  character  who  shall  show  to 
the  satisfaction  of  the  board  that  he  or  she  is  a  grad- 
uate of  a  training  school  for  nurses  which  gives  a 
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two  years'  course  in  a  public  or  private  hospital 
where  medical,  surgical,  and  obste|ricat  cases  are 
received  and  treated,  or  has  had  such  experience  as 
said  board  shall  find  to  be  equivalent  thereto,  shall 
be  eligible  for  such  examination  upon  payment  of 
a  fee  of  five  dollars,  to  be  deposited  upon  the  filing 
of  the  application  for  examination.  Said  examina- 
tion shall  include  the  subjects  of  elementary  anat- 
omy and  physiology,  medical,  surgical,  and  obstet- 
rical nursing,  dietetics,  and  home  sanitation.  If 
such  applicant  shall  pass  said  examination  to  the 
satisfaction  of  the  board,  said  board  shall  issue  a 
certificate  of  registration  to  said  applicant. 

Any  person  twenty-one  years  of  age  or  over  and 
of  good  moral  character,  applying  for  registration 
within  two  years  from  the  passage  of  this  act,  and 
who  shall,  by  affidavit  or  otherwise,  show  to  the 
satisfaction  of  the  board  that  he  or  she  is  a  grad- 
uate of  a  training  school  for  nurses  which  gives  a 
two  years'  course  in  a  public  or  private  hospital 
where  medical,  surgical,  and  obstetrical  cases  are 
received  and  treated,  or  that  he  or  she  was,  at  the 
passage  of  this  act,  a  student  in  such  training  school 
for  nurses  and  afterwards  was  graduated  therefrom, 
or  has  had  such  other  experience  as  said  board  shall 
find  to  be  equivalent  thereto,  shall  be  eligible  for 
registration  without  examination,  upon  payment  of 
a  fee  of  five  dollars. 

Said  board  may  cancel  the  registration  of  any 
person  who  has  been  convicted  of  any  felony,  or 
of  any  crime  or  misdemeanor  in  the  practice  of  the 
profession  of  nursing. 

It  shall  be  unlawful,  after  two  years  from  the 
passage  of  this  act,  for  any  person  to  practice  pro- 
fessional nursing  in  this  state  as  a  registered  nurse 
without  having  a  certificate  of  registration.  A 
nurse  who  has  received  such  certificate  shall  be 
styled  and  known  as  a  "Registered  Nurse,"  and  no 
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Other  person  shall  assume  such  title  or  use  the  ab- 
breviation "R.  N."  or  any  other  words,  letters,  or 
figures  to  indicate  that  the  person  using  the  same 
is  such  a  registered  nurse.  Every  person  who  shall 
violate  any  provision  of  this  act,  or  who  shall  wil- 
fully make  false  representation  to  said  board  in  ap- 
plying for  a  certificate  of  registration,  shall  be  fined 
not  more  fhan  one  hundred  dollars;  provided,  that 
nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  held  to  apply  to  the 
acts  of  any  person  nursing  the  sick  who  does  not 
represent  himself  or  herself  to  be  a  registered  nurse. 
The  board  shall  cause  to  be  presented  to  the  proper 
prosecuting  officer  evidence  of  any  violation  of  the 
provisions  of  this  act  and  may  incur  any  necessary 
expenses  in  the  performance  of  this  duty,  said  ex- 
penses to  be  paid  out  of  the  receipts  of  said  board. 

All  fees  collected  by  said  board  under  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act  shall  be  paid  to  the  secretary  of 
the  board,  and  said  secretary  shall  pay  from  the 
moneys  so  received,  upon  approval  of  the  president, 
the  salary  of  said  secretary  and  the  necessary  ex- 
penses of  the  members  as  provided  in  section  three 
of  this  act,  also  for  books,  stationery,  and  other 
necessary  expenses  of  the  board ;  provided,  that  said 
board  shall  create  or  incur  no  expense  exceeding 
the  sum  received  from  time  to  time  as  fees  under 
the  provisions  of  this  act.  The  secretary  shall,  be- 
fore taking  office,  give  to  the  state  a  bond,  with  suret>%

To  His  Excellency  Hekry  Roberts,  Goyeknob  of  Con- 
necticut, 

Sir  :  At  the  time  the  last  report  of  the  Board  of  Mediation 
and  Arbitration  was  submitted  there  were  pending  three 
unsettled  strikes  which  affected 'Connecticut  interests.  These 
were :  first,  the  strike  of  the  Bridge  and  Structural  Iron 
Workers  against  the  American  Bridge  Company,  brought  to 
compel  said  company  to  cease  the  practice  of  subletting  con- 
tracts to  parties  employing  non-Union  labor;  second,  the 
strike  of  the  Typographical  Union,  for  the  enforcement  of  the 
eight-hour  day  and  the  closed  shop  in  all  job  printing  estab- 
lishments ;  and  third,  the  plumbers'  strike  in  the  city  of  Hart- 
ford, for  an  advanced  rate  of  pay. 

At  this  WTiting  neither  of  the  two  first  mentioned  strikes 
has  been  settled,  nor  does  it  appear  that  in  either  case  has 
there  been  any  material  progress  made  towards  a  settlement. 
Both  are  national  or  international  in  scope,  and  all  the  parties 
are  represented  by  strong  general  organizations,  which  are  but 
slightly  affected  by  local  influences.  In  the  strike  of  the 
Bridge  and  Structural  Iron  workers  the  Bridge  Company  has 
maintained  an  absolutely  unyielding  attitude,  and  its  contracts 
in  Connecticut,  which  were  for  a  time  held  up  by  the  strike, 
have  been  completed  by  non-Union  labor. 

In  the  case  of  the  Printers'  strike,  those  of  the  employers 
who  belonged  to  the  organization  known  as  "The  T3'pothet£e" 
have  steadfastly  refused  to  concede  either  one  of  the  demands 
of  the  Typographical  Union,  and  have  courteously  but  firmly 
declined  all  suggestions  of  concession  or  arbitration  as  a  means 
of  settling  the  difficulty.  The  connection  of  the  Board  with 
this  contention  is  set  forth  in  the  following  correspondence 
and  the  comments  thereon  :

In  this  connection  I  am  directed  to  say  that  if  a  settlement 
could  be  reached  on  the  basis  of  an  eight-hour  day,  other  grounds  of  con- 
tention  may  be  waived  by  this  organization,  provided,  of  course^  no  dis- 
crimination is  made  in  the  re-employment  of  members  of  the  union.

Dear  Sir  :  Your  letter  of  January  26th  has  received  the  earnest  atten- 
tion of  the  Board,  and  it  has  sought  by  interviews  with  the  chief  officers  of 
the  Typothetae  of  Connecticut  to  learn  their  attitude  with  reference  to  the 
subject  matter  of  your  communication.  As  the  result  of  our  inquiries  I 
have  to  report  to  you  that  the  employing  printers  represented  in  the  Ty- 
pothetae, hold  firmly  to  their  determination  to  maintain  the  principle  of 
the  open  shop,  and  also,  under  existing  conditions,  to  insist  upon  the 
nine-hour  day.  They  courteously  but  unconditionally  decline  the  services 
of  the  Board  as  mediator  or  arbitrator.  They  declare  that  they  fiave  no 
wish  nor  intention  to  discriminate  in  any  way  against  members  of  the 
union,  but  they  will  not  discharge  anyone  now  in  their  employ  whose 
work  is  satisfactory,  to  make  a  place  for  a  former  employee. 

With  this  situation  confronting  you,  the  practical  question  for  you  to 
consider  would  seem  to  be  whether  or  no  to  declare  the  strike  ofi^ 

The  Board  has  not  considered  this  aspect  of  the  case,  and  has  at  pres' 
ent  no  advice  to  give  with  reference  to  it,  but  should  you  wish  a  confer* 
ence  for  its  consideration,  please  write  me  and  I  will  arrange  a  meeting 
for  that  purpose  at  an  early  date,  and  I  can  assure  you  that  the  Board  will 
take  up  the  matter  with  an  earnest  purpose  to  serve  your  interests  and 
those  of  the  public  to  the  best  of  its  ability.

Apparently,  the  suggestion  that  the  Typographical  Union 
should  seriously  consider  the  matter  of  calling  the  strike  off 
was  not  acceptable,  for  no  response  to  it  was  received.  It  was 
based  upon  the  profound  conviction  that  if  a  strike  is  to  be  of 
benefit  to  those  who  enter  upon  it,  it  must  possess  elements  of 
strength  which  will  insure  its  success  within  a  brief  period  o( 
time  —  that  if,  for  any  reason,  strike  conditions  are  indefinitely 


prolonged,  the  resulting  injury  is  far  greater  than  would  follow 
an  admitted  failure. 

Evidently,  the  striking  printers  did  not  take  this  view  of 
the  situation.  And  in  support  of  their  determination  to  con- 
tinue the  strike  they  could  urge  the  fact  that,  while  not  suc- 
cesstul  as  against  the  employers  organized  in  the  Typothetse,  a 
considerable  number  of  job  printing  establishments  not  con- 
-  nected  with  that  organization  had  yielded  to  their  demands 
and  were  working  in  harmony  with  them.  The  fact  that  the 
eight-hour  day  is  already  recognized  in  newspaper  offices,  and 
in  many  jobbing  establishments,  together  with  the  general 
trend  of  things  in  that  direction,  would  seem  to  furnish  ground 
for  hope  that  this  concession  might  be  made  by  the  employers, 
and  that  it  might  lead  to  a  settlement  of  this  already  too  long 
continued  strike. 

The  strike  of  the  journeymen  plumbers  of  Hartford,  which 
had  caused  serious  interruption  to  building  operations  in  that 
city,  was  finally  settled  by  direct  conference  between  represen- 
tatives of  the  contending  parties,  so  that  the  men  returned  to 
work  December  i8,  1905. 

The  efforts  of  this  Board,  and  also  of  the  Landlords  and 
Taxpayers'  Association  of  Hartford,  to  bring  about  a  settle- 
ment were  without  success,  and  the  negotiations  which  at  last 
resulted  successfully  were  brought  about  by  the  friendly  inter- 
vention and  strong  personal  influence  of  the  Mayor  of  Hart- 
ford. The  terms  upon  which  settlement  of  this  strike  was 
effected  were  not  made  public. 

On  February  16,  1906,  a  considerable  number  of  the 
operatives  in  the  mills  of  the  Aldrich  Manufacturing  Company, 
at  Moosup,  quit  work  on  account  of  dissatisfaction  with  the 
management  of  the  concern.  The  reported  cause  of  the 
trouble  was  what  seemed  to  be  a  not  very  important  regulation 
in  regard  to  overtime  work. 

The  statement  of  the  superintendent  was  to  the  eSect  that 
while  the  operatives  were  asked  to  work  overtime,  to  make  up 
for  time  lost  by  a  breakdown  of  the  machinery,  the  company 
Vi-as  not  disposed  to  insist  upon  overtime  work  if  the  opera- 
tives  objected.     The  hands    quit    work,   according  to  this 
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officer,  without  stating  any  grievance  or  formnlating  any 
demand  upon  which  the  company  could  take  action.  At  the 
time  of  the  strike  the  operatives  were  not  organized,  but  soon 
thereafter  a  Union  was  formed  which  formulated  and  presented 
to  the  company  a  demand  for  a  ten  per  cent,  increase  of  wages. 
This  demand  the  company  rejected  as  utterly  inadmissible, 
and  there,  for  the  time  being,  the  matter  rested.  The  superin- 
tendent emphatically  denied  that  there  had  been  any  reduction 
of  wages,  or  that  any  substantial  reason  for  dissatisfaction  on 
the  part  of  the  work-people  existed.  He  attributed  the  strike 
to  the  influence  of  a  few  trouble-makers  among  the  operatives 
who  were  imbued  with  socialistic  ideas,  and  were  very  active 
in  their  promulgation. 

A  representative  of  the  strikers  both  corroborated  and 
supplemented  the  superintendent's  statements  of  fact.  It  was 
true,  he  said,  that  the  hands  quit  work  without  formal  state- 
ment of  grievance  or  demand.  They  were  then  without  organ- 
ization and  their  action  was  the  outcome  of  a  common  feeling 
that  the  company  was  not  treating  them  fairly.  It  was  true 
that  the  occasion  of  the  strike  was  the  disagreement  over  the 
comparatively  unimportant  question  of  overtime  work,  but  the 
real  cause  of  it  lay  much  deeper.  Dissatisfaction  with  the 
trend  of  things  in  the  management  of  the  mills  had  existed  for 
a  considerable  time,  but  had  found  no  formal  expression 
because  of  the  fact  that  the  operatives  had  no  organization 
through  which  to  express  themselves.  It  was  true  that  there 
had  been  no  formal  reduction  of  wages,  but  through  frequent 
changes  of  patterns,  each  requiring  a  new  rate  to  be  estab- 
lished, it  had  been  made  necessary  for  those  engaged  in  piece- 
work to  do  materially  more  for  the  same  paj"  than  formeriy. 
It  was  to  offset  this  condition  of  things  that  they  had  demanded 
an  increase  of  ten  per  cent,  in  their  wages. 

Neither  party  was  prepared  to  submit  their  case  to  arbitra- 
tion, and  neither  would  consider  favorably  any  suggestion  of 
material  concessions  to  bring  about  a  settlement. 

The  works  of  the  Aldrich  company  constitute  the  chief 
industry  of  the  village  of  Moosup,  and  the  injurious  effects  of 
the  cessation  of  business  in  consequence  of  the  strike  were 
severely  felt  by  all  its  inhabitants.    This  situation  led  to  the 
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fonnatiOD,  early  in  March,  of  a  citizens'  committee  to  confer 
with  the  parties  and  endeavor  to  effect  a  settlement,  but  it  was 
not  until  the  21st  of  that  month  that  they  were  able  to  accom- 
plish their  object.  The  strikers  were  finally  induced  to  waive 
their  demand  for  increase  of  wages,  and  the  company  made 
satisiactory  concessions  and  assurances  on  other  points.  The 
attitude  of  the  Board  towards  the  work  of  the  citizens'  com- 
mitee  is  indicated  by  the  following  letter :

Gentlemen:  I  have  lesmed  with  pleasure,  through  Ihe  medium  of  the- 
presi.  of  the  organization  of  your  comniittee,  and  write  to  «ay  that  ifthe 
Board  of  Mediation  anxl  Arbitration  can  in  anjr  way  assist  you  in  your 
work,  it  is  at  your  service  for  that  purpose. 

I  visited  Moosup  February  17th  and  had  inierviews  with  representa- 
tive! of  both  sides  to  the  strike,  hut  at  that  lime  both  maintained  an  un- 
yielding attitude  and  there  seemed  no  opportunity  for  effective  mediation. 

But  sometimes  a  committee  representing  local  Interesu  which  share 
largely  in  the  suffering  and  loss  reiulting  from  a  stiike,  can  have  access 
to  the  contending  parties  and  more  influence  with  them  than  would  be- 
posaible  for  any  outside  fiersons.  I  hope  for  your  success  and  shall  be- 
pleased  to  hear  from  jou  at  any  time  in  regard  to  the  siiuation.  If  the- 
trouble  remains  unsettled  I  may  come  to  Moosup  again  next  week.

Early  in  May  trouble  broke  out  among  the  freight  handlers, 
in  the  employ  of  the  New  York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford  Rail- 
road Company  at  New  Haven,  The  difficulty  was  understood 
to  be  in  regard  to  work  required  on  Sunday,  to  which  the  men 
objected  unless  paid  for  at  largely  increased  rates.  Approxi- 
mately one  hundred  men  quit  work,  but  they  were  unable  to 
obtain  any  concession  from  the  company,  and  either  returned 
to  work  upon  the  old  terms  or  found  employment  elsewhere. 
The  following  correspondence  passed  between  the  Board  and 
General  Manager  Higgins :

When  the  city  of  Stamford  determined  to  erect  a  new  mu- 
nicipal building,  the  city  council  manifested  its  interest  in 
organized  labor  by  a  vote  to  the  effect  that  only  Union  labor 
should  be  employed  in  its  construction,  and  this  condition  was 
incorporated  in  the  building  contract.  The  plumbing  contract 
was  sublet  to  Kirk  &  Co.,  of  Bridgeport,  a  firm  whose  busi- 
ness is  conducted  on  the  open  shop  principle,  and  among  the 
men  sent  down  to  work  on  the  Stamford  job  was  one  who  was 
classed  as  a  steamfitter  instead  of  a  plumber.  It  was  claimed 
by  the  Union  men  at  work  on  the  building  that  the  employ- 
ment of  this  man  was  a  violation  of  the,  to  them,  essential 
condition  of  the  contract  as  determined  by  the  vote  of  the  city 
council,  and  they  emphasized  their  sense  of  the  importance 
of  this  point  by  striking  in  a  body.  For  a  considerable  time 
during  the  month  of  May  work  on  the  building  was  held  up, 
while  discussions  and  investigations  were  carried  on  as  to  the 
status  of  the  workman  in  question.  Even  when  he  was  with- 
drawn from  the  job  and  a  Union  plumber  substituted,  it  was 
claimed  by  some  that  inasmuch  as  Kirk  &  Co.  conducted  an 
open  shop  all  their  employees  were  excluded  from  participa- 
tion in  the  work  by  the  terms  of  the  council's  vote. 

Some  arrangement  was  finally  made  by  virtue  of  which 
work  on  the  building  was  resumed,  but  the  information  which 
comes  to  the  Board  as  to  the  terms  of  this  arrangement  is  con- 
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flicting  and  do  attempt  will  be  made  to  state  them.  The  case 
is  of  interest  as  illustrating  the  sleepless  vigilance  with  which 
■organized  labor  patrols  and  guards  its  lines  of  defence. 

Early  in  May  the  Carpenters'  Union  of  Waterbury  called 
.a  strike  in  support  of  its  demand  for  the  closed  shop  and  for 
an  increase  of  pay.  Other  building  trades  struck  in  support 
■of  the  Carpenters'  demands  and  serious  interruption  of  work 
and  delay  of  building  operations  was  the  consequence.  Strong 
hopes  were  at  one  time  entertained  that  a  settlement  might  be 
reached  through  arbitration,  but  these  were  defeated  by  the 
.action  of  the  local  branch  of  the  Interstate  Builders'  Asso- 
ciation, which  voted  to  insist  upon  the  open  shop  principle, 
and  refused  to  submit  this  question  for  determination  to  any 
party  other  than  itself.  Late  in  the  season  it  was  reported 
that  the  strike  had  been  settled,  and  this  report  led  to  the  fol- 
lowing correspondence:

Jt  wat  agreed  by  both  parties  that  the  terms  of  settlement  should  not  be 
made  public.  I  will  say,  however,  that  the  men  are  receiving  a  minimum 
wage  of  $3.00  for  eight  hours,  and  all  non-union  men  are  joining  the 
union.     The  cause  of  the  trouble  originally  was  a  demand  on  the  master 

orpenters  for  an  increase  in  wages  from  $2.jo  to  (2.80.  The  masons' 
strike  wat  in  sympathy  with  the  carpenters,  having  no  grievance  other 
.than  that  they  were  compelled  to  lose  time  for  want  of  competent  carpen- 

iters  on  the  various  jobs. 

I  Hrmly  believe  that  had  your  State  Board   been  permitted  to  arbitrate 
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the  matter  last  summer  when  Mr.  Fox  visited  us  the  trouble  would  have 

terminated   then  and   much   unpleasantness  would  have   been   avoided.

During  the  month  of  July  a  reported  strike  in  the  works  of 
the  Richmond  Stove  Company,  at  Norwich,  was  brought  to 
the  attention  of  the  Board  and  led  to  an  investigation  which 
disclosed  the  situation  as  follows  : 

The  strike  was  ordered  by  the  local  Molders*  Union,  and 
about  forty  men  belonging  to  the  Union  quit  work,  throwing 
out  of  employment  the  same  number  of  men  employed  as- 
helpers. 

The  alleged  cause  of  the  strike  was  the  employment  by 
the  company  of  three  men  to  operate  machines  recently  intro- 
duced into  the  works.  It  was  charged  by  the  workmen 
belonging  to  the  Union  that  these  men  were  in  reality  appren- 
tices in  guise  of  workmen,  introduced  in  violation  of  agree- 
ment. This  contention  of  the  workmen  was  not  sustained  by 
the  superior  officers  of  the  Union,  and  the  strike  was  a  failure. 
It  was  believed  by  the  officers  of  the  company  that  the  men 
were  persuaded  to  take  the  action  they  did  by  a  former  em- 
ployee in  revenge  for  his  discharge  from  its  service. 

At  about  the  same  time  the  industrial  situation  in  Hartford 
was  to  some  extent  disturbed  by  a  strike  of  the  molders  in  the 
employ  of  the  Pratt  &  Whitney  Company,  and  also  of  the 
horseshoers  in  the  various  blacksmith  shops  in  the  city.  In 
the  case  of  the  horseshoers  the  strike  was  soon  settled  by  con- 
cessions which  were  satisfactory  to  the  men,  and  throughout 
its  continuance  it  is  gratifying  to  note  that  kindly  feeling 
between  the  parties  seems  not  to  have  been  interrupted.  At 
Pratt  &  Whitney's  concessions  were  refused,  and  so  far  as  is 
known  to  the  Board  no  formal  settlement  of  the  difficulty  has 
been  effected. 

The  managers  of  the  Foster  &  Merriam  Manufacturing 
Company,  in  Meriden,  in  concert  with  many  other  Meriden 
factories,  closed  their  works  during  the  week  of  the  Centennial 
celebration,  in  June,  and  upon  resuming  operations  thereafter 
gave  notice  to  the  members  of  the  Molders 's  Union  in  their 
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employ  that  their  business  would  in  the  future  be  conducted 
on  the  open  shop  principle,  and  that  the  men,  with  one  excep- 
tion, could  return  to  work  at  the  former  rate  of  pay,  but  that 
they  would  be  dealt  with  as  indiyiduals  and  the  Union  would 
no  longer  be  recognized  by  the  company.  The  men  refused  to 
return  under  these  conditions. 

Mr.  President  Zerfass,  of  the  company,  justified  his  action 
in  taking  this  position  by  declaring  that  he  had  been  annoyed 
beyond  endurance  by  the  petty  complaints  and  demands  of  the 
Molders'  Union  under  the  leadership  of  the  one  proscribed 
man,  Mr.  Burke  by  name,  and  that  he  was  fully  determined  not 
to  re-employ  this  man;  and  also  either  to  run  his  molding  depart- 
ment on  the  open  shop  principle,  or  to  have  that  branch  of 
work  done  elsewhere,  by  contract,  which  he  said  was  entirely 
feasible  and  would  be  good  economy. 

Representatives  of  the  workmen  who  were  interviewed 
were  inclined  to  place  the  responsibility  for  the  trouble  largely 
upon  the  foreman  of  the  molding  shop.  They  accused  him  of 
carrying  on  a  side  line  of  business,  which  consisted  of  selling 
miscellaneous  articles  of  merchandise  to  the  men  and  boys  em- 
ployed in  the  shop  at  prices  farabove  their  real  value,  and  in  his 
distribution  of  work  favoring  those  who  traded  freely  with  him . 
In  many  other  details  of  the  work  they  declared  his  manage- 
ment to  be  irritating  and  oppressive.  They  believed  that  the 
president  and  principal  ofificers  ot  the  company  were  well  dis- 
posed towards  them,  and  if  this  objectionable  foreman  could 
be  gotten  rid  of  there  would  be  no  trouble.  Under  his  prede- 
cessor, they  declared,  work  had  gone  on  smoothly. 

In  regard  to  the  trading  scheme  of  the  foreman,  Mr.  Presi- 
dent Zerfass  said  that  it  had  been  brought  to  his  attention, 
and  while  he  did  not  know  that  wrong  had  been  done  to  any 
one,  he  could  see  that  it  was  a  practice  which  might  lead  to 
trouble,  and  that  it  would  not  be  permitted  in  the  future.  But 
as  to  his  general  management  he  sustained  the  foreman,  and 
"  believed  the  complaints  in  regard  to  his  action  to  be  trivial, 
and  such  as  no  one  in  his  position  would  be  exempt  from. 
Towards  the  men  as  a  body  the  president  manifested  a  feeling 
of  friendship,  and  hoped  that  they  would  soon  find  employ- 
ment elsewhere  if  they  did  not  choose  to  work  for  him. 
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The  case  possesses  a  singular  interest,  as  it  discloses  two 
parties  with  kindly  feeling  towards  each  other  held  at  variance, 
as  each  believes,  by  the  work  of  a  single  individual.  In  regard 
to  the  principal  points  of  this  contention  both  parties  main- 
tained a  thoroughly  uncompromising  attitude. 

There  has  been  trouble  in  the  building  trades  at  Bridgeport 
over  the  burning  question  oi  the  open  versus  the  closed  shop. 
The  Interstate^  Builders'  Association,  of  which  many  of  the 
employing  firms  are  members,  is  strongly  committed  to  the 
principle  of  the  open  shop,  while  the  workingmen's  unions 
are  equally  devoted  to  the  closed  shop.  Both  parties  are  very 
much  in  earnest  and  the  strife  between  them  is  carried  on  by 
the  customary  methods  of  picketing  by  the  workmen  and  in- 
junctions by  the  associated  employers,  while  a  certain  number 
of  employers,  not  members  of  the  Interstate  Association,  oc- 
cupy a  position  of  neutrality,  and  like  neutrals  in  any  war,  are 
able  to  reap  certain  advantages  from  their  position.  It  is  a 
situation  containing  within  itself  great  possibilities  of  e\'il, 
and  out  of  ^yhich  very  little  of  benefit  or  satisfaction  can  be 
extracted  by  any  one. 

A  strike,  brief  in  its  duration  and  happy  in  its  termination, 
occurred  at  the  works  of  the  Hartford  Carpet  Company,  in 
Thompson ville,  on  the  loth  of  October.  About  loo  weavers 
employed  in  the  brussels  carpet  department  quit  work  because 
of  the  introduction  of  a  new  method  of  instructing  learners  in 
the  art  of  weaving.  In  the  place  of  the  long  apprenticeship 
formerly  served,  the  company  proposed  to  establish  a  system 
of  instruction  calculated  to  qualify  learners  in  the  shortest  pos- 
sible time,  and  to  utilize  some  of  their  experienced  weavers  as 
teachers.  The  avowed  object  of  the  company  was  to  provide 
itself  in  this  way  with  needed  help  which  it  was  unable  to  se- 
cure otherwise.  The  weavers  objected  to  this  scheme  as  tend- 
ing to  overstock  the  labor  market  in  this  particular  line,  and 
also  to  introduce  imperfectly  qualified  workers  into  the  busi- 
ness. The  difficulty  was  adjusted  by  direct  conference  be- 
tween representatives  of  the  two  parties,  and  in  a  manner 
highly  creditable  to  both.  The  representatives  of  the  oper- 
atives recognized  the  reasonableness  of  the  desire  on  the  part 
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of  the  company  to  set  its  idle  looms  in  operation,  and  took 
upon  themselves  the  task  of  providing,  within  a  stated  period 
of  time,  competent  weavers  to  operate  them,  and  on  this  con- 
dition the  company  discontinued  its  new  scheme,  of  instruc- 
tion. 

At  the  risk  of  seeming  to  offer  ungracious  criticism  where 
so  much  of  commendation  is  deserved,  and  is  freely  bestowed, 
one  is  tempted  to  remark  that  if  the  managers  of  the  company 
had  fran^y  and  freely  cons.ulted  with  the  operatives  before  in- 
troducing the  innovation,  it  seems  highly  probable  that  the 
matter  could  have  been  satisfactorily  arranged  without  any 
discord  or -interruption  of  business. 

Another  suggestion  derived  from  the  terms  upon  which 
this  contention  was  settled  seems  in  order.  It  is  this  :  that 
when  a  body  of  workmen  enjoy  the  benefit  of  regulations  limit- 
ing the  supply  of  labor  in  their  particular  line,  it  belongs  to 
them  to  assume  the  burden  of  maintaining  such  supply  fully 
equal  to  the  demand  for  it.  Only  where  this  is  done  by  some 
competent  agency  can  the  public  interest  be  effectively 
guarded. 

In  the  last  report  of  this  Board  some  account  was  given  of 
a  contention  between  the  members  of  the  Brotherhood  of  Lo- 
comotive Engineers  in  the  employ  of  the  N.  Y.,N.  H.  &H, 
R.  R.  Co.,  and  members  of  the  Firemen's  Brotherhood  in  the 
same  employ,  as  to  the  handling  of  grievances  by  committees 
of  their  respective  organizations.  In  this  contention  the  com- 
pany was  made  an  unwilling  participant,  and  it  was  finally 
settled  by  a  carefully-drawn  agreement,  accepted  by  all  parties 
in  interest,  and  believed  to  be  final.  It  appears,  however,  that 
this  settlement  did  not  have  the  effect  of  restoring  relations  of 
cordial  good  feeling  between  the  two  Brotherhoods,  and  that 
there  is  danger  that  trouble  may  break  out  between  them  at 
any  time,  with  injurious  consequences  to  the  company  and  to 
the  public. 

One  difficulty  of  the  situation  is  that  the  line  of  demarka- 
ation  between  the  two  organizations  is  not  clearly  defined. 
Men  are  continually  changing  from  one  occupation  to  the 
other,  sometimes  with,  and  sometimes  without  change  of  mem- 
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bership  in  their  respective  organizations.  Sometimes  this 
change  of  occupation  is  permanent  in  its  nature,  and  some- 
times only  temporary.  It  is*  much  greater  in  the  direction  of 
promotion  from  fireman  to  engineer  than  in  the  opposite  direc- 
tion. A  considerable  number  of  those  promoted  from  fireman 
to  engineer  prefer,  for  various  reasons,  to  retain  their  member- 
ship in  the  fireman's  organization,  and  this  organization 
wishes  to  care  for  all  its  members  and  to  handle  their  conten- 
tions with  the  company  through  its  regularly  appointed  com- 
mittee for  that  purpose.  .  * 

Their  right  to  do  this  under  the  existing  agreement  is  a 
qualified  and  restricted  right,  but  their  disposition  seems  to  be 
to  make  the  most  of  it,  and  to  strengthen  their  position  under 
it  in  every  way  possible. 

The  view  taken  by  the  Engineers'  Brotherhood  is  that  the 
terms  of  settlement  of  any  contention  between  an  engineer 
and  the  company  go  to  establish  a  precedent  for  future  cases, 
and  that  only  representatives  of  the  engineers'  organization 
fully  understood  the  situation  and  are  competent  to  handle 
such  cases. 

There  seems  to  be  in  the  Engineers'  Brotherhood  consider- 
able uneasiness  of  feeling,  and  some  apprehension  of  trouble 
ahead,  in  view  of  the  obvious  purpose  of  the  firemen  to  tres- 
pass upon  ground  which  they  consider  their  own,  and  some 
regret  is  felt  at  the  concessions  made  to  the  firemen  in  the 
former  agreement.  The  tension  between  the  two  Brotherhoods 
is  apparently  increasing,  and  no  basis  of  agreement  promising 
permanent  peace  is  in  sight. 

The  Board  has  communicated  with  the  parties  to  these  con- 
tentions, sometimes  by  correspondence  but  more  often  by 
personal  interviews,  as  seemed  best  in  each  case,  with  proffer 
of  its  services  as  arbitrator,  and  with  such  suggestions  in  the 
line  of  mediation  as  seemed  practicable,  looking  towards 
a  settlement  of  the  several  contentions  by  direct  negotiations 
between  the  parties. 

There  exists  no  data  by  which  to  measure  the  effect  of  this 
work  in  disposing  contending  parties  to  seek,  and  eventually 
to  find,  a  basis  of  agreement,  or  in  influencing  other  parties  in 
like  situations  to  refrain  from  violent  measures,  and  to  choose 


the  path  of  peace  in  preference  to  that  of  strife  for  the  enforce- 
ment of  what  may  seem  to  them  their  just  claims. 

We  may  believe  that  the  beneficent  influence  thus  exerted 
has  been  of  weight  and  value  fully  compensating  its  cost  in 
time,  thought,  and  money  expended,  but  more  than  this  we 
are  unable  to  say. 


Reviewing  the  labor  situatiou  in  the  light  of  the  three  and 
one-half  years'  experience  of  the  Board  as  at  present  consti- 
tuted, it  must  be  said  that  there  is  not  apparent  any  increased 
disposition  on  the  part  of  either  employer  or  employee  to  sub- 
mit their  differences  for  adjudication  to  any  outside  tribunal 
whate\-er.  Nor  does  there  appear  to  be  any  disposition  on  the 
part  of  either  party  to  call  in  the  aid  of  representatives  of  the 
general  public,  ofRcial  or  otherwise,  in  the  earlier  stages  of 
trouble,  when  it  might  be  possible  to  correct  misapprehension, 
allay  discontent,  and  so  forestall  and  prevent  such  violent 
measures  as  interruption  of  work,  with  consequent  injurious 
results  to  all  concerned.  In  general,  it  is  only  when  one  or 
the  other  of  the  parties  to  a  labor  dispute  feels  that  it  is  in 
danger  of  losing  all  for  which  it  is  contending  that  it  turns 
with  favoring  thought  to  the  resource  afforded  by  mediation  or 
arbitration,  in  the  hope  that  thereby  something  may  be  saved 
for  it,  either  of  material  advantage  or  stragetic  position. 

Until  this  situation  obtains,  the  idea  of  concession,  which 
is  naturally  associated  with  mediation  or  arbitration,  seems  to 
be  exceedingly  repugnant  to  the  parties  to  a  labor  dispute. 
Each  party  has  looked  at  the  matter  under  consideration 
so  exclusively  from  its  own  standpoint  that  its  members  seem 
unable  to  realize  that  there  can  be  any  other  view  worthy 
of  consideration.  It  must  be  borne  in  mind  in  treating  of  the 
relations  of  employer  and  employee,  that  the  last  half  century 
has  witnessed  a  change  in  these  relations  in  many  lines  of 
business,  so  great  as  to  amount  almost  to  a  transformation. 

Previous  to  thjs  change  employer  and  employee  were  often 
associated  in  labor,  stood  more  nearly  upon  one  social  and 
business  level,  and  met  each  other  approximately  on  terms  ol 
equality  for  the  discussion  and  determination  of  their  differ- 
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ences.  Now  it  is  rare  that  there  is  any  personal  contact  or 
association  between  them  under  any  conditions  or  for  any  pur- 
pose. That  the  tremendous  extension  of  business  operatioDS. 
and  the  concentration  of  business  management  in  a  few  hands. 
should  tend  to  draw  them  apart,  and  to  make  direct  communi- 
cation between  them  difficult,  though  probably  unforeseen.  i> 
however  but  natural.  But  the  evil  consequences  which  follow 
this  separation  are  so  great  as  to  call  for  strenuous  effort  to 
avert,  or  at  least  to  mitigate  them  so  far  as  is  possible. 

Estrangement  almost  inevitably  follows  separation,  and 
suspicion  and  loss  of  confidence  tread  close  upon  the  heels  of 
estrangement.  The  working  man  scrutinizes  each  act  of  his 
employer  which  affects  in  any  way  their  relations,  to  find  therein 
some  evil  motive,  or  some  deep  laid  plot  for  his  injury,  and  the 
old  maxim  that  one  finds,  or  thinks  he  finds,  what  he  is  look- 
ing for  is  many  times  illustrated.  On  the  part  of  the  employer. 
the  feeling  which  is  induced  by  this  separation  seems  more  apt 
to  be  one  of  indifference  to  the  welfare  of  his  employees.  They 
are  to  him  as  dwellers  in  a  foreign  country,  and  so  long  as  they 
do  his  work  they  may  live  as  they  can  and  think  what  they 

please.     He  is  too  much  occupied  with  other  matters  to  bestow 
much  thought  upon  them. 

This  characterization  is  by  no  means  intended  to  apply 
to  all  workmen  nor  to  all  employers,  but  only  to  those  in  either 
class  who  have  permitted  themselves  to  be  controlled  by  the 
natural  tendencies  of  the  great  movement  which  has  brought 
about  their  separation.  It  would  be  worth  much  if.  somehow, 
something  of  the  essence,  if  not  the  form,  of  the  old,  direct, 
personal  relation  between  employer  and  employee  could  be 
restored. 

Undoubtedly  great  economies  of  production  have  been 
brought  about  by  these  changes  in  the  conduct  of  business, 
and  even  if  it  were  possible  it  would  not  be  desirable  to  return 
to  the  old  forms.  We  must  accept  the  new  era  of  immense 
business  establishments,  thoroughly  S3rstematized  and  managed 
by  a  few  men,  each  a  dictator  within  his  owd  sphere  of  control. 
We  must  accept  also  the  workingmen's  organizations,  w^hich 
have  closely  followed  the  growth  of  business  enterprises,  and 
have  been  adopted  as,  apparently,  the  only  means  whereby  any 
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adequate  measure  of  the  equality  formerly  existing  between 
employer  and  employee  could  be  preserved. 

The  absolute  helplessness  of  the  individual  workman  in  a 
large  establishment  compelled  such  organization,  All  of  the 
employees  in  such  an  establishment,  acting  together,  might 
confront  the  management  with  a  power  which  compelled  con- 
sideration, where  the  single  employee  would  receive  none 
whatever. 

We  must  accept  the  national,  or  continental,  organization 
which  gathers  and  consolidates  all  local  bodies  of  those  em- 
ployed in  one  avocation,  and  is  prepared  to  wield  the  power 
of  all  for  objects  of  sufficient  importance  to  justify  its  use. 
And  we  must  accept  associations  of  employers  for  mutual 
heipfulness  in  contentions  with  workingmen's  organizations, 
and  in  other  business  matters  of  stress  and  danger.  What  it  all 
amounts  to  is  a  government  within  a  government,  and  so  long 
as  it  restricts  its  action  within  proper  limits  we  cannot  deny 
its  right  to  exist  and  to  exercise  its  legitimate  functions.  We 
may,  indeed,  find  that  these  several  organizations,  when  once 
their  proper  sphere  of  action  is  ascertained  and  recognized,, 
will  work  within  that  sphere  for  the  general  good,  and  do 
work  which  no  other  agency  could  so  well  accomplish. 

It  follows  naturally  that  the  subject  matter  of  contention 
between  employers  and  employees  should  now  include,  in  addi- 
tion to  such  matters  as  rate  of  wages  and  conditions  of  work, 
other  questions  relating  directly  to  the  activities  of  these  con- 
fronting organizations.  Within  what  limits  shall  they  work, 
and  what  shall  be  the  particular  functions  which  they  shall 
exercise  ? 

Perhaps  no  position  along  the  line  is  at  present  more  hotly 
contested  than  that  of  the  open  versus  the  closed  shop.  The 
demand  of  the  labor  Union  is  that  the  employer  for  whom  its 
members  work  shall  hire  only  those  who  are  members  of  their 
organization.  They  regard  themselves  as  the  champions  of 
the  rights  and  the  defenders  of  the  interests  of  all  workmen, 
and  no  denunciation  is  too  severe  to  be  visited  upon  the  heads 
of  those  who  would  enjoy  the  benefits  of  their  labor  and  shirt 
their  share  of  its  cost.  If  workmen  desire  employment  i 
their  line,  the  argument  is,  let  them  become  members  of  t' 
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Union  and  bear  their  &ir  share  of  the  bntden  of  its  \roTfc, 
thus  contributing  to  the  cause  for  which  the  Union  stands 
their  personal  influence,  and  so  far  as  is  necessary  their  pecuni- 
ary assistance. 

A  considerable  number  of  employers  make  peace  with  their 
employees  by  conceding  this  demand »  and  seem  able  to  con- 
duct their  business  successfully  under  the  limitations  thus 
imposed.  Others  reject  it  as  having  a  tendency  to  make  the 
successfiil  conduct  of  business  hazardous,  if  not  impossible. 
It  seems  quite  possible  that  the  spirit  in  which  this  regulation 
is  carried  out  might  make  it  either  offensive  or  acceptable  to 
the  employer.  It  is  conceived  in  the  interest  of  the  employee, 
and  designed  especially  for  his  protection.  He  should  not 
expect  to  receive  the  advantages  thus  afforded  without,  at  the 
same  time,  reasonably  safeguarding  his  employer's  interest. 
If,  therefore,  the  favored  labor  organization  should,  on  its 
part,  assume  the  task  of  keeping  good  the  supply  of  labor, 
and  also  of  maintaining  a  satisfactory  standard  of  faithfulness 
and  efficiency  among  its  members,  the  emplo3na-  might  find 
such  an  arrangement  advantageous  to  himself  as  well  as  to  his 
employees.  He  would  thereby  be  relieved  of  the  detail  work 
of  hiring  individuals  and  weeding  out  of  the  incompetent  and 
unfaithful . 

In  regard  to  this  and  sundry  other  matters  which  some- 
times furnish  occasions  of  contention,  what  is  most  needed  is 
a  frank  recognition  by  both  parties  of  the  basic  fact  that  under- 
neath all  superficial  antagonism  their  real,  solid,  permanent 
interests  are  one.  Any  measure  of  prosperity  which  might 
come  to  employers  as  a  class  through  oppression  and  injustice 
towards  the  workers  would  be  not  only  unsatisfiaictory  to  any 
fair  minded  man,  but  would  set  in  motion  forces  tending  to 
defeat  and  destroy  itself.  The  working  class  constitntes  by 
far  the  larger  element  of  the  great  body  of  consumers,  and  upon 
their  ability  to  purchase  and  constmie  liberally  depends  the 
prosperity  of  producers*  and  business  men  of  evefy  kind  and 
class.  And  any  victory  of  organized  labor  gained  by  means 
which  tend  to  cripple  the  ability  of  employers  to  cany  on  busi- 
ness  successfully  will  surely  react  unfavorably  upon  those  who 
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gain  it.  In  order  that  labor  be  employed  at  remuoerative 
wages,  business  must  be  profitable. 

There  is  a  sense  in  which  the  saying  is  true  that  all  wealth 
is  produced  by  labor,  but  it  is  very  far  from  being  true  that  all 
labor  produces  wealth.  It  is  only  such  tabor  as  is  rightly 
directed  that  does  this.  The  volume  of  labor  wasted .  in  whole 
or  in  part,  because  of  misdirection  is  simply  enormous.  And 
under  modem  conditions  of  production  and  distribution  those 
upon  whom  fells  the  task  of  directing  labor  into  wealth-produc- 
channels  must  devote  their  entire  energies  to  that  function. 
In  the  successful  business  esUblishment  of  to-day  one  cannot 
be  manager  and  workman  at  the  same  time.  And  as  between 
the  worker  and  the  manager  who  directs  his  work,  one  cannot 
say  which  is  the  more  dependent  upon  the  other.  Each  is 
■essential  to  the  success  of  the  other,  and  each  without  the 
other  is  helpless  and  powerless  for  the  accomplishment  of  any 
great  undertaking.  The  relations  between  the  two  ought  to  be 
of  the  most  friendly  nature.  Whatever  differences  may  arise 
between  them  should  be  promptly  settled  on  terras  of  fairness 
to  both  parties.  Such  settlement  should  not  be  allowed  to 
fail,  or  be  unnecessarily  delayed,  for  want  of  suitable  agencies 
to  facilitate  them,  and  if  such  agencies  be  not  otherwise  sup- 
plied, the  State,  as  the  representative  of  the  whole  people's 
interest  in  such  matters,  may  well  supply  them. 

There  is,  of  course,  one  limitation  upon  what  the  State  can 
do  in  this  line,  which  must  ever  be  borne  in  mind.  Usually  it 
speaks  with  the  voice  of  command,  but  here  it  can  only  use 
the  language  of  persuasion.  The  freedom  of  the  citizen  to 
make  his  own  contracts  is  a  matter  too  sacred  to  be  in  any  man- 
ner limited  or  circumscribed,  except  as  the  interest  of  the 
whole  community  shall  demand.  If  one  have  labor  to  sell  it 
is  for  him,  either  singly  or  in  conjunction  with  others  in  like 
situation,  to  secure  for  it  a  satisfactory  compensation,  or -at  all 
events  the  best  the  market  will  afford.  If  he  deals  in  labor  as 
an  employer,  he  must  obtain  it  upon  terms  which  will  enable 
him  to  go  into  the  market  with  the  product  of  this  labor  and 
dispose  of  it  at  a  price  which  will  compensate  him  for  all  the 
cost  of  production,  into  which  other  elements  beside  the  labor 
cost  enter  to  a  greater  or  less  extent. 
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So  when  we  speak  of  employers  and  employees  as  coast:- 
ttiting  a  great  army,  mustered  into  the  service  of  the  State,  i: 
is  always  with  the  qualification  that  within  very  wide  limits 
the  service  is  a  voluntary  one.  The  impulse  which  sends  the 
industrial  army  into  action  and  keeps  up  the  fight  is.  primarily, 
regard  for  its  own  legitimate  interest;  and  secondarily,  regard 
for  the  general  interest  of  the  community  of  which  it  forms  a 
part.  It  is  only  when  a  man  refuses  to  work  at  all.  or  to  work 
adequately,  that  he  forfeits  membership  in  this  army,  and  the 
rights  which  go  with  such  membership,  and  renders  himself 
liable  to  be  treated  as  a  deserter  and  an  enemy  to  societj*. 

In  view  of  the  whole  situation,  the  question  whether  or  no 
it  is  advisable  for  the  State  to  continue  any  agency  for  the 
purpose  ot  rendering  assistance  in  the  prevention  and  settle- 
ment of  labor  difficulties  thrusts  itself  to  the  front  and  demands 
attention.  It  should  be  frankly  met  and  decided.  If  decided 
in  the  affirmative,  a  second  question  follows,  as  to  the  form 
which  such  an  agency  should  assume  and  the  scope  of  the 
work  which  it  should  undertake.  In  the  judgment  of  the 
Board  these  two  questions  should  receive  the  serious  consider- 
ation of  the  incoming  leg^lature,  and  in  connection  therewith 
it  offers  the  following  suggestions : 

First.  The  work  itself  is  of  very  material  importance. 
Whether  the  measure  of  success  attending  it  be  great  or  small, 
what  is  accomplished  is  wholly  beneficent.  To  put  an  end  to 
the  strifes  and  jealousies  of  capital  and  labor  might  well  satisiy 
the  loftiest  ambition.  To  largely  reduce  and  limit  these 
strifes  and  jealousies  would  be  a  great  and  satisfying  work. 

Second.  In  this  work  some  adequate  representation  should 
be  had  of  the  third  party  in  interest  in  every  contention  bet- 
ween capital  and  labor.  This  third  party  is  the  general  public, 
in  whose  service  both  capital  and  labor  are  engaged.  Such 
a  representation  will  be  had  to  some  extent  without  action  on 
the  part  of  the  State,  through  voluntary  associations,  some- 
times of  a  permanent  nature  like  boards  of  trade  or  business 
men's  associations,  and  sometimes  merely  temporary  commit- 
tees organized  under  the  stress  of  a  particular  emergency. 
Excellent  work  has  been  done  in  many  cases  by  such  agencies 
as  these,  but  they  are  clearly  inadequate  for  the  work  which 


needs  to  be  done,  and  the  proposition  seems  thoroughly  rea- 
sonable that  the  State,  as  the  official  and  permanent  represent- 
ative of  the  whole  people,  should  guard  their  interests  by 
participation  in  conferences  and  deliberations  designed  to 
promote  harmony  and  good  will  in  the  industrial  world. 

There  is  no  occasion  for  discouragement  and  abandonment 
of  eflFort  even  if  the  first  attempts  along  this  line  should  fail  to 
bring  the  results  hoped  for.  The  State  is,  in  this  matter,  enter- 
ing upon  a  new  field  of  work,  and  the  first  steps  therein  are  ot 
necessity  tentative  and  experimental.  If  the  results  aimed  at 
are  both  desirable  and  important,  and  their  attainment  not 
obviously  impossible  the  mistakes  and  failures  of  earlier  eflbrts 
should  be  made  use  of  as  guides  to  the  better  way,  and  to 
more  effective  means  of  securing  the  object. 

In  the  opinion  of  this  Board  the  State  should  not,  because 
results  thus  far  have  not  been  commensurate  with  expectations, 
abandon  its  efforts  for  the  promotion  of  peace  and  the  in- 
creased effectiveness  of  service  which  peace  will  bring  in  the 
great  field  of  industrial  activity. 

There  remains  to  be  considered  the  agency  to  which  the 
State  may  most  wisely  commit  this  work.  The  agency  at 
present  made  use  of  by  the  State  for  the  purposes  indicated 
above,  is  the  Board  of  Mediation  and  Arbitration,  composed  of 
three  members,  and  organized  with  especial  reference  to  the 
arbitration  feature  of  its  work.  It  is  also  authorized  by  a 
brief  section  of  the  law  creating  it,  to  act  upon  its  own  initia- 
tive in  investigating  conditions  and  mediating  between  parties 
to  an  industrial  contention.  It  is  under  this  last  mentioned 
provision  of  law,  that  nearly  all  of  its  work  has  been  done,  and 
it  seems  clearly  indicated  by  experience  that  if  effective  work 
is  to  be  done  in  the  future  it  must  be  along  this  line.  Should 
occasions  for  arbitration  arise  they  can  best  be  met  by  the 
creation  of  a  temporary  board  for  each  particular  case,  as  the 
parties  may  agree  and  in  the  constitution  of  which  they  both 
should  take  part.  Such  a  board  is  mnch  more  likely  to  prove 
acceptable  to  those  whose  interests  are  at  stake  than  a  per- 
manent tribunal  in  the  selection  of  whose  members,  the  con- 
testants have  had  no  agency  or  influence. 

Now  this  work  of  mediation  can  be  more  effectively  done 
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by  one  person  than  by  three.  The  work  of  the  Bo^#Gf  in  thi^ 
direction  has  very  largely  been  the  work  of  its  individurf^  mem- 
bers. And  in  this  line  of  work  the  Board  has  been  grfeatly 
hampered,  and  its  effectiveness  impaired,  by  the  fact  that  fto 
means  were  at  its  command  for  obtaining  prompt  informaticjn 
of  occasions  for  action,  and  by  the  further  fact  that  the  law 
under  which  it  was  constituted  only  contemplated  occasional 

^action  by  it  as  emergencies  calling  for  such  action  should 

.-^rise. 

To  accomplish  the  best  results  as  mediator  in  industrial 
conJientions  the  person  who  is  to  act  in  that  capacity  should  be 
able  to  devote  his  entire  time  to  that  and  other  work  closely 
related  to  it.  And  there  is  a  related  line  of  work  to  which  the 
attention  of  members  of  this  Board  has  often  been  directed,, 
but  upon  which  it  has  not  been  practicable  for  it  to  enter. 
This  new  line  would  be  an  exemplification  of  the  time-honored 
maxim  that  prevention  is  better  than  cure,  by  at  least  sixteen 
ulp  one.  It  would  be  an  effort  to  bring  about  such  relations  of 
mutual  trust  and  confidence  between  employers  and  employees 
as  .would  prevent  a  large  proportion  of  the  disagreements  and 
conteutioj^s  between  these  parties,  which  now  cause  great  in- 
jury to  ajl  classes  of  the  commuuity.  Just  what  form  this 
work  should  take,  and  what  m^ns  might-  prove  most  effective 
for  the  purposes?  indicated,  ^vould  have  to  be  dictated  largely 
by  experiejjcfi.  An  obv^^^g  opening  for  one  who  should 
undGr.t*,te  the  w-  ^^  ^^^^^^^  ^^  ^^  ascertain  what  has  been  at- 
.tftirjj^  ^'    ^^.^  ^.;^  .^.^^^  initiative,  and  what  measure  of 

*^^  ccess  has  been  attained  by  such  attempts.     What  seems  like 
thT'eat  object  to  be  held  ever  in  view  would  be  the  restora- 
tion   ^o  far  as  changed  conditions  will  permit,  of  the  essence  of 
the  old    direct,  personal  relation  and  association  of  employer 
and  em^^^^^^^^^     which  existed  when  the  organization  of  business 
was  sTmplIr;  when  the  scope  of  work  undertaken  by  a  single 
concern  was  so  limited  that  the  workman  could  see  and  appre- 
ciate the  difficulties  with  which  his  employer  had  to  contend 
Torder  to  make  the  business  successful;   when  the  employer 
on  his  part,   was  so  in  contact  with  the  man  who  worked  for 
hL  ha?  a  measure  of  sympathy  with  him  in  his  struggl^  and 
algous  was  natural,  and  well  nigh  inevitable,  and  when  a 


feeling  of  comradeship  included  all,  from  the  highest  to  the 
lowest  rank,  in  very  many  industrial  enterprises,  - 

It  does  not  seem  to  be  a  necessity  that  the  change  of  form 
in  these  enterprises,  great  as  it  is,  should  involve  so  great  a 
loss  as  what  this  sense  of  comradeship  has  already  proved  to  be. 
Its  restoration  would  abundantly  repay  the  utmost  eflfort 
found  necessary  therefor  on  the  part  of  the  State  and  of  both 
parties  directly  interested  in  its  maintenance. 

This  Board  recommends,  therefore,  that  the  State  continue 
its  efforts  for  the  promotion  of  industrial  peace  within  its 
borders;  that  these  efforts  be  directed  more  largely  in  the 
lines  of  prevention  and  mediation,  than  of  arbitration;  and 
that  the  work  be  confided  to  a  single  officer,  who  shall  be 
compensated  by  an  adequate  salary,  and  be  required  to  devote 
his  entire  time  to  the  duties  of  his  position.  The  task  of  this 
officer  will  be  one  of  especial  difficulty  and  delicacy,  requiring 
for  its  successful  accomplishment  a  thorough  devotion  to  the 
work,  and  calling  for  the  exercise  of  no  common  measure  of 
tact  and  perseverance,  and  for  broad  sympathy  with  people  in 
all  conditions  of  life.  Whatever  can  be  done  by  legislation  to 
clear  obstacles  out  of  his  path,  and  to  equip  him  for  successful 
work  should  be  done  without  hesitation  or  grudging.  The 
Soard  would  suggest  that  he  be  so  associated  with  the  Bureau 
of  Labor  Statistics  as  to  be  able  to  avail  himself  of  the  fund  of 
information  gathered  by  its  agents  or  stored  in  its  records. 

And  it  might  be  well  to  make  of  the  Bureau  of  Labor 
Statistics  something  more  than  a  mere  gatherer  of  information, 
broadening  its  scope  to  include  all  those  interests  commonly 
associated  with  manual  labor,  and  equipping  it  for  the  per- 
formance of  any  work  in  this  line  which  the  State  may  feel 
called  upon  to  undertake.  It  may  be  found  wise  and  practi- 
cable to  require  of  such  corporations  as  are  large  employers  of 
labor,  that  inasmuch  as  they  derive  their  verj-  life  from  the 
State,  that  they  should  co-operate  with  the  representative  of  the 
State  in  certain  lines  of  effort  for  the  maintenance  of  harmo- 
nious relations  with  those  who  work  for  them. 

It  may  even  be  found  necessary  to  circumscribe,  somewhat, 
the  oft  asserted  privilege  of  the  private  emploj'er  of  labor  to 
conduct  his  business  just  exactly  as  he  pleases.     It  is  not  in- 
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frequently  the  case  that  one  employer,  private  or  corporate, 
carries  in  his  hands  in  very  large  measure,  the  welfere,  not 
only  of  a  large  group  of  workmen,  but  also  of  many  other 
people  who  have  business  relations  with  these  workmen.  If  it 
be  the  pleasure  of  such  an  employer  to  carry  on  his  business 
oppressivel)''  towards  those  in  his  employ,  and  with  injurious 
consequences  to  many  others  within  the  scope  of  his  business 
influence,  it  may  well  be  the  subject  of  inquiry  if  the  State  is 
bound  to  guard  his  liberty  for  such  purposes. 

Then  there  is  the  other  side  of  this  question,  dealing  with 
the  measure  of  responsibility  which  should  attach  to  a  labor 
organization  which  makes  tjTanical  and  injurious  use  of  the 
great  power  which  it  is  able  to  wield  for  good  or  evil.  As  in 
the  case  of  the  employer,  so  also  in  this,  innocent  parties  may 
be  great  sufferers  by  such  action.  In  what  way  and  to  what 
extent  can  the  protection  of  the  State  be  extended  to  such 
sufferers  ? 

There  is  no  question  but  what  the  group  of  problems  con- 
nected with  the  relations  of  employer  and  employee  under  the 
modem  development  of  inudstrial  enterprise,  presents  many 
features  of  difficulty  and  perplexity,  but  not  for  that  reason  is 
the  State  at  liberty  to  shirk  them.  If  approached  with  an 
earnest  purpose  to  promote  the  welfare  of  the  whole  body  of 
the  people,  and  considered  with  patience  and  sanity  of  mind, 
there  ought  to  be  such  results  attained  as  will  abundantly  justify 
the  efforts  made. 

We  are  not  to  expect  an  entire  absence  of  friction  in  the 
working  of  our  industrial  machinery,  but  we  ought  to  be  able 
to  reduce  this  friction,  with  its  consequent  waste  of  power, 
to  a  limit  where  it  cannot  seriouslv  affect  the  welfare  of  the 
community.  We  are  not  to  expect  that  men  who  are  accus- 
tomed to  look  at  a  situation  from  widely  different  points  of 
view  will  always  agree,  but  they  may  each  be  brought  to  appre- 
ciate and  give  due  weight  to  the  fact  that  there  are  other  points 
of  view  than  their  own. 

We  may  reasonably  expect  that  men  so  situated  can  learn 
to  differ  without  being  enemies,  and  to  find  that  they  hold 
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.enough  in  common  to  form  a  solid  basis  for  harmonious  working 
relations.  If  this  much  can  he  accomplished  the  work  will 
jabundantly  justify  itself.
